Saniiary  Commission  at  Constantinople — Report  of  United  States  Commis- 
sioner— Cholera  at  Damascus, 

Report  No.  34. 

Since  the  10th  of  October  last  cholera  has  made  its  appearance  at 
Damascus.  The  first  cholera  deaths  were  officially  registered  on  that 
date,  though,  according  to  the  unofficial  news  received  here,  cholera 
had  been  raging  days  and  weeks  before.  It  is  stated  that  the  physi- 
cians of  Dam^tscus  had  warned  the  authorities  of  the  existence  or  chol- 
era, but  they  did  not  want  to  listen  to  them. 

The  first  persons  attacked  were  two  zaptiehs,  who  died  in  the  military 
hospital.  After  these  the  authorities  were  obliged  to  publish  the  exist- 
ence of  the  epidemic.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  scourge  up  to  the 
present,  667  deaths  have  been  officially  registered. 

Whether  the  epidemic  has  been  imported  from  Aleppo  or  from  the 
Hedjaz  is  not  known.  There  are  different  reports  about  it.  It  has 
been  said,  for  instance,  that  pilgrims  ran  away  from  the  sanitary  cordon 
at  Aias-Zerka,  and  entered  the  city  of  Damascus  with  all  their  luggage. 
Others  state  that  a  long  time  ago  all  the  villages  around  the  mountain 
Jebel  el-Ealalamem  were  affected  with  the  epidemic.  It  is  stated  by 
others  that  travelers  coming  from  Aleppo  imported  the  sickness.  The 
fiact  is  that  since  the  appearance  of  cholem  the  people  have  lost  their 
heads.  It  Ls  to  be  observed  that  everyone  in  the  vilayet  of  Damascus, 
88  in  the  other  surrounding  vilayets,  thought  to  check  the  epidemic  by 
quarantine  cordons. 

All  the  roads  around  Damascus  have  been  guarded  by  these  cordons. 
It  is  sufficient  to  mention  that  from  the  latter  town  to  Beirut  travelers 
must  undergo  three  quarantines  of  ten  days  each.  That  is  to  say,  that 
within  a  distance  of  120  kilometers  the  tmveler  must  undergo  thirty 
days  in  three  different  lazarettos.  Lazaretto  means,  in  this  country, 
one  or  more  tents,  without  a  physician  and  without  water ;  only  a  few 
zaptiehs  or  soldiers  for  guarding  and  taxing  the  travelers. 

Every  day  the  different  authorities,  the  government  or  the  ambas- 
sadors, receive  protestations  against  these  quarantines,  which  hinder 
trade.  The  inhabitants  complain  of  them,  for  the  cost  of  living  is  ex- 
cessively high  and  they  fear  a  dearth  will  ensue,  and  the  increase  of 
the  epidemic  will  be  the  natural  consequence. 

Many  physicians  of  Damascus  have  already  fled,  fearing  the  scourge. 
At  Alepix>  since  the  17th  of  October  last  no  deaths  have  been  regis- 
tered, though  in  the  surrounding  villages  one  or  more  deaths  occur; 
for  instance,  at  Raka,  on  the  left  side  of  the  Euphrates.  The  sanitary 
physician  in  the  Hedjaz  reports  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  that 
province  is  good. 

We  have  no  information  aK  to  what  happens  in  the  Yemen,  but 
there,  also,  cholera  is  raging. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  Constantinople  does  not  present  anything 
peculiar.  A  new  batch  of  Jews  has  arrived  from  Russia,  and  among 
them  a  few  cases  f)f  diphtheria  have  been  observed.

The  news  concerning  the  sanitary  condition  of  Aleppo  is  good. 
During  the  past  week  there  have  not  been  any  cases  or  deaths  from 
oholera,  not  only  in  the  city  of  Aleppo,  but  in  all  the  vilayets  of  the 
^same  name ;  therefore  sanitary  cordons  and  quarantines  have  been 
Q[rt»Jl)Uished.  Since  the  outbreak  of  the  epidemic — that  is  to  say,  since 
the  9th  of  June  last  up  to  the  5th  of  November — 1,659  deaths  have  been 
officially  registered. 

At  Damascus  also  the  epidemic  is  losing  its  strength,  one  or  twa 
deaths  being  daily  registered. 

We  might  believe  that  in  a  few  days  cholera  would  also  disappear 
from  that  city  and  province  if  new  cases  were  not  noticed  in  neighbor- 
ing villages  in  or  outside  the  quarantine  cordons. 

Since  the  appearance  of  the  epidemic  at  Damascus  on  the  11th  Octo- 
ber last  up  to  the  present  date,  778  deaths  have  been  officially  regis- 
tered. 

The  news  from  Hedjaz  is  good.  In  Yemen,  on  the  contrary,  cholera 
still  exists,  though  decreasing  also. 

As  I  have  already  mentioned,  the  quarantines  have  been  abolished 
for  the  places  where  cholera  has  disappeared,  but  the  troops  will  un- 
dergo quarantine  as  before,  until  the  international  sanitary  adminis- 
tration should  consider  it  fit  to  withdraw  this  exceptional  measure.  It 
has  been  remarked  that  cholera  spreads  by  the  movement  of  the  troops. 
This  has  been  seen  nearly  always,  and,  therefore,  the  sanitary  adminis- 
tration has  taken  special  measure  that  the  troops  should  undergo 
quarantine.  ^ 

In  the  island  of  Crete  there  is  an  epidemic  of  dysentery.  In  the 
capital  there  is  a  little  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever.  I  do  not  lay  stress  on 
the  epidemic  of  smallpox  being  endemic,  the  authorities  not  compelling 
the  population  to  be  vaccinated. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  month  of  October  is  854,  of  which  61 
are  from  smallpox.

Brazil — Rio  de  Janeiro, — Week  ended  October  31,  1891.  Popula- 
tion, 450,000.  Total  deaths,  426,  including  yellow  fever,  6;  smallpox,^ 
122 ;  enteric  fever,  2 ;  and  typhus,  2.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  city 
is  reported  as  fairly  good,  and  smallpox  is  apparently  on  the  decrease. 

Week  ended  November  7, 1891.  Total  deaths,  427,  including  yellow 
fever,  5 ;  smallpox,  97 ;  enteric  fever,  3 ;  and  typhus,  2.  Smallpox  is 
still  decreasing.  Recent  heavy  rains  have  improved  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  city. 

Santos.— Wee^  ended  November  14,  1891.  Population,  20,000.  The 
average  number  of  cases  of  yellow  fever  in  hospital  during  the  week 
was  77,  with  30  deaths  from  that  disease.  The  fever  is  increasing,  but 
is  still  confined  to  the  shipping  and  among  the  sailoA.  Consular  bills 
of  health  are  indorsed  ^^yellow  fever  exists  at  this  port." 


J«naary  1,1892. 


Week  euded  November  21,  1891.  The  average  number  of  cases  of 
yellow  fever  in  hospital  during  the  week  was  103,  with  51  deaths  from 
that  disease,  and  5  from  smallpox.  The  sanitai-y  condition  of  the  city 
is  bad.  Deaths  from  other  causes  than  yellow  fever  and  smallpox  are 
seldom  reported.

Great  Britain— -^^tewd  and  Wales.— The  deaths  registered  in  28 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  December  12 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  19.08  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
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population,  which  is  estimated  at  9,405,108.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Leicester,  viz,  12.38,  and  the  highest  in  Plymouth,  viz, 
45.1a  thousand. 

London, — One  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-two  deaths  were 
roistered  during  the  week,  including  measles,  45 ;  scarlet  fever,  20 ; 
diphtheria,  33 ;  whooping  cough,  56 ;  enteric  fever,  17 ;  and  diarrhoea 
and  dysentery,  14.  The  deaths  from  all  causes  corresponded  to  an  an- 
nual rate  of  21.9  a  thousand.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  caused 
340  deaths.  In  greater  London  1,876  deaths  were  registered, '  cor- 
responding to  an  annual  rate  of  17.3  a  thousand  of  the  population.  In 
the  "outer  ring''  the  deaths  included  diphtheria  17  and  whooping 
cough  15. 

Ireland, — The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
•registered  during  the  week  ended  December  12,  in  the  16  principal  town 
districts  of  Ireland,  was  32.5  a  thousand  of  the  population.  The  lowest 
rate  was  recorded  in  Sligo,  viz,  10.4,  and  the  highest  in  Cork,  viz, 
56.0  a  thousand.  In  Dublin  and  suburbs  168  deaths  were  registered, 
including  enteric  fever,  11 ;  influenza,  3 ;  and  whooping  cough,  3. . 

Scotland, — The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  December  12  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  32.2  a  thou- 
sand of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,338,314.  The  lowest  mor- 
tality was  recorded  in  Perth,  viz,  20.3,  and  the  highest  in  Edinburgh, 
viz,  45.3  a  thousand.  The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  registered  from 
all  causes  was  787,  including  measles,  6;  scarlet  fever,  9;  diphtheria, 
12 ;  whooping  cough,  18 ;  fever,  7 ;  and  diarrhoea,  7.

Cholera  in  Amoy, 

The  United  States  consul  at  Amoy,  Edward  Bedloe,  M.  D.,  makes 

the  following  report  relative  to  cholera  in  Amoy : 

Amoy  bears  the  unenviable  reputation  of  being  the  dirtiest  and  most 
unhealthful  city  on  the  globe.  The  reputation  is  thoroughly  deserved. 
What  is  a  more  unpleasant  fact  is  the  promise  of  the  present  tendency 
of  affairs  to  a  lower  and  worse  condition.  The  reasons  are  obvious  to  a 
new  comer  at  a  glance. 
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The  city  is  built  on  the  edge  of  a  mountainous  island  and  is  exceed- 
ingly old.  Inscriptions  on  ancient  tombs  run  back  as  far  as  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Christian  era,  and  coins  found  in  accidentally-discovered 
graves  date  to  dynasties  from  500  to  1000  B.  C. 

Daring  all  this  period  the  hillsides  of  the  city  have  been  used  as 
borying  grounds.  As  the  population  increased,  the  houses  encroached 
upon  the  cemetery  land  until  finally  the  two  became  hopelessly  inter- 
mixed. 

The  United  States  consulate  is  regarded  as  a  very  superior  locality, 
but  it  is  surrounded  by  over  a  hundred  tombs.  A  score  of  the  large 
blocks  of  granite  used  in  and  about  it  are  old  tombstones.  On  the  hill 
immediately  behind  the  residence  of  F.  Malcampo,  esq.,  the  graves 
toach  one  another  at  every  point  and  form  a  solid  white  surface  of  rock, 
brick,  porcelain,  and  cement,  covering  more  than  a  million  square  feet. 
Near  the  Lfam-paw-do  Joss-house  30.000  bodies  are  said  to  have  been 
bnried  vertically  to  save  space.  They  lie  or  stand  in  a  plot  of  land  of 
as  many  square  feet.  Amoy  proper  and  its  suburbs  have  a  living  pop- 
oladon  of  about  one  million,  and  a  dead  one  of  four  and  a  half  times 
as  many.  The  wells  are  shallow  and  are  sunk  on  the  edges  of  the  grave- 
yards and  even  among  the  tombs  themselves.  I  have  not  seen  one 
whose  water  was  not  muddy  and  discolored  by  the  perpetual  turning 
up  of  the  soil. 

The  city  is  a  relic  of  the  past.  It  is  walled  the  same  as  it  was  in  the 
time  of  Confucius.  It  has  no  sewers  whatever.  The  streets  vary  from 
2  to  6  feet  in  width  ;  no  wheeled  vehicle  can  use  them.  An  equestrian 
would  exi)erience  great  difficulty  in  turning  a  corner.  Here  and  there 
is  an  open  space  or  plaza,  dug  out  so  as  to  be  a  huge  open  cesspool. 
Into  it  the  streets  discharge  their  filth  and  the  house-servants  the  refuse 
of  their  houses.  Nothing  goes  to  waste  in  China.  The  decomposing 
ooze,  no  one  knows  how  deep,  is  used  for  growing  onions,  water-cress, 
water-lilies,  and  other  edible  plants.  Under  a  hot  tropical  sun  their 
growth  is  marvelous.  A  single  square  will  produce  eight  crops  a  year 
and  support  a  thousand  souls  in  comfort. 

Pigs  and  pariah-dogs  are  everywhere.  They  are  so  starved  that  they 
eat  all  kinds  of  refuse.  They  leave  nothing  for  the  rat,  cat,  or  mouse. 
These  have  a  hard  struggle  for  existence.  The  rat  is  especially  uu- 
fortnnate.  Besides  the  disadvantages  mentioned,  he  is  esteemed  a  deli- 
cacy by  many  of  the  poorer  classes  and  brings  a  high  price  in  the 
market. 

All  garbage  and  oflfal  is  thrown  into  the  yard  for  the  pigs.  What 
these  omnivorous  quadrupeds  refuse  is  thrown  into  the  streets  and  lies 
there  until  washed  away  by  the  rain  or  carried  onward  by  the  feet  of 
the  traveling  multitude.  The  amount  of  street  dirt  found  in  this  way 
is  very  great  and  of  its  nature  very  offensive  and  foul -smelling.  It 
accumulates  in  angles  and  no-thoroughfare«.  Where  it  settles  it  is 
always  being  rooted  up  by  pigs  and  scratched  over  and  into  by  pariah - 
dogs. 

It  should  be  said  injustice  to  these  two  animals  that  they  are  excel- 
lent scavengers  and  devour  almost  everything.  The  pigs  are  simply 
invaluable,  consuming  even  human  fecal  matter  and  urine.  Without 
them  the  population  would  be  swept  away  in  thirty  days. 

Such  are  the  general  physical  features  of  the  ancient  city  of  Amoy. 
While  they  could  be  changed,  revolutionized,  it  may  be,  in  forty-eight 
hours  by  the  action  of  the  authorities,  there  is  very  little  hope  of  altera- 
tion or  improvement.     Inertia  and  laissez-faire  are  too  organic  a  part  of 
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life  in  the  East  to  permit  the  introduction  and  employment  of  Western 
sanitary  ideas  and  systems. 

A  word  as  to  the  climate.  Amoy  lies  in  24°  40'  north*  latitude,  and 
is  just  outside  of  the  Tropic  of  Cancer.  It  has  practically  but  two  sea- 
sons, the  wet  and  the  dry.  The  former  begins  in  February  and  closes 
in  June,  and  is  about  four  months'  duration ;  the  dry  season  embraces 
the  remainder  of  the  year.  The  distinction  is  more  theoretical,  however, 
than  practical.  The  annual  rainfall  Ls  about  46  inch^,  which  fall  in 
about  one  hundred  days.  It  frequently  descends  in  large  quantities,  and 
in  a  short  time,  owing  to  the  local  topography,  exerts  a  powerful  erosive 
action,  producing  guUeys  in  the  thoroughfai*es  and  deep  channels  in 
the  foothills.  The  temi)erature  varies  from  a  maximum  of  95°  Fahr. 
in  July  to  a  minimum  of  49°  Fahr.  in  March.  Its  annual  mean,  70.7° 
Fahr.,  making  the  isotherm  of  Amoy  the  same  as  that  of  the  Pacific 
coast  of  southern  California.  The  barometer  is  subject  to  great  fluctua- 
tions, especially  during  typhoons.  Its  annual  mean  is  80.095;  almost 
the  isobar  of  Mobile,  Ala.,  and  Jacksonville,  Fla.  The  hygrometer 
varies  from  95  maximum  to  10  minimum,  and  has  an  annual  mean  of 
28-30,  making  it  a  dry  climate. 

A  good  feature  is  the  prevalence  of  winds.  Owing  to  the  ocean  ou 
the  one  hand  and  the  mountains  on  the  other,  there  is  a  movement  of 
air  which  seldom  falls  below  3  miles  an  hour  in  speed.  The  northeast 
monsoon  blows  with  great  uniformity  at  10  miles  an  hour  from  Sep- 
tember to  April,  and  the  southwest  monsoon  with  less  regularity  at  8 
miles  an  hour  the  balance  of  the  year.  Besides  these  general  windiS  is 
a  local  sea  breeze  from  the  Formosa  Channel  in  the  evening  and  a 
land  breeze  from  the  mountains  in  the  morning,  which  are  very  con- 
ducive to  health  and  comfort.

Under  such  auspices  cholera  and  other  diseases  of  its  class  are  per- 
ennial. They  are  functions  of  heat,  moisture,  and  wind.  So  far  as 
the  thermometer  is  concerned,  they  increase  with  the  rise  in  tempera- 
ture, though  the  increase  is  more  than  an  arithmetical  ratio. 

The  winter  is  marked  by  a  minimum  of  cases,  the  summer  by  a 
maximuni.  The  relations  of  moisture  and  cholera  are  quite  compli- 
cated. In  the  main,  it  may  be  said  that  a  very  dry  air  is  unfavorable 
to  the  progress  of  the  germs  or  the  spread  of  the  disease,  while  a  damp 
atmosphere  is  the  opposite.  Heavy  rains,  on  the  other  hand,  are  very 
antagonistic  to  cholera.  Whether  this  be  on  account  of  the  washing 
away  of  the  accumulated  decaying  organic  matter  in  the  towns  and 
cities,  or  on  account  of  the  precipitation  of  the  germs  from  the  air  and 
walls  and  their  being  floated  off  by  the  water,  is  unknown.  Perhaps 
both  causes  of  action  are  involved  in  the  result.  Calm  is  favorable  and 
high  winds  unfavorable  to  the  epidemic  phase  of  the  malady.  Twice 
in  the  summer  of  1891,  when  the  scourge  was  carrying  off  not  less  than 
200  natives  a  day,  it  was  suddeuly  terminated  by  heavy  rains  and  high 
winds.  Consul-General  P.  S.  Hamel,  of  the  Netherlands,  has  noticed 
the  same  fact  in  Siam,  Sumatra,  and  Java,  as  have  also  Dr.  James  F. 
Love  in  i^pt,  and  Dr.  Chas.  H.  H.  Hall  (formerly  of  the  U.  S.  Navy) 
in  the  cities  of  Japan.  On  the  other  hand,  it  has  been  observed  that 
slight  rains,  great  heat,  and  a  slight  circulation  of  the  air  are  the  most 
&voring  conditions  of  the  disease.  When  these  prevail,  the  death  rate 
rises  very  rapidly.  The  reason  appears  to  be  that  these  superinduce  a 
rapid  decomposition  of  dead  organic  matter,  and  while  infusing  the 
atmosphere  of  crowded  municipalities  with  deleterious  gases  and 
vapors,  afford  breeding  grounds  to  the  germs  that  may  be  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. 
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It  is  obvious  that  an  excited  crowd  of  people  spending  an  hour  in 
an  infected  place  will  carry  away  with  them  seeds  of  disease.  Very 
objectionable  therefore,  from  a  sanitary  standppint,  is  the  mode  of 
burial.  The  body  is  put  m  a  clumsy  coffin,  made  by  rough-hewing  a 
tree  trunk  into  a  heavy  and  hideous  box.  It  is  carried  on  the  backs 
of  porters,  preceded  and  followed  by  a  procession  of  relatives,  mourners, 
musicians,  and  acquaintances.  The  funeral  cortege  usually  parades 
through  the  thickly  populated  districts  of  a  city,  pausing  here  and 
there  for  the  coffin-porters  to  rest  a  few  minutes.  The  house  of  death 
from  which  they  start  is  never  disinfected,  and  the  rooms  in  which  they 
pay  their  respects  to  the  beteaved  family  are  poorly  ventilated.  Al- 
though cremation  is  practiced  by  the  Chinese,  it  follows  after  inhuma- 
tion  at  a  period  varying  from  six  months  to  six  years. 

They  deserve  praise,  however,  for  their  general  custom  of  burying 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  death.  This  lessens  the  evil  to  a  consid- 
erable extent.  Many  Chinese  families  throw  lime  on  tte  coffin  until  it  is 
covered,  and  then  fill  the  grave  up  with  earth.  This  is  said  to  bring 
the  occupant  fung  shuey,  or  good  luck. 

Two  other  customs  tend  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  epidemic,  both 
of. which  should  be  borne  in  mind  by  American  legislators.  One  is 
that  no  grave  shall  be  re-opened  within  a  year  without  the  consent  of 
the  authorities.  The  second  is  that  no  house  shall  be  built  more  than 
two  stories  high,  nor  shall  be  so  built  as  to  interfere  with  the  light,  air, 
well-water,  or  comfort  of  neighbors.  In  this  way  the  terrible  crowd- 
ing which  occurs  in  the  great  cities  of  America  and  Eurppe  is  entirely 
avoided.  Thus  while  cholera  and  other  epidemics  ravage  Chinese  com- 
munities, there  is  a  much  lesser  percentage  of  pulmonary,  nerve,  and 
typhoid  diseases  incident  to  tenement-house  life  in  the  West. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  danger  of  attack  is  augmented  by  several 
Oriental  customs.  Tlae  house  where  cholera  is,  or  has  just  been,  in 
frequently  crowded  with  priests,  acolytes,  friends,  and  relatives,  who 
come  to  exorcise  the  particular  evil  spirit  which  superintends  or  con- 
trols the  diseases.    *    *    * 

One  can  not  be  too  careful  in  his  mode  of  living  in  Amoy,  and  prob- 
ably the  same  rule  applies  to  all  the  tropical  cities  of  Asia.  A  few 
suggestions  may  therefore  have  more  than  a  local  application  and 
value. 

I.  The  floors, — These  should  be  of  bare  wood,  with  neither  carpet 
nor  matting.  They  should  be  both  swept  and  toash^d  every  day.  They 
and  all  the  woodwork  should  be  sprinkled  regularly  with  a  dilute  anti- 
septic, such  as  cressol,  creosote,  Joyces  disinfectant,  Piatt's  chlorides, 
chloralum,  corrosive  sublimate  solution,  or  white  vitriol. 

II.  All  clothing  should  be  ventilated  and  exposed  to  the  sun  at  least 
once  a  week.  It  should  be  kept  in  camphor- wood  bpxes,  and  sprinkled 
with  salicyl  or  a  similar  non-injurious  substance. 

III.  Water  should  never  be  used  as  a  beverage  in  its  natural  state. 
If  drunk,  it  should  be  boiled  and  filtered.  Weak  tea,  coffee,  cocoa  or 
broma,  soda  water,  claret  and  soda,  or  distilled  water  should  alone  be 
used  to  quench  thirst.* 

*  There  is  little,  if  any,  decent  drinking  water  in  the  treaty  ports  of  China.  It  con- 
tains dirt,  lime,  and  excessive  amounts  of  ammonia  nitrites  and  organic  matter.  A 
*'good"  well  water  in  Amoy  showed  on  analysis  the  foUowing  composition:  Total 
foreign  matter  in  1  gallon,  400  grains ;  insoluble  (lime,  clay,  dirt,  etc. ),  120  grains ; 
gaseous,  15  grains ;  insoluble  organic  matter,  55  grains ;  soluble  organic  matter,  210 
grains. 
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IV.  Bathe  regularly  every  day,  and,  where  possible,  use  lukewarm 
water,  so  as  to  keep  the  pores  open  ;  use  soap  sparingly,  as  when  al- 
kaline it  produces  cutaneous  eruptions.  A  fine  toilet  soap  or,  better 
still,  a  little  ammonia  <jr  borax  will  answer  very  well. 

V.  Eat  and  drink  well  and  generously.  The  climate  is  weakening 
and  dangerous,  and  the  system  requires  a  nourishing  regimen.  Keep 
the  bowels  open.     CJonstipation  is  nature's  storm  signal  in  the  tropics. 

VI.  Never  hurry  or  get  excited.  Do  not  worry  or  overwork.  Exer- 
dse  lightly  but  regularly.  Until  acclimated  consult  a  physician  when- 
ever you  are  '*  out  of  sorts.'' 

The  East  has  nothing  new  to  teach  the  West  in  the.  treatment  of 
cholera.  The  favorite  remedies  are  Brown's  Chlorodyne,  the  *'Sun 
Cholera  Mixture,"  and  similar  preparations.  The  Chinese  have  sev- 
eral medicines  which  belong  to  this  class.  Nearly  all  contain  cam- 
phor, opium,  menthol  (peppermint),  and  capsicum  (red  pepper).  Stim  - 
ulation,  intense  and  repeated,  is  a  necessity.  Brandy,  whisky,  and 
ram  are  the  chief  distillants  in  vogue.  Some  physicians  recommend 
creme  de  menthe,  benedictine,  kuemmel,  and  other  powerful  liqueui^s. 
To  sustain  the  heat  of  the  body,  mustard  leaves,  capsicum  plasters, 
and  hot  water  compresses  are  of  great  value.  Of  all  the  favorite  form- 
ala,  the  **Sun  Cholera  Mixture,"  with  quick  doses  of  brandy,  appears 
to  meet  with  the  widest  approval. 

In  the  tropics  a  cholera  convalescent  must  be  exceedingly  careful  in 
his  diet  for  a  week  after  his  recovery,  there  appearing  to  be  a  strong 
tendency  toward  enteric  fever  after  the  disappearance  of  the  original 
complaint. 

It  can  not  be  said  that  medical  science  has  made  much  advance  in 
curing  this  disease  in  the  past  forty  years.  The  decrease  in  the  mor- 
tality is  due  largely,  if  not  altogether,  to  the  increase  of  knowledge. 
There  is  hardly  a  house,  hotel,, or  vessel  in  the  East  but  is  supplied 
with  the  powerful  medicines  mentioned,  and  the  slightest  symptom 
of  the  dread  malady  is  promptly  met  with  the  application  of  both 
drugs  and  stimulants.  The  old  custom  of  waiting  for  the  doctor  and 
taking  a  little  tea  in  the  interim  is  done  away  with  entirely. 

Visitors  to  the  Asiatic  tropics  can  not  be  too  strongly  urged  to  pro- 
vide themselves  with  a  sufficient  traveling  supply  of  some  first-class 
remedy,  either  from  those  named  or  at  the  prescription  of  their  family 
physician.  In  this  way  and  by  following  the  suggestions  hereinbefore 
mentioned  they  can  preserve  their  health.  Otherwise  they  are  apt  to 
suffer  sickness  and  encounter  the  danger  of  dying  in  a  strange  land.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  smallpox  epidemic  in  the  valley 
below  El  Paso  has  been  efl'ectively  stamped  out.  In  San  Elizario,  on 
the  Rio  Grande,  there  were  35  cases.  Almost  opposite  of  this  town  in 
Mexico  there  ate  several  villages  cx)ntaining  some  very  poor  families 
without  a  resident  physician.  At  the  outbreak  of  smallpox  in  the  val- 
ley we  went  immediately  to  visit  these  places ;  found,  happily,  not  one 
case  of  smallpox,  but  64  children  and  6  adults  not  protected  against 
the  disease,  whom  we  vaccinated,  gratis,  at  once.  I  am  reliably  in- 
formed that  in  several  States  of  Mexico  the  situation  is  much  more 
grave,  as  smallpox  is  epidemic  there.

Cholera  in  East  Indies.

Berlin,  December  15,  1891.] 

According  to  the  official  information  received  October  19,  1891,  in- 
flnenza,  smallpox,  fever,  and  cholera  were  generally  prevalent  during 
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the  greater  part  of  the  past  year.  The  sanitary  condition  of  Batavia 
was  especially  unfavorable.  During  August,  September,  and  up  to  the 
middle  of  October,  there  were  many  choleraic  deaths  among  natives, 
Chinese,  half-breeds,  and  Europeans.  The  violence  and  long  continu- 
ance of  the  disease  were  partly  due  to  the  unusual  and  excessive  dry- 
ness of  the  summer  season.  As  late  as  October  19  there  had  been  no 
rainfall  in  Java  for  nearly  six  months.

Bbazil — Rio  de  Janeiro, — The  foUowing  correspondence  has  been 
received,  through  the  Dei)artment  of  State,  from  the  United  States 
consal-general  at  Eio,  relative  to  sanitary  measures  proposed  for  the 
shipping  at  that  port : 

December  12,  1891. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  for  your  information  the  following 
important  circular,  addressed  to  this  consulate-general  by  the  general 
health  inspector  of  this  city.  To  this  circular  I  shall  rigidly  adhere, 
and  will  issue  printed  notices  to  each  American  captain  as  he  enters 
the  port.  As  a  sanitary  precaution,  his  suggestions  are  invaluable,  as 
the  hot  season  is  now  opening  and  fever  is  threatening. 

I  have  thanked  the  inspector  for  his  directions,  and  promised  him 
strict  obedience  thereto.

Inspection -General  of  the  Health  of  the  Ports, 

Rio  de  Janeiro^  December  7,  1891. 

To  the  Consul' General  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Rio  de  Janeiro: 

1  am  desirous,  as  far  as  is  in  my  power,  to  prevent  the  spread  of  yellow 
fever  or  any  other  disease  among  the  vessels  in  port,  and  ask  your 
valuable  aid. 

All  vessels  are  visited  by  my  aids,  who  instruct  the  captains  to  fol- 
low hygiene  meai^ures,  such  as  daily  washing  of  their  ships  with  phenic 
acid  and  water,  disinfecting  water-closets  with  chlorate  of  lime  and 
chloronet  of  zinc. 

They  are  also  enjoined  not  to  allow  any  soiled  clothing  in  their  bunks, 
and  the  immediate  destruction  of  any  tainted  victuals  or  water. 

I  beg  you  to  use  your  authority  among  the  vessels  of  your  nationality 
in  the  faithful  observance  of  above  dispasitions,  and  to  prohibit  their 
sailors  from  coming  ashore,  as,  owing  to  their  excesses,  they  fall  easy 
pray  to  yellow  fever. 

Please  instruct  your  captains  to  cease  labor  during  the  heajted  hours 
of  the  day,  and  to  hoist  the  signal  of  medical  visit  as  soon  as  first 
symptoms  of  any  disease  are  seen. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  tender  you  my  highest  regards.

Ceylon. — From  the  Report  of  the  Registrar -General  for  the  second 
quarter  of  1891  the  following  is  abstracted : 

The  estimated  population  of  the  island  is  3,017,198,  showing  an  in- 
crease of  14,789  over  the  previous  quarter.  The  number  of  deaths 
registered  was  22,338,  corresponding  to  an  annual  death  rate  of  29.8  a 
thousand  of  the  inhabitants.  The  deaths  included  smallpox,  291 ; 
varicella,  30;  measles,  178;  whooping  cough,  9;  simple,  ill-defined, 
fevers,  4,821;  enteric  fever,  1,008;  influenza,  2;  cholera  (nostras?), 
424;  diarrhoea,  1,268;  dysentery,  1,608;  and  phthisis  pulmonalis,  491. 

Cuba — Havfina, — Month  of  December,  1891.  Total  deaths,  701,  in- 
cluding yellow  fever,  17;  influenza,  32;  enteric  fever,  9;  pernicious 
fever,  9 ;  bili6us  fever,  1 ;  paludal  fever,  8 ;  smallpox,  1 ;  diphtheria, 
4:  and  glanders,  2.  Influenza,  though  continuing  as  an  active  epi- 
demic, is  less  fatal. 

For  the  week  ended  December  31,  1891,  there  were  three  deaths 
from  yellow  fever. 

France — Rouen. — Month  of  November,  1891.  Population,  106,496. 
Total  deaths,  286,  including  none  from  contagious  diseases. 

Great  Britain — England  and  Wales, — The  deaths  registered  in  28 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  December  26 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  22.8  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
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population,  which  is  estimated  at  9,405,108.  The  lowest  rat«  was 
recorded  in  Leicester,  viz,  13.2,  and  the  highest  in  NewcasUe-on- 
Tyne,  viz,  45.1  a  thousand. 

London. — One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-one  deaths  were 
r^stered  during  the  week,  including  measles,  83 ;  scarlet  fever,  17 ; 
diphtheria,  20;  whooping  cough,  93;  enteric  fever,  9;  and  diarrhcea 
and  dysentery,  11.  The  deaths  from  all  causes  corresponded  to  an  an- 
nual rate  of  21. 9  a  thousand.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  caused 
553  deaths.  In  greater  London  2,193  deaths  were  registered,  cor- 
responding to  an  annual  rate  of  20.2  a  thousand  of  the  population.  In 
the  *' outer  ring"  the  deaths  included  diphtheria,  7 ;  whooping  cough, 
15 ;  and  measles,  11. 

Ireland. — ^The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  December  26,  in  the  16  principal  town 
districts  of  Ireland,  was  29.2  a  thousand  of  the  population.  The  lowest 
rate  was  recorded  in  Kilkenny,  viz,  0.0,  and  the  highest  in  Cork,  viz, 
47.6  a  thousand.  In  Dublin  and  suburbs  194  deaths  were  registered, 
including  enteric  fever,  8 ;  influenza,  5 ;  whooping  cough,  5 ;  and 
typhus,  1. 

Scotland. — The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  December  26  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  27.1  a 'thou- 
sand of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1, 338, 314.  The  lowest  mor- 
tality was  recorded  in  Perth,  viz,  22.0,  and  the  highest  in  Aberdeen, 
viz,  30.6  a  thousand.  The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  registered  from 
all  causes  was  698,  including  measles,  5 ;  scarlet  fever,  4 ;  diphtheria, 
4 ;  whooping  cough,  16 ;  fever,  1 ;  and  diarrhoea,  11.

Total  deaths,  439,  including  measles,  1;  scarlet  fever,  52;  diphtheria, 
38;  enteric  fever,  4;  croup,  1;  whooping  cough,  1;  and  phthisis  pul- 
monalis,  46.

Smallpox  epidemic  at  Harris  Neck  ended, — The  following  report  has 
been  received  from  Paased  Assistant  Surgeon  White : 

S,  Atlantic  Quarantine,  Surgeon's  Office, 

January  2,  1892. 

Sir  :  The  last  smallpox  patient,  James  Rogers,  has  been  this  day 
removed  to  Blackbeard. 

All  property  at  Harris  Neck  admitting  disinfection  has  been  treated 
and  is  being  moved  to  Blackbeard.  The  remainder,  including  the 
temporary  hospital,  has  been,  or  will  be  immediately,  burned. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  epidemic,  in  my  opinion,  ended. 

Supervising  Surgeon-General  Marine-Hospital  Service. 

Smallpox — San  Francisco  Quarantine  Station. — Passed  Assistant  Sur- 
geon W.  P.  Mcintosh,  in  charge  of  San  Francisco  Quarantine  Station, 
reports,  under  date  of  January  20,  as  follows :  *^  C^ty  of  Rio  de  Janeiro 
in  quarantine.  Two  cases  of  varioloid  and  527  passengers  aboard.  All

Since  a  fortnight  the  number  of  cholera  deaths  occurring  at  Damascus 
<\(y^  not  exceed  one  per  day,  and  very  often  the  official  reports  do  not 
register  any.  It  seemed  that  the  epidemic  would  soon  be  over,  but  new 
places  are  infected  little  by  little. 

So  on  the  6th  instant  cholera  made  its  appearance  at  Selkia,  on  the 
N^uth  of  Beirut,  near  Sidon. 

In  the  other  provinces  the  sanitary  condition  is  good ;  that  does  not 
mean  that  it  is  perfect.  For  instance,  at  Koniah,  in  Asia  Minor,  there  is 
m  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever. 

In  the  capital,  also,  there  are  a  few  cases  of  this  latter  disease  as  well 
u*  of  smallpox,  which  is  always  present. 

By  an  imperial  decree  issued  a  few  weeks  ago  cocaine  and  sulfonal 
are  not  to  be  used,  neither  by  physicians  nor  others  in  the  Turkish 
Empire.

I  beg  leave  to  forward  the  new  regulations  by  which  the  quarantine 
*)t  Camaran  will  be  governed  during  the  year  1892.  Every  year,  before 
the  starting  of  the  sanitary  physicians  for  Camaran,  the  International 
Sanitary  Administration  revises  the  regulations  in  order  to  correct  the 
imperfections.  For  instance,  the  16th  article  has  been  added,  which 
provides  that  ships  carrying  more  than  one  hundred  pilgrims  must 
have  on  board  one  doctor  of  medicine  and  the  necessary  remedies  for 
the  use  of  the  pilgrims  and  the  disinfection  of  the  ship.  This  article 
has  been  added  because  last  year  several  Ottoman  ships  carried  more 
than  one  hundred  pilgrims,  who  could  not  be  helped  by  any  means,  no 
I'hysician  being  on  board,  nor  were  there  any  remedies. 

Cholera  news  continues  to  be  alarming.  The  epidemic  is  always 
spreading.  It  has  made,  already,  its  appearance  in  the  surroundings 
*>f  Sidon,  on  the  south  of  Beirut,  and  at  Zor,  on  the  Euphrates,  between 
Aleppo  and  Bagdad.  Nobody  can  tell  if  it  will  stop  at  these  places  or 
spread  further. 

In  Yemen,  according  to  the  official  reports,  the  state  of  afifairs  is 
awful.  Cholera  has  raged  fearfully,  and,  on  account  of  the  revolution 
^here,  no  steps  could  be  taken.  By  the  continual  movement  of  troops, 
<'holera  spread  from  rx>untry  to  country  more  rapidly  than  it  could  be 
expected.  At  Hodeida  more  than  3,000  cholera  deaths  occurred,  al- 
though only  750  have  been  officially  registered.  I  have  already  men- 
tioned in  my  reports  that  cholera  has  been  imported  there  by  the  troops.

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Though  the  first  cholera  attacks  occurred  in  the  military  hospital  of 
Hodeida,  the  physician  could  not  make  the  diagnosis  of  cholera,  and 
while  they  were  discussing  on  the  symptoms  of  the  disease,  the  scourge 
spread  in  the  city.

Brazil — Santos — YeUow  fever, — The  United  States  consul,  through 
the  Department  of  State,  reports,  November  3,  1891,  as  follows:  **The 
prevalence  of  yellow  fever  here  at  this  season  of  the  year  indicates  that 
it  has  come  to  stay.  Twenty-two  have  died  during  the  past  week  of 
this  disease.'' 

The  same  consul  reports,  December  5,  1891,  that  during  the  week 
ended  that  date  there  were  102  cases  and  52  deaths.

^corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  36.4  a  thousand  of  the  aggr^ate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  9,405,108.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Halifax,  viz,  19.H,  and  the  highest  in  Wolverhampton 
viz,  45.3  a  thousand. 

London. — ^Three  thousand  three  hundred  and  ninety-nine  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles,  154 ;  scarlet  fever,  14 ; 
diphtheria,  37;  whooping  cough,  180;  enteric  fever,  11;  and  diarrhoea 
and  dysentery,  25.  The  deaths  from  all  causes  corresponded  to  an  an- 
Dual  rate  of  42. 0  a  thousand.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  caused 
1,317  deaths.  In  greater  London  4,201  deaths  were  registered,  cor- 
responding to  an  annual  rate  of  38.9  a  thousand  of  the  population.  In 
the  *' outer  ring"  the  deaths  included  measles,  6  ;  diphtheria,  9;  scar- 
let fever,  7  ;  and  whooping  cough,  30. 

Ireland, — The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
regist-ered  during  the  week  ended  January  2,  in  the  16  principal  town 
districts  of  Ireland,  was  40.9  a  thousand  of  the  population.  The  lowest 
rate  was  recorded  in  Sligo,  viz,  10.4,  and  the  highest  in  Lisburn,  viz, 
73.1  a  thousand.  In  Dublin  and  suburbs  305  deaths  were  registered, 
including  enteric  fever,  10;  whooping  cough,  8;  influenza,  10;  and 
diphtheria,  1. 

Scotland. — The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  January  2  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  26.0  a  thou- 
sand of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,338,314.  The  lowest  mor- 
tality was  recorded  in  Paisley,  viz,  15.6,  and  the  highest  in  Glasgow, 
viz,  29.3  a  thousand.  The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  registered  from 
all  causes  was  670,  including  measles,  6 ;  scarlet  fever,  9 ;  diphtheria, 
11;  whooping  cough,  22;  fever,  10;  and  diarrhcea,  11.

[Translated  for  this  Bureau  from  La  Bevue  MSdico-Pharmaceuiiquej  Constantinople,  De- 
cember 31,  1891.1 

The  sanitary  condition  of  Damascus  continues  satisfebctory.  The  latest 
dispatches  received  report  no  fresh  case  of  cholera. 

On  December  20,  seven  cases  and  two  deaths  were  reported  in  the 
village  of  Davara,  in  the  vilayet  of  Beirut,  and  four  cases  and  one  death 
at  Ssdihi^.  ^  On  December  21  there  were  nine  cases  and  two  deaths  re- 
ported at  Davara  and  six  cases  at  Salihi6. 

Cholera  still  prevails  in  the  districts  of  Assyr  and  Hidj6.  It  has 
completely  disappeared  at  Hodeida.  At  Sahi4  one  death  occurred  on 
December  9. 

According  to  a  telegram  received  from  the  sanitary  physician  at 
Bagdad,  cholera  has  appeared  in  the  districts  of  Deir  and  Ebon-K6mal. 

The  governor  of  Acre  has  informed  the  authorities  of  Beirut  by  tele- 
gram that  a  disease  presenting  the  symptoms  of  cholera  has  broken  out 
in  ^  village  near  Safid.

Infected  vessel  at  South  AUantic  quarantine. — The  following  report  has 
been  received  from  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  White : 

South  Atlantic  Quarantine  Station, 

Surgeon's  Office^  January  25,  1892. 

^JR :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  at  this  station  and  in- 
spection on  same  date,  January  24,  of  the  Norwegian  bark  Ydun. 

This  vessel,  arriving  at  Santos  in  July,  discharged  the  major  part  of 
her  crew  at  once,  and  of  the  5  retained  lost  4  by  yellow  fever,  including 
the  captain. 

The  then  mate,  Pedersen,  now  captain,  is  the  only  remaining  mem- 
ber of  the  original  crew.  Of  the  new  crew  shipped  on  leaving  Santos 
November  25,  1891,  captain  reports  none  to  have  been  sick  on  the 
voyage. 

This  vessel  arrived  at  Tybee  Eoads  on  January  21,  and  the  master 
was  allowed  to  proceed  to  the  city,  but  upon  the  facts  reaching  the 
health  officer,  Dr.  W.  F.  Brunner,  she  was  dispatched  at  once  to  this 
station. 

The  vessel  is  fairly  sound  and  clean,  19  years  old,  and  is  empty  save 
200  hundred  tons  clean  stone  ballast. 

That  she  is  infected  there  is  no  shadow  of  doubt,  but  the  thermometric 
range  being  such  as  it  now  is,  I  shall  not  detain  her  after  disinfection, 
as  an  outbreak  is  now  impossible,  and  a  thorough  disinfection  to  pre- 
vent the  introduction  of  fomites  laden  with  yellow  fever  and  capable  of 
starting  an  epidemic  in  the  spring  is  the  only  object  now  to  be  looked 
after.  This,  I  take  it,  was  the  opinion  under  which  Dr.  Brunner  acted 
in  ordering  her  here.

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  W.  P.  Mcintosh  reports,  under  date  of  Feb- 
ruary 1,  that  two  more  cases  of  smallpox  have  developed  among  the 
detained  passengers  of  the  steamer  Rio  de  Janeiro,  making  a  total  of 
«ght  cases.  The  patients  are  isolated  in  the  lazaretto  and  the  passen- 
gers, 523  in  number,  mostly  Chinese,  are  held  in  the  detention  barracks. 

Reports  of  States,  and  yearly  and  monthly  reports  of  cities.

Pebroary  11,  that  three  more  cases  of  varioloid  have  occurred  among 
the  detained  passengers  of  the  steamer  Rio  de  Janeiro.  This  makes  a 
total  of  eleven  cases. 

Russian  goatskins,  possibly  infected,  shipped  to  New  York, — The  follow- 
ing letter  has  been  received  from  the  United  States  consul  at  Hull, 
England,  dated  January  30,  1892 : 

Sir  :  I  have  this  day  received  definite  information  that  on  the  10th 
instant  the  firm  of  Gerhard  &  Hey,  forwaiding  agents  at  Liban,  Russia, 
shipped  42  bales  dried  goatskins  per  steamship  Thorwaldsen  for  this 
port,  transhipped  to  New  York  per  steamship  Colorado,  which  sailed 
h«^nce  January  23  will  be  due  in  New  York  very  soon  after  this  letter 
reaches  you. 

With  reference  to  these  skins  the  United  States  consular  agent  at 
Liban  writes  me,  under  date  of  January  25,  as  follows : 

*'To  day  I  received  information  from  the  police  master  here  that  since 
the  goatskins  were  forwarded  from  their  place  of  origin,  one  of  the  men, 
who  was  working  on  the  skins  in  their  raw  state,  has  been  taken  ill  pre- 
somably  with  the  Siberian  plague." 

I  may  also  add  that  there  was  no  certificate  of  health  with  the  skins 
when  they  arrived  at  this  port,  and  there  is  no  proof  that  the  hides 
were  disinfected  prior  to  their  leaving  Eussia. 

To  the  Supervising  Surgeon-General. 

Vaccination  of  Mexican  immigrants — Infiuenza  in  Mexico, — Under  date 
of  January  31,  1892,  the  United  States  sanitaiy  inspector  at  El  Paso, 
Tex.,  reports  as  follows : 

Daring  the  past  month  I  have  vaccinated  eleven  children  of  Mexican 
fiunilies  immigrating  into  the  United  States.  I  notice  from  Mexican 
joomals  that  the  grip  is  epidemic  in  the  City  of  Mexico,  and  that  some 
300  deaths  have  resulted  within  the  past  month.  In  the  States  of  Oaxaca, 
Vera  Cruz,  and  Puebia  the  epidemic  is  very  severe,  and  in  the  city  of 
Orizaba  the  schools  have  been  closed. 

The  fatality  among  1,200  Chinese  laborers  employed  on  railroad  con- 
atruction  and  the  plantations  in  the  State  of  Oaxaca  has  been  large.

Cuba — Havana, — The  following  report  has  been  received  from  the 
United  States  sanitary  inspector,  dated  February  1,  1892  : 

There  were  636  deaths  in  this  city  during  the  month  of  January, 
1892.  Fifteen  of  those  deaths  were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  12  by  the 
grippe,  10  by  enteric  fever,  3  by  bilious  fever,  6  by  so-called  perni- 
dous  fever,  6  by  paludal  fever,  5  by  diphtheria  and  croup,  1  by 
glanders,  and  1  by  hydrophobia. 

La  gripx>e  continues  to  decrease  in  the  number  and  mortality  of  its 
victims. 

Great  Britain — England  and  Wales. — The  deaths  registered  in  28 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  January  23 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  35.4  a  thousatid  of  tlie  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  9,405,108.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Huddersfield,  viz,  17.3,  and  the  highest  in  Brighton, 
viz,  60.9  a  thousand. 
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London.-^ThTee  thousaDd  seven  hundred  and  sixty -one  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles,  76 ;  scarlet  fever,  13 ; 
diphtheria,  23 ;  whooping  cough,  170 ;  enteric  fever,  6 ;  and  diarrhoea 
and  dysentery,  16.  The  deaths  from  all  causes  corresponded  to  an  an- 
nual rate  of  46.0  a  thousand.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  caused 
1,465  deaths.  In  greater  London  4,790  deaths  were  registered,  corre- 
sponding to  an  annual  rate  of  43.4  a  thousand  of  the  population.  In 
the  **outerring"  the  deaths  included  measles,  10;  diphtheria,  7;  and 
whooping  cough,  39. 

Ireland. — The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  January  23,  in  the  16  principal  town 
districts  of  Ireland,  was  43.9  a  thousand  of  the  population.  The  lowest 
rate  was  recorded  in  Drogheda,  viz,  22.0,  and  the  highest  in  Galway, 
viz,  64. 2  a  thousand.  In  Dublin  and  suburbs  363  deaths  were  registered, 
including  enteric  fever,  5 ;  whooping  cough,  10 ;  influenza,  25  ;  diph- 
theria, 2 ;  and  measles,  1. 

ScoUand.—The  deaths  roistered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  January  23  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  27.2  a  thou- 
sand  of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1, 338, 314.  The  lowest  mor- 
tality was  recorded  in  Edinburgh,  viz,  21.8,  and  the  highest  in  Dundee, 
viz,  31.9  a  thousand.  The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  registered  from 
all  causes  was  756,  including  measles,  11 ;  scarlet  fever,  10 ;  diphtheria, 
9 ;  whooping  cough,  24 ;  fever,  6 ;  and  diarrhoea,  13.

In  consequence  of  the  occurience  of  several  cases  of  cholera  in  some 
villages  in  the  Province  of  Beirut,  the  board  of  health  of  Constantinople 
has  declared  the  districte  of  Merdschagim  and  Saida  to  be  infected. 
In  the  city  of  Damascus,  from  November  30  to  December  19,  1891,  10 
cases  of  cholera  and  5  choleraic  deaths  were  reported.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  at  this  station,  February 
10,  of  the  Norwegian  bark  Africa,  from  Santos  for  Apalachicola^  Fla., 
she  having  been  denied  entrance  into  that  port. 

The  vessel  has  a  history  of  seven  cases  of  fever  (presumably  yellow 
fever)  at  Santos,  four  of  whom  died,  and  one  death  seven  days  after  her  , 

departure.    Two  of  the  crew  are  now  in  hospital  here  suffering  from 
ansemia  due  to  malnutrition.     The  vessel   is  empty,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  255  tons  of  sand  ballast.     She  is  unquestionably  infected,  i 
and  it  therefore  becomes  necessary  to  remove  her  ballast  and  fumigate 
her. 

To  the  Surgeon-GenRral  M.-H.  S.  , 


YelXow  fever  infected  bark  at  South  Atlantic  Quarantine. — The  following 
letter,  dated  February  10,  1892,  has  been  received  from  the  acting  as- 
sistant surgeon  in  charge  of  the  station : 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  at  the  anchorage  last 
night  of  the  Norwegian  bark  Roma.  This  vessel  left  Santos  November 
28,  1891,  in  ballast  for  Savannah  via  Barbados;  arrived  at  Tybee 
February  2,  when  she  was  sent  to  this  station.  The  captain  states  that 
^'at  Santos  she  lay  at  anchor  four  and  a  half  months  awaiting  a  berth. 
As  soon  as  this  was  secured  the  entire  crew  went  ashore  to  live.  Sub- 
sequently, five  developed  yellow  fever,  the  first  case  occurring  four 
days  after  the  crew  left  the  vessel.     Two  died,  three  recover^  and 
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rejoined  the  vessel  wheu  she  sailed.  One  of  the  latter  had  obstinate 
diairhcea  at.  Barbados,  and  was  discharged.  This  was  the  only  sick- 
ness occnrriDg  siuce  she  left  Sautos." 

All  appeared  well  on  inspection.  The  vessel  is  old,  but  fairly  clean. 
After  anballasting  she  wiil  be  thoroughly  fumigated  and  disinfected.

According  to  official  information  of  recent  date,  cholera  continues  to 
exist  in  a  sporadic  form  in  the  city  and  vilayet  of  Damascus  and  in  the 
yilayets  of  Beirut  and  Bagdad.  Choleraic  deaths  are  also  reported 
from  certain  localities  on  the  Arabian  coast 

Official  reports  from  Algiers,  dated  January  3,  1892,  state  the  occur- 
rence of  3  choleraic  deaths  on  board  the  French  troop  ship  Shamrock, 
from  Tonquin.  The  vessel  was  detained  at  Suez  for  a  ten  <i»ys'  quaran- 
tine. At  Algiers,  after  medical  inspection,  156  men  were  disembarked, 
after  which  tiie  Shamrock  proceeded  to  Toulon. 

India. — ^In  Oedcutta  there  were  3  choleraic  deaths  in  the  period  from 
December  6  to  December  19,  1891.

Immediate  stex>s  were  taken 
to  disinfect  premises  and  quarantine  the  house.  It  is  an  exceedingly 
light  case ;  x>atient  doing  well.  The  name  of  patient  Angela  Matera, 
passenger  from  Vessel  MassUia.  It  is  said  14  others  from  said  vessel  are 
in  Pittsburg,  but  as  yet  we  have  been  unable  to  locate  them.  Since 
writing  the  above,  Dr.  Moyer,  the  physician  in  attendance,  called  on 
me  and  reports  the  patient  much  worse  to-day,  and  developing  all  the 
symptoms  of  a  true  case  of  typhus.  Patient  thoroughly  isolated,  and 
every  precaution  being  taken  to  prevent  spread.

— The  deaths  roistered  in  28 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  February  6 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  26.2  a.  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,185,736.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Bradford,  viz,  13.8,  and  the  highest  iu  Preston,  \iz,  31.1 
a  thousand. 

London. — Two  thousand  five  hundred  deaths  were  registered  during 
the  week,  including  measles,  39 ;  scarlet  fever,  14 ;  diphtheria,  27 ; 
whooping  cough,  137;  enteric  fever,  6;  and  diarrhoea  and  dysentery,

Cholera  in  AraJbia, 

[Translated  for  this  Bureau  flx)m  the  publications  of  the  Kaiserlicheii  GesundheitmvUefi, 

Berlin,  February  2,  1892.] 

According  to  information  received  January  6,  9  choleraic  deaths 
occuired  at  Damascus  between  December  28,  1891,  and  January  4, 
1892.  Eecent  intelligence  from  Hodeida  shows  the  epidemic  to  be  ex- 
thict  in  Aasyr  and  Yemen.  The  disease  is  said  to  have  been  introduced 
into  Hodeida  by  means  of  the  Turkish  transport  ship  Djedda^  which 
left  Constantinople  August  28,  1891,  and  touched  at  Smyrna,  Beirut, 
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and  Port  Said,  an-iving  oflf  Hodeida  September  28.  Five  soldiers  who 
were  shipped  at  Beirut  died  with  choleraic  symptoms  during  the  voy- 
age of  the  Ujedda,  Within  a  few  days  after  the  disembarkation  of  the 
troops  at  Hodeida  many  deaths  occurred  in  the  camp  outside  the  town 
and  in  the  military  hospital.  The  first  case  in  the  town  occurred  Octo- 
ber 9.  By  October  17,  the  disease  had  become  general.  No  death  from 
cholera  was  reported  from  the  military  hospital  after  October  30,  and 
the  last  case  in  the  town  occurred  November  7.  Oficial  statistics  place 
the  number  of  choleraic  deaths  at  Hodeida  at  707.  TTnofficiid  state- 
ments place  the  number  at  3,000.  The  disease  still  prevails  at  Sana,. 
T^as,  Nedgib,  and  Sukelhams.

Typhus  fever  in  Pennsylvania, — Dr.  Benjamin  Lee,  secretary  State 
board  of  health,  Pennsylvania,  reports,  nnder  date  February  25,  two 
cases  of  typhus  fever  in  Philadelphia,  residents  of  that  city,  and  one 
case  at  Pittsburg,  an  immigrant  from  the  steamship  Massilia  (the  latter 
case  reported  in  Abstract  of  Sanitary  Reports,  February  26). 
All  cases  isolated  in  hospital  and  all  immigrants  from  the  steamship 
MassUia  in  Pennsylvania  nnder  observation. 

San  Francisco  Quarantine  Station^  Angel  Island^  Cat. — Passed  Assistant 
Surgeon  W.  P.  Mcintosh  reports,  under  date  of  March  1,  that  all  the 
Chinese  detained  in  quarantine  from  the  steamer  Rio  de  Janeiro  will  be 
discharged  on  the  above  date  except  13,  who  had  varioloid,  and  they  will 
be  detained  a  day  or  two  longer. 

Inspection  of  immigrants  at  El  PasOj  Tex. — ^The  following  report  has 
been  received  from  Dr.  B.  Alexander,  sanitary  inspector,  M.-H.  S.: 

Office  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  M.-H.  S., 

El  Paso,  Tex.,  February  20,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  during  this  month  a  party  num- 
bering some  45  so-called  Gypsies  arrived  at  Paso  del  Norte  from  the 
interior  of  Mexico. 

Most  of  them  were  ragged,  dirty,  and  unkempt,  some  of  them  of  poor 
physique,  and  apparently  destitute.  They  had  been  for  years  in  the 
South  American  countries,  and  for  the  past  three  years  in  Mexico. 
They  spoke  French,  Italian,  German,  or  Spanish  to  any  one  who  ad- 
dre^ed  them  in  either  language,  but  amongst  themselves  they  spoke  a 
language  that  no  one  else  knew.  Fifteen  of  the  party  were  under  six 
years  of  age,  and  eight  from  eight  to  fifteen  years. 

The  masculine  members  of  the  party  were  so-called  tinkers  or  mend- 
ers of  metal  wares. 

They  decided  to  go  somewhere  into  the  United  States,  but  the  im- 
migrant inspector  stationed  at  El  Paso,  Tex.,  judging  from  their  desti- 
tute and  dirty  appearance,  refused  them  admittance. 

They  appealed  to  the  collector  of  customs,  who  decided  that  accord- 
ing to  the  law  only  idiots,  insane  persons,  paupers,  or  persons  likely 
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to  become  a  public  charge,  persons  suflfering  from  a  loathsome  or  con- 
tagious disease,  could  be  prevented  to  come  to  the  countrj'. 

The  collector  of  customs  requested  me  to  examine  the  party  in  ques- 
tion, and  I  found  them  to  be  healthy,  free  from  any  loathsome  or  con- 
tagious disease. 

They  proved  to  the  collector  to  possess  amongst  themselves  several 
thousand  dollars  in  German,  Spanish,  French,  Italian,  and  Mexican 
gold  coins. 

These  people  having  been,  according  to  their  own  statement,  spend- 
ing some  three  years  in  Vera  Cruz  and  different  other  localities  in  Mex- 
ico, places  that  are  most  of  the  year  infected  with  yellow  fever,  small- 
pox, and  other  loathsome  and  contagious  diseases,  I  believed  that  they 
would  carry  with  them  in  their  tents  and  clothing  the  seeds  of  disease. 
I  have  consequently  caused,  prior  to  their  entrance  into  our  country, 
the  disinfection,  with  sulphurous  fumigation,  of  their  old  ripped-open 
mattresses  and  apparel  for  twenty-four  hours  in  a  closed  room. 

Seven  of  the  party  presented  no  evidence  of  vaccination,  and  were 
vaccinated. 

In  this  connection  I  will  be  allowed  to  remark,  in  parenthesis,  that 
as  smallpox  exists  almost  throughout  the  year  in  different  parts  of 
Mexico,  and  as  many  emigi-auts  from  that  country  come  into  the  United 
States,  themselves  and  their  children  showing  no  evidence  of  vaccina- 
tion, and  as  some  parents  absolutely  refuse  to  have  their  children  vac- 
cinated before  entering  into  the  United  States  from  Mexico,  that  the 
Supervising  Surgeon-General  of  the  United  tates  Marine-Hospital  Serv- 
ice urge  the  importance  of  this  matter  before  the  American  legislature. 
Most  of  the  Mexican  immigrants  into  the  United  States  carry  nothing 
but  old  clothing  and  their  bedding. 

I  am  positive  that  the  lower  classes  of  Mexicans  never  think  of  such 
a  precaution  as  to  burn  clothing  or  bedding  after  having  been  infected 
with  loathsome  and  contagious  diseases,  and  consequently  endanger 
other  communities  with  whom  they  come  in  contact. 

To  prevent  this,  I  would  respectfully  request  to  be  allowed  to  hire 
quarters  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  F^ 
station,  to  enable  me  to  rigidly  fumigate  all  old  clothing,  bedding,  etc., 
which  Mexican  immigrants  of  the  lower  class  bring  with  them  into  the 
United  States.

Michigan. — Week  ended  February  20,  1892.  Reports  to  the  State 
board  of  health,  Lansing,  from  62  observers,  indicate  that  cerebro- 
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spinal  meniDgitis,  puerperal  fever,  cholera  morbus,  inflammation  of 
bowels,  and  remittent  fover  increased,  and  that  inflammation  of  brain, 
measles,  membranous  croup,  typho- malarial  fever,  scarlet  fever,  and 
whooping  cough  decreased  in  area  of  prevalence. 

Diphtheria  was  reported  present  during  the  week  at  30  places,  scarlet 
fever  at  53,  enteric  fever  at  16,  and  measles  at  8  places. 

Missouri — Kansas  City, — Month  of  January,  1892.  Population, 
132,716.  Total  deaths,  144,  including  phthisis pulmonalis,  15 ;  influenza, 
7 ;  enteric  fever,  4 ;  scarlet  fever,  1 ;  diphtheria,  7 ;  croup,  2. 

Tennessee. — Month  of  January,  1892.  Eeports  to  the  State  board 
of  health  indicate  that  the  principal  diseases  during  the  month,  named 
in  the  order  of  their  greater  prevalence,  were  influenza,  pneumonia, 
bronchitis,  typhoid  fever,  rheumatism,  consumption,  measles,  and 
diphtheria.

— The  United  States  consul  reports  82  deaths 
from  yellow  fever  in  hospital  during  the  week  ended  January  2,  1892. 
Number  of  deaths  in  the  city  not  reported. 

Total  deaths,  417, 
including  enteric  fever  1  and  measles  1. 

Costa  Eica — Funta  Arenas — Yellow  fever. — Under  date  of  February 
1,  1892,  the  United  States  consul  at  San  Jos6  reports  as  follows : 

I  have  the  honor  to  confirm  my  cablegram  of  the  25th  ultimo  as 
follows:  Yellow  fever  in  Punta  Arenas. 

I  send  by  this  mail  the  sanitary  reports  for  the  last  several  weeks. 
These  show  but  one  case  of  yellow  fever.  However,  it  is  certain  that  a 
number  of  persons  from  various  parts  of  the  republic  have  died  recently 
of  yellow  fever  contracted  in  Punta  Arenas. 

Cuba — Havana. — The  following  report  has  been  received  from  the 

United  States  sanitary  inspector,  dated  February  20,  1892 : 

There  were  120  deaths  in  this  city  during  the  week  ended  February 
18, 1892.  Two  of  those  deaths  were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  2  by  enteric 
fever,  1  by  so-called  pernicious  fever,  1  by  paludal  fever,  1  by  diph- 
theria, 1  by  glanders,  and  1  by  the  grippe. 

Great  Britain — England  and  Wales. — The  deaths  registered  in  28 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  February  13 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  23.1  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,185,736.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Birkenhead,  viz,  17.0,  and  the  highest  in  Nottingham,  viz, 
32.0  a  thousand. 

London. — Two  thousand  and  ten  deaths  were  registered  during  the 
week,  including  measles,  29 ;  scarlet  fever,  14  ;  diphtheria,  18 ;  whoop- 
ing cough,  104 ;  enteric  fever,  3 ;  and  diarrhoea  and  dysentery,  14. 
The  deaths  from  all  causes  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  17.9  a 
thousand.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  caused  560  deaths.  In 
greater  London  2,554  deaths  were  registered,  corresponding  to  an 
annual  rate  of  23. 2  a  thousand  of  the  population.     In  the  *  *  outer  ring ' ' 
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the  deaths  included  scarlet  fever,  4 ;  diphtheria,  5 ;  measles,  7 ;  and 
whooping  cough,  26. 

NewcasUeupon-Tyne. — ^Two  weeks  ended  February  6,  1892.  Popula- 
tion, 187,500.     Total  deaths,  158,  including  diphtheria  2. 

Sunderland. — Two  weeks  ended  February  6,  1892.  Population, 
131,302.    Total  deaths,  100,  including  enteric  fever  1  and  scarlet  fever  2. 

Ireland. — ^The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
festered  during  the  week  ended  February  13,  in  the  16  principal  town 
districts  of  Ireland,  was  23. 1  a  thousand  of  the  population.  The  lowest 
rate  was  recorded  in  Drogheda,  viz,  0.0,  and  the  highest  in  Waterford, 
viz,  45.0  a  thousand.  In  Dublin  and  suburbs  213  deaths  were  regis- 
tered, including  enteric  fever,  1 ;  influenza,  12 ;  measles,  1 ;  and  whoop- 
ing cough,  3. 

Scotland. — The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  February  13  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  20.8  a  thou- 
sand of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,338,314.  The  lowest  mor- 
tality was  recorded  in  Edinburgh,  viz,  15.1,  and  the  highest  in  Perth, 
viz,  30.9  a  thousand.  The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  registered  from 
all  causes  was  578,  including  measles,  6 ;  scarlet  fever,  4 ;  diphtheria, 
1 ;  whooping  cough,  22 ;  fever,  3 ;  and  diarrhoea,  10. 

Jamaica — Yellow  fever. — Under  date  of  February  6, 1892,  the  United 

States  consul  at  Kingston    forwards  the  following  letter  from  the 

colonial  secretary : 

Colonial  Secret aby's  Office, 

Jamaica^  Fehruary  5,  1892. 

SiK :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter,  No. 
774,  dated  the  4th  instant,  and  to  inform  you,  in  reply,  that  there  are 
a  few  artillery  soldiers  at  the  camp  of  isolation  at  Papine,  and  that  a 
sergeant's  wife  died  of  yellow  fever  there  some  days  ago.  I  would  add 
that  the  camp  is  completely  isolated,  and  that  there  is  no  sickness  there 
at  present.

Eighty- 
two  in  one  hospital  at  present.

Completion  of  wharf  etc.,  at  Key  West  Quarantine  Station. — Under  date 
of  February  29,  1892,  Assistant  Surgeon  Geddings  reports  the  comple- 
tion of  the  wharf  and  causeway  at  the  Key  West  Quarantine  Station, 
Dry  Tortugas,  Florida. 

Infected  vessel  at  South  Atlantic  Quarantine  Station. — Acting  Assistant 
Surgeon  Disney  writes  as  follows,  under  date  of  February  27,  1892 : 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  and  inspection  to-day  of  the 
Norw^ian  bark  Omen  from  Santos,  in  ballast  to  Tybee  for  orders. 

The  mate  died  after  three  days'  illness  from  yellow  fever  at  hospital 
in  Santos.  The  captain  declares  there  has  been  no  sickness  of  any  kind 
aboard  since. 

With  the  exception  of  the  boatswain,  a  new  crew  was  shipped  at 
Santos.  The  vessel  is  clean  for  her  age  and  usage.  The  crew  are  all 
well.     She  will  await  orders  here,  and  meanwhile  undergo  disinfection.

Total  deaths,  72,  including  phthisis  pulmonalis,  9 ;  influenza,  8 ;  and 
diphtheria,  4.

Total  deaths,  19,  including  phthisis  pulmonalis,  '2 ;  influenza,  2  ;  diph- 
theria, 1 ;  and  croup,  4.

129.  Total  deaths,  470,  including  phthisis  pulmonalis,  38  •,  influenza, 
48 ;  enteric  fever,  10 ;  scarlet  fever,  3 ;  diphtheria,  12 ;  croup,  8 ;  and 
whooping  cough,  1. 

Month  of  February,  1892.  Total  deaths,  263,  including  phthisis 
pulmonalis,  34 ;  influenza,  10 ;  enteric  fever,  6 ;  scarlet  fever,  1 ;  and 
croup,  1. 

Michigan. — Week  ended  February  27,  1892.  Eeports  to  the  State 
board  of  health,  Lansing,  from  66  observers,  indicate  that  dysentery, 
measles,  whooping  cough,  typho-malarial  fever,  inflammation  of  kidney, 
diphtheria,  and  scarlet  fever  increased,  and  that  cholem  morbus,  cholera 
infantum,  membranous  croup,  pleuritis  and  remittent  fever  decreased 
in  area  of  prevalence. 

Diphtheria  was  reported  present  during  the  week  at  26  places,  scarlet 
fever  at  51,  enteric  fever  at  15,  and  measles  at  10  places. 

Month  of  February,  1892.  Reports  from  observers,  compared  with 
the  preceding  month,  indicate  that  cholera  infantum,  measles  whooi>- 
iug  cough,  cei'ebro-spinal  meningitis,  and  cholera  morbus  increased,  and 
dysentery,  typhoid  fever,  typho-malarial  fever,  pneumonia,  and  inflam- 
mation of  bowels  decreased  in  prevalence. 

Compared  with  the  average  for  the  month  of  Februarj',  in  the  six 
years,  1886-1891,  cholera  infantum,  cholera  morbus,  membranous  croup, 
and  influenza,  were  more  prevalent,  and  smallpox,  typho-malarial 
fever,  inflammation  of  brain,  measles,  typhoid  fever,  whooping  cough, 
dysentery,  intermittent  fever,  remittent  fever,  inflammation  of  bowels, 
diarrhoea,  and  diphtheria  were  less  prevalent  in  February,  1892. 

Including  reports  bj*  regular  observers  and  othei^s  diphtheria  was  re- 
ported present  in  the  month  of  February,  1892,  at  60  places,  scarlet 
fever  at  100,  typhoid  fever  at  32,  and  measles  at  21  places. 

Reports  from  all  sources  show  diphtheria  reported  at  10  places  less, 
scarlet  fever  at  7  places  less,  typhoid  fever  at  8  places  less,  and  measles 
at  8  places  more  than  in  the  preceding  month. 

Grand  Rapids,— Month  of  February,  1892.  Population,  60,278.  To- 
tal deaths,  86,  including  phthisis  pulmonalis,  11 ;  enteric  fever,  2 ; 
scarlet  fever,  1 ;  diphtheria,  2 ;  and  influenza,  2. 

New  York. — Month  of  January,  1892.  Reports  to  the  State  board 
of  health  from  eight  districts,  including  Xew  York  City,  Brooklyn, 
and  147  other  cities  and  towns,  show  a  total  of  13,460  deaths,  including 
phthisis  pulmonalis,  1,286;  smallpox,  2;  enteric  fever,  116;  scarlet 
fever,  294 ;  -diphtheria  and  croup,  650 ;  measles,  80 ;  and  whooping 
cough,  48. 
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The  following  is  extracted  from  the  Monthly  Bulletin  of  the  State  board 
of  health  for  January : 

The  mortality  of  January  is  greater  than  that  of  any  month  previously 
recorded  except  that  of  April,  1891,  which  it  nearly  equals ;  it  arose 
from  a  daily  average  of  291  deaths  in  Xovember,  of  362  in  December  to 
one  of  434,  exceeding  the  daily  average  of  January,  1891,  by  126  deaths, 
and  that  of  the  entire  year  1891  by  about  100  deaths.  The  increase  is 
due  to  epidemic  influenza,  what  may  be  termed  the  third  outbreak  of 
which  reached  its  height  during  this  month.     Compared  with  January, 

1890,  and  April,  1891,  the  two  months  of  the  height  of  previous  epi- 
demics, the  mortality  in  early  life  is  less,  while  that  of  old  age  seems 
to  be  much  greater ;  from  acute  respiratory  diseases,  and  also  from  con- 
somptioD,  the  number  of  deaths  is  considerably  less  than  in  either  of 
the  other  months.  Deaths  attributed  to  diseases  of  the  digestive  and 
circulatory  systems  are  increased ;  compared  with  previous  outbreaks, 
this  one  has  appeared  to  fall  especially  upon  the  aged,  the  number  of 
deaths  of  old  people  being  double  that  of  the  average  for  January,  and 
next  to  that  upon  diseases  of  the  digestive  and  circulatory  organs. 
From  zymotic  diseases  the  total  mortality  is  greater  than  in  the  two 
months  of  previous  prevalence  of  influenza,  but  is  less  than  in  December, 

1891,  the  diminution  being  in  diphtheria  mainly.  Scarlet  fever  shows 
a  moderate  increase.  During  the  month  one  fatal  case  of  smallpox  of 
obscure  origin  occurred  in  Canarsie,  Kings  County,  and  one  death  was 
reported  from  Xew  York.  Typhus  fever,  brought  by  Eussian  Jews, 
emigrants  on  the  steamer  Masklia  developed  in  New  York,  where  over 
one  hundred  cases  have  occurred  up  to  February  25,  at  Valatie,  in 
Columbia  Couaty,  and  in  Newburgfi,  being,  however,  limited  thus  far 
almost  entirely  to  the  emigrants  importing  it. 

Total 
deaths,  483,  including  phthisis  pulmonalis,  45 ;  influenza,  23 ;  enteric 
fever,  4  ;  scarlet  fever,  5 ;  diptheria,  29 ;  croup,  27 ;  and  whooping 
cough,  1. 

North  Carolina. — Month  of  February,  1892.  Eeports  to  the  State 
board  of  health,  Wilmington,  from  20  towns,  having  an  aggregate  popu- 
lation of  101,570,  show  a  total  of  159  deaths,  including  9  from  phthisis 
pnlmonalis. 

Ohio— CTnctiuwrti.— Month  of  February,  1892.  Population,  296,908. 
Total  deaths,  583,  including  phthisis  pulmonalis,  60 ;  influenza,  27  ; 
enteric  fever,  9 ;  scarlet  fever,  5 ;  diphtheria,  31 ;  croup,  6 ;  and  whoop- 
ing cough,  1. 

Dayton.— Month  of  February,  1892.  Population,  61,220.  Total 
deaths,  82,  including  phthisis  pulmonalis,  16;  influenza,  1;  enteric 
fever,  2 ;  diphtheria,  1 ;  and  croup,  1. 

Texas — Galveston, — Under  date  of  February  27, 1892,  Assistant  Sur- 
geon Smith  reports  one  case  of  dipththeria  admitted  to  the  United 
States  marine  hospital  at  the  above-named  port.

Treasury  Department, 

Washington^  March  16,  1892. 

Sir:  By  request  of  the  Supervising  Surgeon-Qeneral  of  the  Marine- 
Hospital  Service,  I  beg  leave  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  present 
epidemic  of  typhus  fever  at  New  York,  the  said  disease  having  been 
introduced  January  30,  1892,  by  means  of  th^  steamship  MassUia,  said 
vessel  having  taken  on  board  a  band  of  1,538  Russian  and  Polish  He- 
brews at  Odessa,  Russi^.  The  Surgeon-General  statues  that,  although 
from  time  to  time  within  the  last  six  months  a  number  of  deaths  from 
tj^phus  fever  have  been  reported  by  the  United  States  consuls  abroad, 
in  their  weekly  reports,  which  have  been  duly  published  in  the  Ab- 
stract OF  Sanitary  Reports,  no  official  information  has  been  received 
from  Odessa,  or  any  other  Russian  port,  announcing  the  prevalence  in 
epidemic  form,  or  to  an  alarming  degree,  of  typhus  fever ;  and,  at  his 
suggestion,  I  have  respectfully  to  request  that  the  several  United 
States  consuls  and  consular  agents  .at  Odessa,  Riga,  Warsaw,  Moscow, 
Batoum,  Cronstadt,  Liban.  Itevel,  Rostofif,  Taganrok,  and  Wyborg  be 
directed  to  forward  immediately  a  special  report  concerning  the  exist- 
ence of  this  dangerous  disease,  and  that  their  attention  be  specially 
called  to  the  law  of  April  29,  1878,  and  to  the  Consular  Regulations 
based  thereon,  paragraphs  333-335,  and  particularly  to  the  provision 
directing  the  use  of  the  cable,  when  necessary,  to  convey  information 
of  any  epidemic  disease.

STATEMENT. 

Aside  from  the  reports  as  above  published,  no  special  official  reports 
have  been  received  at  this  Bureau  within  the  last  year  concerning  the 
prevalence  of  typhus  fever  in  an  einde'mic  form,  or  to  an  alarming  ex- 
tent, from  any  consul  or  consular  agent  in  Eussia  or  any  other  foreign 
country.  Neither  have  any  consular  reports  been  received  with  re- 
gard to  the  steamer  MassUia,  No  delay  is  permitted  in  the  dissemina- 
tion of  necessary  information  when  received  at  this  Bureau,  the  tele- 
graph being  freely  used,  as  has  been  frequently  done  within  the  last 
year,  messages  being  more  frequently  directed  to  the  ports  of  New 
York  and  Boston,  and  relating  chiefly  to  vessels  expected  to  arrive 
with  cargoes  from  Turkish  ports  in  the  vicinity  of  which  cholera  has 
prevailed.

Yellow  fever  and  amaUpox  reported  in  Costa  Rica. — Acting  Assistant 
Surgeon  W.  W.  McKay,  in  charge  of  the  United  States  Quarantine  at 
SanDi^o,  Cal.,  forwards  with  his  weekly  report,  dated  March  16,  a 
clipping  from  the  Associated  Press  dispatches  which  indicates  that 
yellow  fever  is  prevailing  at  Punta  Arenas,  Alajuela,  and  Heredia,  and 
typhoid  fever  is  epidemic  at  San  Jos6,  and  smallpox  at  Cantago,  Costa 
Rica. 

He  states:  "Pacific  mail  steamers  touch  here  regularly  now  and  the 
greatest  care  will  be  exercised  and  a  thorough  inspection  made  of  them. 
Our  wharf  and  gangway  will  soon  be  completed,  and,  should  an 
emergency  require  it,  I  could  handle  their  largest  steamers." 

Reports  of  States^  and  yearly  and  monthly  reports  of  cities. 

California. — Eeports  to  the  State  board  of  health  from  118  cities, 
towns,  and  villages,  having  an  aggregate  population  of  813,877,  show 
a  total  of  1,208  deaths,  including  phthisis  pulmonalis,  129 ;  influenza, 
29;  enteric  fever,  17;  scarlet  fever,  14;  diphtheria,  42;  measles,  14;

Ow'redion  of  newspaper  report  relative  to  disinfection  of  the  Norwegian  bark 
'''Africa'*^  at  €hdf  Quarantine. — Under  date  of  March  25, 1892,  Assistant 
Surgeon  GniteraB,  in  command  of  the  Gnlf  Quarantine  Station,  writes 
as  follows : 

In  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  19th  instant,  inclosing  clip- 
ping from  the  New  York  World,  relative  to  the  clothing  of  the  deceased 
captain  and  sailors  of  the  bark  Africa  having  been  found  on  board  the 
vessel  at  Pensacola,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  acting  captain 
of  the  Africa,  Iversen,  stated  to  me,  on  my  first  inspection  of  the  vessel, 
that  the  above-named  clothing  was  destroyed,  and  he  reaffirms  this  in 
ttie  telegram  which  I  inclose  herewith.  After  having  obtained  this 
statement  from  the  captain,  the  vessel,  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  were 
duly  fumigated  with  sulphur  dioxide,  the  ballast  removed,  and  the 
hold,  forec^tle,  and  cabin  washed  with  solution  of  mercury  bichloride. 
The  vessel  was  not  detained  longer  than  the  usual  time,  but  she  re- 
mained at  Chandeleur  about  five  weeks  awaiting  orders.

Infected  vessels  at  South  Atlantic  Quarantine. — The  following  report  has 
been  received  from  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Disney,  under  date  of 
March  23,  1892 : 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  and  inspection  today  of  two 
infected  vessels  at  this  station. 

Norwegian  bark  Prosit,  from  Santos  via  Barbados,  in  ballast  to  Tybee 
for  orders.  She  lay  six  months  at  Santos.  Two  of  her  men  died  in 
hospital  there  of  yellow  fever ;  they  were  sick  when  they  were  removed 
from  the  vessel.  There  has  been  no  sickness  aboard  since.  All  ap- 
peared well  on  inspection.     She  will  be  unballasted  and  disinfected. 

Norwegian  bark  Wayfarer,  from  Santos  in  ballast  to  Tybee  for 
orders.  Of  the  crew  that  sailed  her  into  Santos  the  captain,  second 
mate,  and  cook  died  there  of  yellow  fever.  At  sea  one  man  died  after 
s«i  illness  of  forty-eight  hours  only,  his  symptoms,  as  stated  by  the 

S resent  captain,  answering  to  those  of  yellow  fever.     This  vessel  is  un- 
oubtedly  infected,  and  will  be  detained  and  receive  careful  treatment 
as  such.

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Cerebro-spinal  meningitis  in  Louisiana, — Under  date  of  March  27, 1892, 
Actiug  Assistant  Surgeon  Booth,  in  charge  of  the  Marine-Hospital 
Service  at  Shreveport,  reports  an  epidemic  of  6erebro-8pinal  meningitis 
prevailing  on  Eed  River,  twenty-five  miles  below  Shreveport,  of  a  very 
fiatal  type.

There  were  133  deaths  in  this  city  during  the  week  ended  March  17, 
1892. 

Two  of  those  deaths  were  caused  by  so-called  pernicious  lever,  3  by 
enteric  fever,  and  1  by  diphtheria. 

No  deaths  from  yellow  fever  or  the  influenza  are  reported  during  the 
week. 

Great  Britain — England  and  Wales. — ^The  deaths  roistered  in  33 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  March  12 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  22.9  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,185,736.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  viz,  16.5,  and  the  highest  in  Swansea, 
viz,  32.8  a  thousand. 

XondoH.;— One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight  deaths  were  r^^- 
tered  during  the  week,  including  measles,  54;  scarlet  fever,  4 ;  diph- 
theria, 34;  whooping  cough,  89;  enteric  fever,  5;  and  diarrhea  and 
dysentery^  20.  The  deaths  from  all  causes  corresponded  to  an  annual 
rate  of  22. 1  a  thousand.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  caused  454 
deaths.  In  greater  London  2,253  deaths  were  registered,  oorresi>ond- 
ing  to  an  annual  rate  of  20.4  a  thousand  of  the  population.  In  the 
^^ outer  ring"  the  deaths  included  diphtheria.  8 ;  whooping  cough,  13 ; 
and  measles,  12. 

NeweagUe-vq^on-T^ne. — ^Two  weeks  ended  March  5,  1892.  Popula- 
tion, 192,205.  Total  deaths,  152,  including  diphtheria  2  and  enteric 
fever  1. 

Sunderland.— Two  weeks  ended  March  5, 1892.  Population,  132,839. 
Total  deaths,  99,  including  scarlet  fever  1. 

Ireland. — ^The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
during  the  week  ended  March  12,  in  the  16  principal  town 
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districts  of  Ireland,  was  22.9  a  thousand  of  the  x>opulation.  The  lowest 
rate  was  recorded  in  Dnndalk,  viz,  0.0,  and  the  highest  in  Drogheda, 
viZj  65.9  a  thousand.  In  Dublin  and  suburbs  238  deaths  were  regis- 
tered, including  measles  12  and  whooping  cough  6. 

Scotland, — The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  March  12  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  22.6  a  thou- 
sand of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1, 447, 584.  The  lowest  mor- 
tality was  recorded  in  Paisley,  viz,  13.0,  and  the  highest  in  Aberdeen, 
viz,  28. 1  a  thousand.  The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  registered  from 
all  causes  was  629,  including  measles,  16 ;  scarlet  fever,  8 ;  diphtheria, 
7 ;  whooping  cough,  29 ;  and  fever,  6. 

Malta  and  Gozo.— Two  weeks  ended  January  15,  1892.  Total 
deaths,  174,  including  smallpox,  12 ;  enteric  fever,  4  ;  and  diphtheria,  3. 

BussiA — Riga. — Month  of  January,  1892.  Population,  200,000. 
Total  deaths,  448,  including  phthisis  pulmonalis,  51 ;  smallpox,  1 ;  ty-

United  States  of  Colombia — BarranquiUa — English  vessels  bound  for 
New  Orleans  refuse  biUs  of  health. — The  following  has  been  received  from 
the  United  States  consul  through  the  State  Department,  dated  March 
4,  1892 : 

There  are  a  number  of  English  ships  which  call  at  this  port  en  route 
to  New  Orleans.  Heretofore  most  of  them  have  taken  either  a  bill  of 
healUi  or  visa.  To-day  I  was  shown  a  letter  from  a  Liverpool  com- 
pany directing  their  agents  here  to  refuse  both  bill  of  health  and  visa. 
That  neither  was  necessary  was  shown,  they  claimed,  by  the  fact  that 
neither  the  customs  nor  health  officers  at  New  Orleans  ever  required 
them  to  exhibit  such  documents ;  that  they  were  required  to  show  a 
bill  of  health  from  the  last  port  of  call  only. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  no  ship  which  touches  a  port  on  this  coast 
should  be  permitted  to  enter  our  harbor  without  a  clean  bill  of  health 
or  visa  from  every  port  touched.  There  is  not  a  port  on  this  coast 
which  is  not  very  liable  to  yellow  fever  at  any  and  all  times. 

I  have  complied  with  the  consular  regulations,  sections  336-7,  but  I 
am  boldly  told  by  the  agents  and  officers  of  their  English  lines  that 
they  care  nothing  for  those  warnings ;  that  the  hejilth  officers  at  New 
Orleans  let  them  off. 

I  humbly  suggest  that  the  proper  officers  be  instructed  to,  in  some 
way,  see  that  our  r^^ations  be  not  ignored  and  defied. 

I  am  confident  that  it  is  the  purpose  of  every  English  line  calling  at 
this  port  to  refuse  to  obey  the  regulations  referred  to.  To  require  bills 
of  health  from  the  last  ports  of  call  only,  in  many  instances,  renders 
the  whole  thing  a  farce,  because  there  is  just  as  much  reason  to  fear 
the  sanitary  condition  of  one  of  the  ports  as  the  others ;  in  fact,  there 
is  danger  from  every  one  of  them.  But,  aside  from  these  considera- 
tioDS,  these  vessels  ought  to  be  made  to  understand  that  they  can  not 
with  impunity  defy  our  x>ort  regulations  and  endanger  the  health  of 
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our  cities.  I  think  these  vessels  should  be  required  to  furnish  the 
health  or  customs  officers  at  our  ports  a  list  of  tiie  places  touched  on 
this  unhealthy  coast  wiUi  a  bill  of  health  or  visa  from  each,  provided 
we  have  a  consul  there,  and  ux>on  failure  to  remain  in  quarantine  a 
reasonable  time.    This  will  teach  them  to  respect  our  laws.

Cholera  in  Syria, 

[Translated  for  this  Bureau  from  La  Bevue  MMtco-Pharmaceutiquej  Constantinople,  Feb- 
ruary 29, 1892.] 

The  epidemic  of  cholera  in  Syria  has  finally  disappeared  from  the  lo- 
calities in  which  it  prevailed  during  the  past  year.  It  has  numbered 
6,461  victims.  There  were  1,669  choleraic  deaths  in  the  vilayet  of 
Aleppo  from  June  9  to  November  9,  1891 ;  3,176  in  the  vilayet  of  the 
Hedjaz  during  the  months  of  July  and  August,  1891 ;  818  in  the  vilayet 
of  Yemen  during  the  months  of  October,  November,  and  December, 
1891 ;  801  in  the  vilayet  of  Damascus  from  October  18, 1891,  to  January 
7,  1892,  and  7  at  Zor  from  November  29  to  December  18,  1891.  Sta- 
tistics of  choleraic  deaths  at  Beirut  have  not  yet  been  received.

Consular  officers  reqtiested  toforxoard  special  reports  relative  to  the  exist- 
ence  of  t^hus  fever  in  their  districts, — The  following  letter  has  been 
received  from  the  Acting  Secretary  of  State : 

Department  of  State, 

Washington,  March  22,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
the  16th  instant,  requesting,  in  view  of  the  present  epidemic  of  typhus 
lever  in  New  York,  that  certain  of  our  consular  officers  in  Russia  be 
directed  to  forward  immediately  special  reports  concerning  the  exist- 
ence in  their  respective  districts  of  this  dangerous  disease,  and  that 
their  attention  be  si)ecially  called  to  the  law  of  April  29,  1878,  and  to 
the  consular  regulations  based  thereon,  paragraphs  333-335,  and  par- 
ticularly to  the  provision  directing  the  use  of  the  cable  when  necessary 
to  convey  information  of  any  epidemic  disease. 

In  compliance  with  your  request,  a  copy  of  your  letter  has  been  sent 
to  eadi  of  the  consular  officers  named  therein,  with  instructions  to  for- 
ward, at  once,  to  this  Department  the  rex>ort  indicated,  and  to  see  that 
the  provisions  of  law  and  of  the  consular  regulations  in  relation  to  the 
existence  of  infectious  or  contagious  diseases  within  their  respective 
consular  districts  are  strictly  observed.

Reports  to  the  State  board 
of  health,  Lansing,  from  59  observers,  indicate  that  inflammation  of 
brain,  typhoid  fever,  cerebrospinal  meningitis,  and  inflammation  of 
kidney  increased,  and  that  cholera  infantum,  measles,  diphtheria,  pneu- 
monia, diarrhea,  and  pleuritis  decreased  in  area  of  prevalence.  Dix^h- 
theria  was  reported  present  during  the  week  at  30  places,  scarlet  fever 
at  63,  enteric  fever  at  13,  and  measles  at  9  places. 

MissouBi — St.  Louis. — Four  months  ended  December  31, 1891.  Pop- 
ulation, 451,770.  Total  deaths,  3,296,  including  phthisis  pulmonalis, 
300 ;  enteric  fever,  85 ;  scarlet  fever,  43 ;  diphtheria,  99 ;  croup,  48 ; 
measles,  3 ;  and  whooping  cough,  5. 

New  York.— Month  of  February,  1892.  BeportB  to  the  State  board 
of  health  from  eight  districts,  including  New  York  City,  Brooklyn,  and 
156  other  cities,  towns,  and  villages,  show  a  total  of  10,755  deaths,  in- 
cluding phthisis  pulmonalis,  1,196;  smallpox,  7;  enteric  fever,  98; 
scarlet  fever,  290 ;  croup  and  diphtheria,  588 ;  measles,  89 ;  and  whoop- 
ing cough,  41. 

The  following  is  extracted  from  the  Monthly  BuUetin  of  the  State 
board  of  health  for  February : 

The  10,755  deaths  reported  during  February  represent  a  daily  mor- 
t^ty  of  371,  against  434  in  January  and  362  in  December.     In  Feb- 
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ruary,  1891,  there  were  8,704,  or  about  300  deaths  daily ;  at  that  time 
there  wa8  a  mild  prevalence  of  inflaenza,  the  epidemic  of  which  cul- 
minated in  April.  The  present  epidemic,  commencing  in  December, 
attained  its  height  in  January,  when  it  was  estimated  to  have  caused 
nearly  4,000  deaths.  The  mortality  from  this  cause  in  February  may 
be  estimated  at  2,000.  The  increase  over  the  mortality  of  February, 
1891,  is  altogether  in  local  diseases,  the  number  of  deaths  from  zymotic 
diseases  being  the  same  in  the  two  months ;  there  were  600  more  deaths 
from  acute  respiratory  diseases,  200  more  from  consumption  and  ner- 
vous diseases,  and  250  moi*e  frt>m  old  age.  Compared  with  January, 
there  is  no  material  change  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  zymotic  dis- 
eases, but  a  decrease  in  t£at  from  the  causes  last  mentioned.  Diph- 
theria caused  100  more  deaths  than  a  year  ago,  and  100  less  than  in 
January.  Scarlet  fever  shows  about  the  same  increase  over  a  year  ago 
and  no  change  from  January.  Typhoid  fever,  measles,  and  whooping 
coueh  caused  fewer  deaths.  Typhus  fever  caused  8  deaths  in  New 
Yoi^.  No  new  point  of  development  since  last  month  has  been  re- 
ported. Of  7  deaths  from  smallpox,  6  occurred  in  New  York,  and  1  in 
the  hospital  for  contagious  diseases  at  Flatbush ;  1  case  each  developed 
during  March  in  White  Plains  and  Syracuse,  the  probable  ori^n  of 
each  ^ing  New  York  or  BrooklyiL  Newburg  (reported  too  late  fcr  the 
January  bulletin),  75  deaths  from  all  causes,  1  being  from  scarlet  fever, 
3  from  diphtheria,  9  from  consumption,  and  30  from  pneumonia. 

Reports  to  the  State  board  of 
health,  Columbus,  fit>m  105  cities  and  towns,  having  an  aggregate 
X>opulation  of  1,281,010,  show  a  total  of  2,315  deaths,  including  phthisis 
pulmonalis,  217;  enteria  fever,  38;  scarlet  fever,  10;  croup  and  diph- 
theria, 159 ;  measles,  5 ;  and  whooping  cough,  13. 

Pennsyi.vania — Snudlpox. — Under  date  of  March  31,  1892,  Dr. 
Benjamin  Lee,  secretary  State  board  of  health,  reports  3  cases  of  small- 
pox at  Tower  City,  Schuylkill  County.    Origin  unknown.

Sanitary  Commission  at  Constantinople — Report  of  the  United  Stales  Com- 
missioner— Disappearance  of  cholera  in  Turkey  in  Asia. 

Report  No.  40. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  write  the  present  report  without  men- 
tioning any  attack  or  death  from  cholera.  This  epidemic  made  its 
appearance  on  the  9th  of  June,  1891,  and  has  raged  throughout  Syria, 
the  Hedjaz,  and  Yemen  until  the  5th  of  February,  1892.  These  are 
the  dates  within  which  the  scourge's  existence  was  officially  declared. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  officially  up  to  this  moment  are : 
(1)  For  the  vilayet  of  Aleppo,  1,659 ;  (2)  for  the  vilayet  of  Damas,  801 ; 
(3)  for  the  mutessarifate  of  Zhor,  7 ;  (4)  for  the  vilayet  of  Hedjaz,  3, 176 ; 
5)  for  the  vilayet  of  Yemen,  818 ;  which  gives  the  total  number  of 
,461. 

For  the  time  the  epidemic  seems  to  be  extinguished,  and  we  hope  that 
it  will  not  appear  again,  though  we  mast  not  conceal  that  nothing  has 
been  done  in  order  to  check  its  spread,  and  no  steps  have  been  taken 
in  order  to  prevent  its  reappearance.  On  the  contrary,  I  must  not  fail 
to  report  that  on  several  occasions  the  authorities  tried  to  concea^l  its 
existence,  forbidding  the  physician  to  declare  it.  I  should  not  omit  to 
state  that  the  movements  of  troops  have  contributed  to  the  spread  of 
the  epidemic,  for  the  International  Sanitary  Commission  abolishing  the 
quarantines  has  made  an  exception  for  the  troops  and  refugees,  who, 
until  new  orders  will  be  issued,  must  undergo  ten  days'  quarantine. 

So  for  the  moment  no  cholera  epidemic  exists  in  Turkey,  but  other 
diseases  are  raging  over  the  country.  Besides  the  epidemic  of  influenza, 
which  proves  rather  benignant,  there  exists  typhoid  fever,  smallpox, 
scarlet  fever,  and  diphtheria. 

The  public  health  in  the  capital  is  rather  good.  There  are  always,  it 
must  be  stated,  some  Cases  and  deaths  of  smallpox  and  diphtheria,  but 
there  are  but  a  very  few  cases  of  influenza,  which  are  without  any  in-

As  I  have  written  in  my  last  report  under  date  of  February  19, 
cholera  epidemic  has  been  extinguished  both  in  Yemen  and  in  Syria ; 
thus  the  quarantines  have  been  abolished  in  Yemen  since  the  10th  of 
February  and  in  Syria  since  the  23d  of  the  same  month. 

There  remains  always  the  exception  for  the  troops  and  the  refugees, 
who  are  compelled  to  undergo  ten  days'  quarantine. 

I  have  already  mentioned  that  cholera  has  not  ceased  by  sanitary 
steps  taken  by  the  authorities ;  on  the  contrary,  it  disappeared  by  itself. 
Still  now  the  sanitary  physicians  complain  against  the  imperfect  sani- 
tary condition  of  these  places,  where  the  water  supplied  to  the  popula- 
tion is  ordinarily  polluted.  Drains  do  not  exist,  and  the  streets  are  so 
filthy  that  it  is  not  easy  to  describe  them. 
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By  the  reports  of  the  sanitary  physicians,  which  reach  here  by 
mail,  we  learn  that  the  general  health  in  the  empire  is  good,  except 
small  epidemics  of  typhoid  fever,  smallpox,  and  diphtheria.  Influenza 
also  exists  in  the  different  provinces.  This  does  not  i>rove  fatal  in 
Turkey  as  in  other  countries. 

The  sanitary  physician  of  Bengazy,  in  Africa,  states  that  70  men  out 
of  1,500  who  have  been  there  in  order  to  gather  sponges  died  from 
asphyxia.  It  seems  that  this  number  is  considerable  in  comparison 
with  the  number  of  deaths  registered  twenty  years  ago.  At  that  time 
the  deaths  from  asphyxia  did  not  reach  beyond  three  or  four  among  all 
the  fishers  of  sponges.  It  is  stated  that  this  large  number  of  deaths 
must  be  attributed  to  the  diving  apparatus. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  capital  for  the  month  of 
January  last  is  1,338 ;  of  these  25  died  from  smallpox. 

The  prevalent  disease  at  this  moment  is  broncho-pneumonia  among 
children.

Africa — Sierra  Leone — Epidemic  of  infiuenza, — Under  date  of  Feb- 
ruary 22,  1892,  the  United  States  consul  writes  as  follows  : 

I  have  to  report  that  the  influenza,  or  grip,  is  prevailing  here  to  an 
alarming  extent.  For  the  last  thirty  days  the  average  number  of 
deaths  have  been  six  per  day.  At  the  present  date  there  seems  to  be 
no  abatement  The  entire  west  coast  is  suffering.  At  Lagos  the  report 
iu  January  was  twelve  a  day.  Lagos  has  about  the  same  number  of 
inhabitants  as  Sierra  Leone — 70,000. 

Bahamas — Green  Turtle  Cay — Abaco. — Two  weeks  ended  March  9, 
1^2.     Population,  3,686.     Total  deaths,  4. 

Brazil— Jfooew).— Month  of  October,  1892.  Population,  17,000. 
Total  deaths,  47.     No  deaths  reported  from  contagious  disease. 

Cuba — Havana. — ^The  following  report  has  been  received  from  the 
Ignited  States  sanitary  inspector,  dated  March  26,  1892  : 

There  were  119  deaths  in  this  city  during  the  week  ended  March  24, 
1892. 

Four  of  those  deaths  were  caused  by  so-called  pernicious  fever  ;  4  by 
enteric  fever,  and  3  by  diphtheria. 

No  deaths  are  reported  as  having  occurred  from  yellow  fever  during 
the  first  twenty-four  days  of  this  month.

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Great  Britain — England — Relative  to  smallpox  in  Liverpool, — Under 
date  of  March  16,  the  United  States  consul  writes  as  follows : 

Hon.  William  F.  Wharton, 

Assistant  Secretary  of  State^  Washington^  D.  C: 

Sir  :  On  the  9th  instant  I  reeeived  from  yon  thi^  following  by  tele- 
graph :  **  Smallpox  on  City  of  Chicago,  Cable  as  to  disease.  Use  great 
care  in  issuing  bills  of  health.  Cable  answer. ' '  To  which,  after  consult- 
ing Dr.  J.  Stopford  Taylor,  medical  officer  of  health  of  this  port,  I 
replied  as  follows:  *^No  smallpox  epidemic  here.  Occasional  case 
imported  and  isolated.  Chicago.  Due  Friday.  See  my  dispatch  6th 
April  lasf 

Dr.  Taylor  informed  me  that  there  is  rarely,  if  ever,  a  time  when 
there  is  not  one  or  more  cases  of  smallpox  in  the  port^  and  that  the 
greatest  care  is  always  taken  to  prevent  its  spread.  I  inclose  a  news- 
paper report  of  the  proceedings  at  the  last  weekly  meeting  of  the  health 
committee  of  the  city  council,  showing  that  the  authorities  are  fully 
alive  to  the  importance  of  the  adoption  of  every  possible  means  for  the 
suppression  of  infectious  disease.  A  copy  of  this  i  nclosure  accompanied 
my  last  weekly  sanitary  repoit.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  there 
were  33  cases  of  smallpox  in  hospital  during  the  week  ended  March  5. 
At  the  present  time  there  are  29  cases.  I  inclose  also  a  copy  of  Dr. 
Tavlor's  report  of  the  work  done  by  the  health  officers  during  the  year 
1891. 

With  regard  to  the  case  of  smallpox  on  the  City  of  Chicago^  I  am  in- 
formed by  Messrs.  Richardson,  Spence  &  Co.,  representatives  of  the 
Inman  and  International  Steamship  Company,  that  it  was  that  of  a 
child  named  Wincenty  Ruszkovski,  a  Polish  emigrant,  whose  passage 
was  engaged  at  Hamburg.  He  arrived  in  Liverpool  on  Monday,  Feb- 
ruary 15,  and  sailed  on  Wednesday,  February  17.  He  passed  the  neces- 
sary medical  examinations  at  Hamburg,  and  again  at  this  port  before 
embarking.  On  the  fifth  day  out  he  showed  symptoms  of  smallpox 
and  was  immediately  isolated.  This  is  all  that  can  be  learned  here  of 
the  case. 

Respecting  bills  of  health,  the  conditions  reported  in  my  despatch 
No.  120,  of  April  6,  1891,  exist  to-day.  In  several  instances  recently, 
at  the  request  of  steamship  companies,  and  at  their  expense,  I  have 
appointed  a  physician  to  examine  parties  of  Russian  Jews  migrating  to 
the  United  States,  and  have  had  their  baggage  thoroughly  fumigated, 
and  have  given  my  certificate  accordingly.  I  do  not  see  what  more  I 
can  do  until  sanitary  authorities  at  home  ports  require  official  inspec- 
tion under  my  supervision. 

England  and  Wales. — The  deaths  registered  in  33  great  towns  of  Eng- 
land and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  March  19  corresponded  to  an 
annual  rate  of  24.8  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate  population,  which  is 
estimated  at  10, 185, 736.  The  lowest  rate  was  recorded  in  Croyden,  viz, 
13.8,  and  the  highest  in  Oldham,  viz,  33.4  a  thousand. 

London. — One  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-three  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  smallpox,  2 ;  measles,  82 ;  scarlet 
fever,  12 ;  diphtheria,  31 ;  whooping  cough,  91 ;  enteric  fever,  8 ;  and 
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diarrhea  and  dysentery,  14.  The  deaths  from  all  causes  corresponded 
to  an  annual  rate  of  24.3  a  thousand.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs 
caused  523  deaths.  In  greater  London  2,429  deaths  were  registered, 
corre6i)onding  to  an  annual  rate  of  22.0  a  thousand  of  the  population. 
In  the  *^ outer  ring"  the  deaths  included  measles  11  and  whooping 
cough  20. 

Ireland. — The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  March  19,  in  the  16  principal  town 
districts  of  Ireland,  was  32. 1  a  thousand  of  the  i)opulation.  The  lowest 
rate  was  recorded  in  Newry,  viz,  16.1,  and  the  highest  in  Kilkenny, 
viz,  47.2  a  thousand.  In  Dublin  and  suburbs  247  deaths  were  rois- 
tered, including  enteric  fever,  3  ;  i  nfluenza,  6 ;  measles,  12 ;  scarlet 
fever,  2  ;  and  whooping  cough,  5. 

Scotland. — The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  March  19  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  29.2  a  thou- 
sand of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,338,314.  The  lowest  mor- 
tality was  recorded  in  Dundee,  viz,  14.1,  and  the  highest  in  Glasgow, 
viz,  28.8  a  thousand.  The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  registered  from 
all  causes  was  675,  including  measles,  15  *,  scarlet  fever,  7 ;  diphtheria, 
5 ;  whooping  cough,  28 ;  fever,  4 ;  and  diarrhea,  12. 

TUBKEY  IN  Asia — Epizooty  at  Hama. — The  United  States  consul  at 
Beirut,  under  date  of  February  24,  1892,  transmits  the  following : 

Beirut,  February  23,  1892. 

To  the  Ckmsvls  of  the  Foreign  Powers  at  Beirut: 

1  have  the  honor  to  bring  to  your  cognizance  that  the  epizooty 
typhus  bovine  has  broken  out  at  Hama,  and  that  the  infected  districts 
have  been  put  under  cordon.

SmaUpox,  San  Francisco  Quarantine^  Angel  Island,  Col. — Passed  Assist- 
ant Surgeon  Mcintosh,  under  date  of  the  12th  instant,  reports  that  the 
steamship  Gaelic^  of  the  O.  and  O.  Line,  from  Chinese  ports  and  Yoko- 
hama, is  now  in  quarantine,  having  on  board  211  Chinese  and  69  Japan- 
ese. Four  eases  of  modified  smallpox,  varioloid,  were  found  among 
these  passengers.  The  first  case  developed  on  the  17th  of  March  and 
the  last  on  April  1. 

Dr.  Mcintosh  telegraphs  one  death  from  smallpox  on  April  8  at  the 
qnarantine  station. 

April  13,  he  also  reports  the  arrival  of  the  steamship  China  at  that 
port  with  forty-two  passengers  in  the  cabin,  two  hundred  and  twenty 
Chioese,  one  hundred  and  fifty  Japanese  in  the  steerage,  and  one  case 
of  smallpox.  The  case  of  smallpox  has  been  removed  to  the  lazaretto. 
The  passengers  have  been  detained  aboard  the  vessel,  as  there  is  not 
remaining  sufficient  space  for  them  in  the  detention  barracks  at  the 
station. 

Leprosy  in  the  Northwestern  States, — The  following  circular  letter  has 
been  received  from  Dr.  Henry  B.  Baker,  secretary  of  the  Michigan 
State  board  of  health  : 

There  is  not  a  case  of  leprosy  known  in  the  State  of  Michigan ;  yet 
a  leprous  immigrant  may  arrive  at  any  time,  and  occasionally  there 
arises  in  the  mind  of  a  health  officer  the  question.  What  should  be  done 
with  a  case  of  leprosy  t  There  are  now  facts  on  record  which  seem  to 
answer  the  question.  In  the  London  Lancet  for  March  26,  1892,  is  an 
article  by  Chr.  Gronvald,  M.  D.,  forwarded  by  Dr.  Hewitt,  secretary 
of  the  State  board  of  health  of  Minnesota,  who  says : 

'*  This  report  by  the  committee  on  leprosy  of  the  State  board  of  health 
of  Minnesota  came  too  late  for  presentation  to  the  late  congress.  [Re- 
ferring to  the  International  Congress  of  Hygiene.]  It  relates  in  very 
conservative  language  the  experience  we  have  had  for  the  last  forty 
jears  with  leprosy  in  Minnesota.  In  no  other  State  that  I  know  of  are 
all  known  lepers  registered  and  kept  under  observation  and  all  sus- 
pected cases  looked  into.  The  history  of  these  cases  has  been  very 
thoroughly  studied.     Xo  further  isolation  than  the  use  of  their  own 
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beds  and  utensils  is  required,  and  this  their  own  good  sense  and  that 
of  their  relatives,  as  a  rule,  secures.  It  must  be  undei'stood  that  the 
State  board  of  health  and  the  local  boards  have  abundant  power  to  en- 
force the  strictest  isolation  if  found  needful,  but  up  to  date  there  has 
not  been  apy  occasion  for  the  use  of  such  power,  as  the  disease  is  lim- 
ited to  immigrants,  and  has  never  appeared  in  the  descendants  of  lepers 
nor  in  any  one  born  in  the  State.  It  is  under  constant  and  careful  ob- 
servation, and  has  been  for  the  last  eighteen  years  under  the  care  of 
the  State  board  of  health.  The  facts  officially  stated  will  interest  the 
students  of  a  disease  about  which  a  good  deal  more  has  been  written 
than  is  actually  known." 

Dr.  Gronvald  quotes  from  the  results  of  an  investigation  made  by 
Dr.  Hansen,  of  Bergen,  Xorway,  who  came  to  America  in  18S8  to  in- 
vestigate the  subject,  as  follows : 

**I  can  not  here  relate  all  mv  observations  in  detail.  I  will  onlv  tell 
what  I  have  found  in  regard  to  the  occurrence,  or  rather  the  disap 
pearance,  of  lepra  in  America  (Northwestern  States).  Of  about  160 
lepers  who  have  immigrated  into  the  three  States  named  (Wisconsin, 
Iowa,  Minnesota),  thirteen  are  alive,  whom  I  have  seen  myself,  and 
perhaps  three  or  four  more.  All  the  others  are  dead.  Of  all  the  de- 
scendants of  lepers  (and  that  includes  the  great-grandchildren  of  some 
of  them),  not  a  single  one  has  become  leprous.  This  is,  in  short,  the 
result  of  my  investigation." 

Dr.  Gronvald  says  that  at  the  date  of  his  writing,  July  20, 1891,  there 
are  eighteen  lepers  in  Minnesota.  **1.  In  no  children  or  descendants 
born  in  Minnesota  of  lepers — there  are  great-grandchildren — has  there 
been  any  sign  of  the  disease  discovered,  although  under  frequent  ob- 
servation. 2.  Up  to  date  no  leper  has  been  born  in  Minnesota."  As 
he  says,  these  facts  suggest  that  leprasy  is  not  easily  acquired  in  this 
country.  The  facts  seem  to  prove  that  **the  use  of  their  own  beds  and 
utensils,"  without  further  attempt  at  isolation,  has  been  sufficient  to 
restrict  leprosy  in  the  only  States  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Great 
Lakes  in  which  it  has  been  introduced.  Without  further  effort  at  re- 
striction, the  facts  show  that  the  chances  are  over  one  hundred  to  one 
that  leprosy  will  not  spread  here,  evcH  to  the  children  of  a  leper.

Eeports  from  observers,  com- 
pared with  the  preceding  month,  indicate  that  inflammation  of  brain, 
dysentery,  inflammation  of  bowels,  typhoid  fever,  puerperal  fever,  and 
scarlet  fever  increased,  and  that  typho- malarial  fever,  cholei*a  infantum, 
membranous  croup,  pneumonia,  and  cerebrospinal  meningitis  decreased 
in  area  of  prevalence. 

For  the  month  of  March,  1892,  compared  with  the  month  of  March 
in  the  six  years,  1886-1891,  cholera  infantum,  scarlet  fever,  cholera 
morbus,  dysentery,  inflammation  of  bowels,  typhoid  fever,  influenza, 
and  inflammation  of  kidney  were  more  prevalent,  and  smallpox, 
typho-malarial  fever,  measles,  remittent  fever,  intermittent  fever,  in- 
flammation of  brain,  whooping  cough,  diphtheria,  and  cerebrospinal 
meningitis  were  less  prevalent  in  March,  1892. 

Including  reports  by  regular  observers  and  others,  diphtheria  was 
reported  present  in  Michigan  in  the  month  of  March,  1892,  at  77  places, 
scarlet  fever  at  133  places,  typhoid  fever  at  42  places,  and  measles  at 
24  places. 

Reports  from  all  sources  show  diphtheria  reported  at  17  places  more, 
scarlet  fever  at  33  places  more,  typhoid  fever  at  10  places  more,  and 
measles  at  3  places  more  in  the  month  of  March,  1892,  than  in  the  pre- 
ceding months. 

Week  ended  April  2,  1892.  Reports  to  the  State  board  of  health, 
Lansings  from  63  observers,  indicate  that  cholera  infantum,  typho- 
malarial  fever,  measles,  erysipelas,  cholera  morbus,  diphtheria,  pneu- 
monia, dysentery,  puerperal  fever,  and  diarrhea  increased,  and  that 
typhoid  fever,  cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  inflammation  of  brain,  and 
inflammation  of  bowels  decreased  in  area  of  prevalence. 
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For  the  month  of  March,  1892,  compared  with  the  average  for  the 
month  of  March  in  the  six  yeai's,  1886-1891,  cholera  infantum,  scarlet 
fever,  cholera  morbus,  dysentery,  inflammation  of  bowels,  typhoid 
fever,  influenza,  and  inflammation  of  kidney  were  more  prevalent,  and 
smallpox,  typho-malarial  fever,  measles,  remittent  fever,  intermittent 
fever,  inflammation  of  brain,  whooping  cough,  diphtheria,  and  cerebro- 
spinal meningitis  were  less  prevalent  in  March,  1892. 

Diphtheria  was  reported  present  during  the  week  at  33  places,  scarlet 
fever  at  66,  enteric  fever  at  17,  and  measles  at  10  places.

There  were  553  deaths  in  this  city  during  the  month  of  March,  1892^ 

One  only  was  caused  by  yellow  fever,  9  by  so-called  pernicious  fever, 
34  by  enteric  or  typhoid  fever,  3  from  paludal  fever,  8  from  diphtheria 
and  croup,  2  from  the  grippe,  and  1  from  glanders. 

While  the  deaths  from  yellow  fever  have  been  less  than  that  during 
any  month  for  the  last  six  years,  the  number  of  cases  of  and  deaths 
from  enteric  fever  have  so  much  increased  that  the  latter  disease  is  fast 
assuming  the  proportions  of  an  epidemic. 

During  the  week  ended  March  31,  there  were  129  deaths  in  the 
city,  of  which  number  of  decedents  20  were  from  enteric  fever,  1  from 
yellow  fever,  2  from  so-called  pernicious  fever,  and  1  from  paludal  fever. 
Weather  is  dry  and  very  dusty. 

France— ii?0M^.— Month  of  February,  1892.  Population,  111,847. 
Total  deaths,  281,  including  phthisis  pulmonalis,  34 ;  enteric  fever,  10 ; 
croup,  5 ;  and  whooping  cough,  1. 

Great  Britain — England  and  Wales. — The  deaths  registered  in  33 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  March  26^ 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  22.3  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,185,936.

Sanitary  Commission  at  Constantinople — Report  of  the  Vnited  States  Com- 
missioner— Removal  of  quarantine^  etc. 

Report  No.  43. 

The  Turkish  Empire  is  now  and  has  been  since  the  beginning  of 
1892  free  from  cholera,  and  all  quarantines  have  been  abolished ;  also 
that  concerning  troops  and  emigrants. 

Now  the  Government  has  ordered  the  execution  of  sanitary  improve- 
ments and  the  establishment  of  lazarettos. 

A  commission  has  been  appointed  for  this  purpose,  and  besides  the 
improvements  which  are  to  be  made  at  the  lazaretto  of  Camai^n  new 
lazarettos  are  to  be  establish^  at  Beirut  and  Bengazi,  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean Sea,  and  one  in  the  Persian  Gulf,  probably  at  the  Island  of  Fao. 
The  improvements  to  be  made  at  Gamai*an  are  of  several  orders ;  for 
instance,  the  better  installation  of  the  different  cordons,  the  installation 
of  the  different  cordons  on  imi>ermeable  ground,  the  improvement  of 
the  cesspools,  that  of  the  quality  of  water,  the  establishment  of  wharves, 
and  to  render  safer  the  mooring  of  ships,  and  reserving  space  for  a 
graveyard. 

The  purport  of  the  International  Sanitary  Commission  is  to  render 
the  lazaretto  of  Camaran  a  lazaretto  in  which  all  the  exigencies  re- 
quired by  hygiene  will  exist.  Disinfecting  furnaces  have  already  been 
parchas€>d,  and  very  probably  a  microscopist  will  be  appointed  for  the 
microscopical  researches. 

The  lazaretto  of  Beiinit,  as  I  have  already  mentioned  in  several  reports, 
is  too  near  the  town  and  does  not  present  all  the  necessary  conditions  ; 
therefore  a  new  one  \^ill  be  built,  and  the  above-mentioned  commission 
will  choose  a  convenient  place  on  which  this  is  to  be  built. 

At  Bengazi  also  the  commission  had  to  choose  a  place  on  which  a 
lazaretto  will  be  established. 

The  Turkish  Government  will  have  then  three  lazarettos  in  the  Medi- 
terranean Sea — that  of  Clazomene,  near  Smyrna ;  that  of  Beirut,  and 
that  of  Bengazi.  In  the  Red  Sea  there  exist,  besides  the  lazaretto  of 
Oamaran,  the  two  small  ones  near  Zeddah — that  of  Abusad  and  that  of 
Vaaita. 

There  will  be  a  lazaretto  for  the  Persian  Gulf,  and  finally  for  the  Black 
Sea  there  is  that  of  Cavak,  in  the  entrance  of  the  Bosphorus. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  capital  is  rather  good,  though  there 
exist  some  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  a  little  epidemic  of  mumps,  and  very 
few  cases  of  whooping  cough.

One  only  was  caused  by  yellow  fever,  9  by  so-called  pernicious  fever, 
34  by  enteric  or  typhoid  fever,  3  from  paludal  fever,  8  from  diphtheria 
and  croup,  2  from  the  grippe,  and  1  from  glanders. 

While  the  deaths  from  yellow  fever  have  been  less  than  that  during^ 
any  month  for  the  last  six  years,  the  number  of  cases  of  and  deatlm 
from  enteric  fever  have  so  much  increased  that  the  latter  disease  is  fast 
assuming  the  proportions  of  an  epidemic. 

During  the  week  ended  March  31,  there  were  129  deaths  in  the- 
city,  of  which  number  of  decedents  20  were  from  enteric  fever,  1  from 
yellow  fever,  2  from  so-called  pernicious  fever,  and  1  from  paludal  fever.

Gulf  Quarantine  Station — Yellow  fever  on  board  British  bark 
Edinburgh  xchile  en  route  from  Rio  de  Janeiro* — The  medical  oflBcer  in 
command  writes  as  follows,  under  date  of  April  27 : 

I  have  the  honor  to  repoit  the  arrival  here,  this  day,  of  the  British 
bark  Edinburgh^  forty-seven  days  from  Rio  de  Janeiro,  bound  for  Ship 
Island,  Mississippi. 

This  vessel  had  no  cases  in  port,  but  five  days  after  departure  the 
captain's  wife  was  attacked  with  yellow  fever  and  died  on  the  eighth 
day  after  putting  to  sea. 

She  will  be  given  a  preliminary  fumigation  immediately,  and  after 
discharge  of  her  ballast  a  thorough  disinfection. 

Reports  of  States,  and  yearly  and  monthly  reports  of  diies, 

Michigan.— Week  ended  April  23, 1892.  Reports  to  the  State  board 
of  health,  Lansing,  from  56  observei*s,  indicate  that  cholera  infantum, 
cholera  morbus,  typhoid  fever,  measles,  and  typho-malarial  fever  in- 
creased, and  that  inflammation  of  brainf  cerebro- spinal  meningitis, 
membranous  croup,  inflammation  of  bowels,  diphtheria,  remittent  fever, 
and  erysipelas  decreased  in  area  of  prevalence. 

Diphtheria  was  reported  present  during  the  week  at  32  places,  scarlet 
fever  at  58,  enteric  fever  at  16,  measles  at  18  places,  and  1  case  of  vario- 
loid at  Detroit.

Consular  reports  from  Russia  concerning  typhus  fever. 

ODESSA. 

Consulate  of  the  United  States, 

Odessa,  Bussia,  April  13,  1892. 

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receiptor  instruction  from 
the  Department  of  State  Xo.  140,  dated  March  19  last,  together  with 
the  inclosure  mentioned  therein,  and  have  immediately  requested  the 
acting  consular  agent  at  Eostov  on  Don  to  send  in  his  report,  as  ordered 
by  said  instruction. 

I  also  took  all  the  steps  in  mj'  power  to  ascertain  the  particulars  of 
the  ease  of  the  steamship  Massilia,  and  the  present  condition  of  Odessa 
with  regard  to  typhus  fever,  and  I  arrived  at  the  following  results, 
which  I  beg  to  submit  to  the  Department : 

According  to  the  official  statement  received  from  General-Lieutenant 
Lelenoy,  the  prefect  of  Odessa,  in  reply  to  my  request,  the  steamship 
Mamlia  can  not  have  *' taken  on  board  at  Odessa  a  party  of  1,538  He- 
brew emigrants  to  New  York,  as  no  emigration  to  America  by  any 
steamers  takes  place  from  this  port.'^ 

From  the  local  agent  of  Lloyd's  I  learn  that  the  French  steamer 
Massilia  sailed  from  New  York  the  25th  of  November,  1891,  and  ar- 
rived at  Marseilles  the  14th  of  December ;  that  she  left  Marseilles  again 
for  New  York  the  1st  of  Januaiy,  1892,  touched  at  Naples  the  3d  of 
January,  pa^^^ed  Tarifa  the  12th  of  January,  and  arrived  at  New  York 
the  30th  of  January. 

This  seems  fully  to  explain  the  Massilia  case,  and  wfiether  emigrants 
of  whatever  nationality  she  carried  she  can  only  have  taken  on  board 
at  Marseilles  or  Naples. 

As  to  the  tj'phus  fever  now  at  Odessa,  I  beg  to  say  that  the  greatest 
part  of  typhus  recurrens  took  place  during  the  winter  in  the  Odessa 
night  asyles  for  poor  people.  By  orders  of  the  chief  surgeon  these 
places  have  been  regularly  and  conscientiously  disinfected  since  the 
beginning  of  March  moflth,  and  since  that  time  this  epidemic  is  greatly 
diminishing,  whilst  the  spotted  typhus  is  apparently  increasing  now. 

I  beg  to  inclose  a  statement  yesterday  received  from  the  senior  sur- 
geon of  the  town  hospitals  illustrating  the  course  of  the  disease  since 
the  1st  of  January.  The  figures  given  therein  speak  for  themselves, 
and  I  therefore  abstain  from  all  commentaries  on  the  extent  or  viru- 
lence of  the  typhus  fever. 

The  report  of  the  acting  consular  agent  at  Rostov  on  Don  has  not 
come  in  as  yet,  but  will  be  forwarded  as  soon  as  it  reaches  this  office.

Note. — The  following  extract  from  the  New  York  Sun  of  Febmary  12,  1892,  indi- 
cates how  the  typhns  on  the  Massilia  was  brought  from  Odessa  : 

It  has  been  more  than  four  months  since  a  steamer  that  mns  between  Odessa  and 
Constantinople  took  aboard,  at  Odessa,  a  band  of  1,558  Rassian  and  Polish  Hebrews. 
Some  of  them  belonged  in  Odessa,  others  came  from  the  Lithuanian  or  Polish  lurovinces. 
A  few  came  from  those  districts  where  the  famine  has  been  at  its  worst.  To  all  these 
unfortunates  Russia  was  a  place  of  hunger  and  ill  treatment.  The  managers  of  the  Baron 
Hirsch  fund  bought  passage  for  the  exiles  as  far  as  Constantinople,  with  the  intention 
of  sending  them  on  to  Palestine.  The  Sultan  refused  to  permit  them  to  enter,  and  said 
they  must  seek  another  place  of  refuge.  An  effort  to  reach  Palestine  through  Smyrna 
was  equally  fruitless. 

A  few  who  were  too  sick  and  exhausted  to  go  further  were  left  behind,  and  the  rest 
went  to  Marseilles.  Thence  most  of  them  sailed  for  the  Argentine,  and  the  others  were 
transferred  to  the  MassUia.  When  the  MassUia  reached  Naples  a  few  more  had  given 
way  under  fatigue  and  suffering.  Typhoid  fever  had  appeared.  The  seriously  sick  were 
sent  ashore  to  be  cured  in  Neapolitan  hospitals.     Of  their  fate  nothing  is  known  here.

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In  case  of  prevalence  of  any  epidemic  disease,  I  should,  according  to 
paragraphs  333  and  335  of  C.  E..  make  use  of  the  cable.

In  case  this  disease  should  take  an  epidemic  form,  I  shall  not  fail  to 
observe  the  regulation  laid  down  with  respect  to  infectious  and  con- 
tagious diseases.

Sir  :  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  dispatch  of  the  19th  ultimo,  with  an 
inclosure  of  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  regarding  the 
sporadic  importation  from  Russia  of  typhus  fever  into  "New  York  City. 

I  beg  to  inform  you  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  Helsingfors  and  its 
district  is  and  has  been  for  a  considerable  time  satisfactory,  and  that 
there  have  been  no  traces  of  typhus  fever  or  any  other  contagious  dis- 
ease in  an  epidemic  form  here  for  a  long  time  past.  I  am  glad  to 
inform  you  that  the  same  satisfactory  state  of  things  prevails  in  the 
consular  districts  of  Wiborg  and  Abo,  according  to  reports  just  received 
from  the  consular  agents  in  those  towns. 

I  also  beg  to  inform  you  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  Finland  in 
general  is  satisfactory,  and  that  no  epidemic  of  any  kind  has  existed 
in  the  country  for  many  years.  The  most  trying  illness  that  has  pre- 
vailed during  the  cold  weather  months  has  been  influenza,  which  has 
been  attended  more  or  less  with  fatal  results.  This  illness  is,  however, 
gradually  diminishing  with  the  coming  of  the  milder  weather.

Sanitary  Commission  at  Constantinople — Report  of  the  United  States  Com- 

missioner. 

Eepobt  No.  44. 

The  sanitary  news  which  comes  from  the  provilices  is  good.  Besides 
little  epidemics  of  smallpox  and  typhoid  fever,  there  exist  no  cholera 
epidemic  nor  plague.  On  the  contrary,  the  English  sanitary  repre- 
sentative reported  at  the  last  sitting  of  the  International  Sanitary  Com- 
mission ihat  smallpox  rages  in  British  India. 

The  Ottoman  sanitary  representative  at  Teheran  in  Persia,  by  a 
dispatch  dated  10th  of  April,  states  that  cholera  does  exist  at  Herat, 
but  he  does  not  give  any  details ;  he  announces,  though,  that  by  post 
he  will  give  them. 

In  Constantinople  the  health  is  rather  good,  though  the  weather  has 
been  very  variable  these  last  weeks.  The  thermometric  variations,  for 
instance,  present,  for  the  month  of  March,  a  difference  of  10  and  more 
degrees  centigrade. 

On  the  4th  of  this  month  the  degree  minima  was  2  degrees  above 
zei:o  and  the  maxima  was  that  of  12 ;  on  the  14th  of  the  same  month 
we  had  a  temperature  of  2  degrees  above  zero  minima  and  16  maxima ; 
on  the  15th  the  temperature  varied  between  5  and  19.  The  consequence 
of  such  sudden  variations  of  temperature  was  the  outbreak  of  a  small 
epidemic  of  bronchitis  and  pneumonia,  which  raged  especially  among 
little  children.  There  exists  also  a  light  epidemic  of  mumps,  which 
rages  among  the  soldiers  and  in  a  few  schools.  Typhoid  fever  also 
exists,  but  it  does  not  prove  fatal. 

The  physicians  practicing  on  the  Asiatic  coast  of  the  Bosphorus  state 
that  there  exist  there  many  cases  of  measles. 

I  must  not  omit  to  say  that  smallpox  is  raging  continually,  and  many 
deaths  occur  from  this  epidemic.

There  were  138  deaths  in  this  city  during  the  week  ended  April  21, 
1892.  Five  of  those  deaths  were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  6  by  enteric 
fever,  1  by  so  called  pernicious  fever,  1  by  diphtheria,  2  by  paludal 
fever,  and  1  by  the  grippe. 

Belgium — Ghent — Outbreak  of  smallpox — Rags  should  be  dmnfeded 

before  leaving  this  port  for  the  United  States. — The  following  letter,  dated 

April  12,  1892,  has  been  received  through  the  Secretary  of  State  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Department 
to  the  smallpox  epidemic  now  existing  in  this  city,  and  the  consequent 
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danger  of  the  conveyance  of  the  infection  in  the  rags  which  are  shipped 
in  extensive  qaautities  from  this  poit  to  the  United  States. 

By  the  official  sanitary  reports  forwarded  to  the  Department  each 
week  it  will  be  seen  that  there  were  13  deaths  from  smallpox  within 
the  city  limits  for  the  three  weeks  ended  April  2,  of  which  6  were 
within  the  week  ended  that  date.  The  epidemic  at  this  writing  seems 
to  be  increasing. 

There  are  over  100  cases.  I  send  inclosed  a  copy  of  a  municipal 
enactment  dated  April  8,  1892,  on  the  subject  of  free  vaccination,  in 
accordance  with  which  no  less  than  1,474  persons  were  vaccinated  at 
the  expense  of  the  town  on  April  10.  I  recently  learned  that  an  out- 
break of  smallpox  here  several  months  ago,  which  resulted  in  a  few 
deaths,  occurred  exclusively  among  workmen  at  the  docks  who  had 
been  employed  in  unloading  old  rags  arriving  from  France. 

In  view  of  the  facts  that  the  bulk  of  the  rags  exported  from  Ghent  to 
the  United  States  are  of  French  origin  before  their  manipulation  here, 
and  that  no  efforts  are  made  to  disinfect  them  in  any  stage  of  the  prepa- 
ration for  shipment,  which  I  had  the  honor  of  reporting  to  the  Depart- 
ment in  dispatch  No.  26,  dated  June  27,  1890,  I  now  believe  that  our 
Government  should  take  precautionary  measures,  particularly  against 
old  rags,  the  more  so  because  there  is  ground  for  believing  that  the  ma-  ^ 
hgnant  germs  resulting  in  the  present  epidemic  were  introduced  into 
Ghent  by  rags  that  are  freely  reshipped  to  New  York,  Boston,  Phila- 
delphia, whence  I  understand  they  find  their  way  to  the  paper  mills  in 
many  other  cities. 

The  prohibition  of  the  importation  of  rags  from  this  port  will  doubt- 
less not  be  considered  by  the  Department  either  necessary  or  expedient 
under  the  present  circdmstances  above  described.  However,  I  recom- 
mend a  thorough  and  obligatory  disinfection,  under  consular  control,  of 
every  bale  of  old  i^ags,  if  of  no  other  variety  of  paper  stock,  sent  from 
here  to  the  United  States  for  some  time  to  come,  this  disinfection  to 
be  before  and  conditional  to  the  authentication  of  the  invoices.  A 
trifling  charge  on  each  bale  would  not  constitute  a  burdensome  expense 
to  the  rag  merchants,  and  the  system  would  be  a  reasonable  security  to 
the  public  health  of  the  United  States. 

Note. — Request  has  been  made  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  extend  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Department  circular  of  October  9, 1891,  requiring  disinfection  of  rags  at 
Marseilles,  to  the  port  of  Ghent.

London, — One  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety  deaths  were  regis- 
tered during  the  week,  including  measles,  113 ;  scarlet  fever,  14 ;  diph- 
theria, 33 ;  whooping  cough,  66 ;  typhus  fever,  1 ;  enteric  fever,  4 ;  and 
diarrhea  and  dysentery,  17.  The  deaths  from  all  causes  corresponded 
to  an  annual  rate  of  17.9  a  thousand.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory 
organs  caused  403  deaths.  In  greater  London  1,955  deaths  were  regis- 
tered, corresponding  to  an  annual  rate  of  17.7  a  thousand  of  the  popu- 
lation. In  the  '*  outer  ring'^  the  deaths  included  diphtheria,  8; 
whooping  cough,  19 ;  and  measles,  12.

Infected  hark  at  Delaware  Breakwater  Quarantine. — Acting  Assistant 
Surgeon  Orr  reports  as  follows,  under  date  of  May  10 : 

Norwegian  bark  Nor  arrived  to-day,  fifty  days  from  Rio.  Nine 
cases  of  yellow  fever  and  two  deaths  at  Eio  and  daring  passage.  All 
well  on  arrival.    Have  detained  her  for  disinfection. 

Infected  vessel  at  Gulf  Quarantine  Station. — The  following  has  been 
received  from  Assistant  Surgeon  Perry,  dated  May  2,  1892  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  this  day  of  the  Russian  bark 
Europa,  forty-four  days  from  Rio  de  Janeiro,  bdund  for  Mobile,  Ala., 
at  which  port  she  was  denied  admittance  and  ordered  here. 

This  vessel  had  four  cases  of  yellow  fever  at  Rio,  three  of  which  were 
iiatal,  but  the  last  of  these  cases  occurred  fifteen  days  prior  to  her  leav- 
ing port,  since  which  time  no  other  cases  have  developed. 

The  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  of  those  who  died  were  destroyed  ashore 
at  port  of  departure. 

The  vessel  is  exceptionally  clean,  and  all  her  crew  were  well  on  ar- 
rival.    She  is  held  for  thorough  disinfection. 

Unit^  States  Quarantine,  Angel  Island^  San  Francisco  Bay,  Cat,  — Passed 
Assistant  Surgeo^i  D.  A.  Carmichael,  in  charge,  reports  the  arrival, 
May  9,  of  the  steamship  City  of  Peking  with  800  passengers  and  one 
case  of  smallpox ;  the  latter  removed  to  lazaretto. 

May  11,  Dr.  Carmichael  reports  as  follows : 

Three  cases  varioloid  admitted  to  day  from  steamship  City  of  Peking. 
Six  hundred  and  thirty-three  Chinese  at  quarantine  station  on  covered 
barges.  Two  hundred  and  eighty  in  detention  barracks.  All  under 
observation. 

SmaUpox  in  San  Diego  County,  Gal. — May  4,  1892,  Acting  Assistant 

Surgeon  McKay  reports  as  follows  : 

One  case  of  smallpox  among  the  Indians  at  the  old  *'San  Louis  Rey" 
Mission,  San  Diego  County.  The  camp  is  under  quarantine,  the  county 
physician  having  visited  the  place,  isolated  the  patient,  and  placed  the 
balance  of  the  Indians  under  close  observation.  Supervisors  have 
ordered  tents  and  huts  burned  at  expense  of  the  county.

Ck>mx>ared  with  the  average  for  the  month  of  April  in  the  six  years, 
1886-1891,  cholera  infantum,  diphtheria,  pueri)eral  fever,  and  scarlet 
fever  were  more  prevalent,  and  measles,  cerebro -spinal  meningitis, 
typho-malarial  fever,  inflammation  of  brain,  cholera  morbus,  mem- 
branous croup,  intermittent  fever,  pneumonia,  remittent  fever,  and 
consumption  were  less  prevalent  in  April,  1892.  • 

Including  reports  by  regular  observers  and  others,  diphtheria  was 
reported  present  in  Michigan  in  the  month  of  April,  1892,  at  56  places ; 
scarlet  fever,  128 ;  typhoid  fever,  35 ;  measles,  37.  One  case  each  of 
typhus  fever  and  varioloid  at  Detroit. 

Eeports  from  all  sources  show  diphtheria  reported  at  21  places  more, 
scarlet  fever  at  5  places  less,  typhoid  fever  at  7  places  less,  and  measles 
at  13  places  more  in  the  month  of  April,  1892,  than  in  the  preceding 
month.

MOSCOW. 

United  States  Consulate, 

Moscoxc,  April  14,  1892. 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  instructions  received  from  the  Acting 
Secretary  of  State,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  Moscow  is  not  at 
any  time  absolutely  free  of  typhus  fever. 

In  those  parts  of  the  town  affected  by  the  poorer  classes,  where  they 
live  iiL  large  numbers  crowded  together  and  in  unfavorable  hygienic  con  - 
ditions,  that  disease  is  always  present  and  occasionally  breaks  these 
confines,  producing  isolated  cases  of  typhus  in  some  of  the  best  and 
most  salutary  districts  of  the  town.  * 

The  latest  report  issued  by  the  sanitation  committee  of  Moscow,  that 
for  the  week  ended  the  9th  of  this  month,  returns  12  deaths  from  typhus 
fever  for  the  week. 

Rumors  are  afloat  that  the  disease  is  being  spread  in  the  town  by 
half- famished  peasants  coming  from  the  adjoining  famine-stricken 
government  of  Eiazau,  but  upon  careful  investigation  I  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  rumor  proceeds  from  idle  surmise. 

The  medical  practitioners  I  have  consulted  on  the  subject  have 
severally  declared  that  there  is  no  epidemic  of  any  description,  nor  are 
there  any  indications  of  the  spreading  of  typhus  fever  to  justify  the 
apprehension  of  such  an  epidemic.

Sir  :  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  dispatch,  No.  81, 
d^ed  March  19, 1892,  calling  my  attention  to  the  rules  contained  in  the 
Consular  B^pilations  with  respect  to  infectious  and  contagious  diseases. 

This  question  I  briefly  answered  by  cable  some  weeks  ago.  Since 
my  dispatch  I  have  continued  to  investigate  this  matter,  not  only  with 
reference  to  this  city,  but  with  reference  also  to  the  pnncipal  cities  and 
towns  of  European  Bussia.  With  the  exception  of  certain  places  in 
the  famine  districts  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Volga,  I  am  unable  to  find 
any  evidence  of  typhus,  cholera,  small ik)x,  or  other  infectious  diseases 
in  epidemic  form.  The  Department  may  l>e  assured,  therefore,  that 
the  alarm  raised  on  this  question  is  without  reliable  foundation,  I  am 
able  to  report  that  in  Biga,  Mitan,  Libau,  Pernan,  Dorpat,  Beval, 
Warsaw,  Wilna,  Wiborg,  Helsingfors,  and  Abo  there  is  no  epidemic 
of  contagious  disease.  This  is  also  true  of  St.  Petersburg  and  other 
ports  of  European  Bussia. 
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I  shall  not  hesitate  to  call  your  attention,  by  cable,  to  any  serious 
epidemic  that  may  arise  in  the  empire,  as  provided  in  paragraphs  333- 
335  of  Ck)nsular  Regulations.

Cuba — Havana. — The  United  States  sanitary  inspector  makes  the 
following  report,  dated  April  30,  1892 : 

There  were  140  deaths  in  this  city  during  the  week  ending  April  28, 
1892.  One  of  these  deaths  was  caused  by  yellow  fever,  10  by  enteric 
fever,  5  by  so-called  pernicious  fever,  4  by  paludal  fever,  3  by  diph- 
theria, and  1  by  the  grippe. 

The  little  increased  activity  shown  in  yellow  fever  last  week,  which 
resulted  in  a  number  of  new  cases  and  5  deaths,  has  apparently  very 
much  subsided,  there  being  only  1  fatal  case  fh>m  it  and  5  new  cases 
during  this  week. 

During  the  month  of  April  there  were  588  deaths,  including  yellow 
fever,  8;  enteric  fever,  38;  so-called  pernicious  fever,  16;  x^udal 
fever,  8 ;  diphtheria,  6 ;  and  la  grippe,  3. 

Great  Britain — England  and  Wales. — ^The  deaths  r^stered  in  33 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  April  23^ 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  21.8  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,185,736.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Brighton,  viz,  13.9,  ^nd  the  highest  in  Derby,  viz,  28.3^ 
a  thousand. 

London. — One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifteen  deaths  were  regis- 
tered during  the  week,  including  smallpox,  2;  measles,  127;  scarlet 
fever,  17 ;  diphtheria,  29 ;  whooping  cough,  66 ;  typhus,  1 ;  enteric 
fever,  5 ;  and  diarrhea  and  dysentery,  24.  The  deaths  from  all  causes 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  21.0  a  thousand.  Diseases  of  the 
respiratory  organs  caused  389  deaths.  In  greater  London  2,198  deaths 
were  registered,  corresponding  to  an  annual  rate  of  19.9  a  thousand  of 
the  population.  In  the  *' outer  ring"  the  deaths  included  diph- 
theria, 6 ;  scarlet  fever,  8 ;  measles,  26 ;  and  whooping  cough,  17. 

Ireland. — The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  April  23,  in  the  16  principal  town 
districts  of  Ireland,  was  33.9  a  thousand  of  the  population.  The  lowest 
rate  was  recorded  in  Drogheda,  viz,  13.2,  and  the  highest  in  Armagh, 
viz,  42.0  a  thousand.  In  Dublin  and  suburbs  240  deaths  were  regis- 
tered, including  enteric  fever  1  and  whooping  cough  10. 

Scotland. — The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  April  28  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  22.3  a  thou- 
sand of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,447,500.  The  lowest  mor- 
tality was  recorded  in  Perth,  viz,  13.7,  and  the  highest  in  Glasgow,. 
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viz,  20.0  a  thousand.  The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  registered  from 
all  causes  was  622,  including  measles,  15 ;  scarlet  fever,  1 ;  diphtheria, 
6 ;  whooping  cough,  22 ;  fever,  2 ;  and  diarrhea,  17. 

Switzerland — -^Wc^.— Month  of  March,  1^2.  Population,  91,323. 
Total  deaths,  173,  including  phthisis  pulmonalis,  22 ;  typhus  fever,  2 ; 
scarlet  fever,  1 ;  diphtheria  and  croup,  10 ;  measles,  13 ;  and  whooping 
cough,  4. 

West  Indies— fiSf.  Helena.— T^o  weeks  ended  March  11, 1892.  Pop- 
ulation, 3,900.     Total  deaths,  3. 

Public  hygiene  in  Spain — Abstract  of  a  report  made  by  Dr.  DelvaiUe. 
[Translated  for  this  Bureau  from  Le  Journal  d* Hygikne^  Paris,  April  28,  1892.] 

Maritime  sanitary  organization. — The  provincial  boards  of  health  are 
charged  with  the  sanitary  surveillance  of  seaports. 

In  all  the  important  ports  there  is  an  organized  service  of  health 
which  includes  one  or  more  physicians.  Every  vessel  arriving  at  the 
port  is  required  to  present  a  bill  of  health,  signed  by  the  Spanish  consul 
at  the  port  of  departure.  Immediately  on  arriving  the  vessel  is  sub* 
jected  to  medical  inspection.  A  delay  of  twenty  minutes  in  making  this 
inspection  is  punished  by  a  fine  of  25  francs. 

On  presenting  a  clean  bill  of  health  the  vessel  is  at  once  admitted  to 
free  pratique.  When  the  bill  of  health  is  foul  the  vessel  is  sent  to  the 
lazaretto. 

Suspected  vessels  are  held  for  a  quarantine  of  observation,  and  ves- 
sels in  an  unsanitary  condition,  and  those  arriving  from  ports  in  which 
cholei^a,  plague,  or  yellow  fevei:  prevails  as  an  epidemic  are  detained 
at  the  lazaretto. 

A  quarantine  of  seven  days'  duration  is  imposed  on  all  vessels 
arriving  from  the  West  Indies  or  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  when  the  said 
vessels  have  cleared  from  port  with  a  clean  bill  of  healtl^  between  the 
dates  of  May  1  and  June  30.  Quarantine  is  reduced  to  three  days 
when  no  epidemic  is  reported  present  in  the  port  of  departure.  If 
during  a  voyage  of  ten  days  there  has  been  no  case  of  disease  on  board, 
the  vessel  shall  be  at  once  admitted  to- free  pratique. 

The  duration  of  quarantine  is  as  follows :  Fifteen  days  against  levan- 
tine  plague ;  ten  days  against  yellow  fever  (fifteen  in  cases  in  which 
the  disuse  has  occurred  on  board),  with  a  reduction  of  some  days  in 
fft vor  of  vessels  which  have  touched  at  intermediate  ports. 

The  lazarettos  for  the  treatment  of  foul  vessels  are  provided  with  a 
hospital,  chax>el,  cemetery,  bath  houses,  hospital  for  convalescents, 
stables,  lavatories,  and  disinfection  apparatus.  Every  sick  passenger 
is  compelled  to  leave  the  vessel  while  in  quarantine.  Strict  precautions 
are  taken  with  regard  to  clothing  and  the  disinfection  of  manufactured 
articles  coming  from  suspected  ports. 

Vaccination  is  not  obligatory,  but  the  provincial  and  municipal 
boards  of  health  and  charities  are  directed  to  see  that  children  are 
vaccinated  at  the  proper  time.  Government  employes  are  required  to 
be  vaccinated,  and  vaccination  is  obligatory  for  entrance  into  educa- 
tionsd  institutions,  public  and  private.  The  vaccination  of  the  poor  is 
gratuitous,  and  is  generally  practiced  at  the  exi)ense  of  the  city,  and 
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by  physidanB  appointed  by  the  city  goyemmeiit.  In  some  cases  tbere 
are  public  or  private  vaccine  institutes,  supported  by  monicipal  cod- 
tribntion. 

SanitatUm  of  cities. — A  close  relation  exists  between  the  adoption  of 
a  s^'stem  of  sewerage  in  the  cities  of  Spain  and  the  statistics  of  typhoid 
fever  in  these  dties.  In  Madrid  the  proportion  of  deaths  from  typhoid 
fever  is  1.17  to  1,000  inhabitants,  or  2.76  per  cent  of  general  mor- 
tality ;  Id  Barcelona,  1.47  to  1,000  inhabitants,  or  4.58  per  cent,  of 
general  mortality;  in  Valencia,  0.66  to  1,000  inhabitants,  or  2.05  of 
general  mortality.  In  San  Fernando,  near  Cadiz,  where  the  climatic 
and  social  conditions  are  good,  the  proportion  is  3.11  deaths  to  1,000 
inhabitants,  or  8.96  of  the  whole  mortality. 

At  Seville,  which  ranks  aa  the  second  city  in  Spain  with  regard  to 
extent,  and  the  fonrtb  as  r^ards  popnlation,  sewerage  is  completely 
lacking.  The  same  is  true  of  Saragossa,  Almeria,  Salamanca,  and  Se- 
govia. Among  the  lesser  cities  in  which  typhoid  fever  has  declined 
owing  to  the  laying  of  sewerB  may  l>e  mentioned :  Alicante,  10.45  to 
1,000  inhabitants,  or  1.34  per  cent,  of  general  mortality  ;  Cadiz,  where 
there  are  arched  sewers,  0.004  typhic  deaths  to  1,000  inhabitants,  or 
0.11  per  cent,  of  the  general  mortality.

ROSTOFF. 

United  States  Consular  Agency, 

Rostoff  on  Don,  April  13,  1892. 

Typhus  fever  broke  out  in  the  town  of  Eostoflf  about  a  month  ago 
among  the  Ibwer  classes  of  the  unemployed,  principally  composed  of 
peasants  and  laborers  from  the  famine-stricken  districts  of  Northern 
Russia.  It  is  computed  that  about  70,000  persons  of  both  sexes  have ' 
come  to  or  passed  through  Rostoff  since  last  autumn,  principally  from 
the  said  districts,  and  about  three  i)er  cent,  of  that  number  have  re- 
mained in  Eostoff,  the  rest  finding  the  means  or  being  variously  assisted 
to  proceed  further  to  the  Caucasus  and  other  parts  in  search  of  employ- 
ment. Those  who  remained  here  congregated  mostly  in  the  night 
refuges  and  similar  lodgings,  and  the  infection  having  been  brought  by 
them  from  their  districts,  where  typhus  fever  had  already  appeared,  it 
was  easily  disseminated,  owing  to  the  overcrowding  in  said  reftiges,  to 
the  want  of  proper  nourishment,  or  even  food  in  some  cases,  the 
effects  of  which  were  rendered  still  worse  by  the  continued  severity  of 
the  weather,  and  the  moral  dejection  generally  of  the  people.  As 
soon  as  the  outbreak  was  noticed  by  the  sanitary  authorities  stringent 
measures  were  resorted  to,  so  as  to  prevent  the  disease  from  spreading. 
Doctors  were  appointed  to  visit  regularly  all  the  refuges  and  examine 
their  occupants,  and  a  building  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town  was  set 
apart  for  the  reception  of  all  suspicious  cases,  a  special  staff  of  medical 
men  and  attendants  being  organized  for  the  purpose  of  attending  to  the 
patients.  In  all,  about  two  hundred  cases  occurred,  mostly  of  a  special 
form  of  typhus  accompanied  with  a  rash,  but  fortunately  so  far  only 
four  per  cent,  of  that  number  have  ended  fatally.  The  principal  suf- 
ferers have  been  the  men,  very  few  females  having  been  attacked. 
Among  the  general  population  of  the  town  of  Rostoff,  as  well  as  in 
Taganrog  and  this  consular  district  generally,  no  cases  have  occurred 
over  and  above  the  normal  percentage  of  typhus  in  its  usual  form. 

The  infection  was  undisputably  brought  from  the  famine-stricken  dis- 
tricts, but  what  principally  contributed  to  the  dissemination  and  increase 
of  the  disease,  besides  the  unduly  enfeebled  constitutions  of  the  people, 
was  the  unseasonable  and  unusual  weather  which  has  prevailed  here 
during  the  last  six  weeks.  After  a  short  spell  of  comparatively  fine  and 
warm  weather,  we  have  had  cold,  piercing  winds,  a  slight  fall  of  snow, 
and  some  frost.  With  a  low  temperature  cases  of  typhus  increase  in 
number  and  virulence,  so  that  as  soon  as  a  change  for  warmer  weather 
sets  in,  as  now  seems  imminent,  it  is  hoped  that  the  disease  will  be 
effectually  stamped  out. 

There  being  no  direct  communication  by  passenger  steamers  between 
this  and  the  United  States,  or  even  Great  Britain,  intending  emigrants, 
in  the  event  of  their  being  infected,  can  completely  elude  the  control  of 
this  office.  ,

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Bkazil — Sanitary  condition^  etc.,  of  Bahia. — The  following  has  been 
received  from  the  United  States  consul,  dated  April  4,  1892. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  health  of  Bahia  and  contiguous 
country  is  good.  At  present  there  are  no  cases  of  yellow  fever,  except 
those  brought  here  from  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  Santos,  and  quarantined 
on  the  yellow  fever  island.  Rev.  E.  M.  Pinkerton,  an  American  mis 
sionary  recently  out  from  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  died  here  of  yellow  fever 
February  25.  The  late  heavy  rains  have  abated  the  drouth  com- 
plained of  in  the  interior. 

Cuba — Cardenas — SmaUpox. — The  United  States  consul,  under  date 
of  May  5,  1892,  reports  two  cases  of  smallpox  in  the  city  of  Cardenas. 

Havana, — The  following  report  has  been  received  from  the  United 
States  sanitary  inspector,  dated  May  7,  1892  : 

There  were  129  deaths  in  this  city  during  the  week  ending  May  5, 
1892.  One  of  those  deaths  was  caused  by  yellow  fever,  6  by  enteric 
fever,  3  by  pernicious  fever,  and  1  by  diphtheria. 

Although  enteric  fever  is  still  quite  prevalent  it  is  apparently  dimin- 
ishing.

— One  thousand  six  hundred  and  nineteen  deaths  were  regis 
tered  during  the  week,  including  smallpox,  2 ;  measles,  156 ;  scarlet 
fever,  19;  diphtheria,  17;  whooping  cough,  59;  enteric  fever,  5 ;  and 
diarrhea  and  dysentery,  14.  The  deaths  from  all  causes  corresponded 
t4>  an  annual  rate  of  19.8  a  thousand.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory 
organs  caused  306  deaths.

The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  registered  from 
all  causes  was  593,  including  measles,  18 ;  scarlet  fever,  4 ;  diphtheria, 
4 ;  whooping  cough,  26 ;  fever,  4 ;  and  diarrhea,  14.

Sir  :  I  beg  leave  to  inclose  herewith  a  copy  of  report  from  the  United 
States  consul  at  Ghent,  Belgium,  showing  the  danger  of  importation  of 
smallpox  into  the  United  States  by  means  of  rags  gathered  for  export- 
ation at  that  port,  and  have  respectfully  to  request  that  the  provisions 
of  DejMwianent  Circular  No.  162,  Customs  Division,  October  9, 1891,  be 
extended  to  the  port  of  Ghent,  as  set  forth  in  the  proposed  circular.

Importation  of  old  rags  from  Ghent,  Belgium, 

Treasury  Department, 

Offl^ce  of  the  Secretary, 
Washington,  D.  C ,  May  12,  1892. 

To  Collectors  and  other  Offi<!ers  of  the  Customs : 

The  act  approved  April  29,  1878,  entitled  '*  An  act  to  prevent  the 
introduction  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  into  the  United  States," 
provides  that  "  no  vessel  coming  from  any  foreign  port  or  country  where 
any  contagions  or  infectious  disease  exists,  nor  any  vessel  conveying 
infected  merchandise,  shall  enter  any  port  of  the  United  States,  or  pass 
the  boundary  line  between  the  United  States  and  any  foreign  country, 
except  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  under  said  act." 

It  having  been  shown  that  smallpox  prevails  in  Ghent,  Belgium, 
and  that  rags  gathered  or  received  at  this  port  for  exportation  to  the 
United  States,  unless  disinfected,  are  liable  to  import  contagious  dis- 
eases into  the  United  States,  it  is  therefore  ordered  that  the  provisions 
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CKiUioed  in  DepirtsMot  CiraiAar  Xo.  16±  Divtsion  of  Castoms.  October 
9.  1S9L  be  extciided  to  the  port  of  Ghent,  mod  that  no  ngs  imported 
from  Ghent  shall  be  admitted  to  eotrr.  ooleas  aeoompanied  by  a  certi- 
ficate from  the  United  States  eoosol  at  Ghent  that  ther  have  been  dis- 
iafrr^ed  ia  aeeordance  vith  the  regulations  of  this  D^Mtftmeat^  or  by 
a  eertificate  to  the  like  efktX  from  a  medical  officer  of  die  Maiine-Hos- 
piial  Serriee.  or  State  or  local  qnarantine  officer. 

This  cirailar  vill  take  immediate  effect,  bat  wiQ  not  apply  to  rags 
adoat  on  or  belbre  the  date  of  its?  issoe. 

For  disinlection.  one  of  the  following  methods  will  be  used : 

Ist.  Bmling  in  water  not  less  than  one  hour;  all  nigs  to  be  nnbaled 
for  :his  purpose. 

3d.  Exposore  to  steam  not  less  than  one  hoor^  the  steam  to  be  of  a 
temperature  not  le^  than  100  degrees  centigrade  212  d^rees  Fahren- 
heit '  nor  greater  than  116  degrees  centigrade  239  degrees  Fahrenheit). 

3d.  Exposure  not  less  than  six  hoars  to  sulphurous  acid  gas,  made 
by  burning  not  lets  than  three  pounds  of  roll  sulphur  to  ^ch  1,000 
cubic  feet  of  space. 

4th.  EiqKKure  not  less  than  six  hours  to  an  atmosphere  containing 
3  per  cent  of  sulphurous  add  gas  liberated  from  its  liquid  state  (liquid 
sulphur  dioxide  •. 

In  methods  Xo,  2.  Xo.  3,  and  Xo.  4  the  rags  must  be  well  scattered 
upon  racks. *or  so  arranged  that  they  can  from  time  to  time  be  turned 
in  such  a  manner  that  all  shall  be  e3n>08ed  to  steam  or  gas.

Dear  Sir  :  Referring  to  your  letter  of  the  16th  instant,  requesting 
to  be  informed  just  what  treatment  shipping  sent  by  you  to  Dry 
Tortugas  Quarantine  Station  would  receive,  I  have  the  honor  to  inform 
you  that  the  station  at  Tortugafl  is  completely  equipped  for  eflfective 
treatment  of  infected  vessels.  A  large  steam  chamber  and  boiler  have 
been  placed  upon  a  Imr^ft^  tbr  the  disinfection  of  dunnage,  fabrics,  etc., 
and  there  has  recently  Ihhui  provided  an  improved  pattern  of  sulphur 
furnace,  which  is  loe4UiHi  upon  the  new  wharf  recently  completed. 
There  is  a  steam  hoistJuir  engine  upon  the  wharf  for  unloading  cargo 
and  ballast,  and  a  steam  pump  for  using  the  bichloride  solution. 
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Another  steam  chamber,  now  being  constructed  by  Valk  &  Murdoch 
at  Charleston,  will  soon  be  placed  upon  the  wharf.  The  quarantine 
steamer  Dagmar  is  in  commission,  and  the  station  has  a  full  comple- 
ment of  officers  and  men.  Assistant  Surgeon  H.  D.  Gheddings  is  in 
command.

On  April  21  a  case  of  varioloid  was  discovered  at  Berkeley,  Ala- 
meda County,  in  a  married  man,  twenty-five  years  of  age,  by  occupa- 
tion a  handler  of  foreign  goods.  The  origin  is  unknown,  but  the  pa- 
tient stated  to  the  local  health  officer.  Dr.  F.  H.  Payne,  that  about  ten 
days  before  he  was  attacked,  a  muffled  Chinaman,  having  sores  on  his 
face,  took  a  seat  in  a  car  next  to  him  on  the  local  train  from  San  Fran- 
cisco. No  such  Chinaman  has  yet  been  found.  Strict  quarantine, 
isolation,  and  vaccination  were  the  restrictive  and  preventive  measures 
adopted,  and  no  new  cases  have  developed  yet. 

On  May  3  a  case  of  varioloid  was  disa>vered  on  a  fishing  boat  on  the 
Sacramento  River,  4  miles  above  Sacramento  City.  The  afflicted  per- 
son is  a  native  of  the  Sandwich  Islands,  aged  thirty-seven  years,  and  came 
directly  from  San  Francisco.  Before  being  sent  to  the  pesthouse  he 
walked  with  a  companion  from  the  wharf  through  seven  blocks  of  the 
business  portion  of  the  city,  and  voluntarily  presented  himself  to  the 
local  authorities.  The  isolation  of  pesthouse  regulations  has  been  ap- 
plied to  the  patient  and  his  companion.

On  the  spares  of  microbes  in  the  ammal  organimn. 

[Translated  for  this  ^oreaa  La  Bivista  Iniem(UUmdUd*Ig%ene^  Naples,  Apiil,  1892.] 

Dr.  Trapeznikoff  has  pursued  a  series  of  experimental  studies  of  the 
spores  of  anthrax,  bacillus  subtilisand  bacillus  m^^aterium  at  the  Pas- 
teur Institute  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  what  becomes  of  the  spores 
of  pathogenic  and  nqn-pathogenic  microbes  introduced  into  the  organ- 
ism of  refractory  and  non-refractory  animals.  From  the  results  of  his 
experiments  he  draws  the  following  conclusions : 

1.  In  certain  cases  the  amoeboid  cells  may  destroy  pathogenic  spores 
by  incorporation,  and  exercise  on  the  same  a  sporicidal  action. 

2.  The  x>athogenic  spores  studied  by  the  writer  may  germinate  and 
produce  bacilli  in  the  organism  of  the  refractory  animal  whether  the 
animals  enjoy  natural  or  acquired  immunity. 

3.  As  soon  as  the  spores  of  the  pathogenic  microbes  have  penetrated 
the  organism  of  the  refractory  animal  an  aggr^ation  of  leucocytes 
forms  and  attacks  the  spores. 

4.  The  spores  which  have  had  time  to  germinate  and  become  trans- 
formed within  the  animal  organism  and  the  bacilli  and  filaments  are 
all  equally  open  to  attack  by  the  leucocytes. 

5.  The  spores  taken  up  by  the  cells  before  their  development  do  not 
increase  in  the  same  degree  as  those  incorporated  within  the  cell,  if 
these  latter  are  living  and  active. 

6.  If,  from  any  cause,  the  phagocytes  become  enfeebled  or  die,  the 
living  spores  taken  up  by  them  germinate  and  are  transformed  into 
bacilli  and  filaments. 

7.  These  bacilli  and  filaments  may  be  again  absorbed  by  the  leuco- 
cytes and  destroyed. 

8.  Spores  arrested  by  the  cells  are  disseminated  throughout  the 
organs  of  the  body,  carrying  with  them  their  vitality  and  virulence. 

9.  In  most  cases  the  cells  do  not  destroy  the  spores  of  the  pathogenic 
microbes,  but  only  impede  their  development. 

10.  The  fluids  of  a  living  animal  organism  do  not  possess  sporicidal 
properties. 

11.  All  spores  planted  in  a  culture  medium  do  not  develop.  The 
same  is  true  of  pathogenic  spores  introduced  into  a  living  organism. 

12.  The  spores  of  pathogenic  microbes  which  have  not  germinated 
within  the  organism  retain  their  vitality  for  a  length  of  time. 

13.  In  animals  which  are  not  immune  the  pathogenic  spores  are  ar- 
rested by  the  leucocytes ;  but  as  the  phagocytes  are  few  in  number,  the 
spores  germinate,  pass  into  the  vegetative  state,  and  cause  the  death  of 
the  animal.

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New  Yokk. — Month  of  April,  1892.  Reports  to  the  State  board  of 
health  from  167  cities  and  towns,  including  Ne.w  York  and  Brooklyn, 
show  a  total  of  10,590  deaths,  including  enteric  fever,  77 ;  smallpox,  11 ; 
scarlet  fever,  248 ;  measles,  161 ;  whooping  cough,  60 ;  croup  and  diph- 
theria, 491 ;  and  phthisis  pulmonalis,  1,252. 

From  the  Monthly  Bulletin  for  April  the  following  is  extracted : 

The  average  daily  reported  mortality  for  the  State  during  April  was 
353 ;  in  March  it  was  354 ;  in  February,  371 ;  in  April,  1891,  it  was  (at 
the  height  of  the  grippe  epidemic)  463 ;  the  average  daily  mortality  in 
April  for  the  past  seven  years  is  347.  Deaths  continue  to  be  reported 
from  influenza  and  may  be  estimated  at  not  less  than  500,  or  5  per  cent, 
of  all  deaths — the  entire  mortalitj^  from  this  cause  since  the  present  epi- 
demic began  being  to  May  1  about  12,000.  There  were  250  less 
deaths  from  acute  respiratory  diseases  than  in  March,  and  a  similar 
dimunition  in  deaths  from  old  age.  The  percentage  of  deaths  under 
the  age  of  five  years  has  increased.  Measles  caused  an  increased  num- 
ber of  deaths.  Diphtheria  is  reported  as  prevalent  at  several  localities, 
among  them  Jamestown,  Hoosick  Falls,  and  Oneonta ;  the  mortality 
from  it  in  the  State  is  somewhat  diminished.  Typhus  fever  caused  3 
deaths  in  New  York.  Smallpox  caused  11  deaths,  all  in  New  York, 
except  one  in  the  hospital  for  contagious  diseases  at  Flatbush,  and  one 
in  Syracuse,  which  was  imported  from  Brooklyn,  its  spread  being  lim- 
ited to  one  secondary  case.  The  annual  death  rate  for  the  month, 
allowing  for  delayed  returns  not  yet  reported,  is  about  22.00  per  1,000 
population  for  the  entire  State.

Experimental  study  in  the  self -purification  of  running  tcater. 
[Translated  for  this  Bureau  from  Lt  Journal  d^Hygihie,  Paris,  May  19,  1892.] 

A  recent  issue  of  the  Annals  of  Experimental  Hygiene  at  Rome  con- 
tains a  pai)er  by  Dr.  Alessandro  Seraflui  on  the  spontaneous  and  rapid 
puriflcation  of  running  water  from  all  deposits  received  during  its  pas- 
sage through  the  centers  of  population.  Dr.  Serafini's  observations 
appear  to  be  in  direct  agreement  with  those  recorded  by  the  Eoyal

CJommission  of  London  and  the  report  made  on  the  purification  of  the 
Seine ;  also  with  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  made  by 
Schelhaas  of  the  water  of  the  Isar,  by  Fleck  of  the  Elbe,  and  by  Celli 
and  Scalla  of  the  Tiber. .  They  show  that  the  quantity  of  organic  mat- 
ter, ammonia  and  bacteria,  carried  along  by  the  water  diminishes  at  a 
short  distance  from  the  point  at  which  they  are  discharged  into  the 
stream,  while  the  proportion  of  products  which  indicate  the  process 
of  oxydation,  viz,  nitrous  and  nitric  acid,  increases.  The  following 
is  a  summary  of  the  conclusions  drawn  by  Dr.  Serafini  from  his  expert 
mental  studies : 

1.  Aeration  by  continuously-renewed  contact  with  the  air  does  not 
prevent  the  development  of  microorganisms  in  running  water,  and  it 
is  not,  per  se,  sufficient  to  accelerate  the  process  of  oxydation.  Experi- 
ment shows  that  there  is  no  appreciable  and  constant  difference  between 
water  in  which  aeration  is  constantly  renewed  by  the  motion  of  the 
current  and  that  in  which  aeration  occurs  under  the  influence  of  tem- 
perature or  barometric  pressure. 

2.  The  transformation  of  organic  matter  takes  place  so  slowly  in 
water  that  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  follow  the  process,  either  in  the 
general  flow  of  the  stream  or  in  any  section  of  it  which  is  made  the  sub- 
ject of  special  analysis.  While  there  is  no  doubt  that  nitrification  is 
due  to  the  bacteria  in  the  water,  some  time  must  elapse  before  the  pro- 
cess can  be  recognized,  whether  the  water  be  flowing  or  stagnant,  deep 
or  shallow. 

Light  retards  the  transformation  of  organic  matter  by  destroying  the 
bacteria  which  are  the  essential  factors  of  oxydation. 

3.  A  temperature  of  0°  or  — 6°  incontestably  destroys  great  numbers  of 
the  bacteria  and  arrests  the  development  of  those  whicSi  survive.  For 
this  reason  water  contains  the  minimum  number  of  bacteria  in  winter, 

4.  In  great  masses  of  water  a  lowering  of  the  temperature  of  the  sur- 
rounding atmosphere  does  not  necessarily  exercise  a  destructive  influ- 
ence on  microorganisms.  This  explains  the  fact,  observed  in  experi- 
mental research  and  in  local  observation  of  streams  of  rapid  as  well  a& 
sluggish  current,  that  a  gradual  and  continuous  deposit  of  bacteria 
takes  place. 

5.  The  rapid  dimunition  of  the  bacteria  discharged  into  rivers  from 
the  sewers  of  cities  is  not  due  to  oxydation  occurring  in  the  body 
of  water,  but  to  the  concurrence  of  several  factors,  viz:  Sedimen- 
tation, dilution,  the  mechanical  action  of  substances  which  are  first 
held  in  suspension  in  the  water  and  then  deposited,  the  movement  and 
disturbance  of  the  water,  low  temperature,  the  superficial  filtration 
which  takes  place  in  the  bed  of  the  stream,  and  finally  some  inherent 
action  of  the  water  itself. 

Purification  from  organic  matter  and  the  intermediate  products  of 
decomposition,  is  probably  due  to  sedimentation  and  the  slow  and  con- 
tinuous oxydation  occurring  in  the  bed  of  the  river.  Water  flowing 
over  the  river  bottom  dissolves  the  nitrites  and  nitrates  formed  in  the 
zone  in  which  sedimentation  takes  place.  Sedimentation  and  dilution 
cause  the  rapid  diminution  of  organic  matter  and  ammonia,  and  solution 
facilitates  the  liberation  of  the  nitrates  and  nitrites,  the  result  of  this, 
double  process  being  the  purification  of  the  water.

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SPECIAL  REPORTS. 

Infected  vessel  at  Delaicare  Breakwater  QimrafUine. — The  following  dis- 
patch was  received  from  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Orr,  dated  June  6, 
1892 :  '*  British  ship  Elmbankj  infected  vessel,  forty-nine  days  from  Rio, 
arrived  last  night." 

Infected  bark  Faiist  at  South  Atlantic  QuaraMine  Station,— Fs^ssed  As- 
sistant Surgeon  Glennan,  under  date  of  June  1, 1892,  writes  as  follows : 

I  have  the  honor  to  rejiort  the  arrival  at  this  station  to-day  of  the 
Norwegian  bark  Faust^  forty -three  days  from  Santos  to  Tybee  roads  for 
orders.  This  vessel  lay  in  Santos  harbor  two  months,  and  all  of  the 
crew,  at  one  time  or  another,  were  sick  in  hospital,  two  having  died, 
and  two  were  left  there.  One  death  occurred  at  sea  on  May  13,  from 
yellow  fever,  and  two  others  recovered.  Personal  inspection  shows 
the  vessel  to  be  mechanically  not  unclean,  but  she  is  undoubtedly  in- 
fected, and  will  be  unballasted,  thoroughly  fumigated,  etc.,  and  held 
for  observation. 

Smallpox  in  Ohio, — Under  date  of  June  6,  1892,  Dr.  C.  O.  Probst, 

secretary  of  the  State  board  of  health,  reports  1  case  of  smallpox  at

Diphtheria  was  present  during  the  week  at  45  places,  scarlet  fever  at 
54,  enteric  fever  at  9,  measles  at  19  places,  and  1  case  of  smallpox  in 
Green  Oak  townshii). 

Month  of  May,  1892.  Compared  with  the  preceding  month,  the  245 
reports  received  indicate  that  smallpox,  cerebro  spinal  meningitis, 
cholera  morbus,  membranous  croup,  intiammation  of  brain,  and  typhoid 
fever  increased,  and  that  typho-malarial  fever,  puerperal  fever,  influ- 
enza, erysipelas,  and  tonsillitis  decreased  in  area  of  prevalence. 

For  the  month  of  May,  1892,  compared  with  the  average  for  the 
month  of  May  in  the  six  yeai*s,  1886-1891^  membranous  croup,  diph- 
theria, and  typhoid  fever  were  more  prevalent,  and  typho-malarial 
fever,  measles,  whooping  cough,  erysipelas,  consumption  of  lungs,  in- 
fluenza, intermittent  fever,  and  dysentery  were  less  prevalent  in  May, 
1892. 

Including  reports  by  regular  observers  and  othei*s,  dii)htheria  was 
reported  present  in  Michigan  in  the  month  of  May,  1892,  at  81  places, 
scarlet  fever.  111 ;  typhoid  fever,  24 ;  measles,  39 ;  1  case  of  varioloid 
at  Detroit,  and  1  case  of  smallpox  in  Green  Oak  township. 
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Beporte  from  all  sources  show  diphtheria  reported  at  25  places  more, 
scarlet  fever  at  17  places  less,  typhoid  fever  at  11  places  less,  and 
measles  at  2  places  more  in  the  month  of  May,  1892,  than  in  the  pre- 
ceding month.

Fatal  disease  among  cattle  in  Senegal  and  a  possibility  of  infected  hides  being 

shipped  to  the  United  States. 

Under  date  of  May  9,  1892,  the  United  States  consul  at  Goree-Dakar 
writes  as  follows : 

An  epidemic  very  fatal  in  its  effects  is  now  prevailing  among  the 
cattle  of  Senegal.  The  animals  are  seized  with  a  violent  trembling, 
which  is  followed  by  -feverish  symptoms,  and  death  frequently  follows 
in  the  course  of  a  few  houi-s.  The  disease  was  reported  in  March  in 
the  interior,  but  it  has  now  reached  the  coast. 

No  beef  animals  are  at  present  allowed  to  be  slaughtered  for  the 
markets,  and  the  health  authorities  have  directed  that  the  bodies  of 
animals  dying  with  the  disease  shall  be  burned.  Kalaton  is  practiced 
as  much  as  possible,  but  hitherto  it  has  not  seemed  of  much  avail  in 
cheeking  the  disease. 

Although  the  health  authorities  have  directed  that  the  bodies  of  all 
animals  which  die  with  the  disease  shall  be  burned,  I  do  not  suppose 
that  this  advice  will  be  followed  very,  closely  away  from  the  French 
settlements.  Tbe  hides  will  be  taken  from  the  animals,  perhaps,  in 
many  cases,  and  after  the  disease  abates,  brought  in  for  sale.  As  many 
hides  from  the  Senegambian  Coast  are  exported  to  America  this  indi- 
cates a  possible  source  of  danger  for  some  time  to  come.  There  is  no 
reason  for  supposing  that  any  hides  which  up  to  date  have  been  ex- 
ported have  come  from  infected  animals.

There  were  151  deaths  in  this  city  during  the  week  ended  May  26, 
1892.  Three  of  those  deaths  were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  with  ap- 
proximately 9  new  cases;  9  were  caused  by  enteric  fever,  4  by  so- 
called  pernicious  fever,  1  by  paludal  fever,  and  1  by  diphtheria. 

Great  Britain — England  and  Wales, — The  deaths  registered  in  33 

great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  May  21 

corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  19.3  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 

population,  which  is  estimated  at   10,185,736.     The  lowest  rate  was 

recorded  in  Croydon,  viz,  10.8,  and  the  highest  in  Manchester,  viz, 

20.7  a  thousand.

National  Quarantine  Station,  Angel  Island,  Cql, — Under  date  of  June 
7, 1892,  P.  A.  Surgeon  Carmichael  makes  the  following  report: 

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  five  cases  of  smallpox  ad- 
mitted to  the  lazaretto  at  this  station  on  May  8,  10,  and  14,  have  been 
this  day  discharged  from  quarantine,  recovered.  The  cases  were,  after 
tie  usual  precautions,  removed  from  the  lazaretto  to  the  barracks  on 
May  30.  All  of  their  clothing  and  baggage  has  been  disinfected.  The 
cases  were  removed  from  the  quarantine  station  by  the  Pacific  Mail 
Steamship  Company's  tug  Millen  Griffith.  Four  of  the  cases  bound  for 
Honolulu  will  be  transferred  to  the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company's 
steamship  City  of  Rio  de  Janeiro^  and  one  bound  for  San  Francisco  will 
go  to  the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company's  dock  in  the  city. 

^moWpox.—The  following  telegram  has  been  received  from  Dr.  C.  O. 
Probst,  secretary  of  the  State  bojrd  of  health,  Ohio : 

PoMEROY,  Ohio,  June  14,  1892. 

Xo  cases  of  smallpox  at  Gallipolis;  one  old  case  at  Middleport;  three 
new  cases  here  during  past  week.     Situation  greatly  improved. 

The  following  dispatch,  dated  June  15,  1892,  was  received  from  As- 
sistant Surgeon  Stoner,  on  duty  at  Pittsburg : 

Eight  cases  smallpox  here;  seven  in  one  ward.  All  removed  to 
municipal  hospital,  their  houses  thoroughly  fumigated,  and  everybody 
in  neighborhood  vaccinated.  Last  case  developed  eight  days  ago.  Xq 
deaths.  One  ciise  varioloid  developed  la,st  Friday  in  another  locality. 
The  premises  isolated  and  guarded.

Sanitary  Commission  at  Constantinople — Report  of  the  United  States  Com- 
missioner.— Epidemic  of  diphtheria  in  Turkey  in  Europe — Plague  in  Mes- 
opotamia— Cholera  in  Zeikth,  Africa. 

Eeport  Ko.  46. 

In  my  last  reports  I  stated  that  public  health  in  the  Turkish  domin- 
ions was  good,  but  I  said  this  on  account  of  want  of  news.  The  sani- 
tary physicians  do  not  report  the  outbreaks  of  different  epidemics,  but 
only  the  outbreaks  of  cholera  or  plague.  Some  ten  years  ago  sanitary 
physicians  were  obliged  by  regulations  to  send  a  rei)ort  to  the  central 
board  of  health  every  fortnight,  but  now  they  send  it  every  six  months. 
In  the  last  report  of  the  sanitary  physician  of  Salonica  I  read  that  a 
great  epidemic  of  diphtheria  ha^  been  prevailing  during  the  last  six 
months.  Private  information  enables  me  to  know  that  this  epidemic 
did  not  prevail  only  at  Salonica,  but  in  aU  the  European  provinces  of 
Turkey.  In  the  above-mentioned  reports  the  number  of  deaths  from 
the  epidemic  is  not  given. 

In  the  last  sitting  of  the  International  Sanitary  Commission  two  dis- 
patches from  Mesopotamia  have  been  communicated,  by  which  the 
outbreak  of  plague  is  announced.  I  must  say  here  thai  in  Mesox>otamia 
plague  is  rather  an  endemic  than  an  epidemic  disease.  Almost  every 
year  there  exists  an  outbreak  of  the  epidemic,  which  very  often  proves 
very  light,  but  in  other  years  it  proves  fatal  to  such  a  degree  that  the 
mortality  is  75  per  cent.  Up  to  this  date  the  epidemic  above  men- 
tioned does  not  prove  fatal.  The  symptoms  by  which  it  presents 
itself  are  high  fever  and  outburst  of  carbuncles.  It  is  very  contagious. 
Orders  have  been  given  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  check  its  spread. 

The  news  about  cholera  in  Africa  is  rather  alarming.  Yesterday  it 
was  announced  that  cholera  has  made  its  appearance  at  Zeilah.  The 
International  Sanitary  Administration  has  ordered  that  ships  coming 
to  Turkey  from  Zeilah  must  undergo  ten  days'  quarantine  in  the  dif- 
ferent lazarettos  of  the  Empire.

Sanitary  regulations  in  Turkey — Cholera  in  Africa  and  Central  Asia, 

Report  No.  47. 

According  to  the  sanitary  regulations  of  Turkey,  every  ship  arriving 
in  a  Turkish  port  must  exhibit  her  bill  of  health ;  if  she  does  not  there 
is  a  fine  to  be  paid.  There  are  exceptions  to  this  rule ;  for  instance, 
during  rough  weather  should  the  bill  of  health  be  lost  upon  the  voyage 
or  when,  on  account  of  bad  weather,  the  captain  is  obliged  to  st^ 
without  taking  the  necessary  papers.    These  exceptions  are  to  be  ex- 
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amined  and  accepted  hy  the  International  Sauitary  Commission.  Al- 
most at  every  sitting  there  are  one  or  two  cases  to  be  considered  and 
decided  as  to  the  payment  or  not  of  the  fine.  In  the  last  month's  the 
above-mentioned  commission  was  considering  very  indulgently  the  dif- 
ferent cases,  and  no  ship  was  fined,  though  one  arrived  without  a  bill  of 
health.    It  has  been  prox>osed  then  to  modify  these  regulations. 

The  English  and  Italian  Governments  nowtiave  their  proposition,  of 
which  I  beg  to  forward  a  copy,  also  a  copy  of  the  fexistiug  regulations 
and  the  proposed  modifications. 

K  the  State  Department  will  consider  the  question  and  ^et  be  known 
the  views  of  the  United  States  Government,  I  will  present  the  proposi- 
tion to  the  International  Sanitary  Commission. 

The  news  from  the  cholera  epidemic  both  in  Africa  and  in  Central  Asia 
is  bad.  The  disease  spreads,  and  travelers  who  arrive  in  Turkey  in- 
stead of  staying  five  days  in  the  lazarettos  will  undergo  ten  days' 
quarantine.  All  the  coast  from  Suakin  to  Guardafui,  in  the  Eed  Sea,  is 
considered  as  a  place  of  the  epidemic.  In  Central  Asia,  at  Meeshad; 
cholera  is  raging  and  more  than  10  cholera  deaths  occur  per  day.

inspector  at  Constantinople.  ] 

The  disciplinary  quarantine,  applied  up  to  the  present  time  for  in- 
fractions of  the  quarantine  formalities  now  in  force,  is  abolished  and 
replaced  by  an  obligatory  fine,  fixed  according  to  the  following  table : 
For  sailing  vessels  of  from  1  to  50  tons  burden,  2  livres,  gold ;  of  from 
50  to  200  tons,  5  livres,  geld ;  of  from  200  tons  and  over,  10  livres,  gold. 

The  cases  in  which  the  fine  is  exacted  are  as  follows  : 

1.  Absence  of  certificate  from  one  of  the  five  sanitary  posts  aloug 
the  shores  of  the  Dardanelles  for  vessels  arriving  at  Constantinople  or 
proceeding  to  the  Black  Sea. 

2.  Absence  of  Ottoman  bill  for  vessels  sailing  from  one  Ottoman 
X)ort  to  another. 

3.  Possession  of  bill  issued  by  any  other  authority  than  the  sanitary 
authority  at  the  port  of  departure. 

4.  Absence  of  any  bill  of  health.  In  addition  to  the  fine,  the  vessels 
in  this  category  shall  defray  the  expenses  of  the  sanitary  service  dur- 
ing the  period  of  quarantine  to  which  they  shall  be  subjected,  in  con- 
formity with  article  111  of  the  Regulations,  up  to  the  date  of  their  ad- 
mission to  pratique. 

It  is  understood  that  the  fine  shall  not,  in  any  case,  replace  the  quar- 
antine measures  imposed  on  vessels  having  a  foul  or  suspected  bill  of 
healthy  and,  moreover,  that  in  case  of  unfair  dealing  the  payment  of 
the  fine  shall  not,  preclude  legal  prosecution  of  the  delinquents. 

Approved  by  the  board  of  health  at  a  meeting  August  11,  1863. 
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PROPOSITIONS  SUBMITTED  BY  THE  REPRESENTATIVES  OF  THE  ENGLISH 
AND  ITALIAN  GOVERNMENTS  WITH  REGARD  TO  THE  IMPOSITIONS 
OF  FINES  ON  VF.SSELS  ARRIVING  WITHOUT  BILL  OF  HEALTH. 

Eegulatiom  in  regard  to  the  bill  of  Jwalth  furnished  vessels  m^iving  at  Otto* 
nian  ports — Draft  svhmitted  to  the  hoard  of  health  by  Dr.  Dickson,  by  direc- 
tion of  the  English  ambaJkidor. 

Article  1.  The  bill  of  health  is  a  document  indispeusable  to  a 
vessel  in  the  course  of  travel.  It  shows  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
port  of  departure,  of  the  intermediate  ports,  and  of  the  crew  and  pas- 
sengers. A  vessel  not  provided  with  a  bill  of  health  fialls  in  the  cate- 
gory of  suspected  vessels,  which  are  subject  to  quarantine. 

Article  2.  The  quarantine  to  which  vessels  shall  be  subject  on 
account  of  absence  of  a  bill  of  health  or  certificate  of  sanitary  inspection 
shall  be  replaced  by  a  fine  when  the  condition  of  public  health  is  good. 
It  is  understood,  however,  that  in  no  case  shall  the  payment  of  the 
fine  dispense  with  the  application  of  certain  quarantine  measures, 
suitable  for  vessels  arriving  from  suspected  or  foul  ports,  and  that  in 
case  of  fraud  on  his  part  the  captain  of  the  vessel  shall  be  prosecuted 
conformably  with  the  provisions  of  article  22  of  the  organic  law  gov- 
erning maritime  exchanges  in  the  pQrts  and  stations  of  the  Ottoman 
Empire. 

Article  3.  The  fine  is  fixed  at  twice  the  amount  of  the  duty  calcu- 
lated on  the  tonnage  of  the  ship,  according  to  the  rule  established  by 
the  sanitary  tariff,  and  over. 

Article  4.  The  conditions  under  which  fines  shall  be  imposed  are 
as  follows : 

a.  Absence  of  bill  of  health. 

6.  Absence  of  bill  of  health  issued  by  the  health  office  of  any  Otto- 
man port  to  vessels  sailing  from  one  Ottoman  port  to  another. 

c.  Possession  of  a  bill  of  health  issued  by  any  other  than  the  local 
authority  at  the  port  of  departure,  excepting  the  Ottoman  consul  in  a 
foreign  port. 

d.  Absence  of  the  certificate  of  one  of  the  health  offices  at  the 
Straits  of  the  Dardanelles,  viz,  at  Itguchuez,  Tchanouk,  Cal6,  Gallipoli, 
Lampsaque,  for  vessels  coming  from  the  Mediterranean  to  Constanti- 
nople, or  to  the  Black  Sea  ports. 

e.  Absence  of  certificate  from  the  health  office  at  Anatoli,  Cavan,  or 
Buyoukd6r6,  for  vessels  arriving  at  Constantinople  from  the  Black  Sea. 

/.  Absence  of  certificate  from  the  last  stopping  place  of  the  vessel 
during  the  voyage. 

Article  5.  A  vessel  arriving  from  a  suspected  or  foul  port  without 
certified  bill  shall  pay  the  costs  of  the  sanitary  service  during  the 
period  of  quarantine  and  shall  also  be  charged  with  the  fine,  saving 
when  the  captain  of  the  vessel  shall  have  made  affidavit  in  his  exam- 
ination by  the  health  office  at  the  port  of  arrival,  that  his  cargo  was 
suspect  or  foul,  as  the  case  might  be,  at  the  time  of  departure. 

Report  on  the  revision  of  the  regulations  governing  fines,  submitted  to  the 
board  of  health  at  its  meeting  of  May  12-24,  by  M.  Losoani,  representa- 
tive  of  the  Italian  Government. 

The  fines  prescribed  in  the  draft  of  the  regulations  in  question  are 
designed  to  take  the  place  of  the  quarantine  to  which,  under  article  69 
of  t^e  international  regulations  of  1852^  vessels  not  having  a  proi>er 
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Mil  of  health  are  subject.  The  quarantine,  which  was  tolerably  effective 
in  1852,  is  superannuated  and  completely  useless  at  the  present  time, 
especially  as  regards  maritime  exchange  in  the  ports  of  Europe.  Tele- 
graphic communication  and  consular  reports  inform  the  officials  at  the 
ports  of  arrival  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  any  port  from  which  a 
vessel  may  sail.  The  information  supplied  by  the  bill  of  health  is  fully 
covered  by  the  certificates  affixed  to  the  list  of  the  crew,  by  the  entries 
in  the  log,  and  the  report  of  vessels  sx)oken. 

In  doubtful  cases,  or  when  any  suspicion  arises  as  to  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  the  vessel,  it  is  easy  to  exact  all  the  formalities  of  minute  verbal 
examination  and  medical  inspection,  with  a  view  of  ascertaining 
whether  the  sanitary  oonditions  are  good,  as  regards  both  the  vessel 
and  cargo. 

Admitting  that  vessels  should,  under  certain  conditions,  be  subjected 
to  a  brief  disciplinary  quarantine,  it  is  not  clear  in  what  manner  a 
fine  can  take  the  place  of  such  quarantine,  or  eliminate  the  danger 
which  a  vessel  not  having  a  bill  of  health  must  carry  to  every  port  at 
which  it  touches.  The  duties  on  foreign  vessels,  levied  by  the  Otto- 
man Government,  are  already  too  large  and  in  excess  of  the  necessary 
quarantine  exi)enses.  The  Italian  Government  has  abolished  the  sani- 
tary tax  on  vessels  arriving  in  port,  and  such  vessels  have  only  to  pay 
an^orage  tax  and  a  small  charge  to  meet  the  actual  expenses  of  sani- 
tary measures  applied  to  a  ves^l,  its  passengers,  and  crew. 

The  regulations  proposed  are  in  line  with  the  systems  repudiated  by 
modern  science  and  which  are  rapidly  disappearing  from  the  legisla- 
tion of  civilized  countries.  The  Italian  Government  is  therefore  in 
favor,  not  of  a  revision  of  the  present  regulations,  but  their  complete 
abrogation. 

Bbazil — Santos — Yellow  fever. — Under  date  of  May  2,  1892,  the 
United  States  consul  reports  yellow  fever  and  smallpox  still  prevalent 
at  Santos.  During  the  two  weeks  ended  April  30,  there  were  423 
cases  of  yellow  fever  and  26  deaths  therefrom,  and  50  cases  of  small- 
pox and  14  deaths  therefrom. 

CEYLON—Quarter  ended  Deeember  31,  1891.  Total  deaths,  21,004, 
including  smallpox,  28;  enteric  fever,  733;  chicken  pox,  2;  measles, 
89 ;  and  whooping  cough,  22. 

CiTBA — Havana. — Under  date  of  June  2,  1892,  the  United  States 
sanitary  inspector  reports  as  follows : 

There  were  629  deaths  in  this  city  during  the  month  of  May,  1892 
Seven  of  those  deaths  were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  35  by  enteric  fever 
21  by  so-called  pernicious  fever,  5  by  paludal  fever,  6  by  diphtheria 
and  croup,  and  1  by  hydrophobia.  - 

During  the  week  ended  June  2,  1892,  there  were  136  deaths,  includ- 
ing 3  from  yellow  fever,  with  approximately  8  new  cases,  9  from  enteric 
fever,  7  from  so-c^dled  pernicious  fever,  3  from  paludal  fever,  and  3 
from  diphtheria  and  croup. 

PBANCE—^ice.— Month  of  April,  1892.  Population,  97,720.  Total 
deaths,  193,  including  phthisis  pulmonaUs,  15 ;  diphtheria  and  croup^ 
3 ;  smallpox,  2 ;  enteric  fever,  2 ;  and  whooping  cough,  1. 
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Oerv^any— Magdeburg.  —Month  of  March ,  1892.  Population,  215, 760. 
Total  deaths,  361,  induding  scarlet  fever  3  and  diphtheria  and  croup  3 

Great  Britain— JE^tond  and  TFo^.— The  deaths  r^^istered  in  33 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  May  28 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  19.4  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,185,736.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Derby,  viz,  8.7,  and  the  highest  in  Sunderland,  viz,  27.5 
a  thousand. 

London. — One  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty-four  deaths  were 
r^stered  during  the  week,  including  smallpox,  1 ;  measles,  122 ;  scarlet 
fever,  23 ;  diphtheria,  39 ;  whooping  cough,  45 ;  enteric  fever,  6 ;  and 
diarrh^  and  dysentery,  16.  The  deaths  from  all  causes  corresx)onded 
to  an  annual  rate  of  18.8  a  thousand.  In  greater  London  1,947  deaths 
were  registered,  corresponding  to  an  annual  rate  of  17.7  a  thousand  of 
the  population.  In  the  '^ outer  ring''  the  deaths  included  measles  18 
and  whooping  cough  19. 

Ireland. — ^The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  May  28,  in  the  16  principal  town 
districts  of  Ireland,  was  25.7  a  thousand  of  the  i)opulation.  The  lowest 
rate  was  recorded  in  Kilkenny,  viz,  0.0,  and  the  highest  in  Lurgan,  viz, 
45.6  a  thousand.  In  Dublin  and  suburbs  195  deaths  were  registerini, 
including  enteric  fever,  4 ;  measles,  23  ,*  and  whooping  cough,  6. 

Scotland. — The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  May  28  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  22.1  a  thou- 
sand of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1, 447, 500.  The  lowest  mor- 
tality  was  recorded  in  Aberdeen,  viz,  16.3,  and  the  highest  in  Glas- 
gow, viz,  26.5  a  thousand.  The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  registered 
from  all  causes  was  616,  including  measles,  32 ;  scarlet  fever,  5 ;  diph- 
theria, 3 ;  whooping  cough,  25 ;  fever,  5  ;  and  diarrhea,  10.

Malta — Leprosy. — The  following  ordinance,  enacted  by  the  governor 
of  Malta,  is  taken  from  the  Malta  Government  Gazette: 

For  checking  the  spread  of  the  disease  commonly  known  as  leprosy. — 
Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  make  provisions  for  checking  the  spread  of 
the  disease  commonly  known  as  leprosy,  it  is  hereby  enacted  and  or- 
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dained  by  his  excellency  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  CJouncil  of  Government,  as  follows : 

AbticleI.  Every  physician  or  surgeon  who,  in  the  exercise  of  his 
profession,  observes  any  case  of  the  disuse  commonly  known  as  leprosy, 
shall,  within  twenty-fonr  hours,  make  a  report  thereof  to  the  chief 
Government  medical  officer. 

The  same  obligation  to  make  the  said  report  lies  on  the  head  of  the 
family  of  any  x>erson  suffering  from  the  said  disease,  and,  in  his  default, 
on  the  nearest  relative  residing  in  the  same  house  in  which  the  person 
suffering  from  such  disease  dwells,  as  well  as  on  the  person  who  occupies 
or  has  the  management  of  the  house  or  other  place  in  which  the  patient 
dwells ;  in  this  case,  however,  the  term  for  making  the  report  referred 
to  in  the  preceding  paragraph  is  one  month,  to  be  reckoned,  in  regard  to 
cases  of  leprosy  existing  before  the  promulgation  of  this  ordinance, 
from  the  day  of  such  promulgation,  and  in  regard  to  all  other  cases,  from 
the  day  on  which  the  said  persons  became  aware  of  such  disease. 

The  punishments  for  any  breach  of  the  provisions  contained  in  the 
preceding  paragraphs  shall  be  those  established  for  contraventions. 

2.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  police  to  make 
to  the  said  medical  officer  a  report  of  any  cases  of  the  disease  mentioned 
in  the  preceding  article  of  which  he  may  become  aware. 

3.  If  the  chief  Government  medical  officer,  ui)on  the  receipt  of  the 
report  referred  to  in  article  1,  be  of  opinion  that  the  person  therein 
mentioned  is  suffering  from  the  said  disease,  he  shall  immediately  com- 
municate such  opinion  to  the  Government  in  writing,  and  in  any  such 
case  the  head  of  the  Government  may,  by  warrant  under  the  hand  of 
the  chief  secretary  to  Government,  order  that  such  person  shall  be 
removed  to  an  asylum  for  lepers  in  these  islands,  to  be  there  detained 
during  the  whole  period  of  the  disease. 

4.  Whoever  shall  knowingly  harbor  or  cause  to  be  harbored  any 
X>er8on  suffering  or  susx>ected  to  be  suffering  from  leprosy,  with  intent 
to  conceal  such  disease,  or  to  prevent  the  removal  of  such  person  to 
the  asylum  referred  to  in  the  preceding  article,  shall  be  liable  to  the 
punishments  established  for  contraventions. 

5.  Persons  detained  in  the  said  asylum  may  be  seen  by  their  relations 
and  friends  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  made  by  the  head  of  the 
Government. 

6.  In  the  said  asylum  males  shall  be  separated  entirely  from  females. 

7.  Each  person  detained  in  the  said  asylum  shall  be  maintained  at 
the  expense  of  the  Government,  saving  the  right  of  the  Government 
to  be  reimbursed  by  those  who  are  bound  acconling  to  law  to  supply 
maintenance. 

The  officer  in  charge  of  the  asylum  may,  however,  allow  persons 
therein  detained  to  provide  meals  at  their  own  expanse. 

Mexick) — Vera  Cruz — YeUaw  fevet . — The  United   States  consul  at 

Vera  Cruz  reports,  under  date  of  June  1, 1892,  that  the  greatest  number 

of  deaths  in  that  city  from  yellow  fever  in  one  week,  during  the  present 

season,  is  6,  and  that  an  epidemic  is  not  apprehended.     The  rainy 

season  has  not  yet  begun,  but  is  expected  soon,  which  it  is  thought 

will  improve  the  health  of  the  city. 
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West  Indies — Antigiui.^JJnder  date  of  May  18,  1892,  the  United 
States  consul  transmits  the  following  through  the  State  Department: 

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  Norwegian  bark  Fred,  W. 
Corlaw  was  wrecked  on  Barbuda  on  the  3d  instant.  On  the  4th  one  of 
the  crew  was  sent  here  for  medical  aid,  and  was  admitted  to  the  hos- 
pital here.  The  following  morning  the  case  was  pronounced  yellow  fever, 
and  was  transferred  to  quarantine  station,  where  he  died  on  Saturday 
morning,  7th  instant.  I  deemed  it  necessary,  as  the  seaman  was 
allowed  to  go  through  the  town,  to  indorse  this  information  on  all  bills 
of  health  issued  from  this  consulate  since.  As  no  other  case  has  oc- 
curred since,  I  consider  the  port  now  clean.  Barbuda  has  been  declared 
an  infected  place.

Sir:  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  4th  instant,  reque^sting  a  decision 
as  to  the  legality  of  receiving  at  the  United  States  Quarantine  Station, 
Angel  Island,  San  Francisco  Bay,  California,  Chinese  immigrants  pro- 
hibited by  law  to  euter  the  United  States,  bound  for  Hawaii,  but  pro- 
hibited entry  into  that  countiy  by  reason  of  contagious  disease  having 
appeared  among  them  during  the  voyage,  you  are  informed  that  the 
collector  of  customs  at  San  Fmncisco  has  been  instructed  that  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Department  the  landing  of  such  immigrants  is  in  viola- 
tion of  the  Chinese  exclusion  acts,  and  that  he  will  not  permit  such 
landing  hereafter.

SmaUpox. — Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Smith  reports  from  Alexandria, 
Va.,  June  18,  that  the  captain  of  the  schooner  Charles  T,  Strann,  from 
Philadelphia,  was  taken  with  smallpox  on  the  14th  instant,  the  vessel 
placed  in  quarantine,  and  all  on  board  vaccinated. 

Report  on  the  efficiency  of  the  Charleston  quarantine  plant, — The  follow- 
ing is  an  abstract  from  a  report  made  by  Parsed  Assistant  Surgeon 
Eugene  Wasdin,  Marine-Hospital  Service,  upon  the  germicidal  influ- 
ence of  heat  as  used  in  the  disinfecting  chamber  at  the  quarantine  sta- 
tion at  Charleston,  S.  C. : 

The  microorganisms  used  in  these  tests  were  in  pure  culture,  fifty- 
four  hours  old,  upon  beef-peptone,  agar-agar,  and  cotton  wool. 

Th^  first  test  was  simply  that  of  dry  heat  in  the  chamber  at  194°  F., 
the  degree  usually  attaincKi  in  the  process  of  disinfection  at  the  station 
prior  to  the  admissioq  of  live  steam  into  the  chamber  upon  organisms 
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placed  at  varidus  points  therein.    This  heat  was  held  for  fifteen  min- 
utes and  the  tubes  removed  from  the  chamber. 

To  be  brief,  I  will  give  the  varieties  of  organisms  used  in  this  test, 
and  the  result  of  immediate  transplantation  upon  fresh  agar-agar: 
Bacillus  anthi-acis,  alive,  full  growth  in  twenty-four  hours;  bacillus 
indicus,  alive,  full  growth  in  twenty-four  hours;  bacillus  No.  1,  sewer 
mud,  alive,  full  growth  in  twenty-four  hours;  bacillus  No.  2,  sewer 
mud,  alive,  full  growth  in  twenty-four  hours;  bacillus  No.  8,  sewer 
mud,  alive,  full  growth  in  twenty-four  houi^s ;  staphylococcus  pyogenes 
albns,  dead;  staphylococcus  pyogenes  cereus,  dead;  bacillus  subtilis, 
alive,  full  growth  in  twenty  four  houi-s;  bacillus  mesenteroides,  alive, 
full  growth  in  twenty  four  houi*s ;  bacillus  typhi  abdominalis,  alive, 
full  growth  in  twenty-four  hours;  bacillus  coli  communis,  alive,  full 
growth  in  twenty-four  hours ;  baicillus  typhi  abdom.  on  cotton  wool, 
alive. 

The  two  following  were  quickly  wrapped  in  a  woolen  blanket  before 
exposure :  Bacillus  typhi  abdom.  inhibited ;  bacillus,  No.  2,  sewer 
mud.  full  growth. 

The  next  test  made  was  that  of  exposure  of  similar  cultures  of  the 
organisms  to  steam  (live)  heat  for  fifteen  minutes  at  230°  F.  As  in  the 
above,  immediate  transplantation  from  these  cultures  gave  the  following 
results,  after  forty-eight  hours :  Bacillus,  Nos.  1,  2,  and  3,  sewer  mud, 
dead ;  bacillus  subtilis,  alive,  full  growth  ;  bacillus  anthracis,  dead ; 
bacillus  typhi  abdom.  dead ;  bacillus  coli  communis,  dead;  bacillus 
hog  cholem,  dead ;  bacillus  diphtheria  (Loefler's),  dead ;  bacillus 
indicus,  dead ;  staphylococcus  cereus  and  albus,  dead ;  bacillus  typhi 
abdom.  on  cotton  wool,  dead  ;  bacillus  typhi  abdom.  in  blanket,  dead ; 
bacillus  coli  communis,  in  blanket,  dead  ;  bacillus  indicus,  in  blanket, 
dead  ;  bacillus  hog  cholera,  in  blanket,  dead. 

All  cultures  made  from  the  tubes  after  exposure  were  subjected  to  a 
uniform  temperature  of  37°  C.  in  the  incubator  for  twenty  four  to 
forty  eight  hours.

BATOUM. 

United  States  Consulate,  Batoum,  May  14,  1892. 

Sir:  In  reference  to  my  despatch,  Xo.  35,  April  16,  I  have  now  the 
honor  to  report  that  I  am  still  without  ofiScial  information  relative  to 
contagious  and  other  diseases  in  this  town  and  district. 

From  information  obtained  from  nonofficial  sources  it  appears  there 
are  two  cases  of  typhus  fever  in  this  town,  six  cases  at  Koutair  (in  and 
about  36  miles),  and  one  case  at  Baku.  All  the  cases  are  being  treated 
in  the  military  hospitals  of  the  respective  towns,  and  the  patients  in 
each  case  are  said  to  be  convalescing.  Between  Xovorossisk  and  Suk- 
hum,  north  of  this  port  on  the  Black  Sea  coast,  on  a  new  chausse^  road 
now  being  built  connecting  the  two  places,  typhus  fevfer  is  said  to  exist 
to  a  considerable  degree  among  the  laborers  employed,  but  no  figures 
are  obtainable.  Many  of  the  laborers  thus  employed  come  from  the 
starving  districts,  particularly  from  Saralofif,  where  two  weeks  ago,  the 
number  of  cases  of  typhus  fever  was  958  (of  which  655  were  cases  of  the 
kind  designated  by  the  Russians  as  *  *  spotted ' ' )  and  of  scurvy  748  (^ises. 

By  medical  men^ere  I  am  told  that  the  general  health  of  this  town 
and  surrounding  country  is  good. 

Xc  mortality  statistics  are  published  in  this  district,  and  it  is  there- 
fore impossible  to  obtain  authentic  information  on  such  matters  from 
outside  sources,  and  the  authorities,  although  they  undoubtedly  must 
possess  such  statistics  for  their  own  use,  are  loath  to  give  them.

There  were  130  deaths  in  this  cit\^  during  the  week  ending  June  9, 
1892. 

Three  of  those  deaths  were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  7  by  enteric 
fever,  5  by  so-called  pernicious  fever,  1  by  bilious  fever,  1  by  diph- 
theria, and  1  by  glandei-s. 

Very  little  tendency  to  spread  has  been  shown  by  yellow^  fever  so  for 
this  season,  and  not  since  the  year  1886  has  there  been  so  little  mortality 
from  that  disease  during  the  first  nine  days  of  June  a.s  this  year. 

The  weather,  which  had  beeu  very  dry  and  dusty,  as  well  as  warm, 
for  a  long  time,  suddenly  changed  on  the  8th  instant,  and  we  have  been 
deluged  with  rain  ever  since. 

France— Jfa/m/Ze's.— Month  of  May,  1892.  Population,  406,919. 
Total  deaths,  178,  includiug  smallpox,  2;  diphtheria  and  croup,  3; 
measles,  4 ;  and  whooping  cough,  1. 

i^ow^.— Month  of  April,  1892.  Population,  111,847.  Total  deaths, 
296,  including  smallpox,  2 ;  enteric  fever,  16 ;  measles,  6 ;  and  whoop- 
ing cough,  24. 

Great  Britain — Enyland  and  Wales, — The  deaths  registered  in  33 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  June  4 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  17.9  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,185,736.,  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Portsmouth,  viz,  10.8,  and  the  highest  in  Burnley,  viz,  25.9 
a  thousand. 

London, — One  thousand  four  hundred  and  nineteen  deaths  were  reg- 
istered during  the  week,  including  smallpox,  3 ;  measles,  120 ;  scarlet 
fever,  12 ;  diphtheria,  40 ;  whooping  cough,  34 ;  enteric  fever,  8 ;  and 
diarrhea  and  dysentery,  25.  The  deaths  from  all  causes  corresponded 
to  an  annual  rate  of  17.4  a  thousand.  In  greater  London  1,757  deaths 
were  registered,  corresponding  to  an  annual  rate  of  15.9  a  thousand  of 
the  population.  In  the  *' outer  ring"  the  deaths  included  measles,  16 ; 
scarlet  fever,  7 ;  and  whooping  cough,  9. 

Ireland, — The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  June  4,  in  the  16  principal  town 
districts  of  Ireland,  was  26.6  a  thousand  of  the  population.  The  lowest 
rate  was  recorded  in  Armagh,  viz,  7.0,  and  the  highest  in  Belfast,  viz, 
29.1  a  thousand.  In  Dublin  and  suburbs  192  deaths  were  registered, 
including  typhus  fever,  1 ;  enteric  fever,  2 ;  measles,  21 ;  and  whoop- 
ing cough,  3. 
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Scotland. — The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  Jun6  4  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  20.2  a  thou- 
sand of  the  population,  which  is  estimate  at  1,447,500.  The  lowest 
mortality  was  recorded  in  Aberdeen,  viz,  13.1,  and  the  highest  in  Glas- 
gow,  viz,  23.9  a  thousand.  The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  registered 
from  all  causes  was  563,  including  measles,  34 ;  scarlet  fev^r,  7 ;  diph- 
theria, 3;  whooping  cough,  20;  fever,  1 ;  and  diarrhea,  11. 

Jamaica^ — Sanitary  condition  of  ike  island, — Eeport  of  W.  E.  Estes, 
Uuited  States  consul  at  Kingston,  dated  June  3,  1892 : 

The  great  exc^s  of  the  exports  from  this  island  into  the  United 
States  over  the  imports  therefrom,  which  is  in  no  small  measure  due 
from  the  limited  effort  made  through  traveling  salesmen,  who  are 
doubtless  deterred  from  coming  here  through  an  erroneous  impression 
of  the  healthfulness  of  Jamaica;  the  almost  unexampled  desirability 
thereof  as  a  refuge  for  those  desiring  and  needing  escape  from  the 
rigorous  winters  of  the  North,  and  especially  the  excessively  discrimi- 
nating rates  charged  by  the  life  insurance  companies  doing  business 
here,  as  well  as  the  illiberal  demands  of  companies  upon  their  policy 
holders  insuring  elsewhere  and  subsequently  removing  here  for  busi- 
ness or  other  purposes ;  and  also  the  disposition  in  Europe  and  America 
to  judge  the  Jamaica  of  to-day  by  the  traditions  of  the  past,  when  there 
undoubtedly  were  yellow  and  otlier  malignant  fevei*s,  have  induced  me  to 
make  a  thorough  investigation  into  the  sanitary  condition  and  death  rate 
of  the  island,  and  submit  the  following  report: 

The  small  area,  density  of  population,  vigorously  enforced  comi>ul- 
sory  laws  providing  ibr  the  prompt  registration  of  all  births  and  deaths, 
and  the  fact  that  each  neighborhood  is  provided  with  a  local  office  for 
registration,  render  these  reports  accurate;  and,  then,  the  report  for 
the  year  ending  March  31,  1891,  was  predicated  upon  the  actual  census 
just  completed,  and  that  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1892,  upon  same 
census,  with  addition  of  excess  of  births  over  deaths.

•  By  adding  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  to  the  census  of  1891.  the  total  population  March  31, 
1H92,  was  690,506,  the  emigration  from  the  island,  which  Is  very  small,  being  fully  offset  by  tlie 
immigration. 

The  death  rate  among  infanta  for  the  year  ending  March  31.  1892,  has  not  yet  been  tabulated, 
and  can  not,  therefore,  be  given;  but  by  a  general  comparison  of  the  reports  it  is  apparent  that 
about  the  same  proportion  will  appear  as  in  the  preceding  year. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  deaths  for  the  year  ending  March  31 ,  1891 ,  were  less  than 
l^per  1,000  Inhabitants,  and  for  tlie  year  ending  March  31  last  about  20^^3. 
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The  heavier  deitth  rate  in  Kingston  than  in  other  parts  of  the  island 
is  explainable  from  several  standpoints.  The  Public  Hospital,  which 
receives  patients  not  only  from  any  portion  of  the  outlying  country 
but  from  foreign  vessels  and  the  military  barracks,  and  the  Lunatic 
Asylum  and  General  Penitentiary  are  all  situated  within  the  city,  and 
the  proportion  of  deaths  occurring  in  these  several  institutions  may  be 
approximated  by  taking  the  report  for  January,  1892,  which  was  an 
average.  Out  of  a  total  of  103  deaths  in  the  parish,  17  occurred  in  the 
Public  Hospital,  12  in  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  2  in  the  Geneml 
Penitentiary.  Another  factor  that  must  of  necessity  augment  the 
mortality  in  Kingston  is  the  utter  absence  of  sewerage  arrangements, 
except  uneven  drains  above  ground.  With  the  splendid  water  supply 
and  natural  and  regular  declivity  from  the  upper  edge  of  the  city  to 
the  sea,  a  place  better  situated  for  a  good  sewerage  system  is  rarely 
seen.  The  lower  part  of  the  city  is  far  from  cleanly,  and  noxious 
scents  are  to  be  met  with  on  every  hand.  With  this  condition  of 
affairs,  were  Kingston  not  naturally  one  of  the  healthiest  places  in  the 
world,  it  must  n^s  be  a  perfect  cesspool  of  disease.  In  this  connec- 
tion, I  desire  to  state,  however,  that  it  is  only  in  lower  Kingston  that 
this  disagreeable  condition  exists.  In  the  upper  part  of  the  city  and 
in  its  beautiful  suburbs,  where  its  principal  people  reside,  everything  is 
neat  and  clean,  and  the  air  pure,  sweet,  and  fresh.  As  an  appropri- 
ation has  been  made  and  legislation  perfected  to  put  in  the  ''  Waring  " 
system  of  sewerage,  and  an  engineer  is  only  wanted  to  commence  lay- 
ing the  same,  it  will  not  be  a  great  while  before  Kingston  has  sewer- 
age previsions. 

The  most  noticeable  thing  in  the  death  rate  is  the  excessive  mortality 
among  children  under  five.  For  instance,  out  of  a  total  of  15,943  for 
the  year  ending  Mai'ch  31,  1891,  7,392  were  under  5  years,  or  more  than 
would  be  a  proper  average  up  to  21.  This  condition  of  affairs  may  be 
traced  to  several  causes,  the  most  prominentof  which  are  illegitimacy, 
60  per  cent,  of  the  births  falling  in  that  category  ;  the  prolificness  of 
the  black  women,  which  is  so  great  that  one  child  does  not  get  a  good 
start  at  the  breast  before  he  is  forced  away  by  his  immediate  successor ; 
the  almost  total  subsistence  on  fruit  during  the  dangerous  period  of 
teething,  and  the  want  of  proper  attention.  The  mothers  within  a  short 
time  after  the  birth  of  their  children  go  to  the  markets  often  as  far  as 
20  miles  on  foot,  leaving  them  to  the  tender  mercies  of  children^  too 
young  to  look  after  themselves. 

When  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  fully  70  to  75  per  e^nt.  of  the  popula- 
tion is  black,  some  5  per  cent,  white,  and  the  remainder  ^'colored," 
and  that  the  blacks  here,  as  in  the  Southern  States  of  America  are 
exceedingly  careless  with  themselves  regarding  food,  raiment,  and 
habits  of  life,  and  the  disastrous  effects  of  illicit  cohabitation  are  to  be 
seen  wherever  one  goes  among  them,  the  low  death  rate  establishes 
conclusively  that  with  anything  like  a  proper  observance  of  the  rules 
of  hygiene  death  from  any  other  cause  than  old  age  and  accident  would 
almost  be  an  exception. 

The  disposition  of  Europeans,  and  Americans  as  well,  seems  to  be  to 
judge  the  Jamaica  of  today  by  the  traditions  of  the  dim  past,  when 
English  soldiers  and  sailors  died  in  the  garrisons,  forts,  and  ships  in 
frightful  numbers,  but  even  then  the  causes  were  either  the  criminal 
folly  of  the  men  themselves,  or  worse  than  criminal  carelessness  on  the 
part  of  the  authorities  in  locating  forts,  garrisons,  and  ships  in  pesti- 
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le^tial  situations.  During  my  stay  here  of  more  than  two  years  not 
over  16  or  18  eases  of  yellow  fever  have  occurred,  and  they  were  di- 
rectly traceable  to  importations  from  other  countries  on  ships,  or 
willful  exposure  on  the  part  of  the  patients.  The  one  or  two  sponuiic 
(sises  that  could  not  be  traced  to  importation  were  easily  accounted  for 
by  the  hard  drinking  and  exposure  of  the  victims  by  lying  out  in  low 
damp  places  at  night.  The  fact  is  that  yellow  fever,  when  brought  here, 
will  not  spread,  but  disappears  of  its  own  accord. 

Another  point  upon  which  the  general  public  is  misadvised  is  the 
climate  of  Jamaica.  During  September,  which  is  one  of  the  hottest 
months,  the  extreme  maximum  in  Kingston  was  89.4;  average  maxi- 
mum at  3  p.  m.,  85.6;  at  7  a.  m.,  76.9;  while  at  Castleton  (Jardens, 
580  feet  above  sea  level,  extreme  maximum  was  85.8;  average  at  3  p. 
m.,  90.5;  at  7  a.  m.,  70.3;  at  Cinchona  plantation,  4,907  feet  above 
sea  level,  extreme  maximum  was  71.3;  average  at  3  p.  m.,  66,S;  at  7 
a.  m.,  64.7,  aind  at  Blue  Mountain  P^ak,  which  is  7,361  feet  high,  frost 
occasionally  appears,  and  ice  the  thickness  of  a  knife  blade  has  been 
known  to  form.  Of  course  the  sun  is  hot  and  piercing,  but  there  is 
almost  invariably  a  good  breeze,  and  one  never  feels  that  unbearable 
heat  so  often  experienced  even  in  the  northern  parts  of  the  United 
States.  It  is  always  pleasant  in  the  shade,  the  size  of  the  island  being 
such  that  the  breezes  never  become  scorching  and  withering.  In  the 
mountainous  sections  the  weather  is  perpetually  spring-like,  with  the 
additional  advantage  that  it  is  strengthening  and  invigorating.

The  quarantine  station  at  El  Tor, 
[Translated  for  this  Bureau  from  the  Hyyienmhe  Jiitudschan,  Berlin,  June  1,  1H92.] 

The  pilgrimage  to  the  holy  cities  of  Arabia  is  followed  annually  by 
an  outbreak  of  cholera.  For  the  protection  of  Euroi>e  against  an  in- 
vasion of  this  disease  tjie  Maritime  and  Quarantine  Sanitary  Council 
of  Egypt  established,  in  1881,  a  quarantine  station  in  the  little  harbor 
of  El  Tor,  in  the  Gulf  of  Suez,  for  a  detention  of  twenty  days  for  all  pil- 
grims returning  from  Mecca  by  way  of  the  sea.  This  was  supplemented 
by  a  station  for  a  three  days'  quarantine  of  observation  at  Ras  Mallap 
for  pilgrims  remaining  in  Egypt,  and  one  at  Klazomena,  near  Smyrna, 
for  ten  days'  observation  of  pilgrims  returning  to  Turkey.  These  sta- 
tions were  all  placed  under  medical  direction. 

Pilgrims  returning  from  Arabia  are  subject  to  violent  and  often 
fatal  attacks  of  dysentery  and  the  several  forms  of  abdominal  catarrh. 
It  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  distinguish  between  the  symptoms 
of  these  diseases  and  those  which  characterize  cholera.  To  this  end 
the  council  instituted  bacterial  investigation,  with  the  microscope  and 
by  means  of  cultures,  for  the  detection  of  the  cholera  bacillus.  This 
important  work  was  intrusted  to  Dr.  Kaufmanu. 
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Efficient  quarantine  work  at  El  Tor  is  Impeded  by  tbe  Arab  physi- 
cians and  by  the  failure  on  the  part  of  the  European  management  of 
the  station  to  sui)i)ly  ice  in  sufficient  quantities.  The  bacterial  work  is 
extremely  difficult  to  pursue  under  the  conditions  of  excessive  heat, 
dry  and  high  wind,  and  swarms  of  flies.  Dr.  Kaufmanu  is  of  opinion 
that  the  flies  disseminate  the  infectious  matter  within  a  radius  of  sev- 
eral hundrekl  meters. 

Bacterial  examination  of  the  dejecta  of  seven  pei:sons  believed  to  be 
affected  with  cholera  failed  to  show  the  presence  of  the  cholem  bacillus. 
In  two  cases  the  amoeba  of  dysentery  was  found.  The  results  of  20 
autopsies  showed  death  to  have  been  caused  by  dysentery  in  12  cases» 
by  inflammation  of  the  mucoas  membrane  in  2  cases,  by  genei^  exhaus- 
tion in  4  cases,  and  by  inflammation  of  the  stomach  and  heart  disease  in 
1  case  each.  Dr.  Kaufmaun  was  assisted  \n  his  examinations  during 
the  latter  part  of  August  last  by  Dr.  KaliuvSki,  who  was  charged  with 
the  supervision  of  pilgrims  from  Bosnia.  Of  the  123  Bosnian  pilgrims, 
61  reached  El  Tor  ;  one  died.  Of  the  rest.  35  suffered  from  dysentery, 
and  one  died  on  the  way  to  Smyrna.  Dr.  Kalinski  estimated  that  of 
the  123  pilgrims,  18  in  all  died  during  the  pilgrimage.  The  reports  of 
Drs.  Kaufmann  and  Kalinski  agree  in  condemning  the  management 
of  the  quarantine  station. 

The  small  harbor,  in  which  only  ten  ships  at  most  can  find  anchorage, 
is  bordered  on  the  landward  side  by  the  desert  of  El  Kaa.  The  heat 
varies  from  20°  tj  41°  C.  A  strong  wind  sets  in  from  the  west  at  sun- 
rise, increases  at  noon,  then  declines  suddenly,  and  dies  down  com- 
pletely at  sunset.  Dew  and  clouds  do  not  form.  The  air  is  so  dry 
that  notwithstanding  the  excessive  heat  only  a  slight  moisture  forms 
on  the  skin,  and  dust  and  germs  are  so  lacking  that  mould  does  not 
gather  on  bread  and  agar  plates  which  have  been  for  a  length  of  time 
exposed  to  the  open  air.*  ^Beside  the  sanitary  offices,  which  consist  of 
three  rooms,  and  include  the  disinfection  depaitment  and  the  medical 
storeroom,  there  are  no  quarantine  buildings. 

The  pilgrims  are  accommodated  in  tents  in  numbers  of  from  8  to  10. 
The  tents  are  pitched  in  sections  of  two  or  three  rows  of  500  metera 
each,  the  sections  corresponding  in  number  with  the  number  of  ships 
in  the  harbor.  The  hospital  tent  is  situated  at  a  distance  of  400  meters 
from  the  last  section,  and  the  cholera  tent  400  meters  from  the  hospital. 
Each  section  is  provided  with  an  Arabian  physician  and  attendants. 

The  drinking-water  supply  at  El  Tor  has  been  universally  condemned 
as  unsanitary.  It  is  a  mixture  of  rain  and  bmckish  water,  and  is  wholly 
unfit  for  use  on  account  of  its  taste  and  properties.  Of  the  eight  wells 
only  two  supply  tolerable  water,  and  that  is  insufficient  in  quantity. 
It  is  carried  in  open  vessels  on  camels  to  the  several  sections,  and  is  al- 
ways warm  and  foul  smelling. 

The  clothing  and  efl'ects  of  the  pilgrims  are  disinfected  by  means  of 
an  oven  3  cubic  metei's  iii  dimensions.  The  pi^ocess  lasts  from  15  to  25 
minutes,  the  duration  of  steam  contact  being  estimated  at  from  5  to  8 
minutes.  The  entire  inadequacy  of  the  i>rocess  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  at  its  conclusion  a  maximum  thermometer  which  registered  31.5°^ 
when  it  was  introduced  into  the  apparatus  did  not  show  an  increase  of 
one-tenth  of  a  degree,  and  wax,  paraffin,  and  sealing  wax  were  not 
melted.  Agar  was  not  licpiefied,  cultures  of  bacillns  resembling  the 
typhus  bacillus  were  not  destroyed,  and  dried  spores  of  spleen  and  hay 
bacillus  and  the  pus  micrococcus  remained  active.     In  all  cases  flies 
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introdiicetl  into  the  oven  were  killed.  The  apparatus  was  too  small, 
the  time  too  brief,  and  the  number  of  articles  to  be  treated  too  large 
for  thorough  disinfectif)n.  The  disinfection  of  the  ships  and  tents  was 
in  the  highest  degree  defective. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  reporting  physicians  the  method  followed  is 
calculated  to  develop  smallpox,  plague,  and  cholera,  and  the  disin- 
fecting properties  of  the  rays  of  the  sun  and  the  dry  atmosphere  are 
more  efficacious  than  the  apparatus  now  in  use. 

Drs.  Kaufmann  and  Kalinski  agree  in  stating  the  primary  require- 
ments of  the  quarantine  station  at  El  Tor  to  l^  the  laying  of  water 
pipes  or  the  introduction  of  apparatus  for  distilling  sea  water,  the 
establishment  of  adequate  disinfecting  apparatus,  and  the  employment 
of  European  physicians,  also  the  enforcement  of  sanitary  discipline  on 
ships  and  among  the  pilgrims.  It  is  to  be  desired  that  these  sugges- 
tions meet  with  consideration  at  an  earlv  date.

Vaccination  of  crews  of  vessels  on  the  Great  Lakes  and  Ohio  and  Mis- 
sissippi Rivers, — The  follo^ving  circular  has  been  issued  :

Washington,  D.  C,  June  28,  1892. 

To  Medical  Officers  and  Acting  Assistant  Surgeons  of  the  Marine- Hospital 
Service^  serving  in  the  districts  of  the  Great  Lakes  and  Ohio  and  Mis- 
sissippi Rivers: 

In  view  of  the  prevalence  of  smallpox  in  various  places  upon  the 
Ohio  Eiver  and  Great  Lakes,  and  the  incre«ise  in  the  number  of  cases 
in  various  sections  of  the  countiy,  the  Bureau  is  called  upon  to  render 
aid  in  preventing  the  further  spread  of  the  disease  by  vaccinating  and 
re-vaccinating'the  beneficiaries  of  this  Service,  who,  by  reason  of  their 
migratory  calling,  may  not  come  within  the  jurisdiction  or  may  escape 
the  surveillance  of  State  and  local  health  authorities. 

You  are  directed  to  transmit  a  copy  of  this  circular  to  each  of  the 
principal  steamboat  companies  within  your  district,  and  to  snch  other 
authodties  as  it  may  seem  to  you  proper,  to  the  end  that  they  may 
assist,  by  granting  all  possible  facilities,  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work 
herein  mentioned.  You  are  further  directed,  until  you  shall  be  form- 
ally notified  to  cease  operations,  to  pei-sonally,  or  through  the  detail  of 
an  assistant,  visit  the  vessels  as  they  arrive  in  port,  if  need  be,  and 
vaccinate  the  crews  on  board.  You  will  notify  the  mastei-s  of  vessels 
that  vaccine  points  of  reliable  character  are  constantly  on  hand  in  the 
office  of  the  Marine-Hospital  Service,  where  any  seaman  will  be  vac- 
cinated on  application.  You  will  make  requisition  from  time  to  time 
upon  the  Bureau  for  the  number  of  vaccine  points  required,  and  render 
a  report  at  the  close  of  each  month  of  the  names  of  vessels  whose  crews 
have  been  vaccinated,  and  the  number  of  vaccinations  on  each  vessel, 
using  for  this  purpose  blank  form  Xo.  1920.  It  is  believed  that  by  the 
hearty  cooperation  of  this  Serv  ice  along  the  whole  line  of  the  Ohio  and 
Mississippi  Ei  vers  and  upon  the  Great  Lakes  a  very  efficient  check  may 
be  placed  upon  the  spread  of  the  disease.

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•  Gulf  Quaeantine  Station — Amval  of  infected  hark  from  Santos, — 
Assistant  Surgeon  G.  M.  Guit^ras  writes  as  follows,  under  date  of  June 
23,  1892 :  / 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  yesterday  of  the  Portuguese 
barkentine  I^ova  U7iido,  51  days  from  Santos,  via  New  Orleans  and 
Mobile.  One  death  occurred  on  the  voyage,  which  was  probably  not 
from  yellow  fever,  but  as  the  vessel  has  come  from  an  infected  port, 
she  will  be  detained  for  fumigation  and  disinfection  as  usual  in  such 
cases. 

This  vessel  got  ashore  on  the  bar  to  the  westward  of  this  island,  but 
after  dij^charge  of  some  of  Jier  ballast,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the 
station's  crew,  she  was  floated  this  morning.

BEiyGiUM — Ghent — Smallpox  epidemic  at  GheM  and  its  bearing  on  the 
impo)iation  of  rags  into  the  United  States. — ^The  following  has  been 
received  from  the  United  States  consul,  John  B.  Osborne,  dated  June 
14,  1892 :

In  the  absence  of  information,  the  total  number  of  cases  may  be  esti- 
mated from  the  number  of  deaths  at  the  usual  x>®rcentage,  assuming 
that  all  the  patients  had  competent  medical  attendance.  There  have 
certainly  been  several  hundred  cases  since  February. 

This  epidemic,  in  itself  of  no  importance  to  us,  a^umes  gravity 
when  the  question  of  the  extensive  importation  into  the  United  States 
of  rags  from  this  port  is  considered.  Especially  is  this  the  cas^  in 
view  of  the  report  which  has  been  circulated  to  the  effect  that  the  in- 
fection was  introduced  into  Ghent  through  the  medium  of  foreign  rags. 
This  has  gained  credence  (1)  by  the  fact  that  the  epidemic  broke  out 
in  the  quarter  of  the  town  inhabited  by  workmen  employed  in  unload- 
ing such  rags  at  the  docks ;  (2)  by  the  fact  that  a  previous  outbi'eak  of 
smallpox  was  attributed  to  this  cause.  Eeferring  to  this  previous  out- 
break the  Journal  de  Gandj  one  of  the  leading  newspapers  of  the  city, 
in  its  issue  of  March  6,  1891,  contained  the  following  article  : 

^'Medieal  report  for  the  city  of  Ghent  for  December  J  1890. —  *  *  * 
Towards  the  end  of  the  month  some  cases  of  smallpox  occurred  among 
the  workmen  employed  in  unloading  rags  of  suspected  origin." 

As  it  is  safe  to  say  that  these  rags  subsequently  found  their  way  to 
the  United  States  without  any  disinfection,  the  importance  of  precau- 
tionary measures  is  apparent. 
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• 

At  the  instance  of  one  of  the  rag  shippers  the  chief  official  of  the 
local  hesilth  department  has  made  an  affidavit  before  me  to  the  effect 
that  all  measures  are  being  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  any  epidemic. 
I  do  not  wish  to  dispute  him,  but  I  fear  that  our  health  officers  will  see 
defects  in  the  local  methods  of  dealing  with  the  smallpox  epidemic  as 
described  in  the  inclosed  article  from  the  Joui*nal  de  Gand  of  April 
29, 1892. 

Fiuallj%  notwithstanding  all  that  the  rag  shippers  and  their  friends 
are  claiming,  I  beg  to  reiterate  that  the  rags  imported  into  the  United 
States  from  Ghent  are  a  source  of  danger  to  the  public  health  of  our 
country.  Therefore,  I  consider  that  the  Treasury  regulations  of  May 
12, 1892,  concerning  Ghent  rags,  are  salutary  and  reasonable. 

Brazil — Santos — YeUow  fever. — Under  date  of  May  9,  1892,  the 
United  States  consul  reports  185  cases  of  yellow  fever  and  8  deaths 
therefrom  at  Santos  during  the  week  ended  May  7,  1892;  and  that 
yellow  fever  is  gradually  decreasing,  but  new  cases  appear  every  day. 

Cuba — Havana, — The  following  report  has  been  received  from  the 
United  States  sanitary  inspector,  dated  June  18,  1892: 

There  were  154  deaths  in  this  citv  dui'ing  the  week  ending  June  16, 
1892. 

Three  of  those  deaths  were  caused  by  yellow  fever  (with  approxi- 
mately 12  new  cases),  10  were  caused  by  enteric  fever,  7  by  so-called 
I)ernicious  fever,  1  by  paludal  fever,  and  1  by  croup.

Great  Britain — England  and  Wales, — Th«  deaths  registered  in  33 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  June  11 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  17.9  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,185,736.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Croydon,  viz,  11.8,  and  the  highest  in  Swansea,  viz,  26.5 
a  thousand. 

London. — One  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty-eight  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles,  132 ;  scarlet  fever,  21 ; 
diphtheria,  37 ;  whooping  cough,  31 ;  enteric  fever,  1  ;  and  diarrhea 
and  dysentery,  28.  The  deaths  from  all  causes  corresponded  to  an 
annual  rate  of  17.5  a  thousand.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs 
caused  208  deaths.  In  greater  London  1,769  deaths  were  registered, 
corresponding  to  an  annual  rate  of  16.0  a  thousand  of  the  population.

SPECIAL  REPORTS. 

Delaware  Breakwater  Quarantine — Arrival  of  infected  vessel 

Jrom  Bio  de  Janeiro. — Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Orr  reports  as  follows, 

June  28 : 

The  Grennan  ship  Rudolph  Von  Benninger  arrived  at  this  station 
yesterday  from  Eio  via  Barbados.  She  is  only  forty-five  days  from 
Bio,  and  eleven  of  the  crew  had  the  yellow  fever  whilst  there,  with 
tY%  deaths.  I  detained  her  for  disinfection,  though  the  captain  says 
she  was  fumigated  at  Barbados  and  given  pratique. 

Measles  on  the  steamship  Catalonia. 

The  following  has  been  received  from  Surgeon  Fairfax  Irwin,  U.  S. 
M.-H.  8.,  detailed  as  medical  inspector  of  immigrants  at  Boston : 

Boston,  Mass.,  July  4,  1892. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  have  just  returned  from 
quarantine,  where  I  boarded  the  Cunard  steamer  Catalonia^  from  Liv- 
erpool, just  arrived,  my  principal  object  being  to  observe  the  method 
of  examination  used  by  the  quarantine  physicians. 

There  were  about  five  hundred  passengers,  quite  a  number  being 
Bussian  Jews,  and  among  these  latter  there  were  about  15  cases  of 
measles.  The  ship's  surgeon  informed  me  that  the  eniption  in  most 
of  these  cases  made  its  appearance  to-day. 

The  cases  of  measles,  together  with  all  members  of  the  various 
patients'  families,  were  to  be  detained  at  quarantine,  the  ship's  hospi- 
tal rooms  fumigated,  and  the  vessel  released.  This  vessel  will  probably 
be  docked  at  l^st  Boston  this  evening,  and  the  passengers  released  at 
7  a.  m.  to-morrow. 

I  should,  of  course,  detain  any  ease  of  measles  appearing,  but  I  do 
not  see  what  is  to  prevent  its  outbreak  at  various  x>oints  in  the  future. 
I  write  this  simply  for  the  information  of  the  Bureau.  It  may  be  as 
well  to  add  that  the  Catalonia  left  Liverpool  June  23,  and  was  one  day 
overdue. 

To  the  Supervising  Surgeon-General  M.-H.  S. 
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Smallpox  in  Pennsylvania. — Under  date  of  July  5, 1892,  Dr.  Benj.  Lee, 
secretary  of  State  board  of  health,  rei)orts  7  cases  of  smallpox  at  Cou- 
dersport,   1  at  Mill  Creek,  and  1  case  of  variola  .at  Garland.     All 
Polanders  at  Coudersport ;  other  case  not  known.     Six  cases  from  first 
case  at  Coudersport,  1  fatal. 

Report  of  sanitary  inspector  Marine- Hospital  Service  at  El  Paso,  Tex. 

June  30,  1892. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  myself  on  duty  as  sanitary  inspector 
United  States  Marine-Hospital  Service  at  El  Paso,  Tex.  During  the 
past  twelve  months  smallpox  has  been  prevalent  at  various  points  in 
Mexico,  and  yellow  fever  and  smallpox  are  epidemic  now< 

Careful  vigilance  only  and  solely  kept  this  disease  from  being  carried 
from  this  point  into  the  United  States.  Smallpox  making  its  appear- 
ance once  in  awhile  in  the  frontier  is  to  be  accounted  for  because  of 
Mexican  immigrants  being  allowed  to  come  into  the  United  State  with- 
out being  compelled  to  have  their  old  clothing  and  bedding  thoroughly 
fumigated. 

Children  and  adults  immigrating  into  the  United  States  not  being 
previously  vaccinated,  or  having  imperfect  marks  of  such  an  operation 
having  taken  place,  are  vaccinated  on  the  spot  gratis. 

During  the  months  of  September  and  October  every  year  hundreds 
of  young  boys  and  young  girls,  are  sent  into  the  United  States  for  edu- 
cational purposes.  I  find  many  of  them  without  having  been  vacci- 
nated, and  some  supersmart  ones  amongst  them  absolutely  refuse  to 
be  vaccinated,  on  the  plea  of  being  afraid  to  be  contaminated  with 
syphilitic  disease,  etc. 

November  last  smallpox  was  epidemic  at  San  Elizario,  a  town  of 
about  1,500  inhabitants,  about  20  miles  below  El  Paso,  Tex.,  on  the 
Eio  Grande. 

Vaccination  is  compulsory  in  El  Paso  County,  and  I  know  that  the 
health  jiJiysician  at  El  Paso  is  very  efficient,  and  takes  especial  care  to 
see  that  Iho  law  is  complied  wdth.  Every  child  has  been  vaccinated  and 
such  adults  of  the  town  that  did  not  show  perfect  marks  of  successful 
previous  vaccination.  What  was  the  cause  of  the  smallpox  epidemic 
at  San  Elizario? 

Investigation  brought  to  light  that  some  relatives  from  the  interior 
of  Mexico  (San  Elizario  inhabitants  being  nineteen-twentieth  Mexicans) 
brought  the  disease  from  a  port  where  smallpox  was  epidemic  during 
the  past  year.  There  will  be  absolutely  no  safety  from  smallpox  on 
this  frontier  until  the  Government  enacts  a  law  that  every  child  and 
adult  Mexican  is  obliged  to  be  vaccinated,  and  that  the  old  clothing 
and  bedding  of  immigrants  is  thoroughly  fumigated. 

I  respectfully  urge  upon  the  Supervising  Surgeon -General  the  neces- 
sity of  making  vaccination  and  fumigation  compulsory,  a  measure  of 
protection  of  vital  importance.  ^ 

Sporadic  diphtheria  has  been  very  common  during  the  past  year  both 
at  Paso  del  Norte,  Mexico,  and  at  El  Pjiso,  Tex. 

A  board  of  health  has  been  created  at  Paso  del  Norte,  Mexico,  and 
houses  where  diphtheria  or  any  contagious  disease  exists  are  closely 
guarded,  and  prompt  and  effective  measures  are  at  once  taken  to  pre- 
vent and  stamp  out  the  spread  of  disease. 

To  the  SuPEEVisiNG  Surgeon-Genebax  M.-H.  S. 
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OUy  and  port  of  Darien,  Ga. — Prodamaiion  to  pilots. 

By  virtue  of  authority  vested  ia  me  as  chairman  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  and  ex-officio  mayor  of  the  city  of  Darien,  I 
hereby  issue  this,  my  proclamation,  whereby  all  pilots  for  the  city  and 
X>ort  of  Darien  are  commanded  and  required  upon  the  arrival  d.t  either 
the  Doboy  or  Sapelo  bar,  during  the  quarantine  season  (from  May  1 
to  November  1),  of  any  vessel  from  any  African,  South  American,  or 
West  Indian  port,  to  conduct  the  said  vessel  (whether  there  be  sick- 
ness on  board  or  not)  directly  to  the  National  Quarantine  Station  at 
Blackbeard  Island,  and  report  him  to  the  officer  in  charge  thereof. 
The  said  pilots  are  further  commanded,  that  upon  the  arrival  at  the 
said  bars  of  Doboy  or  Sapelo  of  any  vessel  sailing  from  any  other  than 
the  above-mentioned  x>orts  to  make  diligent  inquiry  of  the  master  of 
said  vessel  (before  boarding)  as  to  her  sanitary  cx)ndition,  and  the 
health  of  those  on  board  of  said  vessel,  and  in  case  she  has,  or  has  had 
during  her  voyage,  any  sickness  of  a  malignant,  infectious  or  con- 
tagious character  onboard,  then- the  pilot  hailing  her  shall  conduct 
her  directly  to  the  said  National  Quarantine  Station  and  report  her  to 
the  officer  in  charge  of  said  station.  In  case  the  said  vessel  reports  hav- 
ing no  sickness  of  the  types  above  described  on  board  and  not  having 
had  any  during  her  voyage,  the  said  pilot  may  proceed  immediately 
to  conduct  her  to  her  loading  ground.  Any  such  vessel  (as  last  de- 
scribed) arriving  at  Doboy  and  having  sickness  not  reported  or  sup- 
X>osed  to  be  infectious  or  contagious  3iall  be  taken  by  the  pilot  hav- 
ing her  in  charge  to  the  South  Eiver  Quarantine  Station,  and  reported 
by  him  immediately  to  the  health  officer  at  Darien,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  health  officer  to  inspect  such  vessel,  and  undergo  such 
service  as  may  be  required,  and  if  necessary  fumigate  and  cleanse  said 
vessel  before  permitting  her  to  be  taken  to  her  loading  ground,  for 
which  service  he  shall  h^  compensated  by  the  said  vessel,  as  prescribed 
by  ordinance.  Any  such  vessel  arriving  at  Sapelo  shall  be  reported  by 
the  pilot  bringing  her  in  to  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  National  Quar- 
antine Station  at  Blackbeard.

Diphtheria  was  reported  present  during  the  week  at  30  places,  scarlet 
fever  at  47,  enteric  fever  at  15,  and  measles  at  22  places. 

Week  ended  June  25,  1892.  Reports  from  65  observers  indicate  that 
cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  whooping  cough,  pneumonia,  influenza^ 
remittent  fever,  typho-malarial  fever,  pleuritis,  and  cholera  morbus  in 
creased,  and  that  membranous  croup,  measles,  puerperal  fever,  typhoid 
fever,  diphtheria,  and  inflammation  of  bowels  decreased  in  area  of 
prevalence. 

New  Yobk.— Month  of  May,  1892.  Reports  to  the  State  board  of 
health  from  8  districts,  including  New  York  City,  Brooklyn,  and  149 
other  cities,  towns,  and  villages,  show  a  total  of  10,148  deaths,  including 
phthisis  pulmonalis,  1,194;  smallpox,  13;  enteric  fever,  70;  scarlet 
fever,  244 ;  croup  and  diphtheria,  380 ;  measles,  253 ;  and  whooping 
cough,  68. 

The  Monthly  Bulletin  says : 

From  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  there  were  139.43  deaths 
X>er  1,000  deaths  from  all  causes,  against  128.29  in  April  and  117.45  in 
May,  1891.     The  increase  in  zymotic  mortality  is  entirely  due  to  a 
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larger  number  of  deaths  from  measles,  from  which  253  are  reported. 
Scarlet  fever  shows  the  same  mortality  as  last  month  and  one  year 
^o ;  this  is  likewise  true  of  whooping  cough,  typhoid  fever,  malarial 
diseases,  and  cerebro-spinal  fever.  Diphtheria  has  diminished  since 
the  winter  months,  but  is  considerably  more  prevalent  than  last  year, 
the  number  of  deaths  from  it  being  one  hundred  more  than  in  May. 
1891  and  1890.  There  were  13  deaths  from  smallpox,  all  of  them  in 
New  York  and  Brooklyn.  From  typhus  fev^  3  deaths  occurred  in 
New  York.  There  were  1,194  deaths  from  consumption,  11.6  per  cent. 
of  the  total  mortality.  Deaths  from  influenza  have  continued  to  be  re- 
ported, but  the  mortality  from  this  cause  can  not  be  estimated.

Cholera  precatUians  at  Suez — Result  of  the  sanitary  conference  in  Paris, 

[Editorial  Bntish  Medical  Journal^  June  18,  1892.] 

The  Venice  Sanitary  Conference  was  never  looked  upon  in  this 
country  as  having  arrived  at  conclusions  which  were  likely  to  be  ac- 
ceptable to  the  British  Government  and  to  British  commerce,  the 
restrictions  and  detention  of  shipping  being  in  excess  of  any  such 
danger  as  could  be  recognized  by  English  authorities.  Hence  the  re- 
cent meeting  in  Paris  of  delegates  on  the  part  of  France,  Austria,  and 
Oreat  Britain.  The  Paris  conference  has  now  concluded  its  la^bors,  and 
•  last  week  a  fresh  convention,  dealing  with  shipping  at  Suez,  was  signed 
by  Mr.  Constantino  Phipps  of  the  British  Embassy,  and  by  Dr.  Thorne 
Thorne  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain,  by  M.  Barrere,  Prof.  Brou- 
ardel,  and  Dr.  Proust  on  behalf  of  Prance,  and  by  Count  Keufetein  on 
behalf  of  Austria-Hungary ;  and  the  Government  of  the  latter  country 
bas  undertaken  to  submit  the  document  for  the  approval  of  the  other 
Governments  who  were  represented  at  Venice.  Thfe  changes  which 
have  been  made  since  the  meeting  at  Venice  are  substantial  ones,  and 
they  relate  in  the  main  to  a  greatly  diminished  severity  as  regards  those 
persons  who  are  healthy,  but  who  have  hitherto  been  looked  upon  as 
contaminated  because  they  have  traveled  on  the  same  ship  as  one  or 
more  cholera  patients. 

Cholera  patients  are  to  be  landed  in  a  hospital,  but  no  persons  other 
than  these  are  to  be  looked  upon  as  contaminated,  except  the  nurses  of 
the  sick  and  those  who  have  been  in  actual  contact  with  infection,  a 
limitation  which  at  once  reduces  the  restrictions  to  a  minimum.  K 
these  people  be  kept  on  board,  the  vessel  will  be  detained  for  a  period 
varying  from  a  few  hours  to  five  days,  according  to  the  date  of  the  last 
attack,  in  order  to  see  if  they  sicken ;  but  if  they  are  landed,  even  this 
diminished  detention  can  not  be  insisted  on.  Vessels,  such  as  cargo 
vessels,  having  no  doctor  on  board,  will  be  dealt  with  more  according 
to  the  judgment  of  the  doctors  on  the  Alexandria  board;  but  in  such 
cases  the  crew  are  the  only  individuals  who  will  come  under  their  con- 
trol. The  convention  requires  that  proper  means  of  isolation  are  to  be 
established  at  Moses's  Wells  near  Suez,  and  that  adequate  means  of  dis- 
infection are  to  be  provided.  But  when  steam  power  is  available  on 
board,  the  disinfection  can  generally  be  done  on  board,  and  where  this 
is  practicable,  tie  outside  limit  of  detention  for  purposes  of  disinfection 
will  be  twenty-four  hours.  The  full  details  of  the  modification  have 
to  be  submitted  to  the  other  powers  before  publication,  but  it  is  quite 
-evident  that  the  passage  in  quarantine  of  so-called  infected  vessels  has 
been  freed  from  many  unnecessary  restrictions,  and  that  a  number  of 
useless  detentions  will  be  avoided  if  the  several  powers  concerned  agree 
to  follow  the  lead  of  England,  France,  and  Austria. 

Increase,  of  fatal  disease  among  cattle  in  Senegal,  Africa. — P.  Strick- 
land, United  States  consul  at  GK)ree-Dakar,  under  date  of  June  7, 
writes  as  follows : 

The  cattle  disease  reported  in  my  last  dispatch  of  May  9  has  since 
•continued  its  ravages.    Most  of  the  once  large  flocks  of  Senegambia  have 
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been  very  mncli  decimated,  and  some  probably  entirely  exterminated. 
One  party  in  this  immediate  vicinity,  who  furnished  for  the  markets, 
saved  only  two  ont  of  a  drove  of  more  than  two  hundred,  and  from  all 
parts  of  the  country  like  reports  continue  to  come  in.  The  animals,  it 
appears,  soon  after  being  attacked  are  seized  with  cholera  symptoms ; 
their  fleish  becomes  soft,  so  that  a  knife  penetrates  it  easily.  It  is  said 
that  neither  buzzards  nor  jackals  will  touch  the  carcasses  of  the  ani- 
mals which  die  of  that  dreadful  disease. 

China— Jow^Awi^.— Month  of  April,  1892.  Total  deaths,  303, 
including  phthisis  pulmonalis,  47 ;  smallpox,  5 ;  measles,  1 ;  and  beri- 
beri, 9. 

Cuba — Ravatia, — ^The  United  States  sanitary  inspector,  under  date 
of  June  26,  1892,  reports  as  follows : 

There  were  151  deaths  in  this  city  during  the  week  ending  June  23, 
1892. 

Four  of  those  deaths  were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  with  approxi- 
mately 22  new  cases,  9  were  caused  by  enteric  fever,  3  by  so-called 
pernicious  fever,  2  by  glanders,  and  1  by  hydrophobia.  So  far  the 
type  of  yellow  fever  is  mild. 

Great  Britain — England  and  Wales. — The  deaths  registered  in  33 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  June  18 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  17.8  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,185,736.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Hull,  viz,  11.2,  and  the  highest  in  Liverpool,  viz,  22.9 
a  thousand. 

London. — One  thousand  four  hundred  and  two  deaths  were  regis- 
tered during  the  week,  including  smallpox,  1;  measles,  111;  scarlet 
fever,  29 ;  diphtheria,  34 ;  whooping  cough,  39 ;  enteric  fever,  8 ;  and 
diarrhea  and  dysentery,  39.  The  deaths  from  all  causes  corresponded 
to  an  annual  rate  of  17.1  a  thousand.  In  greater  London  1,743  deaths 
were  registered,  corresponding  to  an  annual  rate  of  15.8  a  thousand  of 
tJhe  population.  In  the  *^ outer  ring''  the  deaths  included  smallpox, 
2  ;  measles,  26  ;  and  whooping  cough,  15. 

Ireland. — ^The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
roistered  during  the  week  ended  June  18,  in  the  16  principal  town 
districts  of  Ireland,  was  24.9  a  thousand  of  the  population.  The  lowest 
rate  was  recorded  in  Lisbum,  viz,  4.3,  and  the  highest  in  Wexford,  viz, 
31.6  a  thousand.  In  Dublin  and  suburbs  212  deaths  were  roistered, 
including  measles  27  and  whooping  cough  5. 

8coUand.'-^The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  June  18  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  17.7  a  thou- 
sand of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,447,500.    The  lowest 
mortality  was  recorded  in  Edinburgh,  viz,  11.2,  and  the  highest  in 
48 
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Glasgow,  viz,  2L2  a  thousand.  The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  regis- 
tered from  all  causes  was  493,  including  measles,  27 ;  scarlet  fever,  4 ; 
diphtheria,  2 ;  whooping  cough,  27 ;  and  diarrhea,  6. 

Haiti — Port  au  Prince — Diphtheria, — The  United  States  consul-gen- 
eral writes  as  follows,  dated  June  15,  1892 : 

I  have  to  inclose  the  accompanying  extract  from  Le  Moniieurj  the 
official  publication  of  the  Haitien  Gk)vernment,  in  which  the  medical 
jury  warns  the  population  of  the  existence  of  several  cases  of  diphtheria. 
Although  the  disease  has  not  reached  the  epidemic  stage,  I  shall  make 
note  in  all  bills  of  health  of  the  existence  of  the  malady,  and  I  will  con- 
tinue to  do  so  until  the  same  medical  authorities  announce  the  suppres- 
sion of  the  disease. 

Honduras — YeUow  fever, — The  United  States  consul  at  San  Juan 
del  Norte,  under  date  of  June  17,  1892,  writes  as  follows : 

J  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  this  day  cabled  you — 

*  *  Dorian  left  for  New  York  without  my  bill  of  health.  She  came  from 
Puerto  Cortez  and  Livingston,  where  yellow  fever  prevails;  carries 
passengers  from  there.'' 

I  have  heard  these  facts  from  Mr.  Eugene  CJolson,  an  American  cit- 
izen and  merchant  of  this  city,  who  was  a  passenger  from  New  York  on 
the  Dorian^  and  also  from  the  conversation  of  Mr.  J.  G.  Owens  and  Mr. 
M.  F.  Saville  of  the  museum  of  Harvard  College,  who  were  in  Honduras 
digging  for  antiquities,  and  who  held  letters  of  recommendation  to 
consular  officers  from  you,  and  who  left  Honduras  hastily,  in  the  general 
exodus,  leaving  behind  their  clothing,  blankets,  and  even  rifles. 

They  also  stated  that  yellow  fever  was  raging  at  San  Pedro  Sula,  the 
inland  terminus  of  the  railway  from  Puerto  Cortez ;  that  deaths  were 
occurring  in  some  of  these  three  named  places  at  the  rate  of  20  per  day  ; 
that  the  people  were  fleeing,  all  who  could  get  away ;  that  two  out  of 
four  doc^rs  at  San  Pedro  Sula  had  died  and  one  had  run  away. 

Feeling  it  my  duty  to  advise  you  of  these  facts,  I  used  my  judgment 
and  went  to  the  expense  of  a  cablegram. 

This  city,  as  well  as  Bluefields,  whence  I  have  just  returned,  are  all 
perfectly  healthy  and  free  from  fever  up  to  the  present.

To  Collectors  of  Customs,  Medical  Officers  of  the  Marine- Hospital  Service^ 
and  others  whom  it  may  concern : 

The  act  approved  April  29,  1878,  entitled  ^*An  act  to  prevent  the 
introduction  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  into  the  United  States, '^ 
provides  that  no  vessel  coming  from  any  foreign  port  or  country  where 
any  contagious  or  infectious  disease  exists,  nor  any  vessel  conveying 
infected  merchandise,  shall  enter  any  port  of  the  United  States,  or  pass 
the  boundary  line  between  the  United  States  and  any  foreign  country 
except  in  such  manner  as  mav  be  prescribed  under  said  act. 

Information  has  been  received  that  cholera  prevails  in  the  Caucasus^ 
in  eastern  European  Russia,  in  Persia,  in  Calcutta,  and  on  the  western 
littoral  of  the  Red  Sea ;  and  in  view  of  the  threatened  further  spread 
of  the  disease,  and  because  of  the  danger  which  attaches  to  rags,  furs^ 
wool,  hides,  etc.,  which  may  have  been  gathered  in  the  infected  dis- 
tricts, and  to  articles  of  personal  wear  therefrom,  it  is  hereby  ordered 
that  no  vessel  having  rags,  furs,  skins,  hair,  feathers,  boxed  or  baled 
clothing  or  bedding,  or  any  similar  article  liable  to  convey  infection, 
hailing  from  any  port  in  the  districts  aforesaid,  and  no  vessel  from  any 
port  carrying  the  above-mentioned  merchandise  or  immigrants  from 
the  present  infected  districts  or  from  districts  that  shall  hereafter  be 
officially  declared  infected,  will  be  allowed  entry  to  any  port  in  the 
United  States  unless  provided  with  either  a  consular  certificate  or  a 
certificate  from  a  medical  officer  of  the  Marine  Hospital  Service,  or 
State  or  local  quarantine  officer  of  the  United  States,  to  the  effect  that 
the  vessel,  cargo,  personal  effects,  etc.,  have  been  disinfected  in  accord- 
ance with  the  methods  herewith  prescribed.

it  this  Bureau  of  it«  prevalence  in  the  Caucasus,  in  Persia,  iu 
a  OH  the  western  shore  of  the  Red  Sea.  Newspaper  reports 
ate  that  it  is  spreading  in  Russia. 
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The  medical  press  of  Great  Britain,  which  is  not  given  to  alarm,  calls 
attention  to  the  serious  danger  which  is  threatening  Europe  by  reason 
of  the  above-named  extension  of  the  epidemic.  It  is  therefore  incum- 
bent upon  the  Treasury  Department  to  be  forehanded  in  the  use  of  such 
means  as  it  possesses  for  the  exclusion  of  the  disease  from  this  country. 

A  serious  matter  for  consideration  is  the  baggage  of  immigrants  ar- 
riving at  the.  port  of  New  York,  coming  directly  from  the  infected  dis- 
tricts or  from  districts  contiguous  thereto.  Under  the  present  arrange- 
ment the  baggage  of  all  immigrants  passes  without  detention  through 
Kew  York  to  the  points  of  destination,  the  health  authorities  of  some 
of  the  States  being  notified  when  this  baggage  eome«i  from  suspected 
localities  or  ships. 

I  have  now  to  urge  that  baggage  of  the  kind  just  mentioned  be  thor- 
oughly disinfected  on  Ellis  Island  before  being  permitted  to  be  sent 
forward.  The  surgeon  of  the  Marine-Hospital  Service  in  charge  of  the 
medical  departmentof  Ellis  Island  can  readily  learn  from  the  Abstracts 
OF  Sanitary  Reports,  sent  weekly  from  this  Bureau,  exactly  what  dis- 
tricts are  infected  or  are  suspicious.  He  is  also  informed  with  regard 
to  any  infected  vessel  which  may  arrive  at  the  port  of  New  York,  and 
the  baggage  of  immigrants  from  the  said  districts  or  from  said  vessels 
may,  without  great  detention  or  great  expenditure  of  labor,  be  disin- 
fected thoroughly  on  Ellis  Island. 

For  this  purpose  there  should  be  two  or  three  large  steam  disinfect- 
ing chambers  established,  for  which  there  is  ample  room  on  the  island, 
and  I  would  respectfully  urge  that  steps  be  immediately  taken  for  the 
esCablishment  of  such  a  plant.  The  disinfecting  chambers  would  also 
be  used  for  the  clothing  of  persons  who  have  been  exposed  to  diph- 
theria, scarlet  fever,  measles,  and  smallpox,  there  being  constantly  a 
number  of  immigrants  with  these  diseases  under  the  care  of  the  immi- 
gration service.

eighty  (80)  cases  in  Baku. 

This  information  emanates  primarily  from  a  doctor  practicing  in  the 
town  of  Baku. 

I  have  taken  vSteps  to  be  regularly  informed  of  the  progress  of  this 
disease  in  Baku  and  district.

Sir  :  Our  minister  at  Teheran  has  doubtless  kept  the  Department 
informed  of  the  prevalence  for  some  time  past  of  cholera  at  Mesheil, 
Persia,  attended  by  great  mortality,  as  many  as  two  hundred  deaths  a 
day  being  reported. 

I  regret  to  have  now  to  advise  you  of  the  outbreak  of  the  disease, 
bi*ought  thither  from  Persia,  in  the  southeastern  provinces  of  the  Rus- 
sian Empire.  Notwithstanding  the  utmost  vigilance  and  precautions 
taken  by  this  Government  to  keep  off  the  scourge,  it.  has  crossed  the 
frontier  and  fatal  eases  are  admitted  to  have  taken  place  at  Samaikand, 
Baku,  and  one  or  two  stations  on  the  Transcaspian  Railway,  where  it 
is  rumored  that  the  epidemic  has  already  appeared  at  Astrakhan. 

At  Baku  siven  deaths  out  of  eight  ca.'^es  are  mentioned ;  this  is  the 
more  remarkable  in  that  everything,  including  the  atmosphere  at 
Baku,  is  so  saturated  with  petroleum  and  its  products  that  cholera 
has  rarely  proved  fatal  there  since  the  development  of  the  oil  wells  and 
trade.     But  the  appearance  of  the  disease  at  Astrakhan,  if  true,  is  a  far 
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more  serious  niatt«r,  for  ooce  there,  it  will  he  impossible  to  check  ite 
progi'ess  up  the  Volga  with  the  proviuees  so  severely  tried  by  the 
famine  of  the  last  six  months,  where  the  population,  weakened  by  long 
suffering  and  privation,  will  prove  aii  easy  victim, 
■  At  this  moment,  too,  on  the  eve  of  the  great  heat  of  the  summer  in 
thOBe  regions,  and  when  that  great  channel  of  communication,  the 
Volga,  is  about  to  be  thronged  by  thonBatids  on  their  way  to  and  from 
the  annual  fair  at  Nyni  Novgorod,  it  will  be  all  the  more  difficult  to 
combat  this  formidable  enemy.  One  must  therefore  regard  tbecomiug 
months  for  the  people  of  that  part  of  the  Empire  with  the  gravest 
anxiety. 

The  press  has  been  permitted  to  publish  the  sanitary  regulations 
made  by  Government  in  view  of  the  possible  invasioo  of  the  epidemic. 
I  inclose  herewith  a  translation  of  them,  and  have  the  honor,  etc.,

[Translation  of  the  sanitary  regolations  made  by  the  Russian  Govprnment  in  view  of 
»n  oDtbreak  of  cholera,  to  aecompuny  dispatch  No.  306  of  June  25,  1892,  from  the 
United  States  Legattou.  St.  Petersburg.] 

Besides  the  various  me^asures  intended  to  protect  our  couutry  from 
the  introduction  of  cholera,  the  Medical  Department  publishes  in  the 
Official  Messenger  the  following,  intended  to  prevent  the  introduction 
and  spread  of  the  cholera  epidemic  in  goverument  (provincial)  and 
district  towns : 

In  all  cities,  with  their  districts,  there  will  be  formed  in  connection 
with  crown  or  public  institutions  charged  with  the  public  health,  sani- 
tary commissions  of  physicians  engaged  in  ci-own  or  public  service. 

The  object  and  problem  of  the  commissiouH consist  iu  the  prepai-ation 
and  the  execution  of  measures  to  comttat  cholera. 

There  is  incumbent  upon  the  commissions  a  concise  statement  of 
the  general  plan  of  struggle  w  ith  the  epidemic ;  the  consideration  and 
conception  of  a  system  relating  alike  to  the  detailed  measures  of  sanitary 
supervision  and  measuree  of  precaution  against  the  epidemic  in  case 
of  its  appearance ;  a  system  of  organization  of  the  necessary  medical 
personnel  of  lazarets  and  disinfection,  and  of  measures  and  means  of 
securing  quick  medical  aid,  especially  to  needy  clas.seB,  and  the  organi- 
zation of  such  aid  in  necessarj-  cases. 

Measuresof  general  welfare  of  the  populations  lying  within  the  sphere 
of  the  commissions,  as  well  as  measures  against  the  possible  introdnc- 
pest  into  favorable  localiti^:S,  constitute  the  special  problem 
mission.

;ment(j  of  the  sanitary -police  authority,  and  in  case  of  refusal 
vners,  tin-  commis.sion  itself  will  e.vecute  the  work  by  means 
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of  funds  in  its  possession,  and  then  proceed  legally  against  the  owners. 
In  case  of  inability  of  the  owners,  the  necessary  expenses  for  the  work 
in  improving  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  houses  and  property  may  be 
undertaken  by  means  of  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  commissions. 

In  detail  the  problems  of  the  conimissions  in  improving  the  wel- 
fare of  inhabited  localities,  and  in  controlling  the  sanitary  situation, 
should  be  in  harmony  with  the  local  conditions,  but  in  general  these 
measures  are  draining  of  the  ground ;  immediate  carrying  off  of  dirty 
water  and  refuse  from  dwelling  houses ;  therefore  the  throwing  of  filth 
into  rivers,  ponds,  and  holes  should  be  rigidly  avoided ;  the  mainte- 
nance of  clean  streets  and  yards ;  the  isolation  of  rubbish  and  manure 
heaps;  the  cleaning  and  disinfection  of  water  closets  ot  all  kinds; 
the  cleaning  of  water  pipes  and  the  construction,  when  necessary,  of  the 
80  called  Abyssinian  wells;  prohibition  to  bathe,  to  strip  flax  and 
leather  in  those  places  of  rivers  and  ponds  whence  water  is  taken  for 
the  population,  and  likewise  above  those  places;  control  over  the  sale 
of  provisions  and  the  cleanliness  of  dwellings,  especially  of  public  ones 
and  those  of  the  poor  classes ;  the  closing  of  houses  clearly  harmful 
from  a  sanitary  point;  to  forbid  or  limit  the  crowding  of  people  in 
bazaars,  fairs,  and  church  fetes,  if  passible  not  to  interfere  with  econ- 
omic interests  and  the  necessary  requirements  of  the  people ;  the  closing 
of  schools  in  localities  where  the  cholera  has  appeared,  and  the  per- 
mission to  children  to  attend  school  in  favorable  localities. 

During  the  time  of  the  cholera  the  sanitary  commission  should  take 
also  the  following  measures:  A  inirely  medical  supervision  over 
travelers  (caravans)  without  interfering  with  their  personal  liberty, 
and  should  isolate  those  sick  with  cholera. 

Public  conveyances  should  not  be  used  to  transport  cholera  patients. 
The  bodies  of  the  dead  should  not  be  washed,  but  wrapped  up  in  dis- 
infected sheets  and  hermetically  sealed  in  caskets.  Funeral  servicx3S 
are  forbidden.  Houses  in  which  there  have  been  cases  of  cholera, 
likewise  everything  that  may  have  been  in  contjict  with  the  sick, 
should  be  disinfected  ;  articles  of  no  value  should  be  burned.  Loss  of 
property  of  poor  people  should  be  made  good  by  the  public. 

Sale  and  export,  from  cholera  districts  during  the  epidemic  and  for 
six  weeks  after  its  disappearance,  of  rags,  down,  feathers,  hair,  old 
clothes,  and  bed  appurtenances  should  not  be  permitted,  unless  prop- 
erly boiled  and  washed,  with  the  certificates  of  the  sanitary  police 
authority  showing  that  said  articles  had  been  subjected  to  the  required 
disinfection. 

In  the  execution  of  the  above  regulations  everything  that  might 
cause  discontent  and  dissatisfaction  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  avoided. 

For  accurate  information  concerning  the  progress  of  the  disease,  the 
sanitary  commissions  should  issue  as  frequently  as  possible  bulletins 
concerning  thenumber  of  sick  and  dead,  and  should  send  out  as  widely 
as  possible  instructions  among  the  people. 

There  should  be  a  generous  participation  by  the  sanitary  commissions 
in  cl\arity  to  the  suffering  people,  such  as  serving  for  the  poor  classes 
cheap  and  healthy  food,  providing  them  with  clothing,  etc.,  likewise 
an  effort  on  the  part  of  the  commissioners  to  interest  in  the  work  the 
rich  and  enlightened  classes. 

This,  with  the  confidence  and  gratitude  on  the  part  of  the  people, 
may  considerably  aid  in  the  success  of  the  undertaking.

The  vessel  had  no 
sickness  in  port  of  departure,  and  only  1  case  of  diarrhea  en  route, 
but  as  she  is  in  sand  ballast,  which  is  always  objectionable,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  discharge  the  whole  of  it  previous  to  disinfection. 
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Key  West  Quarantine. — The  following  letters  have  beeu   received 

from  Assistant  Surgeon  Geddings : 

July  7,  1892. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  at  this  station  of  the  British 
steamship  Castanon  from  Vem  Cruz  to  Charlotte  Harbor  vik  Key  West. 
The  CaManos  was  empty,  in  water  ballast,  and  all  on  board  well  daring 
a  passage  of  six  days  and  on  arrival.  She  will  be  fumigated  and  dis- 
infected, all  articles  on  board  subjected  to  steam  disinfection,  and  de- 
tained five  days  from  conclusion  of  process,  when  she  will  be  given 
free  pratique,  if  no  contingencies  arise.  From  what  I  can  learn  I  Uiink 
that  the  Castanos  is  only  the  first  of  a  considerable  number  of  steamers 
which  will  call  at  this  station. 

July  11,  1892. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  at  this  station  of  the  British 
steamship  Crete  from  Trinidad  to  Charlotte  Harbor  via  Key  West. 
The  Crete  was  empty,  in  water  ballast,  and  all  well  on  board  during 
passage  of  seven  days.  She  will  be  fumigated  and  disinfected,  and  all 
articles  on  board  subjected  to  steam  disinfection,  and  detained  five 
days  from  conclusion  of  process,  when  she  will  be  given  free  pratique, 
if  no  contingencies  arise.

Eeports  to  the  State  board 
of  health,  Lansing,  from  65  observers,  indicate  that  measles,  puer- 
peral fever,  inflammation  of  bowels,  remittent  fever,  diphtheria,  cholera 
morbus,  and  pneumonia  increased,  and  that  typhoid  fever,  dysentery, 
typho-malarial  fever,  influenza,  inflamms^tion  of  kidneys,  cholera  in- 
fantum, and  inflammation  of  brain  decreased  in  area  of  prevalence. 

Diphtheria  was  reported  present  during  the  week  at  25  places,  scarlet 
fever  at  31,  enteric  fever  at  11,  and  measles  at  7  places. 

Total  deaths, 
392,  including  phthisis  pulmonalis,  22;  enteric  fever,  33;  scarlet  fever, 
27 ;  diphtheria,  31 ;  and  croup,  2. 

Meeting  of  the  Michigan  State  board  of  health,  July  12,  1892. 

Eelative  to  the  reported  presence  of  cholera  in  foreign  countries,  and 
the  possibility  of  its  being  brought  to  this  country.  Dr.  Baker  remarked 
that  it  would  be  a  particularly  unfortunate  time  if  cholera  should  soon 
reach  Chicago  or  Detroit,  because  it  tends  to  spread  in  much  the  same 
way  as  typhoid  fever,  only  with  much  greater  rapidity,  and  typhoid  fever 
is  unusually  prevalent  in  Chicago,  and  appears  to  have  been  increasing 
lately  in  Detroit.  If  cholera  should  gain  entrance  to  either  city,  so 
many  of  our  people  visit  those  cities  that  we  might  soon  find  cholera 
spread  in  many  places  throughout  Michigan.  This  office  is  prepared 
to  issue  circulars,  already  printed,  advising  local  health  officers  just 
how  to  restrict  cholei-a. 

Secretary  Baker  stated  that  during  the  quarter  reports  had  been  re- 
ceived and  action  taken  on  451  outbreaks  of  the  dangerous  diseases  in 
Michigan,  including  two  outbreaks  of  smallpox,  ejich  confined  to  the 
first  case;  1,091  pages  of  letter  book  have  been  used  in  copying  the 
corr^pondence  of  the  office  (not  including  postal  cards,  printed  or 
hectographed  letters).  There  were  2,159  pages  hectographed,  of 
which  1,068  were  notices  to  health  officers  of  infected  immigrants  des- 
tined to  their  localities.  During  the  quarter  there  had  been  received, 
mostly  in  exchange  for  publications  of  the  board,  387  journals  (week- 
lies, monthlies,  and  semi-monthlies),  and  68  books  and  pamphlets  ; 
making  the  total  number  8,229  in  the  library  of  the  board  (excluding 
journals  not  yet  bound). 

The  secretary  presented  the  subject  of  infected  immigrants,  and,  to 
illustrate  a  point,  read  a  letter  from  a  township  health  officer  stating 
that  he  found,  isolated,  and  vaccinated  the  person  of  whom  he  was 
notified  as  possibly  infected  with  smallpox  ;  also  reporting  his  action 
concerning  one  of  the  immigrants,  of  whom  he  had  received  notice, 
who  had  fome  down  with  measles.  The  expense  incident  to  these 
cases  was  about  $17.  He  thought  the  National  Government  might  go 
a  step  further  and  detain  at  the  seaboard  those  immigrants  likely  to  be 
infected. 
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The  secretary  presented  the  subject  of  a  '* Sanitary  Day,''  after  the 
manner  of  Arbor  Day,  Labor  Day,  etc.,  which  had  been  proposed  in 
Pennsylvania,  where  it  was  designed  to  have  a  day  set  apart  for  gen- 
eml  and  special  ** cleaning  up.''  His  opinion  having  been  asked,  he 
had  expressed  the  view  that  it  would  be  a  good  thing,  but  he  thought 
a  much  more  important  sanitary  day  would  be  such  an  one  as  he  had 
proposed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Michigan  Medical  Society,  namely, 
one  provided  for  by  a  law  similar  to  the  one  providing  for  the  annual 
school  meeting ;  a  sanitary  meeting  which  should  determine  the  amount 
of  money  to  be  raised  for  public  health  purposes.  This  would  supply 
occasion  for  placing  facts  as  to  the  restriction  of  the  most  dangerous 
diseases  before  the  voters  who  control  the  expenditures.  School  money 
is  voted  by  the  people  after  the  subject  has  been  carefully  put  before 
them.  The  interests  of  health  and  life  of  the  whole  people,  including 
the  children,  are  of  more  importance  than  the  school  education  of  the 
children  alone.  The  health  interests  suffer  because  they  have  not  been 
supported  by  the  people.  Dr.  Baker  believes  they  would  be  properly 
supported  if  facts  were  carefully  put  before  the  people  every  yesir  at  a 
sanitary  meeting  similar  to  the  school  meeting  in  September. 

The  niinntes  of  the  meeting  in  Detroit  of  members  of  the  State  and 
city  board  of  health,  and  othei*s,  were  presented,  as  also  additional  data 
obtained  by  correspondence  tending  to  show  that  some  of  the  most 
dangerous  diseases  are  not  being  restricted  in  Detroit;  that  this  js,  in 
some  measure,  due  to  the  absence  of  a  proper  public  opinion,  such  as  is 
built  up  in  those  localities  in  which  the  methods  of  the  State  board  of 
health  are  accepted  and  enforced  ;  one  important  method,  not  enforced 
in  Detroit,  being  the  distribution,  to  the  neighbors  of  houses  placarded  as 
.infected,  of  pamphlets  stating  the  law  and  the  best  measures  for  the 
restriction  of  the  particular  disease  then  threatening.  In  time  such 
pamphlets,  indorsed  and  issued  by  the  authority  of  the  State  board  of 
health,  reach  all  the  people,  and  build  up  such  a  public  sentiment  that 
the  most  dangerous  diseases  can  be  restricted.

CHOLERA. 

Legation  of  the  United  States, 

St.  Petersburg,  June  27,  1892. 

Sir  :  Referring  to  my  No.  206  of  the  25th  instant,  relating  to  the 
outbreak  of  cholera  in  the  Empire,  I  beg  you  to  find  herewith  a  copy 
and  translation  of  an  article  from  the  Journal  de  St,  Fetei^sburg  of  to-day, 
which  contains  the  first  official  notice  published  here  of  the  existence 
of  the  epidemic  in  this  side  of  the  Persian  frontier.  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  tidings  conveyed  by  my  No.  206  are  more  than  confirmed  as 
regards  the  invasion  of  tJie  disease  into  the  Transcaspian  province  and 
the  Caucasus,  but  that  no  mention  is  made  of  its  appearance  at  Astra- 
khan. However,  there  is  unfortunately  no  reason  to  doubt  the  accuracy 
of  my  information  on  that  point,  for  it  was  volunteered  to  me  by  too 
high  an  authority  to  be  questioned.  Moreover  the  inclosed  article  is 
silent  as  to  cases  of  the  epidemic  at  Tiflis  and  Batoum  on  the  Black 
Sea,  whereas  information  of  them  has  been  received  at  several  embas- 
sies here  from  their  consuls  in  those  placets.

[Translation  of  article  from  the  Journal  de  St.  Petersburg  of  June  15-27,  1892.] 

One  reads  in  the  Official  Messenger  of  to-day : 

It  was  on  the  28th  of  February  that  the  ministry  of  the  interior  re- 
ceived the  first  news  of  the  apparition  of  the  cholera  at  Herat. 

By  reason  of  the  possibility,  almost  probable,  of  seeing  the  epidemic 
penetrate  as  far  as  Meshed  (northern  Persia),  Russian  physicians 
were  immediately  sent  to  Persia  to  keep  watch  over  the  progress  of 
the  epidemic  of  cholera  and  to  send  word  in  time  as  to  the  direction  it 
took.  On  tbe  other  hand,  a  special  committee,  composed  at  the  de- 
partment of  medicine  at  the  ministrj^  of  the  interior  to  decide  upon 
measures  to  be  taken  for  preventing  the  invasion  and  development  of 
the  cholera  determined,  among  other  things,  that :  1.  A  cordon  should 
be  established  and  strengthened  on  the  borders  of  Persia  and  Afghan- 
istan. 2.  That  a  sanitary  surv^eillance  should  be  established  of  persons 
crossing  those  frontiers  by  submitting  them  to  a  medical  examination 
and  isolating  suspected  cases  of  illness ;  their  effects  should  be  disin- 
fected. 3.  To  reeuforce  the  surveillance  on  the  Transcaspian  i^ailway  ; 
organize  special  places  at  the  railway  stations  for  the  isolation  of  siis- 
pected  patients;  to  furnish  medical  personnel  with  necessities  for  mak- 
ing the  exact  diagnosis  of  the  illness  and  affording  the  needed  help  to 
ill  persons.  4.  To  prohibit  pilgrimages  into  Persia.  5.  Reeuforce  the 
surveillance  on  the  coast  of  the  Ctispian  Sea  and  send  physicians  to  the 
localities  most  threatened. 

!^*^  was  recognized  that  the  application  of  all  these  measures  was  nec- 
essary on  the  first  news  of  the  apparition  of  the  epidemic  at  Meshed. 
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The  sanitary'supervision  in  Persia  leaving  much  to  be  desired,  an  uu- 
dersfanding  was  agreed  upon  by  the  intervention  of  the  Ministry  of 
Foreign  Affairs  with  the  Persian  Government  that  it  would  conscien- 
tiously apply  the  measures  ordered,  and  that  it  would  lend  its  help  to 
our  physicians  to  combat  the  cholera. 

When,  later,  the  disease  really  declared  itself  at  Meshed,  and  then 
at  the  aout  of  Kaakhka,  near  the  station  of  the  same  name  on  the 
Transcaspian  railway,  a  special  physician,  independently  of  the  meas- 
ures taken  in  the  Transcaspian  region,  was  sent  to  Astrahad  to  exercise 
sanitary  supervision  over  that  city,^  as  well  as  over  all  the  coast  in  the 
direction  of  the  Eussian  frontier. 

By  employing  a  credit  specially  offered  for  this  object,  supervision 
was  reorganized  at  the  ports  of  Bakow  and  Astara  over  vessels  and 
passengers,  and  of  the  latter  at  the  frontier  on  land,  at  Beliasonvara, 
Djoulfa,  and  Djebrail,  coming  from  Persia.  The  sick  were  isolated 
and  cared  for  and  their  clothing  disinfected,  as  also  suspected  vessels. 
Physicians  and  surgical  aids  established  points  of  observation,  fur- 
nished with  all  the  neccvssary  material.  Special  credits  were  opened 
to  the  governors  of  the  frontier  province,  to  enable  them  to  take  the 
desired  measures  against  the  invasion  of  cholera. 

4  For  the  protection  of  the  coast  of  the  Caspian  Sea,  the  supervision 
was  strengthened  at  the  custom-houses,  and  special  stationary  vessels 
were  placed  at  Aschour-Ade,  Ozpnm-Ada,  Bakou  and  Petrovsk,  as  also 
on  the  roads  of  12  feet  at  Astrakhan. 

The  physicians  of  the  stationary  vessels  are  charged  with  the  super- 
vision of  the  vessels  arriving  in  those  ports,  and  of  their  passengei'S, 
with  the  verification  of  the  suspicious  diseases,  and  the  attention  to  be 
given  to  the  sick. 

At  Astrakhan  every  precaution  has  been  taken  against  the  cholera, 
and  they  were  published  in  Nos.  115  and  123  of  the  Official  Mmenger 
of  the  present  year. 

In  the  territory  of  the  Oural  medicine  points  of  observation  were 
established  at  Gourievo  and  at  Temira  and  in  the  city  of  Koungrad, 
situated  near  the  frontier  of  Khiva.  Medical  supervision  was  organized 
over  the  caravans  passing  by  that  place. 

In  the  province  of  Orenberg  necessary  places  were  arranged  for  the 
sick,  preparations  for  the  creation  of  medical  points  of  observation  in 
case  the  epidemic  should  approach,  and  a  special  credit  was  opened 
for  the  governor  of  that  province. 

In  the  region  of  the  Steppes  all  the  necessary  measures  of  police 
have  been  taken,  and,  if  need  be,  six  points  of  medical  observation  will 
be  established. 

At  Omsk  a  special  committee  has  besides  been  formed,  composed  of 
doctors  and  persons  knowing  the  country  well. 

The  measures  to  \ye  taken  in  the  threatened  localities,  and  which 
were  published  in  Ko.  123  of  the  Official  Messenger,  are  in  execution  in 
the  provinces  of  Astrakhan,  Saratoff,  and  the  taurish  Crimea,  in  the 
territory  of  the  Oural,  in  the  Caucasus,  and  even  in  all  our  ports  of  the 
Black  Sea. 

Emigrants  are  not  permitted  to  enter  the  Transcaspian  province  of 
Turkestan  by  the  ways  of  Astrakhan,  Bakow,  and  Orenburg.  It  is  also 
forbidden  to  import  by  waj'  of  Astrakhan  untanned  skins  coming  from 
Persian  ports. 

^rhe  same  paper  contains  the  following :  There  have  been  taken  ill 
at  the  aont  of  Kaakhka,  near  the  station  of  the  same  name  on  .the 
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Transcaspian  railway,  from  May  10  to  June  10,  inclusively,  43  natives, 
41  of  whom  have  died.  A  soldier  on  the  sanitarv  cordon  around  the 
aout  and  a  woman  at  the  station  of  Aksow  have  also  been  taken  ill. 
Some  eases  of  cholera  have  occurred  in  a  battery  on  its  way  to  camp 
from  ^lerv ;  to  date  of  June  10,  4  men  of  this  battery  have  died  of  the 
cholera,  and  9  were  seriously  ill,  and  23  were  down  with  dysentery. 
At  Askhabad  2  children  had  died  of  cholera,  and  at  Ouzoum-Ada  3 
Persians. 

From  June  5  to  12  several  cases  of  cholem  occurred  besides  at  dif- 
ferent stations  of  troops  in  the  territories  of  the  Transcaspian  and 
Samarcand. 

On  the  31st  of  May  there  were  20  canes  of  cholera  at  Djezak  (Turkes- 
tan) and  19  victims.  At  Outeh-Tuhi  there  were  3  c^ses ;  at  Yank 
Kourgan  3  cases  and  1  death ;  at  Samarcand  the  wife  of  a  soldier  fell  ill 
of  it,  and  in  the  Steppes,  of  4  pei'sous  taken  ill  1  died. 

On  June  1,  16  suspicious  cases  were  taken  to  the  municipal  hospital 
at  Bakow.  Since  that  time  and  to  June  12,  inclusively,  164  persons 
have  been  taken  ill.     Seventy  of  them  have  died  and  12  recovered. 

In  the  province  of  Bakow  cases  of  cholera  have  taken  place ;  at 
Balakhany  1  case  on  June  9;  2  cases  of  illness  on  the  ^Oth  proved 
fatal ;  1  case  proved  fatal  on  the  lOth  at  Baily-Gormlok.  The  duration 
of  the  illness  varies  from  12  houi-s  to  3  days.  The  sick  belong  to  all 
nationalities;  they  are  principally  work  people  from  outside.  HBOCE 

On  June  8  a  railway  conductor  fell  ill  en  routv  and  died  at  the^sta- 
tion  of  Boukhara  with  symptoms  of  cholera,  but  since  then  up  to  June 
II  there  has  been  no  new  ease.

Consulate  of  the  United  States,

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  two  of  the  exporters  of  i-ags 
from  this  district  to  the  United  States  (Messrs.  Max  Cohn,  Duling  & 
Co.,  and  Mr.  A.  Vanderhalge)  have  b^un  to  disinfect  their  go^s, 
and  that  I  have  made  the  provisions  for  inspection  mentioned  in  the 
inclosed  circular  letter,  dated  June  28,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Department.  I  believe  it  is  most  practical  and  effective  to  allow  con- 
stant inspection  to  be  performed  by  the  local  authorities,  at  the  same 
time  myself  exercising  a  watchfulness  over  the  methods  employed,  in- 
asmuch as  in  two  cases  the  rag  establishments  are  located  at  villages 
distant  from  Ghent,  thus  necessitating  a  burdensome  expense  to  the 
exporters  for  a  consular  inspector.  I  have  therefore  authorized  Mr. 
St.  Reynaert,  bourgmestre  of  Aerseele,  West  Flanders,  to  act  as  special 
inspector  for  the  rags  of  Messrs.  Max  Cohn,  Drelercq  &  Co.,  and  Dr. 
Pregaldine,  physician  at  the  Ghent  Hospital,  to  act  as  temporary  in- 
spector in  the  case  of  Mr.  A.  Vanderhalge. 

I  have  drawn  up  as  best  I  could  to  meet  exigencies,  a  form  of  cer- 
tificate of  disinfection,  which  I  also  submit  herewith. 

I  may  add  that  I  am  well  satisfied  with  the  thoroughness  of  the  dis- 
infection thus  far  performed,  and  if  the  same  standard  of  efficiency 
should  prevail  in  the  case  of  all  the  rag  exporters  to  the  United  States, 
I  feel  convinced  that  disinfection  would  be  a  valuable  precaution  in 
the  interests  of  the  people  of  the  United  States.

Circular  letter. 

Consulate  of  the  United  States  of  America  at  Ghent, 

June  28,  1892. 

Dear  Sir  :  Certain  of  the  exporters  of  rags  from  this  consular  district 
to  the  United  States  having  commenced  to  disinfect  their  merchandise, 
I  hereby  bring  to  your  notice  the  conditions,  subject  to  revision  and 
approval  by  my  superior  officers  at  Washington,  under  which  I  am 
granting  certificates  of  disinfection. 

The  methods  employed  in  disinfecting  having  first  been  examined 
and  approved  by  me,  the  inspection  may  be  continued  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  communal  authorities,  or  in  the  case  of  Ghent  pending  the 
prospective  decision  of  the  municipal  authorities  in  the  matter,  under 
the  auspices  of  local  health  authorities  designated  by  me.  However, 
disinfection  must  be  at  any  time  subject  to  consular  examination  and 
control.  In  case  of  communal  inspection  I  must  be  furnished  with  a 
certificate  from  the  bourgmastre,  or  official  authorized  to  represent 
him  and  use' his  official  seal,  attesting  as  follows : 

1.  That  the  inspection  of  the  rags,  specified  as  to  number  and  mark- 
ings of  bales,  has  been  actually  performed. 
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2.  That  the  disinfection  of  the  said  rags  has  been  thoroughly  per 
formed  according  to  one  of  the  following  prescribed  methods : 

1.  Boiling  in  water  not  less  than  one  hour,  all  rags  to  be  unbaled  for 
this  purpose. 

2.  Exposure  to  steam  not  less  than  one  hour,  the  steam  to  be  of  a 
temperature  not  less  than  100  degrees  centigrade  (212  degrees  Fahi-en- 
heit)  nor  greater  than  115  degrees  centigrade  (239  degrees  Fahrenheit). 

3.  Exposure  not  less  than  six  hours  to  sulphurous  acid  gas,  made  by 
burning  not  less  than  3  pounds  of  roll  sulphur  to  each  1,000  cubic  feet 
of  space. 

4.  Exposure  not  less  than  six  hours  to  an  atmosphere  containing  3 
per  cent,  of  sulphurous  acid  gas  liberated  from  its  liquid  state  (liquid 
sulphur  dioxide). 

In  methods  No.  2,  No.  3,  and  No.  4  the  rags  must  be  well  scattered 
upon  racks,  or  so  arranged  thut  they  can  from  time  to  time  be  turned 
in  such  a  manner  that  all  shall  be  exposed  to  the  steam  or  gas. 

The  inspection  by  the  local  authorities  bcung  entirely  at  the  expense 
of  the  exporters  the  consular  charges  will  be  5  cents  (27  centimes)  per 
bale.  In  all  other  cases  an  inspector  will  be  sent  from  the  consulate  to 
perform  constant  inspection,  without  other  intervention,  at  an  additional 
charge  of  5  cents  (27  centimes)  per  bale.

Smallpox  at  Victoria,  B,  C, 

Quarantine  Station, 
Fort  Toxtnsend,  Wash,,  July  18,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  existence  of  smallpox  at  Victoria, 
B.  C,  in  an  epidemic  form.  This  having  been  previously  reported  to 
you  by  telegraph  by  P.  A.  Surgeon  Magruder,  1  thought  it  unnecessary 
for  me  to  do  so. 

In  consequence  of  the  alarm  created  by  reports  for  some  time  in 
circulation  and  the  uncertainty  of  the  true  condition  of  things  at  that 
point,  and  by  the  desire  of  the  Puget  Sound  board  of  health,  I,  in 
company  with  the  local  health  officer  here,  visited  Victoria  on  the  after- 
noon of  July  12,  instant.  The  health  officer  at  Victoria,  a  Dr.  Milne, 
stated  that  there  were  forty-eight  cases  of  smallpox  at  that  time,  and 
no  more.  The  mayor  and  a  few  other  prominent  citizens  seemed  also 
to  agree  that  there  wfk5  only  about  that  number  of  cases;  but  from  in- 
formation obtained  from  apparently  reliable  sources,  it  is  reasonable  to 
believe  that  the  estimate  made  by  the  health  officer  did  not  comprise 
more  than  one-third  of  the  actual  number  of  cases  at  that  time.  Not- 
withstanding the  reluctance  of  the  officers  to  admit  the  fact,  and  their 
evident  lack  of  candor  regarding  the  true  state  of  affairs,  we  were  not 
deteiTcd  in  our  inquiries  nor  our  conclusions. 

I  called  upon  the  American  consul,  Mr.  Myres,  who  seemed  to  feel 
no  alarm,  and  to  take  for  granted  that  what  he  heard  from  the  officials 
was  true. 

We  also  called  at  the  post-office  and  inquired  as  to  whether  the  mails 
were  properly  fumigated  prior  to  being  sent  away,  and  were  informed 
that  they  were  ^*  thoroughly  fumigated.'^  I  asked  if  they  would  be 
kind  enough  to  show  me  where  and  how  the  process  was  performed, 
the  answer  being  *' right  here,''  meaning  the  main  floor  of  the  post- 
office,  where  all  the  mails  were  opened  and  distributed.  Requesting 
them  to  show  us  their  methods,  apparatus,  etc. ,  I  was  shown  an  atomizer 
such  as  is  used  in  a  lady\s  boudoir,  and  containing  a  weak  solution  of 
carbolic  acid,  a  small  quantity  of  which  they  squirted  over  the  letters 
and  the  mail  bags,  and  called  it  '*  thorough  fumiga*^ion.''  We  then 
informed  them  that  no  mail  would  thereafter  be  admitted  into  the 
United  States  from  Victoria  without  being  first  perforated  and  exposed 
in  a  tight  room  to  sulphur  fumes  for  twenty-four  hours  prior  to  being 
transported  into  the  United  States.

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I  also  addreased  a  uote  to  the  Puget  Sound  and  Alaska  Steamship 
Company,  directing  them  to  bring  no  mails  from  there  until  this  re- 
quirement was  complied  with.  This  is  now  being  strictly  carried  out. 
AH  passengers  and  other  traffic  from  that  place  has  been  suspeuded. 

It  was  reported,  and  was  doubtless  true,  that  many  persons  were 
leaving  Victoria  for  Vancouver  and  Xew  Westminster,  thence  by  rail 
over  the  border  into  Washington.  I  accordingly  addressed  a  letter  to 
the  Puget  Sound  board  of  health  calling  their  attention  to  this  report, 
and  suggesting  that  measures  be  taken  to  at  once  appoint  inspectors  at 
the  towns  of  Sumas  City  and  Blaine  to  stop  passengei-s  and  baggage, 
unless  thoroughly  and  properly  fumigated,  coming  from  the  places 
named  in  British  Columbia  into  the  United  States.  I  am  informed 
that  this  is  now  being  done. 

Cases  are  also  reported  (not  officially)  at  Nanaimo,  New  Westminster, 
and  at  Vancouver,  B.  C,  but  are  not  sufficient  in  uum]>er  to  excite 
great  alarm. 

The  people  of  the  various  towns  and  cities  on  Puget  Sound  are 
thoroughly  aroused  to  the  danger  that  threatens  them  from  the  invasion 
of  smallpox,  and  are  using  commendable  efforts  to  check  its  inroads. 
So  far  I  have  found  all  the  authorities  and  others  ready  and  anxious  to 
cooperate  with  this  service  to  the  end  sought,  and  I  believe  there  is  no 
reason  to  apprehend  the  slightest  conflict. 

Should  an  outbreak  of  an  epidemic  occur,  I  beg  to  assure  the  De- 
partment that  there  will  be  no  hesitation  in  meeting  the  resi)onsibility 
with  energy  and  determination,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  service  and 
the  protection  of  the  public.

General  of  tJie  Marine-Hospital  Service  that  security  agaiost  the 
introduction  of  conlagions  diseases  from  foreign  countries  can  be  made 
effective  only  by  reijuiriug  all  vessels  entering  the  sound  from  foreign 
ports  to  stop  at  the  national  qnarantine  at  Port  Townsend  a  sufBcieut 
time  for  inspection.  You  are  directed,  therefore,  to  refuse  entry  to  all 
vessels  from  foreign  ports  that  have  not  obtained  a  certificate  of  such 
inspection  from  the  uie<lical  officer  in  charge.  It  is  desirable  that  the 
masters  of  such  I'essels  be  afforded  all  facilities  practicable  for  procur- 
ing the  necessary  inspection  and  certificate  without  undue  delay. 
Action  will  be  taken  by  you  accordingly,  and  you  will  give  such  infor- 
mation and  aid  in  the  matter  as  may  be  prox>er  to  the  qnarantine 
officers,  and  notify,  so  far  as  p(»<sibler  masters,  owners,  or  consignees 
interested.

Cape  Charles  Quarantine  Station,  July  25,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  at  this  station  of  the 
British  bark  Annie  Bingay  from  Eio  de  Janeiro  to  Norfolk. 

The  vessel  was  empty  and  in  clean  stone  ballast.  All  aboard  were 
well  during  the  passage  of  forty-nine  days.  The  Bingay  was  in  quar- 
antine at  Eio  in  March  and  April,  when  seven  of  her  crew  were  ill  with 
yellow  fever  and  five  of  these  died.  It  appears  that  this  vessel  has  not 
been  disinfected  since  the  last  case  of  yellow  fever  was  removed  from 
her.     She  is  held  for  disinfection.

Delaxcare  Breakwater  Quarantine, — Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Orr, 

under  date  of  July  25,  reports  as  follows : 

*  *  *  The  British  bark  Argenta,  from  Pernambuco,  has  been  at 
Santos.  The  captain  Said  he  discharged  his  crew  on  arrival  at  Santos 
and  shipped  a  new  crew  on  his  departure  from  that  port,  and  that 
there  was  no  sickness  on  the  vessel  whilst  at  Santos.  After  he  left 
Santos  several  of  the  crew  had  vellow  fever  and  one  died.  He  had  a 
clean  bill  of  health  from  Pernambuco  and  there  had  been  no  sickness 
after  leaving  Pernambuco.  I  detained,  fumigated,  and  disinfected  the 
vessel.  I  brought  ashore  to  the  hospital  one  man  who  had  had  the 
diarrhea  for  several  days  before  arrival.  This  has  developed  into  a 
case  of  typhoid  fever. 

South  Atlantic  Quarantine. — Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Glennan,  under 
date  of  July  15,  1892,  reports  as  follows : 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival,  last  evening,  of  the  barkentine 
Bffendij  fifty-six  days  from  Santos  via  Fernandina  bar,  and  directed 
here  by  Assistant  State  Health  Officer  J.  L.  Horsey. 
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This  vessel  laid  in  Santos  harbor  from  January  2  to  May  19,  and  had 
one  death  and  one  lecovery  from  yellow  fever. 

Her  woodwork  is  old,  somewhat  decayed ;  fixed  air  odor  unpleasant 
in  confined  spaces;  and  she  is  held  for  unballasting  and  thorough 
fumigation. 

Reported  case  of  cholera  in  Detroit,  Mich, — Dr.  Henry  B.  Baker,  sec- 
retary State  board  of  health,  reports  as  follows,  under  date  of  July  21, 
1892 : 

One  case  of  ** sporadic  cholera  ^'  existed  at  Detroit,  Mich.  The  per- 
son sick  was  James  Cockburn,  a  Scotchman,  immigrant,  who  came  over 
on  the  Anchor  Line  steamer  Fornatia,  leaving  Glasgow  May  26, 1892. 

The  origin  of  the  disease  is  not  known.  Decedent  went  into  the 
country  July  17,  was  taken  sick  soon  after  his  return  to  Detroit,  and 
died  on  the  morning  of  July  19. 

The  mciusures  taken  to  restrict  are  reported  by  the  health  officer — 
'*  had  the  clothing  disinfected  in  corrosive  sublimate  ;**>{«  ordered 
the  mattress  destroyed,  and  the  body  disinfected  in  its  tavities  with 
corrosive  sublimate  solution.^' 

The  danger  of  the  disease  spreading  is  not  known ;  no  repoit  about 
discharges.     It  may  have  been  cholera  morbus,  or  possibly  some  poison. 

Smallpox  in  Pittsburg,  Fa. — Dr.  Benjamin  Lee,  secretary  State  board 
of  health  of  Pennsylvania,  reports,  under  date  of  July  27,  1892,  one 
case  of  smallpox  in  the  person  of  Yincenzio  Mauzi.  It  is  not  known 
whether  he  is  a  resident  or  an  immigrant.  The  origin  of  the  disease 
has  not  been  ascertained. 

Smallpox  at  New  Shoreham,  Bhode  Island. — Dr.  Charles  H.  Fisher, 

secretary  State  board  of  health,  under  date  of  July  20,  1892,  re|)ort8 

three  cases  of  smallpox  at  New  Shoreham.     The  origin  of  the  disease 

is  traced  to  the  steamship  Prussia,  said  to  have  arrived  in  Boston  about 

June  15  from  Glasgow  and  Londonderry,  one  passenger  of  which  had 

eruption  after  landing,  and  was  at  the  time  and  since  the  comijanion 

of  those  now  sick.

Sir  :  Eeferring  to  my  letter  of  February  1,  1892,  I  have  now  to  in- 
form you  that  the  steamer  Woodicorth  has  been  replaced  by  the  new 
quarantine  steamer  Charles  Foster  for  the  regular  hailing  and  inspection 
of  vessels  entering  Chesapeake  Bay.  The  quarantine  service  at  the 
Capes  is  in  command  of  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  T.  B.  Perrj-,  whose 
headquarters  are  on  the  steamer  Foster,  and  whose  post-office  address 
is  Fort  Monroe,  Va. 

I  take  this  occasion  to  remind  you  that  the  quarantine  outfit  for  the 
Cape  Charles  Quamntine  Station  includes  besides  this  boarding  vessel 
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just  named  the  fumigating  steamer  BoheH  Kochj  which  carries^an  ef- 
ficient sulphur  furnace  and  tanks,  steam  pump,  etc.,  for  the  distribu- 
tion of  mercuric  solution. 

The  purchase  of  Fisherman's  Island,  off  Cape  Charles,  has  been  con- 
summated, and  besides  the  building  already  erected  tents  have  been 
provided  to  meet  any  emergency  pending  construction  of  other  build- 
ings, and  the  service  is  prepared  to  care  for  contagious  diseases  on  the 
island.

The  following  proclamation  by  the  health  oflBcer  of  Philadelphia, 
issued  April  28,  1892,  has  recently  been  received  at  this  Bureau,  and 
is  published  as  a  matter  of  record : 

By  resolution  of  the  board  of  health  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and 
by  authority  of  law,  masters  and  pilots  will  take  notice :  That  all  in- 
coming vessels  bound  for  the  port  of  Philadelphia  from  ports  infected, 
and  all  vessels  which  have,  or  have  had,^on  board  pestilential  or  con- 
tagious diseases  since  leaving  the  port  of  departure,  shall  be  required 
to  report  at  the  TJ.  S.  quarantine  station  at  the  Delaware  Breakwater  on 
and  after  May  1  to  October  1  until  further  notice,  and  also  at  the  Phila- 
delphia quarantine  station  on  and  after  June  1  to  October  1,  and  that 
all  pilots  in  charge  of  such  vessels  be  and  are  hereby  re<iuired  to  obey 
this  order,  under  penalty  of  law,  before  bringing  such  vessels  into  the 
Philadelphia  quarantine  station  on  the  Delaware  River. 

Vessels  from  noninfected  portvs  and  having  no  pestilential  or  conta- 
gious diseasas  on  board  will  hoist  their  private  signal  under  the  na- 
tional flag  before  passing  the  United  States  quarantine  station,  on  their 
way  to  the  Lazaretto  station,  for  inspection  as  required  by  law.

CHOLERA. 

U.  S.  Consulate, 

Baioum,  June  28,  1892. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  confirm  my  cable  of  yesterday  to  the 
Department  as  follows : 

** Cholera,  Caucasus;  instruct  regarding  invoices,  wool  especially. 

I  have  been  in  receipt  of  letters  and  telegrams  from  Baku  almost 
daily  since  my  last  of  the  21st  iiLStant,  in  reference  to  this  epidemic, 
and  it  appears  therefrom,  and  from  other  sources,  that  the  cholera  has 
taken  good  hold  in  Baku.  The  official  figures  of  the  cases  there  to  the 
25th  instant  are :  Cases,  151 ;  deaths,  70 ;  recovered,  12,  and  69  are  still 
being  treated.  These  figures,  it  must  be  explained,  however,  constitute 
the  cases  treatedsolely  in  the  Baku  town  hospital.  Besides  this  hospital, 
there  are  many  more  so-called  private  ones  \in  and  around  Baku  from 
which  no  reports  are  issued  for  public  use ;  consequently  it  is  quite 
safe  to  say  that  nearly  as  many  more  cases  are  treat^  in  tJtiese  private 
hospitals  as  are  reported  '^officially"  from  the  town  hospital. 

Quite  if  not  more  than  one-fourth  the  population  of  Baku  has  fled 
the  city,  including  many  military  and  civil  doctors.  The  majority  of 
the  fugitives  go  by  sea  towards  the  Volga,  but  there  are  also  a  gceiat 
many  coming  down  by  rail  to  Tiflis  and  Batoum,  and  according  to  the 
head  doctor  of  the  Transcaucasian  Kail\Cay  there  were  five  cases  of 
Asiatic  cholera  in  Tiflis  three  days  ago,  the  pei^sons  afiected  having 
been  taken  from  the  train  and  lodged  in  one  of  the  hospitals  at  Tiflis. 
As  yet  I  can  hear  of  no  cases  in  this  port. 

Inspectors  have  been  appointed  in  great  number  in  this  as  in  other 
towns  in  the  Caucasus,  and  in  the  case  of  this  place  has  resulted  in 
greatly  improving  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  town. 

The  newspapers  also  report  that  the  black  plague  or  pest  is  raging 
in  and  around  Kars  and  Artirn,  and  that  50  per  cent,  of  the  cases  turn 
out  fatal,  but  no  statistics  are  given  or  are  obtainable.

Since  my  last  report,  cholei^a  has  made  its  appearance  in  Russia  in 
spite  of  the  very  vigorous  steps  taken  by  the  Russian  Government. 
On  the  21st  instant  it  has  been  announced  that  the  epidemic  is  raging 
at  Baku,  in  the  Caspian  Sea. 

According  to  official  reports,  40  attacks  of  cholera  are  registered 
every  day,  and  it  is  to  be  feared  that  the  evil  will  spread  over  to  Tiflis 
and  Butoum.  It  is  already  stated  that  cholera  attacks  occur  in  the 
wagons  running  from  Baku  to  these  latter  places.  The  International 
Sanitary  Commission  has  had  a  special  sitting  yesterday  in  order  to 
take  the  necessary  st^ps  for  checking  t^he  spread  and  prevent  its  coming 
into  Turkey.  It  has  been  decided  that  ships  and  passengers  who  have 
(juitted  the  ports  of  Transcaucasian  Russia — from  Sakum-Kal6  up  to 
the  Turkish  boundary — at  the  25  instant  will  undergo  ten  days'  quaran- 
tiiie  at  Cavak  at  the  entrance  of  the  Bosphorus,  and  those  whose  de- 
parture dates  before  the  25th  will  undergo  only  five  days'  quarantine. 

There  will  be  also  a  medical  inspector  for  the  arrivals  of  all  the  other 
ports  of  the  Black  Sea,  whether  these  ports  belong  to  Russia,  Roumania, 
Bulgaria,  Eastern  Rumelia,  dt  Turkey.  Two  little  lazarettos  will  be 
organized  at  Platana  near  Trebizonde  and  at  Sinope,  where  the  sailing 
boats  which  make  the  coasting  trade  with  Russia  will  undergo  quar- 
antine. 

Another  sanitary  service  will  be  organized  overland  on  the  frontier 
in  order  to  prevent  the' spreading  of  the  scourge  by  land. 

Official  news  from  Mesopotamia  states  that  the  plague  epidemic  has 
alreadv  disappeared.

Sir  :  On  the  27th  ultimo  I  had  the  honor  to  report  to  you  the  prog- 
ress of  the  outbreak  of  cholera  in  the  Transcaspian  provinces  and  the 
Caucasus,  and  the  rumors  of  cases  at  Astrakhan  on  the  Volga.  The 
epidemic  is  now  officially  declared  and  daily  bulletins  issued  of  its 
ravages,  not  only  at  that  city  but  in  the  follQwing  places,  marking  its 
advance  to  the  heart  of  the  Empire:  Tzaritzin,  Saratof,  Samara,  Sim- 
birsk, and  as  far  north  as  Kasan.  From  this  place  to  Nijni  Novgorod 
is  a  comparatively  easy  stage,  in  view  of  the  short  distance  and  the 
fre<iuency  of  communication.  From  Nijni  to  Moscow  is  but  a  twelve 
hours'  journey  by  rail,  and  if  the  epidemic  continues  to  travel  as  rapidly 
northward  as  it  has  to  date,  it  will  in  a  few  days  reach  Moscow ;  in 
fact,  cases  have  already  been  whispered  about  north  of  Moscow,  at 
Rybinsch,  and  even  at  St.  Petei-sburg;  but  as  regards  this  capital,  the 
cases  spoken  of  are  thought  to  be  of  the  mild  form  of  the  disease, 
cholera  morbus,  of  which  some  occur  every  summer.  A  visitation  o^ 
the  epidemic  is,  moreover,  fully  expected  here,  and  the  authorities  are 
taking  active  measures  for  the  public  health.  The  city  council  has 
made  an  appropriation  for  funds  and  directed  hospitals  for  several 
thousand  patients  to  be  put  in  readinass. 

Medical  inspection  of  all  travelers  from  the  south  has  begun  on  the 
line  from  Moscow  at  Astalion,  a  couple  of  hours  from  here.     The  es- 
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tablishmeut  of  sanitary  cordons  does  not  seem  to  be  in  contemplation^ 
either  around  Moscow  or  St.  Petersburg.  In  fact,  there  appeai>;  to  be' 
none  efficacious  anywhere,  for  which  neglect  the  authorities  are  severely 
criticised.  Only  yesterday  we  read  in  the  papers  of  several  hundred 
work-people  being  sent  from  Baku  on  the  Caspian,  where  the  cholera 
is  raging,  across  the  Caucasus  to  Batoum,  on  the  Black  Sea.  No  cases 
of  the  disease  have  yet  been  reported  from  Batoum.  but  it  will  be  a 
miracle  if  those  work-people  do  not  carry  it  thither,  whence  it  will 
gain  the  towns  on  the  coast  of  Asia  Minor  in  one  direction  and  Odessa 
and  the  Crimea  in  the  other. 

The  annual  fair  at  Kijni- Novgorod,  which  should  open  on  the  27tli 
of  July,  has  not  yet  been  suspended,  as  so  severe  a  measure  would  be 
ruinous  to  the  trade  of  the  country.  It  is  hoped  that  bj'  extmordinary 
precautions  no  harm  will  come  from  it,  but' when  one  thinks  of  the 
congregation  there  of  many  hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  from  all 
parts  of  the  Empire,  with  poor  accommodations,  and  the  sanitary  ar- 
rangements of  a  primitive  character,  it  is  impoKsible  not  to  contemplate 
its  taking  place  as  usual  as  a  great  danger  to  the  people. 

Serious  disorders  have  been  reported  from  Astrakhan  and  Taschkent. 
in  the  resistance  of  the  Mussulmen  population  against  the  sanitary 
regulations  of  the  authorities.  At  Astrakhan  the  governor's  hoiLse 
was  attacked,  the  windows  smashed,  and  threats  of  greater  violence 
were  made  unless  the  order  was  given  to  allow  burial,  instead  of  the 
destruction  with  quick  lime,  of  the  bodies  of  the  cholera  victims,  the 
Mahometan  mind  being  deeply  shocked  by  their  annihilation  in  this 
manner. 

Eesistance  was  offered  also  to  the  removal  of  the  sick  to  the  hospitals, 
and  at  Taschkent  the  hospital  was  burnt,  and  two  Kussian  physicians 
captured  and  hanged  by  the  fanatical  mob. 

Another  ground  of  complaint  against  the  authorities  is  that  they 
seize  and  destroy  the  effects  of  cholera  patients  and  other  objects  which 
might  convey  the  disease,  without  compensation  to  the  owuei^  thereof. 
The  troops  had  to  be  called  out  to  quell  those  disturbances,  and  sur- 
rendered only  after  firing  upon  the  people,  some  20  or  30  persons  ha\'- 
ing  lost  their  lives  in  those  disorders^ 

The  state  of  siege  has  now  been  proclaimed  at  Astrakhan,  additional 
troops  dispatched  thither,  and  discretionary  powers  conferred  upon  the 
governor  for  the  maintenance  of  order  and  the  extension  of  the  neces- 
sary sanitary  measures. 

The  cholera  of  this  year  is  stated  to  be  exceedingly  virulent  in  Cen- 
tral Asia,  the  mortality  being  about  75  per  cent,  of  the  cases. 

It  is  eccentric  in  its  wanderings,  certain  places  having  apparent  in- 
demnity when  surrounded  by  the  disi^ase,  such  as  Boukhasa,  where  no 
case  has  so  far  been  reported  ;  yet  it  is  no  less  filthy  than  other  towns 
in  those  regions,  or  its  inhabitants  less  vile  in  their  customs  than  their 
neigh  boi*s. 

The  greatest  apprehension  is  felt  for  the  provinces  along  the  Volga^ 
the  seat  of  the  famine  of  the  last  six  months,  where  the  •population  are 
so  enfeebled  by  their  sufferings  from  want  of  proper  nourishment,  and 
where  the  present  condition  of  the  people  is  quite  as  lamentable  as  at 
any  period  of  this  terrible  calamity  ;  in  fact,  it  may  be  said,  worse; 
for  the  Government  aid,  when  extended,  is  now  reduced  from  30 
pounds  of  bread  a  month  to  20  pounds  per  man,  and  this  is  to  cease  on 
the  fii^st  of  July,  old  style,  in  the  expectation  of  the  new  crop  then 
coming  to  the  relief.     But  this  year  the  crops  are  behind  time  some 
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twenty-five  (lays,  and  people  j\sk  what  is  to  become  of  these  unfortu- 
nates until  they  can  gather  their  harvest. 

Upon  this  outlook  we  have  now  the  cholera.     Anything  more  pitia- 
ble in  tlie  history  of  a  nation  could  scarcely  be  conceived.

Decree  issued  by  the  Italian  Government  to  prevent  the  introdiLction  into 
Italy  of  cholera  by  vessels  arriving  from  ports  of  the  Black  Sea, 

[Translation.] 

1892. — Marine  Health  Ordinance. — No.  1. 

The  Minister  of  the  Interior  recognizing  the  danger  of  importation  of 
cholera  from  the  ports  of  the  Black  Sea : 

In  view  of  the  law  of  22d  December,  1888,  n.  5849  (series  3a),  on  the 
care  of  public  health, 

Decrees, 

Art.  1.  All  vessels  coming  from  poittsof  the  Black  Sea  shall  be  sub- 
jected to  a  rigorous  medical  inspection. 

Art.  2.  From  said  vessels  the  landing  of  all  linen  and  wool  materials 
of  personal  or  domestic  use  shall  be  prohibited,  unless  same  are  per- 
fectly clean  or  previously  disinfected. 

Art.  3.  Port  officers,  wherever  they  find  on  board  ships'  effects  or 
linen  above  mentioned,  shall  take  care  that  they  be  suitably  disinfected 
before  landing,  either  by  regular  steam  appliances,  if  the  ship  or  the 
port  are  supplied  with  the  same,  or  by  holding  such  objects  for  at  least 
ten  minutes  submerged  in  boiling  -water  or  in  a  solution  of  two  per 
thousand  of  sublimate  corrosive,  to  which  is  added  five  per  thousand 
of  chloridic  acid. 

Art.  4.  The  health  officers  charged  with  visits  on  board  will  judge 
in  individual  cases,  also,  if  the  clothing  of  the  passengers  or  crew 
should  be  disinfected. 

Art.  5.  Ships  on  which,  during  the  voyage,  cases  of  cholera  have 
been  verified,  or  which  on  arrival  present  suspicious  cases  of  such  dis- 
ease, shall  be  sent  to  the  nearest  sanitary  station,  those  of  the  Island  of 
Asinara  or  the  Island  of  Poneglia,  in  order  to  submit  to  such  measures 
as  from  time  to  time  shall  be  determined  bv  the  ministry. 

Vessels  knowing  themselves  a«  under  these  conditions  can  go  directly 
to  such  stations  withou^t  first  touching  at  another  port. 

The  prefects  of  maritime  provinces  of  the  kingdom,  the  captains  and 
officials  of  the  port,  are  charged  with  the  execution  of  the  present  ordi- 
nance

Meamres  taken  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  bovine  typhus  into  Egypt  from 

Syria, 

The  following  has  been  received  from  the, acting  consul  general, 
Louis  B.  Grant,  dated  Cairo,  June  27,  1892 : 

In  connection  with  Mr.  Anderson's  dispatch,  No.  61,  dated  April  11, 
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1892,  I  have  the  houor  to  inform  the  Department  that  strict  measures 
have  recently  been  taken  to  prevent  the  introduction  into  Egypt  of 
bovine  typhus,  which  has  appeared  in  Syria.  These  measures,  as 
printed  in  the  Official  Jounial  of  June  20,  are  as  follows : 

All  cattle,  sheep,  and  goats  coming  from  Syrian  ports  or  infected 
districts  are  to  be  slaughtered  in  quarantine. 

Camels,  cattle,  sheep,  and  goats  landing  at  the  same  place  with  ani- 
mals coming  from  infected  districts  will  also  be  slaughtered  in  quaran- 
tine. 

Cattle,  sheep,  and  goats  can  not  cross  the  frontier  from  Syria  into 
Egypt.  Camels  can  only  cross  this  frontier  after  being  quarantined  for 
ten  days. 

Some  days  ago  it  was  rumored  that  this  disease  had  appeared  in 
Fayoum,  an  Egyptian  province,  but  it  was  afterwards  reported  by  a 
veterinary  inspector,  who  was  sent  to  investigate  the  matter,  that  this 
disease  did  not  exist. 

The  hides,  invoices  for  which  are  legalized  at  this  consulate-general, 
are  nearly  all  shipped  from  Teddah,  on  the  Ai*abian  coast  of  the  Red 
Sea;  but  as  it  appeal's  that  the  existence  of  the  disease,  above  men- 
tioned, in  Syria  wjjs  not  reported  to  the  proper  authorities  until  some 
days  after  it^  appearance,  it  is  possible  that  diseased  animals  may  have 
been  scattered  over  the  country,  and  for  this  reason  I  have  thought  it 
proper  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  the  matter.  I  shall 
make  careful  inquiries  before  certifying  invoices  of  hides,  and  shall 
keep  the  Department  informed  of  all  factvs  concerning  this  disease 
which  I  think  would  be  useful. 

Great  Britain — England  and  Wales, — The  deaths  registered  in  33 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  July  9 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  17.1  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,185,736.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Norwich,  viz,  10.2,  and  the  highest  in  Sunderland,  viz,  23.2 
a  thousand. 

London. — One  thousand  four  hundred  and  five  deaths  were  reg- 
istered during  the  week,  including  smallpox,  1  ;  measles,  83 ;  scarlet 
fever,  21 ;  diphtheria,  30  ;  whooping  cough,  24 ;  typhus  fever,  1 ;  enteric 
fever,  6 ;  and  diarrhea  and  dysentery,  108.  The  deaths  from  all  causes 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  17.2  a  thousand.  In  greater  London 
1,776  deaths  were  registered,  corresponding  to  an  annual  rate  of  16.1  a 
thousand  of  the  population.  In  the  *^  outer  ring ^'  the  deaths  included 
measles,  15 ;  scarlet  fever,  8 ;  and  diphtheria,  4. 

Ireland. — The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  July  9,  in  the  16  principal  town 
districts  of  Ireland,  was  17.1  a  thousand  of  the  population.  The  lowest 
rate  was  recorded  in  Dundalk  and  Armagh,  viz,  0.0,  and  the  highast  in 
Newry,  viz,  28.2  a  thousand.  In  Dublin  and  suburbs  146  deaths  were 
registered,  including  epteric  fever,  1 ;  diphtheria,  1 ;  measles,  13 ;  and 
whooping  cough,  2. 
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Scotland, — The  deaths  registered  iu  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  July  9  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  17.6  a  thou- 
sand of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,447,500.  The  lowest 
mortality  was  recorded  in  Perth,  viz,  12.0,  and  the  highest  in  Glas- 
gow, viz,  20.6  a  thousand.  The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  registered 
from  all  causes  was  489,  including  measles,  22  ;  scarlet  fever,  5  ;  diph- 
theria, 3 ;  whooping  cough,  21 ;  fever,  4  ;  and  diarrhea,  7.

Fori  Towiiseiid  Quarantine, 

U.  S.  Quarantine  Station, 
Fort  Townmid,  Wash,,  July  23,  1892. 

Sir  :  Further  replying  to  your  telegram  of  July  21,  directing  me  to 
wire  recommendations  as  to  temporary  wooden  structures  or  tents  to  be 
placed  on  Diamond  Point  to  provide  for  any  emergency  that  might 
arise  by  the  introduction  of  smallpox  from  the  neighboring  cities  of 
British  Columbia,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  that  in  my  opinion  hos- 
pital tents  would  be  found  more  serviceable  and  more  economical  and 
would  be  preferable  in  that  they  could  be  obtained  and  erected  more 
expeditiously. 

We  are  not  apprehensive  of  an  immediate  epidemic,  though  we  are 
thoroughly  aware  of  the  dangerous  proximity  of  the  disease,  and  have 
sought  to  foresee  what  would  be  required  in  case  of  an  emergency.  I 
am  informed  by  the  commanding  officer  at  Port  Towiisend  that  he  has 
three  hospital  tents  which  would  be  available  immediately,  and  I  think 
I  am  warranted  in  saying  that  any  number  of  tents  belonging  to  the 
State  militia  could  be  obtained  upon  request,  so  that  ample  accommo- 
dations could  be  provided  without  serious  delay. 

Concerning  the  location  of  temporary  hospital  facilities,  I  beg  to  call 
attention  to  the  location  of  Diamond  Point  in  reference  to  this  city. 
If  buildings  are  to  be  provided  of  a  nature  that  they  may  be  utilized  in 
future  emergencies,  I  presume  that  it  would  be  deemed  wise  that  they 
be  placed  upon  or  in  juxtaposition  to  the  proposed  site  of  the  perma- 
nent station.  Present  accessibility  might  better  determine  the  advisa- 
ble location  for  the  pitching  of  tents.  There  is  no  wagon  road  leading 
to  Diamond  Point  from  this  city,  and  the  point  is  distant  11  miles  by 
water  from  the  wharves  of  Port  Townsend.  In  the  equipment  of  a 
permanent  station  at  this  point,  it  is  probable  that  adequate  transpor- 
tation facilities  would  be  provided,  but  to  use  this  location  in  the  pres- 
ent crisis  and  only  as  a  temporary  expedient  would  necessitate  a  heavy 
cost  for  tug  service.  The  location  of  hospital  tents  at  some  point  nearer 
this  city  on  land  provided  by  the  Puget  Sound  board  of  health  would 
not  only  be  quite  suitable  but  much  more  convenient  of  access. 
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:z^\  That  local  board  appoints  a  health  officer,  who  visits  each  incoming 

jp       ship  and  demands  and  receives  from  $5  to  $10  in  each.    The  result  of 

this  condition  of  afB^irs  is  that  the  commerce  of  Puget  Sound  is  taxed 

"  rre.      unnecessarily  an  amount  variously  estimated  from  $5,000  to  $10,000  per

Batoum,  Jvly  3,  1892. 

Sir  :  Confirming  mine  of  June  28,  No.  39,  in  reference  to  the  cholera 
epidemic  in  the  Caucasus,  or  rather  at  Baku,  I  now  beg  to  add  that  it 
is  estimated  quite  125  deaths  take  place  daily  at  Baku  and  vicinity 
from  this  disease.  The  '* official''  figures,  as  published  in  the  news- 
papers, give  the  death  rate  at  only  35  to  40  per  day,  but  I  am  told  on 
reliable  authority  from  Baku  that  these  *' official"  figures  are  far  from 
correct. 

Out  of  a  population  of  110,000,  more  than  75,000  have  left  the  city  of 
Baku  and  fled  to  all  parts  of  Russia.  What  is  altogether  inexplicable 
is  the  fact  that  no  quarantine  has  been  established  on  fugitives  from 
Baku.  The  result,  of  course,  has  been  that  the  cholera  is  now  in  Tif- 
lis,  Astrakhan,  and  in  most  of  the  small  towns  and  villages  between 
Baku  and  Tiflis. 

The  death  rate  in  the  latter  town  is  from  6  to  10  per  day,  while  in 
Astrakhan  it  is  said  to  be  40  or  50  daily,  but  these  again  are  ^^ official" 
figures,  and  very  little  confidence  can  be  placed  in  them.  As  yet  no 
cases  are  reported  in  Batoum,  yet  quarantine  has  been  established  for 
ten  days  in  Constantinople  and  in  Roumanian  ports  on  all  vessels  leav- 
ing from  between  Batoum  and  Sukhum,  inclusive.

Sanitary  Commission  at  Constantinople — Report  of  the  United  States  Com- 
missioner— Cholera  in  the  Holy  Land  and  in  Russia. 

Report  No.  50, 

T  have  already  mentioned  in  my  last  report  that  the  Russian  Gov- 
ernment has  taken  very  rigorous  steps  in  order  to  check  the  spread  of 
cholera  epidemic.     I  inclose  a  copy  of  these  measures. 

Notwithstanding  these  well-executed  orders,  cholera  has  spread. 
Turkey  is  strengthening  her  measures  of  defense.  The  only  lazarettp 
for  the  travelers  from  l^nscaucasia  was  that  of  Cavak,  at  the  entrance 
of  the  Bosphorus. 

If  cholera  cases  would  occur  there  the  capital  would  be  exposed  to 
real  dangers.  Therefore  it  has  been  decided  that  another  lazaretto  will 
be  established  a  Sinope,  on  the  Black  Sea,  where  ships  and  passengers 
will  undergo  quarantine. 

A  commission  has  already  been  appointed  in  order  to  go  to  Sinope 
and  decide  on  the  spot  on  which  the  lazarettos  will  be  built.  I  will 
give  further  news  on  this  subject  when  the  above-named  commission 
make  their  report. 
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On  the  Ist  of  July  the  sanitary  physician  at  Beirout  gave  notice 
that  a  su^icious  sickness  had  made  its  appearance  at  Acre  or  A.kka^ 
in  the  Holy  Land.  On  that  date  16  cases,  from  which  3  proved  fatal, 
have  been  registered.  The  municipal  physician  stated  that  the  disease 
was  cholerine  or  cholera  morbus. 

The  military  physician  of  the  place  made  the  diagnosis  of  pernicious 
fever.  After  inquiry  it  has  been  proved  that  the  disease  made  its 
appearance  on  12th  of  June,  but  it  was  only  seen  by  the  municipal 
doctor  on  the  16th  of  June  and  since  that  date,  16th,  up  to  this  day, 
12  deaths  from  cholera  have  been  roistered. 

It  has  been  stated  that  the  disease  made  its  appearance  in  the  dirtiest 
quarters  of  the  city ;  after  that  the  night  scavengers  laid  on  the  street 
the  filthiness  of  a  sewer.  The  first  cases  occurred  among  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  lower  stories  of  the  houses  bordering  that  street. 

The  health  of  the  capital  is  rather  good,  though  there  exists  always 
several  cases  of  diarrhea.

Cholerine  in  the  environs  of  Paris. 

[Extract  fh>m  editorial  in  the  BriiUh  Medical  Jmmal,  Jnly  23,  1892.] 

,  Our  Paris  correspondent  writes:  The  latest  reports  announce  ten 
deaths  from  ^'cholerine"  in  the  environs  of  Paris.  The  cases  have 
occurred  in  different  districts,  which  indicates  a  sporadic  rather  than 
an  epidemic  character.  It  is  asserted  that  among  these  eight  cases  cer- 
tainly five  ought  not  to'  be  attribut/Cd  to  cholerine ;  timid  people  for 
simple  colic  send  for  the  doctor  and  disinfecting  stoves.  Aubervilliers, 
in  the  environs,, is  the  most  severely  attacked  in  this  epidemic ;  five 
cases  occurred  in  one  day.  Thi^ee  cases  ensued  at  Asnieres,  with  one 
death,  one  at  St.  Denis,  and  one  at  Levallois.  The  police  prefect  haa 
added  two  medical  men  to  the  service  of  inspection  of  epidemics.  The 
environs  of  Paris  are  inspected.  At  St.  Denis  the  epidemic  neither 
increases  nor  decreases.  Another  death  has  occurred  at  Clichy  in  a 
house  inhabited  by  ragpickers.  The  assistance  publique  has  organized  a 
temporary  hospital  close  to  the  northern  fortifications  at  Porte  d'Ornano, 
in  order  to  prevent  patients  of  the  northern  environs  suffering  from 
cholerine  being  sent  to  Paris. 

Smallpox  at  Victaria,  B,  <7.— Under  date  of  July  16,  1892,  the  United 

States  consul  reports  as  follows : 

Smallpox  increasing.  All  the  provincial  and  sound  cities  have 
quarantined  against  us.  Forty- nine  cases  are  in  the  two  hospitals  of 
the  city,  erected  temporarily  outside,  and  6  in  the  city  proper.  There 
have  been  9  deaths  from  the  disease  to  date.  No  one  can  leave  the  city, 
and  business  is  suspended. 

Under  date  of  July  23,  he  writes : 

Smallpox  subsiding.  There  are  now  55  cases  in  the  hospitals ;  al 
there  are  in  the  city,  and  nearly  or  quite  all  are  convalescent.  Only  2 
new  cases  the  past  week.  None  among  Chinese  population.  Total 
deaths  from  smallpox  to  date,  11. 
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Continuance  of  yellow  fever  at  Vera  Cruz,  Mexico. — The  United  States 
sanitary  inspector  at  El  Paso  reports  as  follows,  dated  July  22,  1892 : 

I  have  the  honor  respectfully  to  rei)ort  that  according  to  reliable  in- 
formation  yellow  fever  continues  with  great  moilality  at  Vera  Cruz,. 
Mexico,  especially  so  amongst  the  foreign  colony. 

It  is  stated  that  hundreds  of  people  are  leaving  the  city. 

In  view  of  improved  facilities  of  rail  transportation  (taking  only  about 
seventy-two  hours  to  come  from  Vei*a  Cruz  to  El  Paso,  Tex. ),  and  m  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  time  of  transit  from  there  to  our  port  is  within  the 
period  of  incubation,  passengers  on  the  Mexican  Central  road  suspected 
coming  from  infected  districts  are  required  to  sign  a  paper  that  neither 
he  or  his  baggage  have  been  in  any  city  or  place  where  yellow  fever 
or  smallpox  is  said  to  exist,  for  the  last  twenty  days. 

Reported  cholera  in  Buenos  Ayres, — The  following  telegram  has  been 

received  from  the  president  of  the  Louisiana  board  of  health  in  response 

to  request  for  information : 

July  31,  1892. 

Paper  published  in  Psuiama  rei>orted  existence  of  cholera  in  Buenos- 
Ayres. 

Cuba — Havana — Yellow  fever. — The  United  States  sanitary  inspector 
reports  14  deaths  from  yellow  fever  during  the  two  weeks  ended  July 
23,  1892. 

Obeat  BBriAiN— J^2an^  aaid  Wales. — The  deaths  registered  \x\  33^ 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  July  16 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  17.9  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,185,736.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Birkenhead,  viz,  9.8,  and  the  highest  in  West  Ham,  viz,  22.6 
a  thousand. 

London. — One  thousand  five  hundred  and  forty-six  deaths  were  reg> 
istered  during  the  week,  including  measles,  74;  scarlet  fever,  23;^ 
diphtheria,  43 ;  whooping  cough,  27 ;  enteric  fever,  8 ;  and  diarrhea 
and  dysentery,  171.  The  deaths  from  all  causes  corresponded  to  an 
annual  rate  of  18.9  a  thousand.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs 
caused  168  deaths.  In  greater  London  1,975  deaths  were  registered, 
corresponding  to  an  annual  rate  of  17.9  a  thousand  of  the  population. 
In  the  '^ outer  ring"  the  deaths  included  diphtheria  14  and  measles  32. 

Ireland. — 'f  he  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths- 
registered  during  the  week  ended  July  16,  in  the  16  principal  towiv 
districts  of  Ireland,  was  17.9  a  thousand  of  the  population.  The  lowest 
rate  was  recorded  in  Dundalk,  viz,  8.4,  and  the  highest  in  Lurgan,  viz,. 
45.6  a  thousand.  In  Dublin  and  suburbs  162  deaths  were  registered^ 
including  enteric  fever  4  and  measles  9. 

Scotland. — The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  July  16  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  17.2  a  thoa> 
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«and  of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,447,500.  The  lowest 
mortality  was  recorded  in  Greenock,  viz,  13.2,  and  the  highest  in  Leith, 
viz,  20.1  a  thousand.

Gape  Charles  Quarantine, — Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  P^rry  reports  as 
follows,  August  10;  1892 : 

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  at  quarantine  to-day  of  the 
Spanish  steamship  Niceto,  thirteen  days  from  Havana,  by  way  of  Fuu- 
chal,  bound  for  Hampton  Eoads  for  orders.  She  has  no  cargo,  is  in 
water  ballast,  and  in  fair  sanitary  condition.  The  cre\v  of  thirty-six 
men  are  all  well,  and  give  no  history  of  recent  illness.  Although  this 
vessel  has  a  clean  bill  of  health  from  Funchal,  there  was  no  evidence 
to  show  that  she  had  been  disinfected  since  leaving  Havana.  She  will 
be  fumigated  here.

Geddings  writes  as  follows : 

July  30,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  have  wired  you  as  follows : 
*'  Brig  Caspian.  Captain  died  Wednesday  night  of  heart  disease.  One 
case  of  yellow  fever  Thursday ; "  which  I  how  beg  to  confirm.  The 
circumstances  are  as  follows :    -  • 

The  Caspian  left  Havana  on  Thursday,  the  21st,  and  arrived  here  on 
Tuesday,  the  26th.  I  boarded  early  in  the  morning,  found  all  well 
apparently,  and  at  once  towed  the  Caspian  to  the  dock  for  fumigation 
and  disinfection.  On  Wednesday  morning,  on  mustering  all  hands, 
they  still  all  appeared  well. 

At  noon  Wednesday  found  the  captain  lying  on  deck  in  the  shade, 
but  he  complained  of  nothing,  and  did  not  seem  at  all  sick.    At  3  p.  m. 
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he  was  lying  as  before,  but  breathing  heavily.  I  thereupon  insisted 
on  examining  him,  and  made  out  an  aortic  regurgitant  murmur,  well 
marked  ;  he  died  that  night  at  10  o'clock. 

I  am  informed  by  the  mate  and  boatswain,  examined  separately,  that 
the  captain  had  been  drinking  heavily  in  Havana  and  during  the  whole 
voynge,  and  the  steward  tells  me  had  eaten  absolutely  nothing  during 
this  whole  time.  I  made  a  hurried  necropsy,  sufiBcient,  however,  to 
verify  my  diagnosis  and  to  establish  the  fact  from  the  examination  of 
stomach,  liver,  and  kidneys  that  there  were  no  pathological  changes 
indicative  of  yellow  fever. 

Thursday  morning,  on  again  mustering  all  hands,  found  one  man  com- 
plaining, whose  appearance  and  symptoms  were  typical  of  yellow  fever. 
I  at  once  isolated  him  in  a  tent,  but  his  case  presented  from  the  first 
suppression  of  the  urine,  and  he  died  on  the  second  day  of  the  disease. 
The  case  was  typical  and  unmistakable.  The  history  of  this  case  is  an 
follows: 

He  had  made  a  voyage  to  some  South  American  port;  had  been  left 
ashore  and  had  returned  to  Havana  in  a  Spanish  bark,  where  he  joined 
the  Caftpian  the  night  l>efore  sailing,  after  a  residence  in  the  city  of 
Havana  variously  stated  at  from  one  to  three  weeks,  living  in  the  worst 
part  of  the  city  and  indulging  in  all  the  vices  habitual  t^  seamen.  I 
am  therefore  inclined  to  l^elieve  at  this  writing  that  the  infection  was 
not  contracted  on  board  the  Caspian^  but  in  the  city  of  Havana.  The 
Caspian,  however,  will  be  detained  for  at  least  fifteen  days  longer,  and 
her  fumigation  and  disinfection  repeated.

CHOLERA. 

Consulate  of  the  United  States, 
OdexsUj  Eu8»iaj  now  at  Tashkent,  Central  Asia.  June  18,  1892. 

8ik:  Referring  to  my  dispatch  of  8th  instant,  concerning  theexist- 
<ince  of  Asiatic  cholera  at  Kaakha,  on  the  line  of  the  Transcaspian  rail 
\¥iiy,  I  have  farther  to  report  that  the  disease  has  appeared  in  epidemic 
form  at  Uzun-Ada,  .Tizzak,  and  other  places  in  Central  Asia.  I  have 
reason  to  believe  that  several  deaths  occurred  at  Samarcand,  aJthoagh 
the  authorities  here  deny  this.  Jizzak  is  on  the  main  road  between 
Tashkent  and  Samarcand,  and  has  long  been  known  as  a  very  unhealthy 
place,  owing  to  tlie  numerous  rice  fields  surrounding  it.  Quarantine 
has  been  established  at  Chinaz,  a  town  on  the  Syr  Daria,  seventy  versts 
from  Tashkent.  The  season  thus  far  has  been  exceptionally  cool ;  fruit 
trees  are  at  least  two  weeks  late  in  ripening  of  their  fruits.  The  native 
or  sart  population  have  been  warned  by  printed  circulai-s  that  it  is 
extremely  dangerous  for  them  to  eat  largely  of  fruit,  apricots  especially, 
i»nd  at  the  same  time  drink  large  quantities  of  water. 

As  the  water  is  very  impure  and  the  fruit  grows  in  great  abundance 
and  costs  nothing,  it  is  very  doubtful  whether  the  warning  will  do 
niHeh  good.  The  authorities  here  are  making  every  effort  to  keep  the 
<^)olera  out  of  Tashkent,  but  they  admit  that  there  is  but  little  hope 
of  being  successful.  I  shall  remain  in  Turkistan  until  such  time  as  I 
<5an  bring  my  mission  here  to  a  more  or  less  successful  termination, 
which  will  be  about  the  middle  of  September.  Cotton  picking  does 
7iot  commence  here  until  the  end  of  Augusts  The  mails  here  are  very 
irregular  and  are  usually  sevei*al  days  late,  if,  indeed,  they  arrive  at 
all.  The  rivers  and  mountain  streams  have  swollen  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  render  crossing  extremely  dangerous.  It  is  only  a  few  weeks  ago 
that  I  received  a  mass  of  puip,  all  that  was  left  of  a  very  large  mall 
from  Odessa,  the  mail  wagon  or  cart  having  been  overturned  in  the 
Syr  Daria  River.  I  shall  continue  to  write  the  Department  while  the 
4*,holera  lasts,  giving  such  information  as  may  be  obtainable.  I  inclose 
copies  of  lettei-s  and  telegrams  with  Mr.  Hall,  the  United  States  consul 
at  Batoum.  Mr.  HalPs  answer  to  my  telegram  was  received  June  15 
at  11-30  p.  m.

Sir  :  I  have  to  advise  you  that  cholera  ( Asiatic)  has  broken  out  at 
Kaakha,  a  small  station  on  the  Transcaspian  railway,  and  all  travelers 
from  Central  Asia  must  undergo  three  days'  quarantine  at  Uzun-Ada 
before  being  permitted  to  cross  the  Caucasus  or  go  up  the  Volga. 

Doubtless  you  will  be  in  possession  of  this  information  long  before 
this  letter  reaches  you.  I  desire  to  advise  you  to  keep  a  sharp  lookout, 
and  should  reliable  information  reach  you  that  the  disease  is  increasing, 
to  cable  the  Department  at  Washington.  I  also  advise  you  to  notify 
shippers  of  Khorassan  wool  that  you  will  refuse  to  authenticate  their 
invoices  until  after  you  receive  instructions  from  Washington. 

I  have  written  to  the  Department  that  I  would  thus  advise  you,  and 
it  would  be  well  if  you' would  write  immediately  for  instructions.  T 
can,  of  course,  only  advise  you  5  but  if  the  case  were  different,  and 
Batoum  a  consular  agency  under  Odessa,  I  should  most  certainly  forbid 
you  to  sign  any  invoice  of  Khorassan  or  other  Asiatic  wools  until  such 
time,  at  least,  as  the  Department  could  be  heard  from. 

Strong  pressure  on  the  part  of  the  shippers  will  doubtless  be  brought 
to  bear  on  you,  but  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Chambers  I  would  assume  no 
responsibility  in  a  matter  so  serious.

Sir  :  I  confirm  the  statement  relating  to  Asiatic  cholera  made  in 
my  dispatch  to  the  Department  dated  18th  instant.  I  have  further  to 
report  that  several  cases  of  cholera  have  appeared  in  this  city  and  also 
at  Chinaz,  the  quarantine  station  between  Jizzak  and  Tashkent,  which 
I  mentioned  in  my  last  dispatch.  A  young  soldier,  a  recent  arrival 
from  Bussia,  died  here  last  night  after  a  few  hours'  illness.  The  case 
was  a  very  interesting  one.  Upon  post  mortem  examination  nine 
pounds  of  fruit  in  an  undigested  state  was  found  in  his  stomach  and 
bowels.  Fruit,  in  the  great  abundance  in  which  it  is  found  here,  rarely 
foils  to  the  lot  of  the  Eussian  soldier  or  peasant  at  home,  and  when  the 
young  recruit  comes  to  this  country  the  temptation  to  eat  it  is  very 
strong.  While  the  cholera  exists  at  numerous  places  in  the  Transcas- 
pian territory  and  in  Turkistan,  it  has  not  as  yet  assumed  the  propor- 
tions of  a  severe  epidemic  in  either  district.  At  Uzumada  the  first  re 
ports  were  the  most  alarming,  and  the  progress  of  the  disease  eastward 
has  been  characterized  by  the  mildness  of  its  course  and  its  slow  prog- 
ress. At  Baku,  however,  the  disease  may  be  regarded  as  existing  in 
a  severe  form ;   many  deaths  have  occurred  and  many  cases  exist. 


exists  at  Uzuu- Ada  aud  also  at  Balaisbem.  A  physician  who  deserted 
his  post  at  Chiuaz  thrpugh  fear  has  arrived  here  and  will  be  severely 
punished,  the  military  governor  stating  that  his  offense  was  exactly 
the  same  as  that  of  a  soldier  deserting  in  face  of  an  enemy.  The  situ- 
ation here  is  certainly  a  grave  one;  it  is  useless  to  try  aud  leave  be 
<jause  of  the  existence  of  the  disease  elsewhere  and  on  account  of  the 
i|uarantine  at  numerous  places  between  here  and  Odessa. 

June  30,  1892.  The  governor-general  left  this  morning  for  the 
mountains.  I  dined  with  him  last  nighty  and  was  strongly  advised  to 
leave  Tashkent  for  the  mountains  without  delay,  and  I  have  promised 
to  do  so  on  Tuesday  next.  In  the  meantime  I  have  a  journey  to  makt* 
to  collect  a  few  specimens  of  the  cotton  plant  in  flower.  This  flower 
is  of  great  importance  to  our  cotton  experts,  and  I  hope  to  be  able  to 
present  its  characteristics  in  a  snfificiently  lucid  form  to  enable  expertii 
to  determine  its  value  as  a  rival  to  the  American  plant.*  As  far  as  I 
have  been  able  to  ascertain,  there  have  bi*en  no  deaths  from  cholera 
since  yesterday.

On  the  morning  of  the  16th  I  repeated  the  contents  of  this  telegram 
to  the  legation  and  consulate-general  at  Teheran  and  also  to  the  con- 
sular officers  at  Aden,  Suez,  and  Port  Said,  on  the  Re<i  Sea  coast,  as. 
instructed.     1  have  since  confirmed  my  telegrams  by  letter. 

The  quarantine  regulations  are  now  applied  by  Egypt  against  ar- 
rivals from  part  of  the  coast  of  Syria.  I  have  therefore  addressed  a 
letter  to  the  consul  at  Beirut,  informing  him  also  of  the  contents  of 
the  Department's  telegram.  Xo  case  of  cholera  has  been  reported  in 
Egypt  this  year.  Strict  measures  have  been  taken  to  prevent  its  in- 
troduction by  pilgrims  returning  from  Mecca.  I  have  instructed  the 
consular  agents  at  Suez,  Port  Said,  and  Alexandria  to  use  all  proper 
vigilance  to  carry  out  the  intention  of  the  Department's  instructions. 
and  shall  report  at  once  anything  in  the  matter  which  may  be  of  in- 
terest.       ^ 

I  have  tried  to  obtain  a  copy  of  the  regulations  applied  to  arrivals 
from  the  Red  Sea,  but  could  not  obtain  it  in  time  for  this  mail.  1  hope 
to  be  able  to  send  it  by  next  mail. 

Doubtless  the  Department  has  already  sent  more  specific  instructions 
by  mail,  but,  if  not,  I  woold  respectfully  ask  for  lurther  instructions.

Sir  :  It  is  with  profound  regret  that  I  have  to  inform  your  Depart- 
ment that  rumors,  not  yet  fully  authenticated,  of  suspected  cases  of 
cholera  in  the  city  of  Acca,  Syria,  within  the  Beirut  consular  district, 
have  constantly  been  circulating  here  for  the  last  eight  days.  Acca 
is  a  seaport  situated  at  a  distance  of  about  78  English  miles  southwest 
of  Beirut. 

A  medical  commission  has  already  been  sent  to  Acca  by  the  author- 
ifdes  of  this  vilayet  in  order  to  ascertain  and  report  the  true  facts  on 
the  subject. 
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The  arrivals  by  sea  from  the  Syrian  coast,  namely,  from  Beirut  to 
Jafifa,  both  inclusive,  are  for  the  present  subjected  to  ten  days'  quaran- 
tine. A  military  cordon  has  also  been  established  by  land  to  intercept 
all  direct  communications  with  the  locality  suspected  of  being  infected 
with  cholera. 

I  will  make  it  my  duty  to  keep  the  Department  fully  and  duly  in- 
formed of  any  progress  which  this  dreaded  epidemic  may  make  within 
tlie  Acea  district.

To  Collectors  of  Customs^  Medical  Officers  of  the  U,  S.  Marine  JEospiial 
Service,  Agents  of  Foreign  Steamship  Lines,  Local  Qiuirantine  Officers^ 
and  others  whom  it  may  concern : 

The  act  approved  April  27,  1878,  eutitled  **  Au  act  to  prevent  the  in- 
trodnction  of  contagions  or  infections  diseases  into  the  United  States," 
provides  that  no  vessel  coming  from  any  foreign  port  or  country  where 
any  contagious  or  infections  disease  exists,  or  any  vessel  or  vehicle 
conveying  persons,  merchandise,  oi*  animals  affected  with  any  conta- 
gious disease,  shall  enter  any  port  of  the  United  States,  or  pass  the 
bonndary  line  between  the  United,  States  and  any  foreign  country,  ex- 
cept in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  under  said  act. 

Furthermore,  section  4792  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United 
States  provides  as  follows : 

''The  quarantine  and  other  restraints  established  ))y  the  health  laws 
of  any  State  respecting  any  vessels  arriving  in  or  bound  to  any  j>ort  or 
district  thereof  shall  be  dulv  observed  bv  the  officer  of  the  customs 
revenue  of  the  United  States,  by  mastei*s  and  crew  s  of  the  several  rev- 
enue cutters,  *  5i«  jji  and  all  such  officers  of  the  United  States  shall 
faithfully  aid  in  the  execution  of  such  quarantine  and  health  laws, 
*  *  *  and  as  they  shall  be  directed  fiom  time  to  time  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury.- ' 

Official  information  having  been  received  of  an  epidemic  of  cholera 
in  Ruasia,  and  in  view  of  the  large  immigration  into  the  United  States 
from  said  country,  and  of  the  danger  that  exists  of  the  introduction  of 
cholera  into  the  United  States  through  the  medium  of  personal  effects 
and  baggage  of  said  immigrants,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  on  and  after 
September  18,  1892,  no  vessel  having  on  board  personal  baggage,  bed- 
ding, clothing,  etc.,  belonging  to  immigrants  from  Russia,  or  having 
on  board  personal  effects,  baggage,  etc.,  belonging  to  any  immigrant 
coming  from  any  cholera-infected  district,  shall  be  admitted  to  entry 
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into  the  United  States  unless  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  the 
consular  officer  at  the  port  of  embarkation  to  the  effect  that  said  per- 
sonal effects,  baggage,  etc.,  have  been  disinfected  in  a<*eordance  with 
the  methods  hereinafter  described. 

For  the  disinfection  of  said  articles  one  or  more  6f  the  following 
methods  will  be  used,  all  articles  to  be  unpacked  and  freely  exposed  for 
disinfection  : 

1.  Boiling  in  water  not  less  than  one  hour. 

2.  Exposure  to  steam  not  less  than  one  hour,  the  steam  to  be  of  a 
temperature  not  less  than  100  degrees  centigrade  (212  degrees  Fahren- 
heit) nor  greater  than  115  degrees  centigmde  (239  degrees  Fahrenheit) 
and  unmixed  with  air.  j 

3.  Solution  of  carbolic  acid  of  a  2  per  cent,  strength. 

This  method  (Xo.  3)  may  be  applied  only  to  leather  gooils.  such  as 
trunks,  satchels,  boots,  shoes ;  to  rubber  goods,  etc.,  the  articles  to  be 
saturated  with  the  solution.

Both  cases  are  under  treatment,  but  as  the 
case  of  the  mate  is  characterized  by  continued  high  temperature  and 
gastric  irritation  and  that  of  the  steward  by  a  tendency  to  urinary  sup- 
pression, I  can  not  at  this  time  hazzard  any  predictions  as  to  results.

She  had  six  Ciises  of  sickness  and  two  deaths  in  port  of  departure, 
which  were  all  probably  yellow  fever;  no  sickness  en  route. 

She  is  held  for  thorough  fumigation  and  disinfection.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  this  day  of  the  American 
bark  Mary  G,  Reed,  eighteen  days  from  Havana,  bound  for  Pascagoula, 
Miss.  Wliilst  in  port  of  departure  one  of  her  crew  was  taken  sick 
with  yellow  fever  and  sent  tx)  hospital,  where  he  remained  when  the 
vessel  left  Havana.  She  was  fumigated  and  disinfected  by  the  sanitary 
inspector  before  leaving,  and  will  undergo  the  same  process  here.

Sir  :  It  will  be  your  duty  as  medical  health  inspector  iu  this  serv- 
ice to  exercise  due  vigilance  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  smallpox 
or  other  contagious  diseases  into  the  United  States.  The  epidemic  of 
smallpox  at  Victoria,  and  its  prevalence  at  Vancouver  and  other  cities 
and  towns  in  British  Ck)lumbia,-will  require  your  special  attention. 

You  will  be  expected  to  board  all  railroad  trains  from  British  Co- 
lumbia, and  to  forbid  the  entrance  into  the  United  States  of  any  pas- 
senger or  baggage  until  you  are  thoroughly  satisfied  that  such  passen- 
ger has  not  been  exposed  to  the  contagion  for  at  least  two  weeks  prior 
to  admission,  and  until  all  baggage  suispected  of  containing  the  infec- 
tion shall  have  been  disinfected. 

Through  passengers  from  points  east  of  Mission,  B.  C,  may  reason- 
ably be  exempted  from  rigid  scrutiny  ;  but  in  all  other  cases  diligent 
<*are  should  be  exercised.  In  doubtful  cases,  refuse  admission  until 
subjected  to  vaccination. 

In  the  absence  of  more  detailed  instructions  you  will  exercise  your 
own  good  judgment  and  best  discretion. 

I  inclose  copy  of  Department  Circular  No.  90,  U.  S.  Quarantine  Laws 
and  Regulations,  for  your  information. 

I  have  the  assurance  of  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  county  com- 
missioners of  your  county,  with  whom  and  other  local  quarantine  au- 
thorities cordial  relations  must  be  maintained.

Yellow  fever  at  Mullet  Key  Quarantine  Station. — The  following  letter 
has  been  received  from  Dr.  Joseph  Y.  Porter,  State  health  officer : 

Tampa  Bay,  Fla.,  August  11,  1S02. 

I  have  to  inform  you  of  the  arrival  at  this  station,  on  the  3d  instant, 
of  the  American  four-masted  schooner  Eva  B,  Douglass,  Captain  Letts, 
four  days  from  Havana.  At  the  date  of  arrival  the  captain  and  crew 
were  apparently  in  good  health,  and  were  mustered  as  well.  On  the 
4th  the  schooner  was  fumigated  and  disinfected,  and  the  bedding  and 
clothing  were  subjected  to  the  steam  disinfecting  process  at  a  temper- 
ature of  230°,  and  at  12  pounds  pressure.     The  vessel  was  then  an- 
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chored  out  of  the  channel  and  held  for  observation.  On  the  6th  instant 
the  paptain  reported  having  had  a  chill  with  fever  and  sweating  the 
afternoon  before.  He  was  up  and  about,  and  expressed  himself  as 
feeling  ^  great  deal  better.  Close  examination  found  him  with  a  tem- 
perature of  103°  F.;  pulse  78,  infected  eyes,  coated  tongue,  slightly 
nauseated  but  no  vomiting ;  no  pain  in  head,  back,  or  limbs.  Urine  one- 
third  by  volume  albuminous  and  slightly  hemorrhagic. 

The  next  morning,  7th,  I  found  the  first  mate  and  two  seamen  slightly 
,  ill.  The  vessel  was  anchored  5  miles  from  this  station,  moved  to  the 
leeward  and  farther  from  the  ordinary  route  of  travel  in  the  bay,  and 
no  communication  allowed  except  through  myself.  Nurses  were  placed 
on  board,  aud  as  the  crew  were  evidently  all  inoculated  with  the  poison 
in  Havana,  and  were  being  seized,  one  after  another,  in  rapid  succes- 
sion, T  did  not  deem  it  necessary  to  remove  the  sick,  but  treated  them 
aboard,  procuring  nurses  for  that  purpose. 

The  steward,  negro  seaman,  shipped  in  Havana,  and  a  Norwegian 
have  not  been  sick.  The  first  named  claims  to  have  had  *' malarial 
fever"  while  in  Havana;  the  latter,  yellow  fever  at  Santos  six  months 
ago.  The  crew  have  had  light  attacks.  The  attack  of  the  captain 
was  violent,  as  as  shown  by  the  appearance  of  albuminous  urine  within 
the  first  twenty-four  hours.  Suppression  of  urine  occurred  yesterday 
about  11  a.  m.,  and  this  morning  at  4  o'clock  he  died  in  uriemic  con- 
vulsions. The  Douglas  was  in  Havana  twenty  days  lying  at  the  Talla-* 
piedra  wharf  on  the  Havana  side  of  the  harbor,  and  her  consular  bill 
of  health  states  that  three  of  her  crew  were  sent  to  the  hospital; 
** disease  proved  to  be  yellow  fever."  As  with  the  brig  Caspian  re- 
cently at  the  Tortugas  quarantine  station,  fever  appeared  on  the  Douglas 
after  the  completion  of  the  fumigation  and  disinfection.  After  the 
cessation  of  the  fever  on  the  DougUis  she  will  be  again  disinfected  be- 
fore being  permitted  to  proceed  to  her  port  of  destination,  which  is 
Charlotte's  Harbor. 

Suspected  case  of  typhus  fever  at  Waltham,  Mass. — Dr.  E.  R.  Cutler, 
president  board  of  health,  writes  as  follows : 

Waltham,  Mass.,  August  13,  1892. 

Sir:  Your  note  of  the  10th  received,  referring  to  case  of  typhus 
fever. 

The  i'acts  as  far  as  I  know  them  are  these : 

Fritiof  Svensson  embarked  on  the  steamship  Nevada  (Guion)  on  the 
2d  of  July ;  arrived  at  New  York  on  the  14th  of  July.  Came  almost 
directly  to  this  place,  and  on  the  second  day  after  landing  at  New 
York  had  sharp  chili,  followed  by  continued  fever  for  eleven  days. 
Defervescence  complete  in  two  days  after  commencement.  Abundant 
eruption  of  petechial  character  occurred  almost  at  beginning  of  illness 
and  occupied  whole  body,  including  face  and  feet.  Stupor  aud  mild 
delirium  marked.  Dusky  look  on  face.  Bowels  loose,  but  dejections 
not  bright  yellow. 

Ivlid  not  see  his  case  till  the  ninth  day. 

Patient  knew  of  no  sickness  on  shipboard,  and  vessel  was  not  de- 
tained at  quarantine.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  inclased  letter  from  the 
secretary  of  state  of  Nebraska,  which  deals  v^Mh  a  subject  of  great  im- 
portance to  the  people  of  this  State. 

If  immigration  is  coming  to  our  shores  from  the  cholera- infected  dis-* 
trict'^  of  the  Old  World,  it  would  seem  that  the  Federal  authorities 
should  exercise  proper  quarantine  authority  at  the  ports  of  entry  ;  and 
I  sincerely  hope  and  trust  that  the  proper  effort  will  be  made  in  this 
respect.

Dear  Sir  :  I  am  in  receipt  of  information  from  a  gentleman  in 
New  York  as  follows:  There  are  now  forty  tickets  sold  from 
Saratoff  and  Samara,  Russia,  to  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  and  that  we 
have  residing  in  Lincoln  to-day  upwards  of  seven  hundred  Russians, 
who  are  sending  every  day  for  their  relatives  to  come  to  this 
country.  The  gentleman  giving  this  information  also  incloses  a  clip- 
ping from  the  Philadelphia  Press  of  August  8,  which  I  inclose.'*^  He 
suggests  that  precautions  should  be  taken  at  once  and  names  New- 
York  City,  Baltimore,  Philadelphia,  and  Montreal  as  the  points  of  de- 
barkation in  this  country.  I  am  also  informed  in  the  letter  that  the 
destination  of  some  of  these  immigrants  are  Sutton,  Hastings,  Grand 
Island,  Norfolk,  and  Platte  Center.  The  gentleman  makes  mention  of 
the  fact  that  where  the  beet-sugar  buisness  is  those  that  are  there 
have  already  sent  for  their  relations,  who  are  now  on  the  road. 

This  information  is  reliable,  and  I  respectfully  submit  the  same  to 
you.

New  Orleans  Quarantine, — The  following  circular  is  published  for 
the  information  of  consuls  and  consular  agents,  who  will  bring  it  to 
the  notice  of  the  masters  of  vessels  bound  for  the  port  of  New  Orleans : 

Office  Board  of  Health,  State  of  Louisiana, 

Neic  Orleans,  Jxdy  28,  1892. 

Special  suggestions  to  owners,  agents,  masters  of  vessels,  and  passeng^s. 

The  Louisiana  State  board  of  health  recommends  the  following  sug- 
gestions to  agents,  owners,  masters  of  vessels,  and  passengers,  for  the 

*Thi8  simply  reports  that  the  cholera  has  reached  St.  Petersburg. 
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purpose  of  facilitating  the  work  of  quarantine  officers  and  reducing  the 
period  of  detention  to  a  minimum : 

1.  That  vessels  should  be  stripped  during  the  qnamntine  seasons  of 
all  woolen  hangings,  carpets,  curtains,  aad  such  like  materials,  and 
upholstered  furniture  as  far  as  practicable.  Hair  or  moss  mattresses 
to  be  i*eplace(i  by  wire  or  wicker  beds. 

2.  That  as  far  as  ])assible  vessels  trading  with  tropical  ports  should 
be  manned  with  acclimated  crews. 

3.  Masters  of  vessels,  ship  and  consular  j^ents  are  earnestly  re- 
quested to  instruct  passengers  from  quarantinable  ports  to  dispense,  as 
far  as  possible,  with  baggage  which  may  be  injured  by  wetting  or  heat 
(230°  F. )  while  undergoing  disinfection.  Such  passengers  are  especially 
warned  against  bringing  furs,  silks,  skins,  laces,  velvets,  and  other  fab- 
rics of  delicate  texture,  as  they  will  be  compelled  to  assume  all  risks 
of  injury. 

4.  While  in  ports  infected  with  yellow  fever,  vessels  should  be  an- 
chored out  in  the  harbor,  when  this  is  possible,  and  the  crew  prohib- 
ited from  going  ashore,  especially  at  night. 

5.  When  practicable,  cargoes  should  be  loaded  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  allow  access  to  the  pumps  and  also  to  enable  the  quarantine  officials 
to  pump  out  and  wash  the  bilge. 

6.  For  the  purpose  of  avoiding  delay  and  expense  at  quarantine, 
owing  to  the  necessity  of  shifting  of  cargo  for  the  object  of  disinfection, 
it  is  recommended  that  there  be  constructed  in  all  vessels  from  quaran- 
tined ports  an  open  framework  shaft,  15  inches  in  diameter,  from  the 
center  of  ejich  hatch,  through  which  the  fumigating  pipe  may  be  intro- 
duced down  to  the  dunnage  of  the  vessel. 

7.  Special  attention  should  be  given  to  cleanliness  of  vessels  and 
persons,  and  provision  should  be  made  for  all  possible  ventilation  of 
the  entire  vessel.  The  best  disinfectants  and  instructions  for  using  the 
same  can  be  obtained  by  application  to  the  board  of  health  or  any  of 
its  officers. 

8.  Masters  should,  before  arrival,  see  that  the  bilge  is  thoroughly 
pumped  out  and  cleansed  and  that  the  entire  vessel  be^put  in  such  good 
sanitary  condition  a*^  to  permit  of  the  least  possible  detention.  Fruit 
vessels,  particularly,  should  be  kept  thoroughly  cleansed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  avoiding  delay  at  the  quarantine  station. 

9.  Vessels  oli^erving  the  above  recommendations  will  receive  st)ecial 
consideration  at  the  quarantine  station,  detention  and  cost  of  cleaning, 
disinfecting,  etc.,  being  materiallv  lessened  therebv.

I  have  to  reciuest  that  copies  of  this  circular  be  sent  to  each  of  the 
United  States  consuls  and  consular  agents  in  the  West  Indies,  Mexico, 
Central  and  South  America,  with  instructions  to  notify  masters  of 
vessels  liable  to  be  detained  at  the  Louisiana  quarantine  station  of  the 
requirements  therein  noted. 

The  necessity  of  this  notice  has  been  made  apparent  by  the  unneces- 
sary detention  of  a  British  vessel,  with  unnecessary  quarantine  expenses, 
amounting  to  nearly  seven  hundred  dollars,  at  the  port  of  New  Orleans 
during  the  present  quarantine  season,  the  captain  of  said  vessel  being 
ignorant  of  the  requirements  of  the  said  board  when  loading  his  vessel 
at  Cardenas,  Cuba.

Compared  with  the  average  for  the  month  of  July  in  the  six  years, 
1886-1891,  membranous  croup  was  more  prevalent,  and  smallpox, 
measles,  influenza,  dysentery,  cerebrospinal  meningitis,  cholera  infan- 
tum, intermittent  fever,  whooping  cough,  typho- malarial  fever,  cholera 
morbus,  diphtheria,  and  remittent  fever  were  less  prevalent  in  July,

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Including  reports  by  regular  observers  and  others,  diphtheria  was 
reported  present  in  Michigan  in  the  month  of  July,  1892,  at  44  places; 
scarlet  fever,  64 ;  typhoid  fever,  38 ;  and  measles  at  19  places. 

Reports  from  all  sources  show  diphtheria  reported  at  25  places  less, 
scarlet  fever  at  37  places  less,  typhoid  fever  at  4  places  more,  and  measles 
at  23  places  less  in  the  mouth  of  July,  1892,  than  in  the  preceding  month. 

Week  ended  August  6,  L892.  Reports  from  76  observers  indicate 
that  measles,  typhoid  fever,  diphtheria,  influeuza,  cerebrospinal  men- 
ingitis, pleuritis,  membranous  croup,  cholera  infantum,  and  typho-ma- 
larial  fever  increased,  and  that  erysipelas  and  inflammation  of  brain 
decreased  in  area  of  prevalence.

CHOLERA. 

Special  press  information  received  at  the  Marine  Hospital  Bureau 

confirms  the  recent  dispatches  to  the  effect  that  cholera  is  prevailing 

in  eastern  Prussia. 

Consulate  General  U.  S.  A., 
/  St.  Petersburg,  July  17,  1892. 

Sir  :  Confirming  my  dispatch  No.  222,  dated  June  24, 1892, 1  have  to  re- 
port that  the  cholera  is  now  prevailing  in  Baku,  Batoum,  Tiflis,  Asti-ak- 
han,  Simbirsk,  and  Saratow.  The  reports,  however,  that  the  cholera  is 
prevailing  in  Moscow  and  St.  Peteraburg  are  without  foundation  at 
this  writing. 

I  am  in  receipt  of  letters  from  Count  Leo  Tolstoi  and  Mi^s.  Olga 
Navikoff  informing  me  that  this  epidemic  is  threatening,  especially 
the  inhabitants  of  the  famine  districts,  with  disastix)us  results,  and 
furthermore  that  the  crops  in  about  half  of  tlie  districts  afflicted  with 
famine  of  the  last  year,  are  as  bad  this  year  as  last  Both  of  these 
noted  benefactors  assure  me  that  the  work  of  relief  must  be  continued 
throughout  the  coming  year.

Measures  taken  by  the  Government  of  Malta  to  prevent  the  introduction  of 

cholera. 

Government  notice. — The  honorable,  the  deputy  governor,  having 
heard  the  opinion  of  the  board  of  health,  has  been  pleased  to  direct 
that  Government  Notice  No.  117  of  the  21st  July,  1892,  is  to  be  modi- 
fied with  reference  to  paragraph  7,  and  that,  the  other  provisions  there- 
in tjontained  remaining  in  force,  the  following  regulations  are  to  be  ob- 
served, viz: 

1.  Vessels  with  pilgrims  from  the  East,  or  having  had  cases  of  cholera 
on  board,  as  well  as  all  vessels  having  or  having  had  on  board  cases 
of  diarrhea,  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  quarantine  medical  officer  may 
be  presumed  to  indicate  cholera,  shall  not  be  permitted  to  enter  this 
harbor. 


2.  Vessels  coming  from  Rio  Janeiro  or  other  ports,  when  cases  of 
yellow  fever  have  taken  plai*e  on  board,  shall  not  be  permitted  to  enter 
this  harbor  except,  if  uece^isary,  to  coal,  in  strict  quarantine,  and  on 
condition  that  they  leave  afterwards  with  the  least  possible  delay. 

3.  Vessels  coming  from  ports  known  to  be  infected  with  yellow  fever 
are  to  be  subjected  to  14  days'  quarantine  and  to  be  disinfected,  unless 
they,  have  been  disinfected  at  an  intermediate  port. 

4.  Vessels  not  provideil  with  duly  authorized  medical  officers  shall 
undergo /strict  medical  inspection  on  arrival  from  any  x)orts  of  southern 
Europe  (from  Cape  St.  Vincent  eastwards\  of  Turkey  in  Asia,  and  of 
northern  Africa  east  of  Tangiers. 

5.  Vessels  arriving  from  the  Persian  Gulf  after  21  days  from  theii* 
departure  are  to  be  admitted  to  pratique.  Vessels  arriving  within  a 
shorter  i)erio<l  are  to  complete  21  days'  quarantine,  reckoned  from  the 
date  of  their  departure  from  the  above-mentioned  ports. 

6.  Vessels  arriving  direct  from  Adalia  and  Jaffa  and  from  the  coast 
of  Turkey  in  Asia  between  those  ports,  are  to  undergo  10  days'  quar- 
antine. VesseLs  arriving  from  the  above  places,  but  which  have  been 
admitted  to  pratique  at  intermediate  ports.  ai*e  to  be  admitted  to  prat- 
ique in  these  islands. 

7.  Vessels  arri^'ing  from  the  Russian  coasts  in  the  Black  Sea,  includ- 
ing the  Sea  of  Azov,  or  from  the  coasts  of  Turkey  in  Asia  in  the  Black 
S€»,  are  to  undergo  7  days'  quarantine. 

Vessels  arriving  from  other  parts  of  the  Black  Sea  coast  are  to  under- 
go 24  hours'  obser\'ation  in  the  great  hai'bor. 

8.  Vessels  arriving  from  Ai-abian  ports  in  the  Red  Sea  which  have 
not  been  admitted  to  free  pratique  at  Suez  and  Port  Said  will  not  be 
allowed  to  enter  the  harbors  of  Malta. 

9.  Vessels  from  Arabian  ports  in  the  Red  Sea,  touching  at  interme- 
diate ports  before  arrival  in  this  island,  are  to  undergo  a  period  of  21 
days'  quarantine,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  day  of  their  dej^rture  from 
the  first  port  at  which  they  were  admitted  to  pratique. 

10.  Vessels  subject  to  quarantine  shall  not  be  admitted  to  pmtique, 
at  the  expiration  of  the  established  period  of  quarantine,  before  they 
shall  have  been  thoroughly  disinfected. 

11.  Passengers  arriving  from  Egypt,  Syria,  and  ports  in  the  Red 
Sea,  will  not  be  permitted  to  land  at  Malta  unless  they  produce  evi- 
dence satisfactory  to  the  port  authority  that  they  have  not  resided  or 
been  in  Arabia  for  the  21  days  previous  to  their  departure. 

12.  Soiled  linen  and  wearing  apparel  shall  not  be  allowed  to  be 
landed  from  any  ship  which  may  be  under  any  suspicion  of  having  had 
recently  on  board  a  case  of  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  or  from 
any  ship  arriving  through  the  Suez  Canal,  or  from  Syria,  Karamania, 
Spain,  or  the  coasts  of'the  Black  Sea,  or  the  Sea  of  Azov,  except  after 
disinfection  at  the  Lazaretto  or  at  such  other  places  as  may  be  appointed 
by  the  port  authority. 

13.  The  importation  of  susceptible  goods  as  hereunder  specified  from 
any  of  the  ports  subjected  to  quarantine  is  prohibited,  viz : 

Rags,  cotton,  and  cotton  seed,  raw  silk,  hair,  and  feathers. 
Other  susceptible  goods  arriving  from  any  of  the  ports  subjected  to 
quarantine  ai'e  to  be  thoroughly  disinfected. 

14.  The  importation  of  rags  from  Egypt  is  prohibited. 
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Smallpox  in  Victoria,  B.  C. — The  United  States  coDSiil  reports  as 
follows,  under  date  of  August  6,  1892 : 

Smallpox  scare  subsiding.     No  cases  on  A^ncover  Island  outside  of 
Victoria.    New  Minster,  3  cases;  Vancouver,  5;  Hastings.  2;  Moody - 
ville,  1 ;  Victoria,  59.     No  new  cases  even  at  *•  suspect"  station  for  a 
week.     None  discharged  since  30th  of  July,  except  2  on  Augu^  3. 
Puget  Sound  board  of  health  quarantine  against  Victoria  still  in  force. 

Bahamas. — Dumnare  Tovm, — Two  weeks  ended  July  28, 18^2.  Pop- 
ulation 1,472.     Total  deaths,  2. 

Brazil — Rio  Grande  Do  Sul — SmaUpox. — In  reports  received  by 
this  Bureau  August  17,  1892,  the  United  States  consul  says  there  were 
173  cases  of  smallpox  and  27  deaths  therefrom  in  Rio  Grande  Do  Sul 
during  the  six  weeks  ended  July  9,  1892. 

China — jBTow^Arow^.— Month  of  May,  1892.  Total  deaths,  431,  in- 
cluding smallpox,  11 ;  enteric  fever,  1 ;  and  measles,  20. 

Cuba — Havana, — Under  date  of  August  10,  1892,  the  United  States 
sanitary  inspector  reports  as  follows  : 

There  were  581  deaths  in  this  city  during  the  month  of  July,  1892, 
Twenty-eight  of  those  deaths  were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  39  by  enteric 
fever,  12  by  so- called  pernicious  fever,  8  by  paludal  fevers,  5  by  diph- 
theria and  croup,  and  2  by  glanders.  Toward  the  end  of  the  month 
yellow  fever  began  to  invade  vessels  at  the  wharves,  and  among  the 
number  so  attacked  were  the  American  schooners  Edward  E,  Emerson 
and  Eva  B.  Douglass  and  the  American  bark  Mary  G.  Feed,  The  dis- 
ease, though  apparently  not  of  a  very  malignant  character,  is  showing 
quite  a  tendency  to  spread,  particularly  in  uusanitai^  localities. 

Great  Britain — England  and  Wales, — The  deaths  registered  in  33 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  August  6, 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  17.4  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,185.736.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Wolverhampton,  viz,  9.4,  and  the  highest  in  Liverpool,  vizj, 
25.2  a  thousand. 

London, — One  thousand  four  hundred  and  nine  deaths  were  regis- 
tered during  the  week,  including  measles,  64;  scarlet  fever,  33;  diph- 
theria, 42  ;  whooping  cough,  16 ;  enteric  fever,  6 ;  typhus  fever.  1 ;  and 
diarrhea  and  dysentery,  125.  The  deaths  from  all  causes  corresponded 
to  an  annual  rate  of  19.0  a  thousand.  In  greater  London  1,787  deaths 
were  registered,  corresponding  to  an  annual  rate  of  16.2  a  thousand  of 
the  population.  In  the  ** outer  ring"  the  deaths  included  measles  11 
and  diphtheria  3. 

Ireland, — The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  July  30,  in  the  16  principal  town 
districts  of  Ireland,  was  23.6  a  thousand  of  the  population.     The  lowest 
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rate  was  recorded  in  Kilkenny,  viz,  4.7,  and  the  highest  in  Dondalk, 
viz,  50.3  a  thousand.  In  Dublin  and  suburbs  190  deaths  were  rois- 
tered, including  measles  8  and  whooping  cough  1, 

Scotland. — The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  July  30  corresponded  to 'an  annual  rate  of  17.5  a  thou- 
sand of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,447,500.  The  lowest 
mortality  was  recorded  in  Leith,  viz,  13.4,  and  the  highest  in  Greenock, 
viz,  22.3  a  thousand.  The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  registered  from, 
all  causes  was  488,  including  measles,  19 ;  scarlet  fever,  3  ^  diphtheria, 
3 ;  whooping  cough,  14 ;  fever,  5  ;  and  diarrhea,  10.

Circular. — Vonmlar  ceHificates  of  disinfection  required  tcith  all  importa- 
tions  of  rags  from  foreign  ports — Absohite  prohibition  of  rags  front  dis- 
tricts Jcnoion  to  be  infected  with  cholera. 

Treasury  Department, 

Office  of  the  Secretary, 
Washington^  D.  0.,  August  19,  1892. 

The  act,  approved  April  29,  1878,  entitled  "An  act  to  prevent  the 
introduction  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  into  the  United  States,'' 
provides  that  "no  vessel  coming  from  any  foreign  port  or  country 
where  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease  exists,  nor  any  vessel  con- 
veying infected  merchandise*  shall  enter  any  port  of  the  United  States 
or  pass  the  boundary  line  between  the  United  States  and  any  foreign 
country  except  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  under  said  act." 

It  having  been  shown  that  an  epidemic  of  cholera  prevails  in  Persia, 
India,  and  Russia,  and  that  it  has  also  reached  Germany,  Austria,  and 
France,  and  in  view  of  the  danger  which  arises  through  the  importation 
of  rags  from  cholera-infected  district!^,  and  joi  the  diflSculty,  through 
their  reshipment  at  various  ports,  of  accurately  determining  the  locali- 
ties in  which  rags  are  actually  gathered : 

Furthermore,  because  of  the  prevalence  from  time  to  time  in  vari- 
ous foreign  countries  of  smallpox,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  and  other 
contagious  diseases  liable  to  be  conveyed  by  rags,  therefore  it  is  hereby 
ordered  that  on  and  after  September  20,  1892,  rags  from  any  foreign 
port  will  be  refused  entry  into  the  United  States  unless  said  rags  are 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  the  consular  officer  at  the  port  of 
shipment  to  the  effect  that  they  have  been  disinfected  in  accordance 
with  the  methods  herein  described. 

It  is  also  ordered  that  rags  gathered  in  or  shipped  from  any  port,  or 
place  where  cholera  is  known  to  prevail  in  epidemic  form  be  denied 
entry  to  the  United  States  absohUely  on  and  after  the  date  of  this 
circular,  except  such  as  were  then  afioat,  which  must  be  disinfected  on 
arrival.  \11  previous  Department  circulars  relative  to  the  importation 
and  disinfection  of  rags,  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  this  circular, 
are  hereby  amended  to  conform  therewith. 
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For  disinfection  one  of  the  following  methods  will  be  used : 

1st.  Boiling  in  water  not  less  than  one  hour,  all  rags  to  be  anbaled 
for  this  purpose. 

2d.  Exposure  to  steam  not  less  than  one  hour,  the  steam  to  be  of  a 
temperature  not  less  than  100  degrees  centigi-ade  (212  degrees  Fahren- 
heit), nor  greater  than  115  degrees  centigrade  (239  degrees  Fahrenheit). 

3d.  Exposure  not  less  than  six  hours  to  sulphurous  acid  gas,  made 
by  burning  not  less  than  three  pounds  of  roll  sulphur  to  each  1,000 
cubic  feet  of  space. 

4th.  Exposure  not  less  than  six  hours  to  an  atmosphere  containing 
3  percent,  of  sulphurous  acid  gas  liberated  from  its  liquid  state  (liquid 
sulphur  dioxide). 

In  methods  No.  2,  No.  3,  and  No.  4  the  rags  must  be  well  scattered 
upon  racks,  or  so  arranged  that  they  can  from  time  to  time  be  turned 
in  such  a  manner  that  all  shall  be  exposed  to  the  steam  or  gas.

Dear  Sir  :  Your  telegrams  of  even  date,  respecting  the  epidemic 
outbreak  of  Asiatic  cholera  at  Hambui-g  and  Havre,  have  been  re- 
ceived, and  were  at  once  communicated  by  me  to  the  difterent  steam- 
ship lines,  who  are  fully  impressed  with  the  gravity  of  the  situation, 
and  beg  me  to  assure  you  that  nothing  shall  be  omitted  on  their  part^ 
and  every  safeguard  applied  to  prevent  the  bringing  here  of  effects  of 
immigrants  which  are  not  carefully  disinfected. 
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There  will  be  a  meeting  of  the  different  steamship  lines  to-morrow 
morning,  when  this  matter  will  receive  still  further  consideration ; 
and  any  further  steps  resolved  upon  then  I  shall  have  the  honor  of 
communicating  to  you  immediately.

Disinfection  at  the  port  of  departure  of,  the  personal  effects  and  baggage  of 

immigranis  and  other's  from  infected  districts. 

Treasury  Department,

Sir  :  I  beg  leave,  respectfully,  to  call  to  your  attention  the  moral,  if 
not  the  legal,  obligations  which  have  been  assumed  by  the  Government 
in  its  control  of  the  immigration  service  of  the  United  States  with  re- 
gard to  preventing  the  conveyance  into  the  States,  of  infectious  disease 
by  means  of  personal  effects  and  baggage  of  the  immigrants. 

The  recent  laws  have  given  to  the  Government  great  power  in  the 
supervision  of  immigration  matters,  and  have  established  in  connection 
therewith  a  medical  service  which,  though  compelled  only  to  take  cog- 
nizance of  peiTSons  suffering  from  contagious  or  loathsome  disease  and 
through  physical  causes  likely  to  become  a  public  charge,  would  never- 
theless be  considered  failing  in  its  duty  and  be  subject  to  public  criti- 
cism if  it  should  fail  to  call  attention  to  and  obviate  so  far  as  possible 
any  glaring  danger  coming  within  its  professional  ken. 

It  is  true  that  the  quarantine  service  of  the  United  States  is,  for  the 
most  part,  conducted  by  the  States  themselves,  and  that  the  Govern- 
ment quarantine  service  is  for  the  most  part  in  aid  of  these  local 
quarantines,  and  the  responsibility  for  the  admission  of  cholera,  for 
example,  into  any  State  could  be  justly  placed  either  upon  the  mari- 
time quarantine  through  which  it  passed,  or  upon  the  local  board  of 
health  into  whose  district  the  contagious  material  might  be  allowed  to 
come  and  make  itself  felt.  Nevertheless,  it  is  undoubtedly  the  duty  of 
the  General  Government  to  use  every  means  in  its  power  to  prevent  the 
introduction  of  the  cholera. 

Now,  to  my  mind,  the  greatest  danger  which  threatens  this  country, 
in  view  of  the  prevalence  of  cholera  in  Bussia,  is  through  the  medium 
of  infected  clothing,  or  bedding,  brought  in  bundles  or  in  trunks  by 
immigrants  wlio  may  come  from  infected  districts.  The  danger  is  not 
only  immediate,  but  will  be  even  greater  during  the  coming  spring 
and  summer,  and  an  indefinite  period  in  the  future.  When  one  re- 
flects that  the  very  persons  who  have  within  the  last  two  months  been 
rioting  in  the  cholera-infected  districts  of  Eastern  and  Southern  Bussia, 
whfere  the  cholera  death  rate  is  at  present  writing  more  than  5,000  per 
day,  that  those  same  persons  are  the  ones  who  are  likely  to  emigrate 
to  the  United  States,  the  danger  is  at  once  apparent ;  and  the  greatest 
danger  is  through  their  baggage,  and  not  through  their  persons. 

It  is  not  likely  that  any  patients  suffering  with  cholera  will  be  al- 
lowed to  pass  any  of  the  maritime  quarantines,  but  under  the  present 
practice  the  baggage  of  numbers  of  immigrants  who  have  come  from 
infected  districts  may  be  allowed  to  come  into  the  United  States  and 
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be  opened  in  various  sections  of  the  interior,  where  they  may  at  once 
spread  disease.  The  last  cholera  epidemic  in  the  United  States  was  in 
1873,  and  the  following  pertinent  information  as  to  its  origin  is  ex- 
tracted from  the  report  of  the  then  Supervising  Surgeon-General  of  the 
Marine-Hospital  Service,  Dr.  John  M.  VVoodworth,  made  in  accord- 
ance with  instructions  contained  in  a  joint  resolution  of  the  Forty-third 
Congress: 

"In  1873  three  distinct  outbreaks  of  the  disease  occurred  at  widely 
remote  points  in  the  United  States  from  poison  packed  and  transported 
in  the  effects  of  emigrants  from  Hx)lland,  Sweden,  and  Kussia.  These 
people  and  the  vessels  in  which  they  were  carried  had  been  perfectly 
healthy,  and  the  people  remained  so  until  their  goods  were  unpacked 
at  Carthage.  Ohio,  at  Crow  Eiver,  Minn.,  and  at  Yankton,  Dak., 
respectively.  Within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  poison  particles 
were  liberated  the  first  cases  of  the  disease  appeared,  and  the  unfor- 
tunates were  almost  literally  swept  from  the  face  of  the  earth.

"While,  in  the  absence  of  direct  evidence  to  the  contrary,  it  may  be 
admitted  that  no  person  actually  laboring  under  cholera  was  landed  in 
New  Orleans  during  the  winter  of  1872-'73,  the  unavoidable  alternative 
is  that  the  poison  which  caused  the  epidemic  in  the  Mississippi  Valley 
in  the  latter  year  was  imported  in  the  same  manner  as  that  which  caused 
the  later  outbreak  at  Carthage,  Crow  Eiver,  and  Yankton,  namely,  in 
the  personal  effects  of  immigrants,  sailing  from  healthy  ports,  in  healthy 
vessels,  and  subjected  to  the  usual  sanitary  requirements  of  the  period." 

In  further  illustration  of  how  cholera  may  be  fransmitted  by  con- 
taminated clothing  and  linen,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  numerous  in- 
stances cited  in  the  recent  work  of  Dr.  E.  O.  Shakespeare,  page  81, 
the  said  work  being  an  official  report,  mad^  by  an  order  of  the  Presi- 
dent, dated  October  1,  1885,  upon  the  causes  of  the  epidemic  then  pre- 
vailing, including  the  preventive  measures  necessary  to  be  taken. 

It  would  seem,  then,  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  make  some 
provision  requiring  the  disinfection  of  all  baggage  and  personal  eifects, 
bedding,  etc.,  of  these  immigrants. 

I  have  given  the  matter  serious  thought  for  some  time,  and  have 
learned  some  facts  which  though  in  a  measure  reassuring  may  serve 
only  to  increase  the  danger  by  giving  a  false  appearance  of  security. 

For  example,  on  the  7th  instant,  by  the  invitation  of  the  health 
officer  of  New  York,  I  visited  the  quarantine  station  in  New  York 
harbor,  and  learned  from  the  quarantine  officer.  Dr.  Jenkins,  that  since 
the  typhus  fever  epidemic  in  New  York  in  Febrnarj^  last  all  the  bag- 
gage of  the  Eussian  emigrants  coming  into  the  port  of  New  York  has 
been  disinfected  by  him.  This  is  done  upon  the  steamere  upon  which 
they  arrive,  there  being  always  one  room  in  the  hold  of  each  steamer 
supplied  with  steam,  and  sufficiently  tight  to  render  the  steam  disinfec- 
tion of  the  baggage  efficient.  Inasmuch  as  75  per  cent,  of  the  immigra- 
tion into  the  United  States  arrives  at  the  port  of  New  York,  this  disin- 
fection is  a  valuable  aid  in  the  prevention  of  an  epidemic ;  but  there 
are  other  ports  where  no  such  action  has  been  taken,  and  I  am  credibly 
informed  that  much  of  the  immigration  into  the  X)ort  of  New  York  has 
been  diverted  to  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia,  by  reason,  perhaps,  of 
the  rigidity  of  the  rules  at  the  first  named  port.  Therefore,  if  what  is 
considered  of  vital  interest  in  New  York  is  given  no  heed  to  at  other 
ports,  the  danger  to  the  general  country  is  apparent.     I  will  add   that 
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it  is  believed  by  the  highest  authority  that  the  epidemic  of  typhus 
fever  in  the  city  of  New  York,  just  referred  to,  was  introduced  by 
means  of  the  baggage  of  landed  immigrants. 

In  conversation  with  Assistant  Secretary  Spaulding,  upon  his  return 
from  a  recent  tour  of  observation  of  the  chief  foreign  ports  whence  emi- 
grants debark,  I  learned  that  great  care  is  exercised  by  the  German 
steamship  companies  in  preventing  unhealthy  persons  securing  passage ; 
that  every  emigrant  is  obliged  to  take  a  bath  before  shipment,  the 
clothes  he  removes  being  disinfected  in  a  proper  oven.  It  is  not  claimed, 
however,  that  the  hand  baggage,  the  contents  of  trunks  and  bags  of 
these  emigrants,  is  likewise  disinfected,  and  it  is  in  these  last  articles' 
that  the  very  greatest  danger  lies.  Therefore  the  provisions  at  present 
enforced  by  the  steamship  companies,  praiseworthy  though  they  be, 
are  entirely  inadequate. 

At  the  present  moment  this  country  is  receiving  protection  through 
the  action  of  the  German  and  Austrian  authorities  who  have  forbidden 
immigration  from  Russia  through  their  borders ;  but  what  is  to  prevent 
the  emigrants  changing  their  ports  of  debarkation,  and  instead  of  sailing 
from  Antwerp,  Hamburg,  or  Bremen,  or  any  of  the  German  ports,  tak- 
ing passage  at  Eiga,  St.  Petersburg,  or  any  of  the  French  or  Italian 
ports!  Thus  it  would  seem  that  within  a  short  time  the  danger  will  be 
actually  increased,  for  these  immigrants  will  seek  other  ports  which 
have  no  such  excellent  restrictions  as  prevail  in  Germany. 

In  view  of  the  danger,  one  would  be  almost  warranted  in  suggesting 
that  Russian  immigration  be  temporarily  prohibited ;  but  if  this  is  not 
done,  surely  there  should  be  demanded  a  thorough  disinfection  of  all 
hand  baggage,  contents  of  trunks,  and  packs  brought  with  the  immi- 
grant. 

I  now  beg  leave  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  Department  circular 
of  July  6,  1892,  which  will  be  seen  by  careful  perussd  to  apply  to  im- 
migrant's baggage  as  well  as  to  immigrants  themselves.  My  suggestion 
is  to  let  the  steamship  companies  be  notified  immediately  that  the  pro- 
visions of  this  circular  will  be  rigidly  enforced  against  the  baggage  of 
all  immigrants  from  Russia,  or  from  countries  where  cholera  may 
hereafter  prevail,  and  that  they  be  required  to  establish  within  a  lim- 
ited period,  at  their  respective  ports  of  departure,  disinfecting  stations, 
where  the  baggage  of  all  such  immigrants  must  be  disinfected  under 
coasular  provisions.  The  means  of  enforcing  this  provision  lie  with 
the  collector  of  customs,  who  is  directed,  unless  it  has  been  complied 
with,  to  refuse  entry  to  the  vessel. 

If  this  recommendation  seems  to  impose  extraordinaiy  measures,  I 
may  say  that  the  circumstances  leading^  to  it  are  without  precedent,  for 
never  before  has  there  been  such  a  wide  spread  epidemic  in  Russia,  and 
at  the  same  time  so  large  an  emigration  to  the  United  States ;  and 
heretofore  the  management  of  emigration  has  been  left  to  the  several 
States,  but  within  a  year  and  a  half  has  been  assumed  by  the  General 
Government. 

I  repeat  also  that  the  measure  is  more  than  temporary  in  character, 
and  should  be  enforced  long  after  the  subsidence  of  the  epidemic.

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Disinfection  of  immigrant  baggage  at  port  of  entry.

Sir  :  Referring  to  Department  circular  of  August  17,  1892,  requir- 
ing that  on  and  after  the  18th  proximo  all  Russian  baggage  must  be 
disinfected  at  the  port  of  embarkation,  I  have  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  advisability  of  having  the  baggage  of  Russian  immigrants  that 
arrive  at  your  port  in  the  intervening  time,  until  September  18,  disin- 
fected on  board  the  vessel  after  the  manner  adopted  vby  the  quarantine 
officer  at  the  port  of  New  York.  I  am  informed  by  Dr.  Jenkins,  health 
officer  at  New  York,  that  since  February  last  the  baggage  of  all  Rus- 
sian immigrants  on  incoming  vessels  has  been  opened  and  exposed  in 
one  of  the  rooms  in  the  hold  of  the  vessel  through  which  a  steam  pipe 
runs,  and  which  is  tight  enough  to  permit  perfect  steam  disinfection. 
You  are  directed  to  inform  the  Bureau  immediately  whether  such  is 
the  practice  of  the  local  quarantine  officer  at  Baltimore,  and  if  not,  I 
have  to  request  that  you  will  call  upon  that  officer  and  suggest  to  him 
the  advisability  of  so  doing.  Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that 
the  circular  of  July  8  required  disinfection,  and  that  the  circular  just 
issued,  viz,  August  17,  imposes  the  duty  practically  upon  the  steam- 
ship companies  before  the  vessel  leaves  the  foreign  port.

Dear  Sirs  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
telegram  of  the  24th  instant,  and  in  reply  beg  leave  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  Department  circular  issued  as  long  ago  as  July  8,  which  re- 
quires disinfection  of  baggage  and  merchandise  coming  from  sections 
then  infected,  or  from  sections  which  may  hereafter  be  officially  declared 
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infected.     Hamburg  and  other  German  cities,  and  Havre,  having  been 
thus  declared,  the  provisions  of  the  circular  apply  at  once  to  them. 

The  circulai-  of  August  17,  to  which  you  refer,  was  prepared  and 
published  before  cholera  was  announced  at  Hamburg  or  any  of  the 
German  ports,  and  goes  one  step  farther  than  that  of  July  8  in  declar- 
ing that  the  disinfection  mtist  be  done  on  the  other  side,  at  ports  of 
debarkation,  under  consular  supervision.  The  July  8  circular  per- 
mitted disinfection  either  at  the  port  of  debarkation  or  arrival.  This 
last  circular  is  intended  not  only  to  meet  the  present  emergency,  but 
to  operate  indefinitely  for  a  year  or  more,  for  it  is  believed  that  there 
will  be  danger  from  infected  personal  clothing  brought  in  by  immi- 
grants long  after  the  epidemic  may  have  subsided  on  the  other  side. 

The  disinfection  will  be  practically  undertaken  by  the  steamship 
companies,  and  will  be  so  overlooked  by  United  States  officials  that  it 
will  not  be  perfunctory.  To  properly  disinfect  baggage  requires  a 
steam  disinfecting  chamber,  and  the  date  was  given  to  allow  time  to 
get  the  plant  in  place  and  in  running  order.  In  the  meantime  it  was 
considered  that  previous  circulars  would  hold  good ;  and,  moreover,  all 
local  quarantines  on  the  Atlantic  coast  were  written  to;  urging  assist- 
ance by  careful  disinfection  of  personal  baggage.  Upon  the  sudden 
appearance  of  the  disease,  however,  at  Hamburg  and  other  German 
ports,  the  following  additional  circular  has  been  issued : 

**  Department  Circular,  No.  141,  dated  August  17,  1892,  relative  to 
the  disinfection  of  the  personal  effects  and  baggage  of  immigrants  prior 
to  embarkation,  is  hereby  extended  to  include  the  baggage  and  personal 
effects  of  immigrants  from  all  European  and  Asiatic  ports;  and  it  is 
further  ordered  that  the  provisions  of  the  circular  thus  amended  shall 
become  operative  on  and  after  this  date,  except  for  articles  of  baggage, 
etc.,  afloat  prior  to  the  promulgation  of  this  order,  which  must  be  dis- 
infected on  arrival." 

Your  proffer  of  the  services  of  your  board  in  any  manner  to  be  indi- 
cated is  greatly  appreciated,  and  should  occasion  demand,  I  shall  avail 
myself  thereof.  Your  telegram  would  have  been  answered  immedi- 
ately but  fof  my  absence  on  a  hurried  tour  of  inspection  of  the  quaran- 
tines, and  consultation  with  health  authorities  at  the  ports  of  Boston, 
New  York,  and  Philadelphia.

Sir:  In  view  of  the  recent  outbreak  of  cholera  at  Hamburg,  and  of 
the  fact  that  there  is  a  line  of  steamships — The  North  German  Lloyd — 
bringing  immigrants  from  Bremen  to  Baltimore,  I  would  suggest  that 
all  vessels  from  Hamburg  and  Bremen  bound  for  Baltimore  be  required 
to  stop  at  the  United  States  quarantine  station  at  Cape  Charles,  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Oiesapeake  Bay,  for  inspection  by  a  medical  officer  of  the 
Marine-Hospital  Service.  The  United  States  quarantine  steamer 
Charles  Foster  is  now  fully  equipped,  and  is  in  commission  at  that 
station,  and  the  boarding  and  inspection  of  incoming  vessels  can  be 
made  without  causing  much  delay.  Should  a  case  of  cholera  occur  on 
board  any  vessel  during  the  voyage,  it  is  important  that  such  vessel  be 
not  permitted  to  pass  up  the  Chesapeake  Bay.  I  have  theretbre  to 
recommend  that  instructions  be  given  to  agents  of  steamship  lines  from 
Hamburg  and  Bremen  to  Baltimore  to  require  all  their  vessels  bound 
for  Baltimore  to  stop  at  the  Cape  Charles  Quarantine  for  inspection 
before  proceeding  to  Baltimore.

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YeUow  fever  infected  vessel  at  PoiiXand^  Me, — The  following  telegram 
has  been  received  from  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Bknks : 

August  24,  1892. 

Schooner  Rosa  MueUer,  fifty-eight  days  from  Santos,  arrived  last  night 
in  quarantine;  visited  her  this  morning  with  health  officer;  mate 
died  of  yellow  fever  four  days  out ;  no  other  sipkness  until  two  weeks 
ago,  when  steward  was  put  off  at  Vineyard  Haven ;  board  ordered 
ballast  overboard ;  sulphur  fumigation  and  bichloride  cleansing  above 
and  below ;  took  two  men  to  hospital  suffering  from  scorbutic  con- 
ditions. 

Key  We«t  QuararUine — Recovery  of  cases  of  yelloxc  fever. — Under  date 
of  August  15,  1892,  Assistant  Surgeon  (Jeddings  reports  as  follows : 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  two  cases  of  yellow  fever  from 
the  brig  Caspian  have  both  ended  in  recovery,  and  that  no  more  has 
developed  among  the  crew. 

Mr.  Rick,  the  engineer  of  the  Dagmar^  was  taken  sick  with  yellow 
fever  on  Thursday  last,  August  11,  but  is  now  entering  into  con- 
valescence. 

Discontinuance  of  quarantine  restrictions  against  British  Columbia. — The 
following  has  been  received  from  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Conover, 
in  charge  of  United  States  quarantine  at  Port  Townsend,  Wash. : 

August  16,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  August  13th  instant  all 
quarantine  restrictions  against  British  Columbia  were  discontinued. 
On  the  12th  instant  I  addressed  the  United  States  consul  as  follows :

Fort  of  PoH  Townsend,  Wash.,  Surgeon's  Office,  August  12,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  request  an  official  statement  from  you  with 
reference  to,  the  prevalence  of  smallpox  at  Victoria.  When  the  last 
case  appeared,  how  many  cases  are  in  the  hospitals,  how  many  in  the 
city,  what  means  have  been  employed  to  eradicate  the  infection,  the 
methods  of  disinfection,  etc. 

It  is  not  desired  that  prohibitory  quai^ntine  restrictions  be  continued 
any  longer  than  the  public  safety  demands,  but  it  is  an  important  duty 
to  know  that  the  epidemic  has  ceased,  and  that  no  danger  from  the  con- 
tagion is  to  be  apprehended,  before  intercourse  can  be  opened  and  pas- 
sengers and  baggage  allowed  free  access  to  the  States. 
I  will  thank  you  for  an  immediate  reply.

,  Sir  :  I  have  yours  of  this  date,  making  iuquiries  as  to  the  present 
status  of  the  smallpox  epidemic  recently  existing  in  this  city,  and  have 
the  honor  to  reply  as  follows : 

I  take  the  provincial  health  officer's  figures  as  to  the  number  of 
cases,  and  having  intimate  knowledge  of  the  circumstances  believe 
them  to  be  correct. 

There  are  now  no  cases  in  the  city,  outside  of  the  hospital,  and  it 
will  be  fourteen  days  to-morrow  since  a  case  has  occurred  in  the  city. 
There  are  in  the  hospital  53  cases,  nearly  all  in  mild  form,  and  most  of 
them  fully  recovered  and  ready  to  be  discharged.  But  one  death, 
that  of  a  babe,  has  occurred  in  the  hospital  for  ten  or  fifteen  days. 
The  streets  and  alleys  have  been  cleaned,  the  sewers  disinfected  by  the 
usual  methods  in  such  cases,  and  the  health  officers  are  watchful  and 
determined  to  deal  efficiently  with  any  new  appearance  of  the  dis- 
order. 

In  my  judgment  the  public  would  not  be  endangered  should  the 
quarantine  to  which  this  city  has  been  subjected  be  raised  and  unre- 
stricted intercourse  established  with  the  ports  and  cities  of  Puget 
Sound. 

I  think  the  quarantine  should  have  been  removed  several  days  ago.

I  have  also  discontinued  the  services  of  Dr.  King,  at  Blaine,  and  of 
Dr.  Port,  at  Sumas,  from  the  13th  instant,  and  instructed  them  to  for- 
ward their  bills  to  me  for  approval,  when  they  will  be  transmitted  to 
the  Department.

'  Our  consul  at  Hamburg  cables  this  morning  as  follows :  Hamburg 
authorities  admit  to-day  that  Asiatic  cholera  has  been  in  Hamburg 
since  August  18,  and  vessels  and  their  baggage  leaving  Hamburg  after 
that  date  ought  to  be  disinfected  in  New  York.  Up  to  23d  of  August 
291  cases,  75  deaths.  Hamburg  Steamship  tine  is  complying  with  in- 
structions of  circular  July  8. 
Cable  how  long  quarantine  will  be  imposed.

tSiR  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  herewith  a  copy  of  a  letter  to  our 
consul-generAl  at  Alexandria,  with  reference  to  precautions  taken  at 
this  port  to  guard  against  passible  infection  of  cholera  through  ship- 
ments of  skins  from  infected  districts  hence  to  the  United  States. 

I  trust  that  my  action  in  the  matter  will  meet  with  the  approval  of 
the  Department,  and  that  the  steps  taken  towards  disinfection  will  be 
considered  sufficient  to  allow  shipments  from  this  port  to  the  United 
States  to  continue. 

All  shipments  from  infected  districts  will  be  fully  reported  to  you, 
accompanied  by  the  doctor's  certificate  that  the  skins  have  been  prop- 
erly disinfected.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  cable  dated 
16th  instant,  reading:  ''Following  telegram  received  from  Washing- 
ton :  *  Rigid  disinfection  against  cholera  required  ;  shipments  from  in- 
fected districts  discouraged.' '' 

There  is  no  evidence  of  cholera  at  this  port  or  in  lower  Arabia,  the 
epidemic  being  confined  wholly  to  the  Somali  coast  pons,  Zaila, 
D'  Jebout6,  Bulbar,  and  Berbera.  I  understand  that  the  country  in  the 
interior  is  entirely  free  from  cholera. 

Up  to  the  present  time  no  shipments  from  infected  ports  have  been 
made  to  the  United  States  or  Europe,  as  the  Somali  coast  has  been  under 
stiictest  quai'antine  measures,  and  for  some  weeks  shipments  from  there 
were  entirely  suspended. 

The  British  authorities  report  that  the  cholera  is  well  under  control 
now  at  Bulbar  and  Zaila,  and  that  only  a  few  new  casas  have  appeared 
during  the  past  three  weeks.  Berbera  is  entirely  free  from  the  disease. 
At  D' Jebout<5,  French  possessions,  the  cholei-a  at  present  is  severe  and 
many  deaths  are  reported.     Trade  with  that  port  is  entirely  suspended. 

The  first  shipment  from  the  infected  poits  was  received  at  Aden  on 
the  8th .instant,  and  was  landed  after  three  days'  quarantine,  the  goods 
lying  in  the  sun  during  that  period. 

Tlie  shipments  of  African  produce  from  this  port  to  the  United 
States  consist  almost  wholly  of  goat  and  sheep  skins,  and  at  present 
there  are  about  250  bales  in  the  hands  of  American  dealers  awaiting 
shipment. 

I  have  issued  a  notice  to  the  shippers  requiring  them  to  have  all 
skins  examined  by  a  sanitary  or  medical  officer  prior  to  shipmeut. 

All  skins  received  from  the  Somali  coiist  are  opened  here  and  arsenic 
cured  or  salted.     In  eveiy  case  skins  are  spread  in  the  open  air  and 
exposed  to  the  sun  for  a  considerable  time,  which  is,  I  am  told,  an  ex 
cellent  method  of  disinfection.

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I  think  as  Aden  is  entirely  free  from  any  infectious  disease,  that 

these  measures  will  effectually  prevent  any  possible  infection  at  home. 

Skins  usually  remain  here  about  two  \teeks  before  being  shipped, 

and  then  go  forward  to  the  United  States  via  London  or  Hamburg, 

being  transshipped  at  those  ports.     In  no  case  are  goods  shipped  from 

,here  to  ports  in  the  United  States  by  direct  vessel  or  steamer.

Cholera  at  Acre,  Syria,  diminishing — No  cases  in  Egypt  or  upon  the  Bed  Sea. 

Agency  aj^d  Consulate-General  of  the  United  States, 

Cairo,  July  30,  1892. 

Sir  :  Beferring  to  my  dispatches  Nos.  89,  95,  and  97,  dated  respec- 
tively July  18,  ^,  and  28,  1892,  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that 
the  reports  concerning  cholera  continue  favorable.  In  fact  these  re- 
ports are  more  favorable  this  year  thian  they  have  been  for  some  years 
past.  Having  instructed  the  consular  agent  at  Alexandria  to  obtain 
what  information  he  could  on  this  subject  from  the  President  of  the 
International  Quarantine  Board  at  Alexandria,  he  answered  me  by 
telegraph,  as  follows  : 

'*  Meiville  (President)  says  cholera  at  Acre  mild  type — diminishing. 
Egypt  and  Eed  Sea  without  suspicion  of  cholera." 

Acre  and  Acca  are  two  names  for  the  same  town  on  the  coast  of 
Syria.  Inclosed  (marked  1)  is  a  copy  of  an  extract  of  a  letter  from  the 
consulate  at  Beirut,  Syria,  dated  July  25,  1892,  giving  information 
with  regard  to  the  cholera  at  Acca  or  Acre. 

By  the  above  reports  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  less  cholera  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Egypt  than  there  has  been  for  some  years.  Egypt 
itself  is  entirely  free,  there  not  even  having  been  a  suspicious  case. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  I  may  add  that  there  exist  constantly 
in  Egypt,  in  one  place  or  another,  generally  in  scattered  places,  cases 
of  smallpox  and  typhoid  fever. 

The  weekly  sanitary  report  sent  from  here  shows  the  official  statistics 
of  these  diseases.  They  do  not  exist  at  this  moment  to  any  alarming 
extent ;  but  it  is  proper  that  the  Department  should  be  informed. 

In  regard  to  smallpox  I  beg  to  refer  you  to  my  dispatch.  No.*  104, 
dated  July  31,  1890.

*  *  *  t^WTith  reference  to  quarantine  mattera  in  this  consular  dis- 
trict, I  beg  to  inform  you  that  owing  to  a  number  of  cholerine  eases 
w4iich  occurred  about  three  week.s  ago  in  the  city  of  Acca,  Syria,  seven 
of  which  have  proved  fatal,  the  ariivals  by  sea  from  the  Syrian  coast — 
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namely,  Beirut  to  Jaffa,  both  cities  exclusive — are  for  the  j^resent  sub- 
jected to  ten  days'  quarautiue  in  the  lazarettos  of  Beirut  or  Clazomenes. 
A  military  cordon  is  now  also  established  by  land  to  intercept  all  direct 
communication  with  the  said  locality. 

••  It  atfords  me  pleasure,  however,  to  be  able  to  inform  you  that  for 
the  last  few  days  no  cholerine  cases  or  deaths  have  at  all  taken  place 
in  Acca,  and  it  is  therefore  expected  that  the  number  of  quai^ntine 
dajs  will  be  gradually  reduced,  if  not  entirelv  abolished.^'     :*::(«*

Under  date  of  July'23,  1892,  the  United  States  consul  reports  that 
the  pilgrims  have  begun  to  return  from  Mecca.  There  seems  to  be  no 
sign  of  cholera  on  the  Arabian  coast  of  the  Red  Sea,  as  all  the  pilgrim 
vessels  which  left  recently  had  clean  bills  of  health,  according  to  the 
telegrams  published  in  the  oflficial  journal. 

Sanitary  certificates  required  on  shipments  of  wool  and  goatskins  from  in- 

fected  districts. — The  following  letters  have  been  received  through  the 

State  Department  from  the  United  States  consul  at  Marseilles : 

Consulate  of  the  United  States, 

Marseilles,  July  19,  1892. 

Sir:  I  cabled  you  this  morning,  '^choleraincountriesof  origin  of  wool 
and  goatskins  exported,  from  Marseilles  to  the  United  States.  Shall 
sanitary  certificates  be  required  from  shippers  to  the  effect  that  goods 
have  not  come  from  infected  districts!"  desiring  to  be  iustructed 
whether  it  would  not  be  a  wise  precaution  to  require  of  shippers,  for 
the  entry  of  their  goods,  a  certificate  to  the  effect  either  that  the  skins 
and  wool  described  in  the  invoice  did  not  come  from  a  country  infected, 
or,  if  from  such  country,  that  they  were  shipped  from  the  infected,  dis- 
trict prior  to  the  cholera  outbreak.  Such  certificates  were  required  by 
the  Treasury  two  years  ago,  when  cholera  existed  in  Spain. 

There  is  i|0  cholera  here,  although  it  is  feared  it  will  make  its  ap- 
pearance before  the  summer  is  over. 

July  23,  1892. 

Sm :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt,  yesterday,  of  the 
following  cable,  in  reply  to  one  sent  by  me  on  the  19th  instant  and 
confirmed  by  my  dispatch  No.  132,  dated  July  19 ; 

*'  Require  sanitary  certificate  in  all  cases  where  origin  of  goods  in- 
tended for  shipment  is  in  infected  or  suspected  regions.     Foster.'' 

I  have,  accordingly,  notified  wool  and  goatskin  shipper  that  their 
invoices  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  as  described  in  my  No. 
132,  said  certificate  to  be  legalized  at  the  consulate  when  1  have  reason 
to  believe  that  the  facts  therein  stated  are  true.  The  country  of  origin 
of  the  wool  and  part  of  the  skins  shipped  from  here  to  the  States  is  the 
Caucasus,  where  cholera  is  now  spreading. 

In  reply  to  the  question  *' What  penalty  will  be  impased  on  ship- 
mentsof  the  above  description  unaccompanied  by  sanitary  certificates^ 
I  have  stated  that,  although  not  instmcted  on  that  point  I  believed 
the  goods  would  be  subjected  to  a  thorough  disinfection  at  the  port  of 
arrival  before  they  could  be  disembarked,  the  disinfection  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  purchaser  or  consignee. 
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I  suggest  that  the  contents  of  this  and  the  preceding  dispatch  be 
made  known  to  the  Supervising  Surgeon-General  of  the  Marine-Hos- 
pital Service.

Cholera  in  Turkistan — Population  of  Tashkent  in  revolt  against  sanitary 

officials. 

Consulate  of  the  United  States, 
Odessa,  Russia,  now  at  Chingan,  Central  Asia,  July  12,  1892. 

SiB:  Referring  to  my  dispatch,  dated  Tashkent,  June  2S,  1892.  I 
have  to  advise  the  Department  that  Asiatic  cholera  in  an  epidemic 
form  still  exists  throughout  Turkistan,  and  has  made  its  appearance  in 
numerous  places  besides  those  mentioned  in  my  last  dispatch.  The 
onset  of  the  disease  is  sudden,  and  the  end,  in  a  majority  of  cases,  is 
speedily  fatal.  The  native  or  sart  population  of  Tashkent  have  been 
attacked  and  the  mortality  is  appalling.  The  heat  of  the  city  was  in- 
tense, and  I  was  glad  to  avail  myself  of  the  governor-geueraPs  invita- 
tion to  visit  him  here  in  the  mountains,  to  escape  both  the  cholera  and 
the  heat.  Previous  to  leaving  Tashkent  I  umde  a  visit  to  the  cotton 
plantation  surrounding  the  city  and  obtained  the  specimens  of  the 
flower  of  the  cotton  plant  which  I  mentioned  in  my  last  dispatch.  I 
left  Tashkent  early  on  the  morning  of  Wednesday  last  and  arrived 
here  the  same  evening  after  a  rough  ride  of  80  milesover  the  moun- 
tains. While  at  dinner  the  governor  general  was  handed  a  message 
sent  by  the  heliograph  stating  that  the  native  population  of  Tashkent 
had  risen  in  revolt  and  had  murdered  several  Russian  officials. 

It  would  appear  that  the  natives  objected  to  the  regulations  in  force 
concerning  the  treatment  of  cholera,  claiming  that  the  medicine  ad- 
ministered by  the  Russian  doctors  always  killed  them.  They  objected 
also  to  the  burying  of  their  dead  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  regu- 
lations, claiming  that  it  was  not  in  accordance  with  tlieir  religion. 
Post-mortem  opemtions  on  the  bodies  of  their  female  dead  was  also  an- 
other cause  of  grievance.  The  soldiei's  were  called  out  to  quell  the 
disturbance,  and  it  is  reported  that  more  than  one  hundred  of  the  native 
population  were  either  killed  or  wounded.  The  governor -general  was 
obliged  to  le^ve  the  next  morning  for  the  scene  of  the  disturbance  and 
has  not  as  yet  returned. 

It  was  feared  that  the  whole  country  would  revolt  and  much  alarm 
was  felt  at  this  place,  as  we  aie  entirely  surrounded  by  Khirgis  and 
Turcomeu,  but  the  speedy  arrival  of  a  company  of  Cossacks  dispelled 
all  fear.  I  am  informed  that  the  authoritiesat  IJzum- Ada  and  Astrak- 
han have  had  to  deal  with  a  revolt  similar  to  that  which  exists  at 
Tashkent.  Trouble  of  this  kind  is  not  unknown  to  Europe  in  dealing 
with  epidemics  of  cholera  among  the  lower  classes  of  the  people.  Dur- 
ing the  Emperor  Nicolas'  reign  the  people  of  Moscow  and  Petersburg 
gave  much  trouble  and  severely  handled  sevei*al  unfortunate  medical 
men  whom  they  claimed  to  have  murdered  relatives  with  theii*  drugs. 
Cholera,  it  is  reported  here,  has  broken  out  at  numerous  places  on  the 
Volga,  at  Tiftis,  Batoum,  and  Nounossisk.  If  such  is  the  case,  and 
doubtless  our  consul  at  Batoum  has  communicated  the  intelligence, 
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then  it  is  only  a  question  of  a  very  short  time  until  the  disease  will  be- 
come epidemic  all  over  Eussia,  a  dreadful  calamity  upon  a  people  al- 
ready weakened  by  famine  and  typhus,  and  again  threatened  with  a 
^lure  of  their  crops.  Should  cholera  make  its  appearance  in  the  Don 
Cossack  territory,  I  would  strongly  urge  on  the  Department  the  im- 
IKjTtance  of  prohibiting  the  importiition  of  all  carpet  wools  from  Rus- 
sia, whether  washed  or  unwashed.  Mr.  Hall  telegraphed  me  last  week 
that  several  large  shipments  of  Asiatic  wools  were  awaiting  shipment 
from  Batoum  to  the  United  States,  and  asking  me  to  sanction  his  sign- 
ing invoices  for  the  same,  stating  that  he  had  cabled  the  Department 
for  instructions,  as  1  had  previously  requested  him  to  do,  but  that  no 
answer  had  been  received.  1  replied,  asking  him  to  cable  again  at  the 
shipper^s  expense  and  abide  by  the  answer. 

I  have  received  a  telegram  this  morning  from  Mr.  Hall,  in  which  he 
informs  me  that  he  was  leaving  Batoum  for  Odessa,  and  that  Mr.  Mur- 
ray, the  British  consul,  would  act  during  his  absence.  There  were 
three  deaths  on  the  train  the  other  day  from  cholera  between  Uzum- 
Ada  and  Samarcand.  On  the  post  road  between  Samarcand  and  Tash- 
kent there  are,  I  think,  twelve  or  fourteen  post  stations,  at  which 
travelers  must  stop  to  change  horses  and  drink  tea.  Travelers  have 
died  from  cholera  at  nearly  every  One  of  these  stations,  and  they  have 
all  been  closed  in  consequence,  so  that  for  a  distance  of  nearly  two 
hundred  and  filty  miles  it  is  not  possible  to  obtain  either  food  or  rest, 
and  only  those  who  are  urged  by  extreme  circumstances  attempt  the 
journey  at  all.

Sanitary  Commission  at  Constantinople — Report  of  the  United  States  Com- 
missioner — Cholera  at  the  lazaretto  of  Flaiana,  Turkey  in  Asia, 

Report  No.  51. 

Since  my  last  report,  though  cholei-a  is  declining  in  Russia,  several 
cholera  attacks  have  occurred  in  the  lazaretto  of  Platana,  near  Trebi- 
zond.  On  the  2(>th  instant  four  deaths  from  cholera  have  been  regis- 
tered in  that  lazaretto.  Among  the  persons  in  quarantine,  I  must 
mention  what  I  have  already  stated  in  my  previous  reports,  that  the 
lazarettos  of  Platana  have  been  organized  for  the  little  sailing  vessels 
which  are  in  the  coast  tmde.  There  were  on  that  date  69  sailing  ves- 
sels, 430  men  belonging  to  the  crews  of  the  vessels,  and  794  persons 
undergoing  quarantine.  The  cholera  attack  occurred  on  persons  whose 
arrival  at  Platana  dated  only  six  days.  Immediately  the  authorities 
took  the  necessary  steps,  but  on  the  nextday  four  deaths  more  occurred. 
According  to  the  statement  of  the  sanitary  physician  of  Platana,  19 
cases  of  cholera  occurred,  8  of  which  proved  fatal.  On  the  latter  date 
(27th)  the  number  of  persons  undergoing  quarantine  was  1,660.  I  have 
already  mentioned  that  all  the  necessary  steps  have  been  taken,  but  I 
do  not  know  if  we  can  rely  upon  these  steps,  and  especially  upon  their 
execution.  For  Platana  is  a  little  place  very  near  Trebizond,  conse- 
quently very  near  the  Russian  cities  where  cholei-a  is  raging.  Besides 
that,  I  do  not  know  if  the  authorities  of  the  place  are  able  to  prevent 
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comraiinicatious  with  thesurrouudiug  villages.  The  International  Sani- 
tary Commis.sion  has  immeiliately  ordered  a  quarantine  of  ten  days 
against  the  province  of  Trebizond  from  the  Tnrko-Riissian  boundary 
line  up  to  Ordee  included.  I  may  say  that  the  quarantine  has  been 
extended  to  the  province  of  Trebizond  up  to  Ordee.  This  quarantine 
is  to  be  purged  at  Cavalk  until  the  13th  of  next  August,  when  the  laza- 
retto of  Sinope  will  be  ready.  In  this  lazaretto  will  undergo  quaran- 
tine those  vessels  which  arrive  from  Tmncaucasia,  namely,  from  Kertch 
up  to  Ordee.  Ships  arriving  from  the  north  of  Black  Sea  will  undergo 
quarantine  at  Cavalk  where  during  the  voyage  no  cholera  attacks  have 
occurred  on  board.  In  such  a  case  these  ships  will  go  also  to  Sinope. 
3Ioreover,  the  Sultan  ha*  ordered  that  little  boats  are  to  be  taken  among 
those  who  make  the  coast  trade,  in  order  to  guard  the  coast  and  prevent 
sanitary  contraband  between  Batoum  and  Trebizond. 

The  quarantine  at  Cavalk  has  not  yet  given  any  apprehension.  No 
cholera  attacks  or  deaths  occurred  up  to  this  day,  but,  fearing  such  an 
emergency,  the  International  Sanitary  Commission  has  ordered  that 
pontoons  or  hulks  are  t-o  be  moored  near  the  lazaretto,  on  which  to  put 
cholera  cases.  The  Ottoman  Government  has  not  approved  the  order, 
and,  instead  of  hulks,  gave  the  order  to  build  little  huts  in  which  to  put 
the  sick  from  cholera.  The  English  embassy  has  offered  a  hulk,  where 
English  sailors  are  to  be  put  off  during  their  quarantine,  if  they  get 
sick  from  cholera.  It  is  not  yet  known  if  the  Turkish  Government  has 
accepted  this  offer.  I  mention  this  fact  because  the  English  sanitary 
representatives  would  like  to  have  the  sanction  of  the  International 
Sanitary  Commission,  which,  with  good  reason,  could  not  give  any 
answer  on  the  subject.

Ireland, — The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  August  6,  in  the  16  principal  town 
districts  of  Ireland,  was  18.9  a  thousand  of  the  population.  The  lowest 
rate  was -recorded  in  Armagh,  viz,  0.0,  and  the  highest  in  Lurgan 
viz,  36.5  a  thousand.  In  Dublin  and  suburbs  144  deaths  were  regis- 
tered, including  measles  6  and  whooping  cough  2. 

Scotland. — The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  August  6  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  18.5  a  thou- 
sand of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,447,500.  The  lowest 
mortality  was  recorded  in  Greenock,  viz,  14.0,  and  the  highest  in  Glasgow, 
viz,  19.9  a  thousand.

It  having  been  officially  declared  that  cholera  is  prevailing  in  vari- 
ous portions  of  Eassia,  Germany  and  France,  and  at  certain  ports  in 
Great  Britain,  as  well  as  in  Asia,  and  it  having  been  made  to  appear 
that  immigrants  in  large  numbers  are  coming  into  the  ITuited  States 
from  the  infected  districts  aforesaid,  and  that  they  and  their  personal 
effects  are  liable  to  introduce  cholera  into  the  United  States,  and  that 
ve^els  conveying  them  are  thereby  a  direct  menace  to  the  public  health, 
and  it  having  l^en  further  shown  that  under  the  laws  of  the  several 
States  quarantine  detentions  may  be  imposed  upon  these  vessels  a  suffi- 
cient length  of  time  to  insure  against  the  introduction  of  contagious 
diseases,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  no  vessel  from  any  foreign  port  carry- 
ing immigrants  shall  be  admitted  to  enter  at  any  port  of  the  United 
States  until  said  vessel  shall  have  undergone  a  quarantine  detention  of 
twenty  days  (unless  such  detention  is  forbidden  by  the  laws  of  the  State 
or  the  regulations  made  thereunder)  and  of  ^ch  greater  number  of  days 
as  may  be  fixed  in  each  special  case  by  the  State  authorities. 

This  circular  to  take  immediate  effect  except  in  casesof  vessels  afloat 
at  this  dat«,  which  will  be  made  the  subject  of  special  consideration 
ui>on  due  application  to  the  Department.

SPECIAL  REPORTS. 

Cholera. — Additional  preventive  measures, — This  6ui*eau,  in  addi- 
tion to  official  action  heretofore  announced  in  circulars,  baa,  in  its 
measures  for  preventing  the  introduction  of  cholera  from  Europe, 
taken  the  following  steps:  Its  two  quarantine  stations  at  Cape 
Charles  and  Delaware  Breakwater  have  been  strengthened  by  the 
assignment  of  medical  officers  and  hospital  stewards  in  addition  to 
the  present  normal  quota  For  Cape  Charles  the  Revenue  S.  S. 
Euoing  has  been  fitted  as  a  hosi)ital  ship,  with  necessary  supplies  and 
equipments,  for  receiving  suspected  cases.  The  quarantine  steamer 
Foster  will  continue  her  regular  work  of  boarding  and  inspecting, 
assisted  by  the  Revenue  8.  S.  Crawford.  This  station  will  be  under 
the  command  of  Surgeon  Wt  H.  H.  Hutton.  For  Delaware  Break- 
water the  Revenue  cutter  Winona  has  been  detailed  to  assist  the  Pasteur 
in  boarding  and  enforcing  quarantine  regulations.  The  schooner  Za- 
mora,  recently  purchased,  is  rapidly  approaching  completion  by  night 
and  day  work,  as  a  disinfecting  vessel,  with  tanks  for  steaming  baggage 
and  effects.  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  S.  C.  Devan  has  been  detailed 
to  this  point  as  inspector,  to  have  general  supervision  of  the  special 
preparations. 

Along  the  Canadian  border  special  medical  inspector's  have  been  ap- 
pointed at  the  principal  railway  crossings,  to  aid  the  regular  immi- 
grant inspectors  in  enforcing  the  requirements  of  Department  circulars 
of  August  17  and  24,  relative  to  disinfection  of  baggage.  The  list  of 
stations  where  immigrant  inspectors  are  on  duty  is  given  elsewhere  in 
this  issue.

Sir:  In  view  of  the  orders  which  have  been  given  requiring  steam- 
ships carrying  immigrants  to  stop  for  inspection  at  the  Unit^  States 
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qaarantioestations,  attheDelaware  Breakwater,  also  at  the  United  States 
quaraDtine  station  at  Cape  Charles,  and  in  view  of  the  possibility  of 
the  necessity  for  detention  of  said  vessels  at  these  stations,  with  removal 
of  the  sick  to  the  hospitals  connected  therewith,  and  of  the  increased 
labor  that  would  thereby  be  thrown  upon  the  working  force  of  the 
stations,  I  have  respectfully  to  request  that  the  United  States  revenue 
cutters  within  whose  ordinary  cruising  grounds  these  stations  lie,  be 
notified  to  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  render  such  aid  in  such 
emergencies  as  may  be  required.  The  nature  of  this  aid  would  be  in 
transporting  subsistence  supplies,  nursea.  physicians,  and  articles  of 
hospital  equipment. 

It  is  not  proposed  to  permit  the  cutters  to  be  brought  in  actual  con- 
tact with  the  lazarettos  nor  to  jeopardize  the  safety  of  the  officers  and 
crew,  but  the  cutters  should  be  held  within  easy  reach  of  telegraphic 
communication.

Dmnfeciion  of  immigrarM  baggage  at  local  quarantines. — In  response 
to  inquiries  relative  to  the  method  of  disinfecting  baggage  of  Russian 
immigrants  at  Portland,  Me.,  New  Orleans,  La.,  and  Boston,  Mass., 
the  following  replies  have  been  received  from  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon 
Banks,  Surgeon  Oassaway,  and  Dr.  S.  H.  Durgin : 

Portland,  Me.,  August  24,  1892. 

In  obedience  to  your  instructions  contained  in  your  letter  of  August 
20  (H.  W.  A.),  I  called  upon  the  chairman  of  the  city  board  of  hc^th 
to  ascertain  whether  the  bEtggage  of  ^^  Eussian  emigrants"  is  fumigated 
at  this  port.  I  was  informed  that  very  few  of  that  class  arrive  here  ex- 
cept by  the  Allan  and  other  Oanadian  lines  of  steamships,  which  make 
this  a  winter  port,  consequently  none  are  expected  until  November 
next,  when  navigation  in  the  St.  Lawrence  is  closed.  No  apimratus 
for  steam  disinfection  is  controlled  by  the  board,  and  I  suggested  the 
advisability  of  it,  in  accordance  with  your  letter.  Should  any  such 
emigrants  arrive,  this  method  will  b3  adopted  in  accordance  with  the 
practice  at  other  ports. 

New  Orleans,  August  27,  1892. 

All  x>ersonal  baggage  of  immigrants  from  suspected  localities  disin- 
fected on  wooden  racks,  in  iron  cylinders,  dry  heat,  210  Fahrenheit, 
then  subjected  to  steam  at  230  for  half  an  hour,  at  7  pounds  pressure. 
Detention  varies  from  one  day  up. 

Under  date  of  August  24,  Dr.  S.  H.  Durgin,  of  Boston,  Mass^,  in- 
formed this  Bureau  that  ^^  Boston  had  been  disinfecting  Russian  bag- 
gage for  some  time  past,  and  from  to-day  all  immigrants,  excepting 
those  from  British  Islands,  must  submit  to  disinfection  of  baggage  and 
present  wearing  apparel. '^ 

Inspection  of  immigrants  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y, — Under  date  of  August  29, 

1892,  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Pettus  writes  as  follows : 

Upon  the  receipt  of  telegram  of  yesterday  in  regard  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  immigrants  from  foreign  ports,  I  called  on  the  collector  and 
asked  his  assistance  in  the  matter.  He  has  promised  to  help  as  much 
as  possible,  and  has  directed  the  inspector  of  immigrants  for  this  port 
to  hold  all  from  the  ports  named  in  the  circulars  of  17th  and  24th  in- 
stants for  inspection  by  me.      I  also  have  the  honor  to  state  that, 
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considering  Su8i)en8ion  Bridge  the  most  important  point  to  expect  entry 
of  immigrants  from  Canada,  I  have  written  the  inspector  there  to 
hold  all  immigrants  and  notify  me  at  once,  so  I  cad  go  and  see 
them.  I  can  reach  the  Bridge  by  an  hour's  ride.  There  is  a  line 
of  steamers  running  from  Toronto  to  Lewiston  and  Yonngstown, 
carrying  chiefly  excursionists,  still  there  is  a  possible  danger  of 
some  immigrants  coming  in  that  way,  hence  I  would  advise  the 
sending  of  a  letter  of  instruction  to  the  deputy  collectors  at  these 
small  ports.  Yonngstown  has  about  250  inhabitants,  and  has  a 
United  States  fort  within  its  precincts,  Fort  Niagara.  LewJston  has 
about  400  inhabitants.  Both  are  on  the  Niagara  River.  The  great 
volume  of  travel,  however,  comes  by  train  over  Suspension  Bridge, 
where  there  is  an  inspector  of  immigrants  stationed  to  inspect  the  cars. 
I  am  informed  by  the  insi)ector  that  very  few  immigrants  come  into 
this  StHte  through  Canada.  If  these  precautions  ai-e  not  considered 
sufficient,  I  respectfully  ask  for  further  instruction. 

German  vessel  Karlsruhe  passed  to  BaUimore. — Surgeon  Hutton  tele 
graphs  as  follows  from  Cape  Charles  Quarantine,  Virginia : 

August  30.  1892. 

Karlsruhe,  from  Bremen,  passed  us  10  a.  m.  All  well.  Did  not 
disinfect  baggage  here.  Eussian  baggage  disinfected  at  Bremen.  Ad- 
vise Baltimore. 

Cholera  restrictiari. 

The  following  extract  from  the  proceedings  of  the  International  Con- 
ference of  boards  of  health  is  furnished  by  Dr.  Henry  B.  Baker,  secretary 
of  State  board  of  health,  Michigan : 

At  the  recent  meeting  in  Indianapolis  of  the  executive  committee  of 
the  International  Conference  of  boards  of  health,  it  was  voted  that — 
*' While  this  executive  committee  attaches  great  importance  to  efforts 
to  exclude  cholera  by  an  eflRcient  quarantine  system  on  the  seaboard, 
it  urges  upon  popular  attention  what  is  so  well  known  to  sanitarians, 
to  wit :  The  importance  of  such  prompt  municipal  and  domestic  prep- 
aration now  as  will  cause  the  germs  of  cholera  to  fall  upon  sterile  soil 
should  the  disease  gain  a  foothold  upon  this  continent.  In  the  history 
of  former  epidemics  cholera  was  most  virnlent  and  fatal  in  the  un- 
drained,  filthy  cities  and  towns  with  a  polluted  water  supply,  while 
clean  places,  and  those  which  had  made  proper  preparations  in  advance, 
escaped  entirely  or  were  but  lightly  scourged.  Cholera  is  not  caused 
by  fear,  nor  by  any  article  of  diet  alone,  but  by  the  germs  which  spread 
directly  and  indirectly  from  the  infected  person — from  the  bowel 
discharges. 

Especial  care  should  be  taken  that  the  dangerous  excreta  of  immi- 
grants be  no  longer  scattered  along  the  rail  of  every  railroad  across  the 
country.  Certain  provision  should  be  made  requiring  and  insuring 
that  all  such  excreta  voided  on  board  cars  shall  be  received  in  a  strong 
disinfectant  solution.  As  cholera  is  usually  spread  along  lines  of  travel 
by  those  only  slightly  affected  by  the  disease,  the  importance  of  these 
precautions  cannot  be  overstated.

Disinfectant  solation  may  easily  be  added  to  all  water  closets  on 
sleeping  cars;  all  immigrant  trains  shoald  be  required  to  have  similar 
provision,  or  at  least  covered  buckets  containing  a  strong  disinfectant. 

It  has  long  been  believed  that  the  bowel  discharges  of  a  person  sick 
with  cholera,  or  with  typhoid  fever,  are  especially  dangerous  after  a 
few  days ;  it  now  seems  probable  that  this  is  because,  af^r  drying,  the 
germs  are  then  more  likely  to  be  detached  into  the  atmosphere  and  be 
inhaled  and  swallowed  by  whoever  comes  near. 

In  time  of  danger  of  cholera,  local  sanitation  should  include  the  dis- 
infection of  all  excreta,  and  the  boiling  of  all  suspected  water  used  for 
drinking  and  culinary  purposes. 

Key  West  Quarantine,  Dry  Tortugus,  ila, — Assistant  Surgeon  Geddings 
writes  as  follows : 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  since  my  last  communication,  the  two 
seamen  from  the  brig  Ca^^n  have  been  discharged,  recovered  and 
return  to  duty.  Engineer  Eick  progresses  favorably,  and  while  his 
convalescence  is  slow  I  think  there  is  no  doubt  as  to  his  ultimate  re- 
covery.    No  new  cases  have  developed  in  the  past  twelve  days. 

The  Caspian  has  been  unballasted,  again  fumigated  and  disinfected, 
all  clothing  steamed,  reballasted,  and.  will  be  discharged  on  Sunday 
next,  unless  something  unforeseen  happens  in  the  mean  time. 

South  Atlantic  Quarantim. — The  following  letters  have  been  received 
from  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Glennan  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival,  last  evening,  of  the  Swedish 
bark  Harold,  sixty-five  days  from  Aberdeen  to  Tybee  for  orders.  One 
death  occurred  on  July  28,  1892,  of  indefinite  symptoms,  from  the 
master's  account,  the  man  having  been  sick  in  hospital  at  Shields 
prior  to  joining  the  vessel. 

She  is  detained  for  unballasting  and  disinfection. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  last  evening  of  the  Nor- 
wegian bark  August  Tellefsen,  forty-six  days  from  Santos,  in  ballast  for 
orders  (200  tons  of  stone).  This  vessel  lay  in  Santos  harbor  for  eleven 
months,  during  which  time  the  captain  and  all  the  crew  were  sick 
with  yellow  fever,  nine  cases  and  three  deaths. 

I  have  also  to  report  the  arrival  today  of  the  Norwegian  bark  Jotun, 
forty  days  from  Rio,  eleven  in  crew,  and  stone  ballast.  She  does  not 
appear  to  have  had  any  sickness  while  in  port  of  departure,  nor  since 
that  time  at  sea.     Both  vessels  are  held  for  treatment.

The  followiDg  letter  has  been  received  from  Passed  Assistant  Shr- 

geon  Banks,  in  explanation  of  the  telegram  published  in  Abstract  of 

Angnst  26 : 

My  telegram  of  yesterday,  a  copy  of  which  is  inclosed,  explained 
the  circumstances  attending  the  arrival  of  the  Schooner  Bosa  Muellery 
which  arrived  at  this  port  the  evening  previous  with  a  foul  **bill 
of  health''  from  Santos,  Brazil.  I  visited  her  in  conjunction  with 
the  local  board  of  health  and  advised  with  them  as  to  her  disposition 
while  in  quarantine.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  she  had  been  trad- 
ing in  that  region  for  the  past  year,  that  one  sailor  died  from  yellow 
fever  en  route,  that  his  clothes  were  distributed  among  the  crew,  that 
another  sailor  was  put  off  at  Vineyard  Haven  and  h^  since  died,  it 
was  deemed  best  to  order  ballast  overboard  and  thorough  disinfection 
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of  vessel,  crew,  and  clothing  with  sulphur  dioxide  and  mercuric  bi- 
chloride before  permitting  her  to  leave  quarantine.  I  found  two  of 
the  seamen  suffering  from  the  effects  of  restricted  diet,  having  been 
without  vegetables  or  fresh  meat  for  six  weeks. 

Ca»e  of  smaUpox  at  Pittsburg^  Pa., — Dr.  Lee,  secretary  Pennsylvania 
State  boaixl  of  health,  on  August  24,  1892,  reports  1  case  of  smallpox  at 
Pitt«burg,  Pa.     Origin  of  case  unknown.     All  precautions  taken. 

Reports  of  States,  and  yearly  and  monthly  repoiis  of  cities. 

California.— Month  of  July,  1S92.  Reports  to  the  State  board  of 
health  fi^om  98  cities,  towns,  and  villages,  having  an  aggregate  popu- 
lation of  783,003,  show  a  total  of  1,091  deaths,  including  phthisis  pul- 
monalis,  129 ;  enteric  fever,  28 ;  diphtheria,  20 ;  scarlet  fever,  9 ;  croup, 
5;  measles,  1;  and  whooping  cough,  16. 

Florida. — Month  of  July,  1892.  Reports  to  the  State  board  of 
health  from  23  counties  and  2  cities  show  a  total  of  287  deaths,  includ- 
ing phthisis  pulmonalis,  15 ;  enteric  fever,  12 ;  croup.  1 ;  and  whooping 
cough,  2. 

MuniroAN. — Week  ended  August  20,  1892.  Reports  to  the  State 
l)oai*d  of  health  from  83  observers  and  others  indicate  that  inflammation 
of  brain,  membranous  croup,  cerebrospinal  meningitis,  typho- malarial 
fever,  dysentery,  and  pneumonia  increased,  and  that  measles,  pleuritis, 
inttuenxa,  typhoid  fever,  bronchitis,  and  diphtheria  decreased  in  area 
of  prevalence.  Diphtheria  is  rei)orted  present  during  the  week  at  16 
places,  scarlet  fever  at  28,  enteric  fever  at  29,  and  measles  at  3  places. 

Tknnicsskk. — Month  of  July,  1892.  Reports  to  the  State  board  of 
htuilth,  Nashville,  show  that  the  principal  diseases,  named  in  the  order 
of  their  grejiter  prevalence,  during  the  month,  were  enteric  fever,  mala- 
rial fin'cr,  dysentery,  diarrhoea,  whooping  cough,  consumption,  cholera 
infantum,  pneumonia,  scarlet  fever,  and  tonsilitis.  Enteric  fever  was 
reported  in  22  counties,  scarlet  fever  in  4  counties,  consumption  in  7 
oounti(V4,  and  whooping  cough  in  7  counties.  Reports  from  7  cities 
and  towns,  having  an  aggregate  population  of  249,968,  show  a  total  of 
•440  deaths,  including  phthisis  pulmonalis,  60;  enteric  fever,  13;  scarlet 
fever,  I  ;  and  whooping  cough,  1.

Passengers  already  embarked  pronounced  perfectly  safe  by  local  au- 
thorities, who  are  thoroughly  alive  to  danger  and  taking  vigorous 
measures  to  prevent  any  outbreak.

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Protective  measures  agaiyist  cholera  in  Austria-Hungary, 

The  following  extract  from  the  ordinauces  of  the  Austrian  Empire, 
recently  enacted  lor  preventing  the  spread  of  cholei*a,  is  furnished 
through  the  State  Department  by  the  vice  consul-general  of  the  United 
States  at  Vienna  in  his  dispatch  of  August  5 : 

Sanitary  Laws  and  Ordinances. — Ordinance  of  the  I.  R.  Ministry  of  the  Interior  of 
July  8,  1892,  to  all  the  political  authorities,  concerning  measures  against  the 
cholera. 

By  the  vehement  appearance  of  the  cholera  in  Baku,  Tiflis,  and 
Astrachau,  and  by  the  confirmation,  as  now  upwards  the  river  Volga, 
there  is  the  danger  in  view  that  by  means  of  railroads  and  ships  the 
malady  will  also  spread  to  the  west  and  southwest  of  the  Eussian 
Empire,  and  so  might  also  threaten  the  countries  of  the  kingdoms  and 
crown  lands  represented  in  parliament ;  therefore,  the  urgency  is  par- 
amount, already  now,  to  take  every  i)reeautiouary  measure  to  prevent 
the  introducing  of  this  contagions  disease. 

For  Galicia  and  BukotciJia. 

As  these  countries  are  threatened  first  by  the  eventual  introduction 
of  the  cholera,  it  is  the  responsible  task  of  the  political  authorities  of 
these  crown  lands  to  ward  off  the  intrusion  of  the  plague.  For  that 
purpose,  according  to  the  opinion  of  the  Oberster  Sanitatsraih,  there  is 
strictly  to  be  watched  the  precise  carrying  out  of  those  measures  which 
have  been  ordained  already  on  April  17,  1892,  No.  7304,  regarding  the 
spreading  of  the  typhus  and  smallpox  in  the  distr&sed  districts  of 
Eussia,  as  also  the  ordinances,  No.  19230  and  No.  19795,  of  April  21 
and  26,  1892,  by  the  Ministry  of  Commerce,  at  the  instigation  of  the 
Ministry  of  the  Interior,  regarding  the  institutions  for  transportation; 
then  the  ordinance,  No.  31273,  dif  June27,  1892,  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Commerce  in  regard  to  the  cholera,  and  which  refers  to  a  prompt 
registering  of  the  infectious  diseases  in  the  country  in  general,  and  more 
especially  in  the  boundary  districts;  to  the  observation  of  the  sanitary 
condition  of  travelers  arriving  from  Eussia  in  boundary  stations,  by 
the  railroad  officials  accompanying  the  railroad  train ;  to  the  causing 
of  a  medical  examination  of  such  travelers  as  show  suspicious  symp- 
toms of  disease;  to  the  instituting  and  maintaining  of  proper  localities 
for  inspection  in  the  boundary  stations;  to  the  procuring  of  steam  dis- 
infecting apparatuses,  and  to  providing  for  the  isolated  sheltering  for  the 
eventual  housing  of  discard  persons,  if  required.  In  addition  to  this, 
the  following  is  ordained  : 

The  Cholera  Instructions  of  Augu.st  5,  1886,  section  A,  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  respective  county,  financial,  and  postal  authorities,  and 
the  managing  bodies  of  the  railroad*?,  are  t-o  take  effect  in  such  a  man- 
ner that  in  the  boundary  stations  connected  with  the  Eussian  railroads

H\h:  li^iverting  Uy  my  dinpatch  No.  476,  of  the  6th  iDstant,  with 
n'fnnnice  fo  the  Himpec^ted  exintencie  of  cholera  in  Acca,  Syria,  I  have 
now  the  honor  to  inform  your  Department  that  from  the  report  made 
to  the  local  authoritieft  by  the  medical  commission  which  waft  sent  to 
that  (!ity  for  purposes  of  investifcdtion,  it  appears  that  the  epidemic- 
which  broke  out  there  is  of  the  kind  called  cholel^  nostra  (or  choler- 
ine;, that  of  the  eight  cases  which  occnrred  prior  to  the  6th  instant, 
two  proved  fatal,  and  that  since  then  only  a  very  few  cases  of  cholera 
nostTtt  have  taken  place  without  any  deaths.     Furthermore,  the  report. 
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of  said  commission  gives  me  to  understand  that  the  fii-st  cholerine 
eases  were  simply  dne  to  mephitic  measures  produced  by  the  opening 
of  an  old  aqueduct  full  of  impurities  and  leaving  it  for  many  days  un- 
covered. All  necessary  prophylactic  measures  have,  however,  been 
recently  adopted  by  the  medical  commission  in  order  to  stop  the  de 
velopment  of  the  dlseiise,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  learn  that  the  efforts 
made  to  that  end  have  fortunately  so  far  had  mast  sjitisfactory  results.

Cuba — Havana, — The  United  States  sanitary  inspector  under  date  of 
August  20,  1892,  reports' as  follows: 

There  w(^  154  deaths  in  this  city  during  the  week  ending  !^ug<ist 
18,  1892.  Fifteen  of  those  deaths  were  caused  by  yellow  fever  (with 
approximately  50  new  cases),  8  were  caused  by  enteric  fever,  5  by  so- 
called  pernicious  fever,  1  by  bilious  fever.  2  by  paludal  fever,  1  by 
croup,  and  2  by  glanders. 

The  British  brig  Jiozella  Sniifhj  that  is  clearing  for  Chandeleur  Island 
to-day,  has  had  3  cases  of  yellow  (ever  occur  aboard  while  here,  they 
having  been  sent  to  the  hosi)ital  where  1  died  last  night. 

August  25,  United  States  Sanitary  Inspector  Burgess  telegraphs  as 

follows:

The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Wolverhampton,  viz,  12.5,  and  the  highest  in  Burnley,  viz, 
24.2  a  thousand. 

London, — One  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty-one  deaths  were  reg- 
istered during  the  week,  including  measles,  50 ;  scarlet  fever,  21 ;  diph- 
theria, 35;  whooping  cough,  14;  enteric  fever,  10;  and  diarrhea  and 
dysentery,  128.

The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  registered  from 
all  causes  was  474,  including  measles,  19 ;  scarlet  fever,  13 ;  diphtheria, 
6 ;  whooping  cx)ugh,  16 ;  fever,  7  ;  and  diarrhea,  32. 

India — Singapore — Mortality  among  children. 

United  Stateis  Consulate, 

Singapore,  July  11,  1892. 

Sir  :  From  month  to  month  thehealth  officer's  reports  have  come  to  my 
notice.  I  have  been  much  struck  with  the  high  rate  of  mortality  among 
the  children.  I  have  compared  the  death  rate  here  with  the  rate  of 
such  other  cities  as  I  had  at  hand,  and  found  in  ever>^  ins'tauce  that  it 
was  higher.  What  the  real  reasons  are  I  do  not  know  and  will  only 
try  to  explain  in  a  general  way. '  The  death  rate  of  adults  is  low  both 
aiiiong  European  and  Asiatics,  and  the  sanitary  arrrangements  of  the 
city  are  considered  iairly  good. 

The  vital  statistics  for  April  shows  that  the  births  registered  during  the  month 

came  to 221 

Deaths 406 

Excess  of  deaths  over  births 185 

The  birth  rate  is  equivalent  to  an  annual  rate  of  16.37. 

The  death  i-ate  is  equivalent  to  an  annual  rate  of  30  per  mouth. 

The  death  rate  of  children  under  1  year  of  age  is  equivalent  to  a 
death  rate  of  three-fourths  per  mille.  That  is,  in  other  words,  of  1,000 
children  born  three-fourths  die  before  they  reach  the  age  of  1  year. 
Thishig^h  rate  of  mortality  compares  unfavorably  with  the  loss  of  child 
life  in  tjinglish  or  even  Indian  cities. 

There  the  death  rate  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  is:  In  Lon- 
don, 159:  in  Calcutta,  273;  in  Bombay,  264  per  mille;  in  Singapore, 
374. 

In  Penang  the  health  officer  reports  an  even  higher  mortality  than 
that  of  Singapore. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  this  mortality  is  an  indication  of  in- 
sanitary surroundings  detrimental  to  child  life. 

The  present  system  of  registration  does  not  admit  of  any  accurate 
investigation  as  to  the  true  causation  of  death.     The  deaths  of  children 
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are  invariably  returned  by  the  deputy  registrars  as  due  to  ^'convul- 
sions,^' a  symptom  of  many  diseases  and  disorders,  a  vague  term  of 
indefinite  meaning  throwing  no  light  on  the  cause  of  death.  To  com- 
pare the  infant  mortality  of  Singapore  with  that  of  English  or  Ameri- 
can towns,  under  better  hygienic  surroundings,  would  be  unfair,  but 
we  might  expect  that  child  life  would  not  be  less  secure  from  disease 
and  death  in  Singapore  than  in  Bombay  and  Calcutta.  At  Singapore 
a  singular  feature  in  the  vital  statistics  is  the  complete  absence  of  any 
natural  increase  of  population.  Month  by  month  the  deaths  far  exceed 
the  births,  and  the  population  is  kept  up  by  fresh  immigration.

— Instructions  to  customs  and  medical  officers  acting  under  pro- 
visions vf  Department  Circular  No.  148.

Washington,  D.  C,  September  3,  1892. 

You  are  hereby  directed  to  inspect  all  immigrants  coming  to  the 
United  States,  and  all  other  pei-sons ^coming  from  any  districts  where 
cholera  is  prevailing,  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  Department  Cir- 
culars of  July  8  (No.  112),  August  17  (No.  141),  and  August  24  (No. 
147),  which  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  all  vehicles  crossing  the 
frontier : 

1.  All  incoming  trains  or  boats  to  be  boarded  at  some  point  without 
the  United  States  or  at  the  border  or  before  entering  a  port  if  prac- 
ticable. 

2.  Immigrants  from  the  cholera  infected  districts  of  Europe,  Asia, 
or  elsewhere  to  be  sepai-ated  from  the  ordinary  passengers  and  held  for 
inspection. 

3.  Baggage  and  elT(^cts  of  said  immigrants  to  be  separated  and  held 
at  some  point  to  be  selected,  until  tbe  inspector  is  satisfied  that  they 
haxe  been  subjected  to  the  disinfection  required  by  said  circulars. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  you  will  n^nder  assistance  to  State  and 
local  authorities  in  the  enforcement  of  their  health  regulations.

Steam  heat  necessary  for  disinfection. 

Treasury  Department,

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following 
points  regarding  the  application  of  heat  as  a  disinfectant  for  clothing, 
bedding,  textile  fabrics,  etc.,  which  have  been  exposed  to  cholera  in- 
fection. , 

To  thoroughly  disinfect  such  articles,  they  must  be  permeated  with 
a  degree  of  heat  sufficient  to  be  germicidal.  This  can  not  be  done  with- 
out the  application  of  a  temperature  not  under  100°  C,  and  this  tem- 
perature must  arise  from  steam. 

In  view  of  the  epidemics  of  cholera  which  have  invaded  the  different 
countries  of  Europe  in  the  past  few  years,  and  the  attention  excited  by 
Prof,  Koch's  discovery  of  their  cause,  it  has  been  the  task  of  such 
eminent  men  as  Profs.  Koch  and  Esmarch,  Kitasato,  Di'S.  Theodore 
Weyl  and  Frosch  to  formulate  the  means  best  adapted  to  prevent  its 
spread.  These  eminent  authorities  with  one  accord  recommend  the 
application  of  steam  as  the  means  of  disinfecting  articles  of  clothing, 
etc.,  which  have  been  infected  with  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease. 

So  far  as  known,  the  application  of  dry  heat  under  140°-150°  C.  is 
not  recommended  for  any  article,  for  the  following  reasons,  viz : 

1st.  The  nondiflfusibility  of  heat  of  low  degree  through  clothing,  etc., 
by  reason  of  its  property  of  nonconduction. 

2d.  The  air  in  and  around  the  articles  acts  in  the  same  manner,  being 
a  nonconductor  of  heat.  From  a  casual  observation,  one  must  see  that 
the  above  principle  is  applied  to  the  ordinary  steam  or  water  heating 
apparatus  of  our  dwellings,  and  means  are  provided  for  the  expulsion 
of  the  air  from  the  dead  spaces  of  the  radiators. 

Laboratory  tests  as  to  what  is  the  thermal  death  point  of  the  cholei-a 
germ,  are  well  enough  when  applied  to  the  germ  jyer  se,  but  it  does  not 
avail  anything  if  means  arcnot  devised  to  meet  all  the  requirements 
with. which  we  are  confronted;  a  practical  application  of  such  tests 
must  be  made. 

It  was  my  good  fortune  to  l>e  able  to  inspect  the  various  disinfecting 
stations  and  apparatus  of  Berlin,  Paris,  London,  and  Edinburgh,  and  I 
found  in  no  instance  (where  heat  was  used  as  a  disinfectant),  that  a  less 
temperature  than  100°  C.  steam  was  recommended  or  practiced. 
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At  one  time  dry  heat  was  used  in  London,  but  it  was  abandoned  on 
acex)ant  of  the  unsatisfactory  results  following  its  use. 

In  the  so-called  **  cholera  course''  at  the  University  of  Berlin,  which 
is  for  the  special  instruction  of  the  medical  officers  of  the  Grerman  army 
and  navy  in  the  methods  best  adapted  to  jJrevent  the  spread  of  cholera, 
steam  disinfection  alone  (where  heat  is  required  for  disinfection),  is 
recommepded  by  Koch,  Fraenkel  and  Pfeiflfer. 

The  Russian  military  service  has  adopted  steam  disinfection  in  cases 
of  cholera  among  the  troops. 

So  far  no  appliance  applicable  to  quarantine  has  been  invented  for 
using  dry  heat  as  a  disinfectant 

It  would  be  extremely  hazardous  at  this  moment  to  abandon  the 
means  which  we  know  give  good  results,  for  any  other  which  has  been 
long  ago  abandoned,  because  of  its  being  found  wanting. 

I  will  not  attempt  to  give  the  details  of  my  experience  in  regard  to 
disinfection  of  textile  fabrics  which  for  the  purposes  of  experiment, 
had  been  contaminated  with  the  germ  of  cholera.  In  an  extended 
s^es  of  experiments  commenced  in  1887,  when  cholera  was  present  in 
New  York,  and  continued  subsequently,  I  can  confirm  all  that  has 
been  recommended  by  Profe,  Koch,  Von  Esmarch,  Pfeiflfer,  Proskauer, 
Dra  Weyl,  Frosch,  Roux,  Wood,  and  others.

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  S.  C.  Devan,  M.-H.  S.,  has  been  placed  in 
charge  of  the  Delaware  Breakwater  Quarantine  Station,  with  two  med- 
ical assistants.  He  reports  the  inauguration  of  a  temporary  hospital 
camp  at  that  point  ready  for  emergencies.

History  of  cholera  epidemics  in  Ogdensburg,  N,  Y. 

The  following  historical  report  on  the  experience  of  Ogdensburg, 
N.  Y.,  on  previous  epidemics  has  been  received  from  Acting  Assistant 
Surgeon  B..F.  Sherman,  M.-H.  S. :  ' 

Ogdensburg,  September  3,  1892. 

Dear  Sir  :  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  report  the  past  and  present  relation 
of  this  old  city  to  epidemic  cholera.  The  first  victim  of  the  disease  in 
the  United  States  was  in  Ogdensburg  in  1832,  when  it  was  but  a  small 
village.  It  appeared  here  again  and  spread  extensively  in  1834  and 
1854.  In  each  case  the  disease  came  to  us  direct  from  McJntreal.  In 
1832  and  1834  commerce  was  carried  on  upon  the  river  with  bateau, 
poling  up  the  rapids,  and  communication  was  direct  and  frequent  with 
Montreal.  In  1854  the  first  victim  came  direct  from  the  canal,  then 
building  10  miles  below  here  in  Canada,  and  was  brought  by  his  friends 
and  laid  upon  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  my  office,  where  he  was  taken 
in  and  cared  for  until  he  died,  six  hours  after.  The  next  case  was  a 
resident  of  the  village,  who  came  the  day  before  from  Montreal.  In 
1854  the  great  thoroughfare  of  emigration  from  east  to  west  was  up  the 
St.  Lawrence.  We  had  also  a  large  contingent  of  railroad  laborers 
living  in  shanties,  as  such  men  do.  Now  the  emigration  from  east  to 
west  goes  by  way  of  the  Canadian  trunk  lines,  and  enters  the  States  at 
Detroit  and  other  points  west.  We  have  here  a  large  foreign  or  Canadian 
population,  and  the  communication  with  Montreal  is  direct  and  frequent. 
It  is  through  them  that  we  get  smallpox  and  diseases  of  that  class.  I 
feel  that  if  cholera  reaches  Montreal  we  will  be  sure  to  have  it  here, 
for  we  have  no  means  of  preventing  intercourse  back  and  forth  between 
families  and  friends.  The  village  of  Prescott,  opposite  this  city,  has 
daily,  almost  hourly,  communication  with  Montreal,  and  there  is  a 
half  hourly  ferry  between  this  place  and  Prescott.

.Gextlemex:  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  published  report  of 
cholera  being  in  Prance,  England,  and  Germany.  None  is  yet  stated 
to  be  in  the  United  States  or  Canada.  The  danger  of  infection  can, 
however,  be  considered  sufficiently  imminent  to  warrant  all  precautions. 
While  it  is  particularly  tnjoined  that  unnecessary  panic  be  avoided, 
you  are  requested  to  take  all  measures  for  the  better  protection  of  the 
public  health  should  the  disease  gain  a  foothold  on  this  continent.  If 
cholera  is  reported  fh  Canada  you  will  make  such  arrangements  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  proper  inspection  of  trains  and  vessels  coming 
from  there  into  this  State.  Any  cases  of  the  disease  found  should  be 
at  once  removed  to  a  suitable  place  and  all  pei'sons  exposed  subjected 
to  quarantine.  If  the  exposure  is  not  sufficient  to  warrant  the  deten- 
tion of  passengers,  their  names  and  destinations  should  be  obtained  and 
this  department  notified  by  telegram  that  it  may  warn  the  health  au- 
thorities interested.  Your  attention  is  further  called  to  subdivision  3, 
section  3,  of  the  inclosed  law.

The  following  by-laws,  made  under  authority  of  clauses  regarding 
epidemic,  have  been  sanctioned  by  Government,  and  are  now  in  force 
in  the  province:  *' Until  otherwise  ordered,  it  is  forbidden  to  bring  in 
by  water  or  by  land  emigrants  or  emigrants^  effects  within  the  Province 
o/  Quebec.  It  is  forbidden  for  any  vessel  coming  from  an  infected 
port,  or  rei)orted  to  be  infected  with  cholera,  to  touch  at  any  point  in 
the  Province  of  Quebec,  or  disembark  anything  whatsoever — passengers. 
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crew,  or  merchandise.  It  is  forbidden  for  any  vessel  having  had  on 
board  during  the  voyage  one  or  more  (^ases  of  cholera  to  touch  at  any 
point  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  or  disembark  anything  whatsoever — 
passengers,  cre^',  or  merchandise.  It  is  the  duty  of  municipal  councils 
in  the  Province  of  Quebec  to  have  the  above  regulations  respected  and 
executed."

One  question  which  presses  upon  the  State  and  provincial  boards  of 
health  is  whether  or  not  to  maintain  inspections  and  disinfection  ^f 
immigrants  and  baggage  at  State  lines,  as,  for  instance,  at  Detroit, 
Port  Huron,  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  and  on  the  eastern  line  of  Ohio,  Indiana^ 
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or  Illinois.  If  such  work  is  sufficiently  thorough  at  all  ports  of  entry 
on  the  seaboard,  the  expense  and  annoyance  of  interior  inspections 
may  thus  be  prevented,  or  at  least  lessened.  But  the  interior  States 
must  be  constantly  infoi'med  of  the  conditions  at  the  ports,  and  if  in- 
terior inspections  are  maintaiued,  officers  at  the  ports  can  greatly 
facilitate  them.  The  recently  appointed  **  Quarantine  Inspection  Com- 
mission'' of  the  ** International  Conference  of  Boards  of  Health"  is 
designed  to  secnre  that  information  and  cooperation.  This  commis- 
sion is  as  follows:  Drs.  McCormack,  Kentucky;  Baker,  Michigan; 
Bryce,  Ontario:  Watson,  New  Hampshire:  Laine,  Ca,Ufornia;  Orvan- 
^nas.  Mexico ;  and  Holt  (or  Saloman),  of  Louisiana.  The  commission 
will  immediately  inspect  the  quarantine  stations.  It  acts  in  concert 
with  the  United  States  Marine- Hospital  Service,  and  will  aim  to  unite 
or  unify  all  sanitary  organizations  in  this  country.

Sir  :  In  compliance  with  Department  Circulars  Nos.  141  and  147,  I 
this  day  detained  sixteen  immigrants  from  Europe,  with  their  baggage, 
for  disinfection.  All  their  boxes  and  bundles,  bags,  etc.,  were  placed 
in  a  tight  l)Ox  car,  lines  were  stretched  across,  and  the  boxes  opened  and 
contents  spread  upon  the  lines,  then  containers  were  thoroughly  satu- 
rated with  2  per  cent,  solution  of  carbolic  acid,  after  which  steam  was 
introduced  from  an  engine  for  one  hour,  thoroughly  heating  the  car  to 
100°  centigrade.  They  will  proceed  upon  their  journey  on  the  2d  of 
September. 

Emigrant  trains  pass  here  daily,  and  I  have  crossed  the  river  so  as 
to  meet  and  inspect  them  before  crossing  into  the  United  States.  This 
gives  more  time  and  does  not  interfere  with  the  traffic  any  more 
than  necessary.  Should  I  find  any  suspicious  cases,  I  will  prevent 
their  entry  into  the  United  States. 

The  railroad  officials  have  given  me  every  facility  to  carry  on  this 
work.

In  Havana  she  lay  at  the  St.  Jos6  wharf  discharging 
cargo  ;  her  water  ballast  was  taken  at  sea.  She  is  detained  for  disin- 
fection. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  to-day  of  the  Spanish  bark 
Maria,  eight  days  from  Havana,  destined  to  Brunswick,  Ga.  While 
lying  in  the  port  of  departure,  several  Ciises  of  yellow  fever  occurred 
among  the  crew,  and  the  mate  died  of  the  disease  in  hospital.  Per- 
sonal inspection  shows  the  vessel  to  be  in  poor  sanitary  condition, 
with  earth  of  bad  quality  for  ballast.  She  is  detained  for  thorough 
treatment. 

Yellow  fever  at  Key  West  Quarantine  Station. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Geddings  reports  the  occurrence  of  yellow 

fever  at  his  station,  as  follows : 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  Saturday  last,  August  27,  Cap- 
tain Harding  and  Fireman  Patrtek  Mulroy,  of  the  steamer  Dagmar,  were 
prostrated  with  yellow  fever.  Their  cases,  however,  have  been  very 
light,  and  to  day  I  consider  them  out  of  all  danger,  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  events.  Engineer  Rick  has  convalesced  and  returned  to  light 
duty.     All  other  cases  have  recovered  fully. 
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Crulf  Quarantine — Arrival  of  infected  vessel, 

*  Passed  Asistant  Surgeon  Guit^ras  reports  as  follows,  under  date  of 
September  3,  1892 : 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  this  day  of  the  British  brigan- 
tiue  Rozella  Smith,  twelve  and  one-half  days^  from  Havana,  bound  for 
Ship  Island,  in  rock  ballast. 

Three  cases  of  yellow  fever  occurred  in  port  of  departing,  all  of 
which  were  .4ent  to  hospital  some  days  after  the  development  of  the 
disease.     One  died  in  hospital. 

En  route  here,  two  eases  developed,  one  of  which  proved  fatal  on 
August  29.  The  body  was  buried  at  sea,  and  the  clothing,  etc.,  throwu 
overboard. 

On  arrival  one  of  the  crew  was  sick,  and  was  brought  ashore  to  hos- 
pital, his  clothing  first  being  subjected  to  disinfection,  and  the  patient 
given  a  bichloride  solution  bath.  This  case  was  not  one  of  yellow 
fever. 

At  Havana  this  vessel  was  fumigated  by  the  U.  S.  inspector,  Dr. 
Burgess,  and  also  by  the  Spanish  authorities. 

Three  members  of  the  crew  were  shipped  at  Havana  to  rei)lace  those- 
sent  to  hospital. 

The  vessel  lay  in  the  open  bay  to  discharge  her  cargo,  but  her  crew 
were  allowed  to  go  ashore  repeatedly  at  night. 

She  is  to  be  considered  as  a  dangerous  vessel,  and  will  be  subjected 
to  thorough  disinfection,  and  her  crew  hejd  under  rigid  observation.

Suspected  case  of  cholera  at  Grangemouth,  Scotland. 

The  United  States  consul  at  Edinburgh  reports,  under  date  of  August 
25, 1892,  that  a  fatal  case  of  cholera  or  unusually  severe  choleraic  diarrhea 
has  occurred  at  the  port  of  Grangemouth,  a  seaport  located  in  the  county 
of  Sterling,  about  30  miles  west  from  Leith,  on  the  Firth  of  Forth, 
recognized  as  being  within  the  consular  district  of  Leith.  The  Helene 
Lauber,  a  steamer  from  Hamburg,  arrived  at  Grangemouth  on  the  night 
of  the  18th  instant.  On  the  morning  of  the  19th  the  mtuster  reported 
the  sickness  of  one  of  the  crew.  He  was  taken  ill  about  3  o'clock  in 
the  morning  of  the  19th.  He  was  seen  about  8  o'clock  by  the  medical 
officer  of  the  local  authority,  admitted  to  the  hospital  about  noon,  and 
died  about  2:30  j>.  m.  of  the  same  day.  A  post-mortem  examination 
was  held  5  hours  after  death,  and  the  case  was  pronounced  to  be  one  of 
either  cholera  or  severe  choleraic  diarrhea.

Sir  :  The  appearance  of  cholera  at  St.  Petersburg  was  officially  re- 
ported last  Friday,  the  12th  instant,  when  158  cases,  with  31  deaths, 
were  announced  to  have  taken  x>lace  during  the  10  preceding  days. 

For  more  than  a  month  fatal  cases  of  illness,  strongly  stispected  to  be 
cholera,  were  spoken  of;  but  it  was  hoped  that  they  were  only  of 
cholerine,  such  as  occur  every  year  at  this  season.  Analysis  proved, 
however,  that  some  of  the  n^ore  recent  cases  were  of  a  serious  nature, 
and  the  authorities  were  obliged  to  admit  that  the  epidemic  had  made 
its  way  to  the  capital.  Since  the  12th  instant  bulletins  of  the  sanitary 
condition  of  St.  Petersburg  have  been  published,  by  which  it  appears 
that  there  are  between  40  and  50  cases  of  cholera  daily,  one- third  of 
which  prove  fatal.  This  small  proportion  of  mortality  shows  that  the 
disease  is  thus  far  of  a  mild  diaracter ;  and  it  is  stated  that  its  victims 
are  confined  to  the  poorest  class  of  the  population.  There  is  no  excite- 
ment or  agitation  over  it  in  town,  and  were  It  not  for  the  absence  of 
tourists,  who  usually  crowd  the  hotels  at  this  season,  and  who  now  are 
deterred  from  coming  here,  there  would  be  no  indication  of  the  pres- 
ence of  a  dreaded  epidemic. 

The  daily  bulletins  of  the  cholera  in  the  Empire  report  its  existence 
over  all  European  Eussia,  excepting  the  Crimea,  the  provinces  on  the 
Black  Sea,  Poland,  the  Baltic  provinces,  and  Finland,  but  there  is 
reason  to  believe  that  in  the  grand  duchy  last  named  there  have  been 
a  few  isolated  cases.  In  central  Asia,  the  Caucasus,  Siberia  as  far  east 
as  Tobolsk,  and  the  Volga  provinces  it  is  raging,  those  countries  fur- 
nishing most  of  the  6,000  or  7,000  cases  mentioned  in  the  daily  official 
bulletins,  and  of  those  cases  more  than  50  per  cent.  j)roved  fatal. 

Little  apprehension  is  felt  that  the  epidemic  will  become  serious  at 
St.  Petersburg,  for  great  precautions  have  been  taken  to  prepare  the 
city  for  it,  and  the  general  sanitary  condition  here  is  excellent.  But 
as  some  50,000  work  people  flock  to  St.  Petersburg  from  the  provinces 
for  employment,  which  can  only  be  undertaken  during  the  summer  in 
this  high  latitude^  when  no  outside  work  can  be  done  during  the  win- 
ter months,  it  is  possible  that  there  may  be  a  mortality  appearing  dis- 
proportionate with  the  i)opulation,  especially  now  at  the  beginning  of 
the  summer  lent  of  the  Orthodox  church,  during  which  the  poorer 
classes  always  become  enfeebled  by  excessive  fasting  and  unnourishing 
food,  and  it  is  feared  that  if  this  fast  is  observed  with  the  strictness  of 
normal  times  it  will  be  difficult  to  check  the  epidemic.  Moreover,  the 
educated  classes,  recognizing  the  importance  of  abstention  from  eating 
fruit,  cucumbers,  etc.,  vast  quantities  of  those  are  thrown  on  the  mar- 
ket at  the  lowest  imaginable  prices,  which  make  them  tempting  to  the 
poor,  who  rarely  find  themselves  able  to  indulge  in  such  luxuries.  At 
some  places  in  the  neighborhood  the  sale  of  those  articles  of  food  has 
been  prohibited,  an  example  that  the  city  would  do  well  to  follow.

Sir  :  I  confirm  the  statements  made  in  my  dispatch  of  12th  instant, 
and  have  further  to  report  tliat  the  cholera  has  appeared  at  nnmerous 
places  other  than  those  named  in  previous  dispatches.  Six  cases  have 
occurred  here  in  our  immediate  vicinity,  two  of  which  have  proved 
fatal.  Of  the  above  six  cases,  three  were  domestics. belonging  to  the 
household  of  the  governor-general,  two  of  them  Russians,  and  one  Khir- 
gis.  The  latter  died  after  four  days^  illness.  At  Brieh-Mullah,  a 
Khirgis  village  on  the  mountain  about  eight  miles  from  here,  the  dis- 
ease lias  appeared  in  a  very  virulent  form,  and  numerous  deaths  are 
reported  daily.  The  climate  at  Brich-Mullah  is  at  all  times  delight- 
fully mild ;  the  temperature  during  the  day  is  never  greater  than  75° 
during  the  summer  months.  At  Tashkent  the  disease  has  spread, 
especially  among  the  native  or  sart  population,  to  an  alarming  extent, 
and  the  mortality  is  frightful  in  spite  of  the  best  endeavors  of  the  med 
leal  men  to  arrest  its  progress.  One  cause  of  this  high  mortality  is  the 
great  reluctance  on  the  part  of  the  native  population  to  accept  the 
services  of  Russian  medical  men,  or,  when  cojnpelled  to  do  so,  to 
make  use  of  the  remedies  prescribed.  Many  cases  are  concealed 
altogether  from  the  authorities,  and  it  is  only  when  death  intervenes 
and  preparations  for  burial  according  to  mussulman  rites  are  being 
made,  that  they  are  made  known.  The  native  population  numbers 
at  least  100,000,  and  it  is  a  physical  impassibility  for  the  Russian 
authorities  to  make  daily  visits  from  house  to  house  in  order  to 
obtain  necessary  information,  and  nothing  short  of  daily  inspection 
will  cause  the  truth  to  be  known.  In  the  case  of  smaller  places,  such 
as  Brich-Mullah,  where  the  population  is  entirely  composed  of 
Khirgis  or  Turcomen,  or  both,  there  are  no  medical  men,  and  the  dis- 
ease cures  itself  simply  by  exhaustion.  In  these  places  the  natives 
tlatly  refuse  to  take  any  remedies  except  such  as  are  given  them 
by  their  own  mullahs  or  dervishes.  Another  cause  of  the  great 
mortality  is,  of  coui-se,  panic;  but  this  is  a  cause  which  affects  all 
classes  of  the  population  alike.  A  Pereian  legend  tells  that  a  saint 
was  once  walking  over  the  hills  in  Persia  and  met  with  a  hideous  old 
woman,  to  whom  he  spoke.  The  dame  informed  him  that  her  name 
was  Cholera,  and  that  she  was  on  her  way  to  the  next  village  in  order 
to  kill  one  hundred  of  its  population.  The  saint  expostulated,  and  at 
length  the  old  woman  consented  to  take  but  one  victim  Irom  the  vil- 
lage, provided  the  saint  would  carry  her  on  his  back  into  the  village. 
This  was  agreed  to,  and  the  old  lady  was  safely  deposited  in  the  midst 
of  the  town.  Several  days  passed,  and  the  good  saint  was  horrified  at 
the  frightful  havoc  which  the  Cholera  made  among  the  inhabitants, 
more  than  one  hundred  deaths  having  occurred.  At  length  the  saint 
met  with  the  old  dame  and  bitterly  reproached  her  for  not  keeping  her 
promise.  *  *  What  promise  ? ' '  she  ask^,  with  a  scowl.  ^ '  Your  promise 
to  take  but  one  victim,  instead  of  which  you  have  taken  more  than 
one  hundred,"  said  the  saint.  The  old  woman  regarded  the  saint  for 
a  moment,  and  then  asked :  ^'Have  you  examined  all  of  these  cases  to 
see  whether  or  not  they  have  died  from  cholera?"  **No,"  was  the 
reply,  *'I  have  not."  '*Had  you  done  so  you  would  have  found  that 
I  kept  my  promise,  because  only  one  person  in  this  village  died  of 
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cholera;  the  rest  died  from  fright/'  I  am  informed  that  cholera  has 
made  its  appearance  in  the  Don  fcossack  territory,  and  at  Bostoflf  on 
Don.  I  can  not  verify  this  statement,  but  no  doubt  our  agent  will  have 
notified  Mr.  Volkmann,  the  vice-consul,  should  such  be  the  case.  If 
the  above  should  prove  true,  then  the  importation  of  wool  from  Russia 
to  the  United  States  should  be  at  once  prohibited.

Claim  that  tanners  escape  cholera.

influences  of  the  lime  used  in  tanning.

The  German  Tanners^  Journal  has  recently  published  some  interesting 
communications  in  regard  to  cholera.  Therein  it  is  proven  by  differ- 
ent tanners  that  in  former  cholera  epidemics  tanners  have  escaped. 
Among  other  cases  it  is  shown  that  in  the  frightful  cholera  epidemic 
in  Luttich,  in  the  fifties,  no  tanner  suffered ;  furthermore,  that  in  Con- 
stantinople* the  entire  tanner  quarter  escaped  the  pest.  (Concerning 
the  cause  of  these  remarkable  circumstances,  as  may  be  supposed,  there 
is  no  uniformity  of  opinion  in  tanning  circles.  Some  ascribe  it  to  the 
disinfecting  influence  of  the  lime  used  in  tanning,  others  to  the  special 
virtue  of  the  sour  tan,  which  freshens  and  purifies  the  air.  These  re- 
markable circumstances,  which  are  confirmed  from  so  many  sides, 
should  receive  the  attention  of  physicians.

Petersburg.  The  epidemic  is  not  causing  great  alarm  in  either  city^ 
nor  is  it  attended  with  excessive  mortality.  It  is  almost  wholly  con- 
fined to  the  poorer  classes  thus  far.

Mr.  Secretary  of  State  :  In  conformity  with  tlie  instructions  ad- 
dressed to  me  by  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs,  I  have  the  honor  to 
transmit  to  you  herewith  a  report  presented  to  the  consulting  commit- 
tee of  public  hygiene  of  France  by  Doctors  Proust,  inspector-general 
of  the  sanitary  service ;  Netter,  Thoinot,  and  Ogier,  members  of  the 
said  committee,  which  announces  the  results  of  the  investigation  com- 
menced by  the  board  of  health  concerning  the  recent  epidemic  of  chol- 
erine in  the  Department  of  the  Seine. 

As  you  will  perceive,  it  appears  manifest  from  this  report  that  the 
epidemic  was  not  imported  cholera,  that  the  cases  examined,  being 
solely  due  to  the  use  of  Seine  water  of  bad  quality,  never  formed  acoH- 
tagious  center  of  infection,  and  finally  that  at  present  the  sanitary  sit- 
uation has  improved  to  such  a  degree  that  all  danger  may  be  con- 
sidered to  be  averted.  This  report  further  makes  it  clear  that  none  of 
the  French  ports  have  shown,  and  do  not  now  show,  a  single  case  of 
cholera,  not  even  a  suspicious  case.

Report  on  the  epidemic  of  cholerine  occuring  in  the  suburbs  of  Paris 
from  April,  1892,  by  Doctors  Proust,  Inspector- General  of  Sanitary 
Service;  Netter,  Thoinot,  Ogier,  members  of  the  consulting  committee 
of  hygiene  of  France. 

Gentlemen  ;  In  our  two  reports  of  June  23  and  July  18  last^  we 
set  forth  the  results  of  pur  investigations  concerning  the  epidemic  of 
cholerine  in  the  Department  of  the  Seine. 

We  recall  to  your  recollection  that  this  epidemic  broke  out  during 
the  early  days  of  April,  on  the  5th  ;  that  the  first  cases  appeared  sim- 
ultaneously at  Maison  de  Nanterre,  at  St.  Denis,  at  Isle  St.  Denis,  at 
Puteaux,  etc.  Afterwards,  the  radius  of  the  epidemic  extended  during 
the  months  of  May,  June,  and  July,  without,  however,  passing  beyond 
the  northern  and  north wCvStern  surburbs  of  Paris.  Comparatively 
serious  centei*s  of  infection  were  formed  at  Argenteuil,  St.  Denis,  St. 
Ouen,  Aubervilliers.  Some  ca^es  and  deaths  wei^  even  reported  at 
Paris :  cases  and  deaths  in  regard  to  which  we  gave  our  opinion  and  to 
which  we  Shall  return  once  more  in  a  moment.  Our  last  repoit  indi- 
cated the  decided  diminution  of  the  epidemic.  This  diminution  has 
continued  since  then.  , 

The  following  figures  will  furnish  an  undeniable  proof  of  this: 

Deaths, 
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At  the  present  date  it  may  be  said  that  the  epidemic  has  almost  en- 
tirely disappeared  from  the  suburbs  and  from  Paris. 

The  last  two  weeks  have  in  no  way  changed  the  curious  and  charac- 
teristic topogmphy  of  the  epidemic,  an  absolute  immunity  of  all  the 
suburbs  which  used  the  water  of  the  Marne  and  the  water  of  the  Oise ; 
the  suburbs  which  used  the  water  of  the  Seine  by  distribution  being 
affected,  and  most  of  all  where  the  distributed  water  of  the  Seine  is 
most  polluted,  viz.,  the  radius  of  the  manufactories  of  St.  Denis  Eper- 
nay,  communes  of  St.  Denis,  St.  Ouen,  Aubervilliers,  and  Argenteuil. 

The  use  of  the  Seine  water  appears  to  have  been  the  sole  condition 
of  the  formation  of  the  centers  of  infection,  and  this  explains  the  small 
degree  of  expansion,  or  rather  the  nonexpansion,  of  the  epidemic. 
Having  its  origin  in  the  domain  of  the  Seine  water,  it  remained  there 
and  formed  no  center  of  infection  outside  of  this  domain,  although  the 
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conditions  for  importation  were  not  wanting  in  the  x?ase  of  more  than 
one  commune  in  the  immediate  neighborhood,  or  among  those  distant 
from  the  great  centers  of  infection. 

It  would  be  easy  to  mention  the  numerous  cases  of  communes  situ- 
ated some  meters  distant  from  a  suburban  center  of  infection,  and  yetr 
remaining  free  from  dise^e.  Such  was  the  case  of  Sannois,  so  close  to 
Argenteuil,  and  especially  to  the  hamlet  of  Mazagran,  where  the  worst 
center  of  infection  existed.  Argenteuil  and  its  hamlet  Mazagran  used 
the  water  of  the  Seine,  Sannois  that  of  the  Oise.  Such  was  also  the  case 
of  the  village  of  CourneuSe,  situated  300  meters  from  Aubervilliers, 
and  which  remained  unaffected,  being  protected  by  the  distribntiou  of 
a  particular  water. 

But  the  most  typical  examples  are  furnished  by  Paris  and  certain 
communes  of  the  more  distant  (?)  suburbs  (Grande  banlieue). 

A  number  of  cases  and  some  deaths  were  reported  at  Paris.  We 
saw  the  majority  of  those  attacked  or  made  a  close  examination  into 
their  disease,  and  examined  their  discharges.  We  may  absolutely  as- 
sert that  not  a  genuine  case  arose  in  Paris.  ^ 

The  so-called  autochthonous  cases  had  nothing  in  common  with  the 
choleraic  diarrhea,  save  a  deceptive  appearance  lasting  some  houi>i. 

All  the  undeniable  cases  cured  or  followed  by  death  which  we  were 
able  to  determine  were  all  contracted  in  the  suburbs  at  Aubervilliers, 
at  St.  Denis,  at  Argenteuil,  etc.  These  cases  gave  rise,  although  rarely, 
to  some  transmissions  in  their  immediate  neighborhood,  four  at  most^ 
but  never  created  a  center  of  house  infection  nor  a  center  of  quarter  in- 
fection (foyer  de  quartier).  They  were  extinguished  on  the  spot  xcUh- 
out  expansion,     Paris  should  therefore  he  considered  as  unaffected. 

What  we  have  said  about  Paris  we  may  also  apply  to  the  more  dis- 
tiint  suburbs  (grande  banlieue).  Individuals  died  here  and  there  from 
the  epidemic  contracted  in  one  of  the  centers  of  infection  of  the  nearer 
suburbs  (petite  baidieue).  They  sowed  the  seed  of  two  or  three  eases 
around  them  in  their  immediate  neighborhood,  but  they  never  formed 
a  center  of  infection.  Such  was  the  case  at  Dugny,  le  Blancmesnil, 
(iaus^e,  Marly-la- ville,  Paissy,  Anneau,  etc.  We  can  not  predict  the 
future,  but  we  think  that  at  the  present  hour  we  may  consider  all  dan- 
*rer  averted. 

The  epidemic  of  the  suburbs  was  not  imported  cholei-a,  and  never 
conducted  itself  during  the  last  four  months  like  imported  cholera. 

We  repeat  in  closing  that  the  army,  whose  drinking  water  is  vei  y 
closely  examined,  and  which  only  drinks  spring  water  or  boiled  and 
filtered  water,  remained  unaffected.  So  did  the  employes  of  the  largt* 
establishments.  Finally,  we  may  add  that  at  no  time  has  any  of  our 
ports  presented,  nor  does  any  one  present  to-day,  a  case  of  cholera,  not 
even  a  suspicious  case. 

Disinfection  of  Bussian  wool. 

Consulate  of  the  United  States, 

Marseilles^  August  19,  1892. 

Sir:  Up  to  the  present  date  all  the  Russian  wool  exported  from 
Mareeilles  to  the  States  since  the  outbreak  of  cholera  in  the  Caucai^us, 
June  27,  1892,  has  bei^n  furnished  with  a  certificate  signed  by  the  ex- 
porter, based  on  proof  submitted,  and  legalized  at  the  consulate,  to  the 
effect  that  the  wool  was  shipped  from  the  infected  district  prior  to  the 
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reported  cholei*a  outbreak.  Not  many  of  these  old  lots  now  remain,  so 
that  future  shipments  from  Marseilles  of  wool  from  !^atoum  will  be  ac- 
companied with  a  certificate  of  disinfection.  In  case  of  nondisinfection 
of  any  shipments,  I  will  promptly  notify  the  Super\ising  Surgeon-Gen- 
eral M.-H.  S. 

The  method  of  disinfection  used  at  Marseilles,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  French'  local  health  officer,  is  that  of  steaming  the  bales  with 
phenic  (carbolic)  acid  as  they  lie  in  the  hold  of  the  vessel  before  the 
cargo  is  discharged,  the  vessel  having  previously  been  quarantined 
twenty-four  houi-s  and  no  suspicion  of  cholera  presenting  itself,  allowed 
to  enter  the  port.  After  leaving  Batoum,  and  before  reaching  Mar- 
seilles, the  same  vessel  passes  ten  days'  quarantine  at  Constantinople. 

The  sporadic  cases  of  cholera  in  France  to  date  are  confined  to  the 
north,  indicating,  if  it  be  the  genuine  Asiatic  cholera,  that  it  must  have 
been  brought  by  rail  from  the  increasing  communication,  due  to  the 
opening  up  of  new  lines  recently  between  the  infected  districts  in  the 
east  and  Paris.

Conference  at  Baltimore^  Md. ,  relative  to  disinfection  of  baggage. 

Surgeon  W.  H.  H.  Hutton,  M.-H.  S.,  reports  as  follows : 

Baltimore,  Md.,  August  25,  1892. 

Referring  to  Department  letter  *'G,''  of  the  20th  instant,  relative  to 
disinfection  of  immigrant  baggage  from  cholera-infected  ports  at  this 
port,  I  have  to  report  that  no  baggage  of  immigrants  has  heretofore 
been  disinfected  as  appears  to  have  been  the  rule  at  the  port  of  New 
York.  However,  upon  consultation  with  Dr.  James  F.  McShane,  on 
the  22d,  and  wilh  Dr.  McShane  and  Dr.  Sidney  O.  Heiskell,  quarantine 
physician  of  this  port,  on  the  23d  instant,  it  was  decided  to  call  a  con- 
ference of  the  agents  of  all  the  steamship  lines  bringing  passengers  and 
immigrants  to  this  port,  to  meet  at  12  m.  to-day  at  the  office  of  Dr. 
McShane. 

Accordingly  the  agents  of  the  North  German  Lloyds,  the  Hamburg- 
American,  the  Netherlands,  and  the  Allan  lines,  together  with  Dr. 
Heiskell  and  myself,  met  promptly  at  the  hour  named.  Dr.  McShane 
stated  the  object  of  the  conference,  viz.,  to  provide  for  the  disinfection 
of  baggage  from  cholera-infected  ports  between  now  and  the  18th  of 
September,  when  the  Department  order  for  disinfection  of  baggtige  at 
ports  of  departure  goes  into  eflfeet.  All  the  agents  referred  to  ex- 
presse<l  themselves  as  alive  to  the  gravity  of  the  situation  and  willing

to  cooperate  to  the  fullest  extent  at  their  coDimand  with  the  efforts  of 
the  quarantine  authorities  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  the  cholera 
by  their  lines,  and  to  this  end  would  have  a  chamber  or  chambers  on 
their  vessels  arranged  for  steam  disinfection  of  such  baggage  and,  if 
practicable,  to  have  it  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  ships'  sur- 
geons en  route  or  be  prepared  to  do  so  on  arrival.  Dr.  McShane  also 
suggested  to  the  agents  the  advisability  of  separating,  on  shipboard, 
the  baggage  of  immigrants  from  reported  infected  dStricts  from  that 
of  those  from  noninfected  districts,  as  this  would  facilitate  the  disinfec- 
tion of  suspected  baggage  and  probably  prevent  contamination  of  other 
baggage. 

Lispection  service  at  lake  ports. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  8.  D.  Brooks,  H,-M.  S.,  reports  as  follows  : 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  September  8,  1892. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  two  members  of  the  Ohio  State  board 
of  health  are  this  week  inspecting  the  Lake  Erie  ports  of  this  State, 
and  intend  to  appoint  medical  inspectors  at  each.  The  appointment 
for  this  city  has  been  delay^  a  few  days. 

The  collector  of  customs  has  issued  orders  to  the  boarding  officers  at 
the  river  to  detain  all  vessels  from  any  foreign  port,  and  to  notify  me 
at  once  by  telephone. 

Repart  of  inspection  at  8avU  8te.  Marie,  Mich. 

The  following  report  has  been  received  from  Surgeon  Greo.  W.  Stoner, 
M.-H.  S.  : 

Sault  Ste.  Marie,  September  9,  1892. 

Confirming  my  telegram  of  the  8th  instant — 

'' Immigrant  Inspector  Schell  says  Canadian  Pacific  can  carry  immi- 
grants to  Port  Arthur  and  Duluth,  or  to  Winnipeg,  into  Dakota  and 
Slinnesota.  Manitoba  border  should  be  guarded'^ ;  also  my  telegram  of 
to  day  (September  9) :  '*  Immigrants  from  steamship  Circassian  allowed 
to  proceed, to-day  after  steam  disinfection  of  baggage.  *Soo^  board  of 
health  order  twenty  days'  quarantine,  beginning  to  day,  against  immi- 
grants  from  Montreal  and  Quebec.  One  carload  here  now  fiom  steam- 
ship Sarnia,  All  well,  but  baggage  evidently  not  disinfected  in 
Quebec''     *    *     *  — 

I  beg  leave  further  to  report  that  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  council 
and  board  of  health  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Mich.,  last  evening,  when,  in 
conformity  with  the  resolutions  of  the  State  board  of  health  (a  copy  of 
which  was  received  while  the  council  was  in  session),  the  twenty -day 
quarantine  against  immigrants  from  Europe  via  C'anadian  seaports  was 
ordered  to  take  effect  to  day,  September  9,  and  the  board  of  health  of 
Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Mich.,  also  decided  that  the  immigrants  from  steamer 
Circassian  then  (yesterday)  being  detained  should  be  allowed  to  proceed 
to-day,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  they  did  not  come  from  an  infected 
locality,  were  all  well,  and  had  their  baggage  disinfected  (steamed  for 
one  hour)  by  the  United  States  medical  inspector,  Dr.  Floyd. 
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To-day,  September  9,  another  car]^oad  of  immigrants  arrived  at  the 
station  on  the  Canadian  side,  and  with  them  came  a  certificate  as 
follows : 

Port  of  Quebec  Quakantine  Station,  Grosse  Isle, 

September  6,  1892,  6  p.  m. 

I  hereby  certify  that  the  intermediate  and  steerage  pa&sengers  of  the 
steamship  Samia,  Couch,  master,  have  been  inspected,  cleansed,  puri- 
fied, and  admitted  to  pratique,  and  have  permission  to  proceed. 

Detained  one  infant  (marasmus)  and  mother. 

F.  MONTTZAMBERT,  M.  D. 

The  genuineness  of  the  signature  to  this  certificate  was  certified  by 
L.  Farmer,  consular  agent  of  the  United  States. 

I  made  a  personal  inspection  of  all  the  immigrants  in  this  car,  and 
found  just  one,  or  rather  one  woman  and  two  children,  with  whom  I 
could  converse.  They  were  Germans,  and  quite  intelligent.  This  woman 
informed  me  that  the  only  disinfection  their  baggage  received  at  Grosse 
Isle  was  **  strewing  it  around  on  the  ground  and  allowing  the  wind  to 
pass  over  if  K  this  woman's  statement  is  true  rigid  quarantine  must 
be  inforced  against  all  arrivals  at  this  point  from  Quebec  or  other 
Canadian  i>orts  of  entry.  If  possible  under  the  laws  of  the  country,  or  if 
an  arrangement  can  be  brought  about  by  any  means  whereby  a  United 
States  medical  inspector  can  be  attached  to  the  consulate,  who  can 
certify  not  only  to  the  genuineness  of  signature  on  the  certificate  of  the 
Canadian  official,  but  also  to  the  genuineness  and  efficiency  of  disinfec- 
tion, and  all  matters  pertaining  to  quarantine,  I  am  of  opinion  that 
now  is  a  most  opportune  time  to  inaugurate  such  a  move. 

The  detention  of  immigrants  and  disinfection  of  baggage  at  this 
point  (Sault  Ste.  Marie)  is  good,  so  fax  as  it  goes,  but  it  is  incomplete  in 
that  there  is  no  provision  made  for  the  disinfection  of  the  clothing  they 
have  on  their  backs,  or  for  bathing  their  bodies.  In  short,  there  are  no 
facilities  at  all  for  detaining  persons,  and  if  one  carload  after  the  other 
comes  in  there  Is  danger  not  only  of  getting  the  immigrants  from  differ- 
ent tmins  mixed  up,  to  say  nothing  of  the  more  serious  difficulty  of 
caring  for  an  increasing  number  and  of  preventing  them  from  crossing 
the  border  by  means  other  than  the  regular  trains  or  ferryboats.  Un- 
less, therefore,  some  adequate  provision  is  made  at  once  on  the  other 
side,  or  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railroad  discontinues  sending  immi- 
grants this  way,  more  inspectors  will  be  required  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie. 

The  resolutions  of  the  State  board  of  health  refer  to  inspectors  ap 
pointed  by  this  (the  State  board),  but  a  telegram  sent  last  night  to  the 
State  board  by  the  health  officer  of  this  city,  asking  whether  such  in 
specters  had  been  appointed  by  the  State  board  has  not  yet  been  an- 
swered on  that  point,  but  a  message  has  been  received  saying  that  the 
Statel)oard  will  be  here  (at  Sault  Ste.  Marie)  Tuesday  next. 

In  order  to  show  the  feeling  that  already  exists  between  Sault  Ste. 
Marie,  on  the  Canadian  side,  and  the  C.  R  Railroad,  I  quote  the  fol- 
lowing extract  from  correspondence  between  Mayor  Plummer,  of  Sault 
Ste.  Marie,  Canada,  and  the  Vice-President  C.  P.  R.,  relative  to  the 
car  load  of  immigrants  detained  a  day  or  two  ago  : 

*'The  board  of  health  and  council  are  not  equipped  to  enforce  sani* 
tary  measures,  and  insist  on  immigrants  being  removed  *  *  *  . 
Unless  immediate  action  is  taken  by  you  in  this  matter  the  people  will 
take  forcible  measures  and  have  car  placed  beyond  limits  of  town. 

**W.  H.  P.,  Mayor.'' 
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^'Eeferring  to  your  incendiary  Qiei^sage  of  this  evening,  these  immi- 
grantjs  have  been  passed  by  the  Government  aathorities  at  Qaebec, 
and  we  are  prepared  to  send  them  to  destination  indicated  by  their 
tickets.  If  U.  S.  declines  to  permit  to  proceed  we  have  no  alternative 
except  to  refund  them  value  of  unused  portion  of  ticket,  which  will  be 
done.  Meantime,  you  will  please  understand  that  your  corporation 
will  be  held  strictly  responsible  to  any  unlawful  act  resulting  in  inter- 
ference with  the  company's  business. 

"I.  G.  SHAUGHNBSSBY." 

This  afternoon  Dr.  E.  S.  Kelley,  health  commissioner  of  Minneapo- 
lis, Minn.,  and  F.  A.  Schwartz,  members  of  board  of  health  of  that 
city  arrived  here.  They  are  on  a  tour  of  inspection  and  will  visit 
Montreal,  Quebec,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  and  Washing- 
ton. They  visited  the  Canadian  side  this  evening,  and  are  strongly  im- 
pressed with  the  importance  of  establishing  a  thoroughly  equipped 
quarantine  station  at  this  point,  if  possible  on  the  Canadian  side  and 
by  the  Canadian  authorities,  if  not  by  the  State  of  Michigan  or  by  the 
United  States,  and  they  join  with  me  in  the  opinion  that  a  large  and 
increasing  number  of  immigrants  detained  on  the  other  side  of  the  river 
without  proper  means  of  shelter  and  no  facilities  for  bathing,  and  with 
no  adequate  provision  for  disinfecting  or  preventing  the  possible  spread 
of  disease  through  the  medium  of  excrementitious  matter,  as  a  menace 
to  the  health  not  only  of  this  city  and  state  but  to  the  country  at 
large.     *    *    *

Twenty  days'  quarantine  of  immigrants  from  Europe  via  Canada. 

Michigan  State  Boabd  of  Health, 

Office  of  the  Secretary, 
Lansing,  Mich,^  September  6,  1892. 

Besolutions  unanimously  adopted  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  State 
board  of  health  held  at  Lansing,  September  6,  1892,  were  as  follows : 

The  action  of  Supervising  Surgeon-General  Wyman,  approved  by 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  ordering  that  **no  vessel  from 
any  quarantine  port  carrying  immigrants  shall  be  admitted  to  enter  at 
any  port  of  the  United  Statas  until  such  vessel  shall  have  undergone 
quarantine  detention  of  twenty  days,''  should,  in  the  opinion  of  this 
board,  be  made  to  apply  to  all  lines  of  railroads  and  vessels  upon  in- 
land waters  of  the  United  States  engaged  in  conveying  immigrants  to 
ports  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  various  State  authorities. 

We  regard  the  menace  to  the  lives  and  health  of  the  citizens  of  the 
State  of  Michigan  through  the  railway  lines  passing  through  Canada 
from  the  Atlantic  seaboard  of  that  Dominion  to  the  various  ports  in 
Michigan,  as  very  serious,  and  if  permitted  to  continue  almost  certain 
to  plant  the  seeds  of  cholera  within  our  borders. 

The  danger  of  this  we  consider  greatly  increased  by  the  inadequate 
equipments  of  the  quarantine  station  at  Grosse  Isle  as  reported  by  the 
international  conference  of  State  boards  of  health,  just  published,  and 
bj^  the  deflection  of  travel  to  ports  in  Canada  for  the  purpose  of  evading 
the  twenty  days'  quarantine  ordered  by  the  United  States. 

It  being  the  paramount  duty  of  governments  to  endeavor  to  protect 
their  citizens  by  every  means  in  their  power  from  all  dangerous  infec- 
tious diseases,  and  believing  that  Asiatic  cholera,  now  infecting  a  large 
portion  of  Europe,  can  be  prevented  from  gaining  a  foothold  in  the 
United  States  only  through  the  adoption  of  extraordinary  measures, 
therefore,  by  the  authority  vested  in  us  by  the  State  of  Michigan  in 
act  No.  320,  laws  of  1885,  entitled  **An  act  to  provide  for  the  preven- 
tion of  the  introduction  and  spread  of  cholera  and  other  dangerous 
communicable  diseases,"  we,  the  Michigan  State  board  of  health,  order 
that  no  immigrant  from  any  European  port  by  way  of  any  seaport  in  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  the  State  of  Michigan 
on  and  after  September  9, 1892,  until  such  immigrant  shall  have  under- 
gone quarantine  detention  for  twenty  (20)  days  immediately  preceding 
such  entry,  and  shall  have  had  his  or  her  baggage  inspected  and  dis- 
infected in  accordance  with  rules  adopted  and  published  by  this  board. 
And  it  is  further  ordered  that  all  travelers  passing  through  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  from  any  poit  in  Europe  and  seeking  admission 
to  the  State  of  Michigan,  together  with  the  baggage  and  personal  effects 
carried  by  such  travelers,  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  by  inspectors 
apx>ointed  by  this  board  foi:  that  purpose.  No  such  traveler,  his 
baggage  or  personal  effects,  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  the  State  of 
Michigan  if  there  is  danger  of  infection  fr  nse  until  through 
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disinfection  and  quarantine  such  inspeptors  shall  be  satisfied  that  no 
such  danger  exists.  It  is  expected  that  local  health  officers  will  make 
every  effort  in  their  power  to  enforce  the  orders  of  this  board,  and  that 
they  will  act  in  harmony  with  the  United  States  and  State  inspectors 
to  this  end.  This  board  requests  the  cooperation  of  all  United  States 
officers  to  aid  in  making  successful  the  efforts  it  has,  by  these  orders, 
inaugurated  to  protect  not  only  its  own  citizens  but  also  those  of  States 
further  west,  which  may  be  the  destination  of  immigrants  and  passen- 
gers carrying  cholera  infection.

No  cholera  at  Antwerp.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  death  of  three  or  four  sailors 
from  an  attack  of  cholerine,  published  in  the  newspapers  of  Monday 
last,  gave  rise  to  a  rumor  of  the  existence  of  cholera  at  this  port. 

The  same  day,  at  my  request,  Mr.  Haine  immediately  went  to  the 
office  of  the  governor  of  the  province,  and  obtained  from  his  executive 
secretary  an  official  denial  of  the  truth  of  said  rumor. 

The  next  day  an  official  denial  of  the  existence  of  the  epidemic  ap- 
peared in  the  principal  newspapers  of  the  country,  of  whiclj  the  fol- 
lowing is  the  text,  viz  : 

*'The  sanitary  commission  of  the  Schelde  having  decided  that  the 
cases  of  attack  of  cholerine  which  have  occurred  at  Antwerp  have  no 
epidemic  features,  concludes  to  continue  to  issue  for  our  port  clean 
bills  of  health. 

The  sailors  referred  to  arrived  at  this  port  on  the  15th  instant  by  the 
steamer  St.  Paul,  from  Havre,  and  their  illness  is  ascribed  to  an  over- 
indulgence in  eating  *  mussels.^  " 

In  consequence  of  the  foregoing  the  sanitary  commission  has  ordered 
a  quarantine  of  twelve  hours  for  vessels  coming  from  Havre  and  Mar- 
seilles.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  this  morning  Mr.  Haine,  the 
vice-consul,  at  my  request,  again  called  at  the  office  of  the  governor  of 
the  province  to  obtain  an  official  statement  in  regard  to  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  city. 

There,  in  the  presence  of  the  consul-general  of  Uruguay,  the  doyen 
of  the  consular  coi^ps,  it  was  stated  to  Mr.  Haine  by  the  executive 
secretary  of  the  governor  that  only  two  cases  of  ** cholera  nostras,''  or 
cholerine,  were  at  present  under  treatment  in  the  hospitals  of  the  city. 
Further,  that  he  was  then  engaged  in  writing  to  the  minister  of  the 
interior  to  the  effect  that  the  sanitaiy  condition  of  the  city  was  good, 
and  that  no  epidemic  of  cholera  existed  here. 

It  is  expected  that  to-morrow  the  Moniteur  Beige,  the  official  organ 
of  thegovernment,  will  publish  a  denial  of  the  existence  of  any  epidemic 
on  the  authority  of  said  minister.  Such  being  the  ease,  it  seemed  to  me 
the  use  of  the  cable  was  uncalled  for.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that,  as  reported  by  me  yester- 
day would  be  the  \  case,  the  Moniteur  Beige,  or  official  gazette  of  the 
state,  in  this  day's  issue,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  inclosed,  con- 
firms the  verbal  statements  made  to  my  representative  in  regard  to 
the  sanitary  condition  of  this  port. 

The  following  is  a  translation  of  the  notice  referred  to : 

'^  Cholera-sanitary  condition. 

*^  Since  the  ministerial  circular  of  the  18th  of  August,  1892,  affirm- 
ing that  the  cholera  had  not  shown  itself  in  an  epidemic  form  in  any 
locality  of  the  state,  the  sanitary  situation  at  Antwerp  has  not  been 
particularly  modified. 

''  The  few  suspicious  cases  noticed  on  board  the  steamers  coming  from 
Havre  and  Hamburg,  and  followed  by  death  at  Antwerp,  have  re- 
mained isolated  cases.  \ 
**  Under  these  conditions  the  sanitary  commission  of  the  Schelde  has 
not  thought  it  necessary  to  modify  its  bill  of  health  and  continues  to 
issue  clean  bills  of  health. 

''Moreover,  all  the  measures  authorized  by  the  royal  decree  of  the  19th 
of  July  last  have  been  taken  and  applied  as  regards  arrivals  from  for- 
eign suspected  places."

Sir  :  Confirming  my  cables  of  the  28,  24,  and  25  instants  reading 
respectively — 

1.  ** Cholera  officially  reported  in  Hamburg.'^ 

2.  "Health  officer  states  officially  Asiatic  cholera  in  Hamburg. 
Have  stopped  bills  of  health.'' 
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3.  ^*  Hamburg  emigrants  must  be  regarded  as  coming  from  cholera, 
infected  district.     Shall  see  that  steamers  and  baggage  are  disinfected.'^ 

4.  "Hamburg  authorities  admit  to-day  that  Asiatic  cholera  has  been 
in  Hamburg  since  August  18.  All  vessels  and  their  baggage  leaving' 
Hamburg  after  that  date  ought  to  be  disinfected  fn  New  York.  Up  to 
August  ^,  219  cases,  75  deaths.  Hamburg  steamship  line  is  comply- 
ing with  instructions  Treasury  circular,  July  8.  Cable  if  and  how 
long  quarantine  will  be  imposed." 

5.  '^Most  European  governments  have  forbidden  entry  of  rags,  etc.^ 
and  ordered  quarantine  for  vessels  coming  from  river  Elbe.  Please 
give  full  instructions" — 

I  have  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  cable  of  the  23d  instant  read- 
ing: 

**Eeport  by  cable  soon  as  possible  if  any  emigrants  from  cholera  in- 
fected districts.     Keep  close  lookout  on  steamers. 

FOSTER." 

Eeferring  to  the  above  I  beg  to  report  as  follows  : 

About  a  week  ago  rumors  were  circulating  here  that  cholera  cases- 
had  occurred  in  Hamburg,  but  the  health  authorities  of  this  city  de- 
clared that  these  were  simply  cases  of  cholerine  or  cholera  nostras,  such 
as  were  always  prevalent  during  very  hot  weather,  and  that  not  a  single 
case  of  Asiatic  cholera  had  been  reported  in  Hamburg.  At  noon  on 
the  23d  of  August,  however,  the  Hamburg  health  officer  made  the  of- 
ficial statement  that  Asiatic  cholera  had  occurred  in  Hamburg.  On 
the  morning  of  the  same  day  the  Hambui'g  senate  had  still  issu^  bills 
of  health.  I  immediately  cabled  to  you  the  fact  that  Asiatic  cholera 
had  broken  out  in  Hamburg,  and  refased  to  issue  any  further  bills  of 
health.  I  also  telegraphed  to  the  United  States  consular  agent  at  Cux- 
haven  not  to  issue  any  more  bills  of  healUi.  I  also  refused  to  certify 
to  any  invoices  of  rags  for  the  United  States.  The  first  official  cholera 
bulletin  was  published  here  this  moniing,  giving  the  cases  and  death* 
from  the  18th  to  the  23d  of  August,  as  follows : 

August  18,    13  cases  and     2  deaths. 

August  19,    16  cases  and     6  deaths. 

August  20,    24  cases  and    14  deaths. 

August  21,    31  cases  and    15  deaths. 

August  22,    86  cases  and    20  deaths. 

August  23,  125  cases  and    64  deaths. 

Total,      295  cases  and  121  deaths. 

Based  on  this  report  I  cabled  that  Asiatic  cholera  had  been  in  Ham- 
burg since  the  18th  of  August,  which  fact  the  authorities  had  not  ad- 
mitted previously. 

The  most  stringent  me^^ures  have  been  taken  in  Hamburg  to  check 
and  stamp  out  the  epidemic,  and  as  cooler  weather  has  -set  in,  and  the 
bulletin  for  the  24th  shows  a  marked  decrease  both  in  new  cases  and 
deaths,  hopes  are  entertained  that  the  eflforts  of  the  authorities  will  be 
successful. 

The  bulletin  for  the  24th  shows  the  number  of  new  cases  to  be  82, 
and  of  deaths  31  (against  125  cases  and  64  deaths  on  the  23d),  so  that 
the  total  number  reported  from  the  18th  to  the  24th  of  August  inclusive, 
has  been,  cases  377,  deaths  152. 

The  Hamburg- American  Packet  Company  will  in  future  dispatch 
their  express  steamers  from  Southampton  to  the  United  States,  and 
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these  steamers  will  not  toueli  Germany.  The  Normannia  is  the  tost 
•express  steamer  that  will  leave  the  Elbe,  and  the  baggage  going  on  the 
same,  etc.,  will  be  disinfected  under  the  instructions  of  the  Depart- 
ment. It  sails  to-morrow.  The  Seandia  sails  next  Sunday,  and  the 
Bohemia  next  Tuesday,  for  New  York.  These  will  be  the  last  steam- 
ers carrying  steerage  passengers  leaving  here  for  some  time  to  come. 
They  will  be  thoroughly  disinfected.  Later  steamers  will  only  carry 
freight  and  cabin  passengers. 

Quarantine  measures  have  been  adopted  against  Hamburg  by  all 
European  countries  and  by  many  cities  in  Germany. 

Sweden  and  ^Norway  and  Denmark  have  adopted  quarantine  meas- 
ures against  all  German  north  sea  ports,  and  all  ports  on  the  Baltic 
w^t  of  Prussia.

The  cholera  cases  in  Glasgow,  Scotland.

Glasgow,  August  30,  1892. 

Sir  :  Having  cabled  you  yesterday  an  account  of  a  cholera  outbreak 
in  this  city  amongst  some  Bussian  emigrants  bound  for  Uhe  United  States, 
I  now  hasten  to  give  you  all  the  facts  in  relation  thereto,  as  shown  by 
the  clippings,  which  I  have  fully  confirmed  by  personal  investigation. 

I  think  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  no  steerage  passengers  will  be  re- 
<!eived  by  the  shipping  companies  here  from  the  Continent  during  the 
prevalence  of  the  disease.  By  the  wise  precaution  of  the  general  pas- 
senger agent  of  the  Anchor  line,  Mr.  Atchison,  these  people  in  whose 
ranks  the  disease  developed  were  not  allowed  to  sail  on  the  City  of 
Borne,  and  "booking"  of  Continental  passengers  was  stopped  some  days 
ago. 

Will  make  careful  inquiry  as  to  the  operations  of  the  Allan  line, 
and  report,  if  necessary,  and  in  the  mean  time  keep  a  careful  lookout 
for  any  new  developments.

I  fflt  imiK'llf^l  to  do  this  because  to  the  foresight  and  care  of  the  * 
Anchor  line  pe^iple  is  due  the  fact  that  the  passengers  amongst  whom 
,the  outbreak  occurred  were  not  sent  forward  on  said  ship.  There  was 
plenty  of  room,  but  they  were  not  allowed  to  even  come  to  Glasgow 
(l>eing  detained  at  Leith;  until  the  Bom^  had  left  Of  course  it  can 
not  be  stat*.»d  that  there  were  no  infected  passengers  on  the  City  of  Borne, 
but  there  were  none  so  infected  from  coming  in  contact  with  these  peo- 
ple who  have  suffered  since  the  departure  of  the  Borne. 

Continental  bookings  were  stopped  by  the  Anchor  line  ten  days  ago 
and  by  the  Allan  line  the  day  following.     Every  precaution  is  being 
taken,  and  it  would  appear  that  the  danger  from  cholera  infection  from 
Glasgow  is  reduced  to  the  minimum.     Will  keep  you  fully  advised.

Sir:  The  Hon.  Eobert  M.  Hooper,  United  States  vice-consul  gen- 
eral, sent  me  from  Paris  a  copy  of  Acting  Secretary  Adee's  cable  as  to 
disinfection  of  steamers,  etc,  etc. 

Permit  me  to  detail  the  steps  taken  with  La  Bourgogne  nearly  a  week 
before  your  cable  came  to  me. 

I  withheld  bill  of  health,  and  prepared  three  certificates  instead : 

1.  The  president  of  chamber  of  commerce  certified  that  under  the 
auspices  of  the  chamber  a  special  medical  visit  has  been  made,  and  all 
soiled  clothing  found  on  the  steamer  thoroughly  disinfected. 

2.  Certificate  from  director  of  bureau  of  hygiene,  that  because  of  rigid 
sanitary  regulations,  copious  rains,  much  lower  temperature,  and  strong 
sea  breezes,  the  health  conditions  were  improving. 

3.  I  appointed  a  board  of  special  inspection,  composed  of  the  three 
leading  doctors  of  the  city,  with  ship's  doctor,  captain,  and  commissary, 
and  myself,  and  from  6  to  9  a.  m.  Saturday  we  examined  emigrants 
and  disinfected  all  baggage,  examined  all  closets,  cabins,  and  store- 
rooms, and  joined  in  certificate. 
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I  leave  sueh  orders  for  all  steamei^s,  and  have  to-day,  since  receiving 
cable,  notified  ship  companies,  brokers,  and  agents.

Quarantine  regulations  adopted  at  Quebec, 

United  States  Consulate, 

Quebec,  Canada,  September  5,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  provincial  board  of 
health  has  at  last  fully  aroused  itself  to  the  gravity  of  the  situation, 
and  is  moving  as  rapidly  as  possible  to  protect  this  port  and  Dominion 
from  cholera.  A  great  deal  of  pressure  has  been  brought  to  bear  upon 
the  officials  of  the  government  by  public  sentiment  and  the  press  in 
favor  of  strict  quarantine  regulations.  This,  in  addition  to  the  fear 
lest  President  Harrison  should  proclaim  quarantine  inspection  along 
the  border,  has  compelled  the  government  to  adopt  a  vigorous  policy 
looking  toward  a  thorough  disinfection  of  all  steamers  engaged  in 
the  immigration  business.  Up  to  the  present  time  it  has  been  no  se- 
cret that  the  government  quarantine  station  at  Grosse  Isle  has  not 
been  equal  to  the  emergency.  At  a  meeting  of  medical  men  held  last 
evening  the  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted : 

'*!.  That,  notwithstanding  the  natural  advantages  of  its  situation, 
our  quarantine  is  badly  organized,  and  that  it  only  offers  an  illusory 
protection  against  the  cholera  epidemic  which  threatens  us. 

**  2.  That  the  quarantines  of  our  day  are  essentially  plac^  of  disin- 
fection and  isolation ;  that  not  one  apparatus  can  be  found  on  Grosse 
Isle  to  rapidly  and  surely  disinfect  the  vessels,  merchandise,  and  pas- 
sengers that  may  arrive  at  any  moment  from  infected  points,  and  that 
lodging  accommodations  for  quarantined  passengers  on  the  island  are 
in  a  pitiable  condition,  while  the  water  supply  is  absolutely  insufficient 
for  baths,  closets,  washing,  etc. 

**3.  That  under  the  actual  circumstances,  and  until  our  quarantine 
is  placed  upon  a  proper  footing,  we  deem  it  our  duty  to  suggest  to  the 
Federal  Government  to  rigorously  exclude  all  immigration,  and  to  im- 
pose a  quarantine  of  thirty  days  on  all  vessels  coming  from  infected  or 
suspected  ports,  as  the  only  practical  means  of  protecting  the  country 
against  a  choleraic  invasion. 

'*4.  Lastly,  that  it  is  urgent  that  the  quarantine  be  supplied  with 
pure  water  in  sufficient  quantity  for  its  general  requirements,  that  the 
wharf  be  lengthened,  and  that  the  most  modern  disinfecting  appli- 
ances, which  are  indispensable,  should  be  provided  forthwith.^' 

There  is  a  direct  line  of  steamers  plying  between  Hamburg  and  this 
port,  carrying  a  large  number  of  immigrants.  In  addition,  there  are 
several  other  lines,  connecting  various  ports  in  Europe,  landing  for- 
eigners here.  In  fact,  it  can  be  safely  said  that  the  entire  immigra- 
tion into  the  Dominion  is  through  this  port. 

As  previous  reports  from  this  consulate  will  show,  there  are  also 
large  numbers  of  immigrants  landing  here  whose  destinations  are  for 
points  in  our  western  States,  hence  the  necessity  of  securing  strict  quar- 
antine regulations  at  this  port  for  our  own  safety. 
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^Lt  a  meeting  of  the  provincial  board  of  health,  held  today,  rigorous 
measures  were  adopted  for  the  protection  of  the  province.  They  are 
as  follows : 

''It  is  forbidden,  until  further  ordera,  to  bring,  either  by  water  or 
land,  emigrants  or  the  effects  of  emigrants  within  the  limits  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec. 

*'It  is  forbidden  any  vessel  coming  from  a  port  infected  with  cholera 
to  land  at  any  place  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  or  to  disembark  either 
passengers,  crew,  baggage,  or  merchandise. 

**It  is  forbidden  any  v^essel  having  had  during  the  passage  any  case 
of  cholera  on  board  to  land  at  any  place  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  or 
to  disembark  either  passengers,  crew,  b?ggage,  or  merchandise. 

**  It  is  resolved  that  inspector,  under  control  of  the  provincial  board, 
be  appointed  at  Montreal,  Sorel,  Three  Rivei*s,  Quebec,  Levis,  Rimouski, 
and  at  other  places  where  it  may  be  deemed  necessaiy,  also  at  Meto- 
pedia,  on  the  Intercolonial  Railway,  and  at  Otterburn,  on  the  Temis- 
couata  Railway,  and  at  any  other  railway  station  where  it  may  be 
deemed  necessary  in  order  to  enforce  the  by-laws  of  the  provincial 
board  of  health  respecting  the  landing  of  emigrants  or  their  effects,  or 
the  lauding  of  vessels  coming  from  infected  ports,  or  having  had  cholera 
on  board. 

**It  is  the  duty  of  municipal  councils  to  enforce  these  by-laws,  and 
cause  them  to  be  executed.  ^^ 

Up  to  the  present  time  there  has  not  been  a  case  of  cholera  reported. 
A  rumor  was  in  circulation  to-day  that  a  large  number  of  Russian  Jews 
were  on  their  way  from  Dieppe,  France,  to  Quebec,  destined  for  various 
points  in  the  United  States.  There  is  no  regular  line  of  steamers  from 
that  port,  but,  to  insure  protection  against  a  passibility  of  such  arrival, 
the  i)rovincial  secretary  notified  the  British  consul  at  Dieppe  that 
passengei*s  would  not  be  allowed  to  land  without  the  strictest  quamn- 
tine  surveillance ;  also,  asking  information  as  to  the  reported  sailing 
of  emigi-auts.

History  of  the  beginning  of  the  outbreak  in  Hamburg — Great  danger  to  the 

United  States  from  rags. 

Consulate- General  U.  S.  A., 

Berlin,  August  26,  1892- 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  consequence  of  the  telegrams 
which  had  arrived  in  Berlin  on  the  22d  instant  in  respect  of  the  fatal 
results  of  a  great  many  cases  of  what  were  described  as  cholera  nosti^as 
or  infectious  cholerine  at  Hamburg,  I  suggested  to  Consul  Johnson, 
who  was  then  in  Berlin,  on  his  way  to  his  post  from  leave  of  absence, 
that  it  was  in  my  opinion  of  the  greatest  importance  that  he  should  at 
once  return  to  his  post  and  ascertain  and  report  the  facts. 

I  deemed  the  situation  so  grave  that  I  requested  Consul  Johnson  to 
instruct  Vice-Cousul  Burke  by  wire  to  demand  of  the  authorities  of 
Hamburg  an  olhcial  declaration  in  regard  to  the  character  of  the 
epidemic  which  prevailed  there. 
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Consul  Johnson  wrote  the  telegram  in  my  office,  and  I  immediately 
«eut  it  to  Vice-Consul  Burke. 

Consul  Johnson,  without  awaiting  a  reply,  immediately  left  for  his 
post. 

It  appears  that  Yice-Cousul  Burke  promptly  demanded,  after  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  instruction  of  the  health  authorities  of  Hamburg,  an  official 
declaration  in  respect  of  the  character  of  the  disease  which  had  caused 
so  many  sudden  deaths  in  Hamburg. 

The  demands  of  Vice-Consul  Burke  obtained  an  official  confession  to 
the  effect  that  Asiatic  cholera  prevailed  in  Hamburg  in  an  epidemic 
form. 

The  Hamburg  authorities  until  that  time  had  not  only  omitted  to 
^ve  publicity  to  the  fact  tliat  undeniable  cases  of  Asiatic  cholera  oc- 
curred there  on  the  18th,  19th,  20th,  21st,  and  22d  days  of  August,  but 
actually  sent  forth  the  vessels  to  the  United  States  and  other  countries 
under  clean  bills  of  health. 

The  Grerman  press  as  well  as  the  foreign  press  condemn  the  attempt 
of  the  Hamburg  authorities  to  conceal  the  true  character  of  the  disease. 

The  German  Government  has  pledged  itself  not  to  conceal  the  truth 
should  the  epidemic  spread  to  other  cities  in  Germany;  and  has  made 
preparations  for  publishing  daily  returns  of  the  number  of  cases  and 
percentage  of  deaths  through  the  Imperial  health  office  in  Berlin. 

It  must  be  clearly  understood  by  our. authorities  that  there  is  no 
doubt  about  the  existence  of  Asiatic  cholera  in  Belgium,  France,  and 
Germany,  and  that  an  intelligible  indifference  seems  to  pervade  many 
places  in  respect  of  their  official  declarations  as  to  the  character  of  the 
epidemics  which  prevail  in  Belgium,  Prance,  and  Germany. 

In  our  city  the  epidemic  is  declared  to  be,  or  officially  described  as, 
cholerine  diarrhea  of  a  suspicious  character. 

In  another  city  it  is  described  as  cholera  nostras,  or  infectious 
cholerine. 

In  another  city  it  is  described  as  a  '^suspicious"  case  of  cholerine, 
or  some  similar  disease. 

In  my  opinion  all  ports  and  places  where  such  cases  occur  should 
not  only  be  treated  as  suspicious,  but  as  infected,  until  the  Contrary  is 
clearly  established. 

All  vessels  which  arrive  in  the  United  States  from  any  port  of  Bel- 
gium, France,  or  Germany  should  be  subjected  to  a  strict  quarantine. 

I  have  been  confidentially  informed  by  an  official  high  in  authority 
in  the  Imperial  health  offi<3e  here  that  Prof.  Koch  has  positive 
proof  that  Asiatic  cholera  has  prevailed  in  the  suburbs  of  Paris  since 
April  last. 

When  I  inquired  of  this  official  why  the  German  authorities  had  not 
adopted"  or  put  into  force  the  same  measures  on  the  French  frontier  as 
the  Kussian,  he  replied  that  for  political  and  other  considerations  the 
German  authorities  had  not  seen  fit  to  raise  the  issue  with  the  French 
authorities,  who  persistently  described  the  disease  as  cholera  nostras. 

Besides,  he  pointed  out  the  fact  that  Germany  was  not  so  much  ex- 
posed to  the  contagion  from  the  travel  and  traffic  from  France  into 
Germany  as  from  the  travel  and  traffic  from  Kussia  into  Germany. 

He  also  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  French  epidemic  seemed 
to  be  localized,  and  did  not  show  an  invading  tendency. 

In  view  of  the  action  of  the  French  authorities,  it  is  not  surprising 
that  the  Hamburg  authorities  would  also  try  and  conceal  the  real 
character  of  the  disease  from  the  world. 
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When  Vice-Cousul  Burke  wired  me  ou  the  23(1  instant  that  he  had 
cabled  you  the  laefc  that  the  Hamburg  authorities  had  officially  con- 
firmed the  existence  of  Asiatic  cliolera  at  that  port,  I  promptly  com- 
municated the  facts  to  every  consular  officer  of  this  jurisdiction,  and 
instructed  them  to  keep  in  constant  communication  with  the  health 
officials  of  their  respective  districts,  and  to  apprise  you  by  cable  of  the 
appearance  of  the  disease  at  any  points  within  their  districts,  and  to 
communicate  with  you  in  writing  as  frequently  as  possible  in  respect 
to  the  progress  of  the  disease. 

In  addition  to  what  has  already  been  done  to  check  the  spread  of  the 
epidemic  throughout  Germany,  a  c-ommission  consisting  of  repre- 
sentatives from  the  federal  states  will  meet  on  Saturday  (to-morrow, 
the  27th  instant)  to  discuss  the  measures  to  be  taken  for  the  Empire  in 
general. 

Besides,  the  Royal  sanitary  commission,  and  the  city  commissioners 
for  the  public  health  here,  are  holding  frequent  meetings  to  discuss  the 
situation,  which  is  regarded  as  alarming. 

It  was  reported  that  the  Hamburg  epidemic  was  imported  by  a  Nor- 
wegian sailor  who  shipped  at  Havre  on  an  English  ship,  and  was  at 
first  treated  and  supposed  cured  at  Altona,  after  which  he  was  allowed 
to  proceed  to  Hamburg. 

It  is  now  said  that  Dr.  Koch  has  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  viru- 
lence of  the  disease  at  Hamburg  points  to  its  importation  from  Enssia. 

Within  the  past  twenty-four  hours  there  has  been  a  favorable  change 
in  the  weather,  and  hopes  are  entertained  that  this  may  lead  to  an 
abatement  of  the  epidemic. 

I  desire  to  add  a  word  of  warning  in  respect  of  the  danger  that  mast 
come  to  us  through  the  importation  of  rags. 

Large  quantities  of  rags  are  awaiting  shipment  at  Hamburg. 

It  is  but  an  hour  and  a  half  by  rail  from  Hamburg  to  Bremen,  and 
not  many  hours  by  water  from  Cuxhaven  to  Bremerhaven. 

There  is  danger  of  the  Hamburg  rags  reaching  our  shores  by  other 
than  the  Hamburg  steamers. 

It  is  absolutely  impossible  for  a  consular  officer  to  ascertain  definitely 
the  names  of  the  places  where  the  rags  are  gathered,  consequently  it  is 
quite  out  of  the  question  for  him  to  determine  whether  any  part  of  a 
shipment  comes  from  an  infected  district. 

There  is  actual  danger  wrapped  up  in  every  bale  of  rags  which  comes 
to  our  shores,  and  the  only  efficient  way  to  disinfect  them  is  to  burn 
them. 

The  strictest  possible  watch  on  the  part  of  consular  officers  must 
prove  ineffective  in  keeping  shippers  from  shipping  their  rags  from  an 
infected  district  in  Germany  to  a  district  that  has  not  been  officially 
declared  to  be  infected. 

There  should  in  my  opinion  be  no  distinction  made  between  the 
restrictions  placed  upon  the  importation  of  rags  from  infected  and  from 
noninfected  districts. 

I  should  keep  them  all  out  of  the  country ;  but  so  long  as  our  au- 
thorities see  fit  to  admit  them,  I  beg  most  respectfully  and  most  earnestly 
to  urge  that  shippers  of  rags  will  not  willingly  submit  to  regulations 
which  they  regard  as  restrictions  upon  their  trade. 

They  are  pretty  certain  to  evade  our  regulations  as  often  as  the 
chance  comes,  by  shipping  their  rags  from  a  noninfected  district,  with- 
out regard  to  where  they  gather  them. 
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An  effective  watch  can  not  be  maintained  over  any  rag  gatherer's 
movements.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  for  your  information  copies 
of  parts  of  dispatches  No.  55,  August  22  last,  from  our  consul  at  Stettin, 
and  No.  460,  same  date,  from  our  consul-general  at  Berlin,  relative  to 
cholera  at  Stettin  and  the  remedies  adopted  by  the  health  officers  there 
to  prevent  its  spread.  The  reports  of  the  two  consuls  do  not  in  all 
respects  agree. 

I  will  add  that  Mr.  Kellogg,  the  consul  at  Stettin,  has  been  removed 
for  absence  from  his  post  without  leave  and  neglect  of  official  duty.

Sir  :  :«c  *  ♦  /pijg  health  officer  of  Xew  York  City  intimates  that 
the  examinations  for  infections  at  the  wharves  of  this  port  are  lax. 

Allow  me,  Mr.  Secretary,  to  ventilate  the  methods  used,  and  at  the 
same  time  show  what  precautions  are  taken  at  this  port  for  the  preven- 
tion of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases.  First  of  all,  there  has  not 
been  even  a  suspected  case  of  cholera  in  my  entire  district,  and  since 
the  epidemic  broke  out  three  vessels,  carrying  in  all  one  hundred  Rus- 
sian emigrants,  belonging  to  the  Hamburg- American  line,  the  only 
line  that  carries  transatlantic  passengers  to  the  United  States  from  this 
I)ort,  have  left  Stettin  for  New  York  City.  Among  the  above  one  hun- 
dred passengers,  fifty'came  from  cholera-infected  districts.  The  last  of 
these  three  vessels  cleared  this  port  on  the  5th  of  August,  instant,  and 
had  on  board  twenty-three  Russian  emigrants.  Of  this  number,  ten 
came  from  infected  districts. 

This  morning  I  cabled  the  health  officer  at  New  York  City  these 
facts.  Although  this  vessel  left  here  on  the  5th  instant,  she  did  not 
leave  Swinemundie  until  the  9th  instant. 

Russian  emigrants  that  leave  this  city  for  the  United  States  come 
here  chiefly  by  rail  from  Eydtkuhnin,  although  a  few  do  come  here 
by  rail  and  by  boat  from  Menel,  a  German  town  12  miles  from  the 
Russian  frontier.  Of  these  emigrants  from  Menel,  the  greater  part  re- 
main here  long  enough  to  be  examined,  disinfected,  and  then  proceed 
by  rail  to  Hamburg  or  Bremen. 

Emigrants  arriving  at  Eydtkuhnin  and  Menel  are  examined  and  dis- 
infected by  competent  physicians.  The  examinations  consist  of  a  phys- 
ical inspection  and  investigation  as  to  stomach  and  bowel  complaints. 
They  are  bathed  and  their  effects  disinfected  with  the  usual  counteract 
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tives,  such  as  boiliug  water,  steam  heat,  carbolic  acid,  5  per  cent, 
chloriuated  lime,  and  lime  water.  Before  reaching  Stettin  they  are 
held  iu  Schneidermuhl,  a  kind  of  half-way  station,  wherp  the  same 
measures  are  taken.  On  arriving  at  Stettin  all  are  transported  to  the 
barracks,  situated  up  the  river  on  a  meadpw  surrounded  by  water. 
Here  they  are  housed,  fed,  and  forbidden  to  leave  the  pi^emises.  The 
examinations  are  made  by  the  Koniglicher  Kreisphysicus,  or  Royal 
municipal  head  physician,  and  all  disinfections  are  carried  on  under 
his  supervision,  who  receives  his  instructions  from  the  police  president, 
as  the  sanitary  armngements  of  both  the  city  and  province  are  under 
the  police  administration  empowered  by  the  Prussian  Government. 

In  Stettin  are  two  Koniglicher  Kreisphysicus,  one  whose  duty  it  is  to 
look  after  the  health  of  the  suburbs  of  Stettin  ;  the  other  has  supervi- 
sion over  the  city,  and  his  duty  is  to  examine  and  haVe  disinfected  the 
effects  of  emigrants.  This  latter  gentleman  is  a  member  of  the  cholera 
commission,  and,  like  his  colleague,  proficient  in  bacteriological  re- 
search. 

No  discrimination  is  made  between  those  Russian  emigrants  who  in- 
tend sailing  for  the  United  States  via  Hamburg  and  Bremen  and  those 
whose  purpose  it  is  to  proceed  direct  from  Stettin.  They  are  treated 
alike  as  far  as  examination  and  disinfection  is  concerned. 

As  most  of  these  Russian  emigrants  who  arrive  here  en  route  to  the 
United  States  come  from  the  interior  via  Eydtkuhnin,  and  have  been 
almost  a  week  on  the  way  before  they  get  here,  the  disease  has  ample 
time  to  show  itself,  i,  e.,  among  those  from  infected  districts.  It  is  a 
well-established  fact,  though,  that  cholera  bacilli  can  be  carried  around 
in  clothing,  etc.,  for  days  and  months,  and  still  retain  vitality  enough 
to  produce  the  disease,  especially  so  when  kept  in  a  moist  condition. 
All  effects,  therefore,  of  a  person  from  a  cholera-infected  district  should 
be  sterilized  by  dry  heat  or  steam  heat  unmixed  with  air. 

Those  emigrants,  then,  who  wish  to  leave  the  barracks  to  go  on 
board  the  vessel  sailing  for  the  United  States,  are  permitted  to  do  so 
on  the  morning  of  departure,  not,  however,  before  they  are  examined 
by  the  Kreisphysicus,  A  casual  observer  witnessing  this  examination 
might  conclude  that  it  had  been  done  in  a  very  perfunctory  manner, 
but  he  does  not  know  that  the  greater  part  of  these  emigrants  have 
been  under  observation  for  days  at  the  barracks. 

When  the  Russian  Jews  sometime  ago  began  emigrating  to  the  United 
States,  before  the  cholera  epidemic,  I  witnessed  on  the  wharves  an  ex- 
amination of  them  by  the  Kreisphysicus  prior  to  their  departure  : 
Since  then  I  have  not  been  present  at  all  the  examinations. 

After  the  cholei*a  broke  out,  I  asked  the  managers  of  the  steamship 
company  if  they  were  willing  to  make  an  arrangement  with  me  similar 
to  the  one  entered  into  by  the  North  German  Lloyd  with  the  United 
States  consul  at  Bremen.  They  declined,  saying  that  the  small  number 
of  passengers  they  conveyed  would  not  justify  them  in  paying  the  salary 
of  an  extra  physician  to  be  appointed  by  myself.  At  the  same  time 
they  called  my  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  health  officers  here  were 
controlled  by  the  police  administration,  and  that  all  laws  and  decrees  en- 
acted for  the  prevention  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  emanated 
from  the  Prussian  Government,  while  the  free  states  of  Hamburg  and 
Bremen  had  a  government  of  their  own. 

Though  I  have  not  witnessed  these  examinations  every  time,  I  have 
given  the  matter  of  disinfection  my  attention,  and  this  is  a  very  im- 
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portant  consideration ;  for  as  far  as  the  United  States  is  concerned  the 
danger  does  not  lie  so  much  in  the  fact  that  no  examination  has  been 
made,  but  unquestionably  in  the  fact  that  proper  and  thorough  disin- 
fection of  effects  has  not  been  carried  out. 

On  the  20th  instant  a  proclamation  was  issued  by  the  provincial 
government,  through  the  governor,  that  all  ports  in  this  district  from 
the  24th  of  August,  1892,  would  be  closed  to  all  Russian  emigrants  ar- 
riving by  water. 

In  a  few  days  the  large  new  steam  heat  disinfecting  apparatus  at  the 
barracks  will  be  put  into  action  under  the  supervision  of  the  Kreis- 
phystcus,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  danger  lies  in  the  effects  of 
persons  from  infected  districts,  I  have  given  notice  that  unless  all  such 
effects  are  disinfected  according  to  method  No.  2,  Treasury  circular  of 
July  8,  1892,  no  bills  of  health  will  be  issued  to  such  vessels  carrying 
such  emigrants  to  the  United  States  from  this  port. 

In  addition  to  this  I  shall  require  the  steamship  company  to  advise 
me  of  the  number  of  passengers  on  board  from  the  infected  districts, 
which  information  I  will  cable  to  the  health  officer  at  New  York  City, 
giving  him  the  name  of  the  vessel,  date  of  sailing  and  number  of  emi- 
grants from  infected  districts. 

The  next  vessel  leaves  about  the  30th  of  August.  1892,  and  as  the 
Kreisphysicus  informs  me,  about  four  Russian  emigrants  are  waiting  to 
sail  on  her.

My  investigations  leave  no  doubt  in  my  mind  but  what  Consul  Kel- 
logg has  neglected  his  consular  duties  by  his  frequent  absences  from 
his  post. 

The  fact  that  he  signed  the  invoice  certificates  in  blank  is  significant, 
and  goes  far  to  show  that  the  consul's  own  judgment  condemned  his 
practice,  besides  it  shows  conclusively  that  he  is  not  animated  with  the 
deepest  devotion  to  the  public  interests  of  the  United  States. 

His  inactivity  in  the  line  of  duty  may  be  inferred  from  the  fact  that 
during  his  frequent  absences  he  has  never  inspected  or  visited  the  con- 
sular agencies  which  are  intrusted  to  his  supervision. 

Besides,  he  failed  to  report  the  fact  that  over  fifty  emigrants  from  the 
infected  districts  of  Eussia  were  transshipped  at  Stettin  for  the  United 
States. 

The  cable  sent  by  him  on  the  21st  to  the  health  officer  at  New  York, 
informing  that  official  of  the  ten  persons  on  board  the  Italia,  which 
sailed  from  Stettin  on  the  5th  instant,  was  sent  by  my  order. 

From  my  standpoint  Consul  Kellogg  is  not  only  inactive  but  in- 
efficient.

Sir  :  *  *  *  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  arrived  at 
Stettin  on  the  20th  instant.        *        *        * 

I  called  upon  the  Prussian  Government  physician,  the  Royal  munici- 
pal physician,  and  the  police  presidency. 

Those  are  the  authorities  that  have  direction  of  the  sanitary  ari-ange- 
ments  of  the  province  of  Pommerania,  and  of  the  city  and  suburbs  of 
Stettin. 

I  was  oflficially  assured  by  all  that  neither  a  real  nor  a  suspected  case 
of  cholera  had  occurred  at  Stettin. 

In  conversation  with  the  Royal  district  physician,  Dr.  Schalze.  I 
learned  that  the  examinations  made  by  the  health  authorities  of  Stettin 
of  emigrants  passing  through  Stettin  on  their  way  to  the  United  States, 
were  worthless  in  a  sanitary  point  of  view  so  far  as  the  United  States 
were  concerned. 

Dr.  Schulze  stated  that  their  examinations  were  for  the  purpose  of 
satisfying  and  protecting  their  own  public. 

He  further  stated  that  danger  would  come  to  the  United  States  in  the 
baggage  of  the  emigrants. 

It  appears  that  heretofore  when  vessels  have  arrived  from  Russian 
ports  with  emigrants  intended  for  the  United  States,  the  emigrants  were 
transferred  with  their  baggage  to  an  island  near  Stettin,  where  they 
await  the  departure  of  a  vessel  to  the  United  States. 

In  accordance  with  an  order  issued  on  the  20th  instant,  no  vessel 
coming  from  a  Russian  poii)  will  be  allowed  to  stop  at  Stettin  after  the 
24th  instant. 

On  and  after  that  date  the  vessels  will  be  compelled  to  proceed  to 
either  Hamburg  or  Bremen. 

This  fact  would  seem  to  point  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Government 
authorities  here  recognize  the  fact  that  the  examinations  for  infection 
were  more  efficient  at  Hamburg  and  Bremen  than  at  Stettin, 

\t  all  events  the  facilities  for  effective  examinations  are  greater  at 
both  Bremen  and  Hamburg  than  at  Stettin. 

In  my  opinion  it  is  a  matter  of  the  most  serious  import  for  you  to 
consider  whether  it  would  be  prudent  for  you  to  close  our  ports  to  all 
emigrants  except  those  who  come  from  ports  which  carefully  observe 
international  as  well  as  local  interests  in  their  examinations  for  infec- 
tion. 

Many  small  i)orts  like  Stettin  are  under  chaotic  control,  and  many 
difficulties  are  presented  by  varieties  of  systems  of  examinations  at  va- 
rious ports. 

Why  not  limit  or  confine  the  emigration  during  the  prevalence  of 
the  cholera  to  those  ports  which  you  know  to  be  the  best  governed, 
and  where  the  examinations  and  disinfections  will  give  no  cause  for 
apprehension  t 

You  may  be  reasonably  sure  that  at  Bremen  and  Hamburg  they  have 
every  facility  and  every  desire  to  examine  every  emigrant  and  all  bag- 
gage, not  only  in  the  local  interest,  but  also  in  the  interest  of  the  United 
States. 

There  is  but  one  steamer  every  fortnight  from  Stettin  to  the  United 
States,  and  that  belongs  to  the  Hamburg  line,  consequently  it  would 
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not  be  a  hardship  to  require  all  emigrants  sailing  from  German  ports 
to  depart  from  either  Hamburg  or  Bremen. 

I  am  quite  satisfied  that  the  examinations  at  Stettin  are  based  upon 
a  disregard  for  everything  except  local  interests. 

Besides,  it  is  unwise  and  imprudent  to  continue  the  grave  trust  of 
supervision  of  the  examinations  in  the  hands  of  a  consul  who  is  much 
of  the  time  away  from  his  post,  and  who,  when  present,  does  not  real- 
ize the  responsibilities  of  his  post. 

The  great  proportion  of  the  Russian  emigrants  reaching  our  shores 
by  way  of  Stettin  arrive  at  Stettin  by  rail. 

Some  of  those  emigrants  may  reach  Stettin  only  an  hour  or  so  before 
the  sailing  of  the  steamer,  and  it  is  therefore'practically  impossible  for 
the  Stettin  authorities  to  do  more  than  examine  the  person  of  the  emi- 
grants. 

Consul  Kellogg  stated  to  me  on  the  20th  instant  that  he  had  recently 
learned  from  the  shipping  agent  at  Stettin  that  about  fitty  emigrants 
from  the  infected  districts  of  Russia  have  i)assed  through  Stettin  on 
their  way  to  the  United  States,  and  that  on  the  vessel  which  sailed  on 
the  5th  instant  there  were  ten  such  emigrants. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  vessel  was  still  at  sea,  and  especially  in 
view  of  the  statement  made  by  Dr.  Schulze  in  raspect  of  the  worthless 
character  to  us  of  their  examinations,  I  instnicted  Consul  Kellogg  to 
cable  the  facts  to  the  health  authorities  at  STew  York. 

This  information,  it  appears,  was  collected  by  Consul  Kellogg,  like 
much  other  information  in  regard  to  the  methodis  of  examination,  only 
after  he  was  charged  with  neglect  of  duty. 

He  has  been  very  active  in  interviewing  the  health  authorities  of 
Stettin  during  the  past  week,  to  find  out  what  they  have  been  doing 
during  the  past  three  months  in  the  way  of  examinations,  etc.,  and  I 
have  no  doubt  but  what  he  will  report  what  they  now  say  as  facts.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  herein  an  editorial  from  the  Times 
of  this  day  on  the  subject  of  the  outbreak  of  cholera,  together  with 
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letter  and  memoraDdam  issued  by  the  local  government  board  to  clerks 
of  sanitaiy  authorities  in  this  country,  under  yesterday's  date,  also  cut- 
tings from  the  Times  containing  dispatches  from  various  places  on  the 
Continent  on  the  subject  of  the  cholera. 

As  this  office  is  literally  besieged  by  merchants  and  various  people 
representing  the  steamship  companies  in  this  city  for  official  informa- 
tion as  to  what  action  the  United  States  Government  is  likely  to  take 
on  the  arrival  of  steamers  from  Hamburg  and  other  points  on  this  Con- 
tinent, I  beg  respectfully  to  ask  that  I  may  be  furnished  by  cable  with 
full  instructions,  and  what  restrictions  would  be  placed  upon  vessels 
sailing  from  ports  in  the  United  Kingdom  where  cholera  does  not 
exist.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  communicate  to  the  Department  that  I 
have  made  inquiry  and  investigation  relative  to  the  action  taken  by 
the  officials,  harbor  and  health  authorities  of  this  city  of  Montreal  for 
the  purpose  of  preventing  the  enti'ance  of  cholera  into  this  port,  and 
find  that  such  officials,  harbor  and  health  authorities  are  acting  with 
promptness  and  efficiency.  The  local  board  of  health,  at  the  head  of 
which  is  Dr.  Laberge,  medical  health  officer,  and  which  board,  I  am 
informed,  is  acting  in  conjunction  with  the  provincial  board,  hascalled^^ 
upon  the  medical  and  other  societies  of  the  city  for  advice  and  assist 
ance.  There  have  been  appointed  six  additional  physicians,  whose 
duty  it  is  to  act  with  the  regularly  acting  physicians  in  watching  the 
arrival  and  departure  of  trains  having  passengers  from  any  seaport^ 
and  also  vessels  and  boats,  and  make  thorough  inspection  of  the  same, 
and  if  any  case  of  '* suspect"  is  found, to  detain  such  person,  provide 
medical  aid,  and  report  the  same  to  proper  authorities ;  also  there  have 
been  appointed  fourteen  additional  sanitary  inspectors,  whose  duty  it 
is  to  act  with  the  regularly  acting  inspectors  to  insure  a  thorough  in- 
spection and  cleaning  of  the  yards,  lanes,  and  streets  of  the  city.  Ad- 
ditional disinfecting  appliances  are  also  being  provided  for. 

The  harbor  authorities,  I  am  informed,  have  also  decided  to  not  al- 
low any  vessel  to  enter  the  harbor  without  a  clean  bill  of  health  being 
first  submitted  to  the  loeal  board  of  health. 

I  may  further  say  that  no  case  of  cholera,  or  suspected  case,  has  yet 
been  reported  as  arriving  at  or  being  in  this  port. 

I  will  communicate  further  as  occasion  may  require.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  following 
telegram:  *'Eigid  disinfection  against  cholera  required.  Shipment 
from  infected  districts  discouraged.''  And  with  reference  to  the  same 
have  to  submit  these  facts :  Cholera  is  not  prevalent  in  epidemic  form 
in  any  part  of  India,  but  sporadic  cases  are  to  be  found  in  almost  all  the 
provinces,  and  their  number  this  year  is  not  more  than  that  of  any  other 
year ;  the  apprehension  of  any  infection  being  carried  through  the  course 
of  shipment  from  this  country  is,  I  believe,  groundless.  The  principal 
articles  shipped  from  here  are  either  raw  materials,  or  manufactures  of 
them,  which  are  new,  and  are  not  liable  to  be  in  any  way  infected.  The 
only  articles  in  danger  of  being  infected  are  rags,  the  shipment  of 
which  to  the  United  States  has  been  for  some  time  entirely  discou- 
tinued.  ^

Great  Britain— J5^^/aw^  a7id  Wales.— The  deaths  registered  in  33 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  August  27 
corresponded  to  an  annual  mte  of  18.5  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,188,449.  The  lowest  rat^  was 
recorded  in  Croydon,  viz,  14.7,  and  the  highest  in  Preston,  viz,  32.5 
a  thousand. 

London, — One  thousand  four  hundred  and  six  deaths  were  registered 
during  the  week,  including  measles,  42;  scarlet  fever,  28;  diphtheria, 
38;  whooping  though,  13;  enteric  fever,  8;  diarrnea  and  dysenteiy, 
158 ;  and  cholera  and  choleraic  diarrhea,  3.

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quarantine  powers  of  the  national  government. 

Department  of  Justice, 
Washington^  D.  C,  September  10,  1892. 

The  President: 

Sir  :  By  your  telegram  of  yesterday  you  ^sk  for  an  opinion  as  to  the 
extent  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  Marine- 
Hospital  Service  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  with  your  approval, 
to  make  quarantine  regulations  with  reference  to  immigration  from  in- 
fected i)orts. 

In  answer  I  have  to  say  that  every  government  is  under  obligation 
to  take  all  necessary  measures  to  preserve  the  life  and  property  of  its 
citizens,  not  only  from  foreign  invasion,  but  to  adopt  such  sanitary 
measures  as  are  calculated  to  protect  the  people  from  those  pestilences 
which  have  been  found  nearly  if  not  quite  as  destructive  as  war. 

This  is  but  another  application  of  the  maxim  that  self  preservation 
is  the  first  law  of  nature,  and,  it  may  be  added,  of  nations. 

The  right  of  the  State  to  enact  sanitary  measures  to  protect  its  citizens 
is  conceded.  The  right  of  the  United  States  to  do  the  same  must  be 
admitted.  The  maxim  solus  poptUi  est  suprema  lexisoa  applicable  to  the 
one  government  as  to  the  other. 

The  powers  granted  CJongress  in  article  1,  section  8  of  the  Constitution 
**to  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations  and  among  the  several 
States  and  with  the  Indian  tribes,''  and  '*  to  make  all  laws  which  shall 
be  necessary  and  proper  for  carrying  into  execution  the  foregoing 
powers  and  all  other  powers  vested  by  this  Constitution  in  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  or  any  Department  or  officer  thereof,"  afford 
ample  warrant  for  legislation  by  Congress  upon  this  subject. 

This  subject  is  but  one  of  a  large  number  related  to  and  affecting  in 
different  degrees  the  subject  of  commerce,  upon  which  the  States  in 
the  exercise  of  the  police  power  are  free  to  act  and  have  acted  from  the 
foundation  of  the  Government.  Pilotage,  wharfage,  quarantine,  and 
inspection  laws  are,  perhaps,  the  most  examples  of  this  class  of  legis- 
lation. 

There  are  other  instances  of  concurrent  legislation  not  all  related  to 
commerce.     For  example — 

The  State,  in  the  exercise  of  its  police  powers  for  the  regulation  of 
the  liquor  traffic,  requires  the  payment  by  a  manufacturer  or  dealer  in 
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intoxicants  of  a  license.  Without  at  all  interfering  with  that  State  re- 
quirement, it  is  entirely  competent,  and  the  common  practice,  for  the 
Federal  Government  to  require  the  payment  of  an  additional  license. 
So  the  Federal  Government  forbids,  under  a  severe  penalty,  the  circu-  ■ 
lating  of  counterfeit  coins,  notes,  and  securities.  Without  at  all  con- 
flicting with  the  Federal  statutes,  the  State  may,  and  does,  imi>06e  pen- 
alties for  the  same  acts.  So,  coming  more  closely  to  the  subject-matter, 
it  is  held  competent  for  the  State  authorities  to  impose  a  tax  upon  ships 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  expenses  of  administering  her  inspection 
or  quarantine  laws ;  and  at  the  same  time  the  General  Government  may 
and  does  impose  a  tax — head  tax  on  immigrants — for  a  like  purpose ; 
and  this  is  not  understood  to  involve  any  necessary  conflict  of  jurisdic- 
tion.    Morgan  vs.  Louisiana,  118  U.  S.  455. 

These  are  subjects  largely  local  in  their  character,  and  hence,  doubt- 
less, it  has  been  supposed  that  they  could  be  more  effectually  and  satis- 
factorily managed  through  local  law. 

It  can  not  be  doubted,  however,  that  with  reference  to  those  subjects 
confided  to  the  nation  that  '*  Congress  has  the  power  to  go  beyond  the 
general  regulations  which  it  is  accustomed  to  establish  and  to  descend 
to  the  most  minute  directions,  if  it  shall  be  deemed  advisable ;  and 
that  to  whatever  extent  ground  shall  be  covered  by  those  directions, 
the  exercise  of  State  i)ower  is  excluded.  Congress  may  establish  police 
regulations  as  well  as  the  States,  confining  their  operation  to  the  sub- 
jects over  which  it  is  given  control  by  the  Constitution.''  (Cooley's 
Constitutional  Limitations,  pages  722,723.)  To  the  extent  that  Con- 
gress does  act  upon  the  subjects  within  the  Constitution,  its  authority 
is  paramount.  In  some  of  the  cases  it  is  said  to  be  exclusive.  The 
distinction  established  by  the  authorities  is  that  it  is  only  exclusive 
where  the  intention  of  Congress  is  shown  that  it  shall  be  so,  or  when  it 
is  necessary  to  be  so  to  carry  out  the  national  will  or  preserve  the 
functions  and  powers  of  the  National  Government.  In  all  other  cases 
there  may  exist  and  be  enforced,  at  the  same  time  and  upon  the' 
same  subject,  both  State  and  national  laws.  In  so  far  as  there  is  any 
conflict,  the  latter  prevail. 

Quarantine  laws  are  authorized  as  a  part  of  the  powers  derived  under 
the  commerce  clause  of  the  Constitution,  which  is  held  to  consist  in  in- 
tercourse and  traffic,  and  includes  uavigation,  transportation  and 
transit  of  pei*sons  and  property  as  well  as  the  purchase,  sale,  and  ex- 
change of  commodities.  (Morgan  t'^.  Louisiana,  118  U.  S.,  455 ;  Mo- 
bile County  vs.  Kimball,  102  U.  S.,  69 ;  The  Passenger  Cases,  7  How.; 
Gibbons  vs.  Ogden,  9  Wheat.,  1.) 

The  undoubted  right  of  both  the  State  and  national  governments  to 
legislate  upon  this  subject  l)eing  established,  as  well  as  the  supremacy 
of  the  Federal  authority  in  case  of  conflict,  it  remains  to  examine  the 
existing  legislation  upon  the  subject. 

From  an  early  period  (1799),  R.  S.,  4792,  ei  seq..  Congress  has  adopted 
the  State  laws  upon  the  subject  of  quarantine. 

Section  4792  is  as  follows : 

**The  quarantines  and  other  restraints  established  by  the  health  laws 
of  any  State  respecting  any  vessels  arriving  in,  or  l>ound  to^  any  port 
or  distriet  thereof  shall  be  duly  observed  by  the  oflicers  of  the  customs 
revenue  of  the  United  States,  by  the  masters  and  crews  of  the  several 
revenue  cuttei-s,  and  b}'  the  military  otflcei-s  commanding  in  any  fort 
or  station  upon  the  sea  coast,  and  all  such  officers  of  the  United  States 
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shall  faitlifally  aid  in  the  execution  of  such  qnarantines  and  health 
laws  according  to  their  respective  powers  and  within  their  resi)ective 
precincts,  and  as  they  shall  be  directed,  from  time  to  time,  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  But  nothing  in  this  title  shall  enable  any 
State  to  collect  a  duty  of  tonnage  or  impost  without  the  consent  of 
Congress.'' 

Section  4793  provides  for  the  discharge  of  the  cargo  of  a  vessel  in 
quarantine  *'  whenever  by  the  health  laws  of  any  State  or  by  regulations 
made  pursuant  thereto  any  vessel  arriving  within  a  collection  district 
of  such  State  is.  prohibited  from  coming  to  the  port  of  entry  or  delivery 
by  law  established  for  such  district,  and  such  health  laws  require  or 
permit  the  cargo  to  be  unladen  at  some  other  place  within  or  near  to 
such  district,"  etc. 

Section  4794  provides  for  the  purchase  or  erection  of  quarantine 
warehouses. 

Section  4795  provides  for  the  deposit  of  goods  in  such  warehouses. 

Section  4796  is  as  follows : 

**The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  authorized,  whenever  a  conformity 
to  such  quarantines  and  health  laws  requires  it,  and  in  respect  to  ves- 
sels subject  thereto,  to  prolong  the  terms  limited  for  the  entry  of  the 
same,  and  the  report  or  entry  of  the  cargoes,  and  to  vary  or  dispense 
with  any  other  regulations  applicable  to  such  reports  or  entries.  No 
part  of  the  cargo  of  any  vessel  shall,  however,  in  any  case  be  taken  out 
or  unladen  therefrom  otherwise  than  is  allowed  by  law,  or  according 
to  the  regulations  hereinafter  established." 

This  law  was  supplemented  by  the  act  of  April  29,  1878  (20  Stats., 
87),  which  is  yet  in  force.     I  quote  entire  act : 

"Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  no  vessel  or  vehicle  com- 
ing from  any  foreign  port  or  country  where  any  contagious  or  infectious 
disease  may  exist,  and  no  vessel  or  vehicle  conveying  any  person  or 
persons,  merchandise,  or  animals  affected  with  any  infectious  or  con7 
tagious  disease,  shall  enter  any  port  of  the  United  States  or  pass  the 
boundary  line  between  the  United  States  and  any  foreign  country  con- 
trary to  the  quarantine  laws  of  any  one  of  said  United  States  into  or* 
through  the  jurisdiction  of  which  said  vessel  or  vehicles  may  pass,  or 
to  which  it  is  destined,  or  except  in  the  manner  and  subject  to  the 
regulations  to  be  prescribed  as  hereinafter  provided. 

*'Sec.  2.  That  whenever  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  shall  ap- 
pear in  any  foreign  port  or  country',  and  whenever  any  vessel  shall 
leave  any  infected  foreign  port,  or,  having  on  boaixi  goods  or  passen- 
gers coming  from  any  place  or  district  infected  with  cholera  or  yellow 
fever,  shall  leave  any  foreign  port,  bound  for  any  port  in  the  United 
States,  the  consular  officer  or  other  representative  of  the  United  States 
at  or  nearest  such  foreign  port  shall  immediately  give  information 
thereof  to  the  Supervising  Surgeon-General  of  the  Marine- Hospital 
Service,  and  shall  report  to  him  the  name,  the  date  of* departure,  and 
the  port  of  destination  of  such  vessel,  and  shall  also  make  the  same 
report  to  the  health  officer  of  the  port  of  destination  in  the  United 
States ;  and  the  consular  officers  of  the  United  States  shall  make  weekly 
reports  to  him  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  ports  at  which  they  are 
respectively  stationed  ;  and  the  said  Surgeon-General  of  the  Marine- 
Hospital  Service  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  be  charged  with  the  execution  of  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
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and  shall  frame  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  that  purpose, 
which  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
President,  but  such  rules  and  regulations  shall  not  conflict  with  or  im- 
pair any  sanitary  or  quarantine  laws  or  regulations  of  any  State  or 
municipal  authorities  now  existing  or  which  may  hereafter  be  enacted. 

**Sec..3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  medical  oflScers  of  tiie 
Marine-Hospital  Service  and  of  customs-officers  to  aid  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  national  quarantine  rules  and  regulations  established  under 
the  preceding  section ;  but  no  additional  compensation  shall  be  allowed 
said  officers  by  reason  of  such  services  as  they  may  be  "required  to  per- 
form under  this  act,  except  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses. 

'*Sec.  4.  That  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  Marine-Hospital  Service 
shall,  upon  receiptof  information  of  the  departure  of  any  vessel,  goods, 
or  passengei-s  from  infected  places  to  any  port  in  the  United  States, 
immediately  notify  the  proper  State  or  municipal  and  United  States 
officer  or  officers  at  the  threatened  port  of  destination  of  the  vessel, 
and  shall  prepare  and  tmnsmit  to  the  medical  officers  of  the  Marine- 
Hospital  Service,  to  collectors  of  customs,  and  to  the  State  and  muni- 
cipal health  authorities  in  the  United  States,  weekly  abstracts  of  the 
consular  sanitary  reports  and  other  pertinent  information  received  by 
him. 

**Sec.  5.  That  wherever,  at  any  port  of  the  United  States,  any  State 
or  municipal  quai-antine  system  may  now,  or  may  hereafter  exist,  the 
officers  or  agents  of  such  system  shall,  upon  the  application  of  the 
respective  State  or  municipal  authorities,  be  authorized  and  empowered 
to  act  as  officers  or  agents  of  the  national  quarantine  system,  and  shall 
be  clothed  with  all  the  powers  of  United  States  officers  for  quarantine 
purposes,  but  shall  receive  no  pay  or  emoluments  from  the  United 
States.  At  all  other  ports  where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  establish  quarantine,  the 
medical  officers  or  other  agents  of  the  Marine- Hospital  Service  shall 
perform  such  duties  in  the  enforcement  of  the  quaiantine  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  assigned  them  by  the  Surgeon-General  of  that 
service  under  this  act :  Provided^  That  there  shall  be  no  interference  in 
any  manner  with  any  quarantine  laws  or  regulations  as  they  now  exist 
or  may  hereafter  be  adopted  under  State  laws. 

^*Seo.  6.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

''Approved,  April  29,  1878. '' 

In  my  opinion  there  is  nothing  in  the  act  of  1799  inconsistent  with 
this  act,  except  that  different  persons  are  charged  with  its  enforce- 
ment, and  therefore  both,  with  the  modification  noted,  are  in  force  and 
constitute,  with  such  regulations  as  are  or  may  be  prescribed  there- 
under, the  national  law  upon  that  subject. 

The  intent  to  aid  in  the  enforcement  of  the  State  laws  upon  the  sub- 
ject is  manifest,  or  in  the  language  of  the  act,  ''There  shall  be  no  in- 
terference in  any  manner  with  any  quarantine  laws  or  regulations  as 
they  now  exist  or  may  hereafter  be  adopted  under  State  laws.''  Both 
shall  work  to  the  same  end,  the  keeping  away  from  our  homes  and 
people  contagion  and  pestilence  ;  and  in  the  same  spirit  the  State  offi- 
cers may  become  clothed  with  the  national  power  and  "authorized 
and  empowered  to  act  as  officers  and  agents  of  the  national  quarantine 
system,"  etc. 

While  this  is  true,  does  it  follow  that  nothing  can  be  done  except 
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what  is  authorized  by  th^  State  law?  I  think  not.  The  only  limita- 
tion is  that  the  Federal  regulations  must  not  interfere  with  the  State 
laws.  For  instance,  the  quarantine  laws  for  the  harbors  and  port  of 
New  York,  as  established  by  the  State^  do  not  prescribe  any  quarantine 
period.  That  is  left  to  the  health  officer.  Suppose  the  period  named 
by  him  is  deemed  too  short.  It  is,  in  my  opinion,  clearly  competent, 
under  the  acts  of  Congress  above  quoted,  to  prescribe  a  longer  period 
both  for  persons  and  cargo,  the  regulations  carefully  providing  that 
the  Federal  j  urisdiction  should  attach  upon  the  expiration  of  State  action. 

The  contrary  of  this  proposition  is  not  to  be  supposed. 

A  State  might  be  without  the  machinery  to  enforce  a  safe  quarantine. 
Its  officer  might,  through  mistaken  opinions  or  corrupt  motives,  fail  in 
his  duty.  It  is  not  to  be  tolerated  that  an  entire  people  possessing  a 
government  endowed  with  the  powers  I  have  enumerated  should  be  ex- 
posed to  the  scourge  of  contagion  and  pestilence  through  such  causes. 

Paraphra^ingthelanguageof  the  Court  Lire,  Neagle,  135 XJ.  S.,  p. 59, 
it  may  be  safely  asserted  that  any  obligation  fairly  and  properly  infer 
able  from  the  Constitution,  or  any  duty  of  any  officer  to  be  derived  from 
the  general  scope  of  his  duties  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  is  a 
law  of  the  United  States ;  and  it  would  be  a  great  reproach  to  the  sys- 
tem of  government  of  the  United  States,  declared  to  be  within  its  sphere 
sovereign  and  supreme,  if  thei'e  is  to  be  found  within  the  domain  of  its 
jMjwers  no  means  of  protecting  the  people  from  contagion  and  pesti- 
lence brought  from  foreign  shores.  Nor  can  Congress  be  said  to  have 
failed  to  exercise  its  right  to  so  provide  for  the  protection  of  our  peo- 
ple. In  establishing  'Hhe  national  quarantine  system,''  as  it  is  de- 
nominated in  the  act  of  1878,  and  conferring  upon  certain  officers  power 
**to  frame  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  that  purpose,"  which 
rules  when  approved  by  you  have  all  the  force  of  law,  an  intention  is 
shown  to  vest  here  a  wide  discretion.  The  only  limitation  is  that  such 
regulations  shall  not  conflict  with  or  impair  any  sanitary  or  quarantine 
regulations  of  the  State  or  municipal  authorities. 

In  measuring  the  effect  of  this  limitation  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that 
the  State  laws  and  regulations  are  in  the  nature  of  restrictions,  and  not 
in  the  nature  of  grants  of  authority  to  either  immigrants  or  transporta- 
tion companies.  The  authority  of  immigrants  to  come,  and  of  trans- 
portation companies  to  bring  such  immigrants,  is  not  derived  from 
the  State  statutes  or  regulations.  The  State,  by  its  statutes  and  reg- 
ulations, in  the  exercise  of  its  police  powers,  simply  provides  that  im- 
migrants shall  not  come  in  except  after  compliance  with  such  laws  and 
regulations.  The  State  does  not  provide,  and  has  no  power  to  pro- 
vide, as  against  Federal  laws  and  regulations,  that  upon  such  compli- 
ance such  ships  and  immigrants  shall  come  in.  Hence,  consistently 
with  the  State  laws  and  regulations,  it  is  entirely  competent  for  Fed- 
eral regulations  to  impose  £uiditional  restrictions;  and  hence,  also,  the 
imposition  of  an  additional  period  of  quarantine,  or  the  total  exclusion 
of  all  **  vessels  or  vehicles  coming  from  any  foreign  port  or  country 
where  any  contagious  disease  may  exist,"  or  **  vessels  or  vehicles  con- 
veying any  person  or  persons,  merchandise  or  animals  affected  viith 
any  infectious  or  contagious  disease,"  from  *'any  port  of  the  United 
States,"  is  within  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  officers  named  in  your 
inquiry  acting  with  your  approval.

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Circular, — To  prevent  the  entrance  of  infected  vessels,  or  vessels  from  in- 
fected ports,  entering  smaUei-  ports  of  the  United  States  where  quarantine 
restraints  are  insufficient,

To  collectors  of  customs,  medical  officers  of  the  Marine- Hospital  Service, 
and  State  and  local  health  officers,  and  others  whom  it  may  conceim : 

It  having  been  shown  that,  by  reason  of  stringent  quarantine  re- 
straints at  the  larger  ports  upon  theseaboai-ds,  infected  vessels,  or  ves- 
sels from  infected  ports,  either  belonging  to  regular  lines  or  known  as 
**  tramps, '\  may  seek  entry  at  smaller  i)orts  where  quarantine  re- 
straints are  insufficient,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  collectors  of  customs 
at  smaller  poits  on  the  seaboard  and  at  ports  where  local  law  or  financial 
provision  is  insufficient,  shall  maintain  unusual  watchfulness  with  re- 
gard to  said  vessels,  and  impose  the  necessary  quarantine  restraints 
upon  the  same,  reporting  in  each  instance  to  the  Marine-Hospital 
Bureau. 

Collectors  at  the  above-mentioned  ports,  after  consultation  with  the 
local  health  authorities,  will  report  to  the  Supervising  Surgeon-Gren- 
eral  of  the  Marine-Hospital  Service  regarding  such  assistance  as  may 
be  required  to  insure  thorough  inspection  and  disinfection  of  said  ves- 
sels prior  to  entry^  with  recommendation  of  appointment,  if  need  be, 
of  a  properly  qualified  medical  inspector.

SPECIAL  EEPOBTS. 

Report  of  infection  of  stations  on  the  Canadian  frontier. 

Surgeon  Henry  W.  S^.wtelle,  M.-H.  S.,  reports  as  follows : 

Boston,  Mass.,  September  17,  1892. 

In  compliance  with  your  telegraphic  order  of  the  5th  instant,  direct- 
ing me  to  proceed  immediately  and  inspect  quarantine  stations  at 
B^hes  Falls,  Island  Pond,  Newport,  Eichford,  and  Saint  Albans, 
Vermont,  Eouse's  Point,  Moors  Junction,  Fort  Covington,  Ogdens- 
burg,  and  Morristown,  New  York,  also  to  visit  Montreal  and  confer 
with  the  health  authorities  there,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing r6sum6  confirming  my  telegraphic  reports  from  the  various  sta- 
tions: 

The  stations  were  visited  in  regular  order,  and  medical  inspectors 
were  found  on  duty  at  the  different  points,  sufficient  for  effective  work 
with  the  exception  of  Island  Pond,  Vt.,  and  Morristown,  N.  Y.  At 
the  former  place,  owing  to  the  number  of  trains,  it  was  physically  im- 
possible for  one  man  to  meet  and  calamine  all  of  them.  I  therefore 
nominated  by  telegraph  Dr.  John  H.  Linehan,  of  Vermont,  as  an  ad- 
ditional temporary  inspector,  and  directed  him  to  commence  work  the 
following  morning  (September  8).  At  Morristown  no  medical  inspec- 
tor had  been  selected.  The  medical  supervision  of  boats  at  that  point 
is  as  necessary  as  at  Ogdonsburg.  I  therefore  nominated  by  telegram 
Dr.  William  E.  Whitford,  of  New  York,  as  medical  inspector  with 
compensation  of  $4  i)er  day,  and  directed  him  to  commence  the  inspec- 
tion of  boats  at  once,  after  furnishing  him  with  copies  of  circulars  and 
giving  necessary  instructions  as  to  his  duty  in  codperating  with  the 
local  health  authorities.  The  medical  inspectors  on  duty  in  connec- 
tion with  the  examination  of  trains  and  boats,  immigrants,  passengers, 
and  baggage  on  the  Canadian  frontier  from  Beeches  Falls,  Vt.,  to  Mor- 
ristown, N.  Y.,  are  competent  physicians  who  are  fully  informed  as  to 
their  duties  in  connection  with  the  matter  of  disinfection  and  their  re- 
lations to  the  local  health  boards  and  customs  officers.  All  were  found 
active  and  determined  to  use  every  precaution  to  prevent  the  introduc- 
tion of  cholera  into  the  United  States  from  Canadian  territory.  These 
inspections  are  made  as  far  as  practicable  on  the  border  line.  The 
railroad  officials  and  local  boards  of  health  will  make  suitable  provi- 
sion for  disinfecting  purposes  when  required,  at  their  own  expense. 

In  addition  to  the  stations  specified  in  your  order  I  desire  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  fact  that  at  Waddington,  Lisbon,  Louisville 
Landing,  and  Massina  Center,  N.  Y.,  small  ferries  ply  the  St.  Law- 
rence and  carry  passengers  and  general  merchandise  to  and  from  Can- 
ada.    I  learned  that  a  custom  officer  is  stationed  at  each  point ;  but  in 
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case  of  a  general  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  it  would  be  necessary 
to  have  medical  inspectors  to  guard  these  avenues  of  travel.  For  the 
present  I  recommend  that  the  customs  officers  referred  to  be  instructed 
particularly  to  look  sharply  after  passengers  and  baggage,  and  in  case 
infection  is  suspected  refose  i)ersons  or  b^gage  to  land,  and  communi- 
cate facts  to  collector  of  customs  or  nearest  medical  inspector. 

At  Montreal  I  had  a  pleasant  interview  with  the  president  and  sec- 
retary of  the  health  board  of  the  province  of  Quebec.  From  these 
gentlemen  I  learned  that  the  board  had  made  the  following  recom- 
mendations, regulations,  etc.,  in  view  of  the  situation,  namely  : 

1.  To  the  Dominion  Government  as  to  the  necessity  of  having  Grosse 
Isle  quarantine  ready  to  cope  with  any  emergency. 

2.  Eequested  Dominion  Government  to  appoint  a  port  physician  for 
Quebec  and  one  for  Montreal. 

3.  Eecommend  Federal  authorities  to  enforce  eight  days'  detention 
of  vessels  from  the  infected  ports  even  if  no  cholera  aboard  and  twenty 
davs'  detention  after  disinfection  when  cholera  aboard. 

4.  Eequested  that  quarantine  officer  transmit  to  our  board  complete 
list  of  passengers  of  infected  vessels,  showing  their  destination,  before 
released  from  quarantine. 

5.  Recommended  to  Federal  Government  that  immigration  be  sus- 
pended until  cholera  is  controlled  in  Europe,  and  to  extend  prohibition 
on  rags  to  all  European,  Asiatic,  and  African  ports. 

6.  Requested  and  obtained  all  latitude  from  provincial  govern ment^ 
and  a  proclamation  putting  in  force  special  clauses  regarding  epidemics, 
ready  to  be  issued  when  required. 

7.  Issued  special  instructions  to  sea  ports  to  be  in  readiness,  as  they 
would  be  the  first  reached  if  cholera  comes  via  St.  Lawrence,  and  not 
via  United  States. 

8.  Circulars  of  instructions  to  municipalities  and  pamphlets  issued^ 
one  preliminary,  and  one  giving  immediate  instructions  to  families. 

The  St.  liawrence  River  being  the  only  channel  of  communication 
with  Europe,  and  the  Gross  Isle  quarantine  station  being  insufficient 
to  meet  the  emergency,  the  provincial  government  took  extraordinary 
measured  to  prevent  the  cholera  from  gaining  a  foothold  in  Canada. 
A  proclamation  was  issued  on  the  7th  of  September,  1892,  declaring 
that— 

*' Until  otherwise  ordered  it  is  forbidden  to  bring  in  by  water  or  by 
land  emigrants  or  emigrants'  effects  within  the  province  of  Quebec. 

*'It  is  forbidden  for  any  vessel  coming  from  an  infected  port  or  re- 
ported to  be  infected  with  cholera  to  touch  at  any  point  in  the  province 
of  Quebec  or  disembark  anything  whatsoever,  passengers,  crew,  or 
merchandise. 

*'It  is  forbidden  for  any  vessel  having  had  on  board  during  the 
voyage  one  or  more  cases  of  cholera  to  touch  at  any  point  in  the  prov- 
ince of  Quebec  or  disembark  anything  whatsoever,  passengers,  crew, 
or  merchandise. 

'*It  is  the  duty  of  municipal  councils  in  the  province  ot  Quebec  to 
have  the  above  regulations  respected  and  executed." 

It  appears  that  the  provincial  authorities  exceeded  their  legal  con- 
stitutional powers,  and  I  noticed  that  there  was  some  apprehensioa 
that  the  Dominion  Government  might  overrule  or  modify  the  law  pro- 
mulgated by  the  provincial  board  of  health  officials.  But  the  steam- 
ship companies  and  railroad  managers,  acting  in  the  interest  of  the 
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common  weal,  made  but  little  if  any  opposition  to  the  strict  measures 
inaugurated,  and  inspectors  wei^e  appointed  to  inforce  the  law.  The 
regulations  stand,  the  Dominion  Government  not  having  interfered  in 
the  matter.  In  view  of  the  strict  regulations  in  force,  and  from  the 
further  fact  that  Canada  is  not  an  infected  country,  I  reported  by  wire  in 
reply  to  your  telegram  that  the  bonding  of  passengers'  baggage  in 
Canada  by  customs  officers  should  not  be  discontinued  at  present,  but 
recommended  that  the  inspector  of  immigration  from  the  Burlington 
district  be  instructed  to  report  from  time  to  time  if  the  regulations  were 
carried  out.  However,  should  Canada  become  infected  I  think  the 
bonding  of  baggage  should  be  abolished.  The  managers  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  and  Canadian  Pacific  railroads  appeared  to.be  anxious  to  co- 
operate, and  agreed  to  convey  all  passengers  arriving  in  Caqada  by 
steamer,  with  their  baggage,  in  separate  cars,  to  which  no  other  pas- 
sengers will  have  access. 

As  a  result  of  the  prompt  action  of  the  Canadian  authorities,  and  the 
interest  manifested  by  men  of  affairs  and  the  people  generally,  immi- 
gration from  Europe  through  Canada  has  ceased,  and  there  appejirs  to 
be  no  attempt  to  evade  the  law  by  smuggling  them  through  as  second,- 
cabin  passengers. 

Eeferring  to  the  inspection  of  stations  during  my  tour,  I  ascertained 
that  a  physician  had  been  employed  at  Malone,  N.  Y.,  to  inspect  the 
incoming  trains  from  Montreal  over  the  St.  Lawrence  and  Adirondacks, 
and  accordingly  stopped  ovei^  and  gave  necessary  instructions  to  the 
inspector. 

To  the  Supervising  Surgeon- General,  M.-H.  S. 

Inspection  so-vice  on  the  Canadian  frontier. 

Surgeon  Geo.  W.  Stoner,  M.-H.  S.,  reports  as  follows  : 

Sault  Ste.  Marie,  September  12,  1892. 

SuR :  Eeferring  to  my  telegraphic  report  of  yesterday,  I  beg  leave  ta 
state  that  only  8  immigrants  arrived  yesterday  at  the  Canadian  **Soo,'' 
instead  of  a  full  carlo^  as  was  expected,  and  that  they  came  from  New 
York,  and  after  inspection  were  allowed  by  the  medical  inspector  at 
this  point  to  proceed  to  their  destination  in  the  States.  But  to-day's 
train  brought  in  32  from  Quebec,  and  although  apparently  in  good 
health  and  bearing  certificates  (copies  herewith  inclosed)  of  thorough 
disinfection  at  Grosse  Isle  and  Montreal,  the  immigrant  car  was  im- 
mediately detached  from  the  train  at  the  Canadian  "Soo,"  the  baggage 
transferred  to  a  box  car,  hung  upon  ropes  and  spread  about  the  car 
and  thoroughly  steamed.  The  car  in  which  the  immigrants  arrived  was 
fumigated  with  burning  sulphur,  and  the  immigrants  detained,  mak- 
ing now  in  all  59  on  the  Canadian  side  of  the  river.  The  certificates  of 
disinfection  referred  to  indicate  that  effort  is  being  made  to  improve 
the  quarantine  at  Grosse  Isle  and  Quebec,  and  inquiry  amongst  the  im- 
migrants themselves  to- day  confirms  this  view.

I  hereby  certify  that  27  passengers  by  steamship  Nepigon,  proceed- 
ing to  the  United  States  via  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  have,  according  to  in- 
struction received  from  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  been 
thoroughly  disinfected  under  my  own  personal  supervision.  Each  in- 
dividual has  received  a  bath  in  a  5-per-cent.  solution  of  carbolic  acid, 
their  baggage  unpacked,  and  it,  with  their  boxes,  baskets,  etc.,  exposed 
to  a  temperature  of  230°  Fahrenheit  for  a  period  of  thirty  minutes. 

This  in  addition  to  the  treatment  these  people  were  subjected  to  at 
the  quarantine  station  at  Grosse  Isle,  as  per  certificate  attached.

Referring  to  previous  correspondence,  I  beg  leave  to  report  that  the 
representatives  of  the  Michigan  State  board  of  health.  Doctors  Hazel- 
wood  and  Wells,  arrived*  here  yesterday.  Doctor  Vaughn,  the  other 
member  of  the  committee,  was  called  away  before  they  arrived  at  this 
place.  The  inspection,  means  of  disinfection,  etc.,  were  explained  to 
them  yesterday,  and  Mr.  Wells  was  present  to-day  when  we  inspected 
a  carload  of  immigrants. 

There  are  now  68  detained  on  the  Canadian  side,  and  although  the 
same  good  certificate  of  disinfection,  etc.,  at  Grosse  Isle  and  Montreal 
was  presented  by  the  conductor  on  the  arrival  of  the  train  to-day,  the 
immigrants  were  detained  as  heretofore,  and  the  baggage  put  through 
the  steaming  process,  the  steam  being  forced  into  the  box  car  through  a 
large  hose  and  iron  pipes  connected  with  the  boiler  or  engine  of  the 
water  tank  in  the  railroad  yard. 

I  attended  the  meeting  of  the  local  board  and  the  committee  of  State 
board  of  health  at  the  mayor's  office  yesterday  afternoon  and  again  this 
morning.  The  committee  are  of  opinion  that  a  duty  of  highest  im- 
portance at  this  place  (the  Michigan  Soo)  has  not  yet  been  attended  to, 
and  they  have  accordingly  recommended  to  the  city  officials  that,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  good  work  already  inaugurated,  they  likewise  undertake 
the  duty  of  securing  a  building  properly  located,  to  be  used  as  a  hos- 
pital in  case  of  an  outbreak  of  cholera.  ''The  expense,"  they  say, 
^'need  not  be  great,  and  no  city  of  the  importance  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie 
should  be  without  such  a  building."  They  also  recommend  a  vigorous 
prosecution  of  the  work  of  placing  the  city  in  a  proper  sanitary  condi- 
tion, and  suggest  as  an  important  step  to  this  end  **an  efficient  city 
health  officer,  whose  entire  time,  or  a  large  portion  of  it,  should  be 
employed  in  rendering  the  city  as  nearly  proof  against  infection  as 
possible." 
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As  r^ards  the  *HweDty-day  quarantine"  for  immigrants  coming 
through  Canadian  ports,  or  more  especially  for  those  now  detained  at 
the  Canadian  Soo,  and  in  view  of  their  apparently  good  condition,  the 
quarantine  will  probably  be  raised  by  the  State  board  in  the  course  of 
a  few  days,  provided  the  international  committee  agree  to  accept  pres- 
ent certificates  from  Quebec  quarantine,  so  that  the  inspector  here  can 
exercise  his  own  judgment  largely,  and  act  on  his  own  discretion,  the 
same  as  he  does  for  immigrants  coming  via  New  York.  This  commit- 
tee will,  however,  if  necessary,  recommend  the  appointment  of  another 
inspector  by  the  State  board ;  and  in  order  to  secure  ftillest  cooperation 
of  local.  State,  and  United  States  officials,  also  desire  to  designate  the 
United  States  inspector  a  State  inspector. 

The  Canadian  Pacific  Bailroad  has  finally  agreed  to  assist  in  taking 
care  of  the  immigrants  detained  at  this  point,  but  decline  to  do  so  longer 
than  for  a  period  of  two  or  three  days,  or  until  the  Michigan  State 
board  of  health  shall  have  taken  action  relative  to  raising  quarantine. 

Thus  far  everything  has  gone  on  all  right,  but  the  moment  a  case  of 
cholera  breaks  out,  or  any  similar  affection,  the  conditions  will  be 
greatly  changed,  and  more  insx>ectors  and  employes  of  different  kinds 
will  be  required,  for  cholera  at  the  Canadian  Soo  means  practically 
cholera  In  Michigan. 

Inaction  service  at  8avU  8te.  Marie^  Mich. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  H.  E.  Floyd,  M.  H.  S.,  reports  as  follows : 

Sault  Ste.  Mabie,  Mich.,  September  11,  1892. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  for  your  information  that  on  the  7th  in- 
stant 47  immigrants  on  C.  P.  B.  E.,  who  landed  at  the  port  of  Quebec 
from  steamer  Circassian  arrived  at  the  Canada  Sault,  and  were  there 
detained  and  their  baggage  disinfected  by  steaming  for  one  hour  in  a 
close  box  car,  all  their  boxes  and  bags,  bundles,  etc.,  being  freely  opened 
and  the  contents  spread  upon  lines  so  as  to  be  fully  exposed  to  the  steam 
at  a  pressure  of  30  pounds.  They  were  allowed  to  proceed  upon  their 
journey  upon  the  9th  instant,  all  being  in  a  condition  of  perfect  health. 

I  fu/the?  beg  to  report  th^t  24  immfgrants  arrived  on  t?ie  9th  instant 
from  Quebec  on  C.  P.  E.  E.  from  steamer  Samia,  Their  baggage  was 
also  steamed  as  above.  Surgeon  Stoner,  of  Detroit,  is  here,  and  has 
rendered  me  much  assistance  and  advice.  He  has  also  succeeded  in 
arousing  the  city  board  of  health  to  a  litUe  activity.  The  State  board 
has  ordered  a  quarantine  of  twenty  days,  commencing  on  the  9th  of 
September,  1892.  A  certificate  of  disinfection  was  forwarded  with 
this  last  lot,  but  from  tiie  statements  of  the  immigrants  it  was  of  no 
value,  as  they  said  it  only  consisted  in  spreading  their  clothes  upon  the 
ground  for  some  hours  to  air ;  so,  in  accordance  with  orders  of  State 
board,  they  will  be  detained  twenty  days.  The  condition  of  these  im- 
migrants is  pitiable.  They  are  simply  housed  in  a  third-class  car,  with 
no  means  of  getting  a  warm  meal,  the  local  authorities  furnishing 
them  with  a  meager  allowance  of  bread,  cheese,  and  tea.  An  old  box 
stove  has  also  been  loaned  them  to  boil  a  little  water.  Some  of  their 
tickets  have  been  taken  up  by  the  company,  making  Sault  Ste.  Marie, 
Ontario,  their  destination  instead  of  the  United  States.  In  this  case 
we  lose  control  of  them,  as  they  apparently  are  trying  to  come  into  the 
United  States. 
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Sault  Ste.  Mahie,  Septeniber  14,  1892. 

I  beg  to  report  that  the  immigrants  who  arrived  here  on  the  9th  in- 
stant from  the  steamer  Samia  are  still  detained  on  the  Canada  side. 
Five  of  them  have  given  up  their  tickets  for  the  unexpired  portion  of 
their  route,  receiving  the  money  for  that,  and  are  locating  in  Canada 
for  the  present.  Thirty  more  arrived  on  the  11th  instant,  and  were  de- 
tained and  their  baggage,  etc.,  steamed,  as  with  previous  lots  reported. 
These  came  by  steamer  Nepigon. 

Fourteen  more  anived  to-day,  having  landed  from  steamer  Labrador, 
and  also  have  been  steamed.  The  cars  in  which  these  three  lots  arrived 
have  been  thoroughly  fumigated  by  burning  sulphur. 

I  would  also  state  that  the  last  two  lots  bring  pratique  certificates 
from  Montreal  and  Quebec,  and  present  every  evidence  of  disinfection.

Suspension  Bridge,  N.  Y.,  September  16, 1892. 

Each  train  of  the  Grand  Trunk,  New  York,  Lake  Brie  and  Western^ 
and  Michigan  Central  is  inspected  before  entering  this  port.  Careful 
inquiries  are  also  made  of  the  conductors  in  charge.  I  have  issued  or- 
ders to  the  Grand  Trunk  and  Michigan  Central  that  no  immigrant  from 
or  passing  through  any  infected  port  or  country  is  to  be  brought  into 
this  port. 

There  is  a  division  of  day  and  night  work  between  Dr.  Williams, 
sanitary  inspector,  health  department,  Buffalo,  X.  Y.,  and  myself. 

There  is  no  local  inspector  for  Niagara  City,  nor  for  the  State. 

I  have  had  every  facility,  cooperation,  and  courtesy  from  Collector 
Low,  of  this  port,  and  from  the  officers  and  agents  of  the  railroads.

Sanitary  precautions  in  Texas, 

Quarantine  Department  of  Texas, 

Austin,  Tex,,  Septeinhei^  10,  1892. 

Dear  Doctor  :  You  are  doubtless  aware  that  there  is  no  Sfate  board 
of  health  in  Toxii^.  consequently  there  are  no  mortuary  reports  issued^ 
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as  in  some  other  States.    The  public  health  department  of  Texas  is 
organized  on  a  different,  and,  I  believe,  a  unique  basis.    It  consists  of 
a  quarantine  department  and  a  department  of  internal  sanitation, 
both  of  which  are  administered  by  a  State  health  oflScer,  who  is 
ex  officio  surgeon-geperal  of  the  State  liiilitia. 

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  this  department  is  fully  alive  to 
the  importance  of  prompt  and  efficient  action,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
cholera  is  now  at  our  doors  and  yellow  fever  is  threatening  us  from 
several  directions.  Preparations  have  been  made  for  instant  action 
should  inter  state  quarantine  become  necessary,  and  at  all  seaports  we 
are  in  position  to  meet  emergencies,  with  the  exception  of  fumigation 
at  some  points.  In  this  connection  I  beg  to  acknowledge  your  kind 
offer  of  assistance  conveyed  in  your  telegram,  directing,  should  a  cholera- 
infected  ship  arrive  at  any  Texas  i)ort,  to  send  her  to  Chandeleur  Sta- 
tion. 

Inclosed  I  send  you  a  circular  letter  in  the  interest  of  internal  sani- 
tation, which  has  been  issued  to  all  local  health  officers — and  there  is  a 
county  health  officer  in  most  counties  and  a  city  physician  in  most 
towns,  all  under  the  instructions  of  the  State  health  officer  and  co- 
operating with  this  department.  This  letter  has  also  been  published 
in  most  of  the  county  newspapers. 

This  depaitment  will  be  pleased  to  receive  any  information  affecting 
the  interest  of  the  public  health  in  Texas  at  any  time  you  may  be 
pleased  to  communicate  with  us,  and  any  suggestion  looking  to  the 
better  protection  of  our  people  from  the  impending  danger.  We  will 
be  pleased  to  reciprocate  courtesies,  and  glad  to  give  you  any  informa- 
tion of  what  is  being  done  at  this  end  of  the  line.

A  report  of  the  medical  advisory  committee  of  the  CJiamber  of  Commerce  of 
New  York  on  certain  points  relating  to  qiuirantine  detention  of  passen- 
gers and  the  disinfection  of  passengers''  baggage,  merchandise,  and  in- 
fected ships. 

The  medical  advisorv  committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  has 
the  honor  to  submit  the  following  statements  of  opinion  regarding  the 
quarantine  detention  of  passengers  and  the  disinfection  of  passengers' 
baggage,  merchandise,  and  infected  ships : 

Your  committee  has  called  in  council  in  its  deliberation  on  these 
matters  Walter  Wyman,  M.  D.,  Supervising  Surgeon-General  of 
the  United  States  Marine-Hospital  Service,  who  was,  however,  un- 
able to  be  present,  but  was  officially  represented  in  our  conference 
by  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  J.  J.  Kinyoun,  Marine- Hospital  Service. 
Dr.  Kinyoun's  presence  had  been  independently  solicited  by  your 
committee  on  account  of  his  scientific  attainments,  his  experience 
in  sanitary  affairs,  and  his  special  knowledge  of  modern  maritime 
quarantine  management  and  the  modern  methods  of  disinfection  of  ships 
and  their  cargoes. 

We  have  further  summoned  to  our  conference  Dr.  A.  B.  Shake- 
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speare,  health  officer  of  the  i>ort  of  Philadelphia,  whose  large  personal 
knowledge  of  the  problems  before  us,  many  of  which  were  touched 
upon  in  his  recent  report  as  special  commissioner  of  the  United  States 
on  the  cholera  in  Eorope  and  India,  rendering  his  connse^most  desir- 
able. 

We  have  further  profited  in  our  conference  by  the  opinion  of  Dr. 
George  M.  Sternberg,  lieutenant-colonel  and  surgeon,  U.  S.  A. 

At  our  informal  consultation  with  the  gentlemen  just  mentioned  on 
Friday,  September  16,  Dr.  W.  T.  Jenkins,  health  officer  of  the  port  of 
New  York,  was  present,  and  shai-ed  in  the  discussion. 

We  were  unfortunately  unable  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  counsel  of 
Prof.  Wm.  H.  Welch,  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  whose  pres- 
ence was  solicited,  but  who  was  unable  to  join  us. 

While  we  have  thus  availed  ourselves  of  the  invaluable  counsel  of 
the  gentlemen  who  met  with  us  on  Friday,  and  while  we  believe  that 
our  conclusions  are  in  accx)rd  with  their  views,  so  far  as  we  have  been 
able  to  obtain  them,  we  wish  to  state  explicitly  that  for  the  opinions 
and  conclusions  embodied  in  this  report  your  committee,  and  not  these 
gentlemen,  are  responsible. 

It  should  be  distinctly  understood  that,  in  formulating  the  opinions 
contained  in  this  report,  we  have  limited  the  scope  of  our  consult^ion 
entirely  to  Asiatic  cholera  and  to  the  circumstances  of  the  present 
epidemic. 

We  report  here  only  the  conditions  under  which  the  germs  of  this 
disease  are  liable  to  enter  our  country  in  transatlantic  &£ips  and  cer- 
tain of  the  measures  which  seem  to  us  necessary  to  prevent  their  access. 
The  control  of  other  infectious  diseases  offers  distinct  problems  in  each 
case. 

The  opinions  which  we  have  formed  rest  primarily  upon  this  consid- 
eration :  That  under  ordinary  conditions  there  is  little  Liability  to  the 
introduction  of  the  germs  of  Asiatic  cholera  either  through  the  mails 
or  through  ships'  cargoes.  It  is,  on  the  other  hand,  through  the  ships' 
inhabitants  and  their  personal  effects  that  the  contagiumof  this  disease 
is  most  liable  to  enter. 

MERCHANDISE  AND  MAILS. 

In  view  of  the  fact  just  stated,  we  concur  in  the  general  conclusion 
adopted  by  the  Technical  Commission  of  the  International  Sanitary 
Conference  at  Home  in  1885,  namely,  that  disinfection  of  merchandise 
and  of  the  mails  is  unnecessary. 

This  general  statement,  however,  must,  we  believe,  be  qualified  when 
the  merchandise  is  known  to  have  been  prepared  for  shipment  in  in- 
fected places,  has  been  shipped  from  infected  ports,  or  has  been  brought 
on  ships  in  which  cholera  has  occurred  during  the  voyage.  Under 
either  of  these  conditions  it  is  our  opinion  that  measures  of  disinfec- 
tion should  be  practiced.  The  nature  of  these  measures  will  depend 
upon  the  nature  of  the  cargo,  its  form  of  packing,  and  the  circum- 
stances under  which  it  has  been  placed  before  or  during  the  voyage. 
We  do  not  think  that  general  merchandise  prepared  and  packed  in 
uninfected  places,  in  boxes  or  barrels,  or  closed  packages,  and  which 
has  been  shipped  at  infected  ports  or  brought  on  infected  ships,  would 
need  other  than  such  an  exterior  disinfection  as  could  be  practiced  on 
the  ship  or  during  the  unloading  without  injury  to  the  goods. 
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We  believe  that  the  necessity  for  such  exterior  disinfection  of  boxes^ 
barrels,  and  closed  packages  arises  mainly  under  conditions  like  those 
in  Hamburg  where  the  epidemic  was  severe  in  the  dock  r^ions  and 
the  possibility  of  exterior  soiling  with  infiectious  material  evident. 
These  considerations  apply  equally  to  mail  sacks. 

We  believe  that  merchandise  in  bales  presents  greater  possibility  of 
^contamination  from  its  handling  by  infected  dock  hands,  stevedores,  or 
6hii)6'  crews  at  infected  ports  or  on  infected  vessels  than  when  packed 
in  boxes,  and  should  therefore  be  subjected  to  more  rigorous  inspec- 
tion and  disinfection  process  than  if  it  were  closely  inclosed. 

We  are  assured  by  our  advisers  that  hides  can  be  disinfected  without 
injury. 

A  thorough,  prolonged,  intelligent  exjKWure  of  rags  to  live  steam  or 
prolonged  filing  are  the  only  methods  known  to  us  by  which  they 
may  be  rendered  absolutely  safe. 

We  furthermore  are  of  the  opinion  that  at  present  edibles  which 
have  either  been  prepared  or  packed  in  infected  places  should  be  re- 
fused entry  altogether.  It  is  sdso  our  opinion  that  in  general  edibles 
which  have  been  shipped  from  infected  ports  or  transported  on  in- 
fected vessels  should  be  refused  entry  unless  they  have  b^n  packed  in 
'Close  cases  or  packages  in  such  form  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of 
exterior  contamination. 

We  are,  however,  not  prepared  to  say  that  means  can  not  be  devised 
by  which  certain  edible  merchandise — sugar,  for  example — which  may 
possibly  have  been  exi)osed  to  contamination,  may  not  be  rendered  safe 
by  specially  planned  methods  of  disinfection. 

THE  INHABITANTS  OF  INFECTED  SHIPS  AND  THEIB  EFFECTS. 

We  have  in  this  report  limited  the  term  *  infected  ship''  to  such 
shix)S  as  may  have  had  a  case  or  cases  of  Asiatic  cholera  on  board  dur- 
ing the  voyage.  In  view  of  the  fact  above  stated,  that  the  greatest 
dsmger  of  the  introduction  of  the  germ  of  Asiatic  cholera  by  sea  lies 
in  the  ship's  inhabitant  (passengers  and  crew)  and  their  effects,  we 
believe  that  on  arrival  in  port  of  an  infected  ship,  its  passengers  should 
be  at  once  removed  to  a  safe  and  comfortable  place  of  detention,  where 
they  should  be  isolated  in  groups  as  small  as  practicable  and  held  under 
observation. 

We  believe  that  under  ordinary  conditions  the  period  of  quarantine 
detention  of  healthy  persons  when  removed,  as  they  should  be,  at  once, 
on  their  arrival  in  port  from  aU  known  or  possible  sources  of  infection  and 
properly  placed,  should  be  five  days,  in  case  no  cholera  occurs  among 
them. 

We  believe  that  the  baggage  of  cabin  passengers  arriving  on  infected 
shix)s  should  be  the  subject  of  most  careftQ  investigation  as  to  its  point 
of  shipment,  its  degree  of  protection  from  the  possibility  of  contamin- 
ation while  on  boaM,  and  as  to  its  condition  on  arrival,  and  that  such 
manner  of  disinfection  should  be  practiced  as  may  seem  necessary  to 
the  health  officer  in  view  of  the  facts  in  each  particular  case,  si>ecifd 
attention  being  x>aid  to  the  baggage  of  those  who  may  have  token  ship 
St  infected  ports,  or  who  have  been  recently  stoying  in  infected  towns. 

We  believe  that  the  x>ersonal  clothing  and  baggage  of  the  steerage 
passengers,  among  whom  cholera  has  occurred  during  the  voyage, 
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should  be  subjected  during  their  detention  to  reliable  processes  of  dis- 
infection ;*  and,  furthermore,  that  the  persons  of  such  steerage  passen- 
gers should  be  freed  as  fully  as  may  be  from  all  possibly  infected  cloth- 
ing and  effects  before  they  are  taken  from  the  infected  ships  to  the  place 
of  detention. 

We  hold  the  opinion  that  the  detention  of  passengers  of  any  class  oa 
infected  ships  for  a  moment  longer  than  is  absolutely  necessary  is  un- 
justifiable. 

We  believe  that  the  detention  of  passengers  and  the  conditions  of  de- 
tention should  be  planned  and  maintained  in  accordance  with  modern 
views  of  quarantine,  which  not  only  look  to  but  usually  rendered  pos- 
sible the  speedy  release,  if  not  of  all  the  detained  persons,  at  least  or 
those  isolated  groups  in  which  during  detention  no  outbreak  of  cholera 
has  occurred. 

It  is  the  opinion  .of  your  committee  that  it  is  the  duty  of  quarantine 
health  officers  to  fix  upon  some  definite  principle  upon  which  the  de- 
tention of  passengers  from  an  infected  ship  shall  be  based,  and  that  the 
passengers  should  be  immediately  informed  with  such  detail  as  their 
degree  of  intelligence  may  justify  exactly  what  the  purpose  of  deten- 
tion is,  and  when,  under  favorable  conditions,  it  may  reasonably  be 
expected  to  come  to  an  end.  We  urge  the  importance  of  this  matter 
not  only  on  humanitarian  but  on  obvious  scientific  grounds. 

This  committee  is  convinced  from  the  personal  observation  of  some 
of  its  members  and  from  the  history  of  the  older  quarantine  methods, 
that  it  is  possible  under  favorable  conditions,  by  the  employment  of 
vigorous  means  of  local  disinfection  on  the  ships  combined  with  the 
immediate  removal  to  a  separate  place  of  the  dead  and  fresh  victims, 
of  the  cholera,  and  of  those  immediately  associated  with  them,  largely 
to  control,  and  even  ultimately  to  stamp  out  the  disease  without  the 
removal  of  passengers  from  an  infected  ship.  ^ 

But  we  believe,  and  wish  to  lay  special  stress  upon  this  point,  that 
the  pursuit  of  this  method  usually  if  not  invariably  involves  the  sacri- 
fice  of  haman  life,  extreme  and  prolonged  mental  and  physical  suffer- 
ing  on  the  part  of  the  passengers,  and  such  an  unnecessary  detention 
of  the  infected  ship  as  is  seriously  detrimental  to  the  pecuniary  inter- 
ests of  her  owners. 

Your  committee  recognizes  the  necessity  of  the  temporary  employ- 
ment of  this  severe  and  costly  method  of  quarantine  when  the  pro- 
vision of  facilities  for  meeting  in  any  adequate  measure  an  emergencv 
like  the  present  one  in  New  York  has  been  wholly  neglected.  But 
when  it  is  possible  by  the  judicious  and  intelligent  use  of  the  facilities 
at  the  command  of  the  health  officer,  or  the  facilities  which  in  a  great 
emergency  may  be  furnished  by  an  appeal  to  the  resources  and  human- 
ity of  the  authorities  and  the  people  to  immediately  remove  all  passen- 
gers from  an  infected  ship  and  detain  them  in  isolated  groups  for  ob- 
servation, any  other  course  than  this  is,  in  the  opinion  of  your  com- 
mittee, wholly  unjustifiable. 

We  wish  to  remind  your  committee,  and  to  suggest  to  those  who  are 
disposed  to  indulge  in  indiscriminate  criticism  of  the  management  of 
the  quarantine  affairs  at  the  port  of  New  York,  during  the  past  few 
days,  that  the  emergency  has  been  one  of  almost  unparalleled  magni- 
tude and  the  complication  of  circumstances  of  a  most  perplexing  char- 
acter. 
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THE  INFECTED   SHIPS. 

We  believe  that  the  disinfection  of  a  ship  in  which  during  the  voyage 
a  case  of  Asiatic  cholera  has  occurred,  cannot  be  with  cert^nty  accom- 
plished while  its  passengers  are  on  board. 

We  hold  the  opinion  that  the  attempt  to  disinfect  a  ship  on  which  a  / 

case  of  Asiatic  cholera  has  occurred,  without  the  use  of  modern  methods, 
and  modern  appliances,  for  this  purpose,  and  under  the  direction  of 
persons  acquainted  with  their  use,  is  not  only  liable  to  lead  to  uncertain 
results,  but  to  such  prolonged  detention  of  the  ship  as  is  unjust  to 
others. 

We  have  in  this  report  not  attempted  to  lay  down  rules  which  will 
govern  all  cases,  nor  have  we  felt  called  upon  to  specify  particular 
modes  of  disinfection.  We  have  simply  endeavored  to  answer  in  as 
brief  a  form  as  i>ossible  certain  specific  questions  which  have  been  put 
to  us  by  the  committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  or  by  others  in 
view  of  our  temporary  relationship  to  that  body  as  an  advisory  medical 
council.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  three  cases  of  cholera  have  been 
reported  in  this  district  during  the  week,  viz.,  one  each  at  Middlerbeo^ 
North  Shields,  and  South  Shields. 

The  cases  were  seamen  from  steamship  Gerana,  at  Middlerbeo,  from 
Hamburg,  and  the  first- named  case  proved  fiatal. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  upon  personal  investigation  I  am  informed 
by  the  health  officers  that  the  cases  at  North  and  South  Shields  are  not 
cholera,  but  are  diarrhea,  and  the  patients  are  improving.  Stringent 
measures  are  being  taken  to  prevent  the  disease  from  getting  footfiold 
in  the  district,  and  I  shall  endeavor  to  keep  the  Department  promptly 
and  fully  informed  in  regard  to  future  developments.

Infection  measures  at  Stettin. 

Consulate  of  the  United  States, 

SteUin,  August  26,  1892. 

Sir  :  In  accordance  with  the  instructions  recently  received  from  the 
Department  of  State  through  the  consulate-general  at  Berlin,  I  have 
caused  to  be  put  into  practice  the  same  system  of  inspection,  disinfec- 
tion, and  detention  of  emigrants  from  cholera-infected  districts  as  is  in 
vogue  at  Bremen. 

The  only  steamship  line  that  carries  passengers  to  the  United  States 
from  this  port  is  the  Hamburg- American  Packet  Company,  whose 
steamers  make  semi-monthly  trips.  Their  next  steamer  leaves  on  the 
30th  of  this  month,  and  before  she  sails  all  of  her  passengers  will  have 
undergone  two  medical  examinations ;  firstly,  by  the  Kreisphysicus, 
under  police  control,  and,  secondly,  by  the  physician  appointed  by  the 
steamship  company,  with  my  consent,  who  is  under  my  control.  The 
second  examination  takes  place  in  my  presence. 

Should  any  misunderstanding  arise,  and  the  steamship  company 
refuse  to  follow  out  my  instructions  as  received  from  the  consul  at 
Bremen,  then  it  would  become  my  duty  to  refuse  to  issue  bills  of  health 
to  the  same. 

The  Kreisphysicus  must  present  a  certificate  *  to  me  through  the 
agents  of  the  steamship  company,  showing  that  all  emigrants  from  in- 
fected districts  have  been  inspected,  disinfected,  and  detained  in  a 
manner  similar  to  that  practiced  at  Bremen,  which  I  have  fully  ex- 
plained in  black  and  white. 

Up  to  date  there  has  not  been  a  single  ease  of  cholera  in  the  entire 
province  of  Pomcrania,  as  has  come  to  official  notice.  • 
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I  have  sent  a  communication  to  the  governor  of  the  province  of 
PomeranJa,  residing  at  Stettin,  requesting  him  to  notify  this  consulate 
of  the  first  case  of  cholera  occurring  in  the  province.  I  also  keep  in 
xommunication  with  the  x>olice  authorities,  so  as  to  be  posted  on  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  city.  My  consular  agents  at  Konigsberg  and 
Danzig  have  been  directed  by  wire  to  notify  me  immediately  of  the 
first  appearance  of  cholera  in  their  respective  districts. 

Information  has  just  been  received  from  Konigsberg,  B.  Prusaia, 
that  all  towns  in  the  B.  German  frontier  have  quarantined  against 
Eussian  emigrants  with  the  exception  of  Eydtkuhnen  and  Prosthen, 
through  which  places  all  such  emigrants  now  must  pass  who  wish  to 
cross  the  frontier  into  Qfjrmany.  The  examination  and  disinfection  of 
emigrants  at  those  places  is  said  to  be  rigorous. 

Once  across  the  frontier,  according  tothe  information  received,  those 
emigrants  from  infected  districts  must  proceed  to  Konigsberg,  and 
there  ship  for  their  destination.

Sir  :  I  have  to  inform  you  that  there  have  been  no  further  cases  of 
cholera  in  this  city,  the  outbreak  having  been  confined  to  the  two 
Eussian  emigrants,  both  of  whom  are  now  convalescent.  With  the  pre- 
cautionary measures  now  in  force  it  is  believed  that  there  is  little  dan- 
ger of  future  trouble  at  this  port. 

The  Anchor  line  S.  S.  Company,  the  principal  passenger- carrying 
company,  are  taking  emigrant  bookings  only  conditionally,  reserving^ 
the  right  to  delay  shipment  till  such  time  as  the  danger  is  past.

Sir  :  I  have  pleasure  in  again  reporting  that  there  has  been  no  further 
outbreak  of  cholera  in  this  city,  and  the  community  has  settled  down 
into  the  belief  that,  with  the  precautionary  measures  taken,  no  further 
trouble  may  be  expected. 

I  am  also  informed  by  the  Anchor  steamship  line,  the  leading  line 
carrying  passengers  from  this  port  that  they  are  shipping  no  emigrants 
and  will  not  under  any  consideration  until  the  danger  is  past.  I  may 
add  that  personal  inquiry  confirms  the  statement ;  consequently,  with 
the  situation  remaining  unchanged,  it  seems  hardly  necessary  to  con- 
tinue advising  you  oftener  than  once  a  week. 
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I  am  not  yet  advised  as  to  what  action  the  *' Allan-State"  line  in- 
tend to  take^  but  will  report  their  action,  if  any  be  taken,  as  soon  as  1 
am  advised  of  the  facts.

No  cdses  of  cholera  in  Bremen. 

Consulate  of  ^he  United  States, 
Bremen^  September  2,  1892.     (Eeceived  September  13.) 

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  up  to  this  date  no  case  of  Asiatic 
cholera  has  made  its  appearance  in  the  city  of  Bremen. 

The  most  stringent  sanitary  rules  have  been  enforced  towards  all 
emigrants  and  steamer  passengers. 

Every  steamer  carrying  passengers  is  thoroughly  disinfected  in  all 
its  apartments  under  my  supervision.  No  passenger  is  permitted  to  go 
on  board  unless  all  his  baggage  has  been  thoroughly  disidfected.    • 

Every  emigrant  is  compelled  to  take  a  bath  before  embarking,  and 
have  all  his  clothes  and  effects  disinfected. 

I  have  examined,  with  the  assistance  of  two  physicians,  every  hotel 
and  boarding-house  in  order  to  give  the  landlords  the  necjessary  instrac- 
tions. 

Three  physicians  are  still  employed  whose  duty  it  is  to  visit  every 
hotel  and  boarding-house  daily,  and  to  report  every  case  of  noncom- 
pliance with  the  sanitary  rules. 

The  examination  of  steerage  passengers  is  more  rigid  than  before. 
Every  unclean  emigrant  is  rejected  and  sent  to  a  bathing-house,  while 
every  emigrant  has  to  remain  in  Bremen  at  least  two  days  for  ob- 
servation. 

All  these  measures  suggested  by  me  have  been  strictly  enforced,  and 
the  directors  of  the  North  German  Lloyd  Steamship  Company,  who 
aided  me  so  liberally  and  willingly,  deserve  gi'cat  credit. 

Hoping  that  all  my  measures  adopted  to  prevent  the  transmission  of 
this  dreadful  epidemic  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Department,

Havre,  France,  August  23,  1892.    (Received  September  5.) 

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  explain  to  you  why,  in  my  dispatch  by- 
cable  this  day,  I  so  far  departed  from  instructions  of  paragraph  335, 
United  States  Consular  Begnlations. 

Eumors  of  cholera,  cholerine,  and  cholera  nostras  have  been  more 
or  less  prevalent  in  France  during  the  month  of  August,  but  sudi  have, 
until  within  a  week,  been  almost  wholly  confined  to  Paris.

On  Friday,  August  19,  rumors  of  cholera  at  Havre  were  heard, 
and  before  issuing  bills  of  health  to  Jm  Touraine  I  sent  to  Dr.  Launay, 
the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Hygiene,  for  a  special  report  for  my 
guidance.  Such  report  was  not  given,  but  only  a  verbal  assurance 
that  only  cholerine  existed,  and  that  there  was  no  occasion  for  alarm ; 
and  that  he  should  continue  to  issue  clean  bills  of  health,  which  he  did. 

Since  Lm  Touraine  left  port  rumors  have  spread  and  become  alarm- 
ing, so  that  last  evening  I  visited  Dr.  Gibert,  the  leading  physician  of 
the  city,  and  the  one  absolutely  trusted.  The  doctor  told  me  that 
Asiatic  cholera  was  epidemic  here  ;  and  iu.  answer  to  my  question, 
•*Have  not  forty-three  victims  of  cholera  died  at  the  hospitals  of 
Havre  ?  "  he  replied,  *^  Many  more,  and  it  is  certainly  Asiatic  cholera.'' 

Even  to-day,  so  far,  I  have  been  unable  to  get  official  information, 
being  always  referred  to  the  ministry  at  Paris. 

The  consul-geneml  of  Great  Britain,  with  whom  I  have  been  in  con- 
ference three  times  since  Sunday,  has,  like  myself,  failed  to  break'the 
silence  of  the  health  officers. 

Dr.  Gibert,  who  collects  medical  data  here  for  the  Patis  ministry, 
gave  me  assurance  last  evening  that  to-day  the  health  officers  would  issue 
a  bulletin  for  public  guidance,  but  at  noon  such  had  not  been  issued. 

Even  in  case  clean  bills  of  health  be  presented  me  for  vi^a,  I  shall, 
for  the  present,  feel  it  my  duV  to  refuse  certificate. 

I  have  this  hour  been  shown  the  di  aft  of  a  bulletin  prepared  by  a 
governmental  board  of  medical  experts  from  Paris,  acting  in  conjunc- 
tion with  Havre  physicians  and  officials,  but  although  this  bulletin 
admits  cholera,  yet  it  is  constructed  rather  to  allay  anxiety  than  to 
declare  real  conditions.  My  colleagues  agree  with  me  in  refusing  health 
certificates,  and  local  physicians,  druggists,  and  the  general  public  dis- 
credit the  bulletin  for  above  reasons. 

I  inclose  clipping,  bulletin  referred  to  as  appearing  in  Le  Havre 
August  23,  evening,  also  translations. 

To-day,  now  August  24,  I  have  been  unable  to  get  the  least  informa- 
tion from  the  Bureau  of  Hygiene.     My  colleagues  have  sent  dispatches 
to  their  respective  governments  similar  to  mine.

For  a  few  days  several  cases  of  cholera  have  developed,  owing  to  the 
intense  heat  of  summer.  The  said  cases  are  similar  to  those  which  have 
been  observed  in  the  suburbs  of  Paris,  and  are  without  tendency  to 
spread. 

The  Drs.  Brouardel,  Proust,  and  Thoniat  came  yesterday  evening 
from  Paris  for  sanitary  examination  and  the  taking  of  necessary  steps. 

They  have  this  morning,  in  company  of  the  prefect  of  the  Seine  In- 
ferieure,  the  sous  prefect,  the  mayor  of  Havte,  Deputy  Siegfried,  and 
Drs.  Gibert  and  I^unay,  proven  that  all  services  (sanitarj)  are  well 
organized,  and  that  the  greater  part  of  the  sick  are  recovering,     ^o  cases 
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have  spread  to  the  garrisons  or  to  the  barracks  of  the  customs  or  tbe 
prisons.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  received  the  following  cum 
municatiou  from  the  sanitaiy  service,  viz:  By  application  of  tbe 
sanitary  regulations,  and  until  new  orders  are  given,  all  vessels  leaving 
the  port  of  .Havre  shall  be  submitted  to  a  medical  visit,  and  all  soiled 
clothes  shall  be  disinfected.

SiK  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  to-day  the  sanitary  commissiOD 
of  the  Scheldt  has  seen  fit  to  issue  modified  ''bills  of  health"  for  the 
first  time. 

In  consequence  thereof,  a  telegram  was  sent  by  me  to  the  State  De 
partment,  of  which  the  following  is  the  text,  viz  : 

*•  State  Department,  Washington. 

"Sanitary  commission  of  the  Scheldt  to-day  issnes  modified  *bill** 
of  health'  stating  that  no  epidemic  exists  in  Antweri>  or  suburbe*,  but 
isolated  cases  of  cholera  have  been  noticed.-' 

The  bills  of  health  referred  to  are  signed  by  Baron  Osy,  the  gover- 
nor of  the  province,  as  president  of  the  sanitary  commission  of  the 
Scheldt,  by  its  secretary,  as  well  as  by  two  delegate  members  of  the 
medical  commiasioy  ot  the  province. 

Accordingly  the  official  report  giving  details  of  the  actual  state  of 
the  malady  at  this  date,  was  indoi^sed  by  me  on  two  *^  bills  of  health  ' 
issued  by  said  commission,  one  to  the  barque  Elsa,  bound  for  Savan- 
nah, and  one  to  the  sailing  vessel  Ancaios,  for  New  York. 

The  official  report  referred  to  is  as  follows,  viz :  Total  number  of 
cases  of  '*  maladies  choleriformes"  admitted  to  the  city  hospital  from 
August  15  to  midnight  of  September  4,  77  persons,  of  which  27  have 
been  discharged,  24  died,  and  2(\  remain  in  treatment. 

From  midnight  of  the  3d  instant  up  to  midnight  of  the  4th  instant 
2  persons  were  received  for  treatment,  1  died,  and  1  was  discharged. 

The  population  of  the  city,  according  to  census  made  December, 
1891,  numbers  241,263  souls.  ' 

The  remark  made  by  me  in  my  dispatch  No.  16,  in  regard  to  the 
cause  of  illness  in  the  case  of  the  sailors  therein  referred  to,  was  based 
upon  the  statement  of  the  attending  physician.

The  saniiai*y  condition  at  Anttoerp. 

Antwerp,  September  2,  1892. 

We  are  anxious  to  dissipate  the  exaggeration  which  exists  in  refer- 
ence to  the  sanitary  condition  of  Antwerp. 

It  is  true  that  cases  of  cholera  have  been  imported  by  vessels  of 
Havre  and  Hamburg  ;  these  events  the  communal  administration  was 
powerless  to  avert.  It  is  also  true  that  the  contagion  has  spread  to  a 
few  inhabitants  of  our  city,  nearly  all  belonging  to  the  maritime  popu- 
lation. But  energetical  measures  have  been  taken,  and  till  now  we 
have  been  able  to  stay  the  malady  with  success. 

On  the  Ist  of  September  there  were  no  other  cases  of  cholera  but  the 
16  sick  in  treatment  at  the  hospital.  At  the  same  date  the  total  num- 
ber of  deaths  attributed  to  choleriform  maladias  was  22  for  the  whole 
period  of  the  malady,  i.e,,  from  the  16th  of  August  to  the  1st  of  Sep- 
tember, both  inclusive. 

The  administration  of  the  hospitals,  that  of  public  chariti^,  the  local 
medical  commission,  the  service  of  public  cleanliness  and  the  police, 
rival  in  zeal. 

The  sanitary  works  pursued  during  the  last  twenty  years  have  ren- 
dered our  city  one  of  the  most  salubrious  in  Europe.  Our  hospital  in- 
stallations are  reputed  the  best.  This  privileged  situation  permits  us 
to  face  the  plague  with  everj'  possible  energy  and  promptitude.  Also 
we  have  the  earnest  hope  to  restrain  its  progress.  But  this  does  not 
depend  only  on  public  administrations,  and  can  only  be  reached  by 
means  of  the  cooperation  of  all. 

We  make  thus  an  energetic  appeal  to  the  good  will  and  devotion  of  the 
entire  population.  We  beg  the  population  to  strictly  observe  the 
measures  of  cleanliness  and  hygiene  which  are  prescribed  ;  to  signal 
immediately  to  the  police  the  cases  which  may  occur,  and  to  call  in  the 
doctor.     There  is  no  occasion  for  alarm.

Cholera  in  Asia, — GoaVs  hair,  icool,  skins,  etc.,  should  he  prohibited  entry 

into  the  United  States. 

Consulate  of  the  United  States, 
Odessa,  Russia,  now  at  Chinigau,  Central  Asia, 

August  12,  1892.     (Received  September  13.) 

Sir  :  I  confirm  the  statements  made  in  my  dispatch  dated  August  1, 
with  the  exception  of  such  as  relate  to  the  plague  at  Baku.  There  ex- 
ists considerable  mystery  concerning  this  matter,  and  I  am  unable  to 
do  more  than  to  express  my  personal  belief  in  the  truth  of  the  state- 
ment made  in  the  dispatch  above  referred  to.  Officially  it  is  denied 
that  the  plague  exists  at  Baku  ;  unofficially  it  is  believed  by  many  per- 
sons that  it  does  exist  there.  During  the  past  ten  days  6  cases  of  cholera 
occurred  here  among  the  soldiers  and  1  case  among  the  summer  resi- 
dents, all  of  whom  have  recovered.  A  marked  improvement  has  taken 
place  at  Tashkent,  the  average  mortality  being  about  16  daily.  These 
figures  are  official ;  whether  or  not  they  are  correct,  I  have  no  means 
of  knowing.  The  province  of  Ferghana,  which  had  previously  escaped 
the  epidemic,  has  been  attacked  dui'ing  the  past  ten  days,  and  the  re- 
ports from  Magiland,  Khokan,  and  other  places  show  a  frightful  mor- 
tality. Khokan  was  formerly  the  principal  city  of  the  khanate  of 
Ferghana,  and  the  residence  of  the  ameer. 

The  palace  of  the  Ameer  is  still  the  most  beautiful  building  in  Cen- 
tral Asia,  and  is  now  occupied  by  the  commander  of  the  Russian  forces 
at  Khokand.  The  city  is  notorious  from  the  fact  that  a  majority  of  the 
native  population  suffer  from  goitre.  Europeans  are  not  atta<;ked. 
The  deaths  from  cholera  among  the  native  and  European  population  of 
Tashkent  is  officially  acknowledged  to  be  about  1,600.  Taking  into 
consideration  statements  made  in  previous  dispatches  relating  to  this 
subject,  the  Department  will  be  able  to  form  a  fairly  correct  estimate 
of  the  actual  number  of  deaths,  which  I  believe  to  be  at  least  3,000. 
Cholera  appeared  in  an  epidemic  form  throughout  Central  Asia  in 
1872,  and  5,000  persons  are  said  to  have  died  at  Tashkent  alone;  at 
the  time  there  were  but  five  European  doctors.  A  Russian  official  (a 
judge)  who  was  subjected  to  the  quarantine  regulations  at  Uzun-Ada 
recently,  tells  a  tale  which  sets  my  thoughts  wandering  toward  the 
Pamir,  China,  and  India,  as  the  proper  route  for  me  to  take  to  return 
to  Odessa.  The  gentleman  stated  that  those  who  were  ill  and  those 
who  were  not  ill  were  kept  together ;  that  for  an  entire  day  he  was  kept 
without  food ;  that  the  dining-room  opened  into  the  room  where  the 
sick  people  were ;  that  the  heat  was  intense ;  that  the  flies  and  mosquitos 
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made  even  the  cholera  seem  a  mild  disease;  that  the  flies  fi*om  the  sick 
room  had  free  access  to  the  food  which  those  in  quarantine  were  given 
to  eat;  that  the  water  wds  salty  which  they  were  given  to  drink. 

There  was  much  more,  which  I  have  forgotten,  but  as  this  unfor- 
tunate gentleman  intends  to  relieve  his  feelings  by  publishing  a  full 
account  of  his  experience  in  the  Tashkent  Messenger,  I  shall  take  a 
melancholy  pleasure  in  translating  the  same  and  forwarding  it  to  the 
Department.  It  would  be  unfair  to  blame  the  Eus^ian  authorities  for 
the  condition  of  things  at  Uzun-A.da,  becaiuse,  as  1  explained  in  a  pre- 
vious dispatch  (June  8,  1892),  the  })lace  exists  solely  because  it  is  the 
starting  point  of  the  Trans-Caspian  Railway.  It  is  built  on  the  Kara- 
kum  desert,  and  contains  neither  fresh  water  nor  vegetation.  The  ne- 
cessity of  making  such  a  spot  the  starting  point  for  the  railway  will  be 
best  understood  by  a  reference  to  the  Caspian  Sea.  The  Caspian  Sea 
is  very  shallow,  and  is  rapidly  becoming  more  so.  Several  rivers  flow 
into  the  Caspian,  but  the  rivers  Terek  and  Volga  are  the  principal 
causes  of  the  filling  up  of  the  sea.  The  river  Terek,  rising  in  a  cirque 
8,000  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  at  the  northern  foot  of  Kazbek, 
sweeiKS  round  through  the  Dariel  Gorge  and  by  Vladikavkaz  northward 
nearly  to  the  44th  parallel.  Above  the  Malka,  its  largest  atfluent,  the 
discharge  is  over  17,000  cubic  feet  per  second,  and  such  a  quantity  of 
alluvia  is  washed  down  that  the  delta  is  encroaching  on  the  Caspian  at 
the  rate  of  forty  yards  annually. 

Fishing  hamlets  which  early  in  the  present  century  stood  on  the  coast, 
are  now  10  or  12  miles  from  the  sea,  and  it  is  asserted  that  the  Terek 
is  contributing  even  more  than  the  Volga  in  the  filling  up  of  the  Cas- 
pian. The  waters  brought  down  by  the  Terek  and  Volga  are  doubtless 
considerable,  but  these  are  rapidly  evaporated,  while  the  sedimentary 
matter  remains  continually  accumulating.  This  condition  of  things 
makes  navigation  very  difficult  and  compels  the  Russians  to  build  such 
places  as  Uzun-Ada  from  sheer  necessity,  as  it  was  the  only  place  con- 
venient which  cduld  be  reached  by  a  channel  more  or  less  navigable. 
Boats  drawing  more  than  5  feet  of  water  can  not  arrive  at  Uzun-Ada. 
Everything  consumed  and  used  in  the  place,  even  to  the  drinking  water, 
must  be  brought  from  abroad.  With  the  knowledge  that  the  railway 
may  at  any  time  desert  the  town  for  a  more  convenient  starting  point, 
accommodations  of  more  than  a  temporary  character  are  not  to  be 
found.  Cholera  has  broken  out  in  the  old  city  of  Bokhara,  and  report 
says  .that  deaths  are  very  numerous.  In  the  district  surrounding,  and 
generally  throughout  the  province,  the  disease  has  also  appeared  with 
frightful  mortality.  Asiatic  cholera  exists  in  nearly  every  state  in 
Central  Asia,  including  Afghanistan,  Pei^ia,  and  Bohkara. 

The  Ameer  of  Bokhara  had  arranged  to  visit  his  Imperial  relative, 
the  Czar,  during  the  present  month  at  St.  Petersburg.  The  advent  of 
the  cholera,  however,  will  prevent  this  **  Shadow  of  Jupiter ''  from 
making  his  visit  until  a  more  convenient  period.  **  It  is  an  ill  wind 
that  blows  no  good.'^  and  which  is  the  most  pleased,  the  Ameer  or  the 
Czar,  will  always  remain  an  Eastern  question.  The  heat  throughout 
Russian  Turkestan  continues  to  be  very  great,  especially  in  the  cities, 
Tashkent  registering  last  week  as  high  as  115^  in  the  shade.  The  sea- 
son is  said  to  be  exceptionally  hot  even  for  Central  Asia.  Here  in  the 
mountains  the  register  at  noon  yesterday  stood  94°  in  the  shade,  and  at 
10  o'clock  at  night  58°.  It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  touch  upon  the 
condition  of  affairs  in  the  Caucasus  and  all  over  European  Russia,  as 
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doubtless  the  Depaitment  ha.^  been  kept  fully  informed  by  our  repre- 
sentatives at  Batoura.  Odessa,  and  elsewhere.  There  is  one  point, 
however,  which  it  is  just  as  well  that  the  Department  should  under- 
stand, and  that  is.  that  reports  from  Russia,  unlike  reports  from  many 
countries,  are  never  exaggerated,  and  are  apt  to  be  much  below  the 
truth.  I  have  heard  from  Odessa  that  a  cable  had  b^^n  received  from 
the  Department  urging  stringent  disinfectant  measures  for  all  ship- 
ments destined  for  the  United  States,  and  advising  that  suchshipments 
be  discouraged. 

I  trust  that  the  Department  will  pardon  me,  but  I  am  compelled  to 
say.  especially  in  connection  with  Batoum  aiid  Rostoff  on-Dou,  that 
''discouraging  shipments''  is  not  sufficiently  strong  for  either  place. 
I  strongly  urge  upon  the  Department  the  importance  of  immediately 
pri»hibiting  all  such  commc^dities  as  wool,  goat-hair,  skins,  and  carpets 
from  being  imported  into  the  United  States  from  Russia.  Our  consuls 
at  the  various  Mediterranean  and  English  ports  should  be  instructed 
to  inquire  into  the  country  of  origin  of  all  the  above  mentioned  articles 
of  commerce  which  may  be  shipped  to  the  United  States  through  their 
respective  consulates,  in  order  to  prevent  such  aiticles  from  being 
shipped  as  come  from  infected  countries. 

Wools  destined  for  the  United  States  were  formerly  shipped  from  Ba- 
toum, Odessa,  and  Rostoff  on-Don  to  Mai-scilles,  London,  Hull,  and  other 
ports,  and  consular  invoices  were  obtained  for  these  shipments  at  the 
ports  named.  The  incentive  for  such  a  course  has  now  passed  away, 
but  it  could  easily  be  resumed  should  the  necessity  arise  and  Russian 
wools,  etc.,  be  prohibited.  Russian  shippers  are  an  unscrupulous  set, 
and  would  no  more  hesitate  to  send  infected  wools  into  the  United 
States  than  they  would  to  swear  to  false  valuations  in  their  invoices.

Proclamation  prohibiting  imimgration  into  Canada. 

United  States  Consulate, 

Quebec,  Candida,  September  8,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  result  of  cabinet  meeting  of  pro- 
vincial ministers  held  late  last  night,  to  take  action  upon  the  resolu- 
tions adopted  by  the  provincial  board  of  health  on  the  5th  instant  (em- 
bodied in  my  dispatch  Xo.  56  to  the  Department)  prohibiting  immi- 
gration. 

Dr.  Lachapelle,  president  of  the  provincial  board,  laid  the  resolutions 
before  the  cabinet  meeting,  urging  their  ratification  immediately  ;  that 
a  report  was  now  current  that  a  steamship  was  now  on  her  way  to  this 
port  with  cholera  on  board,  and  protection  was  demanded  against  their 
landing.  The  by-laws  were  then  approved,  with  slight  amendments; 
the  order-in-council  was  prepared,  adopted,  and  signed  by  the  lieuten- 
ant-governor, and  the  following  proclamation  issued  at  9.80  last  night. 
It  was  published  in  an  extra  edition  of  the  Official  Gazette,  so  that  it 
would  become  a  law  immediately. 

I  had  the  honor  of  an  interview  with  the  provincial  secretary  this 
morning,  and  he  asssures  me  that  the  local  government  is  determined 
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to  take  a  decided  stand  in  projecting  this  province  from  the  cholera 
scourge;  that  any  federal  order  conflicting  with  foregoing  proclamation 
would  avail  nothing;  that  any  legal  conflictions  arising  therefrom 
would  be  decided  wlien  all  danger  had  passed ;  that,  if  necessary,  all 
of  the  provincial  ports  should  be  closed,  and  special  constables  sworn 
for  duty. 

The  autliorities  now  are  thoroughly  aroused  to  the  gi'avity  of  the 
situation. 

The  manager  of  the  Allan  line  of  st^^amships  has  cabled  instructions 
to  agents  in  Europe  to  **take  no  immigrants  until  further^  orders." 
Such  as  are  now  on  the  way  will  be  quarantined  until  all  danger  is 
passed.

THE  PROCLAMATION. 

Victoria,  by  the  grace  of  God,  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain.and  Ireland,  defender  of  the  faith,  etc. 

To  all  those  whom  the^e  presents  may  concern — greeting : 

Whereas,  by  our  proclamation  dated  30th  August,  1892,  title  7, 
chapter  3,  section  2  of  ihe  Revised  Statutes  of  the  province  of  Quebec, 
has  been  declared  to  be  in  force  in  our  said  province  ; 

And  whereas  the  publication  of  the  said  proclamation  by  an  order 
in  council  dated  5th  September  instant  it  has  pleased  us  to  create,  in 
virtue  of  the  said  section  of  the  revised  statutes  of  the  province,  a  cen- 
tral board  of  health  composed  of  the  follow  ing  members :  Messrs.  E.  P. 
Lacbapelle,  president ;  Elzear  Pelletier,  secretary ;  H.  R.  Gray,  of  the 
city  of  Montreal ;  Charles  Eusebe  Lemieux  and  Lairrent  Catellier,  of 
the  city  of  .Quebec;  Robert  Craik  and  J.  A.  Beaudry,  of  the  city  of 
Montreal ;  J.  J.  T.  Fremont,  in  his  quality  as  mayor  of  city  of  Quebec  ; 
Michel  Fiset,  in  his  quality  as  chairman  of  the  board  of  health  of  the 
city  of  Quebec  ;  Hon.  James  McShane,  in  his  quality  as  mayor  of  the 
city  of  Montreal,  and  Alexandre  Germain,  in  his  quality  as  president 
of  the  board  of  health  of  the  city  of  Montreal ; 

And  whereas  the  said  central  board  of  health,  in  virtue  of  the  powers 
conferred  on  it  by  the  aforesaid  section  of  the  revised  statutes  of  the 
province,  has,  at  a  meeting  held  in  Montreal  on  the  6th  instant,  en- 
acted certain  regulations  which  it  believes  proper  to  avert  the  teriible 
plague  of  cholera  with  which  the  province  is  menaced ; 

And  whereas  by  an  order  in  council  bearing  date  of  7th  September 
it  has  pleased  us  to  sanction  the  said  regulations  ; 

And  whereas  it  behooves  to  publish  the  said  regulations  in  the  Offi- 
cial Gazette  of  Quebec  and  to  proclaim  it  in  force : 

For  these  causes,  by  and  with  the  advise  and  consent  of  the  executive 
council  of  our  said  province,  we  declare  the  aforesaid  regulations  en- 
acted as  aforesaid  by  the  the  said  central  board  of  health  and  by  us 
approved  as  aforesaid  to  be  as  follows,  to  wit: 

**  Until  otherwise  ordered,  it  is  forbiddt^n  to  bring  in  by  water  or  by 
land  emigrants  or  emigrants'  effects  within  the  province  of  Quebec. 
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**It  is  forbidden  for  auy  vessel  coming  from  an  infected  port,  or 
reputed  to  be  infected  with  cholera,  to  touch  at  any  point  in  the  prov 
ince  of  Quebec,  or  disembark  anything  whatsoever — pa.ssongers,  crew, 
or  merchandise. 

**  It  is  forbidden  for  any  vessel  having  had  on  board  during  the  voy- 
age one  or  more  cases  of  cholera  to  touch  at  any  poiut  in  the  i>roviuce 
of  Quebec,  or  disembark  anything  whatsoever — passengers,  crew,  or 
mechandise. 

'*It  is  the  duty  of  municipal  councils  in  the  province  of  Quebec  to 
have  the 'above  regulations  respected  and  executed. 

**For  all  purposes  of  the  Title  Vlf,  chapter  3,  section  2  of  Revised 
Statutes,  page  9,  all  the  local  health  boards  established  under  the 
authority  of  article  3063  of  54  Vict.,  chaptei  27,  are  these  alluded  to 
in  Title  VII,  chapter  3,  section  2,  Revised  Statutes,  page  9,  and  intrusted 
with  the  execution  of  the  regulations  enacted  by  the  central  board  of 
health. 

**  Until  otherwise  ordered,  the  present  regulations  of  the  board  of 
health  of  the  province  of  Quebec,  passed  under  the  authority  of  sec. 
1,  chap.  3,  Title  VII,  R.  S..  p.  9.  are  these  of  the  central  board  of  health 
under  the  authority  of  sec.  1,  chap.

Closure  of  ports  in  Central  America, 

Consulate-General,  United  States  of  America, 

Panama,  August  29,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  that  the  governor  of  Panama,  with  the  author- 
ization of  the  national  government,  has,  under  date  of  the  27th  instaut, 
decreed  that  the  ports  of  this  department  on  the  Atlantic  (Colon  aud 
Bocas  del  Toro)  shall  be  closed  against  «.ll  vessels  coming  from  Ham- 
burg or  Antwerp  and  which  sailed  from  said  ports  since  the  20th  of 
the  present  month. 

The  approach  or  entry  into  the  same  ports  of  this  department  is  also 
prohibited  to  every  vessel  coming  from  ports  infected  with  cholera, 
whatever  may  be  the  nation  to  which  they  belong.

Rouen, — The  United  States  consul  writes  as  follows  under  date  of 
September  8,  1892 : 

I  inclose  herewith  copy  of  the  health  bulletins  issued  by  the  mayor 
of  Rouen  on  the  6th  and  7th  days  of  September,  from  which  it  is  ap- 
parent that  no  cause  for  alarm  exists  here.  The  disease  has  rather  the 
nature  of  an  aggravated  diarrhea  than  that  of  cholera.  Since  writing 
the  above,  Dr.  Debout,  one  of  the  first  physicians  of  Rouen,  told  me 
that  the  disease  was  disappearing,  and  that  similar  cases  occurred  every 
year.

— The  deaths  registered  in  33 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  September  3 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  19.8  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,188,449.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Halifax,  viz,  11.8,  and  the  highest  in  Preston,  viz,  37.8 
a  thousand. 

London. — One  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty  six  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles,  21;  scarlet  fever,  38; 
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diphtheria,  34;  whooping  cough,  9;  enteric  fever,  3;  diarrhea  and 
dysentery,  165 ;  and  cholera  and  choleraic  diarrhea,  12.  The  deaths 
from  all  causes  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  16.6  a  thousand.  In 
greater  London  1,787  deaths  were  registered,  corresponding  to  an 
annual  rate  of  16.2  a  thousand  of  the  population.  In  the  **oat^r 
ring"  the  deaths  included  measles,  12;  diarrhea,  87;  and  whooping 
cough,  12. 

Ireland, — The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  September  3,  in  the  16  principal  town 
districts  of  Ireland,  was  19.8  a  thousand  of  the  population.  The  lowest 
rate  was  recorded  in  Newry,  viz,  8.1,  and  the  highest  in  Lurgan,  viz^ 
36.5  a  thousand.  In  Dublin  and  suburbs  176  deaths  were  registered, 
including  measles,  1 ;  whooping  cough,  1 ;  diphtheria,  2 ;  enteric  fever, 
2 ;  and  diarrhea,  19.

General  imtructions  for  the  government  of  the  cholera  camp  at  Delaware 

'         Br€dkwatei\ 

Treasury  Department, 
Office  Supervising  Surgeon- General  M.-H,  S., 

Washington^  D.  0.,  September  7,  1892. 

Sir  :  It  having  become  necessary  for  you  to  inaugurate  a  cholera 
camp  at  the  Delaware  Breakwater  Quarantine  Station,  you  will  be  gov- 
erned by  the  following  suggestions  as  to  its  inauguration  and  rules  for 
its  government : 

You  will  cause  to  be  erected  latrine  boxes  of  sufficient  size  and  num- 
ber to  receive  the  discharge  of  cholera  patients. 

These  boxes  should  be  rendered  water  tight  by  means  of  asphalt, 
pitch,  or  a  lining  of  sheet  lead. 

A  sluice  box  should  be  made  in  the  ends  of  the  boxes  in  order  to  dis- 
charge their  contents  after  disinfection.  You  will  cause  a  pit  or  pits 
of  sufficient  size  to  be  dug,  to  be  filled  with  unslacked  lime,  for  the  re; 
ception  of  the  contents  of  the  latrines. 

You  will  make  special  requisition  for  such  quantities  of  carbolic  acid 
and  merc.uric  bichloride  and  unslacked  lime  as  you  judge  the  circum- 
stances will  require.  You  will  prepare  flooring  for  tepts  and  so  arrange 
the  plan  of  their  distribution  that  four  wall  tents  shall  constitute  a 
division  and  thus  segregate  the  camp  into  divisions  of  that  size. 

Requisition  for  beds  and  bedding,  tables,  chairs,  cooking  and  dining 
utensils  in  sufficient  quantity  for  the  the  number  of  tents  should  be 
made  on  special  requisition  blanks. 

One  of  the  officers  under  your  command  should  have  direct  charge 
of  this  camp,  and  the  other  to  continue  the  work  of  boarding  vessels. 

To  the  hospital  steward  should  be  delegated  all  matters  relating  to 
the  subsistence  department,  over  .all  of  which  you  are  to  exercise  a 
general  supervision. 

The  rules,  which  are  herewith  inclosed,  will  guide  you  in  the  detail 
of  caring  for  suspects  and  hospital  cases,

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REGULATIONS  FOR  CHOLERA  CAMP. 

The  surgeon  in  command  of  the  quarantine  camp  to  have  absolute 
authority  over  the  police  and  sanitary  regulations  of  the  camp,  and  lo 
see  that  they  are  obeyed. 

Camp  to  be  divided  into  two  divisions — detention  and  hospital 
Former  for  housing  of  suspected  cases  and  well  persons  from  infected 
localities  and  the  latter  for  treatment  of  sick. 

DETENTION  CAMP. 

I.  Persons  destiiied  for  this  camp  to  be  assigned  to  specific  quarters 
in  tents.  First  to  be  subjected  to  disinfecting  bath,  and  clothed  after- 
ward with  fresh  vestments.  Not  to  leave  this  camp  except  by^  i>ermis- 
sion  or  order  of  surgeon  in  command. 

U.  Persons  in  detention  camp  to  be  inspected  twice  daily  or  oftener 
by  medical  officer  or  assistant,  while  standing,  to  ascertain  any  new 
cases  which  may  develop. 

III.  New  cases  of  cholera  in  detention  camp  to  be  immediately  trans 
ferred  to  hospital  camp  for  treatment,  and  all  their  effects  disinfected, 
as  well  as  the  tent  in  which  they  may  occur. 

IV.  Guards  to  patrol  detention  camp  night  and  day,  to  prevent  inter- 
course between  the  two  divisions  of  the  camp. 

V.  Water  supply  for  entire  camp  to  be  boiled  for  drinking.  To  be 
dealt  out  to  each  person  in  cups  or  glasses  for  i)otable  purposes.  May 
be  acidulated  with  diluted  hydrochloric  acid  under  supervision  of  a 
medical  officer. 

VI.  If  there  be  room,  the  detention  camp  to  be  segr^ated  into 
divisions  of  not  more  than  20  persons.  No  intercommunication  shonld 
be  ])ermitted  between  the  groups. 

VII.  All  clothing  removed  from  persons  entering  detention  camp  to 
be  subjected  to  steam  heat  (unmixed  with  air),  not  less  than  100^  centi 
grade,  for  half  hour,  or  boiling  for  one  hour.     Leather  and  rubber  goods 
to  be  immersed  in  3-per-cent.  carbolic  solution  until  thoroughly  sat 
u  rated. 

VIII.  The  washing  of  clothing  not  to  be  permitted  by  the  detaine*i 
persons  under  any  pretext.  After  above  disinfection  all  laundry  work 
to  be  then  done  by  the  force  of  employes.  The  clothing  of  detained 
suspects  should  be  kept  in  separate  building  after  disinfection  and  re- 
issned  as  required  for  change. 

IX.  Cleanliness  and  disinfection  of  quarters  and  person  to  l>e  en 
joined  and  enforced  daily.  Disinfectants  to  be  used  where  there  is  anj 
possibility  of  infection. 

X.  At  the  expiration  of  5  days,  if  no  case  of  cholera  or  choleraic 
diarrluea  has  dev  eloped  in  a  given  group  segregated  as  above,  those 
composing  the  group  may  be  discharged  after  a  final  disinfection  of 
person  and  clothing. 

XI.  All  water-clasets,  urinals,  privies  or  troughs  should  be  providt-d 
with  latrines,  similar  to  those  of  the  cholera  camp,  and  me^ns  shouhl 
be  provided  for  their  thorough  disinfection,  before  their  contents  an- 
discharged  into  pits  of  unslacked  lime. 

XII.  Food  issued  shall  be  simple,  thoroughly  cooked,  and  served  at 
stated  houi*s.     No  fruit  permitted. 
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HOSPITAL  CAMP. 

I.  Day  sick  calls  at  8  a.  m.  and  4  p.  ra. ;  oftener  if  necessary. 
Night  call,  12  p.  m.  by  night  physician,  or  oftener  if  circumstances 

require. 

II.  There  shall  be  one  nurse  for  every  hospital  tent,  who  shall  be  on 
duty  in  six-hour  watches. 

Night  nurses  according  to  circumstances.  (Female  nurses  for  cases 
occurring  in  that  sex.) 

Nurses  should  be  instructed  in  the  necessity  of  personal  hygiene 
and  the  sources  of  infection. 

III.  Vomited  matter  and  stools  to  be  received  into  earthen  vessels, 
and  at  once  disinfected  with  3  per  cent,  solution  of  carbolic  acid,  or 
1-500  Hg  CI  2,  combined  with  2  parts  of  HCl  to  each  part  of  Hg  CI  a  ; 
then  thrown  into  a  pit  of  unslacked  lime,  or  discharged  into  the  sea. 

IV.  All  soiled  linen  or  clothing  that  can  not  be  disinfected  to  be 
immediately  destroyed  by  burning. 

V.  When  death  occurs  body  to  be  immediately  buried,  swathed  in 
sheets  saturated  with  Hg  Clj,  1-500.  Plac^  of  interment  to  be  selected 
lo  avoid  contamination  of  water  supply. 

VI.  No  persons  having  personal  contact  with  the  sick  or  dead  shall 
leave  the  hospital  camp  without  practicing  disinfection  as  specified 
above.  ^

Quarantine,  Staten  Island,  September  28,  1892. 

Scandia  has  been  thoroughly  disinfected.  Now  carries  no  passengers. 
Clothing  and  dunnage  of  crew  and  clothing  of  officers  which  were  liable 
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to  infection  have  beeo  steamed.  Mattresses  of  the  crew  and  steerage 
burned.  All  poAions  of  vessel  which  were  liable  to  be  infected  steami^ 
or  bichlorided.  Sulphur  fumigation  saloon,  cabin,  and  officers'  quar- 
ters, also  of  hold  and  cargo.  Cargo  consists  of  salt  in  blocks  for  fer- 
tilizing, barrels  cement,  cases  crockery,  cases  toys,  and  one  bale  new 
woolen  goods.  Everything  pertaining  to  crew  disinfecteil.  Water 
casks  emptied  and  disinfected.  Passengers  were  removed  fourteen 
days  ago.  There  has  been  no  case  of  cholera  on  board  for  fourteen 
days.

Sir  :  In  compliance  with  your  telegraphic  order  of  the  27th  instant 
I  have  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
steamship  Hemian,  of  Bremen,  and  have  the  honor  to  report  the  fol- 
lowing : 

The  passengers  and  crew  were  mustered  on  deck  and  a  careful  inspec- 
tion made  of  each  person.  I  found  all  in  excellent  health  except  eight 
(8)  persons,  who  were  suffering  frpm  the  following  diseases :  Cerebral 
hemorrhage,  1 ;  miscarriage,  1 ;  measles,  6  (2  recent) ;  total  sick,  8. 

The  total  number  on  board  is  828 ;  of  these  there  are  747  passengers 
and  81  in  the  crew  (including  the  officers). 

I  next  made  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  steerage  hospitals,  apart- 
ments, and  the  water-closets,  and  found  that  the  sanitary  condition  was 
as  good  as  could  be  expected  after  a  voyage  and  detention  on  board  for 
a  period  of  22  days. 

The  ventilation  is  good  and,  according  to  the  laws  governing  the 
amount  of  air  space  for  each  person,  it  is  more  than  is  required. 

I  was  fortunate  enough  to  be  on  board  at  time  of  cleansing  the  steer- 
age, and  had  an  excellent  opportunity  to  see  it  in  its  worst  condition. 

I  found  the  character  of  the  food  good.  The  passengers  are  of  a  very 
good  class,  much  better  than  any  ship  I  have  inspected  during  my  stay 
in  New  York. 

The  United  States  consul  at  Bremen  certifies  to  the  effect  that  these 
immigrants  had  been  under  a  detention  of  7  days  prior  to  embarka- 
tion, and  that  all  their  personal  effects  had  been  disinfected. ' 

The  vessel  before  receiving  her  cargo  and  passengers  was  cashed 
with  a  solution  of  creolin  and  of  carbolic  acid. 

After  making  a  formal  inspection,  in  the  afternoon  I  again  made  an 
inspection  of  the  steerage.  I  found  everything  clean  and  in  good  order ; 
a  large  number  of  the  steerage  (consisting  of  women  and  children)  had 
retired.  The  ventilation  was  ample,  and  scarcely  anv  odor  was  'per- 
ceptible. 

There  has  been  no  cholera  aboard,  and  no  death  from  any  cause.  I 
consider  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  vessel,  passengers,  and  crew  ex- 
cellent. 

There  are  about  one  hundred  American  citizens  on  board. 

The  captain  could  not  inform  me  of  the  exact  number  of  these,  be- 
cause the  manifest  had  been  sent  to  the  custom-house.

Inspection  of  the  Maine  frontier  stations. 

Yanceboro,  Me.  ,  September  15,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  additional  rei)ort  of  my 
trip  of  inspection  along  the  Maine  frontier. 

The  first  point  visited  was  Vanceboro,  which  is  on  the  Maine  side  of 
the  St.  Croix  Eiver,  the  point  of  crossing  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Eail- 
road  and  the  terminus  of  the  Maine  Central  Eailroad,  This  is  the  only 
point  of  entrance  'to  the  interior  of  the  State  by  rail  at  the  present 
time,  though  a  railroad  is  in  process  of  construction  from  Houlton  to 
Bangor. 

Immigrant  travel  usually  begins  at  ihis  point  on  the  closure  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  River  with  ice  and  continues  until  the  river  is  open  to 
navigation  again  in  the  spdng.  At  other  times  there  are  said  to  be 
very  few  immigrants  passing  at  this  point. 

A  very  large  majority  of  those  who  pass  Vanceboro  pass  through 
Maine  by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railroad,  only  a  few  being  transferred 
to  the  Maine  Central  for  transit  in  a  southerly  direction. 

These  facts  being  considered,  I  proi)osed,  upon  my  arrival  at  Vance- 
boro, that  temporary  arrangement  be  made  for  the  disinfection  of 
such  few  immigrants  as  might  unexpectedly  arrive  whose  destinations 
were  to  be  reached  by  passing  into  Maine  on  the  Maine  Central  Rail- 
road. It  was  agreed  that  those  passing  through  Maine  on  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railroad  should  be  kept  within  locked  cars  during  transit  across 
the  State. 

When  this  had  been  arranged  satisfactorily  with  the  railroads,  a 
local  board  of  health  suddenly  appeared  on  the  scene,  and  within  a 
short  time  the  whole  town  was  aroused  and  general  excitement  was 
apparent.  The  town  being  simply  a  railroad  one  of  small  size,  whose 
interests  were  apparently  identical  with  those  of  the  roads,  the  sudden 
•appearance  on  the  scene  of  a  board  of  health  was  quite  unexpected. 

Upon  my  return  to  Vanceboro  after  visiting  other  points,  I  learned 
that  the  board  of  health  not  only  objected  to  the  selected  site  of  disin- 
fecting plant,  but  refused  to  have  one  within  the  town  limits,  and  de- 
manded that  the  inspection  of  trains  should  be  done  on  the  Canada 
side. 

The  division  superintendent  of  the  **Canadian  Pacific''  being  present, 
it  was  therefore  arranged  that  this  should  be  done;  that  any  immi- 
grants found  on  trains  should  be  stopped  on  the  Canadian  side  and  not 
allowed  entrance. 

The  board  of  health  was  informed  that  the  Government  desired  to 
assist  them  in  any  way  possible  in  keeping  out  contagious  diseases,  and 
a  telegram  to  that  effect  from  the  Surgeon -General  was  read  for  their 
information.  Houlton  and  several  other  towns  on  the  border  are  ap- 
parently in  little  danger  from  immigration.  Those  in  the  upper  dis- 
tricts will  be  kept  under  the  supervision  of  the  collector  at  Houlton  and 
Dr.  Williams,  recently  appointed  inspector. 

Eastport  and  Calais  were  also  visited,  the  collector  of  the  district 
living  at  the  latter  place.  The  collector  states  there  are  practically  no 
immigrants  arriving  in  this  locality ;  that  the  boats  are  inspected  and 
that  any  immigrants  arriving  would  not  be  allowed  to  land. 
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I  also  called  ou  Dr.  Seymour  at  Calais,  the  secretary  of  the  board  of 
health,  aud  was  informed  by  him  that  no  danger  was  apparent  in  that 
locality.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  H.  R.  Floyd  reports  as  follows: 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  all  immigrants  who  were  de- 
tained at  this  port  on  the  Canada  side  have  been  thoroughly  inspected, 
and  their  baggage,  etc-,  disinfected  by  steam,  aud  were  this  day  permitted 
to  pass  through  to  their  destination  by  order  of  the  State  board  of 
health.     They  were  all  in  good  health. 

I  shall  continue  to  inspect  all  incoming  trains  and  boats  and  detain 
for  disinfection  immigrants  landing  at  Canadian  ports  from  Europe 
whose  destination  is  the  United  States. 

The  local  authorities  are  doing  nothing  towards  maintaining  quar- 
antine except  on  paper,  no  guards  being  placed  around  trains  nor  at 
points  of  departure  or  arrival,  so  that  the  quarantine  may  be  very  easily 
evaded.  I  mark  all  baggage  with  inspection  certificates  aud  give  to 
individuals  cards  certifying  to  their  having  been  inspected. 

Sault  Ste.  Marie,  September  23,  1892. 

Sir:  Fifty-seven  immigrants  arrived  at  this  port  from  Quebec  via 
C.  P.  R.R.,  having  landed  from  steamers  Sardinia  and  Oregon,  They 
had  certificate  of  disinfection  from  Dr.  Sewel,  of  Quebec,  who  is  Avork- 
ing  for  the  C.  P.  R.R.  Co.  I  detained  them  and  submitted  theii  bag- 
gage to  steam  heat  for  one  hour,  and  furnished  each  individual  with 
certificate  as  well  as  for  their  baggage.  They  will  proceed  upon  their 
journey  to-morrow,  being  all  in  good  health.

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  this  port  is  now  quarantining:, 
all  vessels  from  New  York,  by  order  of  State  Health  Officer  Swearin- 
gen,  the  order  going  into  effect  yesterday  morning.  I  am  informed 
that  these  vessels,  if  not  infected,  will  be  detained  four  or  five  days 
and  fumigated.

Rau-koad  Teanspoetation  of  Immigrants, 

Requirements  of  the  Slate  board  of  health  of  the  States  of  Illinois,  Minnesota, 
M'i^consin,  Iowa,  Michigan,  Kentitcky,  Missouri,  and  Ohio,  for  the  trans- 
porlation  of  immigrant  passengers  and  their  effects  into  Ike  States  repre- 
sented by  said  boards. 

BcLE  1.  That  this  conference  recommends  that  every  immigrant 
passenger,  before  being  allowed  to  land  at  any  port  of,  or  to  cross  the 
borders  into,  the  United  States,  shall  obtain  a  certificate  from  the 
health  officer  of  the  port  or  point  of  entry,  or  from  a  sanitary  inspector 
of  the  United  States  Marine- Hospital  Service  (where  that  service  has 
charge  of  quarantine  and  disinfection),  or  from  the  quarantine  officer 
at  Grosse  Isle,  setting  forth  the  name  of  such  immigrant,  whence  emi- 
grated, name  and  port  of  clearance  of  vessel,  and  the  date  of  arrival  at 
port  of  entry,  the  fact  of  the  existenceornon  existence  of  any  infectious 
dise<i»e  on  said  ship,  the  period  of  detention  therefor  at  quarantine, 
local  destination  of  the  immigrant  in  any  State  or  Territory  of  the 
United  States,  and  further  certifying  that  he  or  she  is  fi-ee  from  any 
danger  of  conveying  tlie  contagion  of  Asiatic  cholei-a  or  smallpox  in 
person  or  effects,  and  that  his  or  her  effects  and  belongings  have  been 
subjected  to  approved  processes  of  disinfection  before  being  allowetl  to 
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subject  to  the  quarantine  i-ules  of  the  States  represented  in  this  confer- 
ence and  to  any  detention  at  the  border,  or  within  the  territory,  of  such 
State,  for  such  thoronghne^  of  inspection  as  the  authorities  of  each  State 
may  deem  necessary. 

Rule  4.  That  immigrant  passengers,  if  not  conveyed  on  separate 
trains  exclusively  devoted  to  such  service,  shall  be  transported,  when 
practicable,  in  separate  cars,  to  which  access  shall  be  denjed  to  other 
passengers,  and  the  disinfected  baggage  of  such  immigrants,  other  than 
the  hand-luggage  carried  by  them,  shall  not  be  accessible  to  them  until 
they  have  arrived  at  their  respective  points  of  destination  ;  and  similar 
precautions  shall  be  observed  in  the  transportation  of  immigrant  pas- 
sengers by  water. 

Rule  5.  That  railroad  or  other  transportation  companies  carrying 
such  immigrants  shall  telegf-aph  to  the  secretaries  of  the  State  boards 

of  health  and  to  the  designated  health  authorities  at  the  distributing 
points,  advising  of  the  hour  of  arrival  of  su6h  immigrants  and  in  time 
sufficient  to  allow  of  the  train  being  met  by  inspectors,  and  shall  also 
telegraph  notice  to  said  authorities  of  any  sickness  occurring  among 
such  immigrants. 

RtJLE  6.  That  the  requirements  set  forth  in  Rules  1  and  2  shall  apply 
to  passengers  of  any  class  arriving  on  a  vessel  infected  with  Asiatic 
cholera  or  smallpox. 

Rule  7.  That  these  rules  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  the  20th  day 
of  September,  instant.

CHOLERA. 

Twenty  days*  quaraidine  imposed  by  Canada. 

The  Privy  Council  on  the  12th  instant,  on  the  report  of  the  minister « 
agriculture,  passed  an  order  for  a  proclamation  to  amend  paragraph  2cs* 
section  9  of  the  quarantine  regulations  in  such  a  way  as  to  extend  tk 
time  which  a  vessel  from  a  suspected  port  may  be  kept  ander  qoariE 
tine  observation  from  three  days  to  twenty  days,  or  more,  at  the  disat^ 
tion  of  the  minister  of  agriculture. 

The  following  is  the  text  of  the  order  in  council : 

Whereas,  the  President  of  the  United  States  having  issued  a  prfe* 
laniation  for  a  quarantine  detention  of  all  vessels  containing  imini 
grants  from  cholera-infected  countries  for  a  period  of  twenty  days,  it 
is  advisfible,  in  order  to  prevent  such  immigrants  from  using  the  Oaa 
diaii  routes  to  enter  at  the  inland  ports  of  the  United  States  for  tbf 
purpose  of  avoiding  the  quarantine  at  the  maritime  ports,  to  extend  tk 
provisions  of  the  second  paragraph  of  the  quarantine  regulations  e^ 
tablislied  by  the  order  in  council  of  the  12th  day  of  May,  1888,  chapter 
6,  of  the  Consolidated  Orders  in  Council  of  Canada,  relating  to  vessel 
8usi)(»cted  of  having  sickness  on  board,  which  is  in  the  following  words: 

**  May  be  kept  under  quarantine  of  observation  for  a  period  of  m< 
more  than  three  days,''  so  as  to  read  : 

**  May  be  kept  under  a  quarantine  of  observation  for  a  period  of 
tw(Mity  days  or  more,  as  directed  by  the  minister  of  agriculture ;"  an^ 
further,  that  the  words  **  any  maritime  port  in  Canada"  be  snbstitutfid 
for  tlie  words  *'Grosse  Isle''  in  the  said  paragraph. 

Ills  excellency,  in  virtue  of  the  powers  vested  in  him  by  chapter  &S 
of  the  Revised  Statutes,  entitled  *^  An  act  respecting  quarantine,"  and 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Queen's  Privy  C6uncil  for  Canada,  is 
pleased  to  order  that  the  second  paragraph  of  section  9  of  the  said 
quarantine  regulations  shall  read  as  follows,  and  that  such  paragraph 
as  amended  do  stand  for  a  quarantine  regulation,  namely : 

**  Vessels  arriving  at  any  maritime  port  in  Canada  from  any  infected 
port  or  place,  or  one  supposed  to  be  infected,  and  on  board  of  which 
no  pestilential  disease  shall  have  declared  itself  during  the  passage, 
may  be  kept  under  quarantine  of  observation  for  a  period  of  twenty 
days  or  more,  as  directed  by  the  minister  of  agriculture,  duriug  which 
time  the  i)assenger8  and  crew  thereof  shall  be  subjected  to  a  strict  pari 
fication,  under  the  direction  of  the  medical  superintendent."

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  of  the  rumor  of  two  suspected 
ases  of  cholera,  which  are  as  follows : 

The  first  case  occurred  four  days  ago,  and  after  medical  examination 
ly  the  police  authorities  was  made,  the  disease  was  announced  to  be  a 
evere  form  of  diarrhea.    The  patient  recovered. 

The  second  case  occurred  on  the  night  of  the  28th  instant,  and  the 
patient,  a  ship  laborer,  native  and  resident  of  Stettin,  died  after  being 
lick  twelve  hours. 

This  morning  the  x^olice  director  informed  me  that  a  bacteriological 
examination  of  the  vomit  and  faeces  was  being  made  to  ascertain  whether 
■  ^  '  Hie  case  was  one  of  Asiatic  cholera.     So  far  the  examination  pointed 
...  to  cholera  nostras. 

It  will  take  about  twenty-four  hours  more  to  finish  the  examination, 

ftnd  should  the  case  turn  out  to  be  true  Asiatic  cholera,  I  will  cable 

you  and  the  health  officer  at  New  York  City  immediately.

^    for^i  the  citizens  of  Stettin,  through  published  notices,  of  the  first  case 

,  .    of  cholera  Asiatic  occurring  in  this  city.

No  cholera  in  Spain. 

United  States  Consulate, 

Malaga,  Spain,  September  7,  1892. 

Sib  :  Owing  to  the  alarming  spread  of  cholera  in  Europe,  and  also 
to  the  fact  that  at  this  season  of  the  year  many  boats  leave  Malaga  for 
New  York,  I  have  deemed  it  advisable  to  communicate  the  following 
information  to  the  State  Department : 

The  iwpulation  of  Malaga  is  135,000.  Health  good;  no  epidemic. 
Deaths  last  week,  64  ;  previous  week,  78  less  than  last  year.  The  last 
cholera  occurred  in  this  city  in  1885,  the  same  year  of  the  earthquake, 
and  there  were  226  deaths.  The  disease  was  not  officially  pronounced 
Asiatic  cholera,  but  had  more  of , the  characteristics  as  that  known  in 
Paris. 

I  hear  of  no  deaths  in  this  province  or  Spain  from  cholera,  and  there 
is  no  epidemic  whatsoever  here.  Sanitary  conditions  good.  Deaths 
last  year  from  all  causes,  4,473.

Sir  :  Referring  to  my  dispatch  No.  480  of  the  18th  ultimo,  upon  the 
subject  of  cholera  nostras  or  cholerine  at  Acca,  Syria,  I  now  have  the 
honor  to  inform  your  Department  that  the  last  reports  received  under 
this  date  by  the  Beirut  sanitary  office  from  official  sources  at  Acca 
announce  that  since  July  28,  1892,  no  cholerine  cases  or  deaths  have  at 
all  occurred  in  that  city  or  in  any  other  part  of  the  district  of  Acca, 

I  furthermore  beg  to  bring  to  your  notice  that  a  circular  has  this 
day  been  addressed  by  the  Beirut  sanitary  office  to  the  representatives 
of  foreign  powers  residing  at  this  place,  notifying  them  that — 

^*  By  decision  of  the  superior  sanitary  council  in  Constantinople,  the 
quarantine  of  ten  days  imposed  on  the  coast  from  Jaffa,  exclusive,  to 
Beirut,  exclusive,  is  reduced  to  five  days,  to  commence  from  the  dei)art- 
ure  of  August  9,  1892. 

This  reduction  in  the  number  of  quarantine  days  is  doubtless  a  mani- 
fest proof  which  corroborates  the  truth  of  the  above-mentioned  reports. 

In  this  connection  I  may  mention  that  Mr.  Gottlieb  Schumacher, 
United  States  consular  agent  at  Haifa,  which  is  situated  9  miles  to  the 
south  of  Acca,  has  lately  reported  to  this  consulate  that  he  has  twice 
met  with  the  members  of  the  medical  commission  sent  to  Acca  for  in- 
vestigation, and  that  they  unanimously  stated  to  him  that  the  malady 
which  broke  out  there  was  not  of  an  epidemic  character,  as  it  other- 
wise would  have  spread  over  the  city  and  would  not  have  kept  local,  as 
has  actually  been  the  case.

First  appearance  of  cholera  in  Berlin. 

Consulate-General  of  the  United  States, 

Berlin,  August  30,  1892. 

Sm :  I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  inclose  a  copy  of  the  notice  issued 
by  the  police  president  of  Berlin  upon  the  appearance  of  the  first-  case 
of  Asiatic  cholera  here. 

It  will  be  observed  that  to  this  notice  is  added  a  reissue  of  the  in- 
structions heretofore  forwarded  to  the  Department  by  me  concerning 
the  nature  of  the  cholera  and  precautions  to  be  observed  in  times  of 
cholera. 
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In  consequence  of  this  official  declaration  and  of  the  accounts  reach- 
ing me  from  Bremen,  I  sent  the  following  cable  yesterday  : 

^'FosTBR,  8€C7'€tary  of  State,  Washington:  ^ 

**One  case  Asiatic  cholera  in  hospital  here  and  seven  supposed  cases 
in  hospital  Bremen. '^ 

I  beg  now  to  confirm  the  above  announcement  in  every  respect. 

On  the  28th  instant  Consul  Starkloff  wired  me  as  follows  : 

'*Four  cases  supposed  cholera  in  hospital.  No  deaths.  Will  await 
further  news  before  cabling." 

The  accounts  received  by  me .  yesterday  that  7  cases  of  supposed 
Asiatic  cholera  were  in  the  hospitals  in  Bremen  convinced  me  that  the 
situation  at  Bremen  was  sufficiently  alarming  to  justify  me  in  acquaint- 
iug  you  by  cable  of  the  facts. 

^  During  the  day  yesterday  the  accounts  from  Bremen  were  to  the 
effect  that  16  cases  had  been  received  in  the  hospitals,  all  with  symp- 
toms of  Asiatic  cholera,  and  that  5  cases  had  been  declared  to  be  Asiatic 
cholera. 

The  Bremen  authorities  deny  tliat  the  cases  are  Asiatic  cholera. 

The  Hamburg  authorities  did  the  same  thing. 

Unfoi-tunately  for  the  general  interests  of  Germany,  and  also  the 
United  States,  Bremen,  Hamburg,  and  other  federal  states  of  the  Ger- 
man Empire  have  home-rule  rights  in  matters  of  public  health. 

What  happened  at  Hamburg  shows  that  great  danger  attaches  to  the 
announcement  of  the  local  authorities.  Hereafter  I  shall  trust  only 
the  imperial  health  authorities. 

By  an  arrangement  with  the  German  Government,  I  send  every 
morning  at  9  and  every  afternoon  at  2  to  the  office  of  the  imperial 
health  department,  where  I  obtain  an  official  announcement  of  the  sit- 
uation in  Germany. 

The  Department  will  appreciate  the  gravity  of  the  situation  so  far 
as  the  official  Government  returns  are  concerned,  when  I  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that  so  long  as  Bremen  authorities  deny  the  existence  of 
Asiatic  cholera  there  the  imperial  health  authorities  here  will  not 
officially  declare  that  it  does  exist. 

In  the  end,  therefore,  the  Government  here  is  clearly  and  entirely 
dependent  upon  the  report  of  the  Bremen  and  other  federal  state 
authorities. 

The  press  of  this  country  is  very  much  agitated  over  the  negligence 
of  the  Hamburg  authorities  to  announce  the  truth,  and  it  is  reported 
that  the  German  Government  has  already  remonstmted  in  respect  of 
the  apathy  and  negligence  of  the  Hamburg  authorities. 

Many  of  the  principal  journals  urge  the  Imperial  Government  to  take 
control  of  all  matters  connected  with  the  public  health. 

The  cholera  continues  with  unabated  severity  at  Hamburg. 

On  the  29th  instant  (yesterday)  there  were  447  cases  and  173  deaths. 

The  case  reported  in  Berlin  is  still  alive. 

The  latest  accounts  from  Hamburg  show  that  the  disease  has  spread 
all  over  the  city  of  Hamburg  and  al^  to  the  suburbs.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  invite  attention  to  the  inclosed  translation 
of  a  clipping  from  the  Berlin  Vosmche  Zeitung  of  August  31,  1892,  in 
respect  of  the  organization  of  sanitary  management  in  the  German 
Empire. 

It  appears  that  the  sanitary  administration  in  Germany  is  mainly  in 
the  hands  of  the  police,  and  in  most  places  appeai-s  to  be  sorely  crip- 
pled by  the  prescriptions  of  bureaucratic  routine. 

There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  about  the  laxity  and  incompetency  of 
the  Hamburg  authorities  to  cope  with  an  epidemic. 

The  question  of  epidemic  disease  has  never  been  touched  by  im- 
perial legislation. 

The  imperial  board  of  health  here  is  mainly  engaged  in  the  col- 
lection of  information  and  scientific  research.  There  is  a  question 
whether  the  recommendations  of  the  commission  which  met  at  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  here  on  the  27th  ultimo  have  any  com- 
pulsory force  upon  the  federal  governments.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  instructions 
referred  to  by  cablegram  from  Mr.  Adee,  Acting  Secretary  of  State, 
under  date  of  August  29,  viz,  Treasury  Department  Circulars  Xos. 
141  and  143,  dated  the  17th  and  19th  of  August  last,  respectively, 
relative  to  importations  of  personal  effects  and  baggage  of  immigrants 
and  rags.  These  instructions  have  been  duly  not^d  at  the  office,  and 
copies  of  the  same  have  been  forwarded  to  all  the  consular  officers 
under  the  supervision  of  this  consulate-general. 

In  regard  to  the  present  sanitary  condition  of  Paris,  I  beg  to  state 
that  no  case  of  Asiatic  cholera  has  as  yet  been  officially  reported  by 
the  authorities.

Seventeen  of  those  deaths  were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  with  approx- 
imatelj'  75  new  cases;  4  were  caused  by  enteric  fever,  2  by  so-called 
pernicious  fever,  and  1  by  paludal  fever.

Great  Brit^^in — England  and  Wales. — ^The  deaths  registered  in  33 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  September  10 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  18.9  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,188,449.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Norwich,  viz,  10.2,  and  the  highest  in  Preston,  viz,  31.6 
a  thousand. 

London. — One  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-one  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles,  18 ;  scarlet  fever,  34 ; 
diphtheria,  37 ;  whooping  cough,  9 ;  enteric  fever,  10 ;  diarrhea  and 
dysentery,  158;  and  cholera  and  choleraic  diarrhea,  5.  The  deaths 
from  all  causes  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  16.6  a  thousand.

Ireland, — The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  September  10,  in  the  16  principal  town 
districts  of  Ireland,  was  22. 7  a  thousand  of  the  population.  The  lowest 
rate  was  recorded  in  Dundalk  and  Sligo,  viz,  0.0,  and  the  highest  in 
Dublin,  viz,  27.4  a  thousand.  In  Dublin  and  suburbs  190  deaths  were 
registered,  including  measles,  3 ;  whooping  cough,  1 ;  enteric  fever,  4 ; 
and  diarrhea,  28. 

Scotland. — The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  September  10  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  16.6  a  thou- 
sand of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,447,500.  The  lowest 
mortality  was  recorded  in  Aberdeen,  viz,  9.4,  and  the  highest  in  Green- 
ock, viz,  22.3  a  thousand.  The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  registered 
from  all  causes  was  461,  including  measles,  6 ;  scarlet  fever,  10 ;  diph- 
theria, 6 ;  whooping  cough,  9 ;  fever,  6  ;  and  diarrhea,  24.

Three  Rivers,  province  of  Quebec — Sanitary  report. 

United  States  Consulate, 
Three  Rivers,  Province  of  Quebec,  September  17,  1892. 

As  I  have  before  reported,  the  collection  of  vital  statistics  has  been 
discontinued  in  Three  Eivers,  the  dominion  and  provincial  govern- 
ments being  at  variance  as  to  which  of  them  should  pay  for  the  service. 
The  pettiness  of  the  quarrel — the  maximum  cost  could  not  exceed 
$25  per  annum — assures  its  continuance.  So  I  have  thought  it  best, 
in  view  of  the  cholera  scare,  to  gather  such  information  as  I  could 
and  report  upon  the  apparent  salubrity  and  sanity  oi  the  town. 

I  am  assured  by  the  leading  physicians  and  apothecaries  that  the 
health  of  the  community  was  never  better  than  it  is  to-day ;  that  there 
is  no  contagion,  and  that  among  the  sick  there  are  no  cholera  symptoms. 

The  town  is  built  on  a  sandy  peninsula  of  slight  elevation,  and  as 
there  are  few  sewers  and  no  gutters,  there  being  no  paved  streets,  is 
almost  wholly  dependent  upon  the  insatiate  thirst  of  the  soil  for  drain- 
age. Of  its  2,000  houses,  1,500  at  least  are  cottages  of  not  more  than 
three  rooms  each,  without  yards,  and  banked  up  to  the  window  sills- 
with  sand.  Seven  persons  and  a  pig,  which  is  made  to  feel  at  home, 
constitute  the  average  family.  For  six  months  of  the  year  the  necessity 
for  economizing  heat  is  so  great  that  a  draft  of  fresh  air  is  rarely  ad- 
mitted to  their  rooms.  Soap  as  a  detergent  is  practically  unknown,, 
and  a  thrifty  housewife  would  as  soon  think  of  tearing  the  boards  from 
her  house  for  fuel  as  of  bathing  her  oflfepring  in  winter. 

The  Greeks  thought  anointing  with  oil  a  prophylactic,  but  as  a  de- 
fense against  both  disease  and  cold  the  French  Canadian  pins  his  faith 
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to  a  cmstaceous  integument.  Indeed,  I  have  sometimes  thought  that 
they,  like  Hindoo  fakirs,  believed  in  the  holiness  of  dirt.  If  emacia- 
tion and  pallor  can  be  accepted  as  the  evidences  of  innutrition,  a  large 
proportion  of  the  people  go  to  bed  hungry  every  night  in  the  year. 

Now,  the  thing  best  known  concerning  the  cholera  is  that  its  iiavor- 
ite  subjects  are  those  who  from  poverty  are  badly  fed,  and  who  from 
sloth  neglect  their  persons  and  live  in  dirty,  ill- drained,  and  badly 
ventilated  houses. 

Yet,  notwithstanding  the  unhealthy  conditions  I  have  described  and 
the  presence  of  the  cholera  at  their  gates,  the  authorities  of  Three 
Elvers  are  only  now  beginning  to  move.  It  has  seemed  next  to  impos- 
sible for  them  to  realize  that  if  the  city  was  to  be  protected  from  the 
plague  .it  was  they,  and  not  the  clergy,  who  were  to  be  the  means  of 
saving  it.  The  long  habit  of  attributing  pestilence  to  the  divine  wrath 
and  looking  to  the  church  for  deliverance  appeared  to  hold  them  in  its 
fatal  spell.  But  the  bishop,  a  really  great  man,  who  practically  rules 
the  community,  intimated  to  them  that  eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of 
safety,  in  time  as  well  as  in  eternity,  and  that  in  emergencies  like  the 
present  action  is  prayer,  and  they  have  gone  distrustfully  to  work. 

With  the  usual  sagacity,  however,  of  municipal  bodies,  they  have 
begun  by  setting  gangs  of  men  to  digging  in  the  streets,  turning  over 
earth  that  for  two  hundred  years  has  been  saturated  with  slops,  so  that 
if  by  any  chance  the  citizens  escape  the  cholera  in  October  they  may 
die  of  typhus  in  November.  A  board  of  health  has  been  appointed, 
but  like  everything  else  in  Three  Elvers  it  requires  eternities  of  time 
and  space  to  move  in,  and  long  before  it  settles  down  to  business  the 
nimble  little  bacillus  may  leap  the  quarantine  and  revel  in  our  vitals. 
The  simple  truth  is  that  in  spite  of  surroundings  which,  but  for  the 
high  latitude  of  the  town  and  the  busy  industry  of  that  enterprising 
scavenger,  the  house-fly  (which,  like  the  New  England  manufacturer, 
seems  to  have  turned  the  province  of  Quebec  into  a  breeding  ground 
for  operatives),  might  generate  a  pestilence  at  any  time,  nothing  is 
being  done  to  stay  the  coming  of  the  cholera  that  now  rides  at  anchor 
upon  their  seaboard. 

I  am  afraid,  too,  there  is  nothing  in  the  inertia  of  Three  Elvers  to 
distinguish  it  in  the  province. 

The  great  fact  I  wish  to  convey  is  that  if  the  cholera  should  once  ob- 
tain an  entrance  into  Canada  the  conditions  for  its  propagation  are  so 
favorable  that  no  quarantine  precautions  our  G^overnment  might  be 
pleased  to  adopt  against  it  could  be  too  severe  or  rigorous.

Mexico — Begulations  c(ynceming  the  cholera. 

Sanitary  Inspector  E.  Alexander,   U.  S.  M.-H.  S.,   furnishes  the 

Abstract  with  the  following  translation  frqpi  Bl  Universal,  published 

in  the  City  of  Mexico,  concerning  the  rules  and  regulations  passed  by 

the  superior  board  of  health  of  the  Eepublic  of  Mexico : 

1st.  As  soon  as  the  news  is  verified  that  cholera  has  appeared  in 
New  York  the  travel  of  passengers  and  importations  of  merchandise 
between  Mexico  and  the  United  States  will  be  permitted  only  to  be 
made  through  Matamoras,  New  Laredo,  Piedras  Negras,  Juarez,  No- 
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gales,  and  Tijuava,  in  each  and  every  one  of  which  points  there  will 
be  established  a  sanitary  station,  and  the  necessary  buildings  will  be 
erected  for  the  disinfection  of  all  wearing  apparel  and  merchandise 
and  for  the  treatment  of  the  sick. 

2d.  Sanitary  stations  will  be  established  in  a  locality  quite  distant 
from  dwelling  houses,  and  will  consist  of  one  tent  for  the  health  officer 
in  charge,  a  house  for  the  purpose  of  disinfecting  passengers,  wearing 
apparel,  and  all  necessary  tents  for  the  purpose  of  treating  the  sick. 

3d.  If  after  the  inspection  is  made  it  is  uncertain  that  a  passenger 
is  attacked  by  characterized  cholera,  premonitory  diarrhea,  or  any 
other  suspicious  disease,  he  will  be  compelled  to  remain  in  the  quarters 
assigned  him  for  treatment,  or  will  be  permitted  to  return  to  the  country 
where  he  comes  from,  if  so  desired  by  said  patient. 

4th.  If  the  examination  shows  that  the  passenger  is  not  attacked  by 
any  disease,  he  will  be  given  a  certificate  stating  that  fact,  without 
which  certificate  he  will  not  be  allowed  to  proceed  any  further  into 
Mexico. 

5th.  Notwithstanding  the  aforesaid  certificate,  passengers  holding 
one  will  be  required  to  present  themselves  to  the  authorities  of  their 
place  of  destination ;  and  should  they  feel  sick  of  any  of  the  diseases 
already  mentioned,  he  shall  make  that  fact  immediately  known  to  the 
said  authorities. 

6th.  Sanitary  agents  or  inspectors  at  the  various  mentioned  points 
will  send  daily  telegraphic  messages  to  the  authorities  of  the  places 
where  passengers  are  going  to,  so  that  they  may  be  carefully  watched 
for  a  period  of  seven  days  after  such  arrival. 

7th.  No  United  States  railroad"  cars  will  be  permitted  to  enter  Mex- 
ico, and  both  passengers  and  merchandise  on  board,  on  making  the 
transfer  to  Mexican  cars,  will  be  scrupulously  disinfected. 

8th.  At  each  and  every  station  there  will  be  a  physician,  appointed 
by  the  Government,  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  attend  to  the  inspection 
and  all  things  necessary  for  the  disinfection  process  and  for  the  attend- 
ance on  the  sick.  Special  physicians  will  be  appointed  by  the  several 
city  councils  or  ayuntcemientos  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  sani- 
tary agents  from  contamination. 

9th.  The  disinfection  of  passengers  will  consist  of  lukewarm  baths 
or  lotions,  with  disinfecting  solutions,  ard  baggage  and  merchandise 
by  the  use  of  sulphurous  acid,  which  will  be  produced  by  burning  30 
grammes  of  powdered  sulphur  for  every  cubic  meter  contained  in  the 
disinfecting  chamber,  or  with  solution  of  carbolic  acid  at  5  per  cent., 
or  bichloride  of  mercury  at  1  to  1,000  if  necessary. 

10th.  The  evacuations  from  the  bowels  from  patients  will  be  mixed 
with  solutions  of  sulphate  of  copper  at  20  per  cent.,  or  with  milk  of 
lime.  Patients  will  remain  in  quarters  assigned  to  them  until  their 
convalescence  is  over,  and  their  clothes  will  be  burned  afterwards. 

11th.  Bodies  of  deceased  patients  will  be  buried  in  a  different  place 
altogether  to  the  regular  graveyards,  and  they  will  be  covered  with  a 
sheet  wet  with  a  solution  of  carbolic  acid  before  burial. 

12th.  Any  case  found  to  be  doubtful  will  be  reported  to  the  board 
of  health  for  consultation. 

13th.  Any  violation  or  noncompliance  with  the  above  regulations 
will  be  punished  according  to  article  32  of  the  Sanitary  CJode. 
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Summary  of  the  progress  of  cholera  in  Persia  and  Russia,     By  Dr.  J.  MahL 

[Translated  for  this  Bureau  from  La  Bevue  MHico-PharmaceuMque^  Constantinople, 

August  31,  1892.] 

At  the  close  of  J^^y  cholera  still  prevailed  throughout  the  greater 
pai't  of  the  Persian  Xhoraasan,  from  Meched  to  Charoud,  in  the  prov- 
ince of  Asterabad,  and  in  the  eastern  part  of  Irak-Adjemi.  It  also 
gained  the  southeastern  part  of  Persia,  attacking  the  cities  of  Yezd, 
Cachan,  Abadeh,  and  Ispahan.  Early  in  August  the  epidemic  exhib- 
ited a  marked  development  in  northern  and  eastern  Persia. 

Between  August  13  and  15  there  were  450  choleraic  deaths  at  Tehe- 
ran and  380  at  Tauris ;  August  15  and  16,  600  deaths  at  Teheran  and 
400atTauris;  August  17  to  21,  1,300  deaths  at  Teheran  and  800  at 
Tauris ;  August  21  to  24,  900  deaths  at  Teheran  and  350  at  Tauris. 
August  24  to  28,  1,500  deaths  at  Teheran  and  950  at  Tauris.  In  all, 
the  choleraic  deaths  in  the  principal  cities  of  North  Persia  numbered 
7,600  in  from  15  to  16  days. 

If  the  mortality  was  so  great  in  Teheran  and  Tauris,  in  which  places 
the  population  was  diminished  one-half  or  one-third  by  flight  and 
emigration,  it  must  have  attained  analogous  proportions  in  the  other 
large  cities  of  Persia.  Exact  information  has  not  been  received,  but 
the  number  of  choleraic  deaths  in  Persia  during  the  month  of  August 
may  be  estimated  at  from  10,000  to  15,000.  No  report  has  been  made 
of  the  measures  taken  in  Persia  to  restrict  the  progress  of  the  epidemic 
and  diminish  its  intensity. 

The  choleraic  epidemic  prevailed  with  increasing  severity  in  the 

Bussian  Caucasus.     In  the  six  governments  of  Bakon,  Daghestan,  Eliza- 

'bethpol,  Tiflis,  Erivan,  and  Stavrapol  the  number  of  choleraic  deaths 

from  the  early  part  of  August  to  August  24,  as  ofiBcially  registered,  is 

as  follows :

or  nearly  20,000  choleraic  deaths  in  twenty-four  days  out  of  a  popula- 
tion of  from  three  to  four  million ;  that  is  to  say,  about  1,000  deaths  a 
dav. 

The  district  of  Kars  was  attacked  about  August  15.  At  Kars  and  in 
its  vicinity  the  number  of  deaths  from  cholera  was  from  one  to  two 
hundred.     At  Batoum  there  were  not  more  than  50  deaths. 

The  facts  above  cited  show  the  eastern  and  southern  part  of  the  Trans- 
^  Caucasus  to  have  been  the  chief  focus  of  the  choleraic  epidemic.  The 
western  portion,  or  about  one-third  of  the  whole  province,  remained 
relatively  exempt. 

In  a  period  of  a  little  more  than  two  months,  or  from  June  20  to 
August  24,  there  were  about  30,000  choleraic  deaths  in  the  Caucasus, 
outof  a  population  of  about  5,000,000  inhabitants,  or  1  death  in  about 
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200  of  the  population  within  sixty-two  days.  The  Caucasus  holds  tlie 
first  rank  as  a  cholera  focus  in  Eussia.  It  has  been  one  of  the  most 
virulent  ever  known  in  a  cholera  epidemic. 

On  the  southern  coast  of  the  Black  Sea  the  epidemic  made  little 
progress  along  the  Russian  littoral.  There  has  been  a  slight  increase 
of  the  disease  at  Taganrog  and  at  Eostow,  and  some  cases  have  occurred 
at  small  towns  in  the  Crimea,  but  the  situation  of  the  Eussian  ports 
with  i*egard  to  the  epidemic  may  be  said  to  be  ameliorated. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  quarantine  station  of  Platana  and  of 
Platana  itself  is  much  improved.  During  a  period  of  one  month  there 
were  105  choleraic  deaths  reported  for  the  station  and  city.  The  sta- 
tion is  less  crowded,  and  there  is  reason  to  hope  for  a  speedy  cessation 
of  the  epidemic  should  no  unexpected  increase  occur. 

In  view  of  the  progress  of  cholera  during  August  a  quarantine  of  ten 
days  was  imposed  on  the  Turkish  frontier  on  ai'ticles  of  commerce 
arriving  from  the  Black  Sea  littoral  from  Ordon  to  the  ports  on  the 
Eu«so-Eoumanian  frontier,  inclusive.  Productions  arriving  from  Rou- 
mania  and  Bulgaria  were  subjected  to  from  twelve  to  twenty-four 
houi-s'  observation  at  the  entrance  of  the  Bosphorus  or  at  Sinope. 
The  vilayets  of  Trebizonde  and  Ezeroum  were  directed  to  maintain 
strict  quarantine  against  all  articles  af  traffic  arriving  from  Persia  and 
the  Transcaucasus. 

If  we  cast  a  glance  over  the  progress  of  the  epidemic  we  will  see  that 
it  started  from  Djellabad,  a  city  in  Afghanistan,  situated  between  Pe- 
shawur  and  Cabul,  about  the  month  of  December,  1891 ;  that  it  slowly 
traversed  the  mountainous  territory  separating  Cabul  from  Herat, 
which  latter  place  it  reached  in  March,  1892 ;  that  it  gained  Meched 
in  the  Khorassan  about  May  27,  from  four  to  five  months  after  leaving 
Djellabad,  but  from  Meched  it  reached  the  Transcaspian  Eailway 
about  June  20,  appearing  at  the  stations  of  Askalabad  and  Ouzorm- 
Ada  on  the  Caspian  Sea.  It  was,  therefore,  six  months  and  more  in 
traveling  from  Afghanistan  to  the  Caspian  Sea,  but  there  it  encoun- 
tered other  railways  and  routes  of  navigation  and  traveled  to  St.  Peters- 
burg, in  northern  Eussia,  and  Hamburg,  in  northwestern  Germany, 
in  less  than  two  months.  The  rapidity  of  its  progress  was,  therefore, 
quadrupled  during  the  second  stage  of  its  line  of  travel.  At  the  time 
of  writing  cholera  exists  in  three-quarters  of  the  immense  territory*  of 
Eussia,  in  some  ports  of  Germany,  at  Antwerp,  Havre,  etc.  The  Turk- 
ish Government  has  quarantined  against  the  ports  named.  Medical 
inspection,  with  disinfection  and  change  of  cars,  is  required  for  the 
railway  trains  at  Manstapha,  on  the  Constantinople  line,  and  at  Mitro-  * 
vitza,  on  the  Salonica  line.  There  is  still  cause  to  dread  the  choleraic 
foci  in  the  Caucasus  and  Persia,  but  the  conditions  prevailing  there  are 
less  threatening  than  during  the  month  of  August.

There  are  no  cases  of  cholera  in  New  York  Bay.  There  are  two  con- 
valescents and  a  number  of  persons  who  were  exposed  but  have  passed 
the  period  of  detention  without  development.  We  will  have  discharged 
all  persons  employed  in  the  lower  bay  and  those  detained  for  observa- 
tion, etc.,  by  expiration  of  this  week  unless  there  are  some  new  devel- 
opments, which  I  do  not  anticipate.

Cape  Charles  Quarantine — Treatment  of  the  North  German  Lloyd  steamer 
Gera. — Surgeon  Hutton  sends  the  following  report : 

September  27,  1892. 

Sir  :  In  reply  to  Department  letter  ''H.  W.  A.,"  of  the  26th  instant, 
requesting  a  report  upon  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  North  German 
Lloyd  steamer  Gera,  her  immigrants,  baggage,  and  cargo,  I  have  re- 
spectfully to  report  that  the  Gera  arrived  at  this  station  on  the  23d 
instant,  having  on  board  a  crew  of  95  and  968  immigrants.  She  Siiiled 
from  Bremen,  Germany,  on  the  10th  instant.  She  had  consular  eertiti- 
cate  from  Mr.  Hugo  M.  Starkloff,  attesting  that  all  the  immigrants  on 
board  had  been  kept  under  sanitary  control  for  several  days  before 
embarkation ;  that  both  the  steamer  and  all  baggage  had  been  disin- 
fected ;  that  none  of  the  immigrants  were  from  infected  districts,  and 
no  Buasians  were  among  them. 
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On  arrival  h^re,  a  careful  inspection  of  the  records  of  the  ship  showed 
that  but  16  cases  of  all  sorts  of  sickuess  had  been  treated  by  the  ship's 
surgeons  during  the  voyage,  among  which  were  toothache,  gonor- 
rhea, menorrhagia,  parturition,  etc.,  the  only  serious  case  being  one  of 
dysentery,  which,  after  10  days'  tieatment,  had  recovered  on  arrival 
here.  Only  1  death  occurred,  that  of  a  child,  two  months  old,  from 
inanition,  due  to  premature  birth  (seven  months). 

At  the  first  inspection  not  a  single  person  was  sick  abed.  Every 
immigrant  and  all  the  crew  were  made  to  pass  slowly  in  single  file 
before  Surgeon  Carter  and  Paased  Assistant  Surgeon  Perry,  who  ex- 
amined every  one  physically,  w^hile  Surgeon  Hutton  and  the  master  of 
vessel  counted  them,  and  not  one  presented  symptoms  of  illness  of  any 
kind.  A  better  condition  of  health  can  not  be  found  anywhere  among 
1,063  people. 

As  a  nmtter  of  precaution,  however,  we  have  disinfected  again,  by 
live  steam,  all  immigrant  baggage  kept  in  the  steerage. 

Her  cargo  is  general,  mainly  from  Vienna,  and  not  likely  to  carry 
infection.  There  are  aboard  86  small  bales  of  grain  bags,  carried  from 
Baltimore  to  the  docks  at  Bremen,  and  there  emptied,  and  returned. 
As  these  did  not  pass  beyond  the  docks  at  Bremen,  and  that  port  was 
not  infected,  I  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  disinfect  them. 

I  beg,  therefore,  to  state  that,  in  my  opinion,  nothing  is  to  be  gained, 
from  a  sanitary  standpoint,  by  detaining  these  people  for  a  longer 
period  than  five  days  from  the  completion  of  the  last  disinfection  of 
the  immigrant  baggage. 

On  the  other  hand,  detention  on  a  vessel  lying  at  anchor,  with  the 
consequent  stagnation  of  the  air  in  the  close  quarters  and  the  mental 
depression  caused  by  virtual  imprisonment,  disappointment,  etc.,  will 
in  all  proliability  cause  sickuess  of  serious  magnitude. 

1  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  it  is  safe  and  advisable  to  release 
the  people  on  the  Gera  by  Friday  next,  provided  no  suspicious  diseases 
develop  in  tlie  meantime,  which  I  do  not  apprehend.  At  this  date  all 
are  well.

Cleveland^   Ohio — Local  inspection  of  passengers  discontinued  ;   State  in- 
spection in  force. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Brooks,  Marine  Haspital  Service,  furnishes 
the  following  information  under  date  of  September  29  : 

1  have  the  honor  to  rei>ort  that  the  inspection  of  passenger  trains, 
vessels,  and  canal  boats  institute<l  by  the  city  of  Cleveland  on  the  18th 
instant  was  discontinued  last  night  (28th). 

The  inspection  of  p-cU^senger  trains  under  the  direction  of  the  Ohio 
State  board  of  health  at  various  points  of  ingress  into  this  State  is 
still  in  operation. 

To  the  SuR(iEON  General  M.  H.  S. 

Inspection  of  immigninis  at  Sanlte  Ste,  Marie,  Mich, — The  lollowing 
report  has  been  received  from  A.  A.  Surgeon  Floyd,  dated  September 
80,  1892: 
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Thirty  seven  immigrants  arrived  this  day  from  Quebec  on  C.  P.  R. 
R.,  having  landed  from  steamer  Vancouver  from  Liverpool.  Each  in- 
dividual brought  a  certilicate  of  inspection  and  disinfection  from  Que- 
bec. I  detained  them,  and  submitted  their  baggage,  etc.,  to  steam  at 
40- pound  pressure  for  one  hour,  after  which  it  wi^  all  ticketed  and 
marked  passed,  each  passenger  also  receiving  a  ceitilicate  that  they 
w  ere  in  good  health.  They  will  proceed  upon  their  journey  to  the 
Western  States  to-morrow,  if  not  detiiined  by  local  authorities. 

Conflict  of  State  and  local  boards  at  Detroit^  Mich, — Surgeon  Geo.  W. 
Stoner,  under  date  of  September  28,  furnishes  the  following  addi- 
tional information  upon  this  subject,  referred  to  in  Abstuact  of  Sep 
tember  30 : 

Confirming  my  telegrams  of  the  26th  and  27th  instant,  respectively, 
(\)  *^ Meeting  of  State  and  local  boards  here  to-morrow;  will  wire  re- 
sults." and  (2)  "Two  more  inspectors  needed  to  cover  requirements  of 
State  board.  United  States  inspectors  will  obey  State  regulations; 
answer,''  I  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  meeting  referred  to,  continued 
nearly  all  day  yesterday  without  resulting  in  a  definite  understanding, 
between  the  State  and  local  boards.  The  requirements  of  the  two 
boards  are  somewhat  different,  but  in  my  opinion  there  need  be  no 
conflict  at  all. 

To  the  Surgeon-General  M.-H.  S. 

If,  for  example,  one  of  the  boards  requires  longer  detention  and  dis 
infection  of  baggage  of  certain  immigrants  than  the  other  board  re- 
quires, it  simply  becomes  the  duty  of  the  inspector  appointed  to  aid  the 
State  and  local  authorities  to  carry  out  the  longer  detention  and  disinfec- 
tion uutil  compromise  shall  have  been  effect^,  regardless  of  the  board 
or  the  authority  from  which  the  order  proceeds. 

At  present  the  State  board  is  unwilling  to  pass  immigrants  on  the 
certificates  of  the  Canadian  quarantine  omcitils,  but  requires  further 
disinfection,  etc.,  not  necessarily  twenty  days'  detention,  before  admit- 
ting them  to  Michigan,  while  the  local  (Detroit)  board,  in  view  of  its 
own  recent  inspection,  is  accepting  the  official  certificates  from  Quebec 
and  Montreal.  The  official  certificates  from  New  York  are  also  accepted 
by  the  local  board. 

More  inspectors  will  be  needed  to  do  the  work,  and  means  of  disin- 
fection must  also  be  supplied,  if  the  State  board  insists  upon  having 
the  work  done  on  the  Canadian  side.  • 

The  telegram  stating  that  two  more  inspectoi's  are  needed  was  sent, 
and  the  answer  requested,  upon  the  suggestion  of  the  committee  of  the 
State  board,  Dr.  Baker  and  Mr.  Wells. 

In  company  with  the  gentlemen,  last  evening  I  visited  the  several 
railroad  stations  in  Windsor,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  the  present  force 
of  inspectors  will  not  be  sulficieut  to  carry  out  a  system  of  general  and 
detailed  inspection  and  disinfection  if  such  system  t^hall  be  established. 

A  copy  of  the  rules  of  the  State  board  of  health  for  disinfection  of 
baggage  of  immigrants  is  herewith  inclosi*d.  The  disinfecting  proccvss, 
however,  has  not  yet  been  commenced  at  Detroit  or  Windsor.

Cholera  at  Buda-Pesth. 

The  following  cablegram  has  been  received : 

WASHiNaroN,  D.  C.,  October  4,  1892. 

Our  consul  at  Budg.  Pesth  cables  (not  dated,  received  to  day)  as 
follows:  '* Suspected  cases  in  this  city  proved  bacteriological  examina- 
tion Asiatic  cholera  Saturday  evening;  noon  to  day,  35  cases  oflfi- 
ciallv  announced ;  twelve  fatal."

Cholera  at  Liverpool — Precautionary  measures  taken  by  steamship  companies. 

United  Stateb  Conrxti.ate, 

Liverpool^  September  15,  1892. 

Sir  :  Continuing  the  subject  of  my  No.  178  of  the  29th  August,  I 
have  to  rex)ort  that  on  the  30th  I  received  authentic  information  that 
there  were  two  cases  of  cholera  in  hospital  here,  and  two  as  to  which 
there  was  still  some  doubt.  It  is  now  certain  that  the  fcmr  were  cases  of 
Asiatic  cholera.  Two  have  died  and  two  have  recoveied.  All  were  con- 
tinental emigrants  en  route  to  the  United  States.  There  has  been  no 
further  outbreak  of  the  disease  in  this  city,  and  thorouj^h  inspection  is 
rapidly  enforced  in  every  spot  where  contagion  might  find  lodgment. 

With  regard  to  the  disinfecting  processes,  mentioned  in  the  same 
dispatch,  I  desire  to  say  that  arrangements  for  steaming  all  steerage 
baggage  and  clothing  were  perfected  on  the  2d  instant,  and  the  elTects 
of  the  steerage  passengers  booked  to  sail  on  the  3d,  in  the  Alaska  of  the 
Guion  Line,  were  thoroughly  steamed,  but  on  receipt,  on  the  Siime  day, 
of  the  order  for  twenty  days'  quarantine  at  United  Statas  ports  of  all 
ships  conveying  immigrants,  these  were  put  ashore  and  the  Alaska 
sailed  without  steerage  passengers. 

The  emigrants  thus  shut  out,  with  others  whom  the  comx)anies  had 
already  contracted  to  carry,  are  being  sent  over  in  special  ships  with 
no  other  passengers.  For  their  own  protection,  however  as  preventive 
of  an  outbreak  during  the  voyage,  some  of  the  companies  have  re- 
quested me  to  disinfect,  by  the  sulphur  process,  the  effects  of  their 
emigrant  passengers  and  certify  accordingly.  This  I  have  done  in 
se\  eral  case^. 

The  one  exx)eriment  proved  that  to  continue  the  steaming  process 
properly  would  necessitate  great  enlargement  of  the  plant,  at  consider- 
able expense,  and  as  it  was  believed  that  even  with  this  precaution  the 
twenty  days'  quarantine  at  United  States  ports  would  still  be  required, 
the  steamship  companies  concluded  to  abandon  it. 

Since  the  declaration  of  quarantine  none  of  the  first-chiss  passenger 
ships  bonce  have  taken  steerage  jiassengei-s  or  emigrants,  and  all  the 
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Steamship  companies  here,  so  far  as  J  can  learn,  have  issued  orders  that 
for  the  present  no  steerage  passengei-s  shall  be  '* booked,''  and  every 
eifort  is  being  made  on  their  part  to  avoid  taking  first  and  second  class 
passengers  from  infected  districts.

Cholera — Second  case  at  Neiccastle-on- Tyne from  Hamburg, 

Consulate  of  the  United  States, 

Newcastle-on-Tyne^  Septemhei*  7,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  since  my  dispatch,  No.  26,  of 
2d  instant,  another  fatal  case  of  cholera  has  been  reported  to  this  dis- 
trict. 

A  seaman  belonging  to  steamship  Elbe,  from  Hamburg,  died  of  chol- 
era at  Tyne  Dock,  near  Jarrow,  on  the  5th  instant,  but  no  further  cases 
have  been  reported,  and  the  Elbe  is  still  in  quarantine. 

I  may  say  that  although  steamers  are  constantly  arriving  in  the  Tyne 
from  Hamburg  (30  hours),  and  the  local  authorities  appear  to  be  fully 
alive  to  the  dangers  of  the  situation,  yet  in  the  absence  of  authority 
from  the  local  government  board,  no  vessels  are  put  in  quarantine  un- 
less sickness  is  reported  on  board  npon  arrival.

Cholera  at  Crefeld,  Germany;  Nantes,  France;  Brussels,  Belgium. — The 
United  States  consul  at  Crefeld,  under  date  of  September  17,  reports 
one  case  of  cholera  in  the  hospital,  occurring  in  a  family  of  actors 
lately  arrived  from  Hamburg. 

The  United  States  consul  at  Nantes,  France,  also  reports  one  ca.se 
occurring  in  that  city  on  the  10th  of  September. 

The  United  States  consul  at  Brussels,  Belgium,  under  date  of  Sep- 
tember 7,  reports  one  case  in  that  city  in  the  family  of  a  boatman  \vho 

came  from  Antwerp. 

Cholera  at  Hamburg. 

Consulate  of  the  United  States, 

Hamburg,  September  7,  1892. 

Sir  :  Keferring  you  to  (Consul  Johnson's  dispatch,  No.  176,  dated 
August  25.  1.S92.  I  have  to  report  as  follows  :  Since  the  date  of  the 
above  dis])atch  the  cholera  has  made  rapid  progress,  and  ever  since, 
with  few  excei)tions.  the  incre^ise  of  new  cases  and  deaths  has  been  a 
steady  one.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  disease  had  already  taken  a 
firm  hold  before  the  authorities  of  Hamburg  knew  it.  Some  subordi- 
nate functionary  has  certainly  been  guilty  of  gross  criminal  negligence 
in  not  promptly  reporting  the  very  first  case  suspicious  of  being  chol- 
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era.  Had  this  l>oen  done  the  city  would  have  been  better  prepai'od  to 
fight  the  dread  disease,  instead  of  beginning  her  preparations  after  it 
had  gained  such  a  tirm  footing  that  the. most  strenuous  efforts  on  the 
part  of  the  authorities  were,  for  the  time  at  least,  powerless. 

As  a  conseiiuence  of  this  unprepared  condition,  I  may  mention 
that  even  to  day  no  absolutely  reliable  statistics  as  to  the  number  of 
victims  is  obtainable.  The  figures  published  by  the  Medical  Board 
show  a  discrepancy  up  to  date  of  over  2,000  deaths  against  the  number 
of  those  actually  buried.  Of  course  statistics  like  these  are  of  no  value, 
and  consequently  the  senate  cholera  commission  has  ordered  the  gov- 
ernment statistical  bureau  to  revise  the  reports  of  the  medical  bureau, 
and  in  future  the  statistics  will  be  kept  and  published  by  the  former. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  then  the  reports  may  be  relied  upon. 

Citizens'  committees  and  associations  are  now  eagerly  assisting  the 
authorities  in  their  elforts,  and  it  is  claimed  that  a  decrease  in  the  num- 
l>er  of  new  cases  and  deaths  has  been  officially  ascertained.  I  niust 
confess,  however,  that,  according  to  the  best  information  I  can  get,  it 
is  my  opinion  that  this  decrease  is  not  probable.  The  greatest  danger 
we  have  to  guard  against  is  our  water  supply,  which  is  derived  from 
the  river  Elbe,  the  very  same  river  into  which  the  sewers  open.  With 
such  conditions  it  is  hardly  surprising  that  such  a  disease  should  in 
crease  as  rapidly  as  it  has  done  in  Hamburg. 

Shipping  and  trade  in  geneml  are  almost  at  a  standstill.  All  steam- 
ship lines  have  absolutely  refused  to  carry  steerage  passengers,  while 
the  Hamburg-American  Packet  Company  will  only  carry  such  goods 
as  are  not  liable  to  infection. 

For  the  disinfection  of  such  articles  as  hides,  skins,  furs,  feathers, 
wool,  hair,  guts,  rennets,  etc.,  J  have  concluded  an  arrangement  with 
Messrs.  Phi lipp  Bauer  &  Co.  of  this  city.  The.se  gentlemen  havetmns- 
formed  a  large  warehouse  on  the  other  side  of  the  river  into  a  disinfect- 
ing station,  which  they  have  placed  in  charge  of  a  sworn  chemist  of  the 
Hamburg  chamber  of  commerce.  Under  this  functionary's  superin- 
tendence the  goods  are  subjected,  unbaled  or  unboxed,  for  six  consecu- 
tive hours,  to  the  fumes  of  sulphurous  acid  gas,  as  pre#^crib(Hi  in  the 
Treasury  Department's  circular  of  July  8,  1892.  He  thereupon  gives 
a  certificate  of  disinfection  over  his  seal  and  signature.  This  certificate 
is  then  authenticated  by  the  chamber  of  commerce,  and  finally  legal 
ized  by  the  United  States  consular  officer.  I  think  this  proccKlure  will 
insure  a  thorough  disinfection  of  the  goods  mentioned. 

I  am  seeing  that  all  vessels,  whether  carrying  passengers  or  not,  are 
also  disinfected  as  prescribed  in  the  above  mentioned  circular  of  the 
Treasury  Department.  Their  disinfection  I  have  arranged  to  be  watched 
by  special  officers  of  the  police  department.  The  certificate  of  disin- 
fection is  issued  by  the  chief  of  police  and  is  authenticate<l  by  me.  Rags 
are  not  shipped  at  all  from  here,  and  as  no  more  emigrants  sail  from 
this  port,  I  am  constrained  to  the  opinion  that  everything  possible  is 
being  done  by  the  consulate  to  i^revent  the  transfer  of  the  contagion  to 
the  United  States. 

I  shall  keep  the  Department  posted  of  any  important  changes  or  new 
phases,  by  cable  if  necessary.

Cholera — Invesligalion  of  six  cases  at  Bremen  by  Professor  Koch, 

Consulate  of  the  United  States, 

Bremen,  September'  9,  1892. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  confirm  the  following  cablegrams: 

Sei>tomber  5,  1892.  Depaitment  of  State,  Washington:  '*Two 
deaths  supposed  cholera.     Dr.  Koch  here  to  investigate." 

September  5,  1892.  Department  of  State,  Washington:  *' Professor 
Koch  states  excellent  sjinitary  condition  in  Bremen  and  Bremerhaveu. 
Single  crises  cholera  transmitted,  may  occur.  No  danger  of  epidemic 
cholera.'' 

September  7,  1892.  Department  of  State,  Washington:  "Health 
officer  reports  no  cholei*a  Bremen.'' 

In  addition  to  this  I  herewith  give  an  extract  from  the  oflftcial  report 
of  the  health  commission  of  Bremen,  enumemting  all  cases  of  Asiatic 
cholera  which  occurred  in  this  city  since  the  outbreak  of  the  epidemic 
in  Hamburg: 

Case  1. — Constance  Pusau,  three  years  old,  came  from  Hamburg,  and 
died  three  days  after  arrival  in  Bremen. 

Case  2. — Lighterman  Grosskopf  came  from  Hamburg  on  one  of  the 
lightei^s;  died  next  day. 

Case  3. — Lighterman  Garrels,  from  same  lighter,  died  from  cholera 
typhus,  seven  days  after  having  been  taken  ill. 

Case  4. — Elias  Becker,  a  Russian  traveling  through  Bremen  on  his 
trip  from  Riga  to  London,  died  within  a  day. 

Ca^es  5  and  6. — Adellieid  Renter  and  her  son,  Christian  Renter,  two 
yeai-s  of  age,  of  Bremen,  ti-ansferrexi  to  hos^^ital  on  the  3d  of  September, 
died  on  the  4th  of  September. 
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Since  the  3d  of  September  no  case  of  cholera  has  been  reported  from 
the  cityand  vicinity  of  Bremen. 

Professor  Koch,  who  came  from  Berlin,  sent  by  the  Eeichsamt,  ex- 
amined very  clasely  Bremen  and  Bremerhaven,  and  declared  the  san- 
itary condition  of  tJoth  cities  excellent ;  the  water  from  the  **  Weser'^ 
free  from  infection,  and  the  professor  expressed  at  the  same  time  great 
satisfaction  as  to  the  measures  taken  by  the  medical  commission  at 
Bremen  to  keep  their  city  clean  and  healthy  in  every  particular. 

Professor  Koch  was  also  greatly  pleased  about  the  precautions  taken 
by  the  North  German  Lloyd  as  regards  their  ships,  passengers,  and 
baggage,  and  believes  that  there  exists  no  reason  to  think  that  an  epi- 
demy  of  cholera  will  make  its  appearance  in  Bremen. 

This,  of  course,  does  not  exclude  the  transmittal  of  a  few  sporadic 
cases  from  Hamburg  or  other  places,  notwithstanding  the  great  pre- 
caution taken  with  all  passengers  arriving  in  Bremen. 

You  will  perceive  from  this  report  that  the  rumors  as  regards  cholera 
in  Bremen  which  seem  to  alarm  traveling  Americans  in  other  cities  of 
Europe  are  entirely  unfounded,  and  that  Bremen  to  day  is  one  of  the 
safest  harbors  in  Europe.

The  figures  from  1866  to  1873  represent  the  entire  territory  of  the 
State  of  Hamburg,  while  the  other  figures  are  merely  for  the  city. 

In  1866.  Hamburg  had,  with  its  suburbs,  apopulation  of  about  260,000 ; 
in  1873,  about  330,000;  in  1890,  about  570,000. 

If  you  compare  the  figures  given  in  the  above  tables  lifith  the  7,500 
cases  and  3,273  deaths  reported  in  the  period  from  August  18  to  Sep- 
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teniber  7,  1892.  you  umst,  with  all  allowances  for  the  increase  of  pop 
ulatioD,  admit  that  the  present  epidemic  is  the  most  serious  that  has  at 
any  time  prevaile<l  at  Hamburg. 

In  1871  tlie  smallpox  epidemic  which  then  yisited  Hamburg  carried 
off  more  than  4,000  persons. 

The  following  figures  show  the  number  of  deaths  from  cholera  in 
Berlin  during  the  different  visitations  of  cholera  to  this  capital:

Since  1873  there  has  been  no  epidemic  of  cholera  in  Grermauy. 

In  this  connection  I  inclose,  as  of  possible  interest,  a  clipping  from 
the  St/iudard  of  London  of  September  6,  1892,  entitled  the  history  of 
cholera. 

The  general  health  of  the  city  of  Berlin  is  very  good,  considering  the 
extreme  and  unusual  heat  of  the  past  six  weeks. 

So  fai*  every  case  of  cholera  reported  here  has  been  traced  to  Ham- 
burg except  one.  ' 

There  have  been  many  suspicious  cases  sent  to  the  hospitals  here, 
but  so  far  only  six  deaths  from  Asiatic  cholera. 

At  the  present  moment  there  is  not  the  slightest  sign  of  an  epidemic 
of  cholera  in  Berlin. 

Many  children,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  inclosed  statement,  have  died 
during  this  past  week  of  a  variety  of  intestinal  diseases,  but  not  cholera 
morbus,  and  certainly  not  Asiatic  cholera,  if  the  official  reports  are  to 
be  trusted. 

The  sanitary  situation  here  may  therefore  be  said  to  be  satisfactory, 
considering  the  nearness  and  situation  of  Hamburg. 

No  doubt  infected  persons  from  Hamburg  may  now  and  then  escape 
the  sanitary  guard  at  the  outskirts  of  this  city,  but  sooner  or  later  every 
suspected  case  is  detected  and  promptly  isolated. 

The  Berlin  public  fully  realize  the  gravity  of  the  situation,  but  there 
is  not  the  slightest  panic  in  any  quarter. 

A  most  confident  feeling  prevails  here  among  all  classes  in  respect 
of  the  power  of  the  sanitary  authorities  to  prevent  any  serious  epidemic. 

This  feeling  is  certainly  indorsed  by  the  statistics  of  what  has  oc- 
curred here  since  the  outbreak  of  the  choleia  at  Hamburg  and  the 
appearance  of  the  first  case  here.

SiK :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  Trea.snry  circu- 
lai-s,  Xos.  141, 143,  and  147,  prescribing  reguJations  for  the  disinfection 
of  the  i)ersonjil  baggage  and  effects  of  immigrants  and  of  old  rags  im- 
poited  from  Enrope  to  the  United  States,  all  of  which  have  been  care- 
fully noted  and  copies  thereof  distributed  to  the  several  consulates 
which  are  under  the  supervision  of  this  olTice. 

In  the  same  connection,  I  have  to  report  that  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  consular  district  of  Frankfort  has  been  throughout  the  summer 
and  still  remains  entirely  satisfactory.  The  most  careful  exercise  of  all 
means  at  my  command  has  failed  to  reveal  a  single  case  of  Asiatic 
cholera  in  the  consular  district  of  Frankfort  since  the  beginning  of  the 
present  epidemic  in  Hamburg.  There  have  been  recorded  in  Frank- 
fort during  the  past  ten  days  a  few  cases  of  cholera  morbus,  but  gen- 
erally of  a  mild  type  and  easily  attributable  to  the  unusually  pro- 
tracted and  severe  heat  of  July  and  August. 

At  several  points  within  the  supervision  of  this  consulate-general — 
notably  at  Coblentz,  inthedistrictof  Cologne,  and  atCarlsruheand  Heil- 
kj  onn  in  the  district  of  Mannheim — several  cases  have  occurred  in  which 
fugitives  from  Hamburg  have  been  attacked  by  Asiatic  cholera  within 
two  OP  three  days  after  their  arrival,  and  about  two-thirds  of  such 
instances  have  died,  but  so  perfect  has  been  the  isolation  of  these  im- 
ported cases,  and  so  good  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  places 
named,  that  in  no  instance  has  the  contagion  been  kindled,  and  the 
disease  has  thus  far  been  strictly  confined  to  the  persons  who  had  al- 
ready been  infected  at  Hamburg. 

This  fact,  considered  in  contrast  with  what  occurred  during  the 
cholera  epidemics  of  1884  and  1885,  in  southern  France,  when  a  single 
stricken  fugitive  from  Marseilles  was  sufficient  to  kindle  at  many 
interior  towns  and  villages,  an  epidemic  which  would  scourge  an  entire 
community,  is  of  the  highest  and  most  assuring  signiificance. 

Throughout  central,^  southern,  and  western  Germany  the  most  rigid 
precautionary  measures  have  been  adopted,  and  at  this  time  there 
seems  to  be  no  good  reason  to  doubt  that  the  epidemic  of  this  year,  at 
least,  will  be  confined  to  Hamburg  and  its  immediate  vicinity.  The 
utmost  degree  of  watchfulness  will  continue  to  be  maintained,  and  on 
the  first  appearance  of  danger  the  facts  will  be  promptly  communicated 
to  the  Department.

Cholera  at  Hanover,  Germany. 

Consular  Agency  of  the  United  States, 

Hanover,  September  3,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  beg  to  inform  you  that  in  obedience  to  instructions  I  have 
cabled  to  the  Department  of  State  in  Washington  notice  of  the  fact 
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that  Asiatic  cholera  has  made  its  appearance  in  this  city.  I  am 
officially  informed  by  the  royal  police  department  here  that  today  the 
bacteriological  institute  in  this  city  confirmed  the  fact  of  the  appear- 
ance of  the  disease  in  Hanover. 

While  as  yet  there  has  been  only  one  case  (there  have  been  several 
suspicious  cases  in  differentplacesinthishalf  of  your  consular  district), 
I  have  felt  it  my  duty  to  notify  the  Department  at  once,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  large  quantities  of  rags,  wool,  and  feathers  are  now  en  route 
from  Hanover  to  various  Atlantic  ports  of  the  United  States  (Boston, 
Xew  York,  and  Philadelphia^ 

As  yet  the  disease  is  by  no  means  epidemic  here,  and  the  authorities 
have  taken  every  precaution  to  resist  its  advance.  The  municipal 
authorities  of  Hanover  have  prohibits  the  purchase,  sale,  and  collec- 
tion of  rags,  thus  absolutely  stopping  this  important  branch  of  business 
for  the  present.  The  danger,  however,  to  our  country  lies  in  the  wares 
which  have  alreadj'  been  shipped  via  infected  ports  and  in  the  wares 
stored  in  infected  places  in  Germany  now,  which,  so  soon  as  our  Gov- 
ernment removes  the  prohibition  on  their  importation,  will  be  sent  to 
the  United  States,  after  more  or  less  thorough  ** disinfection."  So  far, 
during  the  current  quarter,  the  total  value  of  the  rags,  wool,  and 
feathers  shipped  from  this  consular  district  to  the  United  States  exceeds 
that  of  any  other  article. 

Consular  Regulations,  paragraph  335,  indicates  that  a  telegram  should 
be  sent  only  when  the  disease  has  already  become  epidemic  in  a  place, 
but  I  believe  that  the  threatening  danger  in  this  case  warrants  me  in 
giving  the  Department  prompt  warning,  in  order  that  shipments  of  the 
sorts  referred  to,  may  receive  special  attention.

Two  of  the 
patients  have  already  been  dismissed  as  cured,  two  are  still  being  treated 
by  physicians;  as  yet  no  death  from  cholera  has  occurred.

Sir:  In  confirming  my  cablegram  of  this  morning,  ** three  cholera 
cases,  two  fatal,  stated,'^  permit  me  to  inform  you  of  the  results  of  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  the  first  four  cases,  just  completed,  which 
estab  ishes  the  fact  that  the  above  were  cases  of  Asiatic  cholera.  Three 
of  these  cases  have  so  far  terminated  fatally.

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Naples,  Italy — Sanitary  condition — Few  isolated  cases  of  cholera. 

Consulate  of  the  United  States, 

Naples^  September  16,  1892. 

SiK:  In  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  your  circular  bearing  date 
September  1,  1892,  and  thinking  it  may  be  of  interest  and  use  to  your 
service,  I  venture  to  inform  you  that  the  health  and  sanitary  condition 
of  the  port  of  Naples  was  never  better  than  at  this  time,  and  this  holds 
good,  also,  I  am  reliably  informed,  in  regard  to  the  whole  of  the  prov- 
ince. It  is  free  from  any  epidemic,  and  no  contagious  or  infectious 
disease  whatever  exists. 

Two  cases,  however,  of  supposed  cholera  did  occur  recently  on  the 
Island  of  Capri  (twenty  miles  or  more  away),  resulting  in  death.  The 
first  case  was  that  of  a  German  woman,  lately  arrived  from  Hamburg, 
with  the  germs  of  the  disease  in  her  system.  The  second  was  a  native 
woman,  a  member  of  the  family  where  the  first  case  originated.  The 
surviving  members  of  this  family  have  been  isolated,  and  every  pre- 
caution possible  resorted  to,  in  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  in- 
fection, and  the  work  of  disinfection  still  goes  on  with  great  activity. 

Wooden  houses  are  being  erected  for  the  reception  and  isolation  of 
new  cases,  should  any  develop,  and  pure  drinking  water,  with  which 
Naples  is  so  abundantly  supplied,  is  being  sent  to  the  island  for  the  use 
of  the  people,  instead  of  the  impure  well  water,  which  they  have  been 
accustomed  to  drink. 

The  physician  of  the  town,  '* Doctor  Cerio,''  writes  me  that  the  sit- 
uation there  has  greatly  improved,  and  he  believes  that  further  danger 
from  cholera  is  not  to  be  feared.  The  newspapers  also  report  the 
health  of  the  place  to  be  good,  and  confidence  and  tranquility  are  re- 
turning to  reassure  the  inhabitiints  that  danger  from  the  fell  destroyer 
has  passed. 

During  the  great  isholera  epidemic  in  Naples  during  the  years  1884, 
1885,  and  1886,  Capri  had  not  a  single  case.  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the 
sailing  of  the  ''Fabreline''  steamship  Massilia^  Captain  Verries,  on  the 
13th  instant,  with  47G  emigrants  on  board,  all,  after  a  careful  examina- 
tion (at  which  I  was  present),  pronounced  in  good  health  by  the  med- 
ical and  i)ort  authorities.  The  sleeping  compartments  and  mattresses 
were  fumigated  for  eight  houi-s  with  sulphur,  and  their  baggage  with 
steam,  each  piece  about  fitleen  minutes.  Please  find  inclosed  some 
newspaper  clippings  relative  to  the  public  health  of  Naples.  '

JPreventative  measures  adopted  by  the  city  cauncU  of  Vienna  against  cholera.

SiB:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  translation  of  the 
ordinance  adopted  by  the  city  council  of  Vienna,  and  printed  in  the 
newspapers  here,  for  the  prevention  of  the  introduction  of  cholem  and 
for  the  sanitary  care  of  the  city  and  the  patients  therein  should  the 
dreaded  disease  make  its  appearance.

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As  no  case  of  cholera  has,  as  yet,  been  I'eported  to  have  occurred 
within  the  limits  of  the  Austro-Huugarian  Monarchy  this  year,  and  as 
that  disease  has  raged  in  the  countries  on  the  eastern  and  northern 
frontiers  of  this  Empire,  it  would  seem  that  the  preventative  measures 
adopted  by  the  Austrian  a^uthori ties  are  deserving  of  special  notice  and 
consideration.

[Translation.] 

In  each  of  the  nineteen  districts  of  Vienna  there  is  a  transportation 
oflfice,  with  conveyances,  consisting  of  wagons  and  horses,  to  carry  patients 
having  infectious  diseases.  In  each  of  these  offices  there  are  constantly 
on  duty  two  carriers  out  of  the  thirty-six  which  have  recently  been  en- 
gaged. In  case  of  the  breaking  out  of  an  epidemic,  live  great  centn^ 
stations  will  be  opened  in  addition,  provided  with  thirteen  two-horse 
carriages,  and  the  necessary  attendants.  Upon  notice,  which  can  be 
left  at  any  police  station,  such  carriage  will  immediately  be  sent  to 
any  place  where  a  suspected  case  of  cholera  has  shown  itself.  The  city 
physicians  in  the  different  districts  will  be  on  permanent  service,  and 
will  have  to  report  three  times  a  day,  the  last  time  in  the  evening,  at 
the  bureau  of  the  town  hall  of  their  respective  districts.  They  are  not 
allowed  to  he  absent  for  any  length  of  time  from  their  place  of  duty, 
and  must  keep  the  station  master  informed  of  their  whereabouts,  in 
order  that  they  may  be  found  at  any  time. 

There  will  also  be  a  permanent  night  service,  consisting  of  a  sanitary 
officer  and  a  servant,  to  perform  the  necessary  disinfections.  In  case 
danger  becomes  more  imminent,  a  hired  carriage  is  to  be  kept  in  waiting 
near  the  stations  during  the  whole  night,  and  a  further  increase  of  at- 
tendants is  contemplated.  If  the  cholera  breaks  out,  the  district  will  be 
divided  into  subdistricts,  with  a  physician  for  each,  for  the  special 
benefit  of  the  poor,  and,  if  required,  additional  assistants  will  be  en- 
gaged. At  the  station  of  the  first  district,  to  which  important  notices 
from  all  the  other  districts  are  sent,  there  is  a  permanent  service  of 
physicians  until  8  o'clock  p.  m.  After  that  time,  the  medical  men 
must  be  in  the  immediate  neighborhood.  A  sanitary  officer  will  have 
his  lodging  at  the  City  Hall,  to  send  information  to  the  physicians  dur- 
ing the  night  when  travelers  have  to  be  examined. 

At  present,  eleven  steam  disinfecting  appliances  are  in  operation,  and 
ten  more  are  being  prepared,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  a  sufficient  safe- 
guard in  that  direction.  The  localities  where  disinfection  is  performed 
are  provided  with  all  the  necessary  implements,  and  disinfectives  are 
also  kept  in  readiness  to  be  sent  to  the  more  remote  districts.  Nurses 
and  attendants  have  been  supplied  with  printed  instructions,  and  phy- 
sicians and  sanitary  officers  have  been  directed  how  to  act. 

The  examination  of  travelers  and  passengers  will  take  place  by  the 
city  physicians,  to  which  end  a  carriage  will  be  placed  at  the  latter's 
disposal.  Most  passengers  will  arrive  in  the  first,  second,  fourth,  and 
sixth  districts,  and  in  case  of  need  an  increase  is  planned  in  the  number 
of  physicians  to  make  these  examinations  and  those  in  private  houses. 
The  mayor  of  the  city  has  addressed  a  petition  to  the  Government,  re- 
questing that  every  railway  train  should  be  accompanied  by  a  physi- 
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cian,  from  the  frontier  to  its  place  of  destination,  to  observe  the  passen- 
gers, which  would  be  followed  by  a  five  days'  observation  after  they 
have  reached  Vienna. 

Cholera-^Review  of  the  epidemic  at  8t.  Petersburg. 

Legation  of  the  United  States," 

St.  Petersburg,  September  7,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  there  is  a  very  sensible  decrease 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  cholera  and  of  deaths  therefrom  in  this  city 
the  last  few  days.  The  epidemic  has  from  its  outbreak  been  of  a  mild 
character,  as  demonstrated  by  the  small  percentage  of  mortality,  only 
about  30  per  cent  of  the  cases  proving  fatal ;  the  largest  number  of  cases 
daily  being  about  260,  and  of  deaths  about  55.  It  has  confined  itself 
thus  far  to  the  poorer  classes,  but  cases  have  occurred  in  all  parts  of  the 
town  and  province,  and  have  not  been  limited  to  the  habitations  of  the 
I)oor;  in  fact,  there  has  been  a  case  in  the  house  where  this  legation 
and  I  have  our  quarters. 

The  hospitals  and  special  barracks  erected  for  the  care  of  cholera 
patients  are  reported  to  be  admirably  managed ;  so  perfect  is  the  order 
that  the  minister  of  the  interior  told  me  that  he  has  given  directions, 
in  case  of  an  attack,  to  be  treated  there  instead  of  at  his  own  dwelling. 

A  noble  example  of  courage  has  just  been  shown  by  the  Emperor 
and  Empress,  who  two  days  ago  came  from  Peterhof  for  the  special 
purpose  of  inspecting  personally  the  condition  of  the  choler^  patients 
at  the  hospitals,  of  cheering  them,  and  encouraging  those  who  are  devot- 
ing themselves  to  their  care.  Their  majesties  visited  a  number  of  the 
hospitals,  where  several  hundred  patients  were  lying  ill  in  all  stages  of 
the  disease. 

Their  visit  can  not  fail  to  have  an  excellent  moral  effect  upon  those 
who  are  obliged  to  remain  here  and  face  the  danger ;  but  it  should  be 
added  that  there  is  no  evidence  of  uneasiness  in  the  population ;  rather 
the  contrary  might  be  said  to  exist,  apathy  being  shown  to  the  degree 
of  imprudence  in  the  consumption  of  cucumbers,  green  fruit,  and  other 
unwholesome  food,  in  cholera  times.

Cholera  at  Teheran,  Persia. 

Consulate- General  of  the  United  States, 

Teheran,  August  6,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  confirm  my  telegraphic  communi- 
cation of  this  date,  as  follows:  **  Poster,  Secretary  of  State,  Washing- 
ton.   Cholera  has  broken  out  here.     Ten  deaths  yesterday.    Fox.'' 

Owing  to  the  entire  lack  of  statistics  it  is  almost  impossible  to  ob- 
tain reliable  information  as  to  number  of  cases. 

At  present  the  scourge  is  confined  to  the  native  part  of  the  town. 
There  are  absolutely  no  sanitary  arrangements  in  that  section.  It  is 
filthy  beyond  all  description.  The  death  rate  will  probably  be  large. 
Arrangements  are  being  perfected  to  open  the  American  Hospital,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  good  work  may  be  done.     It  is  expected  that  the 
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France— iV«<;6.  —Month  of  August,  1892.  Population,  97, 720.  Total 
deaths,  108,  including  phthisis  pulmonalis,  9 ;  enteric  fever,  8 ;  diph- 
theria and  croTlp,  3. 

Great  Britain — England  and  Wales, — The  deaths  registered  in  33 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  September  17 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  18.6  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,188,449.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Huddersfield,  viz,  9.7,  and  the  highest  in  Preston,  viz,  27.7 
a  thousand. 

London, — One  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty- one  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles,  17 ;  scarlet  fever,  31 ; 
diphtheria,  36 ;  whooping  cough,  12 ;  enteric  fever,  19 ;  typhus  fever, 
1 ;  diarrhea  and  dysentery,  109 ;  and  cholera  and  choleraic  diarrhea,  6. 
The  deaths  from  all  causes  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  16.9  a 
thousand.  In  greater  London  1,790  deaths  were  registered,  corre- 
sponding to  an  annual  rate  of  16.0  a  thousand  of  the  population.  In 
the  ^^ outer  ring"  the  deaths  included  measles,  12;  diphtheria,  11 ;  and 
diarrhea,  39. 

Ireland, — ^The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  September  17,1n  the  16  principal  town 
districts  of  Ireland,  was  18.6  a  thousand  of  the  population.  The  lowest 
rate  was  recorded  in  Lisburn,  viz,  0.0,  and  the  highest  in  London- 
derry, viz,  28.3  a  thousand.  In  Dublin  and  suburbs  156  deaths  were 
registered,  including  measles,  1 ;  whooping  cough,  1 ;  enteric  fever,  3 ; 
and  diarrhea,  17. 

Scotland, — The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  September  17  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  17.0  a  thou- 
sand of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,447,500.  The  lowest 
mortality  was  recorded  in  Perth,  viz,  10.4,  and  the  highest  in  Greenock, 
viz,  19.0  a  thousand.  The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  registered  from 
all  causes  was  474,  including  measles,  12 ;  scarlet  fever,  13 ;  diphtheria, 
7 ;  whooping  cough,  5 ;  fever,  7  ;  and  diarrhea,  26. 

Dundee. — Month  of  August,  1892.  Total  deaths,  222,  including 
enteric  fever,  1 ;  scarlet  fever,  1 ;  diphtheria,  2 ;  whooping  cough,  4 ; 
and  diarrhea,  10. 

Cuba — Havana, — ^The  United  States  sanitary  inspector,  under  date 
of  August  24,  1892,  reports  as  follows  : 

There  were  124  deaths  in  this  city  during  the  week  ending  Septem- 
ber 22,  1892. 

Twenty-three  of  those  deaths  were  caused  by  yellow  fever  (with  ap- 
proximately 85  new  cases),  2  were  caused  by  enteric  fever,  and  4  by 
so-called  pernicious  fever. 
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It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that  as  far  as  known  there  is  no  case 
of  Asiatic  cholera  on  any  part  of  the  island.

Progress  of  the  cholera  epidemic  of  the  current  year, 
[Translated  for  thia  Bureau  from  Xh^  Hygienische  Rundschau,  September  15,  1892.] 

The  cholera  epidemic  of  1892  appears  to  have  reverted  to  the  course 
taken  by  epidemics  before  the  opening  of  the  Suez  canal,  and  to  have 
reached  Europe  by  the  overland  route.  Other  epidemics  that  have  oc- 
curred during  the  past  ten  years  have  followed  the  line  of  travel  by  sea. 

The  starting  point  of  the  present  epidemic  was  Herat,  but  its  origin 
is  still  undetermined.  Advices  received  from  Simla  in  June  stated  the 
outbreak  of  an  extraordinarily  vii-ulent  cholera  epidemic  in  India  early 
in  the  spring  of  this  year.  The  dissemination  of  the  disease  was  due  to 
the  occurrence  of  the  yearly  fair  held  at  Hurdwar  in. connection  with 
the  religious  pilgrimage. 

It  is  obligatory  on  every  Hindoo  to  bathe  in  the  Ganges  where  it  is- 
sues from  the  mountains,  and  this  point  is  considered  a  cholera  focus. 
The  low  stage  of  water  this  season  was  an  unfavorable  circumstance, 
as  the  bathing  place  of  the  pilgrims  was  reduced  to  a  stagnant  pool. 
Another  fact  to  be  noted  is  that  dying  Hindoos  are  immersed  in  this 
stream.  On  March  22  the  first  case  occurred  at  Hurdwar.  On  the 
25th  the  fair  was  closed  by  the  police  authorities.  Not  more  than  110 
choleraic  deaths  occurred  at  Hurdwar.  The  disease  was  spread  by  re-, 
turning  pilgrims  along  the  route  of  the  Northwestern  Eailway  through 
the  Punjaub.  On  March  30,  at  Delhi,  11  cases  of  cholera  were  removed 
from  the  station.  Four  days  later  110  cases  and  73  deaths  were  re- 
ported. By  April  18  the  disease  had  spread  to  Lahore,  where  in  June 
2,000  cases  and  1,100  deaths  were  reported.  In  the  Hissar  district, 
where  the  population  numbers  504,000,  3,500  persons  had  died  of  chol- 
-era  by  the  1st  of  June. 

On  April  15  the  cholera  epidemic  had  reached  Afghanistan.  From 
April  19  to  April  29  there  were  5,575  choleraic  deatl)S  at  Kabul.  At 
the  same  time  it  was  reported  present  at  Herat  in  a  violent  form ;  about 
2,000  persons  died  of  it. 
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The  St.  Petersburg  Gazette^  under  date  of  June  27,  published  the 
following  as  official  information:  **The  first  report  of  a  cholera  epi- 
demic was  received  from  Herat,  February  28."  In  view  of  this  state- 
ment, it  seen^  open  to  doubt  whether  the  origin  of  the  present  epi- 
demic can  be  assigned  to  the  outbreak  of  cholera  at  Hurdwar  in  March. 
The  cholera  epidemic  of  1892  seems  to  be  a  recrudescence  of  the  epi- 
demics that  prevailed  in  1889, 1890,  and  1891  in  Mesopotamia  and  Persia. 
It  was  officially  reported  from  Constantinople  October  11, 1891,  that  22 
places  in  the  districts  of  Djisiri-Sur,  Orfa,  and  Surudj,  and  Zar,  in  the 
vilayet  of  Aleppo,  were  affected  with  cholera  and  choleraic  cases,  and 
deaths  were  reported  on  January  4,  1892.  Arabia  was  infected  by  the 
arrival  of  a  transi)ort  ship  from  Syria  at  Hodeida,  January  5,  1892, 
and  the  dispersion  of  the  troops  throughout  the  interior  of  the  coun- 
.  try.  It  seems  probable  that  pilgrims  returning  from  Arabia  conveyed 
the  disease  to  Herat  in  February  of  this  year.

Inspection  service  at  Sault  8t,  Marie. — Acting  Assistant  Surg.  Floyd 

reports  as  follows : 

October  4,  1892. 

Sir:  Fifteen  immigrants  arrived  at  the  Canada  Sault  from  Quebec, 
where  they  landed  from  steamer  Pa^Hsian,  They  brought  with  them 
certificates  for  each  person  from  quarantine  officers  at  Grosse  Isle  and 
Quebec  as  to  their  having  been  bathed  and  their  baggage  thoroughly 
disinfected  by  heat  and  carbolic  solution.  I  also  detained  and  sub- 
mitted their  baggage  to  steam  heat  for  one  hour,  and  they  are  all  in 
good  health. 

To  the  Supervising  Surgeon-General  M.-H.  S. 

Necemty  of  continued  vigilance  during  the  winter  to  prevent  introduction  of 
cholera — Precautions  required  on  the  Canadian  frontier'. 

The  following  letter  has  been  received  from  Dr.  Henry  B.  Baker, 
secretary  of  the  State  board  of  health  of  Michigan : 

Michigan  State  Board  of  Health, 

Office  of  the  Secretary, 
Ijansing,  Mich,,  October  5,  1892. 

Dear  Doctor  :  September  6,  in  order  to  protect  the  State  of  Mich- 
igan and  the  Northwest  from  the  introduction  of  cholera,  the  Michigan 
State  board  of  health  declared  a  quarantine,  on  its  eastern  border,  of 
twenty  days^  deteption  of  all  **  immigrants  from  an  European  poit  by 
way  otany  seaport  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,^'  supplementing  your 
order  approved  by  the  President  September  1, 1892.  That  rule  is  still 
in  force,  except  that  since  September  26  a  special  committee  has  been 
authorized  by  the  State  board  of  health  to  act  in  cases  arising  under  it ; 
but  before  acting  for  the  release  of  immigrants  detained,  the  committee 
requires  a  thorough  disinfection  of  baggage  of  any  such  immigrant. 

The  regular  meeting' of  this  State  board  of  health  is  to  be  next  Tues- 
day, when  the  subject  will  come  up  again,  and  I  write  to  aiSk  you  to 
write  me  so  that  I  will  get  your  letter  before  Tuesday,  giving  me  what 
information  you  can  that  will  be  of  use  to  this  board  at  that  meeting. 
Kindly  advise  me  as  to  what  extent  the  United  States  order  for  quar- 
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an  tine  detention  of  twenty  days  is  being  carried  out,  especially  on  the 
Atlantic  seaboard.  Immigration  into  this  country  by  way  of  the  St. 
Lawrence  is  still  considerable,  and  there  is  no  detention  of  immigrants 
who  come  by  way  of  Liverpool  and  other  ports  supposed  to  be  unin- 
fected until  the  immigrant  reaches  the  Michigan  border.  Here  they 
are  detained  long  enough  to  permit  of  an  inspection  of  persons  and 
disinfection  of  baggage.  Some  of  them  come  on  vessels,  as,  for  instance, 
the  steamship  Parisian  from  Liverpool  to  Montreal,  on  which  **uo 
steemge  passengers  were  carried. ''  Some  of  the  immigrants  for  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  their  journey  have  been  associated  with  immi- 
gnuits  from  Hamburg  and  other  infected  places. 

Is  it  not  true  that,  in  late  years,  cholei-a  has  not  gained  an  enti-ance 
into  this  country  by  way  of  a  ship  knoum  to  be,  infected,  or  on  a  ship 
from  a  poit  kiiown  to  be  infected  f  The  recent  experience  in  New  York 
is  of  this  same  character.  Cholera  came  into  New  York,  but  probably 
not  by  either  of  the  ships  known  to  be  infected  with  cholera.  In  1873 
cholera  was  carried  into  C'arthage,  Ohio,  Crow  River,  Minn.,  and 
Yankton,  S.  Dak.,  in  pei-sonal  effects  of  immigrants  who  were  not  sick 
and  who  had  come  to  New  York  Citv  on  vessels  believed  to  be  unin- 
fected.  The  point  I  wish  to  make  is,  that  the  greatest  danger  of  the 
introduction  of  cholera  into  this  country  is  not  by  way  of  vessels  like 
the  Normannia,  known  to  be  infected,  and  with  which  every  precaution 
is  taken  at  the  seaboard,  but  the  greatest  danger  is  in  the  baggage  of 
immigrants  who  come  from  some  port  believed  to  be  uninfected,  their 
baggage  being  allowed  to  pass  without  disinfection.  This  is  one  reason 
why  I  think  there  should  be  a  line  of  inspection  and  disinfection  extend 
ing  from  Sault  St.  Marie,  Mich.,  certainly  as  far  south  as  Lake  Erie, 
and  prelerably  as  far  south  as  Kentucky.  Such  a  line  of  inspection 
and  disinfection  would  not  be  extremely  expensive ;  I  do  not  think 
it  would  cost  more  than  would  six  cases  of  cholera  in  the  citv  of  Detroit 
or  in  Chicago. 

If  cholera  were  to  occur  in  the  country,  or  a  small  city,  it  would 
probably  be  easily  stamped  out;  but  in  Detroit  or  Chicago  the  case 
might  be  far  dilTerent.  So  far  as  Michigan  and  the  Northwest  are  con- 
cerned, Detroit  and  Chicago  are  vital  and  vulnerable  points.  It  seems 
to  me  that  extraordinary  care  should  be  used  to  prevent  the  entrance 
of  cholera  into  either  of  these  places. 

With  tiie  cessation  of  cholera  in  New  York  and  in  the  port  of  New 
York,  the  public  and  some  health  authorities  seem  to  conclude  that 
there  is  no  longer  danger  from  the  introduction  of  cholera.  I  would 
be  glad  if  you  would  give  me  an  expression  of  your  views.  Cholera 
seems  to  be  still  present  in  all  foreign  countries  where  it  has  heretofore 
been  reported,  and  is  reported  now  in  a  number  of  new  countries. 
Other  things  being  equal,  does  not  this  seem  to  indicate  fhat  the 
danger  of  the  introduction  of  cholera  into  this  country  is  increasing  T 
I  suppose  the  immigration  will  slacken  somewhat  during  the  winter, 
but  will  probably  begin  again  early  in  the  spring. 

So  far  as  concerns  the  immigration  through  and  into  Michigan,  by 
way  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  it  will  be  more  dangerous  after  the  navigation 
closes  than  it  is  now,  unless  something  ditferent  from  what  has  been 
done  heretofore  is  done  at  Portland,  Halifax,  and  St.  Johns,  where  the 
immigrants  will  disembark. 

Dr.  Bryce  has  again  gone  to  Detroit.  He  opposes  any  safeguard  at 
that  point.     The  health  officer  of  Detroit  is  doing  what  he  can  to  break 
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down  an  efficient  system  of  inspection  and  disinfection  there.  Some 
of  the  railroad  officials  seem  to  be  avei*se  to  such  a  system.  Voii  will 
probably  be  importuned  to  do  away  with  the  system.  I  trust  that  you 
will  give  the  subject  careful  attention.  You  undoubtedly  realize  that 
there  are  great  interests  in  the  Northwest,  besides  the  World's  Fair, 
which  may  perhaps  be  protended  only  through  an  efficient  system  of 
inspection  and  disinfection  along  our  Eastern  border. 

To  the  Supervising  Surgeon-General  M.-H.  S. 

Following  is  the  reply : 

Treasury  Department, 
Office  of  Supervising  Surgeon-General  M.-H.  S., 

Washington,  D,  C,  October  8,  1892. 

Dear  Doctor:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
letter  of  the  5th  instant,  and  in  reply  to  your  inquiry,  ''as  to  what  ex- 
tent the  United  States  order  for  quarantine  detention  of  twenty  days  is 
being  carried  out,  especially  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard/'  I  have  to  state 
that  the  circular  of  September  1,  imposing  a  twenty  days'  quarantine 
upon  all  vessels  bringing  immigrants  into  the  United  States,  the  said 
detention  being  imposed  for  the  purpose  of  causing  a  suspension  of  im- 
migration, has  resulted  in  a  practical  cCvSsation  of  the  same  into  Ameri- 
can seaports.  In  the  enforcement  of  this  order  it  was  found  that  in  a 
few  instances  immigrants  have  been  booked  and  assembled  on  the 
other  side  for  transportation  to  this  country  before  the  issue  of  the  De- 
partment circular,  and  inasmuch  as  heavy  penalties  are  imposed  by 
foreign  governments  for  the  nonfulfillment  of  contracts  of  this  kind,  in 
these  several  instances  special  consideration  has  been  given  nearly  all 
of  them,  it  having  been  shown  that  at  least  twenty  days  had  expired 
between  the  date  of  their  embarkation  and  the  entry  of  the  vessel,  but 
in  each  case  a  special  report  upon  the  ship,  cargo,  and  the  immigrants 
and  their  baggage  has  been  made  by  the  regular  officer  of  the  Marine- 
Hospital  Service,  and  a  certificate  given  as  to  the  safety  of  the  same. 

It  is  believed  that  there  will  be  no  more  of  these  exceptional  cases ; 
and  any  vessel  bringing  immigrants  hereafter  that  were  booked  after 
September  1  will  be  subject  to  the  full  twenty  days'  quarantine.  The 
steamship  companies,  however,  have  given  every  assurance  that  there 
will  be  no  effort  made  to  override  the  wishes  of  the  Government ;  and 
it  appears  now  that  the  only  immigrants  who  may  come  to  the  United 
States  for  an  indefinite  time  will  be  such  as  may  arrive  upon  tramp 
steamers,  in  expectation  of  serving  out  tne  twenty  days'  detention. 

.  Your  views  concerning  the  great  danger  of  introduction  of  cholera 
through  the  medium  of  baggage  of  immigrants  arriving  from  some 
port  believed  to  be  uninfected,  and  upon  a  vessel  without  any  history  of 
infection,  are  entirely  in  accord  with  my  own,  which  I  expressed  in  a 
letter  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  as  early  as  July  7.  (See  Ab- 
stract of  Sanitary  Reports,  dated  July  15,  1892,  pi  318.) 

By  reference  to  Department  circulars  of  August  17  and  24,  however, 
it  will  be  seen  that  no  baggage  of  immigrants  is  allowed  entry  into  the 
United  States  at  any  seaport  without  previous  disinfection,  and  by  ref- 
erence to  Department  circular  of  September  3,  1892,  it  will  be  seen 
that  no  immigrants'  baggage  is  allowed  into  the  United  States  through 
the  Canadian  border  without  previous  disinfection.     To  enforce  this 
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latter  provision  a  liue  of  inspectoi*s  has  been  established  from  the  Maiue 
frontier  to  the  Pacific  coast.    There  are  three  classes  of  these  inspectors : 

1.  The  medical  inspectors  especially  appointed  for  this  object 

2.  The  regular  immigrant  inspectors  appointed  under  the  immigra- 
tion act. 

3.  The  customs  inspectors. 

The  last  two  classes  have  been  specially  ordered  to  aid  in  this  regu- 
lar work.  If  there  is  a  point  on  the  frontier  which  is  unguarded  by 
these  inspectors,  I  would  be  glad  to  be  informed  of  it. 

With  regard  to  your  suggestion  that  there  should  be  a  line  of  inspec- 
tion and  disinfection  extending  from  Sault  St.  Marie,  Mich.,  as  fiar 
south  as  Lake  Erie,  I  have  to  inform  you  that  there  is  such  a  line  in 
operation  now,  and  there  are  special  medical  inspectors  appointed  at 
Sault  St.  Marie,  St.  Clair,  Port  Huron,  and  Detroit,  there  being  at  the 
last-named  port  four  medical  inspectors  for  this  purpose. 

With  regard  to  extending  the  line  as  far  south  as  Kentucky,  the 
necessity  for  this  at  the  present  time  is  not  apparent.  I  would  be  glad 
to  have  you  explain  why  you  suggested  this,  inasmuch  as  there  are  in- 
spectors also  stationed  along  the  shore  line  of  Lake  Eri^. 

With  regard  to  disinfection,  it  is  held  in  general  that  the  railroad 
companies  who  bring  the  immigrants  to  our  bbrdei-s  should  be  made  to 
pay  the  cost  of  the  same,  inasmucli  as  they  have  been  duly  notified  of 
the  requirements  of  the  Government,  and  when  the  disinfection  is  done 
directly  on  the  border  it  must  be  done  under  the  inspection  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Government  medical  officer.  In  illustration  of  this, 
I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  report  of  the  medical  inspector  at  Sault  St 
Marie,  under  dates  of  September  9,  11,  14,  18,  and  23,  published  in  the 
Abstbactt  of  Sanitary  Eepokts,  showing  that  he  had  personally 
supervised  the  disinfection  of  immigrants'  baggage  by  steam.  This 
process,  it  is  believed,  can  be  very  readily  canied  out  at  every  point 
on  the  border,  particularly  by  the  use  of  the  locomotive  and  box  car 
belonging  to  the  railroad  company. 

In  this  connection,  I  have  to  state  that  I  am  today  in  receipt  of  a^ 
letter  from  the  acting  assistant  surgeon  at  Sault  St.  Marie,  requesting 
information  with  regard  to  the  detention  of  immigrants,  and  stating^ 
that  **there  is  not,  nor  has  been  at  any  time  since  the  quarantine  has 
been  ordered,  any  State  or  local  health  officer  enforcing,  or  doing  any- 
thing towards  enforcing,  their  orders  for  the  detention  of  immigrants.'' 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  Surg.  Stoner,  additional 
inspectors  have  been  appointed  at  Detroit  for  the  purpose  of  carryiug^ 
out  the  wishes  of  the  State  board  of  health ;  but  if  a  long  period  of 
detention  is  to  be  enforced  by  the  State,  the  medical  inspectors  of  this 
Bureau  are  required  to  aid  thereiu,  and  it  would  seem  incumbent  upoa 
the  State  to  provide  some  officer  whom  these  inspector  could  aid.  Na 
quarantine  detention  of  twenty  days  has  as  yet  been  imposed  by  the 
General  Government  at  the  Canadian  border,  but  the  duties  of  the 
medical  inspectors  under  orders  from  this  Bureau,  as  set  forth  iu 
Department  circular  of  September  3.  are  to  board  incoming  trains,  and 
to  see  that  no  baggage  of  immigrants  is  allowed  entry  without  pre- 
vious disinfection

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Supposed  cases  of  cholera  at  Grahwick,  near  Tonaimnda,  N,  T. — The 
following  report  has  been  received  from  U.  S.  Medical  Inspector 
Charles  A.  Ring  : 

Suspension  Bridge,  N.  Y.,  October  7,  1892. 

Sir:  Yesterday  and  last  evening  it  was  stated  that  there  had  been 
2  deaths  from  cholera,  and  that  there  were  5  cases  of  this  disease  in 
Orahwich,  a  surbarb  of  North  Touawanda. 

This  morning  T  called  upon  Dr.  C.  W.  Jayne,  health  officer  of  North 
Tonawanda.  Upon  his  invitation  I  accompanied  him  to  the  house  in 
which  the  cases  were  located.  Seven  in  the  morning  I  again  visited 
the  house  in  company  with  Dr.  E.  Wende,  health  commissioner  of 
Bulialo  and  Dr.  W.  H.  Bergtold,  present  upon  the  call  and  invitation 
of  Dr.  Jeyne,  for  consultation  and  advice. 

The  house  is  one  story,  wooden,  without  cellar  or  sewerage,  and  sup- 
plied with  Niagara  water  from  a  street  hydrant.  It  is  about  20  by  30 
feet,  with  a  kitchen  addition.  There  is  a  living  room,  a  sitting  room 
with  two  beds,  and  two  small  bedrooms  with  a  bed  in  each.  The  house 
and  surroundings  were  very  dirty,  almost  filthy. 

The  family  consisted  of  Frank  Kalma,  aged  35  years  ;  his  wife  (about 
six  months  pregnant),  one  son  about  3i,  and  an  infant,  and  five  men 
boarders,  all  supposed  to  be  Hungarians,  and  all  in  this  country  over 
one  year,  excepting  one  man,  here  about  three  months.  The  men 
worked  in  iron  works  near  by. 

On  Monday  they  all  partook  from  a  common  dish  of  a  dinner  pre- 
pared from  meat  and  vegetables.  The  meat  is  stated  to  have  been 
pork,  but  this  is  doubted.  It  is  thought  that  the  meat  was  badly 
tainted,  and  that  the  vegetables  were  almost  spoiled,  they  all  being 
bought  at  a  very  low  price. 

It  is  stated  that  about  Saturday  and  Sunday  Kalma  had  been  drink- 
ing heavily. 

Kalma  was  taken  sick  on  Tuesday  morning  about  10  and  died  after 
11  that  night.  He  was  visited  once  by  Dr.  Tebor,  who,  calling  next 
morning,  found  him  dead.  He  thought  the  symptoms  and  signs  those 
of  Asiatic  cholera,  and  notified  Dr.  Jargen,  who  saw  the  body,  ordered 
it  packed  in  lime  in  a  coffin,  and  buried  Wednesday  night. 

i3uring  Wednesday  Raima's  oldest  son  was  taken,  and  died  after 
about  seven  hours.     He  was  attended  by  Dr.  Jargen. 

Dr.  Jargen  convened  the  board  of  health,  and  they  have  taken  all 
precautions.     There  are  two  guards. 

Yesterday  the  inmates  had  diarrhea,  slight,  going  to  the  privy  back 
■of  the  house.  To-day  one  member  had  two  movements.  There  has 
been  no  disturbance  of  the  stomach.     All  are  up  to-day. 

In  the  house  next,  the  man  had  diarrhea  yesterday,  but  no  move- 
ment of  the  bowels  up  to  noon.  He  had  been  drinking  for  two  or 
three  days. 

The  inmates  have  received  letters  and  papers  from  the  old  country. 
!No  other  means  of  contagion  could  be  discovered. 

After  consultation,  the  cases  were  thought  to  be  either  ptomarin 
toxemia  or  cholera.  Cultures  will  be  made.  Quarantine  will  be 
maintained. 

Doctor  Wende  stated  that  he  should  not  quarantine  between  Buffalo 
4ind  Tonawanda. 
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There  was  some  anxiety  on  the  part  of  the  Canadian  customs  officials 
at  Clifton  (where  I  have  ray  quaiters  in  the  Rosli  Hotel).  I  have  ex- 
plained the  situation  to  Mr.  Flynn,  their  collector,  who  will  not  estab- 
lish quarantine. 

To  the  Supervising  Surgeon-General  M.-H.  S. 

The  following  telegram  from  Ernest  Wende,  the  health  commissioner 
of  Buffalo,  received  on  the  10th  instant,  gives  additional  information : 

Buffalo,  October  10,  1892. 

Symptoms  as  described  by  Dr.  Jayne,  local  health  officer,  also  as  given 
by  members  of  family,  simulate  Asiatic  cholera.  Can  not  satisfactorily 
trace  origin.  Both  father  and  son  have  been  in  this  country  about 
eighteen  months.  It  is  alleged  that  the  family  were  visited  by  immi- 
grants from  Hungary  on  the  way  West  about  ten  days  prior  to  deaths. 
It  h{us  also  been  stated  that  the  deceased  had  partaken  of  putrid  meat, 
for  which  there  is  no  fonndation.  From  personal' investigation  should 
regard  them  as  very  suspicious.  Will  wire  result  of  bacteriological  re- 
search as  soon  as  known. 

A  telegram  was  sent  in  reply  to  this,  asking  Dr.  Wende  to  ascertain, 
if  possible,  further  particulars  about  the  Hungarian  immigrants,  their 
destination,  and  at  what  point  Ihey  entered  the  United  States.

BepoH  upon  condition  of  nteamJihips  MasUlia  and  Polaria, — Passed  As- 
sistant Surg.  Kiuyouu  writes  as  follows : 

New  York  Quarantine,  October  6,  1892. 

Sir:  Confirming  my  telegram  of  this  date  in  regard  to  thesteamship 
MasilliOj  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  I  have  this  day  made  an  inspec- 
tion of  the  above  steamer,  and  report  as  follows  : 

The  MasiUia  ai  rived  in  quarantine,  eight  days  ago  and  was  released 
this  morning  after  their  baggage  was  again  disinfected. 

I  mustered  the  crew  and  passengers  on  deck,  and  gave  each  a  per- 
sonal inspection,  and  found  every  one  in  good  health  save  one  passen- 
ger, a  woman  who  had  given  birth  the  night  before. 

There  hiis  been  no  cjise  of  suspicious  illness  on  board  during  the  voy- 
age or  while  in  quarantine.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  vessel  is 
good  ;  everything  in  the  steerage  clean  and  in  good  order.  Total  num- 
ber on  board,  518 — crew,  42;  passengers,  476. 

The  cargo  is  from  Marseilles  and  Napless,  and  is  of  such  a  character 
that  it  is  not  liable  to  convey  contagion  of  any  kind.

Sir  :  Referring  to  my  telegram  of  this  date,  relative  to  the  steamship 
PoUiriiu  I  have  the  honor  to  report  as  follows  : 

The  Polaria  was  relea^sed  by  the  health  officer  this  morning,  and  I 
made  an  inspection  as  soon  as  I  was  informed. 

The  crew  and  passengers  were  mustered  and  inspected.  I  found  all 
well,  no  ease  of  illness  having  occurred  during  the  voyage  or  while  ia 
quarantine.     There  was  one  birth  two  days  before  ray  inspection.

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All  the  pei'soual  effects  of  these  immigrants  were  disinfected  by  bi- 
chloride of  mercurv  and  bv  steam. 

The  cargo  is  one  of  a  miscellaneous  character,  among  which  is  2,600 
bags  of  sugar  from  Stettin  (!).  The  vessel  will  discharge  her  cargo 
under  quarantine  regulations. 

I  consider  her  perfectly  safe.

Cape  Charles  Quarantine, 

Treatment  of  steamship  Miinchen, — The  following  report  has  been  re- 
ceived from  Surg.  Carter : 

September  30,  1892. 

Sir:  The  German  steamship  Miinchen  arrived  last  night,  and  was 
boarded  this  morning.  Has  1,212  passengers,  steerage,  and  97  in  crew. 
No  suspicious  sickness  and  no  deaths  en  route.  No  quamntineable  dis- 
ease on  arrival,  but  passengers  look  badly,  annemic  and  listless,  doubt- 
less from  crowding  and  rough  passage.  She  has  the  usual  consular 
certificates  that  the  vessel  and  passengers*  baggage  were  disinfected 
under  his  control ;  that  no  passenger  came  from  a  locality  infected 
with  cholera  at  the  time  of  leaving,  and  that  all  had  been  under  san- 
itary control  at  Bremen  before  embarkation.  No  Eussians  aboard  save 
some  returned  from  Buenos  Ayres. 

The  cargo  is  all  good,  but  will  stieam  twenty-three  bundles  of  bags. 
The  baggage  the  passengers  have  with,  them  will  be  disinfected  to-day, 
to-morrow,  and  next  day. 

Relative  to  the  packed  bfiggage  in  the  hold,  I  would  say  that  this 
has  not  been  disinfected  so  far  on  any  similar  vessel,  and  it  would  take 
from  eight  to  fourteen  days  to  do  so  with  the  means  at  my  disposal, 
with  an  almost  certain  injury  to  a  considerable  extent.  This  has  been 
unpacked  and  submitted  to  a  process  of  disinfection  in  Bremen  under 
the  direction  of  the  United  States  consul ;  of  the  value  of  which  I  have 
little  certain  data.  As  this  baggage  has  passed  hitherto,  and  if  from 
noninfected  districts,  as  the  consul  certifies,  and  which  is  pretty  cer- 
tainly true,  because  no  cholera  has  yet  arisen  in  Bremen,  which  would 
have  happened  if  much  infected  baggage  was  there  handled  and  spread 
out.  I  will  not  disinfect  it  unless  ordered  by  the  Department.  There  is 
probably  130  tons  of  it  in  boxes,  iron-bound  and  otherwise  strongly 
secured.

CHOLERA. 

Supplementary  report  of  cases  of  cholera  at  Grangemouth^  a  port  30  mile» 
west  from  Leith  {see  Abstract,  Hepteniber  9,  1892.) 

U.  S.  Consulate  for  Leith  at  Edinburgh,  Scotland, 

September  20,  1892. 

I  beg  respectfully  to  report  that  another  case  of  cholera  has  occurred 
at  Grangemouth,  in  the  county  of  Stirling,  the  person  seized  with  the 
malady  being  the  second  officer  of  the  steamer  Helene  Sauber,  from  Ham- 
burg. This  is  the  steamer  on  which  the  cholera  case  occurred  lately 
which  proved  fatal  and  which  I  reported  on  the  25th  ultimo.  In  the 
present  case  the  steamer  on  arrival  had  a  clean  bill  of  health,  and,  no 
sickness  being  reported,  she  was  admitted  without  demur ;  but  on 
16th  instant,  the  day  when  the  Helene  Sauber  again  left  Grangemouth, 
the  man  referred  to  was  taken  suddenly  ill,  the  symptoms  being  those 
of  cholera.  He  was  removed  to  the  hospital,  and  by  administration  of 
remedies  promptly,  he  felt  easier.  By  latest  account  from  the  medical 
officer  of  Grangemouth,  to  whom  I  applied  for  information,  I  learn  that 
the  man  is  recovering,  and  there  is  no  other  case  of  cholera  at  that  port.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that,  by  the  order  of  the  minis- 
ter of  the  interior,  this  port  has  been  declared  infected  with  cholera, 
which  I  took  the  liberty  to  wire  you  to  day. 

From  the  12th  up  to  the  22d  instant  there  "have  been  in  all  43  cases, 
with  21  deaths  in  this  city. 

The  disease  has  been  slowly  progressing,  and  all  efforts  are  made  by 
the  authorities  to  prevent  a  further  spreading.

United  States  Consulate, 

Batoum,  September  13,  1892. 

Sir  :  The  foUowiug  figures  are  taken  from  the  Russian  newspapers 
and  reported  as  *' official"  in  connection  with  the  cholera  epidemic  in 
the  Caucasus. 

The  cholera  may  be  said  to  have  first  appeared  in  Russia  in  the  town 
of  Baku  (into  which  place  it  was  brought  over  from  Persia),  the  first 
case  being  reported  on  the  6th  and  18th  of  June  last.  As  practically 
no  restrictions  were  placed  in  the  shape  of  quarantine,  dLsinfecting  or 
other  measures,  upon  people  leaving  Baku,  it  is  not  surprising  that  the 
epidemic  has  spread  over  the  whole  of  Russia  and  been  also  cxmveyed 
into  many  other  European  countries. 

The  figures  given  below  are  far  from  correct,  inasmuch  as  they  do 
not  include  the  death  rate  and  number  of  cases  among  the  soldiers, 
and  many  of  the  district  governors  have,  from  time  to  time,  omitted 
sending  in  their  reports.  The  totals  from  July  6-18  to  August  1-13 
for  the  Caucasus  are  as  follows :

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that,  there  were  2  cases  of 
cholera  here  yesterday,  both  ending  fatally,  thus  bringing  the  number  of 
deaths  from  cholera  in  this  town  since  the  outbreak  of  the  epidemic  to 
about  15. 

I  am  also  informed  from  Poti  that  there  were  2  suspicious  cases  there 
yesterday,  in  which  connection  I  beg  to  inform  you  that  the  steamship 
Lochmore  leaves,  or  has  already  left,  that  port  with  a  cargo  of  manga- 
nese ore  for  Baltimore.

After  having  raged  for  months  in  eastern  Russia,  whither  it  had  bee» 
introduced  from  India  via  Persia,  the  cholera  has  at  last  found  its  way 
to  the  seaports  of  western  and  central  Europe,  and  thence  extended 
into  the  interior.  At  present,  as  must  be  borne  distinctly  in  mind,  it 
is  impossible  to  say  positively  how  the  disease  originated  and  how  it 
reached  the  above-mentioned  seaports,  as  the  statements  made  on  this 
subject  are  uncertain  and  conti-adictory  and  so  far  have  found  no  sup- 
port in  facts.  When,  therefore,  in  the  following  a  short  account  is 
given  concerning  the  spread  of  the  cholera  in  central  Europe  only  the 
actual  phenomena  of  the  appearance  of  the  cholera  in  an  extensive  ter- 
ritory are  referred  to,  and  not  the  manner  of  the  original  introduction 
into  the  west. 

The  principal  eholeni  areas  aie  in  the  Caucasus,  on  the  Caspian  Sea, 
and  in  the  Volga  country,  over  which  places  the  cholera  made  its  way 
into  Russia  from  the  southeast,  until  it  finally  reached  St.  Petersburg,  on 
the  Baltic  Sea.  The  war  port  of  Petei-sburg,  Kronstadt,  has  had  chol- 
era cases  as  well  a»s  Wyborz,  which  lies  to  the  north.  In  the  entire 
land  of  the  regions  mentioned  the  cholera  was,  as  is  well  known,  very 
severe,  and  it  is  still  raging  there. 

In  the  west,  toward  the  German  frontier,  individual  cases  of  the 
cholera  appeared  in  the  Government  of  Lublin-  in  Poland,  but  ap- 
parently it  did  not  cross  the  German  or  Austria- Hungarian  frontier. 
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In  regard  to  the  origin  of  the  cholera  in  Havre,  Bonen,  Paris,  Ant- 
werp, and  Hamburg,  where  it  was  undoubtedly  introduced  from  out- 
side, nothing  positive  is  known.  The  infection  of  Hamburg  may  have 
come  by  rail  through  Germany  with  Russian  emigrants.  In  like  man- 
ner it  may  have  come  by  sea  from  the  Russian -Baltic  seaports.  Both 
theories  seem  to  be  wrong,  :us  the  cholera  did  not  first  break  out  in 
Hamburg  among  the  Russian  emigrants.  Moreover,  the  opinion  has 
recently  grown  that  the  disease  was  introduced  into  Hamburg  through 
the  stokers  engaged  in  India  by  the  great  steamship  companies.  But 
these  questions  shall  remain  undiscussed  here. 

The  fact  is  that  the  cholera  from  Hamburg,  which  was  infected  by  it 
soon  after  the  middle  of  August,  this  great e^st  of  continental  seaports 
being  attacked  with  extraordinary  severity,  has  spread  through  the 
interior. 

In  nearly  all  cases,  at  any  rate  in  the  great  majority  thereof,  the  cause 
of  the  appearance  of  cholera  in  the  other  German  towns  could  be  traced 
to  Hamburg  or  to  persons  arriving  from  Hamburg.  In  what  high 
degree,  with  the  present  facilities  of  conimunication,  which  are  un- 
changeable facts,  the  rest  of  Germany  is  exposed  to  the  danger  of  con- 
tjigion  or  to  the  introduction  of  severe  epidemics  is  taught  by  a  glance 
at  the  map,  especially  the  districts  lying  noar  Hamburg,  the  provinces 
of  Sehlaswig-Holstein,  Hanover,  8axony,  Brandenburg;  furthermore, 
the  central  German  states,  and,  in  le.ss  degree,  the  other  provinces  and 
states,  are  in  continual  danger  of  the  importation  of  disease.  Xever- 
theless,  the  numbf^r  of  cholera  cases  there  remained  com[)aratively 
small,  and  a  notable  spread  of  the  disease  among  the  local  populations, 
or  the  appearance  of  new.  independent  cholera  centers,  did  not  take 
place.  It  is  impossible — and  this  is  proof  of  the  insulliciency  of  the 
otficial  reports — to  obtain  even  yet  r«?liable  reports  concerning  tlie  num- 
ber and  extension  of  cfises  and  deaths.  From  one  of  the  latest  publica- 
tions of  the  Imperial  sanitary  department  we  have  the  figures  which 
represent  the  number  of  places  whore  cholera  has  occurred  in  the  dif- 
ferent governmental  districts  or  counties.  These  we  give  here  again 
briefly : 

In  the  governmental  districts,  Schleswig- Hoist ein,  58  places  ;  Sta.de, 
22;  Liineburg,  18;  Hanover,!;  Hildasheim,  4;  MindenandCoblenz,  1 
each;  Oppeln.  2;  Posen,  1;  Potsdam,  7;  Magdeburg,  5;  Stralsund,  1. 
Furthermore,  in  Me(;kh*nhiirg-Schwerin,  18 ;  Mecklenburg-Strelitz,  4 ; 
Oldenburg,  Brunswick,  Kingdom  of  Saxony,  Saxe-Altenburg.  1  each  ; 
as  also  Liibeck,  Bremen,  Berlin,  and  Hiunburg. 

As  stated  in  the  otficial  rei)ort,  most  of  the  cases  could  be  traced  as 
importations  from  Hamburg.  Outside  of  Hamburg  in  west  Europe 
there  are  cholera  centers  in  xVntwerx)  and  Paris.  In  the.se  piacivs,  also, 
the  manner  in  which  the  disease  originated  is  still  disputed.  The 
close  connection  by  sea  of  the  cities  mentioned,  its  well  as  Rouen  and 
Havre,  make  an-interchange  of  the  disease  probable. 

Notably,  and  in  a  certain  sense  happily,  appears  in  this  entire  sad 
afifair  the  phenomenon  that  the  further  spread  of  the  cholera  from 
Hamburg  (the  great  cholera  center),  in  spite  of  the  thousand-branclied 
connection  of  Hamburg  with  all  Germany,  has  been  of  a  sporadic  form, 
most  of  the  cases  remaining  detached.  We  have  succeeded,  we  can  say, 
in  checking  the  cholera  wherever  the  isolated  nursing  prescribed  by 
science  has  been  promptly  enforced.  Even  in  the  English  ports,  where 
single  imported  ca^es  occurred,  this  has  succeeded.     This  fact  is  the

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only  beam  of  lipjht  in  the  shady  picture ;  it  shows  that  not  the  shutting 
off  of  entire  localities  ordered  here  and  there  in  overwrou^jjht  anxiety 
is  the  proper  way  to  protect  the  public,  but  only  an  energetic,  cou- 
scieutious  isolation  and  nursing  of  the  sick.  This  precaution  has,  how- 
ever, in  Germany  proven  itself  entirely  sulficient.

Sdnitary  condition  of  Marseilles — Russian  immigration. 

Consulate  of  the  United  States, 

MarsnIIe.Sy  September  14,  1892. 

Sir:  I  hav^e  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  State  Depart- 
ment circular,  dated  August  ;U,  in  relation  to  the  disinfection  of  emi- 
grants, and  Ti'easury  Department  circular,  dated  September  1,  on 
quarantine  restrictions  upon  immigration,  and  to  report  that  I  at  once 
communicated  their  contents  to  the  two  steamship  linas  plying  between 
this  port  and  New  York,  the  (Jompagnic  Xationale  and  the  Compaguie 
Cyprien  Fabre.  These  lines  both  carry  emigrants,  but  they  get  them 
at  Naples,  and  not  at  Marseilles.  The  steamships  after  leaving  Mar- 
seiUes  with  their  cargo«3S  of  merchandise  touch  at  Xaples  for  their  emi- 
grants, and  then  proceed  direct  to  New  York. 

Tht^  Compaguie  Xationahi's  steamier  C/iandunaf/a  leaves  to-morrow  ; 
but  she  will  not  touch  at  Xaph'S  this  trip,  in  consi»queuce  of  the  Treas- 
ury regulations,  and  will  take  no  emigrant's.  The  Cyprien  Pabre 
steamer  Massil/ia  left  here  September  S,  and  will  call  at  Xaplas  for  800 
emigrants.  The  company's  ollieers  assure?  me  that  there  is  a  disinfect- 
ing plant  on  boaid  the  .)LtssiI/ia,  and  that  tht^  emigrants'  baggiige  will 
be  disinfe(;ted  at  Xaples,  under  suptirvision  of  our  consul  there,  or  if 
they  (*aii  not  do  it  all  there,  it  will  be  done  on  the  voyage  over. 

The  health  of  Marseilles  is  exceptionally  good,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  Russian  refugees  have  been  allowed  to  ent«r  this  port  with 
perfect  freedom  up  to  this  time.  Xow,  at  this  late  date,  and  when  the 
greatest  danger  h^us  been  run,  their  landing  is  forbidden. 

I  inclose  a  slip  from  the  Petit  Marseilles  of  September  7,  containing 
account  of  the  last  caravan  of  emigrants.  They  are  still  here  in  Mar- 
seilles, being  supported  by  the  Jewish  charitable  society  of  this  city. 
Efforts  are  being  nuule  to  induce  the  Paris  **Societe  de  Bienfaisance'' 
to  send  them  to  America*.  The  secretary  of  the  Israelite  consistory 
informs  me  that  several  hundred  of  these  refugees  have  passed  through 
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Marseille^  in  th(»  past  two  months,  and  that  «H)me  of  them,  he  believes, 
aided  by  the  Paris  society,  went  to  New  York  via  Havre  aud  Hamburg. 
Xone  of  them  shipjicid  here.  All  I  can  do  is  to  watch  tlie  steamers 
from  this  port.  The  retuix^^es  passing  throu«^h  here  goin<^  b}^  lines  from 
Havre.  Hamburg,  and  Antwerp  are  beyond  my  control.  As  already 
stated  in  former  disiwtches,  ^Marseilles  is  not  a  i)ort  of  embarkation  for 
emigrants  to  the  United  States.

Yet  another  caravan  of  Jews,  expelled  from  Russia,  has  been  sto]>ping 
at  Marseilles  since  last  week,  their  hKlging  place  being  in  the  Kue 
Mazmod.  These  unfortunate*- wretches  will  renmin  in  this  town  till  the 
Parisian  r'<uniniltee  of  Bienfaisance  can  send  them  to  diflereiit  destina- 
tions, aud  es})eciaily  to  America.  It  is  not  generally  known  that  the.se 
emigrants,  who  are  strict  observers  of  the  practices  enjoined  by  their 
religion,  will  eat  no  food,  es[)ecially  tiesh  meat,  unh\ss  it  has  bee*n  pre- 
l)ared  according  to  their  ritual.  An  ortho<lox  Jew  will  only  eat  beef 
that  is  cashc)\  i.  r.,  killed  in  accordance  with  the  rite,  and  then  thor- 
oughly examined  by  a  sptH'ialist  known  as  scliohet,  and  finally  sprinkled 
with  salt  and  washed  in  water. 

These*  unfortunate*  wandereis.  since  their  departure  from  Russia  a 
month  ago,  had  neither  tasted  meat  nor  me*at  soup  till  their  arrival 
here.  They  are  in  number  about  40.  Granel  Eabbi  Weyl,  in  his 
visit  to  them  yesterday,  ne)ted  the  privations  they  had  emelured  with 
re^spect  te)  fe)od,  and  h«*  has  sent  them  easher  m<*at  anel  vegetable's,  to- 
gether with  culinary  utensils  for  their  pre*paration.  in  order  that  the^y 
may  prepare  their  fe)od  for  them selvc^s  anel  nuiy  regain  stre^ngth,  especi- 
ally the  olel  anel  children,  after  the  fatigue's  the\v  have  enelureel  eluring 
their  we^iri.some  journev. 

We  should  have  much  pleixsure  in  e'ongratulating  Mr.  \Veyl  on  this 
ae*t  of  intelligent  e*harity  were  it  not  that  the  numerous  deeds  of 
beneficence  have  doubtle\ss  rendered  him  accustomeel  to  such  tokens  of 
a])i)re)bation,  and  if  the  poor  had  not  long  ago  learnenl  to  appreciate 
the  labors  of  one  to  whom  the^y  are  so  mue*li  indebte^d  for  their  material 
prosperity.

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Deaths  occurred  last  week,  1,021;  deaths  during  the  corresponding 
week  of  last  year,  1,0G7. 

N.  B. — These  deaths  are  for  the  principal  towns  of  upper  and  lower 
Egypt  {vide  Weekly  Bulletins  of  1891  and  1892  inclosed).  The  last 
case  of  Asiatic  cholera  occurred  on  August  15,  1883. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  during  last  epidemic,  \iz,  Asiatic  chol- 
era, was  56,107. 

The  epidemics  that  now  exist  are  smallpox  and  measles,  and  the  total 
number  of  deaths  from  the  beginning  up  to  date  are,  smallpox,  16; 
measles,  5. 

No  other  epidemic,  whether  cholera  or  any  other  disease  which 
spreads,  does  exist.

8iR  :  With  reference  to  my  previous  dispatches  on  cholera  nostras  at 
Acca,  Syria,  it  affords  me  now  much  pleasure  to  report  to  your  Depart- 
ment that  the  Official  Gazette  of  the  vilayet  of  Beirut  has  recently  an- 
nounced that  the  cholera  nostras  which  broke  out  in  that  city  in  June 
last  has  entirely  disappeared,  no  cholerine  cases  or  deaths  having  at 
all  occurred  in  the  Acca  district  since  July  28,  1892. 

I  also  have  the  honor  to  invite  the  attention  of  your  Department  to 
a  circular  received  this  day  from  the  Beirut  sanitary  office  by  the 
members  of  the  consular  body  residing  here,  of  which  the  following  is 
a  translation : 

*'  I  have  the  honor  to  bring  to  your  notice  that  by  decision  of  the  supe- 
rior sanitary  council  the  quarantine  of  five  days  imposed  the  9th  instant 
on  the  arrivals  from  the  Syrian  coast  from  Beirut,  exclusive,  to  Jaffa, 
noninclusive,  is  sui>pressed  and  replaced  by  a  medical  visit  to  commence 
from  the  11th  to  2M  August,  1802. '^ 

Now  that  the  cholera  nostras  which  appeared  at  Acca,  and  might  have 
developed  itself  into  a  serious  cholera  morbus,  has  completely  died  out, 
it  is  earnestly  hoped  that,  owing  to  the  strict  prophylactic  measures 
that  are  being  taken  by  the  lociil  authorities,  this  country  will  be  spared 
another  unwelcome  visit  of  the  dreadful  plague  prevailing  at  pr<seut 
in  many  parts  of  the  world,  and  which  during  the  last  two  years  hais 
greatly  prejudiced  the  commerce  of  Syria  and  caused  the  death  of  a 
large  number  of  Syrian  victims.

Cholera  at  Stettin^  Genminy, — In  connection  wnth  his  weekly  statistical 
report,  the  United  States  consul,  under  date  of  September  28,  1892,  re- 
ports as  follows : 

In  connection  with  my  weekly  report  on  contagious  diseasas  and 
deaths  at  this  x)lace,  I  beg  to  add  that  after  a  whole  week  no  more 
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fatal  cases  of  cholei-a  have  come  to  official  notice,  and  that,  including 
the  first  ca^es  stated,  on  the  11th  instant,  only  19  ca^s  and  10  deaths  in 
all  of  cholera  Asiatica  have  occurred  here  until  this  day.  There  have 
never  been  any  cases  of  cholera  on  the  steamers  carrying  emigrants 
from  Stettin  to  New  York,  the  last  being  the  Italia  and  the  Polaria, 
which  latter  is  now  cabled  to  have  arrived  at  New  York  with  all  people 
well  on  board. 

Antwerp  free  from  cholera.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  yesterday  a  message,  of  which 
the  following  is  a  copy,  was  cabled  by  me :

**At  request  of  Ked  Star  Line,  I  would  state  that  no  epidemic  of 
cholera  j)revail8  here  nor  has  prevailed  here  up  to  this  date. 

^^LIXCOLN." 

The  correctness  of  the  above  report  will  be  found  to  be  confirmed  in 
my  dispatch  to  you  No.  31,  dated  September  IG,  1892,  since  which  date 
there  has  been  no  material  change  in  the  sanitary  condition  at  this 
port. 

While  my  telegraphing  to  you  might  be  considered  as  uuctilled  for 
under  ordinary  circumstances,  still,  in  view  of  the  exaggerate*!  reports 
which  have  been  circulated  respecting  the  sanitary  condition  of  this 
city,  it  seemed  justifiable  to  inform  the  Department  as  to  the  actual  state 
of  affairs.

from  New  York,  have,  before  taking  in  any  cargo,  been  thoroughly 
disinfected  either  in  presence  of  the  late  United  States  consul,  James

Cuba — Havana, — The  following  report  has  been  i-eceiv^ed  from  the 
United  States  sanitary  ins])eetor,  dated  October  1,  1892: 

There  were  581  deaths  in  this  city  during  the  month  of  September, 
1892.  Seventy-five  of  those  deaths  were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  20  by 
enteric  fever,  18  by  so-called  pernicious  fever,  1  by  bilious  fev  er,  4  by 
paludal  fever,  3  by  diphtheria  and  croup,  and  1  by  glanders. 

During  the  week  ending  September  30,  there  were  159  deaths.  20  of 
whom  died  of  yellow  fever  (with  approximately  78  new  cases),  5  died 
of  enteric  fever,  5  of  so-called  pernicious  fever,  1  of  paludal  fever,  and 
3  of  diphtheria  and  croup. 

Fkanx'E — Nanies, — Month  of  August,  1893.  Population,  127,482. 
Total  deaths,  246,  including  smallpox,  2;  typhus  fever,  11;  enteric 
fever,  52  ;  scarlet  fever,  2 ;  and  diphtheria,  1. 

Great  Britain — England  and  Wales, — The  deaths  registered  in  33 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  September  24 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rat<3  of  17.2  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,188,449.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Croydon,  viz,  8.4,  and  the  highest  in  Preston,  viz,  29.2  a 
thousand. 

London, — One  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles,  8 ;  scarlet  fever,  27 ; 
diphtheria,  43;  whooping  cough,  12;  enteric  fever,  16;  and  diarrhea 
and  dysentery,  65.  The  deaths  from  all  causes  corresponded  to  an 
annual  rate  of  15.1  a  thousand.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs 
caused  152  deaths.  In  greater  London  1,584  deaths  were  registered, 
corresponding  to  an  annual  rate  of  14.4  a  thousand  of  the  population.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  a  report  concerning  the 
results  of  my  bacteriological  examination  of  the  suspected  cases  of 
Asiatic  cholera  occurring  at  North  Tonawanda,  N.  Y.,  October  4  and 
5,  1892.  Inasmuch  as  all  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  belonging  to  and 
used  by  the  first  patient  (Frank  Kalma)  had  been  destroyed  previous 
to  my  visit  with  you  to  the  house  of  these  people,  it  was  impossible  to 
obtain  material  from  this  case  for  examination,  and  therefore  this  re- 
port relates  wholly  to  the  ease  of  the  second  patient  (Baby  Kalma). 
The  clothing  and  bedding  of  this  child  were  still  at  hand  at  the  time 
of  our  inspection,  thirty-six  hours  alter  the  baby's  death.  There  were 
no  certain  traces  of  alvine  discharges  about  any  of  these  articles.  It 
was  impossible  to  learn  definitely  whether  diapers  had  been  used  to 
dress  the  child,  none  being  found  among  it^^  effects.  Several  pieces  of 
old  linen  and  a  large  skirt  were  found,  still  moist.  These  pieces  of 
clothing  were  said  to  have  been  used  about  the  child  during  its  last  ill- 
ness, though  it  was  difficult  to  «^scertain  whether  the  skirt  had  been 
dampened  by  vomit  or  urine  or  fa?ces.  It  was  stated,  however,  that 
the  shirt  hfid  not  been  washe<l.  Scmpings  were  secured  from  these 
things  and  from  a  pillow  on  which  the  child  had  rested  during  its  sick- 
ness, and  were  at  once  used  to  inoculate  gelatine  and  agaragar  tubes. 
These  primary  cultures  were,  as  soon  as  possible,  subjected  to  the  usual 
bacteriological  analysis,  i,  e.,  plating,  reinoculating,  and  cultivation  in 
agar,  gelatine,  beef  tea,  etc.  A  number  of  common  bacteria  were  iso- 
lated, together  with  a  few  examples  of  the  ordinary  bacillus  of  ffeces 
(bacillus  coli  conimunce).  There  were  no  specimens  of  the  spirillum  of 
Asiatic  cholera.  It  is  evident  from  the  above  that,  in  so  far  as  the  ma- 
terial at  hand  allowed,  this  examination  proves  the  child's  malady  to 
have  been  not  cholera  asiatica.  The  undersigned  takes  pleasure  in 
here  acknowledging  his  indebtedness  to  Prof.  Roswell  Park  for  the  use 
of  his  laboratory,  where  much  of  this  work  was  done.

Disinfection  of  cargoes  of  sugar  at  Philadelphia, 

Office  of  the  Port  Physician, 

Philadelphia,  Octobe^^  18,  1892. 

Dear  Doctor  :  In  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  14th  instant, 
I  here"'^^**  ^^^nsmit  copy  of  special  instructions  (Exhibit  B)  prepare^l 
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by  me  for  the  guidance  of  laborers  who  are  at  work  under  the  observa- 
tion of  special  medical  inspectors  in  discharging  cargoes  of  sugar  from 
Hamburg  at  the  port  of  Philadelphia. 

As  having  a  pertinent  bearing  upon  these  instructions,  I  desire  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  wharf  where  these  cargoes  are 
discharged  is  inclosed.  At  the  base  end  of  the  wharf  there  is  a  receiv- 
ing vat  into  which  sugar  from  the  sacks  is  directly  emptied,  and 
within  a  few  feet  of  this  place  is  another  vat  into  which  the  emptied 
sacks  are  placed  and  subjected  to  a  temperature  of  212°  for  twenty 
minutes.  The  outer  or  river  end  of  this  wharf  was  partitioned  off  in 
order  to  provide  quarters  for  the  quarantined  laborers  at  night. 

Furthermore,  water-closets  were  built  upon  the  wharf  in  a  convenient 
location  for  the  use  of  all  the  quarantined  men. 

You  will  readily  perceive  that  the  difficulty  of  quarantining  and 
watching  the  laborers  employed  is  very  much  lessened  by  the  fact  that 
the  arrangements  are  such  that  it  is  unnecessary  for  the  laborers  fo 
leave  the  wharf  at  any  time  during  observation,  except  while  they  are 
in  the  hold  of  the  ship  being  discharged.  Besides  the  special  instruc- 
tions already  mentioned,  I  inclose  copy  of  a  communication  (Exhibit 
A)  to  the  board  of  health  of  Philadelphia,  concerning  cargoes  of  sugar 
proceeding  from  Hamburg,  which  led  to  the  adoption  by  our  board  of 
health  of  the  precautionary  measures  under  which  Hamburg  sugar  is 
discharged  at  this  port.  *  *  *

Exhibit  A. 

Philadelphia,  September  14,  1892. 
To  the  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen  :  My  opinion  having  been  asked  by  the  collector  of  the 
port  of  Philadelphia,  and  by  the  health  officer  of  this  port,  concerning 
the  existence  or  not  of  any  danger  of  the  introduction  of  cholera  into 
this  port  through  cargoes  of  sugar  which  have  come  from  Hamburg 
during  the  presence  of  the  epidemic  there,  I  have  expressed  the  fol- 
lowing opinion  to  those  gentlemen  concerning  this  matter.  I  will  first 
speak  of  the  facts  relating  to  this  subject  which  form  the  basis  of  the 
opinions  I  have  expressed : 

First.  It  is  now  a  well-known  fact  that  cholera  existed  to  a  consid- 
erable extent  in  Hamburg,  especially  among  the  dock  laborers,  during 
the  two  or  three  weeks  preceding  the  official  declaration  of  the  epi- 
demic by  the  authorities  of  that  city.  It  is  also  a  fact  that,  up  to  the 
present  time,  this  class  of  people,  their  friends  and  neighbors,  have 
especially  suffered  by  the  epidemic. 

Second.  I  am  reliably  informed  that  cargoes  of  beet-root  sugar  pro- 
ceeding from  Hamburg  are  inclosed  in  sacks;  that  in  the  process  of 
loading,  these  sacks  are  carried  and  otherwise  handled  by  the  dock 
laborers  of  Hamburg.  In  the  case  of  a  sudden  and  virulent  attack  of 
cholera  occurring  among  these  laborers  while  at  work  it  is  quite  possi- 
ble that  some  of  the  sacks  may  become  infected,  either  through  the 
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vomit  or  through  other  infectious  material  deposited  upon  the  sacks. 
or  through  infectious  matter  on  the  hands  or  clothing  of  the  dock  la- 
borers, who  are  either  themselves  victims  of  a  sudden  attack  while  at 
work  or  in  whose  household  the  disease  exists. 

Third.  It  is  a  well-established  fact  that  textile  fabrics,  especially  cot- 
ton  or  linen,  when  inoculated,  either  experimentally  or  accidentally, 
with  the  cholera  infection,  and  kept  in  a  moderately  damp  condition, 
not  only  keep  alive  for  a  number  of  days  the  infectious  material  placed 
upon  them,  but  this  fabric,  under  such  circumstances,  sfctually  fur- 
nishes a  favorable  soil  for  the  growth  and  rapid  development  of  the  in- 
fectious matter  which  was  originally  placed  upon  them.     It  is  a  well- 
known  fact  that  sugar  is  one  of  the  most  hygroscopic  substances  known. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  sacks  of  sugar  placed  in  the  hold  of  a  steamer 
for  transport  are  constantly  absorbing  moisture  during  the  continuance 
of  the  ocean  voyage.     When  the  sacks  arrive  at  their  point  of  destina- 
tion they  are  often  so  moist  as  to  have  this  condition  readily  appre- 
ciated by  the  senses  of  touch  and  of  sight. 

Fourth.  I  would  apply  these  facts  to  the  question  in  point  in  the 
following  manner:  Unless  the  sugar  contained  in  the  sacks  acts  as  a 
disinfectant,  it  is  exceedingly  probable  that  a  sack  infected  in  the  port 
of  Hamburg  in  the  manner  above  described  is  surrounded  during  the 
voyage  with  all  the  conditions  favorable  for  keeping  alive  and  actually 
multiplying  infectious  matter  received  at  Hamburg.  I  know  of  no 
such  disinfecting  power  possessed  by  sugar  under  such  •conditions.  It 
is  therefore  probable  that  sacks  infected  during  the  loading  at  Ham- 
burg are  still  infectious  when  they  arrive  in  the  port  of  Philadelphia. 
I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  the  infectious  matter  in  the  sack  may  not^ 
to  any  great  extent,  permeate  and  multiply  in  the  sugar  itself. 

Fifth.  I  am  informed  that  it  is  the  frequent  practice  to  place  in  the 
same  hold  where  the  sugar  is  stored  quantities  of  baled  rags,  and  that 
when  this  is  done  direct  contact  between  the  baled  rags  and  sacks  of 
sugar  is  prevented  only  by  means  of  a  tarpaulin  thrown  over  the  sugar 
sacks.  I  would  point  out  in  this  connection  that,  even  when  the  sugar 
does  not  proceed  from  an  infected  port,  the  placing  of  rags  from  infected 
ports  in  the  same  hold  with  noninfeeted  sugar  in  sacks,  the  two  being 
separated  only  by  a  tarpaulin,  there  is  a  possibility  that  in  such  a  case 
the  sugar  sacks  may  become  infected  from  the  rags  during  the  voyage. 
Such  a  combination  of  cargo  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  prohibited, 
especially  during  the  prevalence  of  cholera  in  districts  where  the  rags 
are  collected  or  shipped. 

WHAT  THE  HEALTH  AUTHORITIES  SHOULD  DO,  IN  MY  OPINION,  IN  THE  CASE  OF 
VESSELS  ABBIVINO  FBOM  INFECTED  PORTS  WITH  A  CARGO  OF  SUGAR  OR  A 
MIXED  CARGO  OF  SUGAR  AND  RAGS. 

One  of  two  courses  should  be  followed  : 

First.  The  cargo  should  be  refused  admission. 

Second.  Or  it  should  be  admitted  with  the  strict  enforcement  of  the 
following  precautions,  under  the  immediate  direction  and  control  of 
one  or  more  medical  inspectors  assigned  to  constant  duty  upon  the 
wharf  where  the  cargo  is  unloaded.  I  regard  it  as  impossible  to  disin- 
fect a  sugar  cargo  in  bulk  within  the  hold,  either  by  means  of  steam 
heat  at  a  sufficiently  high  temperature  or  by  means  of  fumigation  with 
sulphurous  acid  gas : 
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(a)  The  stevedores  unloading  the  sacks  of  sagar  should  be  extremely 
careful  to  eat  nothing  and  drink  nothing,  to  avoid  bringing  their  hands 
in  contact  with  their  mouth,  until  their  hands  are  first  scrupulously 
cleaned  by  washing  with  strong  carbolic  soap,  and  afterwards  rinsed  in 

a  solution  of  corrosive  sublimate  in  water,  one  part  of  the  former  to  - 
two  thousand  parts  of  the  latter. 

(b)  The  stevedores  while  at  work  should  wear  oilcloth  overalls,  pro- 
vided with  a  cord  at  the  end  of  the  sleeves,  so  that  the  latter  may  be 
drawn  tightly  at  the  wiist. 

(c)  When  the  sacks  are  emptied  into  the  receptacle  for  the  sugar  in 
the  refinery  they  should  be  immediately  disinfected  by  water  or  by 
steam  raised  to  the  boiling  point,  and  kept  at  that  temperature  for  at 
least  twenty  minutes. 

(d)  At  the  end  of  the  daily  work  of  those  engaged  in  unloading  the 
cargo  and  transferring  it  to  the  vats  of  the  refinery  the  stevedores  should 
remove  their  overalls  and  change  their  clothing  before  leaving  the  local- 
ity. They  should  also  scrupulously  cleanj^e  and  disinfect  their  hands 
and  faces  in  the  manner  above  described.  It  is  needless  to  say  that 
any  other  person  in  the  employ  of  the  refining  company  who  handles 
the  sacks  either  before  or  after  emptying,  and  previous  to  disinfection, 
should  observe  scrupulously  the  above  precautions. 

It  is  my  opinion  thp-t,  even  if  the  sugar  could  possibly  become  per- 
meated with  the  infectious  material  from  the  sacks  during  transporta- 
tion, that  material  would  be  certainly  destroyed  in  the  process  of 
refining,  for  I  am  informed  that  the  vats  into  which  the  sugar  is  emptied 
from  the  sacks  are  subjected  to  a  boiling  temperature  for  a  considerable 
length  of  time.  This  degree  of  heat  would  certainly  destroy  any 
cholera  microbes  possibly  existing  in  the  sugar. 

In  commenting  upon  these  two  methods  of  preventing  the  possibility 
of  cholera  being  introduced  into  the  port  of  Philadelphia  through  in- 
fected sugar  sacks,  I  desire  to  make  the  following  observations :  By  the 
adoption  of  the  former  procedure,  that  of  exclusion,  the  possibility  of 
the  introduction  of  cholera  in  this  manner  would  of  course  be  certainly 
avoided. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  certainty  of  the  latter  procedure,  that  of 
allowing  the  cargo  to  land  under  the  precautions  above  described,  as 
a  means  of  guaranteeing  the  city  against  the  introduction  of  the  dis- 
ease, would,  in  case  one  or  more  sacks  were  infected,  depend  upon  the 
scrupulous  and  constant  care  with  which  the  precautions  were  ob- 
served. The  ceitainty  of  such  precautions  as  an  assurance  of  the  city 
against  the  danger  of  infection  would  be  in  direct  ratio  to  the  intelli- 
gence and  careful  cooperation  of  the  laborers  employed  in  handling  the 
sacks,  unless,  indeed,  the  laborers  be  quarantined. 

After  having  presented  for  your  consideration  the  facts  upon  which 
my  opinions  concerning  this  matter  are  based,  and  stating  the  conclu- 
sions themselves,  I  have  furnished  all  necessary  data  for  the  exercise  of 
your  own  judgment.  In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  suggest  that  if  you 
should  decide  to  adopt  in  these  cases  the  latter  procedure,  you  select 
for  duty  at  the  wharf  where  the  cargo  is  unloaded  the  most  intelligent 
and  cai'eful  medical  inspectors  in  your  employ,  and  that  you  exact 
from  them,  the  laborers  over  whom  they  are  to  watch,  and  from  the 
officials  of  the  company,  the  most  scrupulous  and  exact  compliance 
with  the  precautionary  measures  above  mentioned.

Philadelphia,  September  20,  1892. 

To  the  Medical  Inspectors  in  charge  of  saniiarj/  arrangements 

for  the  unloading  of  cargoes  of  sugar. 

Gentlemen  :  It  is  required  that  the  two  medical  inspectors  ap- 
pointed for  the  special  purpose  of  supervising  and  directing  the  un- 
loading of  cargoes  of  sugar  at  the  port  of  Philadelphia  relieve  each 
other  in  their  tours  of  duty  in  such  manner  that  a  medical  inspector 
be  constantly  on  duty  during  the  time  vessels  carrying  such  cargoes 
are  at  the  dock,  as  also  during  the  required  period  of  observation  of 
laborers  after  the  discharge  of  a  cargo  shall  have  been  completed. 

Quarters,  meals,  and  necessary  conveniences  will  be  furnished  by  the 
sugar  refining  company  on  their  ground. 

You  will  see  that  ample  supplies  of  chloride  of  lime  in  solution  10 
per  cent  strong,  of  carbolic  acid  in  solution  5  pei  cent  strong,  car- 
bolic soap  strong  (commonly  known  as  **  dog  soap"),  a  solution  of  cor- 
rosive sublimate  in  water,  1  part  to  2,000,  are  constantly  on  hand 
and  available  for  immediate  use. 

You  will  also  see  that  sufficient  facilities  for  washing  and  disinfect- 
ing the  hands,  such  as  washbowls  and  towels,  are  amply  provided  for 
the  use  of  all  men  employed  in  the  discharge  of  Che  cargo  who  in  any 
way  come  in  contact  with  the  sacks  of  sugar  or  emptied  sacks  (before 
the  latter  are  disinfected).  Each  man  so  engaged  should  have  pro- 
vided his  own  cake  of  soap,  washbowl,  and  towel,  which  should  not 
be  used  by  another  person. 

You  will  see  that  the  refining  company  provide  a  cot,  with  the  nec- 
essary mattress,  covers,  warm  and  comfortable  bedclothing,  for  each 
individual  quarantined. 

You  will  also  see  that  these  cots  are  placed  in  a  healthful  and  com- 
fortable inclosure,  and  that  the  men  have  their  meals  supplied  to  them 
at  proper  times,  proj^erly  prepared,  and  served  by  the  refining  company. 

You  will  use  the  utmost  unrelaxing  care  in  carrying  out  strictly,  with- 
out exception  and  without  exercising  your  own  discretion  in  relaxing 
them  in  any  case,  the  following  precautionary  measures : 

(a)  Every  man  engaged  in  handling  sacks  of  sugar,  or  empty  sacks 
before  they  are  disinfected,  shall  be  placed  in  quarantine,  and  kept  there 
until  he  is  released  by  my  orders.  In  the  case  of  an  individual  of  his 
own  will  refusing  to  do  further  work,  or  if  he  is  discharged  by  the  com- 
pany, the  quarantine  of  observation  will  be  kept  over  such  a  man  for 
five  days,  at  the  expiration  of  which  time  you  will  report  in  writing 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  man  during  his  whole  period  of  quaran- 
tine, and  upon  my  order  he  may  be  released,  after  being  subjected  to  a 
disinfectant  bath  and  disinfection  of  his  clothing.  You  will  see  that  no 
person  quarantined  eats  or  drinks  while  on  board  the  steamer.  You 
will  also  see  that  the  quarantined  do  not  intermingle  with  the  crew  of 
the  steamer  and  do  not  roam  around  over  the  ve>ssel.  You  will  see  that 
they  eat  nothing  and  drink  nothing  during  the  hours  of  labor  until  they 
have  first  thoroughly  washed  their  hands  with  the  carbolic  soap,  and 
subsequently  rinsed  them  in  the  above-named  solution  of  corrosive  snb 
limate. 

(b)  You  will  see  that  immediately  after  the  cessation  of  labor  each 
person  carefully  washes  his  hands  and  face  with  the  carbolic  soap,  sab- 
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sequently  rinsing  them  in  the  corrosive  sublimate  solution;  that  he 
immediately  remove  his  overalls  and  any  portion  of  his  outer  clothing 
which  may  have  come  in  contact  with  the  sugar  sacks. 

You  will  see  that  the  overalls  be  at  once  sponged  off  with  the  solu- 
tion of  carbolic  acid  or  of  corrosive  sublimate,  and  that  each  suit  of 
overalls  and  outer  clothing  removed  after  work  shall  be  hung  up  sepa- 
rately, and  not  handled  or  used  by  any  other  man. 

(c)  You  will  keep  careful  watch  over  the  state  of  the  bowels  and 
general  health  night  and  day  of  every  person  quarantined,  especially 
noting  frequency  of  the  visits  of  each  individual  to  the  water-closet. 

(d)  You  will  see  that  the, water- closets  are  constantly  kept  clean, 
and  that  each  man  after  using  them  flushe«  them  immediately  with  at 
least  a  pint  of  one  of  the  above-named  disinfectant  solutions. 

(e)  You  will  re'port  to  this  office  by  telephone  or  messenger  any  ill- 
ness among  these  men  forthwith.  Whenever  a  man  in  quarantine  has 
more  than  two  movements  of  the  bowels  per  diem  you  will  remove  him 
from  his  labor  and  place  him  in  the  temporary  hospital  provided  by 
the  refining  company,  require  him  to  go  to  bed  and  remain  in  bed  until 
his  bowel  disturbances  have  completely  ceased.  I  would  advise  that 
in  treating  such  bowel  disturbances  you  use  either  paregoric  or  one 
gram  doses  of  salol,  or  both,  at  your  discretion.  In  any  reports  to 
me  of  any  sickness  occurring  among  these  men  you  will  state  the  par- 
ticulars and  the  treatment  pursued.  If  any  suspicious  case  develop 
among  the  quarantined  (that  is,  any  case  resembling  cholera  morbus  or 
any  case  of  grave  diarrhea)  you  will  at  once  notify  this  office  either 
by  telephone  or  special  messenger,  and  keep  the  person  isolated  in  the 
temporary  hospital  provided  on  the  grounds,  under  the  constant  obser- 
vation of  a  hospital  nurse,  scrupulous  care  being  taken  to  disinfect 
immediately  all  discharges  from  the  bowels  or  stomach.  You  will 
make  no  attempt  to  have  such  a  person  removed  to  the  general  hospi- 
tals, but  at  once  arrange  for  his  removal  to  the  Municipal  Hospital  for 
Infectious  Diseases  in  one  of  the  ambulances  belonging  to  that  insti- 
tution. 

(f)  You  will  see  that  empty  sacks  of  sugar  are,  without  unnecessary 
delay,  placed  in  the  steaming  vat  and  subjected  therein  to  a  tempera- 
ture of  212°  F.  for  at  least  twenty  minutes,  and  that  these  disinfected 
sugar  sacks  be  not  again  handled  by  any  one  in  quarantine. 

(g)  You  will  also  see  that  the  quarantined  do  not  intermingle  or  as- 
sociate with  other  employes  of  the  sugar  refinery,  or  with  any  one 
from  the  outside  during  the  whole  period  of  detention.  You  will  place 
in  quarantine  each  and  every  person  who  comes  in  contact  with  the 
sugar  sacks  previous  to  their  disinfection,  whether  the  individual  be 
regularly  employed  in  the  handling  of  the  sacks  or  not. 

(h)  You  will  keep  a  close  observation  of  the  crew  of  every  vessel 
unloading  sugar  in  quarantine  during  the  period  of  unloading,  and  re^ 
port  to  me  at  once  any  diarrheal  disturbances  or  suspicious  disease 
among  them. 

(I)  Immediately  after  the  discharge  of  sugar  cargo  from  a  ship  in 
quarantine  you  will  proceed  to  fumigate  the  hold  with  sulphurous  acid 
gas,  using  3  pounds  of  sulphui*  per  every  1,000  cubic  feet  of  space. 
When  the  sulphur  fumigation  is  started  you  will  see  that  hatches 
are  closely  battened  down,  and  not  again  opened  until  eight  hours 
after  the  fumigation  began.  Thereafter  you  may  release  the  ship, 
provided  the  crew  show  no  evidences  of  suspicious  illnass. 
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(j)  After  handling  or  coming  in  contact  with  patients  under  treat- 
ment, or  of  sngar  sack^s,  yon  will  yourselves  wash  and  disinfect  your 
hands.  B'^.fore  leaving  the  grounds  of  the  company  at  the  end  of  your 
tour  of  duty  you  will  also  take  the  precaution  to  remove  and  leave  be- 
hind yon  the  outer  clothing  used  while  on  duty. 

(K)  You  will  leave  a  C4jpy  of  these  instructions  with  the  superin- 
.tendent  of  the  refinery. 

(l)  a  detail  of  police  will  be  assigned  for  dutyl  under  your  direc- 
tion* in  maintaining  strict  quarantine  and  discipline  among  the  men 
under  ol)servation. 

You  will  report  to  me  daily  in  writing,  detailing  the  state  of  affairs.

Note. — A fU?r strictly  enfonjiug  the  above  regulations  I  felt  warranted, 
by  experience  based  upon  the  absence  of  unasual  bowel  disturbances, 
and  upon  the  readiness  with  which  the  quarantined  carried  out  in- 
structioiLS  of  the  assistant  medical  inspectors  on  duty  at  the  refinery, 
in  relaxing  these  quarantine  restrictions  in  so  far  as  to  permit  the  men 
under  observation  to  go  to  their  homes  at  night.  This  permission  was, 
however,  conditioned  upon  the  reporting  of  each  man  the  next  morn- 
ing for  medical  inspection.  In  case  any  man  failed  to  report,  a  medical 
inspector  was  required  to  hunt  the  individual  up  and  determine  if 
there  were  any  suspicious  developments  during  the  night  or  any  other 
disturbances  of  health  which  would  satisfactorily  excuse  the  man  from 
reporting.  In  case  the  man  failing  to  report  was  perfectly  well  and 
refused  to  return  to  work,  he  was  arrested  and  placed  again  in  qnar- 
antine  under  observation.  Bich  person  quarantined  is  kept  under 
observation  five  days  after  cessation  of  work  before  being  released.

Abstract  of  proceedings  of  Michigan  State  board  of  health. 

Lansing.  October  11,  1892. 

The  following- named  members  were  present:  Arthur  Hazlewood, 
M.  D.,  Grand  Rapids;  Mason  W.  Gray,  M.  D.,  Pontiac;  Prof.  Delos 
Fall,  M.  D.,  Albion;  Hon.  Frank  Wells,  president  pro  tempore,  Lan- 
sing, and  Henry  B.  Baker,  M.  D.,  secretary.  Lansing. 

The  secretary  presented  his  report  of  work  done  in  the  office  during 
the  last  quarter.  A  large  part  of  it  was  in  the  direction  of  efforts  for 
the  prevention  of  the  introduction  of  cholera.  On  account  of  the  pos- 
sibility of  the  introduction  of  cholera,  there  was  a  large  number  of 
telegraphic  and  written  communications  which  were  out  of  the  ordinary 
line  of  work  and  needed  prompt  attention.  The  three  pamphlets  on 
the  Restriction  and  Prevention  of  Consumption,  Scarlet  Fever,  and 
Diphtheria  were  revised  and  reprinted.  There  was  an  unusual  call  for 
the  pamphlet  on  Cholera ;  one  city  asked  for  five  thousand  copies.  Not 
so  many  were  sent,  but  a  large  number  were  distributed.  The  pamphlet 
on  the  Restriction  of  Cholera  was  revised,  but  is  not  yet  reprinted. 

Samples  of  proposed  international  health  tickets  were  presented  from 
the  secretary  of  the  American  public  health  association,  who  was  a  com- 
mittee of  the  international  conference  of  State  boards  of  health.  It  is 
proposed  to  have  these  tickets  adopted  throughout  the  Continent,  the 
tickets  to  be  issued  to  immigrants  by  the  inspector  at  the  place  of  de- 
barkation, and  to  be  carried  until  taken  up  by  the  local  inspector  at 
the  immigrant^s  final  destination.  By  a  not«,  in  difffeient  languages,  the 
immigrant  is  made  to  understand  that  it  is  to  his  advantage  to  keep 
the  ticket  in  his  possession.  These  tickets  are  to  convey,  by  parts 
punched  out  at  starting  place  and  by  inspectors  along  the  line,  valu- 
able information  to  all  the  inspectors,  who  are  to  possess  the  key;  such 
facts  as  name  of  possessor  of  ticket,  date  of  issue,  whether  or  not  from 
an  infected  locality,  the  name  of  the  disease  with  which  the  immigrant 
is  possibly  infected  or  exposed,  where  and  how  long  detained,  how  the 
person,  clothing  on  the  person,  and  baggage  had  been  disinfected,  and 
other  facts  which  might  save  detention,  disinfection,  etc.,  or  lead  to 
careful  surveillance  for  the  time  of  probable  danger.  The  secretary 
had  suggested  amendments,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  ticket  system  may- 
soon  be  perfected.  Those  in  use  at  present  do  not  convey  the  neces- 
sary information,  and  by  the  Michigan  State  inspectors  very  little  re- 
liance  is  placed  on  them. 
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Secretary  Baker  remarked  that  the  cholera  having  ceased  in  New 
York,  and  the  newspapers  having  much  less  to  say  of  cholera,  the  pub- 
lic seem  to  have  concluded  that  the  danger  of  the  introduction  of  chol- 
era has  ceased.  A  few  health  officials  seem  to  have  the  same  view. 
Holding  the  view  that  the  danger  of  the  introduction  of  cholera  has 
not  lessened,  except  that  the  numbers  of  immigrants  are  less,  and  desir- 
ing to  know  the  views  of  prominent  and  neighboring  sanitary  officials, 
the' secretary  had  addressed  a  circular  letter  to  them.  Another  point 
on  which  he  desired  to  learn  their  views  was  the  question  of  the  rela- 
tive danger  of  the  introduction  of  cholera  by  immigrants  coming  from 
ports  not  known  to  be  infected  compared  with  immigrants  coming  in 
a  ship  on  which  cholera  had  occurred  from  a  port  known  to  be  infected 
— such  a  vessel,  for  instanQe,  as  the  Nomiannia,  which  was  detained  so 
long  in  the  port  of  New  York,  and  whose  passengers  had  been  so  dealt 
with  as  to  make  it  probable  that  they  would  not  convey  cholera — his 
own  view  being  that  the  danger  was  greatest  from  baggage  which  may 
find  its  way  from  some  of  the  many  cholera-infected  centers  to  an  unin- 
fected port,  from  which  it  would  come  to  this  country,  and  because 
from  an  uninfected  port,  pass  quarantine  without  detention  or  disin- 
fection. In  response  to  his  questions,  letters  were  received  from  Dr.  J. 
T.  Reeve,  secretary  Wisconsin  Stat-e  board ;  Dr.  J.  F.  Kennedy,  sec- 
retary Iowa  State  board ;  Dr.  F.  H.  DeVaux,  secretary  North  Dakota 
board;  Dr.  J.  N.  McCormack,  of  Kentucky,  president  of  the  interna- 
tional conference  State  boards  of  health,  and  also  Dr.  Walter  Wyman, 
Supervising  Surgeon  General  U.  S.  Marine-Hospital  Service,  who  says  : 
^' Your  views  concerning  the  great  danger  of  the  introduction  of  chol- 
era through  the  medium  of  baggage  of  immigrants  arriving  from  some 
port  believed  to  be  uninfected,  and  upon  a  vessel  without  any  history 
of  infection,  are  entirely  in  accord  with  my  own,  which  I  expressed  in 
a  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  as  early  as  July  7."  Tele- 
grams were  received  from  Dr.  Lachapelle.  president  provincial  board 
of  health,  Quebec ;  Dr.  C.  N.  Hewitt,  secretary  Minnesota  State  board, 
and  Dr.  F.  W.  Reilly,  secretary  Illinois  State  board.  Dr.  Reilly  said  : 
**  Without  indorsing  the  principle  of  a  detention  quarantine  of  a  fixed 
number  of  days  under  ordinary  circumstances,  the  Illinois  State  board 
approves  the  action  of  the  Michigan  State  board  of  health  in  enforcing 
a  twenty  days'  quarantine  on  immigrants  from  European  ports  seeking 
entry  into  the  United  States  through  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  This 
action  is  approved  because  it  is  believed  immigrants  are  shipped 
through  Canada  for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  United  States  twenty 
days'  quarantine.  In  the  judgment  of  the  Illinois  board  the  United 
States  quarantine  is  defensible  on  the  ground  that  its  eftect,  if  not 
evaded,  would  be  practically  to  prohibit  immigration  until  danger  of 
cholera  importation  had  passed.'' 

Besides  the  communications  from  State  officers  already  mentioned, 
other  letters  were  received.  U.  O.  B.  Wingate,  M.  D.,  health  com- 
missioner of  Milwaukee,  in  his  reply  said:  *'I  certainly  do  not  think 
that  we  should  relinquish  any  vigilance  in  this  matter  during  the  winter, 
and  that,  as  you  say,  there  is  a  great  deal  more  danger  of  having  the 
gerois  introduced  into  this  country  from  unexpected  sources  than  from 
vessels  that  we  know  are  infected.  *  *  *  I  do  not  think  the  North- 
west should  rely  entirely  on  the  quarantine  at  our  seaports,  knowing, 
as  we  do,  how  imperfect  disinfection  is  at  certain  stations,  but  that  a 
double  quarantine  and  disinfection  should  be  established  in  the  country 
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lo  protect  this  part,  for  we  are  peculiarly  situated  iu  regard  to  exposure, 
being  subjected  to  the  enormous  number  of  immigrants  that  are  locat- 
ing in  and  passing  through  the  Northwest.  I  believe  with  you  that 
this  is  not  a  matter  confinid  to  the  World's  Fair  alone,  but  it  is  a  mat- 
ter which  affects  the  whole  prosperity  of  this  part  of  the  country/' 
John  D.  Ware,  M.  D.,  health  commissioner  of  Chicago,  in  his  reply 
said :  '*I  think  a«  you  do  in  relation  to  immigration  to  this  country  by 
the  way  of  the  St.  Lawrence  and  points  in  Canada.  I  believe  that  your 
order  relative  to  quarantine  is  a  most  excellent  one,  and  so  far  as  this 
department  is  concerned  I  wish  that  it  was  carried  out  with  all  ports  of 
entry.  *  *  *  i  am  also  greatly  iu  favor  of  the  methods  of  inspec- 
tion and  disinfection,  no  matter  what  the  cost  may  be  of  the  mainte- 
nance of  such  quarantines  and  inspection.  The  money  could  not  be 
more  profitably  spent,  and  the  probable  good  results  from  such  a  course 
would  be  beyond  all  computation.  *  *  *  As  you  say,  many  seem 
to  think  that  with  the  cessation  of  cholera  in  the  port  of  New  York 
danger  no  longer  exists  from  the  introduction  of  cholera.  I  believe 
that  there  is  danger,  even  at  present,  not  only  from  those  immigrants 
and  the  baggage  of  such  immigrants  as  may  be  known  to  have  been 
infected  or  those  immigrants  who  may  have  come  from  infected  ships, 
but  those  who  have  not  been  on  infected  ships  who  may  by  some  chance 
have  come  in  contact  with  the  germs.'' 

The  general  tenor  of  the  letters  and  telegrams  is  that  the  danger  of 
cholera  is  not  yet  passed ;  that  it  will  probably  be  greater  next  summer ; 
that  a  danger  to  be  especially  guarded  against  is  by  baggage  in  some 
way  infected  brought  in  by  immigrants  not  sick  in  uninfected  vessels 
and  from  uninfected  ports,  therefore  being  allowed  to  pass  quarantine 
at  the  seaboard  without  disinfection  ;  that  until  seaboard  quarantines 
are  more  perfect  and  the  system  of  tickets  of  sanitary  information 
more  satisfactory  it  seems  important  to  have  a  line  of  inspection  and 
of  disinfection  from  Sault  St.  Marie  southward  to  Lake  Erie,  and  prefer- 
ably as  far  south  as  Kentucky. 

The  subject  was  thoroughly  discussed.  The  following  resolution 
was  adopted : 

'^  Besolved,  Th2it  the  quarantine  orders  and  rules  of  the  Michigan 
State  board  of  health  heretofore  issued,  including  the  published  re- 
quirements formulated  by  the  executive  committee  of  the  board,  be 
continued,  and  that  they  be  extended  so  as  to  apply  to  all  immigrants 
entering  Michigan,  and  that  the  executive  committoe  be  continued, 
with  power  to  act." 

It  takes  time  to  organize  an  efficient  system  of  inspection  and  disin- 
fection ;  unexpected  difficulties  are  to  l>e  met  and  overcome.  One 
surpriseto  theState  board  of  health  was  the  opposition  to  its  published 
rules  by  the  Detroit  board  of  health.  However,  it  seems  now  that  the 
inspection  and  disinfection  are  proceeding  quite  satisfactorily  ;  the 
United  States  inspectors  are  working  in  harmony  with  the  State  board's 
rules,  the  customs  officers  cociperate,  the  railroad  companies  supply 
the  steam  for  disinfection,  and  their  officers  and  employes  give  sub- 
stantial aid.  The  spirit  of  the  railroad  companies  is  well  shown  by  a 
letter  from  the  district  passenger  agent,  C.  Sheehy,  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Eailway  Company  at  Detroit,  as  follows:  "This  company  is 
perfectly  satisfied  with  the  arrangements  that  were  made  here  for  the 
passing  of  immigrants.  We  have  carried  out  as  best  we  could  all  the 
recommendations  and  suggestions  made  by  yourself  and  the  Hon.  Mr. 
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Wells  when  you  were  in  Detroit  and  Windsor.  If  there  is  anything- 
that  we  can  do  or  have  done  to  aid  or  assist  your  board  in  carrying  out 
your  rules  and  regulations  we  will  make  every  eifort  in  our  power  to 
comply  with  your  wishes  and  instructions. '' 

Before  adjourning  the  board  appointed  a  committee  to  memorialize 
the  President  of  the  United  States  for  a  more  effective  health  organi- 
zation for  the  United  States.

CHOLERA. 

Increase  of  cholera  at  Teheran,  Persia. 

Consulate-Genbrai/  of  the  United  States, 

Teheran,  August  25,  1892^ 

SiK:  As  I  have  stated  in  previous  dispatches,  it  is  impossible  to  get 
at  anything  like  reliable  statistics.  This,  however,  is  now  practically 
unnecessary.  If  the  scourge  keeps  up  its  virulence  much  longer  it  bids 
fair  to  depopulate  Teheran.  The  death  rate  of  400  daily  which  I  wired 
was  way  below  the  mark;  1,000  would  have  been  nearer  the  truth. 
Mr.  John  Tyler,  the  dragoman  of  this  legation,  who  has  been  indefati- 
gable in  his  efforts  to  alleviate  suffering,  and  who  has  visited  every  port 
of  the  city,  is  satisfied  that  no  scourge  has  ever  been  so  bad  in  Teheran. 
The  panic  among  the  people  still  continues.  The  remarkable  increased 
mortality  commenced  on  August  19.  According  to  European  physi- 
cians, this  was  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  order  of  the  tuollahs 
(priests)  to  the  people  to  go  on  a  pilgrimage  to  Shab  Abdul  Azun,  a 
shrine  near  thecity.  It  is  estimated  that  1,500  people  complied.  Thou- 
sands were  thus  exposed  to  infection  who  might  otherwise  have  es- 
caped had  they  remained  quiet  in  their  homes.  Now  not  only  everj' 
quarter  of  the  city  is  infected,  but  all  the  adjacent  villages  as  well. 
Some  five  or  six  Europeans  have  succumbed.  The  wife  of  the  German 
charg^  d'affaires  is  critically  ill  at  this  writting. 

The  American  hospital  is  doing  its  utmost.  It  is  the  only  institu- 
tion of  its  kind  in  Teheran,  and  is  the  best  organized  of  any  in  Asia. 
As  I  have  stated,  they  are  short  of  funds.  Some  friends  have  come  to 
their  assistance.  The  general  manager  of  the  Imperial  Bank  of  Persia 
'  intimated  that  if  I  would  officially  authorize  him  to  do  so  he  would 
cause  a  subscription  to  be  opened  in  London.  This  I  courteously  de- 
clined. I  understand,  however,  that  the  manager,  Mr.  Eabinno,  has 
nevertheless  telegraphed  to  England  for  funds  on  his  own  account. 

The  missionaries  are  extremely  grateful  to  the  Department  for  pub 
lishing  my  telegrams.     Certainly  it  was  hardly  expected  that  the  Gov- 
ernment could  aid  officially  further  than  to  use  its  kind  offices  in  bring- 
ing the  case  to  public  notice. 

The  hospital  staff  has  now  treated  some  60  patients  in  the  hospital 
proper,  and  over  1,200  others  who  could  not  be  taken  in  on  account  of 
lack  of  room. 

The  death  rate  among  the  patients  has  been  large  since  many  of  them 
are  received  in  a  moribund  state.  The  death  rate  for  the  past  few  days 
in  Teheran  has  certainly  not  been  below  800  per  day. 

The  epidemic  seems  to  have  shifted  from  the  east  side  to  the  westside 
of  the  town,  where  it  is  now  very  severe.

Cholera  at  Batoum,  Russia. 

United  States  Consulate, 

Batoum,  August  31,  1892. 

Sir:  In  connection  with  the  monthly  abstract  of  bills  of  hejilth  in 
closed,  I  beg  to  state  that  I  have  been  unable  to  fill  in  the  abstract  as 
required,  as  the  authorities  have  not  published  any  s*^atistics  whatever 
of  the  mortality  in  this  place. 

From  a  reliable  source  I  am  informed  that  from  the  12th  of  July  to 
the  end  of  this  month  there  have  been  about  20  eases  of  cholera,  of 
which  12  resulted  in  death.  Only  1  of  these  was  a  resident  of  Batoum, 
the  remaining  11  having  been  workmen  from  Baku. 

There  has  not  been  a  single  case  of  cholera  here  for  now  over  a  fort- 
night.

Sanitary  commission  at  Constantinople — Report  of  the  United  States  sanitary 

commissioner. 

Report  No.  52. 

Though  cholera  is  raging  nearly  all  over  Europe,  the  Turkish  Em- 
pire, we  may  say,  enjoys  good  health.  I  have  already  mentioned  in  my 
last  report  that  a  few  cholera  cases  and  deaths  have  been  registered  in 
the  lazaretto  of  Platana,  but  without  any  ill-consequence  on  the  sur- 
rounding country. 

On  the  31st  of  August  a  man  coming  from  Kars,  after  a  stay  of  ten 
days  in  the  lazaretto  of  Kerelek,  on  the  Russo-Turkish  boundary  line, 
was  attacked  by  cholera,  and  died  at  Hassan  Kali,  near  Erzeroum,  in  his 
own  home.  Immediately  the  authorities  took  all  the  necessary  stei>s 
of  disinfection  and  separation  of  the  healthy  inhabitants  of  the  village, 
and  the  companions  of  the  dead  have  been  again  submitted  to  fifteen 
days'  quarantine.  On  the  3d  instant  3  more  deaths  from  cholera 
were  registered,  and  on  the  5th  official  notification  was  given  that  cholera 
had  made  its  appearance  at  Auzelek,  lour  hours  distant  from  Hassan 
Kale  and  four  hours  distant  from  Erzeroum.  Four  women  died  at 
Zeklek  and  2  men  at  Veti-baba.  These  villages  have  been  sur- 
rounded by  quarantine  cordons  in  order  to  preserve  Erzeroum.  On  the 
6Ch  instant  it  was  announced  that  on  the  4th  of  the  same  month  cholera 
had  made  its  appearance  at  Soheia.  It  is  not  known  whether  cholera 
is  limited  only  to  this  village  or  to  the  villages  of  Benijeims,  or  whether 
it  rages  all  over  the  Yemen.  Sanitary  cordons  have  been  ordered,  and 
the  province  of  Yemen  is  submitted  to  ten  days'  quarantine. 
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In  order  to  prevent  an  invasion  of  choleni  from  Europe,  it  has  been 
decided  to  establish  a  lazaretto  at  Umstafa-pasha  for  the  pasvsengers 
coming  by  railroad  from  Europe.  For  the  same  purpose  another  laza- 
retto is  to  be  established  at  Zibefche,  on  the  boundary  line  of  Albania. 
By  sea  a  quarantine  often  days  has  been  ordered  against  ships  coming 
from  the  North  Sea,  from  Cronstadt,  in  the  Gulf  of  Fi  nland,  to  Cherbourg, 
the  latter  town  not  included,  not  excepting  the  English  ports  of  Ghisgow, 
Liverpool,  Swansea,  Ginsby,  Shields,  and  London.  Ships  will  undergo 
the  quarantine  at  Clazomenes  or  at  Beirut.  The  same  quarantine  of 
ten  days  has  l>een  ordered  for  ships  coming  from  the  African  coast  from 
Cape  Guardafui  up  to  Mattawa,  this  latler  port  not  included,  and  for 
ships  coming  from  Curachu,  in  Bellnchistan.  and  the  ports  of  Persia, 
Abushir,  Benderabas,  etc.  Another  quarantine  of  five  days  is  imposed 
on  ships  carrying  passengers  and  coming  from  the  Mediterranean  ports 
of  France,  Italy,  and  Austria.

Typhus  fex)ei^  in  Zacatecds,  Mexico, — The  United  States  sanitary  in- 
spector at  El  Paso  sends  the  following  report,  dated  October  14,  1892  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  have  reliable  advices  from  Zacate- 
cas,  Mexico,  to  the  effect  that  typhus  is  raging  in  that  city,  200  cases 
being  there  last  Sunday,  and  many  deaths  daily  are  the  result.  Zaca- 
t«cas  is  about  600  miles  south  from  El  Paso,  Tex.,  on  the  Mexican 
Central  road,  and  has  a  population  of  from  60,000  to  70,000  inhabi- 
tants. The  prevalence  of  the  disease,  I  am  informed,  is  due  to  the  lack 
of  food  among  the  poorer  classes  and  bad  sanitary  conditions.

Letter  from  United  States  consul  at.  Calcutta  relutive  to  shipment  of  merchan- 
dise from  that  district. 

United  States  Consulate-General, 

Calcutta,  September  ^,  1892. 

Sir:  In  continuation  of  dispatch  No.  83,  dated  August  22,  1892,  and 
referring  to  circular  issued  July  8  from  the  office  of  the  Supervising 
Surgeon-General,  just  received,  I  desire  to  make  additional  statemente 
and  to  ask  for  instructions,  for  if  Calcutta  is  to  be  included  among  the 
infected  ports,  and  the  provisions  of  the  circular  are  strictly  enforced^ 
trade  between  India  and  America  will  almost  entirely  cease. 

It  is  possible  that  Calcutta  is  named  among  the  infected  districts 
where  cholera  prevails  through  failure  on  my  part  to  mention  a  change 
of  method  in  making  sanitary  reports,  caused  by  my  fear  of  appearing 
to  cast  a  reflection  on  the  actions  of  officials  preceding  me. 

My  predecessors  were  in  the  habit  of  confining  their  returns  to  urban 
Calcutta  or  to  that  division  of  the  city  occupied  largely  by  Europeans 
and  the  wealthier  inhabitants,  not  mentioning  suburban  Calcutta,  which 
is  as  much  a  portion  of  the  city  as  that  section  of  Manhattan  Island  ly- 
ing south  of  Fourteenth  street  is  a  part  of  New  York.  Although  the 
returns  of  the  two  areas  furnished  to  this  office  by  the  medical  authori- 
ties are  compiled  on  sepai'ate  sheets,  yet  the  inhabitants  are  as  accu- 
rately known  and  the  vital  statistics  are  as  carefully  computed  in  one 
as  in  the  other. 
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Of  course,  consolidating  the  two  reports,  while  it  largely  apgment^ 
the  number  of  inhabitants,  greatly  increased  also  the  mortality  table, 
so  that  a  casual  comparison  of  recent  with  former  reports  might  show 
a  startling  growth  of  the  death  roll.  The  feet  is,  however,  that  Cal- 
cutta at  present  is  uncommonly  healthy,  and  is  suffering  less  from 
cholera  now  than  for  a  long  time,  the  last  week's  returns  showing  only 
nine  deaths,  which  is  less  than  the  average  in  urban  for  five,  and  io 
suburban  for  three  years. 

Cholera  does  not  seem  to  emanate  from  this  city ;  for  a  year  and  a 
half  ago  over  500  persons  died  in  one  week  from  this  disease;  yet, 
although  goods  were  exported  very  largely  at  that  time  to  all  part6 
of  the  world,  not  one  case  was  reported  as  having  resulted  from  these 
shipments.  It  is  true  that  the  malady  exists  here  continuously,  not  as 
an  epidemic,  however ;  and  the  writer  might  succumb  to  it  tonight 
and  be  buried  in  the  morning — which,  taken  in  connection  with  what 
has  been  wiitten  above,  might  be  enjoyed  by  some  as  a  joke  at  his  ex- 
pense— but  that  would  have  no  bearing  on  the  fact  that  the  disease  in 
Calcutta  at  least  Confines  itself  to  this  locality,  and,  either  through  its 
peculiar  character  or  from  the  watchJulness  of  port  oflScials,  terminates 
where  it  arises. 

The  shippers  assert  that  the  profit  on  shipments  will  not.warrant  the 
expense  of  disinfection,  and  have  consequently  been  informed  that  no 
invoices  of  articles  received  from  infected  districts  will  be  certified  in 
this  office  nor  at  any  agency  in  this  consulate-general.  They  reply 
with  grim  humor,  highly  amusing  to  themselves  but  provoking  to  me, 
that  they  wish  to  make  no  mistakes,  anfi  ask  me  to  name  the  districts 
infected  M'ith  cholera. 

In  my  opinion,  there  is  no  province  in  India  where  sporadic  cases  of 
cholera  do  not  appear  continually ;  nor  is  there  a  district  which  con- 
tributes articles  for  shipment  from  this  part  where  it  can  at  present 
be  said  to  exist  in  epidemic  form.  It  did  rage  in  Cashmere,  a  far  off 
dependency  of  this  Empire,  and  also  in  regions  contiguous  to  the  mouth 
of  the  Indus,  but  if  any  articles  of  commerce  were  to  be  exported  from 
these  lands  they  would  be  far  more  likely  to  seek  an  outlet  through 
Karrachoe  or  Bombay  than  through  ports  in  the  Bay  of  Bengal. 

To  those  who  have  asked  I  have  given  certificates  in  regard  to  the 
health  of  Calcutta  and  the  adjacent  country,  hoping  they  would  satisfy 
the  medical  and  cUvStoms  authorities  and  induce  tliem  to  allow  goods 
to  reach  consignees  without  detention. 

While  fully  aware  that  I  arn  sent  here  in  the  interests  of  commerce, 
and  conse<iuently  exceedingly  anxious  that  traffic  shall  not  be  inter- 
fered with ;  1  also  realize  that  health  and  life  are  of  supreme  import- 
ance, and  that  Jiegligence  resulting  in  the  introduction  of  cholera  to 
America  would  be  the  blackest  of  crimes.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  following 
telegraphic  dispatch  dated  the  7th  instant :  **  Issue  certificates  for  hides 
in  accordance  with  Treasury  circular  July  8.'^ 
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I  have  instructed  exporters  to  thoroughly  disinfect  all  articles  for 
shipment  mentioned  in  circular  issued  July  8,  and  to  make  oath  that 
directions  have  been  strictly  observed. 

All  captains  of  ships  loaded  with  goods  liable  to  convey  infection, 
bound  for  the  United  States,  are  required  to  swear  that  they  have  dis- 
infected their  vessels  in  accordance  with  methods  prescribed  in  the  cir- 
cular. 

As  the  weekly  deaths  from  cholera  in  Madras  are  from  five  to  ten 
times  as  numerous  as  in  Calcutta,  I  have  ordered  the  consular  agent  to 
enforce  rigid  disinfection  at  that  port. 

The  circular  issued  July  8  was  fifty-four  days  in  reaching  me,  which 
will  explain  why  systematic  disinfection  was  not  established  at  an 
earlier  date. 

Merchants  are  desirous  of  copies  of  this  circular,  and,  as  only  one  was 
sent  me,  at  least  fifty  are  needed  to  meet  their  demands. 

There  were  5  deaths  from  cholera  in  Calcutta,  three  weeks  ago,  9  two 
weeks  since,  and  2  during  this  last  week.

Tastrnctiom  in  regard  to  measures  to  be  observed  in  railway  traffic  iVhiJe 

the  cholera  danger  threatens. 

The  following  translation  has  been  received  from  the  United  States 
consul  at  Berlin : 

[Translation  from  the  Reichsanzeiger  of  September  10,  1892.] 

On  the  ground  of  the  results  of  scientific  investigation,  and  in  view 
of  experience  recently  gained,  the  imperial  chancellor  has  empowered 
a  committee  of  representatives  of  the  interested  federal  governmeiiti* — 
working  with  the  advice  of  medical  authorities — to  examine  the  meas- 
ures adopted  on  account  of  the  cholera.  This  examination  has  shown 
that  measures  already  adopted  for  the  railway  traffic  are  in  general 
still  to  be  regarded  as  sufficient,  and  require  only  small  alterations 
and  additions.  For  gaining  a  better  view  of  the  regulations  to  be 
observed,  these  are  brought  together  in  the  instructions  printed  below 
relative  to  measures  to  be  observed  in  i*ailway  traffic  while  the  cholera 
danger  lasts. 

INSTRUCTION  IN   REGARD    TO  MEA8UBKS  TO    BE    OBSERVED    IN    RAILWAY    TRAFFK" 

WHILE  THE  CHOLERA   DANGER  CONTINUES. 

(1)  By  the  sanitary  officials  the  railway  division  authorities  muvst  be 
informed  what  stations  are  supplied  with  the  necessary  means  for 
transporting  the  sick  and  offer  a  suitable  place  for  their  reception.  At 
all  these  stations,  which  hereafter  in  these  instrnctions  will  be  desig- 
nated as  patient-delivery  stations,  the  railway  authorities  must  pro- 
vide the  necessary  rooms  for  the  temporary  reception  of  persons  taken 
ill  in  railway  trains  while  awaiting  transfer  to  a  hospitat  When  a 
special  apartment  can  not  be  made  available,  it  is  sufficient  to  choose  a 
room  which,  in  case  of  necessity,  can  be  at  once  cleared  for  the  rccep 
tion  of  patients.  In  case  of  danger,  while  waiting  to  be  taken  away, 
fbe  patient  is  to  be  switched  off  on  a  side  track  in  the  car  in  which  he 
has  been  transported. 
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(2)  At  a  number  of  these  stations,  and  especially  during  the  approach 
of  cholera  toward  the  German  frontier  at  those  frontier  stations  where 
a  considerable  number  of  travelers  arrive  from  the  infected  land,*  and. 
upon  the  breaking  out  of  the  cholera  in  this  country,  at  all  important 
railway  centers  in  the  threatened  neighborhoods,  by  order  of  the  sani- 
tary officials,  physicians  must  always  be  in  attendance  when  trains 
arrive  in  order  to  render  assistance  to  persons  sick,  or  suspected  of 
being  sick,  with  cholera.  A  strict  medical  supervision  of  travelers  is, 
except  where  special  regulations  are  issued  for  frontier  districts,  not 
the  duty  of  these  physicians ;  they  must,  on  the  contrar5%  as  a  rule,  re- 
strict themselves  to  rendering  assistance  when  it  is  requested  by  sick 
travelers  or  when  information  is  given  them  in  regard  to  cases  of  sick- 
ness or  suspected  sickness.  This  information  must  at  once  be  given  by 
conductors  of  arriving  trains  (based  upon  their  own  observation,  the 
reports  of  guards,  or  the  statements  of  travelers).  Stations  at  which, 
upon  the  arrival  of  trains,  physicians  are  always  present,  will  henceforth 
in  these  instructions  be  designated  as  examination  stations. 

(3)  The  choice  of  examination  stations  shall  be  made  by  the  sanitary 
authorities  with  consent  of  the  directors  of  the  railway  divisions;  this 
shall  be  done  with  due  reference  to  the  spread  of  the  epidemic  and  to 
the  conditions  of  traffic.  So  far  as  possible  stations  will  be  chosen  where 
long-enough  stops  are  provided  for  in  the  time  table. 

(4;  At  tne  examination  stations  the  rooms  necessary  for  the  exami- 
nation of  patients,  which,  as  far  a«  possible,  are  to  be  supplied  with  a 
closet,  or  are  to  have  one  directly  accessible,  are  to  be  supplied  by  the 
railway  management  so  far  as  they  are  available. 

(^5;  A  list  of  all  delivery  stations  (inclusive  of  examination  stations), 
arranged  in  the  geographical  order  of  the  station,  is  to  be  given  to  the 
conductor  of  every  passenger  train.  The  conductor  must  deliver  per- 
sons who  on  the  journey  have  become  sick  with  suspicious  symptoms 
at  the  next  station  on  the  list,  irrespective  of  whether  or  not  this  is 
also  an  examination  station.  For  this  purpose  guards  must  at  once 
give  notice  to  the  conductor  of  every  cholera-suspicious  case  appearing 
during  the  journey. 

Chol(*ra  suspicious  is  every  pei-son  who,  in  times  of  cholera,  suffers 
from  vomiting  and  diarrhea.  There  are  also  some  cholera  cases  which 
terminate  fatally  in  which  vomiting  and  diarrhea  do  not  appear.  Such 
ca^es  can  be  recognized  in  the  great  weakness  and  faintness  which  often, 
very  suddenly,  overcome  the  persons  affected.  Already  during  the 
journey  every  effort  is  to  be  made  to  ascertain  the  identity  of  the  sick 
pei'son,  whence  he  comes,  and  what  is  the  goal  of  his  journey. 

(6)  The  first  care  for  the  patient  is  to  see  that  he  is  comfortably  ar- 
ranged, and  this  is  the  business  of  the  guard  under  whose  supervision 
that  particular  car  is  placed. 

(7)  The  conductor  of  every  passenger  train  is  to  be  supplied  with  a 
drop  bottle  conUiining  about  30°''"'  of  a  mixture  of  like  paits  of  sim- 
ple tincture  of  opium  and  ether  wine-spirits,  from  which  are  to  be 
given  to  persons  taken  sick  20  to  30  drops,  best  on  sugar.  To  children 
are  to  be  given  only  so  many  drops  as  they  are  years  old,  none  being 
given  to  children  under  2  years  old. 

(8)  If  before  arrival  at  a  delivery  station  the  train  halts  at  an  inter- 
mediate station  the  conducter  must  at  once  report  the  matter  to  the 
station  official,  who  must,  without  delay,  telegraph  to  the  delivery 
station,  so  that  if  passible  the  patient  can  be  directly  received  from  the 
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train   itself  by  the  hospital  authorities,  the  police,   or  the  medical 
officials. 

(9)  In  so  far  as  the  leaving  of  the  train  by  cholera-suspicious  persous 
at  other  thau  delivery  stations  is  forbidden  by  police  order,  the  patient 
who  attempts  to  leave  the  train  at  an  earlier  station  must  be  prevented 
from  doing  so  by  the  railway  personnel,  irrespective  of  the  fact  that  this 
is  the  goal  of  his  journey  or  that  it  is  his  intention  to  interrupt  his  jour- 
ney here.  In  so  far  as  such  police  orders  do  not  exist,  the  decision  in 
regard  to  the  permissibility  of  his  leaving  the  train  is  to  be  left  entirely 
to  the  police  watch,  if  there  is  one  at  the  statipn,  otherwise  the  sick 
person,  unless  there  is  some  police  order  preventing  it,  can  not  be  pre- 
vented from  leaving  the  train;  the  conductor,  however,  must  notify 
the  official  on  duty  at  the  station  when  the  sick  peiison  leaves  the  train, 
so  that  this  official,  if  the  sick  person  is  unwilling  to  remain  at  the 
station  until  the  arrival  of  a  physician,  where  he  must  be  isolated  as 
far  as  possible,  can  ascertain  his  name,  place,  and  house  of  rasidence, 
and  without  delay  notify  the  nearest  police  officials  in  regard  to  these 
facts. 

(10;  So  soon  as  a  case,  or  the  suspicion  of  a  case,  of  cholera  appears, 
all  of  his  fellow  travelers,  excepting  friends'  of  the  sick  person  who 
wish  to  remain  to  take  care  of  him,  must  be  removed  from  the  car  sec- 
tion Tcoup^)  in  which  the  sick  person  is,  and  when  several  sections 
have  one  closet  in  common  from  all  of  these  sections,  and  placed  in 
another  compartment,  away  from  other  travelers.  Upon  arrival  at  the 
patient-delivery  station,  those  persons  who  have  been  in  the  same  com- 
partment with  the  sick  person  are  at  once  to  be  pointed  out  to  any  phy- 
sician who  may  be  present,  in  order  that  he  may  give  them  the  neces- 
sary instructions. 

Furthermore,  upon  the  appearance  of  suspicious  cases,  the  railway 
personnel  must  act  with  the  greatest  caution  and  calmness,  in  order  to 
avoid  giving  rise  to  unnecessfiry  anxiety  among  the  passengers  or  on 
the  part  of  the  general  public. 

( 11)  The  car  in  which  there  has  been  a  cholera  patient,  or  a  person 
suspected  of  being  a  cholera  patient,  is  to  be  at  once  put  out  of  use  and 
to  be  surrendered  at  the  next  suitable  station  for  disinfection.  The 
detailed  instructions  in  regard  t<:)  this  disinfection  are  given  in  inclosure 
I,  instructions  in  regard  to  the  treatment  of  railway  passenger  and 
sleeping  cars  during  times  of  cholera  danger. 

(12)  All  railway  officials  are  to  be  made  thoroughly  acquainted  in 
regard  to  the  instructions  concerning  cholera  disinfection  in  inclosure 
II  (^already  published  in  Ko.  205  of  the  Reichs-  und  Staats-Anzeiger); 
in  especial  are  these  instructions  to  be  given  to  the  stations  which  are 
supplied  with  suitable  disinfection  materials. 

Train  officials  mast  for  their  own  safety  carefully  disinfect  them- 
selves after  coming  in  contact  with  the  ejections  of  sick  persons,  and 
should  call  the  attention  of  travelers  in  like  manner  unpurified  to  the 
necessity  of  disinfection.  In  order  that  the  disinfection  can  take  place, 
on  such  trains  as  halt  only  at  long  intervals  during  the  journey,  the 
conductors  of  such  trains  are  to  be  supplied  with  a  sufficient  supply  of 
chloride  of  lime  and  potash  soap. 

All  persons  who  come  in  contact  with  cholera  patients  must,  until 
aj^tev  the  prescribed  cleansing  of  their  hands  has  taken  place,  absolutely 
abstain  from  bringing  the  latter  in  contact  with  the  face,  as  by  direct 
introduction  4of  the  disease  stuff  through  the  mouth  into  the  body  infec- 
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tion  may  occur.  It  most,  therefore,  be  strictly  avoided — during  or 
after  intercourse  with  the  sick — before  disinfection  has  taken  place,  to 
smoke  or  eat  or  drink. 

(13)  Special  care  must  be  given  to  the  maintenance  of  absolute  clean- 
liness in  all  water-closets,  urinals,  etc.,  in  the  stations;  they  must  be 
disinfected  daily  in  accordance  with  the  instructions,  inclosure  II,  with 
milk  of  lime  (see  inclosure  II,  under  1 1).  The  seats  of  closets  are  to 
be  cleaned  at  least  once  a  day  by  washing  them  with  a  solution  of 
potash  soap  (see  I  3  of  the  instructions,  inclosure  11).  The  floors  of 
closets  are,  so  far  as  they  will  stand  this  treatment,  to  be  disinfected 
by  repeated  deluging  with  milk  of  lime.  In  like  manner  the  space 
between  the  rails,  when  at  stations  it  has  been  impurified  through  the 
use  of  closets  in  the  train,  is  at  once  to  be  thoroughlj'^  disinfected  by 
being  deluged  with  milk  of  lime. 

(14)  A  limitation  of  railway  baggage  and  freight  traflSc,  except  in 
regard  to  articles  whose  importation  has  been  prohibited,  is  not  to  be 
recommended.  A  disinfection  of  baggage  and  wares  is  not  to  be  u  uder- 
taken  unless  specially  prescribed  in  individual  cases  (at  customs-houses, 
for  emigrant's  baggage). 

(15)  All  officials  of  the  railway  department  must  implicitly  obey  the 
orders  of  police  officials  and  supervising  ph^'sicians,  so  far  as  they  are 
able  and  their  official  duties  will  permit,  and  must,  without  waiting  to 
be  asked,  give  the  same  all  necessary  information.  Information  is  al- 
ways to  be  at  once  given  to  the  sanitary  authorities  in  regard  to  all 
mlway  service  instructions  concerning  measures  against  the  cholera 
danger  and  in  regard  to  all  orders  given  and  arrangements  made. 

(16)  An  extract  from  these  instructions,  containing  the  rules  of  action 
for  the  railway  personnel  in  event  of  the  appearance  of  cholera  suspic- 
ious cases  during  railway  trips,  is  given  in  inclosure  III.  A  copy 
thereof  is  to  be  given  to  every  train  official  on  every  passenger  train. 

(17)  Of  every  case  confirmed  by  a  physician  as  cholera  the  station- 
master  must  at  once  notify  in  writing  the  business  managers  to  whom 
he  is  subordinate  (betriebsaini)  and  the  local  police  authorities,  giving, 
if  it  can  be  obtained,  information  on  the  following  points: 

(a)  Date  and  place  of  the  beginning  of  the  illness. 
(h)  Name,  sex,  age,  rank,  or  business  of  the  patient. 
(c)  Whence  the  patient  was  traveling. 

Inclosure  I. 

INSTRUCTION   CONCERNING  THE  TREATMENT  OF   RAILWAY   PASSENGER  AND  SLEEI*- 
ING  CARS  DURING  THE  COXTINUAN(  E  OF  THE  CHOLERA   DANGER. 

I. — Treatment  of  ordinary  passenger  cars. 

(1)  During  the  continuance  of  a  cholera  epidemic  in  this  country  or 
in  a  neighboring  territory,  ciire  must  be  taken  that  passenger  cars  he 
thoroughly  cleaned  and  aired. 

Train  closets  must  be  regularly  disinfected  and  the  tubes,  etc.. 
painted  with  milk  of  lime,  the  seats  being  cleansed  with  pota<sh  soap 
solution  (see  paragraph  4). 

(2)  A  passenger  car  in  which  there  has  been  a  cholera  patient  or 
some  one  suspected  of  being  a  cholera  patient  must  be  at  once  put  out 
of  use  and  delivered  at  the  next  suitable  station  for  disinfection,  which 
is  to  be  effected  as  follows: 

In  passenger  cars,  first  and  second  class,  the  parts  soiled  with  ejections, 
of  the  patient — the  upholstered  portions  also — are  to  be  carefully  and 
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repeatedly  rubbed  with  rags  moistened  with  potash  soap  solution  (see 
paragraph  4) ;  then  the  infected  car  is  to  be  subjected  to  thorough 
cleansing,  and  then  kept  in  a  warm,  aiiy,  and  dry  room  for  at  least 
six  days. 

In  passenger  cars,  third  and  fourth  class,  the  inner  and  outer  side 
walls  of  the  car,  the  floors,  seats,  and  steps  are  to  be  washed  with  pot- 
ash soap  solution ;  especially  must  the  places  soiled  with  ejections  of 
the  patient  be  carefully  and  repeatedly  rubbed ;  then  the  infected  car 
must  be  kept  for  at  least  twenty- four  hours  in  a  warm,  airy,  and  dry 
room.     The  rags  used  in  cleaning  soiled  places  are  to  be  burnt. 

(3)  In  case  of  the  transportation  of  crowds  of  persons  in  third  and 
fourth  class  cars  from  a  district  seized  by  the  cholera,  even  when  dur- 
ing the  journey  no  case  of  sickness  has  occurred,  special  care  must  be 
given  to  the  keeping  of  the  car  clean.  If  possible,  at  the  end  of  every 
such  journey  such  cars  shall  be  treated  in  the  manner  provided  in 
paragraph  2  for  passenger  cars,  third  and  fourth  class.  But  the  cars, 
as  soon  as  they  have  become  dry,  can  be  used  again. 

(4)  For  preparing  milk  of  lime,  take  1  liter  of  crushed  pure  burnt 
lime,  so-called  fat  lime,  and  mix  it  with  4  liters  of  water,  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner : 

Pour  about  three-fourths  liter  of  water  into  the  vessel  intended  for 
the  mixture,  and  add  thereto  the  lime.  After  the  lime  has  drunk  up 
the  water,  and  thereby  has  fallen  into  powder,  pour  in  the  rest  of  the 
water  and  stir  the  mixture  into  milk  of  lime. 

The  same  is,  unless  it  is  to  be  used  soon,  to  be  preserved  in  a  well- 
closed  vessel  and  shaken  before  being  used. 

To  prepare  potash  soap  solution,  take  3  parts  of  soap  (so-called 
soft  soap  or  green  or  black  soap)  and  dissolve  it  in  100  parts  of  hot 
water  (e.  g,^  one-half  kilogram  of  soap  in  17  liters  of  water). 

II. — Treatment  of  sleeping  cars  and  the  furniture  thereof 

(1)  If  during  the  journey  regions  are  traversed  in  which  cases  of 
cholera  have  occurred,  at  the  end  of  the  trip  the  linen  used  must  be 
disinfected.  For  this  pnrpose,  the  same  must  be  left  for  at  least 
twenty-four  hours  in  a  solution  of  potash  soap  (see  I,  paragraph  4)  then 
it  is  to  be  rinsed  with  water  and  cleaned.  By  linen  is  to  be  undersood 
the  sheets,  the  covers  of  beds  and  pillows,  the  spreads,  as  well  as  the 
towels. 

(2)  The  closets  are  to  be  treated  as  .fixed  under  I,  paragraph  1. 

(3)  If  a  sleeping  car  has  been  used  by  a  cholera  patient,  or  a  i>ersou 
suspected  of  being  a  cholera  patient,  in  addition  to  the  above  the  car 
must  be  disinfected.  This  is  to  be  effected  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
I,  paragraph  2;  but  the  pillows,  covers,  and  movable  mattresses  used 
by  the  sick  person,  after  having  been  thoroughly  moistened  with  pot- 
ash-soap solution,  must  be  disinfected  in  steam  apparatuses.  Suitable 
for  this  purpose  are  apparatuses  prepared  for  making  steam  at  100°  C, 
and  also  those  in  which  steam  is  used  under  pressure  (not  under  0.1  at 
mosphere). 

(4)  In  the  event  that  it  shall  seem  necessary  to  entirely  discontinue 
the  running  of  sleeping  cars,  the  decision  remains  open. 
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III. — Gene)'al  provmons, 

(1)  The  foregoing  instructions  find  analogous  application  in  event 
of  the  sickening  of  train  and  postal  officials  in  the  baggage  and  postal 
cars  used  by  them. 

(2)  The  workmen  authorized  to  disinfect  must,  every  time  they  come 
in  contact  with  infected  things,  take  care  to  disinfect  themselves. 
(See  instructions  in  regard  to  disinfection.) 

Inclosure  II,  in  regard  to  '*How  to  disinfect  in  connection  with 
jBholera/'  has  already  been  published  in  No.  205  of  the  Reichs  uuil 
Staats-Anzeiger. 

Inclosure  III.- 

IXSTEUCTIONS    TO    THE    RAILWAY    PERSONNEL    IN    REGARD  TO  HOW  TO   ACT   WHEN 
SUSPECTED  CASES  OF  CHOLERA  APPEAR   UPON   MOVINO  TRAINS. 

(1)  Cholera  snspicious  is  every  person  who,  in  times  of  cholera,  suf- 
fers from  vomiting  and  diarrhea.  There  are  also  some  cholera  cases 
which  terminate  fatally  in  which  vomiting  and  diarrhea  do  not  appear. 
Such  cases  can  be  recognized  in  the  great  weakness  and  faintness  which, 
often  very  suddenly,  overcome  the  persons  affected. 

(2)  Of  every  cholera-suspicious  case  which  appears  during  the  rail- 
way journey  the  guard  must  at  once  give  notice  to  the  conductor. 

(3)  The  conductor  must  deliver  the  sick  person  to  the  next  railway 
station  which  is  supplied  with  the  necessary  means  for  transporting 
the  sick,  and  which  offers  proper  accommodation  for  the  patient ;  if 
before  the  arrival  at  this  station  the  train  halts  at  an  intermediate  sta- 
tion, the  conductor,  immediately  upon  arrival,  must  notify  the  station 
official  on  duty,  so  that  he  can,  without  delay,  telegraph  the  informa- 
tion to  the  delivery  station.  The  stations  at  which  patients  can  be  de- 
livered up  will  be  made  known  to  the  conductor. 

In  so  far  as  the  leaving  of  the  train  by  cholera-suspicious  persons  at 
other  than  delivery  stations  is  forbidden  by  police  order,  the  patient 
who  attempts  to  leave  the  train  at  an  earlier  station  must  be  prevent^ 
from  doing  so  by  the  railway  personnel,  irrespective  of  the  fact  that  this 
is  the  goal  of  his  journey  or  that  it  is  his  intention  to  interrupt  his 
journey  here.  In  so  far  as  such  police  orders  do  not  exist,  the  decision 
in  regard  to  the  permissibility  of  his  leaving  the  train  is  to  be  left  en 
tirely  to  the  police  watch,  if  there  is  one  at  the  station ;  otherwise  the 
sick  person,  unless  there  is  some  police  order  preventing  it,  can  not 
be  prevented  from  leaving  the  train;  the  conductor  must,  however, 
notify  the  official  on  duty  at  the  station  where  the  sick  person  leaves 
the  train,  so  that  this  official,  if  the  sick  person  is  unwilling  to  remain 
at  the  station  until  the  arrival  of  a  physician — where  he  must  be  iso- 
lated as  far  as  possible — can  ascertain  his  name,  place,  and  house  of 
residence,  and,  without  delay,  notify  the  nearest  police  officials  in  r^^ard 
to  these  facts. 

(4)  So  soon  as  a  case  or  the  suspicion  of  a  case  of  cholera  appears, 
all  of  the  sick  person* s  fellow-passengers,  excepting  friends  who  wish 
to  remain  to  take  care  of  him,  must  be  removed  from  the  compartmeoit 
(coup6)  in  which  the  sick  man  is,  and,  when  several  compartments^ 
have  one  closet  in  common,  from  all  of  these  compartments,  and  placed 
in  another  compartment  separate  from  other  travelers. 

(5)  The  first  care  for  the  patient  is  to  see  that  he  is  comfortably 
fixed,  and  this  is  the  business  of  that  guard  under  whose  supervision 
that  particular  car  has  been  placed.  * 
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((^  The  conductor  of  every  passenger  train  is  to  be  supplied  with  a 
drop-bottle  containing  about  3(>^<^  of  a  mixture  of  like  parts  of 
simple  tincture  of  opium  and  ether  wine-spirits,  from  which  are  to 
be  given  to  persons  taken  sick  20  to  30  drops,  best  on  sugar.  To 
children  are  to  be  given  only  as  many  drops  as  they  are  years  old, 
nono  being  given  to  children  under  2  years  of  age. 

(7)  All  train  officials  must  thoroughly  inform  themselves  in  regard 
to  the  instructions  issued  relative  to  disinfection,  in  order  that  they  can 
prot<*ct  themselves  from  contagion  when  they  or  their  clothing  have 
come  in  contact  with  the  ejections  of  sick  persons;  moreover,  travelers 
who  have  come  in  contact  with  the  ejections  of  sick  persons  must  be 
informed  in  regard  to  the  necessity  of  disinfection.  The  disinfection 
regulations  are  issued  in  a  special  instruction  to  the  stations :  the-in- 
structions  in  regard  to  the  disinfection  of  the  hands  and  other  parts  of 
the  body,  liney,  and  clothing,  will  be  found  under  II,  Nos.  2  and  3. 
The  disinfection  should,  as  a  rule,  take  place  at  the  next  station ;  but 
in  order  that  this  can  be  done  during  the  journey  on  trains  which 
cover  long  stretches  without  halting,  a  sufficient  supply  of  chloride  of 
lime  and  potash  soap  must  be  supplied  to  the  conductors  of  such  trains.

Cholera  notes. 

[TraDslated  for  this  Bureau  from  the  Veroffentlichungen  dea  KaiserUchen  Gesund- 

beitsamtes,  September  28,  1892.] 

In  Hamburg  the  cholera  epidemic  is  on  the  decrease.  On  September 
24  there  were  81  choleraic  cases  and  49  deaths ;  on  September  25, 126 
cases  and  47  deaths.  In  other  parts  of  the  German  Empire  the  disease 
has  declined.  In  most  cases  the  persons  infected  were  sailors.  Of  the 
7  choleraic  patients  in  the  Moabit  Hospital  in  Berlin  on  September 
20,  6  were  sailors  employed  on  river  boats. 

Austria- Hungary. — The  presence  of  cholera  is.  reported  at  Cracow, 
Podgorze,  and  Molowice.  The  Imperial  Gazette  of  September  9  gives 
the  following  figures :  Podgorze,  4  cases  and  4  deaths ;  Cracow,  11 
cases  and  2  deaths  ;  Molowice,  4  eases  and  2  deaths. 

Belgium. — According  to  official  statements,  cholera  was  introduced 
into  Belgium  by  means  of  a  French  steamer  which  anived  at  Antwerp 
from  Havre,  August  15.  On  the  night  of  August  15-16,  a  choleraic 
death  occurred  on  board,  followed  by  other  deaths  from  the  same  cause 
on  the  17th,  19th,  and  20th  of  August.  By  September  2,  there  had 
been  63  choleraic  cases,  and  22  deaths  in  Antwerp ;  by  September  8,  9 
cases  and  29  deaths.  The  infected  persons  belonged  almost  exclusively 
to  the  seafaring  class.  A  repoH,  dated  September  16,  gives  17  choleraic 
deaths  in  Belgium  from  September  1  to  September  15.  In  Brabant, 
Hennegau,  and  West  Flanders  some  isolated  cases  have  occurred. 

Netherlands. — Many  cholera  cases  have  been  reported  from  Rotterdam 
and  Kralingen.  Three  of  these  cases  can  be  traced  to  vessels  from 
Hamburg.  The  fourth  case  could  not  be  traced.  Several  other  isolated 
cases  and  deaths  are  reported  from  other  localities.  The  first  cholera 
case  at  Tiel  occurred  September  18,  on  a  vessel  that  had  been  laden 
at  Antwerp  and  towed  from  Dordrecht  by  a  Dutch  tug.

Ru.ma.-^ln  Russia  the  cholera  epidemic  has  lately  made  some  prog- 
ress. The  disease  has  pushed  northward  and  seems  likely  to  reach 
the  White  Sea.  The  number  of  cases  is  considerable,  especially  in 
localities  recently  infected.  It  is  reliably  estimated  that  since  Sep- 
tember 1  there  have  been  144,590  victims  to  the  epidemic.  Of  this 
number,  53,200  belong  to  the  Caucasus;  14,600  to  the  Don  province; 
9,500  to  the  Transcaspian  province:  10,300  to  Saratow;  9,700  to  Sa- 
mara; 7,500  to  Astrachan ;  7,700  to  Tobolsk.

They  held  certificates  from  Dr.  Sewell  of  having 
been  bathed  in  5  per  cent  carbolic  solution,  and  their  clothing  disin- 
fected by  dry  heat  at  230°  F.  They  \yill  be  allowed  to  proceed  to- 
morrow unless  otherwise  ordeied.

Newport,  Vt.,  October  24,  1892. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  very  respectfully  to  report  that  since  my  ap- 
pointment, September  2,  1892,  as  one  ot  your  medical  inspectors,  that; 
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fortunately,  no  cholem  subjects  have  thus  far  been  seen.  I  have 
turned  buck  three  transatlantic  passengers  who  had  left  cholera  in- 
fecte<l  jjorts,  and  having  landed  at  Quebec  or  Montreal,  without  de- 
tention, had  at  onw  started  for  some  point  within  the  United  States. 
I  havt^  also  detaintnl  two  pieces  of  baggage  for  disinfection  doriDg 
this  time.  I  am  sure  the  etliciency  of  the  quarantine  at  Quel)€C  is 
somewhat  (juestionable;  for  instance,  a  quarantine  vessel  lays  off  the 
the  city  witli  latrines  built  along  the  sides  from  the  deck,  and  the  Pull- 
man and  Wagner  cai-s  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  from  the 
shoix*  Inflow  bail  water  from  the  river  to  fill  the  tanks  in  the  lavalo- 
rins  of  the  coaches.

Reports  from  119  cities, 
towns,  villages,  and  sanitary  districts,  having  an  aggregate  population 
of  838,169,  show  a  total  of  965  deaths  from  all  sources,  including  diph- 
theria, 30;  croup,  10;  scarlet  fever,  20;  smallpox,  1 ;  whooping  cough, 
24 ;  enteric  fever,  9 ;  and  phthisis  pulmonalis,  132. 

Maine — Portland, — Four  weeks  ending  October  8,  1892.  Popula- 
tion, estimated,  40,000.  Total  deaths,  53,  including  diphtheria,  1  ; 
enteric  fever,  3 ;  and  phthisis  pulmonalis,  2. 

Massachusetts — Worcester. — Month  of  September,  1892.  Popula- 
tion, estimated,  89,000.  Total  deaths,  133,  including  enteric  fever,  6; 
diphtheria,  6 ;  whooping  cough,  2 ;  and  phthisis  pulmonalis,  7. 

Michigan. — Week  ending  October  15,  1892.  Reports  to  the  State 
board  of  health,  Lansing,  from  67  observers,  indicate  that  scarlet  fever, 
tonsillitis,  diphtheria,  influenza,  inflammation  of  kidneys,  and  con- 
sumption increased,  and  that  cerebro  spinal  meningitis,  puerperal 
fever,  dysentery,  cholera  morbus,  and  typhomalarial  fever  decreased 
in  area  of  prevalence.

OF   HEALTH,    DURING   SEPTEMBER,    1892. 

Michigan  State  Board  of  Health, 
Office  of  the  Secretary,  Lansing,  Mich,,  September  6,  1892. 

To  medicid  inspectors  of  immigrants,  health  officers,  local  boards  of  healthy 

and  all  whom  it  may  concern : 

Resolutious  unanimously  adopted  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Stat« 
Board  of  Ile^ilth  held  at  Lansing,  September  6,  1892,  are  as  follows: 

The  action  of  Supervising  Surgeon -General  Wy  man,  approved  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  ordering  that  "No  vessel  from  any  for- 
eign poj't  carrying  immigrants  shall  be  admitted  to  enter  at  any  port 
6f  the  United  States  until  said  vessel  shall  have  undergone  a  quaran- 
tine detention  of  twenty  days,"  should  in  the  opinion  of  this  board  be 
made  to  apply  to  all  lines  of  railroads  and  vessels  upon  inland  waters 
of  the  United  States  engaged  in  conveyiilg  immigrants  to  ports  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  various  State  authoritiea 

We  regard  the  menace  to  the  lives  aud  health  of  the  citizens  of  the 
State  of  Michigan  through  the  railway  lines  passing  through  Canada 
from  the  Atlantic  seaboard  of  that  dominion  to  the  various  ports  in 
Michigan,  as  very  serious,  and  if  permitted  to  continue,  almost  certain 
to  plant  the  seeds  of  cholera  within  our  bordei'S. 

The  danger  of  this  we  consider  greatly  increiised  by  the  inadequate 
equipments  of  the  quarantine  station  at  Grosse  Isle,  as  reported  by  the 
International  Conference  of  State  Boards  of  Health,  just  published,  and 
by  the  deflection  of  travel  to  ports  in  Canada  for  the  purpose  of  evad- 
ing the  twenty  days'  quarantine  ordered  by  the  United  States. 

It  being  the  paramount  duty  of  governments  to  endeavor  to  protect 
their  citizens  by  every  means  in  their  power  from  all  dangerous  in- 
fectious diseases,  and  believing  that  Asiatic  cholera,  now  infecting  a 
large  portion  of  Europe,  can  be  prevented  from  gaining  a  foothold  in 
the  United  States  only  through  the  adoption  of  Extraordinary  measures, 
therefore,  by  the  autliority  vested  in  us  by  the  State  of  Michigan  in 
act  Xo.  2:^0,  laws  of  1885,  entitled  **An  act  to  provide  for  the  prevention 
of  the  introduction  and  spread  of  cholera  and  other  dangerous  com- 
municable diseases,''  we,  the  Micliigjin  State  board  of  health,  order: 

''[Rule  1.]  That  no  immigrant  from  an  European  port  by  way  of  auj' 
seaport  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  the 
State  of  Michigan  on  and  after  September  9,  1892,  until  such  immigrant 
shall  have  undergone  quarantine  detention  twenty  days  immediately 
preceding  such  entry,  and  shall  have  had  his  or  her  baggage  inspected 
and  disinfected  in  accordance  with  rules  adopted  and  published  by  this 
board. 

**  [Rule  2.]  And  it  is  further  ordered  that  all  travelei'S  passing  thi-oogh 
the  Dominion  of  Canada,  from  any  port  in  Europe,  and  seeking  ad- 
mission to  the  State  of  Michigan,  together  with  the  baggage  and  per- 
sonal effects  parried  by  such  travelers,  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by 
inspectoi-s  appointed  by  this  board  for  that  purpose.  No  such  traveler, 
his  baggage  or  pei-sonal  elfects,  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  the  State  of 
Michigan  if  there  is  danger  of  infection  from  such  cause  until  through 
disinfection  and  quarantine  such  inspectors  shall  be  satisfied  that  uo 
such  danger  exists.

This  board  requests  the  codper.itioii  of  all  United  States  officers  to

OBNKBAI.   INSTRUCTIONS  TO   IKSPl'^nTOKS  OF   [MMICIBANTS    AND   TRAVELERS. 

Until  convinced  that  efficient  inspection  and  disinfection  of  persons 
and  baggage  is  being  conducted  at  all  Atlantic  seaports,  whereby  immi- 
grants and  ti'avelers  from  Europe  may  be  admitted  to  the  Uniled  Slates 
withont  danger  of  conveying  cholera  infeeticfn,  the  Michigan  State 
board  of  health  rules  that  its  quarantine  order  of  September  G  must  be 
rigidly  enforced,  except  in  special  cases,  which  may  l>e  acted  upon 
when  the  board  is  not  in  session  by  the  committee  appointed  by  it.  for 
that  pnrpose.  at  its  meeting  September  23,  18H3,* 

Such  special  cases  will  Ire  considered  by  that  committee,  only  after 
the  inspectors  authorized  by  the  Michigan  State  board  of  health  shall 
have  detained  immigrants  seeking  such  special  action,  a  sufficient 
length  of  time  to  permit  of  an  inspection  of  persons  and  baggage,  the 

*An  PxtruKt  from  the  proceed injp*  of  tlie  Rtato  Iwnrit  of  health,  at  its  raeetiiie,  Sep- 
t^^mber  23,  189d,  in  as  Ibllows ;  "On  motion  of  Dr.  Vnughan,  it  was  votcii  to  appoint 
a  committee  consisting  of  Mr.  Wolls  and  Dr.  Baker,  that  the  committee  be  instructed 
tA  go  to  Detroit,  its  noon  aa  practicable,  and  ascertain  just  what  ia  being  done  by  Ihe 
inspetrtoTs  ut  Detroit;  iind  to  direct 'such  measures  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  commits 
t«e,  are  needed  to  make  the  inspection  service  efficient,"  etc.

This  service  must 
be  performed  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  instructions  of  the  State 
board  of  health,  by  its  inspectors,  or  under  their  personal  superv-ision,* 

It  is  not  the  desire  of  this  board  to  detain  immigrants  or  travelers 
unnecessarily,  or  to  cause  them  any  annoyance  or  inconvenience  be- 
yond what  seems  to  it  requisite  to  insure  the  public  safety.  The  roles 
it  has  adopted  for  the  present  emergency  seem  clearly  necessary,  and 
if  intelligently  enforced  need  cause  but  brief  detention  of  the  great 
mass  of  immigrants,  and  but  little  expense  to  lines  of  transportation. 

The  State  board  expects  intelligenti,  discreet,  and  honest  service  from 
its  inspectors,  as  it  may  be  largely  through  the  effective  and  thorough 
work  they  may  do  that  the  passage  of  immigrants  into  and  through 
Michigan  shall  be  rendered  harmless  to  the  citizens  of  Michigan  and 
neighboring  States.

DISINFECTION   OF  CLOTHINO,    BAGGAGE,    ETC. 

For  disinfection  of  clothing  and  other  articles  made  of  wool,  cotton, 
linen,  or  silk,  employ  one  of  the  two  following  methods: 

1.  Boiling  in  water  not  less  than  hour. 

2.  Exposure  to  steam  not  less  than  one  hour,  the  steam  to  be  not  less 
than  212°  nor  more  than  239°  F. 

Leather  trunks,  boxes,  or  other  containers  of  baggage,  also  wearing 
apparel  of  leather  or  fur,  and  other  articles  liable  to  be  injured  by  boil- 
ing or  by  steam  heat,  must  be  exposed  not  less  than  six  hours  to  sul- 
phurous acid  gas,  made  by  burning  not  less  than  3  pounds  of  roll 
sulphur  to  each  1,000  cubic  feet  of  space  in  the  closed  room  in  which 
the  articles  are  exposed. 

DISINFECTION   OF  PERSONS  AND  CLOTHES. 

All  immigmnts  and  all  pei'sons  known  to  have  recently  had  cholera, 
or  diarrheal  or  other  sickness  likely  to  have  been  cholera,  and  all  per- 
sons who,  for  any  reason,  are  likely  to  harbor  on  their  persons  or 
wearing  apparel  the  germs  of  cholera  or  other  dangerous  communicable 
disease,  shall  be  required  to  have  a  thorough  bath  in  warm  water,  and 
to  have  his  or  her  wearing  apparel  removed  from  the  person  and  dis- 
infected, by  the  methods  above  described.' 

COOPERATION  OF  LOCAL,   STATE,    AND  NATIONAL  OFFICERS. 

In  order  that  no  local  law  or  requirement  shall  be  evaded,  each  St^te 
inspector  should  keep  himself  informed  of  the  local  laws,  ordinances, 
and  requirements  of  the  local  board  of  health  ;  and  before  releasing  from 
quarantine,  under  State  rules  or  orders,  immigrants,  their  baggage,  or 
other  persons  or  baggage,  the  inspector  should  be  sure  that  no  lawful 
local  requirement  is  contravened,  and,  if  there  is  danger  of  this,  that 
the  local  health  authorities  have  such  timely  notice  that  they  may 
themselves  either  continue  the  quarantine  safeguards,  or  notify  a  United

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States  inspector,  whose  instructions  require  him  to  **  render  assistance 
to  State  and  local  authorities  in  the  enforcement  of  their  health  reg- 
ulations."

Cholera  abating  in  Teheran. 

United  States  Consulate-General, 

Teheran,  September  16,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  cholera  tas  been  con- 
tinually abating  in  Teheran  for  the  past  week.  The  number  of  deaths 
on  September  1  were  42.  Although  it  is  known  that  some  cases  of 
cholera  exist,  there  have  been  no  new  ones  reported  since  September  2. 
A  considerable  number  of  typhoid  cases  in  mild  form  and  some  of  dys- 
entery, prevail. 

At  this  writing  there  are  only  2  cases  in  the  American  hospital. 

It  has,  however,  been  deemed  advisable  to  keep  the  hospital  open 
for  some  days,  and  arrangements  have  been  perfected  so  that  it  will 
continue  in  operation  until  October  1.  The  missionaries  will  keep  up 
their  organization  for  relief  work,  to  be  ready  for  the  possible  event  of 
famine  following  the  cholera  epidemic.

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Probable  arigin  of  diolera  in  Austria — Sanitary  measures. 

United  States  Consulate-General,

Sir  :  In  conformity  with  instructions,  I  apprised  the  Department  by 
cable,  on  the  2lst  instant,  of  the  first  .c^ses  of  cholera  dsiatica  in  this 
monarchy  of  Austria  Hungary,  as  officially  reported  by  the  Austrian 
sanitary  supreme  council,  as  follows:

,  *' Seventeen  cases  cholera.  Crown  Land,  Galicia.     No  cases  in  other 
Austria.

It  is  not  certain  that  the  infection  came  from  Russia.  Prof.  Weich" 
selbaum,  a  meml>er  of  the  sanitary  council,  whom  the  Government 
sent  at  once  to  Austrian  Poland,  supposes  that  the  cholera  reached 
Podogorze  from  Hamburg.  The  celebrated  Vienna  physician.  Prof. 
Drasche,  who  has  an  extensive  ^experience  of  cholera,  has  expressed 
himself  that  if  Prof.  Weichselbaum  was  right  in  supposing  that  these 
first" cases  reached  Podogorze  from  Hamburg,  then  he  felt  convinced 
that  it  would  not  spread  very  far.     He  says : 

'•Hamburg  was  afire,  which  threw  sparks  on  all  sides,  but  with  the 
exception  of  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  that  town,  nowhere  have 
those  sparks  kindled  a  flame.  There  have  been  a  few  instances  of  in- 
fection but  as  yet  there  has  been  elsewhere  in  Germany  no  epidemic. 
I  imagine,  therefore,  theie  will  be  a  number  of  cases  in  Cracow  Podo- 
gorze, but  there  will  not  be  an  epidemic.'' 

Cracow  and  Podogorze  are  shut  off  from  outside  traffic.  The  station 
after  Podogorzft  is  occupied  by  gendarmes.  The  police  only  give  passes 
in  cases  of  expulsion  and  on  production  of  medical  certificate.  The 
beer  and  wine  shops  have  to  be  closed  at  8  o'clock  and  the  restaurants 
at  11  o'clock.  All  places  of  public  entertainment  have  been  shut  by 
order  of  the  police. 

The  small  town  of  Podogorze  is  a  suburb  of  Cracow  on  the  right 
bank  of  the  Vistula,  and  is  connected  with  the  latter  town  by  a  bridge. 
It  is  inhabited  by  a  population  of  some  13,000,  living  by  small  trade. 
According  to  all  accounts  the  authorities  in  Austrian  Poland  have  done 
their  full  duty,  and  far-reaching  precautions  had  b«en  taken  in  antici- 
pation of  the  outbreak.  A  panic  is  scarcely  to  be  apprehended,  and 
the  approaching  winter  season  will  doubtless  contribute  to  keep  down 
the  death  rate,  if  the  malady  eventually  assumes  the  proportions  of  an 
epidemic. 

The  sanitary  council  of  Austria- Hungary,  located  here,  is  acting 
promptly  and  energetically,  notwithstanding  the  most  favorable  sani- 
tary conditions  of  Vienna  and  the  other  crown  lands  of  Austria.  An 
urgent  recommendation  was  addressed  to  the  minister  of  the  interior 
that  the  destitute  and  unemployed  of  the  capital  should  be  provided 
for,  that  the  organization  of  the  sanitary  service  in  all  parts  of  the  town 
should  be  completed,  that  the  number  of  doctors  and  sanitary  staff 
should  be  increased,  and  efficient  means  of  transport  supplied.  Fur- 
thermore, that  measures  should  be  taken  for  the  isolation  of  the  places 
used  for  the  treatment  of  cholera  patients,  merchandise  coming  from 
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infected  countries  should  be  disinfected,  and  tramcars  should  not  be 
overcrowded,  which  latter  the  sanitary  council  coilsiders  dangerous  in 
time  of  epidemic. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  my  further  reports  of  the  threatening  epidemic 
will  remain  equally  encourageing.

Sanitary  measures  in  Prague.  .  * 

United  States  Consulate, 

Prague,  Septenf^er  27,  1892. 

Sir:  The  measures  taken  by  the  city  of  Prague  in  preparation  for  a 
possible  outbreak  of  cholera,  and  to  ward  off  the  threatened  invasion 
of  the  dread  disease,  are  likely  to  interest  municipal  governments  in 
the  United  Stales,  and  I  therefore  submit  a  brief  description  thereof. 
Not  that  it  is  claimed  that  these  measures  difl'er  widely  or  are  superior 
to  those  adopted  in  other  cities,  but  the  fact  that  no  cholera  has  ap- 
peared here  speaks  well  for  their  efficacy.  General  regulations  were 
issued  at  once  by  the  Austrian  Government,  and  the  cities  of  the  whole 
Empire  conformed  to  these  regulations,  but  each  city  government  or- 
ganized its  own  precautionary  measures. 

In  Prague  sixteen  health  committees  were  at  once  appointed  by  the 
mayor  and  instructed  to  visit  all  the  buildings  in  the  city,  not«  any 
defective  sanitary  conditions,  and  instruct  house  owners  to  reme<ly 
such  defects,  making  a  fiill  report  thereof  to  the  mayor.  Bach  health 
committee  consisted  of  an  alderman,  a  city  official,  the  waixl  physician, 
a  police  official,  and  the  ward  revenue  official.  As  soon  as  the  reports 
from  the  health  committees  reached  the  mayor  he  informed  himself 
whether  the  defective  stinitary  conditions  reported  had  been  remedied, 
and  if  this  was  not  the  case,  notification  was  at  once  sent  to  the  pei-sons 
concerned  to  carry  out  the  order.  Two  weeks  after  their  first  inspec- 
tion the  health  committees  repeated  their  visit  to  see  whether  every- 
thing had  been  put  in  order,  and  whether  any  further  dangers  to  health 
were  to  be  done  away  with.  Keports  of  this  second  inspection  trip 
were  also  submitted  to  the  mayor. 

Further,  the  community  took  care  that  all  the  streets  and  public 
thoroughfares  were  cleansed  several  times  a  day,  and  that  the  sweep- 
ings were  removed  from  the  streets  at  such^  times  when  the  street  tmffic 
was  smallest.  Special  attention  was  paid  to  the  sewers.  The  rule  in 
Prague  is  that  the  community  cleans  all  street  and  house  sewei-s  once 
in  every  two  months,  but  orders  were  issued  to  clean  the  sewers  with 
running  water  at  more  frequent  intervalsand  todistributeciirbolicacid 
plentifully  therein.  Precautions  were  likewise  taken  to  cleanse  the 
drinking  fountains  in  this  city.  The  city  water  department  received 
orders  to  inspect  every  fountain,  examine  the  water,  and  report  the  re- 
sults to  the  mayor.  According  to  these  reports  the  owners  of  impure 
fountains  received  orders  to  close  them  at  once,  or  to  have  them  puri- 
fied, and  to  give  the  public  access  to  the  wat^r  only  aft^r  the  ward  phy- 
sician certified  to  the  unobjectionable  quality  of  the  water. 

The  inspection  of  provisions  was  regarded  as  of  the  greatest  impor- 
tance, and  the  mayor's  orders  to  the  ward  physicians  were  extremely 
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strict  that  ouly  such  provisions  wefe  to  be  sold  in  the  markets  and  | 
stores  as  were  perfectly  wholesome.  Xot  only  fruit  and  vegetables  were 
subjected  to  examiuation,  but  meat,  milk,  etc.,  as  well.  Unhealthy 
articles  of  food  were  confiscated  when  found  and  the  dealer  fined.  In 
the  slaughterhouses,  too,  careful  inspection  was  made  and  the  most 
scrupulous  cleanliness  exacted.  The  more  immediate  measures  against 
the  cholera  consisted  of  orders  issued  by  the  mayor  to  all  hotel-keepers 
to  immediately  announce  the  arrival  of  all  guests  coming  from  infected 
countries.  On  receiving  such  announcement  the  ward  physician  was 
at  once  sent  to  make  an  examination  of  the  traveler  with  reference  to 
cholera  symptoms.  The  traveler  remains  under  medical  inspection 
during  five  days  and  then  is  required  to  give  informatio/i  as  to  his  next 
dastination.  The  mayor  also  made  arrangements  for  the  disinfec- 
tion at  the  railway  stations  of  the  baggage  of  voyagei-s  from  cholera 
countries.  Apparatus  for  disinfection,  with  the  necessary  attendants, 
were  placed  in  the  station,  and  all.  nece^^ary  mediciiments  weie  pro- 
cured as  Nvell  as  a  supply  of  litters  in  case  of  the  necessity  of  transport- 
ing the  sick  to  the  hospital. 

Vov  the  care  of  cholera  patients  there  is  a  special  hospital  in  Prague, 
which  forms  a  part  of  the^general  city  hospital,  and  which  is  only 
opened  when  a  contagious  disease  breaks  out  in  the  dty.  Arrange- 
ments were  also  perfected  with  two  convent  hospi tills,  so  that  in  case 
of  an  outbreak  of  cholera,  patients  would  be  received  there  ;  in  addition 
to  which  the  city  erected  a  special  hospital,  with  room  for  eighty  beds, 
provided  with  all  hygienic  arrangements,  and  also  transportable  bar- 
racks. For  the  conveyance  of  cholera  patients  the  city  provided  ten  v 
litters  and  fourteen  wagons,  the  latter  with  special  coverings,  to  be 
disinfected  after  every  trip.  Ninety  carriers' were  to  be  engaged,  at  a 
salary  of  from.  1  florin  20  kronen  to  2  florins  (50  to  80  cents)  per  day, 
and  to  be  provided  with  clothes  made  of  ticking.  The  litters  and 
wagons  were  to  be  in  readiness  near  the  city  hall,  and  sent  wherever 
needeil  immediately. 

For  disinfecting  purposes  the  city  is  provided  with  six  disinfecting  ap- 
paratuses, and  a  special  disinfecting  establishment  has  been  built,  with 
all  modern  appliances,  to  be  used  in  case  the  cholera  reached  Prague. 

Lest  there  should  be  a  lack  of  physicians  in  the  event  of  an  (mtbreak 
of  cholera,  the  mayor  called  upon  the  physicians  of  the  city  to  volunteer 
their  services  to  care  for  possible  cholera  patients.  Twenty -three 
physicians  volunteered,  and  were  assured  a  daily  compensation  of  10 
florins  0^4). 

Provision  was  i»lso  made  to  supply  the  poor  of  the  city  with  means 
of  disinfection  free  of  charge,  and  to  feed  them  at  the  expense  of  the 
city.  Arningements  were  mmle  with  the  large  breweries  to  furnish  a 
supply  of  water  purified  by  boiling,  and  to  distribute  it.  Up  U)  the 
present  time  there  hfis  not  been  a  case  of  cholera  in  Prague  or  in  Ho- 
hemia,  «nd  it  is  not  regarded  as  likely  that  the  epidemic  will  appear 
here  this  vear  at  least.  The  authorities  are  under  strict  orders  from 
the  central  government  to  give  the  utmost  publicity  to  any  cases  of 
cholera  that  may  occur,  so  that  there  will  be  no  possibility  of  the  pres- 
ence of  the  disease  without  its  being  known  forthwith.

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I         Sanitary  commission  at  Consta7Uinople — Report  of  the  United  Stales  sanitary 

commissioner — Cholera, 

I  meutioned  iu  my  last  report  that  the  Turkish  Empire  enjoyed  very 
good  health,  but  now  I  must  change  my  statement.  I  do  not  want  to 
lay  stress  on  the  cholera  epidemic  in  Yemen,  where  physicians  can 
hardly  be  sent  on  account  of  the  condition  of  those  populations  which 
are  not  civilized  enough  to  accept  freely  and  friendly  the  doctors  or 
other  sanitary  officials.  I  must  speak  about  the  pro vi  nces  of  Trebizond 
and  Erzeroum  where,  in  spite  of  street  quarantines,  cholera  has  already 
made  its  appearance.  In  my  last  report,  No.  52,  it  was  stated  that 
cholera  broke  out  in  the  villages  of  Hassan  Kali  and  Ain-Zeklek. 
Unhappily  since  that  date  fresh  cases  have  occurred,  and  on  September 
21  a  isoldier  died  from  cholera  in  the  military  hospital  of  Erzeroum. 

It  seems  then  that  the  evil  has  not  been  stifled  since  its  appearance. 
I  must  say  the  same  for  the  city  of  Trebizond.  It  is  true  that  since 
those  four  deaths  in.  this  city  no  fresh  cases  have  been  registered,  but 
in  the  lazaretto  of  Sinope  a  death  from  cholera  occurred  among  the  pas- 
sengers of  the  steamship  Pars,  coming  from  Trebizond.  It  was  a  girl 
of  13  years  who  came  from  Trebizond  with  other  passengers  going  to 
Constantinople!  Passengers  had  already  passed  their  ten  days'  quaran- 
tine, and  were  ready  to  start  when  the  girl  fell  ill  and  directly  after 
died.  A  few  hours  after,  another  passenger,  aged  55,  fell  ill,  also  fit)m 
cholera,  but  the  case  did  not  prove  fatal.  Before  these  two  cholera* 
cases  not  a  single  ease  had  been  registered  at  Sinope.  I  mean  that 
cholera  did  not  exist  in  the  lazaretto,  for  the  disease,  we  must  believe, 
was  brought  from  Trebizond,  where  cholera  does  not  exist,  according 
to  official  reports.  But  we  may  say  it  exists,  and  sis  a  proof  of  its  ex- 
istence allege  the  two  cholera  cases  from  which  one  died  at  Sinope. 

On  the  15th  instant  I  had  been  notified  that  cholera  made  its  ap- 
pearance at  New  York,  and  directly  it  was  decide<l  that  ships  coming 
from  this  latter  port  and  its  immediate  neighborhood  must  undergo  ten 
days'  quarantine  at  Beirut  or  Chei-sonnesus. 

In  Constantinople  there  a  few  (jjwses  of  typhoid  fever,  perhaps  the 
beginning  of  an  epidemic,  and  sore  throats  with  abscess  of  the  glands 
of  the  throat. 

At  the  Uist  moment  a  dispatch  from  the  lazaretto  of  ('amaran  states 
that  in  that  lazaretto  1,400  soldiers  have  landed  in  order  to  pass  a  ten 
days'  quarantine.  They  are  coming  from  the  province  of  Yemen  and 
going  to  Syria  and  Smyrna.  Among  these  soldiers  60  have  already 
died  in  the  lazaretto  from  cholera.  There  are  150  nibre  ill  of  the  same 
disease,  besides  othei^s  ill  from  other  diseases.

Pernambuco.  Brazil,  quarantines  against  European  and  United  States  ports. 

United  States  Consulate, 
Pernambueo,  September  14,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  Brazilian  Government  are 
taking  all  precautions  against  the  introduction  of  cholera  into  this 
country. 
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There  was  au  official  notice  published  in  the  local  papers  on  the  6th 
instant,  by  the  authorization  of  the  minister  of  the  interior,  to  the 
effect  that  all  French  and  British  steamers  from  Europe  must  proceed 
to  the  quarantine  station  at  Ilba  Grande,  Kio  de  Janeiro,  in  consequence 
of  which  the  Royal  Mail  steamer  Clyde^  which  arrived  here  on  the  8th 
instant,  could  not  communicate  with  the  port,  and  after  signaling  for 
about  two  hours  was  forced  to  proceed  to  the  quarantine  station. 

I  deem  it  advisable  to  make  the  above  report  to  the  Department,  in 
order  that  they  may  be  informed  of  the  extraordinary  precautions 
taken  by  the  Government  here  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  this 
dreaded  scourge. 

It  was  quite  a  severe  blow  to  Pernambuco  that  the  steamship  Clyde 
was  not  allowed  to  communicate  with  the  port,  as  there  were  some  30 
passengers  destined  here,  among  whom  were  some  men  who  had  great 
commercial  interests,  and,  of  course  the  detention  of  letters,  especially 
those  of  a  fiscal  nature,  leads  to  embarrassing  annoyances. 

The  above  order  allnded  to  has  now  been  extended  to  German  and 
Italian  steamers. 

Mj.  J.  Gibson  Keiller,  the  agent  of  the  Pacific  Steam  Navigation 
Company,  has  just  informed  me  that  the  steamship  Sorota,  due  here  on 
Saturday,  received  orders  at  St.  Vincent  to  proceed  to  Rio,  knowing 
that  she  would  not  be  allowed  to  communicate  with  this  port,  thus 
saving  time  and  useless  delay. 

This  interference  with  commercial  intercourse  with  the  continent  of 
Europe  (for  many  of  these  steamers  have  valuable  cargoes  destined  for 
this  port  as  a  distributing  point  for  the  northern  ports  as  well  as  for 
Bahia)  should^  and  no  doubt  will,  prove  beneficial  to  American  com- 
mercial interests,  and  especially  to  the  United  States  and  Brazil  Mail 
Steamship  Company,  as  I  have  been  informed  that  passengers  destined 
for  Brazil  have  been  advised  to  come  via  the  United  States. 

September  19. — Since  writing  the  above,  official  orders  have  been 
issued  that  all  vessels  leaving  the  United  States  and  Mexico  after  the 
7th  instant  will  also  be  forced  to  proceed  to  the  quarantine  station  at 
Ilba  Grande  for  the  purpose  of  undergoing  sanitary  disinfection.

Sir:  With  reference  to  Mr.  Williams's  dispatch.  No.  1715, 1  have  to 
further  inform  the  Department  that  under  date  of  the  3d  instant,  the 
governor-general,  in  view  of  the  communications  received  from  the 
Spanish  minister  at  Washington  and  the  Spanish  consul  in  New  York, 
that  no  cases  of  Asiatic  cholera  morbus  had  appeared  in  New  York 
from  the  13th  of  September  last,  had  been  pleased  to  declare  that  all 
vessels  leaving  said  port  from  the  4th  instant  should  be  held  subject  to 
observation  in  this  port,  provided  they  bring  no  cases  of  sickness  on 
board,  the  same  as  all  vessels  arriving  from  other  ports  of  the  United 
States. 
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It  is  understood  that  this  observation  will  be  of  three  days'  duration, 
and  piussed  in  the  harbor  of  Havana.

Great  Britain — England  and  Wales. — The  deaths  registered  in  33 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  October  8 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  17.8  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,188,449.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Croydon,  viz,  10.3,  and  the  highest  in  Salford,  viz,  26.7  a 
thousand. 

London. — One  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-four  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles,  16 ;  scarlet  fever,  33 ; 
diphtheria,  51 ;  whooping  cough,  11 ;  enteric  fever,  14 ;  diarrhea  and 
dysentery,  40.

Opinion  of  the  cholera   commission,  appointed  by  the  imperial  sanitary 

bureau^  trith  regard  to  the  traffic  with  Hamburg. 

[Formulated  on  the  report  of  the  minister  of  the  interior  for  the  German  Kmptre  and 
published  in  the  Imperial  Gazette  of  September  19,  1892.] 

[Translated  in  this  Bureau.] 

Although  it  is  generally  known  that  prohibition  on  commerce  ^ith 
cholera-infected  places  is  directed  to  only  a  small  number  of  articles- 
washing  and  clothing  (except  when  the  same  are  the  proi>erty  of 
travelers),  rags,  fruit  and  fresh  vegetables,  butter  and  fresh  cheese, 
and  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  health  officials  the  transportation  of  other 
wares  from  infected  places  is  not  attended  with  danger,  there  still  exists 
a  marked  disposition  to  discriminate  against  articles  of  barter  and  food 
consumption  arriving  from  Hamburg.  The  following  opinion  of  the 
cholera  commission  appointed  by  the  imperial  sanitaiy  bureau  is  in 
tended  to  allay  anxiety  in  this  respect. 

Experience  of  previous  cholera  epidemics  has  shown  that  cholera  i.< 
never  introduced  except  by  means  of  the  articles  above  enuniei*ated. 
the  exportation  of  which  is  officially  prohibited.  This  experience  is 
confirmed  by  the  history  of  the  present  epidemic. 

Since  the  outbreak  of  cholera  in  Hamburg  there  have  been  many 
shipments  of  merchandise  from  that  city,  and  no  infection  is  known  to 
have  been  occasioned  by  them.  In  view  of  this  fact  there  is  no  ground 
for  apprehending  the  tninspoitation  of  this  disease  by  means  of  such 
merchandise.  The  grciiter  number  of  articles  are  by  their  dry  oondi 
tion  (books,  cigars,  tobacco,  paper,  and  leather  goods,  etc.)  excluded 
from  all  possibility  of  conveying  the  disease.  It  is  moreover  to  be 
considered  that  articles  in  bulk  arrive  in  coverings  which  protect  the 
contents  of  the  bales,  packages,  boxes,  etc  ,  from  contamination.  Thii> 
is  especially  true  of  those  articles  which  are  conveyed  through  the 
city  unopened.  The  uneasy  recipient  of  such  articles  from  cholera- 
infected  localities  may  either  destroy  the  covering  or  have  it  thoroughly 
disinfected  with  chloride  of  lime,  in  the  case  of  barrels,  boxes,  etc.,  and 
with  a  5  per  cent  solution  of  carbolic  acid  when  the  articles  have  l>eeii 
packed  in  bales,  linen  bags,  etc.  This  precaution  is,  however,  not  con 
sidered  necessary. 

In  the  opinion  of  this  commission  it  is  not  possible  to  exercise  effect 
ive  supervision  of  the  commerce  with  cholera-infected  localities.  The 
attempt  to  do  this  only  adds  to  the  difficulties  under  which  such  com 
merce  is  conducted.  As  regards  Hamburg  the  -best  meiins  to  relieve 
this  sorely  tried  city  is  to  restore  free  commercial  exchange  between 
German  cities,  and  to  abolish  discrimination  against  such  exchange 
on  account  of  a  fancied  danger.

At  an  emergency  meeting  of  the  Iowa  State  board  of  health,  held  in 
Des  MoineK  SepteinlnT  22,  181)2,  Drs.  Shrader,  Guilbertv,  and  Carter 
were  appointed  a  eommittee  to  submit  adequate  regulations  with  r^ard 
to  <iuarantine  again>t  Asiatic  cholera  and  smallpox.  That  committee, 
in  due  season,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  unanimously 
adopted.  These  regulations  are  now  in  force,  and  are  published  by 
order  of  the  l)oard  for  the  information  of  the  Iowa  public  : 

First.  The  considerate  action  of  the  conference  of  State  boards  of 
health,  Chicago,  September  14,  at  which  conference  Iowa  was  repre- 
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sen  ted  by  Dr.  J,  C.  Shrader,  is  hereby  formally  approved,  and  the  gen- 
eral rules  there  promulgated  are  made  part  of  the  policy  of  this  board. 

Those  general  rules  are  as  follows : 

'*RuLEl.  That  this  conference  recommends  that  every  immigrant 
passenger,  before  being  allowed  to  land  at  any  port  of,  or  to  cross  the 
borders  into,  the  United  States,  shall  obtain  a  certificate  from  the  health 
officer  of  the  port  or  point  of  entr>',  or  from  a  sanitary  inspector  of  the 
United  States  Marine-Hospital  Service  (where  that  service  has  charge 
of  quarantine  and  disinfection)  or  from  the  quarantine  officer  at  Gross 
Isle,  setting  forth  the  name  of  such  immigrant,  whence  emigrated, 
name  ^nd  port  of  clearance  of  vessel,  and  the  date  of  anival  at  |>ortof 
entry,  the  fact  of  the  existence  or  nonexistence  of  any  infectious  dis- 
ease on  said  ship,  the  period  of  detention  therefor  at  quarantine,  local 
destination  of  the  immigrant  in  any  State  or  Territory  of  the  United 
States,  and  further  certifying  that  he  or  she  is  free  from  any  danger  of 
conveying  the  contagion  of  Asiatic  cholera  or  smallpox  in  person 
or  effects,  and  that  his  or  her  effects  and  belongings  ha  v^e  been  subjected 
to  approved  processes  of  disinfection  before  being  allowed  to  enter  into 
the  United  States. 

**RuLE  2.  That  a  certificate  of  disinfection,  as  required  in  Rule  1, 
signed  by  the  official  under  whose  charge  the  work  of  inspection  and 
disinfection  has  been  performed,  and  giving  name  of  owner  and  date 
of  issue,  shall  be  conspicuously  attached  to  each  piece  of  baggage  of 
such  immigrant. 

*'RULE  3.  That  any  railway  or  transportation  company  accepting, 
for  transportation  through  the  territory  represented  by  this  conference, 
immigrants  not  provided  with  certificates  described  in  Rule  1,  or  whose 
baggage  does  not  bear  the  certificate  provided  for  in  Rule  2,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  quarantine  rules  of  the  States  represented  in  this  confer- 
ence, and  to  any  detention  at  the  border,  or  within  the  territorj^  of  such 
State,  for  such  thoroughness  of  inspection  as  the  authorities  of  each 
State  may  deem  necessary. 

**RuLE  4.  That  immigrant  passengers,  if  not  conveyed  on  separate 
trains  exclusively  devoted  to  such  service,  shall  be  transported,  when 
practicable,  in  separate  cars,  to  which  access  shall  be  denied  to  other 
passengers,  and  the  disinfected  baggage  of  such  immigrants,  other  than 
the  hand-luggage  carried  by  them,  shall  not  be  a<*cessible  to  them  until 
they  have  arrived  at  their  respective  points  of  destination  ;  and  similar 
precautions  shall  be  observed  in  the  transportation  of  immigrant  pas- 
sengers by  water. 

*'RuLE  5.  That  railroad  or  other  transportation  companies  carrying 
such  immigrants  shall  telegi-aph  to  the  secretaries  of  the  State  Iwards 
of  health  and  to  the  designated  health  authorities  at  the  distributing 
pointvS,  advising  of  the  hour  of  arrival  of  such  immigrants,  and  in  time 
sufficient  to  allow  of  the  train  being  met  by  inspectors,  and  shall  also 
telegraph  notice  to  said  authorities  of  any  sickness  occurring  among 
such  ijn migrants. 

*'  Rile  6.  That  the  reijuirements  set  forth  in  Rules  1  and  2  shall  ap- 
ply to  passengers  of  any  class  arriving  on  a  vessel  infected  with  Asiatic 
cholera  or  smallpox. 

**RULE  7.  That  these  rules  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  the  20th  day 
of  September,  instant."

That  a  certificate  of  disinfection,  as  required  in  Rule  1, 
signed  by  the  official  under  whose  charge  the  work  of  inspection  and 
disinfection  has  been  performed,  and  giving  name  of  owner  and  date 
of  issue,  shall  be  conspicuously  attached  to  each  piece  of  baggage  of 
such  immigrant. 

^*RuLB  3.  That  any  railway  or  transportation  company  accepting, 
for  transportation  through  the  territory  represented  by  this  conference, 
immigrants  not  provided  with  certificates  described  in  Rule  1,  or  whose 
baggage  does  not  bear  the  certificate  provided  for  in  Rule  2,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  quarantine  rules  of  the  Stat.es  represented  in  this  confer- 
ence, and  to  any  detention  at  the  border,  or  within  the  territory  of  such 
State,  for  such  thoroughness  of  inspection  as  the  authorities  of  each 
State  may  deem  necessary. 

"Rule  4.  That  immigrant  passengers,  if  not  conveyed  on  separate

^'  Rule  7.  That  these  rules  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  the  20th  day 
of  September,  instant." 

Second.  In  order  to  give  effect  to  these  rules,  so  far  as  Iowa  is  con- 
cerned, it  is  hereby  ordered  that  the  subjoined  regulations  now  enacted 
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be  also  declared  to  be  in  force ;  and  on  the  secretary  of  this  board  is  de- 
volved the  duty  of  promulgating  this  legislation,  through  the  press  of 
the  State  and  the  media  of  circulars. 

Iteni:  It  is  ordered  that  the  places  named  below,  be  and  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  distributing  points^  to  wit :  Des  Moines,  Keokuk,  Fort 
Madison,  Burlington,  New  Boston,  Davenport,  Clinton,  Sabula,  Du- 
buque, McGregor,  Sioux  City,  Council  Blu^  Davis  City,  Coatesville, 
Hamburg,  Blanchard,  Braddyville,  State  Line,  Blockton,  Bethany 
Junction,  Lineville,  Buda,  Cincinnati,  and  Dean. 

Item  r  It  is  ordered  that  sanitary  inspectors  shall  be  appointed  at 
these  distributing  i)oints  by  the  secretary  of  the  State  board  of  health. 

Item:  It  is  ordered  that  these  sanitary  inspectors  shall  have  authority 
to  stop  all  incoming  railway  trains  or  steamers  known  or  suspected  to 
contain  immigrants  or  other  persons  infected  with  cholera  or  smallpox. 
They  shall  have  power  to  establish  quarantine  at  the  border  or  within 
the  State.  They  shall  cause  to  be  made  at  such  stations,  when  neces- 
sary, thorough  disinfection  of  all  inspected  persons  and  their  luggage, 
and  shall  not  allow  the  said  immigrants  or  other  infected  persons  to 
proceed  on  their  journey  until  such  thorough  disinfection  has  been 
made.  They  shall  hold  in  quarantine  all  such  immigrants  or  other  in- 
fected persons  until  sufficient  time  has  elapsed  to  demonstrate  their 
immunity  from  these  prescribed  diseases. 

Item:  During  the  performance  of  their  duties  the  said  sanitary  in- 
spectors shall  make  daily  detailed  reports  to  the  State  board  of  h^tii 
on  blanks  prepared  and  furnished  by  the  secretary  thereof. 

Item:  The  said  sanitary  inspectors,  when  on  duty,  shall  wear  an  oflS- 
cial  badge,  to  be  prescribed  and  famished  by  the  State  board  of  health. 

Item:  The  said  sanitary  inspectors  shall  be  duly  sworn  to  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties. 

Third.  It  is  hereby  ordered  that  all  railways  or  other  passenger  trans- 
portation companies  having  in  charge  immigrants  or  other  x)erson8  hail- 
ing from  foreign  infected  ports,  or  coming  from  infected  ships  or  from 
infected  places  in  our  own  country  (or  persons  suddenly  infected  in 
transit),  shall,  before  entering  Iowa,  be  required  to  notify  the  secretary 
of  the  State  board  of  health  and  the  sanitary  inspector  at  the  point  of 
intended  entrance  into  the  State,  succinctly  stating  the  names  and  des- 
tination of  the  immigrants  or  other  infected  persons.  Such  notification 
shall  be  by  telegram,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  Iowa  sanitary  officers  suf- 
ficiently long  enough  in  advance  to  enable  a  sanitary  inspector  to  reach 
and  examine  these  emigrants  or  other  affected  x>ersons  previous  to  their 
arrival  at  the  Iowa  distributing  point. 

Fourth.  Should  cases  of  cholera  or  smallpox  develop  on  any  railway 
train  or  river  steamer  between  distributing  points,  the  officials  in  charge 
of  such  public  conveyances  shall  at  once  telegraph  the  secretary  of  the 
State  board  of  health  and  the  sanitary  inspector  at  the  nearest  distrib- 
uting point  on  such  line  of  travel,  stating  succinctly  the  name  and 
destination  of  the  infected  person  or  persons,  so  that  proper  sanitary 
reception  may  be  provided  at  the  said  nearest  distributing  point. 

Fifth.  In  case  the  said  attacks  have  developed  in  travelers  whose 
destination  is  at  a  place  intervening  between  the  point  of  attack  and 
the  nearest  distributing  point,  the  officials  in  charge  of  such  public 
conveyances  shall  cause  telegraphic  notification  to  l^  sent  to  the  local 
health  officer  at  the  place  of  destination,  as  well  as  to  the  secretary  of 
the  State  board  of  health. 
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Sixth.  Each  sanitary  inspector  shall  have  power  to  appoint  i^me 
comx>eteiit  medical  practitioner  as  his  deputy,  causing  him  to  be  duly 
sworn.  The  said  deputy  shall  act  as  sanitary  inspector  only  during 
the  sickness  or  temporary  absence  of  his  chief,  or  as  his  assistant  when 
required  by  him. 

Seventh.  The  State  board  of  health  earnestly  urges  upon  the  author- 
ities of  all  distributing  points  heretofore  named,  as  well  as  cities  and 
towns  not  named  as  distributing  points,  the  importance  of  the  immediate 
organization  of  local  boards  of  health,  endowed  with  ample  power  to 
quarantine  infected  persons,  transient  or  resident,  and  with  adequate 
appliances  for  intelligent  disinfection.  A  committee  of  the  State  board  '  '  j 
of  health  has  in  charge  the  preparation  of  a  model  code  of  by-laws  for  i< 

such  local  boards,  which  will  be  promulgated  after  the  regular  meeting  v?^ 

of  the  board  November  3  ensuing.

Report  of  cases  of  cholera  at  Grangemouth,,  a  port  30  miles  west  from  Leith. 

United  States  Consulate  for  Leith, 

Edinburg,  Scotland,  October  14,  1892. 

Two  cases  of  choleraic  diarrhea  have  occurred  in  Grangemouth  on 
arrival  there  of  two  vessels,  named  respectively  Gerda  and  Atka,  from 
Bafso  in  Finland.  The  cases  were  two  seamen.  The  seaman  on  board 
the  Gerda  died  the  day  after  he  was  taken  ill.  By  the  certificate  of 
death  the  case  was  certified  as  one  of  choleraic  diarrhea.  The  seaman 
belonging  to  the  Atka  had  similar  symptoms  as  the  other  man,  and  was 
removed  to  the  hospital,  but  rapidly  recoviered  and  was  discharged 
yesterday.  There  ha«  been  no  further  instance  of  cholei^aic  diarrhea 
or  cholera  in  Grangemouth.

SiK  :  Confirming  my  cable  of  this  morning  *' A  few  cases  suspected 
cholera  since  October  1 ;  not  considered  epidemic ;  no  statistics  obtain- 
able ;"  I  have  to  add  that  the  rumor  of  cholera  that  was  current  in 
Mwseilles  yesterday  was  substantiated  this  morning  by  a  statement 
given  to  the  press  by  the  mayor,  a  ti'anslation  of  which  is  herewith  in- 
closed. From  this  it  appears  that  the  suspected  cases  began  October 
1,  Uiat  measures  are  being  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease, 
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and  that  the  board  of  health  will  subject  all  vessels  leaving  this  port 
to  a  medical  inspeetioD  and  .prevent  the  taking  on  board  of  soiled 
clothing  or  other  goods  susceptible  of  contamination. 

The  mayor  has  denied  up  to  to  day  the  existence  of  any  eases. 

I  visited  the  mairie  this  morning.  The  mayor  was  not  there.  His 
secretary  declined  the  responsibility  of  giving  me  any  information, 
adding  that  from  to-day  an  official  bulletin  would  be  published  daily 
in  the  newspapers.  At  the  office  of  the  board  of  health  the  health 
officer  told  me  that  from  to-day  the  bill  of  health  issued  by  him  would 
announce  the  fact  that  there  were  suspected  cases  here ;  that  there  had 
been  about  30  cases,  12  of  them  fatal. 

My  family  physician  tells  me  there  were  no  new  cases  yesterday. 

It  only  remains  to  add  that  no  passengers  leave  here  by  the  steamer 
lines  for  the  States,  that  the  general  health  of  the  city  is  excellent,  and 
that  the  lateness  of  the  season  leads  us  to  hope  that  the  disease  will 
not  take  an  epidemic  form. 

Shippers  are  advised  to  discontinue  shipments  for  the  present,  or  to 
have  goods  disinfected.  The  difficulty  lies  in  the  fact  that  such  a  large 
proportion  of  the  goods  are  transshipped  at  Liverpool,  London,  Ant- 
werp and  Hull.

**A  strictly  accurate  official  bulletin  will  be  published  daily  by  the 
corporation,  stating  the  tatal  number  of  deaths,  together  with  the  num- 
ber attributed  to  suspected  cholera.  The  average  number  of  deaths 
during  the  same  period  in  past  years  will  also  be  annexed.

To  the  above  report  I  beg  to  add  that  a  stoker,  called  Jonas,  who 
had  been  employed  on  board  the  steamship  Italiaj  Capt  Renter,  was 
sent  ashore  at  the  port  of  entry  of  Swinemiinde  on  the  4th  instant  by 
the  ship's  physician,  Dr.  Bonness,  on  account  of  catarrh  of  the  stomach 
(alcoholism),  but  after  the  steamer  has  left  Swinemiinde  for  New  York 
this  man  died  on  the  9th  instant,  the  cause  of  death  having  been  Asiatic 
cholera,  according  to  official  information  received  at  this  consulate 
from  the  authorities  of  Swinemiinde.

Sir  :  Since  my  dispat^^h  of  August  19  the  general  situation  througY^ 
out  Russian  Turkestan  has  slightly  improved.     In  the  city  of  Tashkent, 
and  in  the  country  surrounding,  cholera  has  almost  entirely  disappeared. 
The  great  heat  has  passed  away,  and  the  temperature  is  both  mild  and 
pleasant.     On  Sunday  last  a  te  deum  was  held  in  the  Russian  Church 
of  this  city  to  celebrate  the  end  of  the  epidemic.     A  similar  celebratiOB 
occurred  at  Ashabad  about  three  weeks  ago,  which,  unfortunately,  was 
rather  premature,  as  800  persons  died  within  twenty-four  hours  aftca 
the  celebration.     A  second  attempt  at  insurrection  was  made   here  a 
short  time  ago  on  the  occasion  of  a  religious  holiday  among  the  native 
or  sart  population,  but  it  was  speedily  suppressed.     In  the  province  of 
Ferjhana  the  cholera  still  exists,  but  with  a  lessened  mortality'.      At 
Bokhara  and  along  the  line  of  the  Transcaspian  Railway  the  d.ise»st 
continues  with  unabated  violence. 

Between  Tashkent  and  Samarcand  a  malady  exists  which  the  aiathon 
ties  call  fever,  but  as  the  disease  carries  off  as  many  people  as  d  i<l  tb*- 
cholera,  according  to  official  reports,  I  am  much  afraid  it  more  closely 
resembles  the  plague  than  cholera  or  an  ordinary  fever.  From  ^^akc 
or  Ashabad  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  reliable  information.  I  reo^ive*i 
a  telegram  from  the  consular  agent  at  Rostoff-on-Don  informing  id 
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that  the  vice-consul  at  Odessa,  on  the  authority  of  the  consul  general  at 
St.  Petersburg,  had  instructed  hira  to  sign  all  invoices  which  were  ac- 
companied by  certificates  of  disinfection.  I  answered  to  accept  Odessa 
instructions.  I  answered  thus  because  I  assumed  that  the  consul- 
general  had  received  instructions  from  Washington.  I  still  entertain 
the  belief  that  wools,  etc.,  from  central  Asia  and  Eussia  should  not  be 
permitted  to  enter  the  United  States,  and  having  warned  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  great  danger  both  from  plague  and  cholera,  and  of  the  ex- 
istence of  both  diseases  in  an  epidemic  form  in  the  section  of  country 
from  whence  these  commodities  are  derived,  my  duty  and  responsibility 
ends.  The  Department  knows  something  of  Eussian  shippers  and  their 
American  principles,  and  I  am  not  ignorant  of  Eussian  methods.  I 
would  no  more  accept  a  certificate  of  disinfection  from  such  a  source 
under  existing  circumstances  than  I  would  accept  a  shipper's  statement 
as  to  the  value  of  his  wools  when  the  question  of  high  duty  was  involved. 
I  shall  leave  here  next  week  en  route  for  Samarcand  and  perhaps 
Odessa. 

I  have  received  from  the  governor-general  a  special  permit  to  pass 
all  quarantine  stations  without  delay,  and  I  am,  as  may  be  imagined, 
very  grateful  to  Baron  Vrevsky.  In  no  country  in  the  world  would 
such  a  permission  be  given  except  in  Eussia,  and  it  is  only  to  an  Ameri- 
can that  it  would  be  granted.  I  have  known  generals  and  high  officials 
in  civil  life  to  be  kept  ten  days  at  XJzun-Ada  and  none  of  them  thought 
of  complaining.  I  have  decided  not  to  visit  Ferjhana,  as  the  cholera 
still  exists  there  in  a  more  or  less  severe  form.  I  have  obtained  suffi- 
cient data  and  have  traveled  enough  of  the  country  here  to  be  able  to 
estimate  its  resources  at  a  fair  valuation,  and  I  believe  that  the  Depart- 
ment will  be  satisfied  with  my  report.  The  Eussian  authorities  do  not 
admit  that  the  frightful  mortality  at  Ashabad,  Baku,  and  other  places 
was  caused  by  the  plague.  They  admit  that  the  cattle  plague  exists  at 
Ashabad,  and  they  call  the  disease  which  exists  among  the  population 
"dry  cholera,"  whatever  that  may  be.  At  Chinaz,  a  town  on  the  Syr 
Daria,  about  60  miles  from  Taishkent,  and  also  at  Jizzak,  a  town  on  the 
road  to  Samarcand  about  a  day's  journey  from  Tashkent,  a  malady  has 
api)eared  which  is  causing  frightful  mortality. 

As  1  have  previously  stated,  the  Eussian  authorities  designate  this 
disease  under  the  general  and  not  very  comprehensive  term  of  *^  fever." 
The  native  population,  however,  have  a  term  for  it  which  translates 
** black  pest."  I  shall  pass  through  both  of  the  towns  above  named 
next  week  on  my  way  to  Samarcand,  and  may  possibly  be  able  to  pick 
up  some  little  information  on  this  subject  by  personal  observation.  It 
may  interest  the  Department  to  learn  that  the  Eussians  and  Chinese 
are  fighting  each  other  in  the  Pamir.     The  Eussians  have  also  fought 

jjie  ^  with  the  Afghans,  and  in  both  instances  were  successful.  The  Eussians 
do  not  propose  to  allow  either  Afghans,  English,  or  Chinese  to  occupy 
*'The  Eoof  of  the  World."  This  will  probably  be  the  last  dispatch 
that  I  shall  write  from  central  Asia,  as  I  shall  be  traveling  steadily 
for  one  month  at  least  in  order  to  reach  Odessa.

Sib  :  Beferring  to  my  dispatch  from  Tashkent,  central  Asia,  dated 
September  9,  1892,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  Asiatic  cholera  is 
epidemic  from  Tashkent  to  Odessa.  The  Mossnlman  population  refuse 
all  aid  or  assii^tance  from  Bnssian  sources,  declining  to  nse  either  dis- 
infectants or  to  accept  the  services  of  Bnssian  physicians.  The  policy 
of  the  authorities  has  been  to  let  the  people  alone.  Proclamations  have 
been  issued  warning  the  natives  against  overeating  and  the  nse  of  other 
than  lioiled  water  for  drinking  purposes,  and  also  ^vising  the  adoption 
of  certain  sanitar^^  measures.  In  no  case,  however,  have  the  natives 
been  fenced  to  comply  with  these  instructions.  The  result  luis  been  a 
frightful  mortality  among  the  native  population.  Outside  of  the  large 
cities  of  Turkestan  there  are  no  European  physicians  except  the  mili- 
tary doctors  stationed  at  the  garrisons.  For  hundreds  of  miles  the 
entire  population  are  without  remedies  or  physicians,  and  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  numerous  villages  and  towns  is  simply  deplorable. 
At  Chinaz,  on  the  Syr  Daria,  where  the  Bnssian  i>opulation  is  very 
numerous,  there  is  not  even  a  drug  store,  and  the  only  assistance  the 
people  have  in  case  of  need  is  the  services  of  a  felseher.  Cholera  still 
existed  there,  but  the  mortality  was  very  light.  I  saw  two  cases  of  the 
disea^se  mentioned  in  my  dispatch  of  September  9,  which  the  Bossians 
call  *'fever/^  and  found  the  dise^ase  to  be  a  combination  of  typhus  and 
malarial  fever. 

At  Jizzak,  a  town  which  has  had  the  reputation  for  years  of  being 
the  most  unhealthy  place  in  central  Asia,  I  found  the  cholera,  typhus 
fever,  and  a  disease  which  the  natives  informed  me  had  appeared  for 
the  first  time  this  year,  to  which  they  gave  the  name  of  yellow  fever  on 
account  of  the  peculiar  yellow  color  which  spread  over  the  bodies  of 
those  persons  who  were  suffering  with  the  disease.  The  mortality  from 
this  disease  was  very  great,  and  it  was  believed  to  be  both  infectious 
aiul  contagious.  The  disorder  appeared  to  me  to  be  a  bilious  fever  of  a 
tyi)hoid  character,  and  it  was  confined  to  Jizzak  and  the  low  swampy 
section  of  country  surrounding  the  town.  At  Saraarcand  cholera  had 
almost  disappeared,  but  there  was  considerable  typhus  in  the  town. 
The  so  ciillcd  **dry  cholera,'^  which  I  mentioned  in  one  of  my  previous 
dispatches,  is  a  form  of  the  disorder  in  which  the  patient  dies  before  the 
characteristic  symptoms  of  the  disease  have  manifested  themselves, 
ihnith  lH»ing  caused  by  paralysis  of  the  nerve  centers.  In  these  cases 
vomiting  and  purging  often  takes  place  several  hours  after  death.  It 
wius  this  form  of  cholera  which  gave  rise  to  the  belief  among  the  lower 
chusst\s  in  many  places  that  the  patient  had  been  buried  alive,  because  a 
certain  amount  of  muscular  contraction  attended  the  discharges  from 
the  stoniju^h  and  bowels  long  after  the  medical  men  had  pronounced  the 
person  to  be  de^id. 

A  young  Russian  doctor,  named  Draneetsin,  at  Samarcand,  was  very 
successful  in  his  employment  of  the  Italian  method  of  treating  cholera 
by  injecting  salt  and  warm  water  into  the  veins.  He  employed  this 
methoti  in  24  wises,  of  which  number  he  saved  18.  Dr.  Draneetsin  in- 
formed me  that  each  one  of  the  f>  persons  who  died  were  suffering  from 
some  organic  disease. 

He  also  stilted  that  he  never  ventured  on  this  method  of  treatment 
until  the  last  stage  of  the  disease  had  set  in  and  the  patient  had  ex)l- 
lapsed.  My  inquiries  at  various  places  elicited  the  information  that 
there  was  no  specific  for  cholera.     Various  methods  of  treatment  were 
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pursued,  under  all  of  which  both  death  and  recovery  occurred.  The 
usual  remedies  for  stomach  and  bowel  troubles  were  employed,  such  as 
opium,  tannin,  bismuth  (subnitrate),  ipecacuanha,  Dover's  powder, 
chlorodine,  Hoffmann's  anodyne.  Bodkin's  drops,  and  numerous  other 
well-known  sedative  remedies.  The  use  of  external  remedies  was  very 
general  and  gave  much  relief.  Death  occurred  as  early  as  one  hour  and 
OS  late  as  five  days  from  the  commencement  of  the  attack.  Strict  atten- 
tion to  cleanliness  and  the  immediate  destruction  of  all  discharges  from 
the  patient  served  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  among  the  intel- 
ligent portion  of  the  community. 

The  use  of  hydrochloric  acid  (one  drop  in  a  glassful  of  water)  was  in 
general  use  among  the  Russian  population,  with  very  satisfactory  re- 
sults. This  acid  more  closely  resembles  the  acid  found  in  the  gastric 
juices  of  the  stomach  than  any  other,  and  the  theory  advanced  was  that 
in  cholera  the  discharges  from  the  stomach  did  not  show  an  acid  reac- 
tion, or  at  least  did  not  contain  this  acid  which  resembled  muriatic 
acid,  and  the  belief  was  general  that  as  long  as  it  was  possible  to  main- 
tain a  slightly  acid  condition  in  the  stomach  the  chances  of  being  at- 
tacked by  the  cholera  germ  were  very  slight.  Boiled  water  both  for 
drinking  and  bathing  purposes  was  in  genei'al  use  among  the  Rus- 
sians. That  the  cholera  gcnns  were  taken  into  the  system  through 
drinking  impure  water  my  experience  and  personal  observation  con- 
firm. At  Samarcand  three  regiments  of  infantiy  were  encamped  side 
by  side  on  a  level  plain  close  beside  a  stream  of  water.  The  colonel  of 
one  of  these  regiments  took  the  most  extraordinary  pains  to  prevent 
his  men  from  being  attacked  with  the  cholera,  and  he  succeeded.  In 
the  first  place  he  caused  every  article  in  camp  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed 
with  hot  water  and  then  disinfected.  He  compelled  his  men  to  bathe 
every  day  in  water  that  had  been  boiled,  and  a  guard  was  constantly 
maintained  whose  duty  it  was  to  keep  the  soldiem  from  drinking  the 
river  water  and  to  carry  out  the  colonel's  instructions  The  result  was 
that  not  a  single  case  of  cholera  occurred  in  the  regiment,  while  the 
other  two  regiments  which  were  camped  alongside  lost  over  100  men . 
from  cholera. 

In  these  regiments  the  ordinary  precautions  were  taken,  but  no  such 
measures  were  adopted  as  I  have  mentioned  above.  At  Ashabad  the 
cholera  had  almost  disappeared  early  in  August,  and  the  event  was 
celebrated  with  much  rejoicing  on  the  annivei*sary  of  the  Emperor's 
name  day,  which  occurs  in  that  month. 

The  governor-general  gave  a  dinner  to  which  he  invited  a  numerous 
company,  and  the  various  regiments  were  granted  extra  rations,  that 
they  might  rejoice  on  the  occasion.  The  day,  which  began  so  auspici- 
ously amidst  general  rejoicing,  was  destined  to  have  an  ending  which 
has  no  parallel  in  history.  Of  the  numerous  guests  who  attended  that 
dinner,  one-half  died  within  twenty-four  hours.  A  military  band  of 
about  50  men  who  played  during  that  fatal  dinner  lost  40  of  their  number 
with  cholera,  and  only  10  of  the  men  reached  camp  that  night.  One 
regiment  lost  half  its  men  and  9  oflBcers  ere  the  sun  rose  the  following 
morning,  and  within  forty  eight  hours  1.300  people  died  with  cholera. 
The  cause  of  this  outbreak  was  clearly  traced  to  a  small  stream  of  water 
which  supplied  the  town.  Four  days  previons  the  authorities  were 
informed  that  cholera  had  broken  out  at  a  small  Tuikoman  village  sit- 
uated on  the  banks  of  this  stream  about  4  miles  from  Ashabad.  The 
inhabitants  of  this  village  were  ordered  to  move  their  kilrtkas  (tents) 
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several  miles  back  on  the  hills,  which  they  did.  Ou  the  day  previous 
to  the  reappearance  of  the  cholera  at  Ashabad  a  very  heavy  rainstorm 
occurred  which  washed  the  banks  of  the  river  and  swept  refuse  and 
other  matter  from  the  abandoned  village  into  the  stream,  and  this  matter 
was  carried  by  the  water  into  the  city  and  distributed  to  all  parts  of 
the  town  by  the  numerous  open  canals  through  which  the  inhabitants 
were  supplied  with  water.  It  was  this  contaminated  water  which  caused 
the  reappearance  of  the  epidemic  and  the  frightful  mortality  which 
followed.  The  population  of  Ashabad  was  not  more  than  13,000,  of 
which  10  per  cent  died  within  forty-eight  hours. 

The  Department  may  remember  that  in  my  previous  dispatches  I 
showed  considerable  alarm  on  account  of  the  terrible  condition  of 
things  at  Ashabad.  The  best  information  I  could  obtain  caused  me  to 
believe  that  the  great  mortality  at  that  place  was  caused  not  by  cholera 
but  by  another  and  a  more  dreadful  scourge  viz,  the  plague,  and  I  so 
reported  to  the  Department  on  my  return  journey  through  Ashabad. 
I  investigated  the  matter  with  the  result  given  above.  At  Uzun-Ada 
a  quarantine  existed  to  which  I  was  not  subjected,  although  the  officer 
in  charge  gave  me  to  understand  that  I  must  enter  the  pen  into  which 
all  of  the  other  passengers  from  Samarcand  were  driven.  I  x>olitely  de- 
clined to  do  so  and  was  i)ermitted  to  pass.  I  was  obliged,  however,  to 
remain  two  days  in  the  town  before  I  could  find  a  steamer  in  which  to 
cross  the  Caspian  to  Baku.  In  the  old  city  of  Bokhara  cholera  was 
raging  fiercely  and  with  a  heavy  mortality.  At  Baku  cholera  existed 
but  with  a  slight  and  daily  diminishing  mortality.  The  population 
was  reduced  from  120,000  to  9,000  during  the  scare,  in  the  early 
days  of  the  epidemic,  the  inhabitants  leaving  the  city  en  masse.  The 
place  had  resumed  its  normal  appearance,  and  I  found  it  a  busy 
bustling  city  when  I  passed  through.  From  Baku  to  Batoum  and 
throughout  the  Caucasus  generally  cholera  existed  and  continues  to 
exist  with  a  very  high  rate  of  mortality.  It  is  a  curious  coincidence 
and  one  well  worthy  of  attention  that  cholera  raged  more  fiercely  and 
the  mortality  was  greater  at  all  points  where  there  was  direct  commu- 
nication either  bv  water  or  land  with  Persia.  Between  Persia  and  the 
following  named  places  there  is  direct  communication,  viz  :  Bokhara, 
Ashabad,  Uzun-Ada,  Baku,  Astrakan,  and  to  all  parts  of  the  Caucasus, 
and  it  was  at  these  places  that  the  highest  mortality  was  found.  At 
Tiflis  a  farce  of  being  disinfected  was  gone  through  both  for  passengers 
and  baggage.  Out  of  curiosty  I  entered  the  room  where  this  process 
was  in  operation,  but  my  curiosity  was  soon  satisfied  and  I  left  without 
undergoing  the  process.  At  Bataroma  few  cases  of  cholera  existed, 
and  at  several  ports  on  the  Black  sea,  between  Batoum  and  Odessa,  I 
found  cholera.  On  September  30  the  disease  was  officially  declared  to 
exist  in  the  city  of  Odessa.  The  mortality  is  very  slight,  and  the  cases 
very  few.  The  disease  is  epidemic  at  numerous  places  along  the 
rivers  Dnieper  and  Dniester  and  in  the  interior. 

As  Odessa  receives  its  supply  of  water  from  the  Dniester  it  is  greatly 
to  be  feared  that  the  mortality  will  be  augmented.  The  sanitary  con- 
dition of  this  city  is  excellent  and  the  authorities  have  spared  no  ex- 
pense in  the  adoption  of  precautionary  measures.  The  governor  of  the 
town  is  a  retired  admiral  of  great  energy  and  temper,  he  treats  the 
town  as  if  it  were  his  flagship  and  the  inhabitants  sailors.  Cholera  was 
known  to  have  existed  here  previous  to  the  recent  official  announce- 
ment, but  our  admiral-governor  who  is  also  a  lieutenant-general,  flew 
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into  such  a  rage  wheo  such  a  tbiug  was  suggested  that  no  official  an- 
DouucemeDt  was  made;  with  all  this,  however,  he  is  just  the  man  for 
the  emergeucy,  and  the  inhabitauta  have  every  reasou  to  be  grateful  to 
him.  Under  date  of  September  28,  18u2,  the  Uuited  States  conBnlar 
ageut  at  Bostoff-on-Don  writes  to  say  that  cholera  has  beeu  ofiicially 
declared  as  no  longer  existing  in  the  town  of  Rostoff-onDon.  This  is 
indeed  good  news,  and  augurs  well  for  the  rest  of  the  country,  as  this 
Cossack  town  of  Bostoffon  Don  is,  in  my  opinion,  the  filthiest  place  in 
the  Odessa  consular  district,  and  that  is  saying  a  great  deal.  With  the 
advent  of  cold  weather  we  may  expect  that  cholera  will  gradually 
disappear,  but  the  insanitary  condition  of  Russia  generally  does  not 
encourage  the  belief  that  this  disappearance  will  be  final.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  Government  of  Nicaragua 
has  from  the  1st  of  October,  1892,  placed  a  quai-antine  of  twenty-four 
hours  on  all  ships  entering  the  harbor  of  San  Juan  del  Norte. 
The  city  and  surrounding  country  is  unusually  healthy.

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I  except  the  port  of  Honolulu,  be  closed,  and  shall  publish  notice  of  such 

closing  of  said  ports  by  publication  in  newspapers  published  in  Hono- 
lulu. 

Sec.  2.  From  the  time  of  making  said  order,  no  vessel  arriving  from 
foreign  ports  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  any  port  in  this  Kingdom  except 
the  port  of  Honolulu,  unless  driven  into  a  port  by  stress  of  weather, 
nor  shall  such  vessel  under  any  circumstances  be  allowed  to  land  any 
mails,  cargo,  passengers,  officers  or  crew  during  the  time  while  such 
order  of  the  minister  of  finance  is  in  force,  except  as  provided  in  sec 
tion  3  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  After  any  vessel  from  foreign  port  shall  have  entered  the 
port  of  Honolulu,  the  board  of  health  may  issue  a  p)ermit  to  such  ves- 
sel to  proceed  to  and  enter  its  port  of  destination,  if  such  port  be  any 
other  than  that  of  Honolulu. 

Sec.  4.  The  minister  of  finance  when  thereto  advised  by  the  said 
board  of  health  may  revoke  such  order  and  give  notice  of  such  revo- 
cation by  like  publication,  and  thereupon  the  ports  of  entry  established 
in  the  Kingdom  shall  be  reopened  for  the  entry  of  vessels  arriving 
from  foreign  ports. 

Sec.  5.  Any  officer  of  any  vessel  arriving  from  foreign  ports  or  any 
passenger  thereon  or  any  member  of  her  crew  who  shall  willfully  vio- 
late the  prohibition  established  by  the  minister  of  finance  under  this 
act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  in 
any  police  or  district  court  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not 
less  than  six  months  nor  more  than  two  years  and  by  fine  of  not  less 
than  $1,000  nor  more  than  $10,000. 

Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  go  into  effect  immediately.

By  virtue  of  authority  given  by  an  act  of  the  Legislative  Assembly, 
entitled,  ''An  act  to  prevent  the  infection  of  cholera  in  Hawaiian 
Islands."  approved  on  the  27th  day  of  September,  1892,  and  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  board  of  health,  I  do  hereby  declare  all  ports 
of  entry  in  the  Kingdom,  excepting  Honolulu,  closed  to  shipping  other 
than  coasting  until  further  notice.

SPECIAL  QUAKANTINE  REGULATIONS  AGAINST  CHOLKBA. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  board  of  health,  held  the  30th  day  of 
September,  A.  D.  1892,  the  following  special  rules  and  quarantine  i*eg- 
ulations  for  preventing  the  introduction  of  cholera  infection  into  the 
Kingdom  were  adopted : 

(1)  Owing  to  the  presence  of  cholera  in  the  United  States  and  other 
foreign  countries  no  vessel  from  a  foreign  country  shall  be  allowed  to 
enter,  anchor,  or  have  any  communication  with  the  shore  at  any  port 
of  entry  in  the  Hawaiian  Kingdom  except  Honolulu. 
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(2)  No  pilot  or  any  other  person  shall  board  any  vessel  from  a  foreign 
country  except  by  permission  of  the  health  authorities.  When  a  vessel 
from  a  foreign  country  shall  call  at  a  port  of  entry  of  the  Hawaiian 
Kingdom,  except  Honolulu,  the  pilot  shall  hand  to  the  master  of  such 
vessel  a  copy  of  the  act  and  these  regulations  with  instructions  to  pro- 
ceed to  Honolulu. 

PORT  OF  HONOLULU. 

(3)  No  pilot  shall  board  any  vessel,  steamer,  or  sailing  vessel  fiom 
any  foreign  country  until  permitted  to  do  so  by  the  port  physician. 

(4)  Every  vessel  is  to  be  spoken  to  by  the  port  physician  who  may, 
in  accordance  with  the  following  regulations,  allow  the  pilot  on  board 
or  not.  Any  pilot  disregarding  this  order  will  be  quarantined  as  long 
as  the  board  of  health  thinks  proper.  It  shal  be  the  duty  of  the  pilote 
to  communicate  at  once  with  the  port  physician  when  a  vessel  is 
signaled.  No  pilot  shall  go  alongside  the  vessel  until  the  port  physician 
has  spoken  her,  and  no  vessel,  under  any  circumstances  whatever,  ex- 
cept stress  of  weather,  shall  be  spoken  to  at  night. 

(5j  No  custom-house  officer  or  guard  shall  be  allowed  on  board  until 
the  vessel  shall  have  been  allowed  free  pratique  and  shall  have  entered 
the  harbor,  except  by' permission  of  the  board  of  health. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  POKT  PHYSICIAN. 

(0)  As  soon  as  possible  after  being  informed  that  a  vessel  is  signaled, 
the  port  physician  shall  communicate  with  the  pilot  on  duty  and  put 
off  to  the  vessel.  On  coming  alongside,  and  without  making  fast  to 
her,  the  port  physician  shall,  by  means  of  a  pole,  get  the  bill  of  health 
from  the  vessel,  disinfect  it  with  a  1  in  500  solution  of  corrpsive  sub- 
limate in  alcohol,  read  it,  and  return  it  to  the  master. 

STEAMERS  FOR  HONOLULU. 

(7)  If  a  steamer  arrives  from  a  nouinfected  port  with  a  clean  bill  of 
health,  the  American  coast  and  Japan  excepted,  the  port  physician 
may,  after  a  careful  examination  of  the  passengers  and  the  crew,  allow 
the  pilot  on  board,  and  the  steamer  will  be  allowed  free  pratique. 

(8)  If  the  steamer  arrives  from  the  American  coast,  or  ports  of  Japan, 
with  a  clean  bill  of  health,  the  port  physician  shall  act  as  follows : 

Kthe  vessel  is  less  than  ten  full  days  from  the  date  and  hour  of  leav- 
ing the  coast,  neither  the  port  physician  nor  the  pilot  shall  board  her. 
The  pilot,  without  leaving  his  boat,  shall  give  full  and  plain  instruc- 
tions to  the  master  in  regard  to  the  anchorage. 

(9)  The  port  physician  shall  order  the  vessel  in  quarantine  for  a  pe- 
riod of  not  less  than  ten  full  days  from  the  date  and  hour  of  leaving  the 
port,  and  have  the  yellow  flag  hoisted.  He  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  board  of  health,  who,  in  the  mean  time,  will  have  sent  proper  guards 
in  boats  to  prevent  any  communication  with  the  vessel. 

(10)  At  the  expiration  of  ten  full  days  the  port  physician  shall,  on 
the  written  assurance  from  the  captain  that  there  is  no  contagious  dis- 
ease on  board,  examine  the  crew  and  passengers,  and  if  the  examina- 
tion is  satisfactory,  allow  the  pilot  on  board,  and  instruct  him  to  anchor 
the  vessel  as  close  as  possible  to  the  quarantine  wharf. 

(11)  The  passengers  and  their  luggage,  without  exception,  will  be 
landed  as  quickly  as  possible  at  the  a^' "" —  station  for  thorough 
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fumigatioD  and  disinfection,  after  which  they  will  be  released  and  sub- 
mitted to  a  daily  medical  examination  for  ten  full  days  afterwards. 
The  expense  of  such  examination  is  to  be  borne  by  the  person  exam- 
ined. 

The  captain  and  crew  will  remain  on  board,  and  the  crew,  under  the 
supervision  of  an  officer  of  the  board  and  the  ship's  doctor,  will  pro- 
ceed to  the  thorough  fumigation  and  disinfection  of  the  ship  and  the 
ship's  furniture,  the  hold  to  be  fumigated  as  soon  as  the  hatches  are 
opened.  This  done,  the  crew  themselv^es  will  be  disinfected  and  the 
vessel  afterwards  allowed  free  pratique.  The  ship's  doctor  will  be  re- 
quested to  make  a  daily  examination  of  the  crew  while  in  port,  and 
report  immediately  to  the  board  of  health  every  suspicious  case  of 
diarrhea. 

MAIL. 

(12)  The  mail  will  be  landed  at  once  by  a  quarantine  boat,  disinfected 
and  delivered  to  the  post-office  authorities. 

TH BOUGH   STEAM EBS. 

(13)  Through  steamers  from  America  or  Japan  shall  not  be  boarded 
either  by  the  pilot  or  the  port  physician,  but  must  anchor  outside  un- 
der the  yellow  flag  and  in  quarantine,  and  must  remain  so  until  the 
tenth  day  after  leaving  the  last  port.  This  being  complied  with^  such 
steamers  may  enter  Honolulu  Harbor  under  the  same  regulations  as 
provided  for  steamers  bound  for  Honolulu. 

If  the  master  is  unwilling  to  submit  to  those  regulations  he  may  be 
allowed  to  land  the  Honolulu  passengers  in  quarantine  with  luggage 
and  freight,  but  the  scows  and  men  employed  in  such  work  must  go 
into  quarantine  for  ten  days  from  date  of  such  exposure.  The  scows 
must  be  disinfected  before  being  iised  a^jain. 

The  freight  might  safely  be  put  loosely  in  the  holds  of  some  vessels 
chartered  for  that  purpose,  and  thoroughly  fumigated,  a  yellow  flag 
to  be  permanently  hoisted  in  daytime  on  board  such  vessel,  and  a  red 
light  at  night.  The  mail  will  be  landed  in  the  ship's  boats,  or  sent  for 
from  the  quarantine,  or  by  a  quarantined  boat  and  crew,  be  fumigated 
and  delivered  to  the  post  office  authorities  on  the  wharf.  Steamers 
from  the  coast,  bound  for  the  colonies,  if  in  need  of  coal,  may  enter 
the  harbor  at  once  under  strict  quarantine  if  the  board  is  satisfied  that 
they  can  not  be  coaled  outside. 

(14)  Through  steamers  from  the  colonies  or  any  other  noninfected 
port  (always  excepting  the  American  coast  or  Japan)  if  more  than  ten 
days  out  from  the  last  port,  and  having  a  clean  hill  of  health,  will  be 
allowed  free  pmtique. 

(15)  Steamei-s  from  Asiatic  ports  shall  be  treated  as  provided  in 
these  and  other  existing  regulations. 

(16)  Sailing  vessels  from  the  American  coast  with  a  clean  bill  of 
health  and  no  sickness  shall  be  subjected  to  the  same  regulations  as 
provided  for  steamers  bound  for  Honolulu.  If  from  a  noninfected  port, 
always  excepting  the  American  coast  or  Japan,  such  vessel  shall  be 
allowed  free  pratique. 

If  they  have  live  stock  on  board,  they  will  proceed  to  the  cattle 
wharf  to  land  at  once  said  stock,  which  shall  be  done  by  the  crew  only, 
after  which  they  will  be  towed  back  to  a  point  as  near  as  possible  to 
the  quarantine  wharf  to  submit  to  Rule  Ko.  11. 


If  auy  vessel  arrives  in  the  roadstead  of  Houolulit  witl 
board,  or  having  had  ou  the  paeaage  a  case  of  cholera,  the 
cian  shall  report  the  facts  at  once  to  the  board  of  health,  w 
full  and  definite  inetinctions  for  such  cases. 

(18)  Any  vessel  with  an  unsatisfactory  bill  of  health  will 
outside  aud  the  physician  shall  report  the  above  fact  to 
health. 

(L9)  These  regulations  will  be  published  in  a  Honolulu 
aud  copies  sent  to  the  coast  and  to  the  Hawaiian  consul  for 
amongst  the  various  shipowners,  also  copies  printed  fo 
physician  to  hand  over  to  masters  of  vessel  ou  arrival. 

(20)  In  every  case  the  board  of  health  will  demand  boo 
owners  or  agents  of  every  vessel,  and  all  the  expenses  ent 
enforcing  of  these  regulations  will  be  charged  against  sacl 
no  case  will  the  vessel  cuter  the  harbor  or  laud  pa^euger 
unless  such  bonds  have  been  fnruished  aud  approved. 

(21)  From  and  after  date  the  physicians  of  Honolulu  a' 
to  report  to  the  board  of  health  in  writing  every  suspic 
diarrhea  occnrring  within  their  practice  or  coming  to  their 
They  are  requested  to  give  the  name,  sex,  age,  and  adi 
patient.

In  Dublin  and  suburbs  139  deaths  were  registered, 
including  enteric  fever,  4.

week  ended  October  15  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  18.0  a  thou- 
sand of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,447,500.  The  lowest 
mortality  was  recorded  in  Leith,  viz,  12.6,  and  the  highest  in  Greenock, 
viz,  21.5  a  thousand.  The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  registered  from 
all  causes  was  500,  including  measles,  33  ;  scarlet  fever,  16 ;  diphtheria, 
2 ;  whooping  cough,  8 ;  fever,  3  ;  and  diarrhea,  13.

St<Um  of  the  cholera  epidemic. 

[Translated  for  this  Bureau  from  the  Deutsche  Medicinische  Wochenschrifb,  Beiiin, 

October  13,  1892.] 

The  number  of  choleraic  cases  and  deaths  at  Hamburg  is  steadily 
increasing,  7  cases  and  5  deaths  being  reported  for  October  10.  In 
Altona  the  decrease  is  slow.  On  October  7  there  was  4  cases  and  2 
deaths. 

The  numerous  cases  of  cholera  observed  throughout  upper  Germany, 
have  occurred,  for  the  most  part,  along  the  water  courses.  In  Berlin, 
during  the  past  week,  there  were  2  cases  of  cholera,  1  of  which  was 
fatal.  For  the  week  ended  October  1  the  following  cases  and  deaths 
are  reported : 

Schleswig-Holstein,  73  cases,  56  deaths;  Altona,  65  cases,  53  deaths; 
Hanover,  10  cases,  7  deaths;  Brandenburg,  12  cases,  7  deaths;  Po- 
merania,  24  cases,  19  deaths;  Rhine  province,  3  cases,  1  death  ;  Meck- 
lenburg, 11  cases,  2  deaths. 

In  the  Oder  and  Rhine  provinces  the  inspection  service  is  thoroughly 
organized.  In  the  former  there  are  in  all  8  inspection  stations;  fi 
Schwedt,  Kiistrin,  Frankfurt,  and  Fiirstenberg  for  the  Oder,  and  in 
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Kiistrin  and  Landsberg  for  the  Warthe :  in  Uckermiinde  for  the  Ucker- 
miinde  Canal.  On  the  Rhine  there  are  8  inspection  stations,  namely : 
Emmerich,  Ruhrort,  Diiisburg,  Diisseldorf,  Cologne,  Coblentz,  St. 
Goar,  and  Mayence.  For  the  Elbe  province  3  stations  have  been  estab- 
lished, for  the  Elde  at  Eldenschluss,  at  Stralau,  near  Berlin,  and  at 
Pichelsdorf,  near  Spandau.  There  are  12  inspection  stations  on  the 
Weichsel. 

In  Holland  and  Belgium  conditions  remain  unaltered. 

In  Paris  and  environs  cases  and  deaths  are  reported  as  follows :  Oc- 
tober 3,  24  cases,  12  deaths ;  October  4,  25  cases,  10  deaths ;  October 
5,  28  cases,  8  deaths;  October  6,  18  cases,  11  deaths;  October  7,  20 
cases,  7  deaths ;  October  8,  20  cases,  5  deaths. 

Some  isolated  cases  are  reported  from  Havre.  A  number  of  sus- 
picious cases  have  lately  occurred  in  Marseilles,  and  on  October  10  the 
number  of  deaths  rose  as  high  as  30.     One  death  occurred  at  Metz. 

In  the  British  seaports  30  cases  of  cholem  have  occurred.  They  were 
importations  from  Hamburg.  The  farther  spread  of  the  disease  has 
been  prevented. 

At  Cracow  and  its  vicinity,  where  there  had  been  no  recurrence  of 
cholera  for  a  week,  there  were  19  cases  during  the  week  ended  October 
3.     Most  of  the  infected  towns  are  on  the  Weichsel. 

At  Budapest  cholem  has  made  rapid  progress.  The  number  of  cases 
and  deaths  reported  is  as  follows :  October  2,  18  cases,  6  deaths ;  Octo- 
ber 3,  31  cases,  7  deaths ;  October  4,  47  cases,  19  deaths ;  October  5, 
51  cases,  19  deaths ;  October  6, 53  cases,  19  deaths ;  October  9,  36  cases, 
13  deaths. 

In  Vienna,  according  to  the  medical  press,  there  had  been,  up  to 
October  7,  2.')9  cases  and  104  deaths.  The  same  journal  states  the  out- 
break of  cholera  at  Budapest  to  be  more  violent  than  that  of  1886.  All 
quaiters  of  the  city  are  attacked.  Many  complaints  are  made  against 
the  municipal  government.  The  means  of  transportation  are  insuffi- 
cient and  the  hospital  service  is  unsatisfactory.  Cholera  has  made  its 
appeai-ance  in  other  cities  in  Hungary. 

In  Russian  Poland  the  disease  is  spreading.  On  September  30,  2 
deaths  were  reported  at  Wai-saw,  and  in  the  government  of  Grodno, 
from  September  24-30,  5  cases  and  2  deaths.  Cholera  has  also  ap- 
peared in  Volhynia. 

Not(*s  on  the  progress  of  the  cholera  epidemic.

France. — Two  cases  and  1  death  were  reported  from  Dunkirk  Sep- 
tem]>er  20  and  24.  At  St.  Omer  and  the  fishing  village  of  Le  Portel, 
near  Boulogne  sur  Mer,  cholera  has  been  present  in  a  pronounced  form 
since  the  third  week  in  September. 

Netherlands, — According  to  official  information  for  the  week  ended 
September  24,  1  choleraic  death  had  occurred  in  each  of  the  following- 
named  places:  Ablasserdam,  Bergenbacht,  Gravendeel,  Hertogenbusch, 
Mill,  ^Iillingen,  Kruiningen,  Veere,  Lopperaum,  Brenkelen-Nijenrode, 
Utrecht,  and  Zuiien ;  2  deaths  each  in  Bleskengraf-Hofwegeu  and  Zwi- 
jndrecht;  7  in  Rotterdam;  in  all,  23  dejiths. 

At  Harlingen,  on  September  24, 1  choleraic  case  occurred.  Its  cause 
was  traced  to  Hamburg.  On  October  27  there  was  1.  case  at  the 
Hague.     Isolated  cases  are  reported  from  24  other  places. 
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Russia. — Cholera  bas  made  its  appearance  iu  several  localities  in 
Polish  Russia,  and  is  officially  reported  at  Odessa.  The  outbreak  at 
the  garrison  at  Odessa  was  traced  to  the  return  of  some  troops  engaged 
in  the  military  maneuvers  in  the  infected  district  of  Nikolajews. 

The  disease  continues  to  decline  in  St.  Petersburg.  From  August 
28  to  September  3  there  were  396  deaths ;  from  September  4  to  10,  285 
deaths;  from  September  11  to  17,  147  deaths.  In  the  government  of 
Lublin  the  daily  number  of  cases  reported  is  on  the  increase.

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The  Charkow  Government  Gazette  estimates  the  total  number  of 
choleraic  deaths  throughout  the  Bussian  Empire,  up  to  September  13, 
at  172,363.  The  following  statement  shows  the  number  of  deaths  in  the 
several  provinces : 

Caucasus,  57,967;  Don  Ck)6sack  province,  16,367;  Saratow  govern- 
ment, 13,293;  Samara  government,  11,142;  Tobolsk  government,  10,- 
798;  Transcaspian  government,  10,078;  Astrakhan  government,  7,629; 
Woronesch  government,  6,184;  Simbirsk  government,  4,590;  Tambow 
government,  4,278;  Wjatka  government,  3,770;  Orenburg  government, 
3,409;  Kasan  government,  2,450;  Charkow  government,  2,346;  Ural 
province,  2,222;  Tomsk  government,  1,925. 

Less  then  100  deaths  each  were  reported  up  to  September  13,  for  the 
provinces  of  Kastroma  (99),  Tschernigow,  Olonez,  Twer  (13)  Bessambia, 
Novgorod,  Vologda,  Mohilew,  and  the  Turgai. 

Asia  Minor. — At  the  lazaretto  of  Sinope,  September  21,  1  fatal 
cholera  case  occurred  among  the  passengers  of  the  steamer  Pars,  from 
Trapezunt,  which  had  undergone  an  eight  days'  quarantine  and  been 
admitted  to  free  pratique.  Another  case  occurred  a  few  hours  later. 
A  choleraic  death  occurred  at  Trapezunt  September  13.  The  lazaretto 
of  Platana  was  closed  September  14. 

In  the  vilayet  of  Ezeroum,  according  to  information  of  September  12, 
some  isolated  cases  occurred  in  the  villages  of  Kiotek,  Zirin,  Ketche- 
sur,  and  Djanik.  September  14  there  were  3  choleraic  deaths  at  Kher- 
ter  among  travelers  from  Russia ;  September  20,  1  death  in  Ezeroum ; 
September  26,  3  deaths  in  Kherter. 

Persia, — Choleraic  deaths  are  reported  as  follows :  September  1  to  12  : 
Mesched,  73;  Kutschan,  19;  Bujunrd,  13;  Asterabad,  387;  Rescht, 
320 ;  Ardebil,  84 ;  Tebriz,  620 ;  Teheran  and  suburbs,  563 ;  Hamadan, 
300 ;  Ispahan,  40.  Teheran,  from  September  12  to  19,  100  cases  and 
60  deaths;  Tebriz,  60  cases,  25  deaths;  Hamadan,  900  cases,  380 
deaths ;  Ispahan,  180  cases,  70  deaths.  Teheran,  September  19  to  26, 
60  cases,  20  deaths;  Tebriz,  30  cases,  10  deaths ;  Hamadan,  400  cases, 
150  deaths.  September  17,  at  Soutsch  Bulak,  120  cases,  60  deaths ;  Sep- 
tember 22,  at  Tuch,  120  cases,  60  deaths;  in  the  Guerruz  district,  300 
cases,  150  deaths;  September  22  to  26,  150  cajses,  80  deaths;  at  Burn- 
jurd,  300  cases,  200  deaths.  In  Veramin,  from  September  16  to  26, 
there  were  1,000  cases  and  300  deaths.  In  Desaschub,  up  to  September, 
136  persons,  or  one-fourth  of  the  entire  population,  died  of  cholera. 

Arabia. — In  Hodeida  and  Zeidie,  according  to  information  received, 
cholera  has  prevailed  since  September  15  among  the  population  and 
troops.  From  September  15  to  21,  there  were  544  cases  and  129  deaths 
at  Hodeida;  at  Zeidie.  270  cases  and  78  deaths;  at  Beit-el-Fakih,  20 
cases  and  5  deaths ;  at  Marawa,  3  cases  and  2  deaths.  On  September 
24  the  presence  of  cholera  at  Badjeh  was  reported.  Among  40  soldiers 
and  1,400  Kedifs  disembarked  at  Hodeida  from  the  steamer  Hassan 
Pascha.  there  were  150  cases.  By  the  evening  of  September  24  there 
were  60  deaths. 

Cholera  at  Havre. 

[Translated  for  this  Bureau  from  the  Hygienische  Rundschau,  Berlin,  October  15, 1892.] 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Academy  of  Medicine  at  Paris,  September  27, 
Dr.  Gibert,  of  Havre,  made  a  statement  in  regard  to  the  present  status 
of  the  cholera  epidemic  at  Havre.     He  declared  the  epidemic  now  pre- 
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vailing  in  Havre  to  be  Asiatic  cholera,  and  that  it  was  not  imported 
by  way  of  the  sea,  but  from  Paris,  where  Asiatic  cholera  has  been 
present  for  several  months  past.  The  first  case  of  cholera  at  Havre  oc- 
curred July  14,  a  second  on  July  14,  and  a  third  on  August  2.  The 
disease  appeared  at  St.  Petersburg  August  8,  and  at  Hamburg  August 
18.  It  could  not  have  been  carried  from  Hamburg  to  Havre.  An  im- 
I>ortant  fact  to  be  noted  in  this  connection  is  that  the  disease  broke  out 
in  the  city  and  not  among  the  fisherman  and  seafaring  portion  of  the 
population.

Inspection  of  immigrants  at  Sault  St,   Marie,  Mich, — The  following 
has  been  received  from  the  United  States  sanitary  inspector : 

OCTTOBER  31 ,  1892. 

Sir;  Twenty-seven  immigrants  arrived  at  the  Canadian  Sault  to- 
day, having  landed  at  Quebec  from  steamer  Numidian  via  Central 
Pacific  Railroad.  I  detained  and  inspected  them  and  disinfected  their 
baggage,  and  they  will  proceed  to  their  destination  to-morrow,  being 
all  in  good  health. 

They  each  held  certificates  of  disinfection  from  Dr.  Sewell,  of  Quebec 

To  the  Supervising  Surgeon- General  M.  H.  S. 

Report  of  inspection  of  passengers  from  Mexico  at  El  Paso,  Tex, — The 
United  States  sanitary  inspector  reports  the  following : 

October  31,  1892. 

Sir  :  From  the  1st  to  the  15th,  inclusive,  49  passengers  on  the  Mexican 
Central  Railroad,  bound  for  the  United  States,  were  required  tocertifT 
''that  neither  they  nor  their  baggage  have  been  in  any  city  or  place 
where  contagious  disease  was  said  to  exist.'' 

On  the  10th  of  this  mouth  a  passenger  coming  direct  from  Vera 
Cruz,  Mexico,  where  "jellow  fever''  actually  at  the  time  did  exist, 
was  detained  at  Paso  del  Norte,  but  the  indi\idual  escaped  into  the 
United  States  the  very  same  day.  Since  the  arrival  of  the  railroad  on 
the  frontier  and  in  Mexico,  a  new  industry  has  sprung  into  existence 
amongst  the  poorest  class  of  the  population,  that  of  the  ragpickers,  and 
rags,  bones,  and  old  shoes,  etc.,  are  shipped  into  different  parts  of  the 
United  States,  and  it  being  a  notorious  fact  that  smallpox,  diphtheria, 
and  other  contagious  diseases  are  very  common  all  through  Mexico 
during  the  whole  of  the  year,  I  have  called  the  attention  of  the  col- 
lector of  customs  at  El  Paso,  Tex.,  to  the  danger  of  propagating  con- 
tagious disease  in  permitting  rags  to  be  imported  without  a  certificate 
of  having  been  disinfected. 

On  the  15th  of  this  month  I  was  asked  by  an  importer  of  rags,  etc, 
to  disinfect  a  carload  of  such  material  prior  to  their  shipment  into  the 
United  States,  which  has  been  done.  On  the  27th  of  this  month  per- 
mission was  given  to  bring  the  body  of  an  American,  having  died  of 
paralysis  of  heart,  from  Mexico  into  the  United  States  for  burial.

Diphtheria,  75 ;  diphtheritic  croup,  1 ;  typhoid  fever,  16 ;  consump- 
tion, 75 ;  meningitis,  19 ;  measles,  3 ;  dysenterj*^,  4 ;  cancer,  14 ;  la 
grippe,  15;  apoplexy,  15 ;  accident,  43 ;  membranous  croup,  10  ;  scar- 
let fever,  8 ;  malarial  fever,  2 ;  pneumonia,  55 ;  whooping  cough,  6 ; 
cholera  infantum,  15;  cholera  morbus,  3;  Bright's  disease,  11;  par- 
alysis, 13 ;  old  age,  20. 

The  decrease  in  diphtheria  for  the  year  was  25.  The  increase  in  con- 
sumption was  7.  Of  the  above  causes  of  death  104  are  clearly  prevent- 
able and  therefore  may  be  charged  to  defective  sanitary  conditions 
within  the  control  of  the  health  department.  Estimating  the  popula- 
tion of  the  city  at  68,574,  the  death  rate  per  1,000  is  10.7.  For  the 
previous  year  it  was  8.07.

Michigan.— Week  ended  October  29,  1892.  Eeports  to  the  State 
board  of  health,  Lansing,  from  75  observers,  indicates  that  inflamma- 
tion of  the  brain,  cerebrospinal  meningitis,  membraneous  croup, 
whooping  cough,  typhomalarial  fever,  measles,  and  tonsillitis  increased, 
and  that  puerperal  fever  and  cholera  infantum  decreased,  in  area  of 
prevalence. 

Diphtheria  was  reported  present  during  the  week  at  37  places; 
scarlet  fever  at  32 ;  enteric  fever  at  58 ;  and  measles  at  7  places. 

Month  of  October,  1892.  Compared  with  the  preceding  month,  the 
reports  indicate  that  measles,  puerperal  fever,  inflammation  of  kidney, 
pneumonia,  diphtheria,  and  tonsillitis  increased,  and  that  inflammation 
of  the  brain,  whooping  cough,  cholera  morbus,  cholera  infemtum,  dys- 
entery and  diarrhea  decreased,  in  area  of  prevalence. 

Compared  with  the  average  for  the  month  of  October  in  the  six 
years  1886-1891,  smallpox,  inflammation  of  brain,  whooping  cough, 
typhomalarial  fever,  cerebrospinal  meningitis,  membranous  croup, 
puerperal  fever,  dysentery,  influenza,  intermittent  fever,  pleuritis, 
erysipelas,  remittent  fever,  and  measles  were  less  prevalent  in  October, 
1892. 

Including  reports  by  regular  observers  and  others,  diphtheria  was  re- 
ported present  in  Michigan  in  the  montji  of  October,  1892,  at  63  places; 
scarlet  fevei;  56 ;  typhoid  fever,  104,  and  measles  at  9  places. 

Beports  from  all  sources  show  diphtheria  reported  at  21  places  more, 
scarlet  fever  at  10  places  less,  typhoid  fever  at  6  places  less,  and 
measles  at  6  places  more  in  the  month  of  October,  1892,  than  in  the 
pj-eceding  month.

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144  other  cities,  towns,  and  villages,  show  a  total  of  9,559  deaths,  in- 
clading  phthisis  palmonalis,  1,056;  enteric  fever,  280;  scarlet  fever, 
78  ;  diphtheria  and  croup,  368  ;  smallpox,  9 ;  measles,  37  ;  and  whoop- 
ing cough,  93. 

The  9,559  deaths  reported  during  September  represent  an  average         »  J 
daily  mortality  of  319,  against  352  in  August  and  322  in  September, 
1891.    The  entire  zymotic  mortality  is  2,266,  against  3,182  in  August 
and  2,388  in  September,  1891.     Prom  diarrheal  diseases  there  were       "''^ 
about  one-half  the  number  of  deaths  of  the  month  preceding,  and  a  wii 

smaller  number  than  in  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year ;  they  '*:' 

still  constitute  more  than  13  per  cent  of  the  entire  mortality ;  over  one-  .  ? 

half  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  maritime  district.  Typhoid  fever  ^  : 
has  increased  by  about  100  deaths,  which  is  not  above  the  customary. 
Scarlet  fever  shows  no  material  variation,  having  decreased  very  much 
since  the  last  two  months ;  outbreaks  are  reported  from  High  Falls,  / 
Adams  and  Stratford,  Fulton  County.  Diphtheria  has  caused  100  more 
deaths  than  in  August,  which  increase  occurred  likewise  last  year; 
Oaines,  Port  Henry,  and  Hoosick  Falls  report  its  prevalence.  Three 
deaths  from  smallpox  are  reported  from  Long  Island  City.  Cases  of 
suspected  Asiatic  cholera  in  North  Tonawanda  have  been  proven  not 
to  have  been  of  that  nature,  on  bacteriological  examination.  The  rural 
portions  of  the  State,  out  of  1,774  deaths,  had  407  deaths  from  zymotic 
diseases,  or  nearly  23  per  cent,  which  is  but  a  little  lower  than  the 
proportion  for  the  cities  and  villages.  Of  these  68  were  from  typhoid 
fever  and  42  from  diphtheria,  a  percentage,  respectively,  of  3.83  and 
2.37  of  the  total  mortality.  The  urban  population  shows  a  percentage 
of  1.46  for  typhoid  fever,  and  4.20  for  diphtheria  of  the  total  mortality, 
showing  a  large  preponderance  of  the  latter  in  the  cities,  and  a  small 
in  the  country,  as  compared  with  the  total  mortality.  The  mortality 
for  consumption  is  the  same  as  in  the  month  preceding.

105,  show  a  total  of  147  deaths,  including  phthisis  pulmonaJis,  19  ;  en- 
teric fever,  15 ;  diphtheria,  4 ;  and  whooping  cough,  2.

Cholera  decreasing  in  the  CatuxiSM, 

United  States  Consulate, 

Baioum,  October  13, 1892. 

Sib  :  According  to  last  accounts,  the  cholera  appears  to  be  steadily 
decreasing  in  the  Caucasus.  Baku  for  some  time  past  has  been  free 
from  it,  but  for  the  last  few  days  several  cases  a  day  are  reported. 
Tiflis  does  not  average  more  than  3  or  4  cases  a  day,  but  Koutais  shows 
no  falling  off,  with  about  15  cases  and  3  or  6  deaths  daily.  In  Lakatali, 
between  Tiflis  and  Baku,  20  to  25  deaths  occur  daily,  but  in  Elizabeth- 
pol,  where  the  cholera  was  very  severe  some  little  time  ago,  not  more 
than  4  or  5  cases  a  day  are  reported.  In  the  government  of  Elizabeth* 
pol,  among  the  villages,  the  death  rate  has  for  some  time  past  been  on 
an  average  about  30  deaths  daily,  in  the  government  of  Tiflis  about  10 
deaths  a  day,  in  that  of  Koutais  15  to  20  deaths,  Kara  25,  Shoora  40. 
In  Batoum  the  last  deaths  reported  were  last  week,  when  they  num-

Report  of  three  fatal  cases  of  Asiatic  cholera  at  Frankfort- onthe-MoMHy 

Germany. 

United  States  Consulate  General, 

Frankfort-on-the-Main^  October  17,  1892. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  herewith  the  regular  weekly  sani- 
tary report  from  this  oflftce  to  the  Surgeon-General.  In  explanation  of 
the  3  fatal  cases  of  Asiatic  cholera  which  are  therein  reported  as  having 
occurred  at  Frankfort  during  the  past  week,  I  have  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing statement : 

On  October  12  there  arrived  in  this  port  the  freight  boat  Wiedersehen, 
which  had  been  brought  from  Duisburg  on  the  Lower  Rhine  by  a  tow- 
boat  belonging  to  the  latter  port.  The  Wiedersehen  is  owned  and  com- 
manded by  Capt.  Rheinders  or  **Ryndei*s,''  a  Hollander,  who,  with 
his  wife  and  children  live  permanently  on  board  the  vessel.  On  the 
evening  of  the  12th  one  of  the  children  of  Capt.  Rheinders,  3  years 
of  age,  died  on  board  the  Wiedersehen,  and  medical  investigation  showed 
the  cause  of  its  death  to  have  been  Asiatic  cholera.  Two  other  children, 
one  of  whom  was  16  years  of  age,  were  removed  on  the  morning  of  the 
13th  to  the  City  Hospital  for  Contagious  Diseases,  where  both  have 
since  died  of  cholera. 
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The  ship  and  its  crew  and  uargo  were  immediiitely  isoli 
infected,  and  every  precaation  that  science  could  sagi 
adopted  to  destroy  every  germ  and  prevent  the  poeibility 
thns  far  with  apparent  suecese.  No  farther  cases  are  ki 
occurred,  either  on  board  the  infected  vessel  or  at  the  h' 
the  Bheinders  children  died,  and  it  is  confidently  hoped  tfa 
has  been  successfnlly  extinguished.  An  ofRcial  proclam 
once  issued  by  the  police  authorities,  announciDg  the  fa 
^ated,  and  forbidding  the  nse  of  water  from  the  main  a 
batoir,  as  well  as  for  drinking  or  culinary  purposes.  In  tl 
I  have  to  add  that  similar  isolated  cases  of  cholera,  follov 
have  been  reported  recently  from  Leopoldsha\'en  near 
well  as  at  Miesenheim,  Andernach  near  Goblenz,  Ruhro 
points  in  the  central  and  lower  Rhine  country,  from  wl 
appear  that  the  waters  of  the  river  Rhine  have  become  b 
infected.  At  none  of  these  points,  however,  can  the  disei 
exist  in  an  epidemic  form,  the  cases  having  been  thns  i 
restricted  to  persons  coming  Irom  Hamburg  or  some  othe;

Cholera  in  Magdeberg^  Oermany. 

United  States  Commercial  Agency, 

MagdeberQy  Germany^  October  13,  1892. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  brief  statement  with  inclosnres, 
relating  to  the  cholera  in  this  city. 

On  August  31  the  health  authorities  informed  me  of  the  existence  of 
two  cases  of  Asiatic  cholera.  The  outbreak,  however,  did  not  take 
place  among  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  itself  but  on  board  a  Hamburg 
steamer  lying  in  the  Elbe.  For  this  reason,  being  of  the  opinion  that 
the  disease  could  not  be  said  to  prevail  in  the  city,  I  decided,  after  tele- 
graphic consultation  with  the  consul-general  at  Berlin,  not  to  cable  the 
information  to  the  Department.  The  result  justified  my  conclusion. 
Cholera  has  at  no  time  prevailed  here  in  epidemic  form.  A  very  few 
cases,  sporadic  in  nature,  occurred,  and  these  will  be  reported  through 
the  regular  channels,  the  sanitary  reports. 

Precautionary  measures,  however,  were  early  adopted.  A  quarantine 
was  established  against  Hamburg  travelers,  and  the  city  appropriated 
56,000  marks  to  fight  the  epidemic,  should  it  appear.  Several  hos- 
pitals were  put  in  readiness,  and  arrangements  perfected  for  prompt 
notification  and  attendance. 

The  proclamation  in  red,  which  is  hereby  inclosed  with  translation, 
was  posted  all  over  the  city.  The  small  book  with  blue  cover  (also  in- 
closed) is  a  reprint  of  several  articles  that  appeared  in  the  leading  city 
paper  (Magvebnoger  Zeitang).  They  were  in  turn,  however,  taken 
from  an  earlier  series  of  articles  published  in  the  Berlin  Beichs  An- 
zieger,  and  are  probably  already  in  the  hands  of  the  Department. 

They  consist  of  simple  injunctions  for  popular  guidance.

(1)  Be  prudent  in  danger;  avoid  undue  anxiety,  for  this  obscures  a 
clear  judgment.  Only  a  clear-thinking  person  can  properly  employ 
means  to  ward  off  danger. 

Insist  upon  cleanliness  of  the  person  and  cleanliness  about  you.  Pru- 
dence, regularity,  scrupulous  cleanliness  guarantee  the  best  protection 
against  illness.  •  * 

Hold  fast  to  your  usual  systematic  method  of  life ;  avoid  festivities 
and  large  assemblies.  .  j 

Avoid  medicine  as  long  as  you  are  well.  h 

Visit  the  sick  only  when  duty  calls  you. 

Avoid  intercourse  and  intimate  contact  with  persons  who  come  from 
cholera  neighborhoods. 

Do  not  leave  your  place  of  residence  in  order  to  escape  the  illness ; 
bear  in  mind  that  in  traveling  and  in  strange  places  under  changed 
conditions  of  living  you  can  expose  yourself  more  than  by  similar  pru-  i 

dent  methods  of  living  at  home. 

(2)  Put  nothing  in  the  mouth  or  on  the  lips  except  food  {e.  g,y  not 
the  finger  in  turning  leaves,  penholders,  lead  pencils,  etc.). 

Drink  as  little  water  as  possible,  and  only  that  which  you  know  ta 
be  without  danger. 

Generally  speaking,  pure  spring  water  is  not  dangerous,  also  water 
from  deep  conduit  pipes,  when  the  pipes  are  closed,  and  which  if  taken 
from  exposed  bodies  of  water,  undergoes  an  effective  filtration  (small 
house  filters  if  not  often  changed  or  cleaned  are  more  dangerous  than 
useful). 

Water  is  dangerous,  during  cholera  periods,  which  comes  from  rivers^ 
canals,  ponds,  and  from  level  springs  which  are  open  or  thinly  covered ; 
also  water  from  springs  which  are  near  filth  or  dung  heaps.  Washing 
and  suds  and  pouring  out  of  dirty  water  near  springs  is  dangerous  to 
the  health. 

During  the  prevalence  of  the  disease  or  if  it  is  near,  water  which  is 
dangerous  ought  only  to  be  used  for  drinking,  washing  of  the  face, 
rinsing  the  mouth,  and  dishwashing  after  it  has  been  boiled  for  several 
minutes.     Through  boiling  the  germs  are  destroyed,  nevertheless  if 
allowed  to  stand  a  long  time  new  germs  may  be  received. 

In  order  to  make  boiled  water  palatable  put  to  each  glass  (one- fourth 
liter)  as  much  cream  of  tartar  as  can  be  placed  on  the  point  of  a  knife, 
or  two  drops  of  pure  muriatic  acid. 

Keep  water  in  clean  vessels. 

Tea,  coflfee  and  cocoa  are  permissible  drinks,  also  good  beer  and  pure 
wine. 

Avoid  ices  and  very  cold  drinks. 

Your  beer  should  be  clear  and  fresh,  neither  sour  nor  stale.  Only 
allow  it  to  be  served  in  those  glasses  which  have  been  washed  with 
water  not  dangerous  (if  necessary,  the  water  should  be  boiled). 

Bitter  liquors  often  contain  aloes,  they  therefore  act  as  a  physic,  and 
are  to  be  regarded  with  disfavor. 

Mineral  waters  are  not  dangerous  if  they  come  from  natural  springs 
or  are  prepared  with  distilled  water. 

Avoid  drinking  unboiled  milk. 

The  germ  takes  to  butter  and  fresh  cheese  prepared  or  stored  in  the 
neighborhood  of  persons  ill  with  cholera.

Eat  only  fruits,  vegetables,  cucumbers,  etc.,  which  have  been  cooked; 
in  general,  eat  nothing  uncooked  or  not  roasted,  or  which,  when  pre- 
pared by  strangers,  has  been  touched  by  hands  not  known  by  you  to 
be  scrupulously  clean. 

Purchase  provisions  only  from  stores  positively  clean.  Avoid  those 
in  houses  where  cholera  prevails. 

Avoid  all  excess  in  eating  and  drinking.  Be  especially  careful  if 
you  incline  to  diarrhea. 

When  well,  do  not  eat  and  drink  in  the  room  of  a  sick  person.  Bear 
in  mind  that  flies  and  similar  insects  can  convey  the  germ  from  the 
vicinity  of  a  sick  person  to  your  food.  Cigars  can  also  convey  infec- 
tion to  you  in  the  house  of  a  sick  person. 

(3)  Keep  the  head  cool,  the  body  warm  and  the  feet  dry. 

Live  and  sleep  i  n  pure  air.     Fumigation  is  no  protection  from  i  nfection. 

Wash  your  hands  frequently  during  the  day  with  water,  soap,  and 
brush,  especially  before  touching  food.  In  case  you  have  touched  dirty 
or  suspicious  things,  clean  your  hands  first  of  all  carefully  with  a  prep- 
aration of  55  grams  (about  4  tablespoonfuls)  of  transparent  liquid  car- 
bolic acid  in  a  liter  of  water  (5  per  cent  carbolic 'acid)  and  afterwards 
wash  them  with  soap  and  clear  water. 

In  cholera  neighborhoods  do  not  bathe  in  rivers  or  ponds. 

Use  a  public  water-closet  only  in  case  of  necessity.  The  seats  of 
water-closets  which  are  open  to  strangers  should  be  scrubbed  daily 
with  soap  and  water.  For  this  purpose  put  a  pound  of  soft  soap  to  a 
bucket  of  hot  water.  If  your  water-closet  has  been  used  by  suspicions 
persons  wash  the  sides  of  the  funnel  with  fresh  prepared  milk  of  lime* 
(1  part  quicklime  and  4  parts  water). 

(4)  The  contagious  matter  of  cholera  is  found  in  the  discharges  of  the 
sick.  It  sticks  to  dirty  linen  and  articles  of  clothing,  and  can  be  con- 
veyed through  everything  which  conies  in  contact  with  such  «^hing8  or 
discharges,  even  though  indirectly  and  in  a  manner  not  evident. 

Discharges  of  cholera  patients  or- those  suspected  of  cholera,  and 
soiled  flooi-s,  etc.,  should  be  made  harmless  through  a  vigorous  appli- 
cation (of  at  least  one  hour)  of  milk  of  lime  or  chloride  of  lime  (20 
grams  of  chloride  of  lime  to  1  liter  of  cold  water),  or  through  other 
approved  disinfectants.  Soiled  linen,  cloths,  bedding,  coverings,  etc, 
and  also  those  things  which  are  sent  to  you  from  cholera  neighbor- 
hoods, should  be  sent  carefully  tied  and  done  up  to  a  public  disinfection 
station.  If  none  is  accessible,  wash  the  things  twenty-four  hours  in 
soap  and  water  (1  pound  of  soft  soap  to  a  bucket  of  hot  water),  and 
then  boil  them  out  thoroughly. 

Further,  clean  dirty  articles  thoroughly  with  soap  and  water,  with 
milk  of  lime,  or  carbolic  acid.  If  this,  from  the  nature  of  the  articles, 
is  impracticable,  then  expose  them  for  at  least  six  days  in  some  airy  and 
dry  place  beyond  possibility  of  use.  A  thorough  drying  is  unfavor- 
able to  the  development  of  the  germ. 

(5)  If  your  digestion  is  disturbed,  and  diarrhea  follows,  especially 
with  vomiting  or  serious  illness,  promptly  call  in  a  doctor.  Until  he 
comes,  take  some  warm  drink,  bind  a  woolen  band  about  the  body, 
keep  to  your  room,  and,  if  violently  ill,  go  to  bed.  By  way  of  relief 
you  may  drink  a  cup  of  tea  with  brandy  or  rum.  In  the  mean  time, 
your  nourishment  should  be  a  nutritious  soup,  also  biscuit,  or  old  white 
bread  without  butter. 


*  MiUc  of  lime  loses  its  effect  throngh  exposure. 
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If  you  have  approved  cholera  drops  on  hand  (prepared  according  to 
medical  prescription)  take  from  20  to  30  drops  with  sugar. 

Keep  prudent  even  if  you  are  sick.  Fear  and  cowardice  are  detri- 
mental to  body  and  mind. 

Cholera  endemic  in  Japan,  but  Hiogo  not  officially  dedared  an  ir^ected  port. 

The  following  has  been  received  from  the  United  States  consul  at 
Osaka  and  Hiogo,  dated  September  28,  1892 : 

This  port  and  surrounding  districts  have  not  been  ofl6cially  declared 
infected  by  cholera  since  1890;  there  were,  however,  a  large  number  of 
cases  of  cholera  in  Japan  during  the  past  year  extending  throughout 
most  of  the  districts  in  which  old  cotton  rags  are  collected.  All  the 
shipments  of  these  rags  to  the  United  States  have  undergone  disinfec- 
tion by  steam  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  circular  of  July 
17,  1885.  By  reference  to  my  dispatch  to  the  Department  dated  May 
1,  1891,  inclosing  the  opinions  of  two  eminent  physicians,  it  will  be  seen 
that  cholera  is  always  endemic  in  Japan. 

Bahamas — Inagua — Mathewiown. — Two  weeks  ended  October  13, 
1892.     Population,  1,000.     Total  deaths,  2. 

Brazil — Geara, — Month  of  August,  1892.  Population,  35,065.  Total 
deaths,  101,  including  3  from  yellow  fever. 

Month  of  September,  1892.  Total  deaths,  100.  No  deaths  reported 
from  contagious  diseases. 

Cuba — Havana. — Under  date  of  October  29,  1892,  the  following  re- 
port has  been  received  from  the  United  States  inspector  : 

There  were  141  deaths  in  this  city  during  the  week  ending  October 
27,  1892.  Seven  of  those  deaths  were  caused  by  yellow  fever  (with 
approximately  38  new  cases),  2  were  caused  by  enteric  fever,  3  by 
so-called  pernicious  fever,  and  2  by  croup. 

Great  Britain — England  and  Wales, — The  deaths  registered  in  33 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  October  22 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  18.0  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
I)opulation,  which  is  estimated  at  10,188,449.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Croydon,  viz,  7.9,  and  the  highest  in  Preston,  viz,  23.0  a 
thousand. 

London, — One  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty-nine  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles,  28 ;  scarlet  fever,  28 ; 
diphtheria,  41;  whooping  cough,  2;  enteric  fever,  13;  diarrhea  and 
dysentery,  33.  The  deaths  from  all  causes  corresponded  to  an  an- 
nual rate  of  16.6  a  thousand.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs 
caused  267  deaths.  In  greater  London  1,819  deaths  were  registered, 
corresponding  to  an  annual  rate  of  16.5  a  thousand  of  the  population. 

In  the  '^ outer  ring"  the  deaths  included  diphtheria,  10;  measles, 
10 ;  and  scarlet  fever,  6.

The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  r^^tered  from 
all  causes  was  529,  including  measles,  39  ;  scarlet  fever,  15 ;  diphtheria^ 
5 ;  whooping  cough,  10 ;  fever,  4  ;  and  diarrhea,  14.

The  cholera  ^identic. 

[Translated  for  this  Bureau  from  the  Veroffentlichungen  des  Kaiserlichen  Gesand- 

heiteamtes,  Berlin,  October  19,  1892.] 

German  Empire, — Isolated  cases  of  cholera  have  occurred  along  the 
course  of  the  Rhine,  chiefly  among  sailors.  On  October  11  a  sailor 
from  the  Upper  Bhine  died  at  Leopoldshaven,  in  Baden.  In  the  harbor 
of  Frankfort-on-the-Main  three  children  were  taken  ill  with  cholera 
on  board  a  vessel  from  the  Lower  Bhine.  These  cases  terminated 
fatally. 

At  Wiesenheim,  in  the  Coblentz  district,  and  in  some  neighboring 
localities  cholera  foci  have  formed.  The  authorities  have  taken  ener- 
getic measures  to  check  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Along  the  Elbe  and  Oder  cholera  cases  have  become  less  frequent* 
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In  Hamburg,  October  15,  there  were  10  cases  and  3  deaths ;  October 
16,  6  cases  and  1  death. 

There  were  fresh  cases  in  Podgorze  and  Cracow  on  September  27  and 
28,  and  from  September  27  to  October  5  there  were  cases  of  cholera  at 
Debniki,  Ludwinow,  and  Plasgow,  towns  which  are  separated  from 
Cracow  by  the  Weichsel,  and  in  Koscielniki,  20  kilometers  from  Cra- 
cow, and  at  Zwierzynice. 

In  the  city  of  Buda-Pesth,  from  September  28  to  October  7,  205  cholera 
cases  and  88  deaths  reported.  From  October  2  to  October  9,  inclusive, 
the  following  daily  report  of  cases  and  deaths  is  given :  18  cases,  6 
deaths ;  31  cases,  9  deaths ;  34  cases,  8  deaths ;  40  cases,  17  deaths ;  51 
cases,  19  deaths ;  39  cases,  17  deaths ;  26  oases,  11  deaths ;  36  cases,  13 
deaths. 

France. — On  October  3,  General  Sanitary  Inspector  Proust  reported 
as  follows :  From  September  18  to  October  2,  for  the  city  of  Paris, 
182  cholera  deaths;  for  the  suburbs,  SS;  for  Havre,  50  deaths;  for 
Bouen,  3  deaths.  In  Havre  the  disease  is  extinct  In  Paris  and 
suburbs,  it  is  on  the  decline.  For  Cherbourg,  to  October  3,  7  deaths 
have  been  reported ;  for  Dieppe,  40 ;  for  Treport,  12 ;  for  Portel,  to 
the  evening  of  October  2,  59  cases  and  31  deaths.  Cholera  appears 
to  have  been  present  in  Portel  from  August  25  to  September  17.  The 
first  fataX  case  of  ** typical  cholera,''  in  which  death  ensued  in  a  few 
tours,  occurred  September  19.  The  prefecture  of  Marseilles  reports, 
up  to  October  10,  12  cases  and  6  deaths. 

6?re(rfJ5rtfaiw.— -Official  reports  give  only  2  cases  since  September  9. 
Both  of  these  were  imported. 

Belgium, — At  a  meeting  of  the  French  council  of  health,  October  3, 
the  following  statement  of  cholera  cases  aiM  deaths  in  Belgium  was 
made :  From  August  15  to  September  26,  622  cases  and  291  deaths ;  in 
Antwerp,  September  29,  there  were  211  cases  and  75  deaths. 

Netherlands. — Official  information  gives  the  number  of  choleraic 
deaths  for  the  week  ended  October  1,  as  follows :  Province  of  North 
Brabant,  at  Empel-Meerwyck,  1 ;  Hertogenbosch,  2  ;  Heusden,  1 ;  in 
the  province  of  G^elderland,  at  Nymegen,  1 ;  in  the  province  of  Souith 
Holland,  at  Ablasserdam,  1 ;  Bleskensgraf-Hofwegen,  4 ;  Kapelle,  2 ; 
Delft,  2 ;  Goudswaard,  3  ;  Hague,  1 ;  Maasland,  1 ;  Doslvoorne,  2 ;  Put- 
tershock,  1 ;  Rotterdam,  3 ;  Zwammerdam,  4 ;  Zwyndrecht,  1 ;  Zuid- 
beierland,  1  ;  in  the  province  of  North  Holland,  at  Amsterdam,  3  ;  in 
the  province  of  Utrecht,  at  Breukelen-Nyenrode,  2  ;  Maarsen,  5 ; 
Utrecht,  1  ;  Ysselsteiu,  1 ;  Zuilen,  1,  and  in  the  province  of  Gronin- 
gen,  48.  Cholera  cases  and  cases  suspected  of  being  cholera  have  oc- 
curred in  23  other  localities,  7  of  which  lie  near  the  G^erman  frontier. 
The  disease  has  been  repeatedly  shown  to  have  been  carried  by  sailors. 
In  Eotterdam,  from  September  7  to  October  8,  there  were  30  cases  and 
18  deaths  ;  since  October  1,  5  cases  and  6  deaths. 

Biutsia. — The  number  of  cases  in  Russian  Poland  is  on  the  increase. 
In  Warsaw,  from  October  6  to  7,  there  were  13  cases,  5  deaths ;  in  the 
government  of  Kielce,  October  5  and  6,  38  cases,  16  deaths ;  govern- 
ment of  Lublin,  October  5,  167  cases,  67  deaths ;  government  of  Sied- 
lec,  65  cases,  29  deaths.

Detention  of  immigrant  vessel  at  Cape  Charles  quarantine  station. 

Under  date  of  November  10,  Surg.  W.  H.  H.  Hutton,  in  charge  of 
Cape  Charles  quarantine  station,  reports  the  arrival  of  the  steamer 
Weimar,  from  Bremen,  with  a  general  cargo,  1,903  immigrants,  and  103 
in  crew.  All  well,  except  3  cases  of  measles  and  1  case  of  erysipelas. 
As  this  vessel  comes  within  the  provisions  of  the  circular  of  Septem- 
ber 1,  restricting  immigration,  she  is  held  for  twenty  days'  detention 
at  the  Cape  Charles  quarantine. 

Concerning  the  enforcement  of  BepaHment  circular  of  September  1,  1892, 
relating  to  quarantine  restrictions  upon  immigration.

September  1,  on  the  ground  that  said  immigrants  were  booked  and 

actually  assembled  before  the  date  of  the  circular,  I  beg  leave  to  state 

that    *    *    *    it  is  now  more  than  two  months  since  the  issue  of  the 

circular,  and  it  appears  to  me  that  all  immigrants  who  were  booked 

and  assembled  at  that  date  must  by  this  time  have  reached  America. 

In  the  interest,  therefore,  of  the  public  health,  and  to  render  the  said 

circular  eflScient  in  its  action,  I  have  respectfully  to  suggest  that  word 

be  sent  to  the  various  steamship  companies  that  exceptions  of  this 

class  will  not  hereafter  be  made.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  herewith  Circular  No.  24,  American 
Line,  International  Navigation  Company,  signed  by  A.  S.  Anderson, 
passenger  manager,  305  Walnut  street,  Philadelphia,  announcing  re 
sumption  of  paasenger  traffic  in  the  steerage  of  vessels  from  Europe, 
and  quoting  an  asserted  ruling  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Depart- 
ment to  the  effect  that  American  citizens  and  residents  of  the  United 
States  who  may  not  be  citizens,  and  the  wives  and  children  of  residents, 
and  such  aliens  as  may  desire  to  visit  the  United  States  without 
intending  to  remain  or  reside  here,  will  be  admitted  even  thongh 
brought  in  the  steerage. 

I  have  also  to  state  that  I  am  in  recipt  of  a  communication  from  the 
Philadelphia  board  of  health  inclosing  a  copy  of  said  circular,  with 
request  to  be  informed  of  the  purport  of  the  ruling  above  referred  to, 
and  asserting  that  it  modifies  considerably  the  proclamation  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States  imposing  a  twenty  days'  detention  upon 
all  vessels  containing  immigrants. 

As  I  am  confident  no  written  ruling  to  the  above  effect  has  been 
issued,  and  as  possibly  the  steamship  companies  may  have  given  a 
wider  interpretation  to  any  verbal  understanding  than  that  arrived  at 
with  yourself,  I  have  respectfully  to  suggest,  provided  it  does  not  con 
flict  with  any  decision  previously  made,  that  the  said  steamship  com 
panics  be  notified  that  wives  and  children  of  alien  residents  coming  in 
the  steerage,  and  alien  visitors  coming  in  the  steerage,  will  be  con 
sidered  as  immigrants  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  pro- 
visions  of  Department  circular  of  September  1,  1892. 

The  wives  and  children  of  alien  residents  coming  to  join  the  hiis 
bands  or  parents  already  domiciled  in  the  United  States,  it  appears  to 
me,  are  immigrants  within  the  definition  of  that  term. 

In  support  of  these  suggestions,  I  respectfully  state  that,  although 
the  cholera  is  subsiding  in  Europe,  the  danger  of  infection  through 
clothing  and  persons  of  immigrants  who  may  have  been  in  infected 
localities  still  remains,  and  will  remain  for  several  months  to  come, 
and  that  the  difficulty  of  determining  whether  an  alien  in  the  steerage 
is  coming  for  the  purpose  of  residence  or  for  the  purpose  of  visit  only 
is  so  great  as  to  make  it  impracticable,  and  it  is  believed  that  large 
numbers  of  immigrants  proper  would  gain  admission  under  this  pre 
tense. 

I  have  furthermore  to  state  that  I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Surg. 
Fairfax  Irwin,  medical  inspector  of  immigrants  at  the  port  of  Boston, 


to  the  effect  that  the  Cunard  Rteamer  Cephnhmia  will  s 
about  the  6th  instaut  witli  2!t3  steerage  passengers,  mos 
iiig  to  be  residents  of  the  United  States.  Thediftieiiltj 
whether  this  claim  is  true  seems  iusaiierable.  and  as  tli 
best  are  not  citizens,  their  coining  in  the  steerage  niigh 
tbeni  in  the  categor,v  of  imraigRinlsforthc  purpose  of  c 
provisions  of  the  circular.  The  danger  lies  in  the  la<;t 
once  begun,  nndor  this  a.'iHeited  ruling,  would  increase, 
short  time  render  nngatory  the  circnlar  itself.

Dear  Sir  :  Siuce  the  last  meeting  of  this  board  the  sanitary  inspect- 
ors at  the  Michigan  Canadian  border  have  been  disinfecting  baggage 
of  all  imnligran^  without  regard  to  what  had  been  done  at  the  sea- 
board.    My  belief  wa*s  that  this  should  be  done,  because  of  the  crude 
disinfecting  plant  at  New  York  and  other  ports,  and  the  unsatisfactory 
certificates  issued,  and  that  there  should  be  a  line  of  inspection  and 
disinfection  extending  from  SaultSt.  Marie  on  the  north  to  as  far  south 
as  Kentucky.     I  understand  that  such  a  line  of  disinfection  is  not  now 
in  operation  south  of  Lake  Erie.     This  results  in  the  necessary  deten- 
tion of  trains  which  carry  immigrants  from  New  York  through  Mich- 
igan, and  no  such  detention  of  such  trains  on  competing  lines  of  rail- 
roads south  of  Lake  Erie.     Unless  there  is  to  be  inspection  aiid  disinfec- 
tion of  all  immigrants'  baggage  south  of  Lake  Erie,  it  seems  unjust  to 
railroads  through  Michigan  to  stop  traias  to  disinfect  baggage  which 
is  not  to  stop  in  Michigan,  but  is  going  to  Chicago,  where  other  roads- 
south  of  Lake  Erie  bring  baggage  not  disinfected.     Accordingly,  it  is 
contemplated  by  the  committ.ee  to  allow  immigrant  baggage  from  New 
York  which  is  not  to  stop  in  Michigan  to  pass  directly  through  to 
Chicago  without  disinfection,  except  such  as  may  occur  at  the  seaboard 
or  by  inspectors  between  here  and  Chicago. 

My  own  view  is  that  it  is  impoitant  to  disinfect  the  baggage  of  im- 
migrants ;  but  it  does  not  seem  best  to  require  the  Michigan  railroads 
to  do  more  for  Chicago  and  the  Northwest  than  is  considered  necessarj- 
by  Chicago  and  the  Northwest  to  have  done  on  all  other  competing 
railroads  on  lines  south  of  Michigan.  Our  continuing  to  require  so 
much,  we  have  reason  to  believe,  would  probably  cause  the  immigrant 
travel  to  pass  on  lines  south  of  Lake  Erie  where  there  is  no  dismfec- 
tion,  so  nothing  would  be  gained. 

The  health  commissioner  of  Chicago  wrote  me  October  7  relative  to 
the  railroads  entering  Chicago :  '*Most  of  them  have  fitted  up  cars  for 
the  purpose  of  disinfecting,  by  steam,  immigrant  baggage.-'  If  his 
arrangements  are  made  for  disinfecting  immigrant  baggage,  that  which 
comes  from  New  York  through  Michigan  may  as  well  be  treated  with 
the  rest.  If  such  bggage  on  other  lines  is  not  disinfected,  then  it  need 
not  be  on  lines  through  Michigan. 

This  letter  does  not  relate  to  baggage  destined  to  stop  in  Michigan.

Sanitary  condition  of  Bahia. 

United  SxATt^j  Consulate, 

Bahia,  September  30,  1892. 

Sir  ;  I  have  the  hohor  to  inform  you  that  the  health  of  Bahia  and 
contiguous  country  is  good.  There  have  been  a  few  cases  of  smallpox 
and  yellow  fever  in  the  interior,  notably  at  Iquofa,  and  one  death  from 
yellow  fever  is  noted  in  this  city  during  the  past  month  ;  but  at  no  time 
has  there  been  any  apprehension  of  an  epidemic,  although  some  fear 
is  expressed  that  titie  incoming  hot  season  will  be  a  severe  one.  As  yet 
there  has  been  no  appearance  of  cholera  at  this  port.

Cholera  in  BudaPesth, 

United  States  Consulate, 

BudaPesth,   October  11,  1892. 

Sir  :  Supplemetary  to  my  cable  of  the  3d  instant,  in  which  I  informed 
the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  outbreak  of  Asiatic  cholera  in  this  city, 
I  beg  to  submit  the  oMcial  data  in  detail  up  to  the  latest  official  date. 
According  to  communications  received  by  me,  October  22,  from  Count 
Julius  Szapary,  resident  of  the  ministry  and  minister  of  the  interior, 
it  appears  that  bacteriological  examination  in  the  case  of  Joseph  Szues. 
who  died  September  29,  and  in  4  other  cases,  verified  Asiatic  cholera. 
On  September  30,  to  midnight,  13  cases  were  reported,  out  of  which  6 
proved  fatal.  On  October  2,  18  fresh  cases  took  place  in  the  cholera 
hospital,  and  6  deaths. 

On  October  3,  31  fresh  cases  and  9  deaths.  On  the  same  day  a  sus- 
picious case  of  death  was  reported  from  Gyor  in  Hungary.  October  4, 
34  new  cases  and  8  deaths.  In  the  town  of  Soroksar,  Hungary,  1  death 
was  reported.  In  Tolna  likewise,  1  death.  On  October  5,  40  new 
cases  with  7  deaths.  In  private  houses  on  October  4  and  5,  11  cases 
and  2  deaths  have  been  reported.  On  the  same  date,  the  minister  re- 
ports that  out  of  the  former  cholera  cases,  21  cases  have  proved  not  to 
have  been  Asiatic  cholera.  October  6,  there  were  51  fresh  cases  and  19 
deaths  in  the  cholera  hospital,  and  2  cases  in  private  houses.  From 
the  reports  of  the  4th  and  5th,  15  cases  proved  not  to  be  Asiatic  cholera. 
October  7,  there  were  34  fresh  cases  with  17  deaths ;  in  private  houses 
5  cases.  On  the  5th  and  6th,  11  cases  proved  not  to  have  been  Asiatic 
cholera.  On  October  8,  33  new  cases  and  11  deaths.  From  the  report 
of  the  7th,  8  cases  proved  not  to  have  been  Asiatic  cholera.  October 
8  is  the  latest  official  report.    Will  send  reports  later  on. 

Bail  way  workmen  were  first  attacked,  and  it  is  supposed  the  cholera 
was  introduced  through  hides  brought  from  Hamburg,  and  handled 
by  the  workmen.  From  the  newspapers  there  were  quite  a  number  of 
cases  reported  from  different  towns  in  Hungary.     Danube  water  only 
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is  drunk  in  Buda-Pesth,  and  it  receives  the  sewage  of  the  different  towns 
along  the  river.  The  water  is  bad,  and  the  city  not  as  cleanly  as  it 
usually  is.

Sir:  I  inclose  the  latest  official  publication  relating  to  cholera  up 
to  October  12,  from  which  you  will  learn  that  in  the  Crownland  of 
Galicia,  from  October  2  to  October  12,  32  new  cases  of  cholera  have 
occurred,  of  which  14  were  fatal.  No  cases  have  occurred  in  the  other 
Crownlands  of  Austria.

The  cholera  germ  in  cigars  and  tobacco.

Experiments  made  at  the  Hygienic  Institute  of  the  UNiVERSiri'  of  Beki:*- 

The  Hygienic  Institute  of  the  University  of  Berlin  has  piiblishe* 
the  following  conclusions,  after  repeated  experiments  made  with  reb 
tion  to  the  spread  of  the  cholera  germ  through  cigars  and  tobacco  : 

(1)  The  comma  bacilli  of  cholera  asiatica  die  through  drying  up  oi. 
dried  tobacco  leaves  even  qui(;ker  than  through  drying  up  on  glasN 
and  in  this  condition  they  die  in  an  hour  on  the  average. 

(2)  On  moist  tobacco  leaves  the  coma  bacilli  do  not  increase,  and  a!> 
killed  after  a  short  time. 

(3)  The  comma  bacilli  were  not  proved  to  exist  in  the  samples  <  ! 
cigars  manufactured  in  Hamburg  during  the  prevalence  of  the  epidemit 

(4)  Through  the  fermenting  and  drying  processes  which  cigaH 
must  undergo  before  they  are  ready  for  shipment,  the  cholera  bacilli 
are  killed  after  a  short  time,  even  when  packed  by  way  of  experimer  I 
in  the  linen  bands  about  the  cigars. 

(5)  Tobacco  smoke  checks  the  development  of  cholera  bacilli  and  '^ 
quickly  fatal.

NOTICE. 

In  compiling  the  lists  of  deaths,  officially  published  every  week,  the 
total  number  of  deaths  within  the  police  district  of  Stettin  amounted 
to  961  from  July  10  to  October  15,  1892,  being  a  weekly  average  of 
68.64,  and  1,090  from  July  12  to  October  17,  1891,  being  a  weekly 
averageof  77.86.  Ofthese,  SOOchildren  and  9  adults  died  from  diarrhea 
and  dysentery  in  1892,  and  388  children  and  1  adult  died  from  diarrhea 
and  dysentery  in  1891  during  the  above  mentioned  periods,  whilst  1 
<5hild  and  15  adults  died  from  cholei'a  from  September  4  until  October 
8,  1892. 

The  number  of  people  who  have  fallen  victims  to  cholera,  according 
to  the  lists  existing,  is  therefore  limited  to  16,  and  since  then  only  2 
more  cases  of  cholei-a  have  come  to  official  notice. 

There  is  no  probability  that  the  sporadic  cjises  of  cholera,  which 
happened  at  Stettin,  originated  from  the  passage  of  Eussian  Jewish  im- 
migrants, who  had  been  medically  examined  and  disinfected  when 
<;rossing  the  frontier,  and  then  again  at  an  intermediate  station,  as  far 
as  they  came  by  land,  and  who  again  were  examined  at  Stettin. 
Among  all  emigrants  shipped  directly  from  here  to  New  York  neither 
at  this  place  nor  during  the  sea  voyage  did  a  single  case  of  cholera 
iiappen,  which  fact  refutes  the  statements,  published  in  American 
newspapers,  that  the  control  of  these  emigrants  was  deficient.  The 
last  emigrants  from  this  place  left  the  6th  of  September,  after  those 
wrho  had  come  from  infected  districts  of  Russia  had  undergone  a 
thorough  cleansing  and  their  baggage  had  been  disinfected  with  super- 
lieated  steam.  The  landing  of  Russian  Jewish  emigrants  arriving  by 
sea  had  been  prohibited  since  the  24th  of  August 

On  the  other  hand,  the  supposition  seems  to  be  well  substantiated 
that  a  temporary  infection  of  the  water  of  the  Oder,  through  barges 
liaving  come  from  Hamburg,  has  been  the  cause  of  the  stray  cases  of 
<5holera  which  have  happened  here. 

To  prevent  a  return  of  such  infections  the  local  authorities  have 
taken  the* strictest  precautionary  measures,  warning  people  repeatedly 
not  to  use  unboiled  water,  which  has  evidently  done  much  to  decrease 
the  danger  of  infection. 

As  the  cholera  has  this  year  never  assumed  an  epidemic  character 
at  this  place,  we  feel  that  we  can  conscientiously  say  that,  even  while 
the  cholera  was  here,  the  danger  of  spreading  the  disease  through 
products  and  goods  coming  from  this  port  was  out  of  the  question.

— Under  date  of  November  5,  1892,  the  following  re 
port  has  been  received  from  the  United  States  sanitary  inspector: 

There  were  578  deaths  in  this  city  during  the  month  of  October.  1892. 
Fifty-three  of  those  deaths  were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  13  by  enteric 
fever,  13  by  so  called  pernicious  fever,  1  by  paludal  fever,  4  by  diph 
theria  and  croup,  and  1  by  inlanders. 

Daring  the  week  ending  November  3,  1892,  there  were  145  deaths. 
11  of  which  were  caused  by  yellow  fever  (with  approximately  40  new 
cases),  a  were  caused  by  enteric  fever,  1  by  so-called  pernicious  fever, 
1  by  paludal  fever,  and  1  by  croup. 

France — Bheims, — Month  of  September,  1892.  Population,  105,40$. 
Total  deaths,  260,  including  phthisis  pulmonalis,  17  ;  enteric  fever,  3: 
and  diphtheria  and  croup,  5.

Great  Britain — England  and  Wales, — The  deaths  registered  in  33 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  October  29 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  19.5  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,188,449.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Croydon,  viz,  12.3,  and  the  highest  in  Salford,  viz,  33.5  a 
thousand. 

London. — One  thousand  five  hundred  and  fourteen  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles,  22;  scarlet  fever,  39. 
diphtheria,  56 ;  whooping  cough,  7 ;  enteric  fever,  18 ;  diarrhea  and 
dysentery,  21.

Status  of  the  cholera  epidemic.

In  Hamburg  the  cholera  epidemic  appears  to  be  nearly  extinct.  On 
October  17  the  number  of  choleraic  cases  reported  was  7  ;  at  Altona,' 
3  deaths.     Isolated  cases  still  occur. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Elbe  and  Oder  provinces  has  improved. 
In  Blankenesse,  near  Hamburg,  which  has  hitherto  been  free  from . 
cholera,  4  cases  have  recently  occurred.  Isolated  casesare  reported  from 
the  vicinity  of  Stettin,  and  from  the  city  of  Stettin,  within  the  past  week, 
1  case  and  1  death.  From  the  outbreak  of  the  epidemic  at  Stettin, 
September  6  to  October  22,  there  have  been  27  cases  and  15  deaths. 
Two  fatal  cases  are  reported  from  the  Wanzleben  district,  near  Mag- 
deburg.  From  the  vicinity  of  Mayen,  in  the  Coblentz  district,  12  new 
cases  and  1  death  are  reported. 

Threatening  information  is  received  from  the  Eussian  frontier. 
Cholera  has  appeared  in  Upper  Silesia,  near  Myslowitz,  in  the  Polish 
settlements  of  Bobrek  and  Niwka,  and  strict  supervision  of  the  Oppeln 
district  has  been  ordered.  At  Mlawa,  a  town  near  the  southeastern 
frontier  of  Prussia,  10  cases  and  5  deaths  have  been  reported  since 
October  7.  The  danger  from  this  direction  presses  close  on  the  German 
border.  Three  cases  and  1  death  are  reported  from  Thorn,  and  1  case 
in  Kulm,  in  Germany ;  also  1  case  from  the  Bromberg  district.  Three 
additional  inspection  stations  have  been  established  on  the  Weichsel, 
near  Thorn.  At  the  12  stations  on  the  Weichsel,  from  October  2  to 
12,  3,233  vessels,  257  rafts,  and  20,819  persons  have  been  inspected. 
At  the  14  substations,  October  1-15,  7,223  vessels,  and  24,835  persona 
have  been  inspected,  4,075  vessels  disinfected,  and  12  ca^e^  of  cholera 
and  4  cases  of  suspected  cholera  verified. 

Netherlands. — During  the  week  ended  October  1,  48  choleraic  deaths 
were  reported,  as  follows:  Province  of  North  Brabant,  4 ;  Guelder- 
land,  1 ;  South  Holland,  28 ;  North  Holland,  3 ;  Utrecht,  10 ;  Gronin- 
gen,  2.  In  Eotterdam,  from  September  7  to  October  8,  there  were  30 
cases  and  18  deaths.  During  the  week  ended  October  16,  there  were 
35  choleraic  deaths  reported  from  the  Netherlands.  Of  these  9  were 
in  Utrecht. 

Belgium. — Cholera  is  reported  extinct  in  Antwerp.  At  Mechlin, 
October  20,  6  cases  and  2  deaths  were  reported. 

jFVunc6.— Cholera  is  officially  declared  extinct  at  Havre.  It  is  a 
cause  for  anxiety  that  many  cholera  foci  have  formed  along  the  north 
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<5oast  of  France.  At  Cherbourg  7  deaths  since  October  3;  Tonrlaville, 
near  Cherbourg,  6 ;  Dieppe,  40;  Triport;i2;  Portel,  near  Boulogne,  up 
to  October  1,  31  deaths.  In  all  the  places  named  fresh  cases  have  re- 
cently occurred.  At  Portel,  a  fishing  town  of  about  5,000  inhabitaBts, 
the  disease  broke  out  September  1,  and  up  to  October  12  there  had 
been  100  cases  and  47  deaths.  At  Boulogne,  where,  up  to  October  19 
only  6  cases  had  occurred,  an  entire  ship's  crew  is  reported  as  recently 
admitted  to  hospital  for  suspected  cholera.  During  the  last  ten  days 
cholera  has  spread  from  this  vicinity  southward  along  the  coast,  and 
following  the  railway  lines,  toward  Paris.  At  Outreau  12  cases  and  2 
deaths ;  at  St.  Etienue  8  cases,  4  deaths ;  at  Condette  4,  at  Dannes  4,  at 
Btaples  12  deaths  are  reported.  In  Mai'seilles  numerous  cholera  cases 
have  occurred,  and  in  the  eight  days  succeeding  October  3,  32  cases  and 
19  deaths  were  reported.  With  regard  to  the  prevalence  of  cholera 
throughout  France,  the  Weekly  Gazette  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  No. 
43,  makes  the  following  statement : 

From  April  4  to  October  5,  212  communes  in  20  departments  were 
infected  with  cholera,  and  3,1B4  persons  died.  (1884-85,  639  com- 
munes, 35  departments,  11,865  deaths.)  In  April,  there  were  65 
choleraic  deaths  in  12  communes  and  2  departments ;  in  May,  28 
deaths  (2  departments,  11  communes)  ;  in  June,  107  deaths  (2  depart- 
ments, 22  communes) ;  in  July,  466  deaths  (6  departments,  42  com- 
munes) ;  in  August,  841  deaths  (16  departments,  76  communes) ;  in 
September,  1,411  deaths  (17  departments,  157  communes);  from  Octo- 
ber 1  to  15,  266  deaths  (10  departments,  53  communes).  The  number 
of  deaths  reported,  according  to  departments,  since  the  outbreak  of  the 
epidemic,  is  as  follows : 

Seine,  1,694  (Paris) ;  Seine  and  Oise,  204,  Lower  Seine,  879  (Havre) j 
Eure  and  Loire,  57  ;  Eure,  93 ;  Noixi,  61 ;  Oise,  17 ;  Pas  de  Calais,  53 ; 
Manche,  31;  Mouths  of  the  Ehoue,  41 ;  Calvados,  17;  Meurthe  and 
Moselle,  5 ;  Lower  Loire,  1 ;  Sarthe,  3 ;  Marne,  3 ;  Mouse,  3 ;  Seine 
and  Marne,  10 ;  Somme,  3 ;  Aisne,  4 ;  Vendue,  5. 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  summary  that  the  portions  of  France  most 
infected  were  Paris  and  vicinity,  and  northern  seaboard  provinces. 
The  highest  point  of  intensity  of  the  epidemic  was  reached  in  September. 

Galieia. — Austrian  official  reports  state  the  total  number  of  cholera 
easas  throughout  Galieia  as  89.  Of  these,  40  occurred  in  Cracow ;  28 
in  the  Wielicka  district ;  8  in  the  Cracow  district;  9  in  the  Bochnia 
district;  4  in  the  Gorlice  district.  In  Buda-Pesth  the  daily  number  of 
cases  averages  20  to  30.  According  to  the  lat^t  published  information 
there  had  been  403  cases  and  140  deaths  since  October  11.  Isolated 
cases  are  reported  from  other  Hungarian  cities.  The  three  cases  that 
occurred  in  Vienna  were  no  doubt  due  to  river  traffic  with  Hungary. 

lluHsia, — The  chief  areas  of  prevalence  of  the  cholera  epidemic  are 
the  governments  of  Szamara,  Szaratow,  Tambow,  Woronesch,  Kursk, 
Lublin,  Schitomir,  Orenburg,  Bessarabia,  Peusa,  Simbirsk,  and  Ufa. 
The  epidemic  in  Russo-Poland  is  on  the  increase. 

The  cholera  epidemic.

German  Empire. — The  cholera  epidemic  is  on  the  decline.  In  Ham- 
burg, October  22,  there  were  7  cases  reported.  October  23, 2  cases,  2 
deaths  ;  in  Altona,  October  ^2,  2  cases,  1  death.  Isolated  cases  occur 
in  other  places. 
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Anstria  Hungary. — From  October  11  to  18,  there  were  4  cholera  cases 
and  3  deaths  in  Cracow  ;  at  Podgorze,  5  cases,  3  deaths ;  at  Plasgow, 
2  cases,  1  death  ;  at  Debnik,  1  case ;  at  Zwierzynice,  in  the  Cracow 
district,  1  case,  1  death  ;  at  Grzegorski,  2  cases,  2  deaths  ;  at  Niepolo- 
miec,  in  Bochnia,  2  cases. 

In  Buda-Pesth,  from  October  10  to  16,  the  number  of  cases  and 
deaths,  by  date,  was  as  follows:  35  cas^  11  deaths;  42  cases,  15 
deaths ;  31  cases,  18  deaths ;  29  cases,  17  deaths ;  34  cases,  11  deaths ; 
27  cases,  12  deaths ;  34  cases,  11  deaths.  Cholera  has  spread  to  a  num- 
ber of  other  towns  in  Hungary,  from  which  reports  have  not  been  re- 
ceived. At  Szegedin,  up  to  October  11,  seven  choleraic  cases  occurred. 
At  Kamenik,  in  Crotia,  1  choleraic  death  is  reported.  At  Wrabsko, 
in  Bohemia,  a  mason  who  had  returned  from  Buda-Pesth  died  of 
cholera  October  15. 

France. — The  total  number  of  choleraic  cases  at  Havre  from  July  30 
to  October  10  was  1,259 ;  deaths,  479.  Of  these,  4  cases  and  3  deaths 
occurred  on  October  9,  4  cases  and  2  deaths  on  October  10.  The  epi- 
demic is  still  present  in  Le  Portel.  In  Boulogne  sur  Mer  and  vicinity 
many  new  cases  and  some  deaths  are  reported.  At  Dunkirk  1 
choleraic  death  occurred  on  October  2,  4,  and  11,  each.  On  October 
12  cholera  was  reported  present  at  the  town  of  Hondreville,  near 
Nancy. 

Belffium. — The  sanitary  authorities  of  Brussels  report  that  from  July 
25  to  October  13  there  were  1,135  cases  of  cholera  and  suspected  cholera 
in  Belgium.  Of  these  564  were  fatal.  In  the  city  of  Antwerp,  accord- 
ing to  official  reports,  the  number  of  choleraic  cases  up  to  October  14 
was  252 ;  deaths,  95.  In  the  province  of  Antwerp,  462  cases,  248 
deaths. 

Netherlands. — In  the  week  ended  October  8  the  number  of  choleraic

Cholera  in  Marseilles^  France. 

United  States  CoNSULATSf 

Marseilles,  October  24,  1892. 

Sir  :  Referring  to  my  No.  144  of  the  15th  instant,  I  have  now  the 
honor  to  report  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  remains  about  the 
same,  i.e.,  in  my  opinion,  for  the  popnLation,  407, OCO,  quite  satisfactory, 
notwithstanding  the  few  ca^es  of  cholera,  oificially  reported  from  day 
to  day  as  follows :  October  12,  32  deaths  (5  cholera) ;  October  13,  22 
deaths  (1  cholera)  ;  October  14,  23  deaths  (2  cholem)  ;^  October  15,  21 
deaths  (2  cholera);  October  16,  24  deaths  (1  cholera);  October  17,  43 
deaths  (9  cholera)  ;  October  18,  30  deaths  (10  cholera) ;  October  19,  22 
deaths  (3  cholera) ;  October  20,  25  deaths  (3  cholera) ;  October  21,  27 
deaths  (4  cholera) ;  October  22,  19  deaths  (2  cholei-a) ;  October  23,  27 
deaths  {2  cholera). 

Wool  shippers  are  having  their  goods  disinfected  in  the  bale  by  ex- 
posure not  less  than  twelve  hours  to  sulphurous  acid  gas,  made  by 
burning  7  pounds  of  sulphur  to  each  1,000  cubic  feet  of  space. 

Such  shippers  ai'e  fii-st  notified  that  no  guarantee  that  such  disinfec- 
tion will  be  satisfactory  to  the  authorities  is  given.  They  are  discour- 
aged from  making  any  shipments  for  the  time  being,  but  if  they  so 
desire  the  disinfection  will  be  supervised  by  the  i-ag  inspector  at  this 
port,  who  will  give  the  same  certificate  as  is  given  for  rags  under  ordi- 
nary circumstances. 

No  rags  have  been  shipped  since  the  month  of  July. 

In  my  opinion  the  disinfection  in  the  bale  of  new  wool  by  the  method 
above  given  is  sufficient. 

I  inclose  two  newspaper  cuttings  on  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
city.

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From  the  above  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  deaths  for  the  third 
quarter  of  this  year  are  less  by  175  than  for  the  cprre8i)onding  period 
in  1891.  It  is  noteworthy,  moreover,  that  the  bill  of  mortality  for  Sep- 
tember of  this  year  shows  a  diminution  of  144  as  compared  with  Sep- 
tember, 1891. 

These  statistics  are  most  encouraging,  and  taken  in  conjunction  with 
the  low  death  rate  as  published  by  the  i)apers  since  the  1st  of  October, 
they  show  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  is  as  satisfactory  as 
can  be  wished  for  in  a  population  of  400,000. 

The  course  taken  by  the  municipal  authorities  has  l)een  most  extraor- 
dinary ^or  it  is  they,  who,  by  their  vexatious  and  obstructing  measures 
in  street  and  hospital,  have  authorized,  if  not  initiated,  the  quarantine 
imposed  on  our  exports. 

And  now  the  minister  of  the  interior  has  gone  to  the  length  of  pre- 
scribing measures  to  be  taken  at  Havre  against  goods  coming  from 
Marseilles.  This  town  is  certainly  not  a  favorite  of  the  Government, 
for  we  are  not  aware  that  any  such  precautionary  measures  were  exer- 
cised by  our  rulers  on  behalf  of  this  town  a  few  mouths  ago,  when 
cholera  in  an  unequivocal  form  was  ravaging  Havre. 

The  Marseillais  may  be  eccentric  in  political  and  private  life,  bat 
from  a  commercial  point  of  view  they  exercise  an  influence  that  is  im- 
portant enough  in  the  economical  life  of  France.  And  we  deserve  bet- 
ter treatment  than  the  policy  of  petty  annoyance  that  has  been  resorted 
to  by  the  Government  under  the  influence  of  alarming  dispatches  ad- 
dressed to  their  respective  countries  by  terrified  consuls. 

A  thorough  search  reveals  1  death  from  suspected  cholera  on  Thui-s- 
day,  1  on  Friday,  and  1  on  Saturday. 

[From  the  Gazette  du  Midi,  October  3.  189*2.] 

Yesterday's  bill  of  mortality,  showing  only  32  deaths,  is  the  best 
proof  that  no  cholera  exists. 

We  may  state  confidentially  that  during  the  last  years  there  have  been 
cases  of  cholera  at  Marseilles,  and  that  in  greater  numbers  than  this 
year,  without  the  public  so  much  as  suspecting  it.  The  pompous  spec- 
tacle of  an  official  visit  of  medical  celebrities  from  Paris  was  at  least 
avoided,  this  alone  being  sufficient  to  awaken  public  alarm,  and  neigh- 
boring countries,  suspecting  the  existence  of  these  rare  cases  as  little  as 
the  Marseillais  themselves,  never  dreamt  of  taking  ridiculous  precau- 
tions, the  grounds  for  which  have  been  furnished  in  the  present  in- 
stance by  Marseilles  itself.

In  Foldvar 
and  Aszod  the  cases  have  not  proved  to  be  cholera.

JReport  of  cholera  in  Vienna j  Galicia^  and  Buda-Pesth, 

United  States  Consulate-General, 

Vienna,  October  22,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  herewith  the  weekly  official  report 
on  cholera  in  the  Empire  of  Austria  from  October  11  until  18,  from 
which  we  learn  that  up  to  the  19th  instant  89  cases  of  cholera  have 
occurred  in  the  crownland  of  Galicia,  and  that  only  4  sporadic  cases 
happened  during  the  last  week  in  Cracow,  of  which  3  proved  fatal, 
while  in  the  interior  13  cases  were  recorded,  of  which  7  have  proved 
fatal. 

One  case  of  Asiatic  cholera  has  been  officially  announced  in  Wrabsko, 
near  Pesek,  in  the  crownland  of  Bohemia,  on  October  15.  The  man 
came  from  Buda-Pesth,  and  extmordinary  measures  have  been  taken 
to  prevent  infection. 

In  Buda-Pesth  the  reports  show  a  little  improvement.  The  epidemic 
does  not  seem  to  be  spreading,  and  the  malady  is  confined  to  the  lower 
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classes.    CJonsul  Hammond  will  report  in  detail  as  regards  Hungarj*. 
No  cases  have  occurred  in  the  other  provinces  of  Austria,  nor  in  the 
city  of  Vienna,  where  the  state  of  health  is  exceedingly  good.

Sir  :  I  respectfully  refer  to  my  cable  sent  to  the  Department  on  the 
morning  o^  the  25th  instant,  reading  as  follows:  *' State  Department, 
Washington.     Yesterday  first  case  of  cholera,  Vienna.     Goldschmidt.'' 

To-day  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  from  the  official  statement 
published  by  the  superior  sanitary  council  I  learn  that  the  first  victim, 
a  coachman  named  Fi-anz  Dekel,  twenty- three  years  of  age,  residing  at 
Floridsdorf,  was  conveyed  to  the  Franz  Joseph  Hospital  on  the  21st  inst., 
where  he  expired  the  same  day.  He  stated  that  when  feeling  heated 
he  drank  some  Danube  wat^r,  which  seems  to  have  become  contami- 
nated by  the  steamers  from  Buda  Pesth,  which  have  brought  the  infec- 
tion. The  bacteriological  examination  showed  that  the  disease  was 
Asiatic  cholera.  Up  to  noon  of  the  26th  sevei^al  more  doubtful  cases 
have  been  reported,  but  only  one  more  was  declared  to  be  Asiatic 
cholera.  During  the  night  of  the  23d  to  24th  October  a  sailor  named 
Johann  Hick  became  ill,  and  his  case  was  declared  to  be  cholera 
asiatica. 

Although  it  is  not  likely  that  Vienna  will  escape  a  sporadic  visita- 
tion, there  is  no  reason  to  apprehend  that  the  disease  will  assume  an 
epidemic  form. 

In  Galicia  there  occurred,  from  October  J  S  to  25,  34  cases,  of  which 
12  proved  fatal. 

The  consul  at  Buda-Pesth  has  failed  to  send  an  oflficial  report  from 
Hungary  to  the  Department  this  week,  hence  I  beg  to  inform  you  that 
from  what  I  can  learn  from  the  Vienna  newspapers  an  abatement  of 
the  epidemic  at  Buda-Pesth  can  be  stated.  The  number  of  the  casee 
shows  a  constant  falling  olf.  and  an  early  extinction  of  the  plague  is 
more  than  probable  in  Buda-Pesth  and  Hungary  in  general.

^  *  *  As  to  rags  which  are  now  being  shipped  from  this  port  ex- 
clusively via  London,  and  exclusively  to  the  port  of  Boston,  they  are 
disinfected  by  the  sulphurous-acid  gas  process  just  referred  to,  the  in- 
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specbor  appointed  to  that  service  by  me  being  required  to  certify  that 
the  rags  (each  bale  of  which  is  stamped  by  him)  have  been  exposed  to 
the  gas  for  the  full  six  hours  prescribed,  under  his  seal,  which  seal  he 
alone  may  break,  no  one  else  opening  or  closing  the  disinfecting 
ehamber. 

All  of  the  work  of  examination  and  disinfection  as  detailed  in  the 
foregoing  is  to  be  without  expense  to  the  consulate.

Sanitary  measures  at  St.  John,  N.  B. 

The  following  has  been  received  from  the  United  States  consul :

Sir  :  In  reply  to  your  inquiries  of  the  11th  instant,  the  only  steam- 
ship lines  carrying  passengers  which  touch  at  St.  John  from  foreign 
ports  are,  viz:  (1)  The  Furness  Line,  plying  between  London,  Eng- 
land, Halifax,  and  St.  John,  touching  fii-st  at  Halifax  on  the  inward 
voyage,  and  there  landing  all  passeugei*s;  (2)  the  West  India  Line, 
plying  between  the  West  Indies,  St,  John,  and  Halifax,  touching  first

at  St.  John  on  the  inward  voyage ;  and  (3)  the  International  Steamship 
Line,  plying  between  Boston,  Portland,  Eastport,  and  St.  John. 
These  lines  bring  few  if  any  immigrants,  and  such  as  are  brought  I 
would  suppose  would  come  for  permanent  residence  in  the  Dominion. 

The  sanitary  measures  taken  at  this  port  against  the  introduction  of 
cholera  through  immigration  thus  far  have  been  confined  to  a  personal 
inspection  of-all  vessels  arriving  (foreign)  by  the  health  officer ;  but 
these  measures  were  discontinued  about  the  8th  instant,  and  there  is 
now  no  inspection.  Some  repairs  during  the  past  two  months  have 
also  been  made  on  the  dilapidated  buildings  at  the  quarantine  groubds, 
which  consist  of  Partridge  Island,  lying  in  front  of  the  harbor.  But 
these  provisions  are  not  considered  adequate  by  the  general  public.

Cuba — Havana. — The  United  States  sanitary  inspector  reports  as 
follows,  under  date  of  November  12,  1892 : 

There  were  143  deaths  in  this  city  during  the  week  ending  November 
10,  1892. 

Seven  of  those  deaths  were  caused  by  yellow  fever  (with  approxi- 
mately 30  new  cases),  4  were  caused  by  enteric  fever,  2  by  paludal 
fever,  and  2  by  diphtheria. 

Fortunately,  there  have  been  no  indications  of  the  existence  of  Asiatic 
cholera  in  this  part  of  the  world  up  to  the  present  time,  and  the  few 
apparent  attempts  to  utilize  this  route  to  swing  around  quarantine  de- 
tention in  the  north  by  people  from  Germany,  France,  and  other  cholera- 
infected  parts  of  Europe  were  checked  or  frustrated  by  the  certificate 
system,  and  thus  a  practice,  which  might  have  developed  into  propor- 
tions dangerous  to  the  United  States  was  probably  prevented. 

France— itfar««ZZ^«.— Month  of  October,  1892.  Population,  406,919. 
Total  deaths,  132,  including  enteric  fever,  1 ;  diphtheria  and  croup,  1 ; 
and  whooping  cough,  1. 

Great  Britain — England  and  TFaZe*.— The  deaths  registered  in  33 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  November  5 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  19.6  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,188,449.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Swansea,  viz,  11.3,  and  the  highest  in  Salford,  viz,  30.3  a 
thousand. 

London. — One  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety-one  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles,  32 ;  scarlet  fever,  36 ; 
diphtheria,  47 ;  whooping  cough,  10 ;  enteric  fever,  10 ;  diarrhea  and 
dysentery,  30.  The  deaths  from  all  causes  corresi)onded  to  an  an- 
nual rate  of  18.2  a  thousand.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs 
caused  319  deaths.  In  greater  London  1,901  deaths  were  registered, 
corresponding  to  an  annual  rate  of  17.2  a  thousand  of  the  population. 

In  the  *' outer  ring''  the  deaths  included  diphtheria,  15;  measles, 
20;  and  scarlet  fever,  7. 
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Sunderland, — Two  weeks  ended  October  29,  1892.  Population,  130,- 
921.     Total  number  of  deaths,  88,  including  enteric  fever,  5. 

Ireland. — ^The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  November  5,  in  the  16  principal  tx)wn 
districts  of  Ireland,  was  25.8  a  thousand  of  the  population.  The  lowest 
rate  was  recorded  in  Lisburn,  viz,  4.3,  and  the  highest  in  Drogheda, 
viz,  35. 1  a  thousand.  In  Dublin  and  suburbs  191  deaths  were  registered, 
including  enteric  fever,  9 ;  typhus,  1 ;  and  scarlet  fever,  3. 

/S^co^ndf.— The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  November  5  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  22.9'a  thou- 
Hsand  of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,447,500.  The  lowest 
mortality  was  recorded  in  Paisley,  viz,  13.8,  and  the  highest  in  Edin- 
burgh and  Aberdeen  viz,  26.1  a  thousand.  The  aggregate  number  of 
•deat^  registered  from  all  causes  was  637,  including  measles,  69  ;  scarlet 
fever,  18 ;  diphtheria,  10 ;  whooping  cough,  5 ;  fever,  5 ;  and  diar- 
rhea, 6. 

Status  of  the  cholera  epidemic, 

[Translated  for  this  Bureau  from  the  Deutsche  Mediciuische  Wochenschrift,  Berlin, 

November  3,  1892.] 

German  Empire. — On  October  22,  7  cases  of  cholera  were  reported 
at  Hamburg.  October  23,  2  cases  and  2  deaths.  Since  that  date  the 
number  of  cholera  cases  has  considerably  declined.  On  some  days  no 
cases  and  no  deaths  were  reported.  The  garrison  has  lately  been  re- 
called to  Hamburg  and  Wandbeck,  showing  that  these  localities  are 
no  longer  considered  dangerous.  At  Altona,  October  22,  2  cases  and 
1  death  were  reported ;  October  24,  1  case  and  2  deaths ;  October  25,  2 
cases,  1  death.  The  4  ca&es  that  occurred  in  Blankeiiesse  were  fatal, 
but  no  other  case  has  been  reported.  From  other  places  in  Germany 
isolated  cases  are  reported ;  1  case  at  Lubeck  in  the  person  of  a  traveler 
from  Hamburg,  and  1  fatal  case  at  Demmin.  One  new  case  has  been 
added  to  the  4  cases  observed  in  the  vicinity  of  Thorn.  The  5  persons 
attacked,  1  of  whom  died,  were  all  infected  by  drinking  Weichsel 
Eiver  water.  For  the  week  ended  October  22,  58  cases  and  23  deaths 
were  reported  throughout  Germany.  Of  these,  32  cases  and  6  deaths 
occurred  at  Hamburg,  9  cases  and  7  deaths  at  Altona,  4  cases  and  4 
deaths  at  Blankenesse,  and  at  other  localities,  13  cases  and  6  deaths. 
An  inspection  station  has  been  established  at  Strasburg  for  the  middle 
Ehine  provinces  and  the  ship  canals;  one  at  Demmin  for  the  upper 
Peene  and  Trebel,  in  Mecklenburg,  and  one  near  Hohensaathen. 

Netherlands. — The  principal  focus  of  the  disease  appears  to  be 
Utrecht,  but  a  number  o\  localities  in  all  parts  of  the  country  have  l)een 
attacked.  During  the  four  weeks  since  September  24,  the  number  of 
choleraic  deaths  reported  was  as  follows :  48,  42,  35,  21.  Of  these,  12 
occurred  at  Utrecht. 

France. — During  the  week  ended  October  22,  90  cholemic  deaths 
were  reported — 9  in  Paris,  7  in  Havre,  and  32  in  Marseilles.  The  san- 
itary condition  of  the  departments  of  the  noith  is  reported  improve(L 
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In  the  Pas  de  Calais  the  epidemic  may  be  considered  as  almost  extinct. 
At  Partel,  from  October  16  to  23,  only  3  choleraic  deaths  occurred ; 
since  October  22.  no  case  of  cholera  has  been  reported.  At  St.  Btienne 
during  the  same  week  there  were  2  choleraic  deaths,  but  no  new  cases. 
In  the  departments  of  the  Seine,  lower  Seine,  Meuithe,  and  Moselle 
some  isolated  cases  and  deaths  are  reported.  In  Marseilles,  since  the 
outbreak  of  the  epidemic,  October  3  to  October  24,  74  cases  have  oc- 
curred. Commissioners  Brouardel,  Praust,  and  Thomot,  who  have 
investigated  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  city,  attribute  the  outbreak 
of  cholera  to  the  use  of  infected  drinking  water. 

AusTKiA — Galiciu, — The  number  of  cholera  cases  reported  so  far  is 
96 ;  deaths,  53. 

Buda-Pesth, — The  epidemic  has  decidedly  declined.  Up  to  October 
24.  958  persons  had  been  attacked ;  of  this  number  310  died.  Cholera 
cases  are  reported  from  a  number  of  other  Hungarian  cities.  These 
places  are  nearly  all  situated  on  the  Danube  and  Theias.  Most  of  the  cases 
are  sporadic.  In  Tittel  a  slight  epidemic  declared  itself.  At  Semlin, 
from  October  19  to  24,  there  were  8  cases  of  cholera  and  5  deaths. 
Nineteen  cases,  nearly  all  of  which  were  fatal,  occurred  in  a  commune 
in  the  Granier  district.  Many  cases  of  cholera  among  horses  are  said 
to  be  observed  in  several  Hungarian  cities,  among  them,  Pressburg. 
Of  the  3  cases  in  Vienna,  2  were  fatal.  No  other  cases  are  reported. 
Three  suspicious  cases  have  occurred  at  Sabofzen,  a  town  in  Styria. 
One  cholera  case  is  reported  from  Kamenix. 

EuBRiA. — Cholera  is  reported  as  on  the  decline  in  all  the  cities  in- 
fected, with  the  exception  of  Kiew.  Special  reports  received  from 
Eussian  Poland  state  as  follows : 

In  the  city  of  Warsaw,  from  October  18  to  22,  15  cases,  6  deaths ; 
from  October  23  to  26,  19  cases,  4  deaths;  in  the  government  of 
Kielce,  from  October  14  to  17,  41  cases,  33  deaths ;  from  October  18  to 
21,  28  cases,  11  deaths;  in  the  government  of  Eadom,  during  the 
same  period,  54  cases,  27  deaths,  and  50  cases  and  16  deaths;  in  the 
government  of  Lublin,  from  October  16  to  19,  167  cases  and  86  deaths ; 
from  October  20  to  23,  229  cases  and  103  deaths ;  in  the  government 
of  Siedlec,  during  the  same  periods,  127  cases  and  76  deaths,  and  80 
cases  and  52  deaths.  No  recent  report  of  cholera  on  the  German  fron- 
tier has  been  received. 

The  last  number  of  the  Wratsch  contains  the  following  conclusions 
with  regard  to  the  cholera  epidemic  of  the  present  year  :  The  cholera 
epidemic  of  1892  has  prevailed  to  an  equal  extent  with  preceding  epi- 
demics. It  has  exceeded  them  all  in  intensity,  with  the  exception  of 
the  epidemic  of  1848,  having  already  numbered  200,000  victims. 

From  a  consideration  of  the  progress  of  previous  epidemics,  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  sanitary  conditions  in  Eussia,  in  town  and 
country,  have  undergone  no  improvement,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  the 
cholera  epidemic  of  1893  will  be  much  more  severe  than  that  of  1892.

The  following  circular  has  been  issued : 

Circular, — Entry  of  vessels  carrying  immigrants. 

Treasury  Department,  Novenvber  16,  1892. 

To  Collectors  and  other  Officers  of  the  Customs: 

The  Department  has  received  authentic  assurance  that  the  danger  of 
cholera  infection  still  exists,  and  that  the  measures  of  precaution  which 
have  been  heretofore  observed  can  not  be  materially  relaxed  without 
imperiling  the  public  safety.  In  order  that  the  provisions  of  its  cir- 
cular, No.  150,  of  September  1,  1892,  shall  be  uniforaily  applied,  offi- 
cers having  supervision  over  the  arrival  of  vessels  are  instructed  as 
follows : 

1.  The  Department  adheres  to  its  construction  of  the  term  ^immi- 
grants'' as  used  in  Circular  No.  150,  and  holds  that  any  person  who 
arrives  from  his  home  in  a  foreign  country  with  the  intention  of  mak- 
ing a  permanent  settlement  here  is  an  immigrant  within  the  terms  of 
said  circular. 

2.  Experience  has  demonstrated  that  the  principal  danger  of  infection 
through  immigration  arises  from  passengers  brought  over  in  the  steer- 
age. The  crowding  of  immigrants  to  the  extreme  limits  of  the  steerage 
accommodations  of  many  of  the  ships,  the  considerable  quantity  and 
the  chai*acter  of  their  baggage  and  personal  effects,  and  the  consequent 
difficulty  of  maintaining  those  conditions  of  cleanliness  and  ventilation 
which  are  demanded  by  sanitary  laws,  are  among  the  causes  which 
create  special  danger  of  infection  from  the  class  of  immigrants  referred 
to.  These  perils  do  not  aiise  from  the  transportation  of  passengers  in 
the  cabin,  and  the  Department  finds  no  occasion  to  interfere  with  the 
landing  of  the  latter  after  they  have  passed  the  inspection  of  local 
health  authorities. 

3.  The  objections  to  the  unrestricted  admission  of  steerage  immi- 
grants do  not  apply  to  vessels  in  which  the  steerage  is  occupied  by  the 
limited  number  of  citizens  and  residents  of  the  United  States  and  their 
families  who  are  likely  to  avail  themselves  of  the  cheaper  fares  afforded 
by  steerage  tickets  in  returning  to  this  country. 

4.  No  vessel  bringing  foreign  immigrants  in  the  steerage  will  be  re- 
lieved from  the.  restrictions  contained  in  Circular  No.  150.  Vessels 
bringing  no  such  steerage  passengers,  but  having  immigrants  on  board 
as  cabin  passengers,  will  not  be  refused  entry  after  having  i)assed  the 
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local  quarantiDe,  but  will  be  subject  to  the  regulations  coutained  in  the 
following  instructions  addressed  to  the  Commissioner  of  Immigration 
on  September  24  last : 

*'It  is  represented  that  you  have  informed  steamship  companies  that 
you  will  require  personal  examination  of  all  cabin  passengers  bj^  a 
surgeon,  boarding  officer,  and  registry  clerks.  This  is  not  deemed 
necejssary,  and  it  is  probable  that  you  are  misunderstood.  A  cursory 
examination  of  the  cabin  passengers,  as  they  pass  experienced  officers 
on  leaving  the  ship,  will  be  sufficient.  You  will  only  detain  for  exam- 
ination such  foreigners  as  you  have  reason  to  believe,  from  such  ex- 
amination or  from  the  passenger  list,  are  removing  to  this  country  for 
a  permanent  residence.  A  record  examination  of  all  cabin  i)assengers 
is  not  contemplated  by  any  instructions  of  the  Department." 

The  inspection  thus  provided  for  is  enforced  because  the  Department 
has  information  which  shows  that  persons  lof  the  prohibited  classes, 
notably  contract  laborei-s,  have  been  found  to  arrive  in  the  cabin,  in 
attempted  evasion  of  the  law.  All  immigrants  coming  as  cabin  pas- 
sengers will  be  compelled  to  undergo  the  required  examination,  which 
is  also  desirable  in  order  to  insure  the  collection  of  the  head  tax  on 
pa^ssengers  not  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

This  examination  does  not  necessarily  entail  any  detention  of  the 
vessel,  as  it  will  be  made  during  the  landing  of  the  passengers,  but  all 
immigrants  will  be  subjected  to  such  further  rCvStraint  and  disinfection 
as  the  Commissioner  of  Immigration  may  consider  requisite,  and  any 
baggage  which  shall  appear  to  have  been  insufficiently  disinfected 
shall,  before  delivery,  be  disinfected  at  the  expense  of  the  consignees 
of  the  vessel. 

This  circular,  so  far  as  it  modifies  any  instructions  previously  issued, 
will  be  applied  to  all  vessels  sailing  from  foreign  ports  after  this  date.

Circular, — Dmnfection  of  immigrants  baggage  and  effects. 

Treasury  Department,  November  18,  1892. 
To  Collectors  and  other  Officers  of  the  Customs : 

The  Department  has  been  advised  by  the  Supervising  Surgeon-Gen- 
eral of  the  Marine-Hospital  Service  that  cholera  infection  is  liable  to 
be  communicated  by  personal  and  household  effects  which  do  not  ar- 
rive with  the  ownei-s  but  are  consigned  to  them  from  abroad.  These 
effects  are  sometimes  intended  for  transportation  to  int^erior  ports  and 
for  examination  thereat.  The  following  instructions  will  be  observed 
by  all  customs  officers  having  supervision  of  such  importations. 

Whenever  personal  baggage  or  household  effects  which  do  not  ac- 
company the  owner  arrive  at  any  customs  port  from  a  country  in  which 
cholera  has  existed  at  any  time  during  the  present  calendar  year,  such 
baggage  and  effects  shall,  before  delivery  for  transportation  or  other- 
wise, be  subjected  to  a  process  of  disinfection  according  to  one  of  the 
following  methods,  as  prescribed  in  Synopsis  12754: 

1.  Exposure  for  not  less  than  one  hour  to  steam  of  a  temperature  of 
not  less  than  212''  and  not  more  than  239°  F. 

2.  Exposure  for  not  less  than  six  hours  to  sulphurous  acid  gas  made 
by  burning  not  less  than  3  pounds  of  rolled  sulphur  to  each  1,000  cubic 
feet  of  space. 
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3.  Exposure  for  not  less  than  six  hours  to  an  atmosphere  containing 
3  per  cent  of  sulphurous  acid  gas  liberated  from  its  liquid  state  (liquid 
sulphur  dioxide). 

The  disinfection  must  be  accomplished  in  an  isolated  plaee  or  com- 
partment, and  the  articles  must  be  so  arranged  upon  racks  or  hooks  as 
to  be  fully  exposed  to  the  action  of  the  disinfectants.  To  avoid  the 
delay  incident  to  the  erection  of  steam  apparatus,  it  is  expected  that 
what  is  known  as  the  sulphur  process,  either  No.  2  or  No.  3,  will  be 
utilized. 

The  expense  of  this  disinfection  must  be  borne  by  the  owner  or  con- 
signee of  the  effects. 

Collectors  and  custodians  will  assign  or  secure  proper  accommoda- 
tions for  the  purposes  above  described  as  promptly  as  possible.

Release  of  steamei*  Weimar. 

The  North  German  Lloyd  steamer  Weimar,  which  arrived  at  the 
Cape  Charles  quarantine  station  November  10,  after  a  detention  of  six- 
teen days  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  Department  circular  of 
September  1,  1892,  approved  by  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
was  released  by  direction  of  the  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  on 
the  26th  instant.  This  vessel  had  1,903  steerage  passengers,  of  which 
number  something  over  100  were  American  citizens,  and  had  some 
cases  of  measles  on  arriving  at  the  station. 

The  measles  cases,  all  among  children,  with  their  mothers,  were  re- 
moved to  the  receiving  hospital  ship  Jamestown,  where  they  received 
proper  medical  treatment  and  nursing.  There  were  no  deaths  on  the 
Jamestown.  On  the  Weimar^  during  her  period  of  detention,  there  oc- 
curred deaths  as  follows :  1  death  from  old  age  and  bronchitis ;  1  from 
old  age  and  meningitis^,  1  premature  birth  ;  4  from  diarrhea;  6  from 
measles  with  complications,  these  6  cases  having  been  detained  on 
board  the  vessel,  being  too  sick  for  removal.  With  the  exception  of  % 
all  the  deceased  were  children  under  2  years  of  age.

Sanitary  commission  at  Constantinople — Report  of  the  United  States  sanitary 

commissioner — Cholera, 

Since  my  report,  under  date  of  the  18th  of  last  October,  sad  news  has 
reached  here  about  cholera.  The  epidemic  spreads  over  and  over  in 
the  province  of  Erzroom.  I  mentioned  in  a  former  report  that  238 
deaths  from  cholera  have  been  officially  registered  up  to  the  15th  of 
October  in  this  province.  On  the  16th,  37  deaths  occurred ;  on  the 
18th,  28  deaths  occurred ;  on  the  20th,  15  deaths  occurred  ;  on  the  23d, 
20  deaths  occurred  ;  on  the  24th,  14  deaths  occurred ;  on  the  27th,  8 
deaths  occurred;  on  the  29th,  9  deaths  occurred.     Total,  131  deaths. 

I  beg  to  state  that  the  French  vice  consul  at  Erzroom  writes,  in  an  of- 
ficial report,  that  the  number  of  deaths  registered  officially  is  at  least 
half  the  reaJitv.  In  fact,  it  is  not  to  be  admitted  that  since  the  first 
outbreak  of  cholera  in  that  i>rovinee  up  to  this  date  only  369  deaths 
have  occurred. 

I  have  already  mentioned  that  all  around  the  vilayet  of  Erzroom 
quarantine  cordons  have  been  established  in  order  to  prevent  the 
spreading  of  the  epidemic  to  the  surrounding  provinces.  Unhappily, 
these  cordons  proved  inefficacious  for  men.  namely,  soldiers  who  went 
to  the  Trebizond  from  Erzroom ;  though  they  had  undergone  their  ten 
days'  quarantine  at  the  sanitary  cordons,  yet  they  spread  the  disease  in 
Trebizond. 

It  is  remarkable  that  the  first  cholera  cases  broke  out  after  a  storm 
which  blew  on  the  29th  of  October.  On  the  30th  of  that  month  7  chol- 
era cases  had  been  registered,  4  of  them  were  in  the  town  and  3  among 
the  soldiers  who  arrived  there  seven  days  previously  from  Erzroom,  and 
after  they  had  undergone  their  quarantine.  On  the  31st,  3  more  deaths 
were  registered  at  Trebizond  and  1  at  Gumushl^ani,  eight  or  ten  hours 
southward  from  Trebizond.  The  quarantine  against  Trebizond,  which 
had  been  abolished,  has  been  reestablished,  and,  since  the  1st  instant,  the 
arrivals  from  that  town  up  to  Order  will  undergo  ten  days'  quarantine 
at  Si  nope.  On  the  other  side  cholera  has  made  its  appearance  at  Bel- 
grad,  in  Servia.  On  the  27th  of  October  a  woman  arrived  there  from 
Semmetria  and  she  died  from  cholera.  Since  that  time  fresh  deaths 
have  been  registered. 

In  the  province  of  Yemen  cholera  is  declining.  I  beg  to  state  that 
cholera  spread  in  the  province  of  Yemen,  through  a  batch  of  300  slaves 
shipped  in  Africa  in  the  Somaliland  and  landed  at  Maid6  in  Yemen. 
From  this  little  town  it  spread  to  Loheia  and  thenCe  to  all  the  province 
of  Yemen.  We  know  this  from  the  report  of  the  British  vice-consul 
at  Hodegda  who  has  reported  the  fact  to  his  Government.

I  profit  by  this  opportunity  to  express  my  warmest  thanks  to  the 
president  and  the  membei-s  of  the  sanitary  commissions,  as  well  as  to 
all  who  have  assisted  me  during  the  time  of  cholera,  for  their  devoted 
and  troublesome  work  to  defeat  the  disease.

Precautions  against  the  introduction  of  cholera  or  other  infectiouH  disease 

into  the  United  States  through  Halifax.

Sir  :  Eeplying  to  your  letter  to  me,  dated  the  12th  instant,  I  have  to 
say.  first,  that  the  inclosed  list,  lately  furnished  me  by  one  of  the  steam- 
ship agents  of  Halifax,  gives  the  names  of  the  different  steamship  lines 
and  of  the  steamers  belonging  to  each  line  which  are  likely  to  bring 
immigrants  to  this  port.  Probably  only  a  few  of  them  will  in  tact 
bring  any.     I  think  several  of  them  are  principally  freight  steamers. 

As  to  the  routes  other  than  through  the  State  of  Maine  (via  Yance- 
boro)  which  immigrants  usually  take  in  going  to  the  United  States,  so 
far  as  T  can  learn,  they  are  probably  via  Port  Huron,  or  Detroit,  or 
Sault  St.  Marie,  according  as  they  go  by  the  Intercolonial  or  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Railway.  I  do  not  learn  that  any  of  them  go  by  steamer 
from  Halifax,  or  from  Yarmouth  or  St.  John. 

As  to  the  sanitary  measures  taken  here  to  prevent  the  introduction 
of  cholera,  I  would  say  that  latterly  there  appears  to  have  been  con- 
siderable more  care  given  to  the  cleanliness  and  drainage  of  this  city 
than  usual,  and  in  respect  to  the  arrival  of  steamei's  and  other  vessels 
from  all  foreign  ports,  they  are  boarded  by  the  health  inspector  of  the 
port,  on  the  quarantine  ground  in  the  lower  part  of  the  harbor,  and 
examined  before  being  allowed  to  land  passengers  or  come  to  a  wharf.

Dear  Sir  :  I  have,  at  your  desire,  inspected  the  arrangements  made 
by  Messrs.  J.  Beaumont  &  Co.,  Pump  street,  Oldham  Road.  Manches- 
ter, for  the  disinfection  of  rags  prior  to  their  exportation  to  the  United 
States.

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the  fumes  of  burning  sulphur  for  a  period  of  at  least  six  hours,  3 
pounds  of  sulphur  being  used  for  each  1,000  cubic  feet  of  air  space. 

To  carry  out  the  process  eflfectually,  there  must  be  no  escape  of  the 
fumes  from  the  sulphurizing  chamber,  and  the  fumes  must  come  into 
contact  with  every  portion  of  the  articles  tO  be  disinfected. 

Messrs,  J.  Beaumont  &  Co.  use  a  sulphurizing  chamber  the  cubic-air 
space  of  which  is  17,112  feet,  and  for  producing  the  sulphurous  acid 
gas  they  burn  52  pounds  of  sulphur,  which  is  in  accordance  with  the 
prescribed  regulations.  Effectual  means  are  taken  to  prevent  the  es- 
cape of  the  fumes ;  and  that  the  rags  may  be  thoroughly  fumigated,  they 
are  loosely  spread  to  the  depth  of  not  more  than  9  inches  upon  two  tiers 
of  open  latticework,  elevated  above  the  floor  13  inches  and  5  feet,  re- 
spectively. The  fumigation  is  commenced  at  5:30  p.  m.,  and  the  cham- 
ber remains  closed  until  7  a.  m.  on  the  following  day,  a  period  of  thir- 
teen and  one-half  houi-s.  The  inspector  is  present  at  the  sealing  up 
and  the  opening  of  the  chamber,  as  well  as  at  other  times. 

I  hereby  certify  that  the  provisions  thus  made  and  carried  out  are 
such  as  to  insure  the  adequate  disinfection  of  the  rags  according  to  the 
process  adopted  by  Messrs.  J.  Beaumont  &  Co.  and  sanctioned  by  the 
Government  of  the  United  States.

Cuba — Havana, — The  following  report,  dated  November  19,  1892, 
has  been  received  from  the  United  States  sanitary  inspector : 

There  were  154  deaths  in  the  city  during  the  week  ending  JS^ovember 
17,  1892.  Sixteen  of  those  deaths  were  caused  by  yellow  fever  (with 
approximately  60  new  cases),  16  were  caused  by  enteric  fever,  5  by 
so-called  pernicious  fever,  2  by  paludal  fever,  2  by  croup,  and  2  by 
glandera. 

Owing  to  the  arrival  of  considerable  numbei^s  of  young  unacclimated 
people,  particularly  from  Spain,  and  the  continuance  of  warm  weather, 
yellow  fever,  as  will  be  seen,  has  somewhat  increased,  an  aid-de-camp 
of  the  capitan-general  dying  of  it  yesterday. 

It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  the  sudden  change  of  weather  which 
occurred  last  evening,  terminating  in  a  pronounced  norther  to-daj^,  will 
hav  e  the  effect  to  check  the  disease. 

Santiago  de  Cuba, — Two  weeks  ended  September  30,  1892.  Total 
deaths,  39,  including  8  from  phthisis  pulmonalis. 

Gibraltar. — Through  the  United  States  consul,  the  following  no- 
tices have  been  received :

Gbeat  Britain — England  and  Wales. — The  deaths  registered  in  33 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  November  12 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  19.5  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,188,449.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Leicester,  viz,  13.0,  and  the  highest  in  Preston,  viz,  29.6  a 
thousand. 

London. — One  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty-eight  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles,  29 ;  scarlet  fever,  32 ; 
diphtheria,  51 ;  whooping  cough,  10 ;  enteric  fever,  9 ;  diarrhea  and 
dysentery,  13 ;  cholera,  1.  The  deaths  from  all  causes  corresponded  to  an 
annual  rate  of  18.8  a  thousand.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs 
caused  357  deaths.  In  greater  London  1,942  deaths  were  registered, 
corresponding  to  an  annual  rate  of  17.6  a  thousand  of  the  population. 

In  the  ''outer  ring''  the  deaths  included  diphtheria,  12;  measles, 
30 ;  and  scarlet  fever,  5. 

Ireland. — The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  November  12,  in  the  16  principal  town 
districts  of  Ireland,  was  22.9  a  thousand  of  the  population.  The  lowest 
rate  was  recorded  in  Lisburn,  viz,  4.3,  and  the  highest  in  Lurgan, 
viz,  31.9  a  thousand.  In  Dublin  and  suburbs  160  deaths  were  registered, 
including  enteric  fever,  4 ;  and  measles,  2. 

Scotland. — The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  November  12  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  20.6  a  thou- 
sand of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,447,500.  The  lowest 
mortality  was  recorded  in  Paisley,  viz,  14.5,  and  the  highest  in  Leith, 
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viz,  26.0  a  thoasand.  The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  roistered 
from  all  causes  was  574 ;  including  small-pox,  1 ;  measles,  61  ;  scarlet 
fever,  19 ;  diphtheria,  5 ;  whooping  cough,  9 ;  fever,  9 ;  and  diarrhea,  6. 

Malta  and  Gozo. — Two  weeks  ended  September  15, 1892.  Total  deaths, 
257,  including  enteric  fever,  6,  and  measles  27. 

West  Indies — Turks  Islands. — Four  weeks  ended  October  19,  1892, 
Population,  4,744.  Total  deaths,  25.  No  deaths  from  contagious  dis- 
eases. 

Status  of  the  cholera  epidemic. 

[Tnmslated   for  this  bureau  from  the  Deutsche  Medicinische  Wocheiiscbrift,  Berlin, 

November  10,  189  i.] 

German  Empire — Haviburg. — At  the  present  time  only  isolated 
cases  of  cholera  occur.  From  November  1  to  4,  1  case  and  1  death 
were  reported.  No  case  of  cholera  has  occurred  in  the  harbor  of 
Hamburg  since  October  13. 

Throughout  the  Empire  only  a  few  cases  have  been  observed,  1  at 
Thorn,  1  at  Schillno  near  Thorn,  and  1  at  Gartz.  A  group  of  cases 
at  Auerswald  near  Chemnitz  is  worthy  of  note.  Six  persons  were 
affected  and  3  died.  The  disease  broke  out  in  the  pei-sons  of  two  work- 
men employed  at  a  dyeing  establishment,  who  had  handled  a  bale  of 
goods  shipped  from  Hamburg  to  be  dyed.  The  other  persons  affected 
were  members  of  the  families  of  these  two  workmen.  The  total  num- 
ber of  cholera  cases  rei>orted  throughout  Germauj^  from  October  23  to 
29  was  18 ,-  deaths,  10.  Of  thesC;  14  cases  and  5  deaths  occurred  at 
Hamburg ;  2  cases  and  3  deaths  at  Altoona. 

In  the  Elbe  provinces,  from  October  7  to  20,  14,548  vessels  and  rafts 
aud  53,202  persons  were  examined,  8,794  vessels  and  rafts  disinfected, 
and  1  case  of  suspected  and  12  cases  of  genuine  cholera  verified.  The 
official  inspection  service  has  been  discontinued  at  the  Wiltenberge  and 
Rathenow  stations,  and  reduced  at  the  stations  at  Lauenburg,  Rc^slan, 
Berlin,  Fiirstenwalde,  and  Eberswalde.  In  the  the  Weichsel  provinces, 
from  October  16  to  31,  at  the  15  inspection  stations,  8,877  vessels  and 
1,05()  rafts  were  inspected,  5,040  vessels  and  182  i*afts  disinfected, 
58,173  persons  inspected,  and  2  suspicious  cases  and  2  genuine  cholera 
eases  verified.  Rafts  coming  from  Russian  Poland  are  now  required  to 
be  provided  with  drinking-water  tanks  of  2  tons'  capacity,  which  are 
filled  under  inspection  at  the  stations. 

Netherlands. — The  sanitary  condition  is  not  improved.  Many  new 
cases  of  cholera  are  rei>orted  Irom  Belgium,  where  the  epidemic  had 
appeared  to  be  extinct.  At  Briigge  4  cases  and  2  deaths  were  reported 
October  18.  They  occurred  in  a  family  lately  arrived  from  Roul>aix,  in 
France.  At  Coolkerke,  near  Briigge,  October  31,  4  deaths  from  cholera 
were  repoited ;  at  Luttich,  3  cases,  2  deaths ;  at  Brussels,  5  cases,  3 
deaths. 

France. — The  sanitary  condition  is  better.  At  Calais,  from  October 
21  to  25  there  were  3  cases  and  1  death.  At  the  little  town  of  Lea  Bar- 
raques,  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Calais,  since  October  19,  there 
have  been  5  cases  and  3  deaths.  Vessels  leaving  3Iarseilles  have  been 
given  clean  bills  of  health  since  November  2.

Austria-Hungary — Galieia. — The  Vieuua  Medical  Weekly,  No.  45, 
states  the  total  uumber  of  cholera  cases  in  Galieia  aucl  the  other  Austriau 
Crownlands  at  142.  No  new  case  of  cholera  has  occurred  in  the  city 
of  Cracow  during  the  past  14  days,  and  the  city  was  declared  free  from 
cholera  Noveraber  4.  In  Buda-Pesth  up  to  October  31  there  had 
been  874  cholera  cases  and  375  deaths  from  cholera.  The  last  official 
report  gives  the  following:  October  30-31,  23  cases  and  10  deaths; 
October  31  to  November  1,  22  cases  and  6  deaths;  November  1-2,  21 
cases  and  9  deaths ;  November  2-3,  15  cases,  7  deaths ;  November  3-4, 
16  cases  and  11  deaths;  November  4-5.  11  cjises,  2  deaths.  Numerous 
cholera  cases  are  reported  from  many  towns  in  Hungary  and  Slavonic 
Croatia.  In  Tath,  a  locality  in  the  Graner  district,  the  disease  is  epi- 
demic and  unusually  fatal. 

Russia. — The  ('harkow  government  official  report  estimates  the 
total  number  of  choleraic  deaths  up  to  September  27  at  195,195.  Of 
these,  61,173  occurred  in  the  Caucasas,  17,023  in  Saratow,  11,276  in 
Tobolsk  ;  in  the  Trauscaspian,  10,195.  In  St.  Petersburg,  according 
to  the  press  reports,  the  total  number  of  cholera  cases  up  to  October 
14,  was  3,957 ;  deaths,  1,189.  The  epidemic  seems  to  prevail  still  with 
great  severity  at  Kiew.  From  October  18  to  30  there  were  157  cases 
and  46  cholera  deaths  in  the  city  of  Kiew;  in  the  government,  2,171 
cases  and  786  deaths. 

Persia. — The  epidemic  is  officially  reported  to  be  rapidly  declining.

German  Empire. — The  cholera  epidemic  is  nearly  extinct.  Only 
4  new  cases  and  6  deaths  aie  officially  reported  for  the  week  ended 
November  5.  Of  these,  1  case  and  1  death  occurred  at  Hamburg  and 
Altona :  during  the  week  following,  1  case  at  Hamburg  and  2  deaths 
at  Altona.  On  November  14  a  death  occuned  at  Kurzebrack,  near 
Marienwerder,  which  was  ascertained  by  bacteriological  examination 
to  be  due  to  cholera.  The  quarantine  against  Hamburg  has  been 
raised  on  the  Prussian  frontier,  and  tmffic  will  probably  soon  be  re- 
sumed with  Galieia. 

The  inspection  station  at  Stralau,  near  Berlin,  has  been  closed,  and 
the  closing  of  the  other  stations  is  expected  to  follow.  From  the  11 
inspection  stations  in  the  Rhine  provinces,  2  suspicious  cases  and  5 
cases  of  genuine  cholera  were  reported  from  October  6  to  November  3. 

Netherlands. — Cholera  cases  are  still  quite  numerous.  Between 
October  23  and  29  there  were  12  deatlis ;  from  October  30  to  November 
5,  27  deaths.  Of  the  latter  number,  3  deaths  occurred  at  Utrecht,  5  at 
Ysselstein,  3  at  Breda,  5  at  Huissen.  The  disease  continues  to  spread 
to  other  places. 

Belgium. — Cholera  cases  are  still  reported.  At  Luttich,  November 
8,  there  were  7  cases  and  5  deaths ;  November  9,  5  deaths. 

France. — The  sanitary  condition  is  more  cheering.  In  Marseilles 
few  cases  of  cholera  and  almost  no  choleraic  deaths  are  reported.  Iso- 
lated cases  still  occur  at  Cherburg,  Lorient,  Quimper,  and  in  many 
communes  in  the  Department  of  the  Lower  Seine.  At  Calais  no  new 
c^s  have  been  observed  since  October  27,  when  the  last  choleraic 
death  occurred.  Havre  has  been  nominally  free  from  cholera  since 
October  22,  and  vessels  leaving  that  i)ort  are  given  clean  bills  of  health. 

Austria-Hungary — Galieia, —During  the  week  ended  November 
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12  only  5  new  cases  were  reported.  In  Vienna,  November  9,  another 
choleraic  death  occurred.  A  sailor  who  was  found  dead  on  a  towing 
steamer  was  ascertained  to  have  dietl  of  Asiatic  cholera. 

Biida-Pesth, — The  epidemic  is  on  the  decline.  On  November  6  and  7 
there  were  9  cases  and  3  deaths :  November  8  and  9,  8  cases  and  2 
deaths:  November  10  and  11,  8  cases  and  3  deaths;  November  II  and 
12,  10  cases  and  2  deaths;  November  12  and  13,  5  cases  and  3  deatha 
For  the  week  ended  October  29, 125  cases  and  G4  deaths  were  reported : 
up  to  November  7,  in  all,  988  cases  and  428  deaths.  Only  scattered! 
reports  are  received  from  other  Hungarian  towns,  and  no  accurate  state- 
ment of  their  sanitary  condition  can  be  made. 

Servia. — Isolated  cholera  cases  were  reported  from  Belgrade  and 
Semendrin  November  5  and  8.  On  November  11  no  case  of  cholera 
was  reported  from  either  place. 

Russia. — The  epidemic  seems  to  be  almost  extinct  in  the  Kussian 
cities.  In  the  governments  of  Kursk,  Jekaterinislaw,  Lublin,  Saratov, 
Ufa,  and  Tschernigow  during  the  last  official  week  over  100  cases 
were  reported ;  in  Tambow  and  Cherson,  over  300 ;  in  Bessarabia, 
453;  in  Podolia,  561;  in  Raku,  691;  in  Kiew,  1,020.  Of  these  cases 
about  one-half  were  fatal.  In  the  vilayet  of  Erzroom,  from  October 
10  to  17,  there  were  132  cases  and  89  deaths. 

Arabia. — The  cholera  epidemic  is  apparently  extinct.  From  Ho- 
deida,  from  October  10  to  1 7,  only  4  cases  and  3  deaths  were  reported. 
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XoTE. — The  late  api)earanc^  of  recent  numbers  of  the  ABSTKAcrhas 
been  due  to  an  unavoidable  delay  in  j)rinting  of  the  same  at  the  Gov- 
ernment Printing  Office.

Typhus  fever  at  El  Paso,  Tex.,  and  Zacatecas,  Mexico. 

The  following  reports  have  been  received  from  the  United  States 

sanitary  inspector :  , 

El  Paso,  Tex.,  November  25,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  respectfully  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
tel^raphic  leave,  dated  November  19, 1892,  to  attend  American  Public 
Health  Association  Congress,  city  of  Mexico,  and  regret  to  inform  you 
that  on  account  of  the  latest  report  from  Zacatecas,  Mexico,  typhus, 
reported  to  Surgeon-General's  Office  October  14,  1892,  being  on  the 
increase,  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  remain  at  my  post,  as  frequently 
passengers  arrive  from  Zacatecas  at  Paso  del  Norte,  Mexico,  who  are 
closely  examined  and  detained  from  three  to  five  days  before  permitted 
entry  into  the  United  States;  but  notwithstanding,  one  passenger 
(American)  escaped,  and  is  now  sick  with  typhus  in  the  pest  house  of 
El  Paso,  Tex.

Sir:  On  account  of  reliable  information  of  the  increase  of  typhus  in 
the  city  of  Zacatecas,  Mexico,  and  the  fact  that  an  American  from  that 
city,  lately  arrived  at  El  Paso,  Tex.,  took  sick  with  **  typhus,''  the  city 
of  El  Paso,  Tex.,  proclaimed  quarantine  against  Zacatecas,  Mexico,  of 
which  I  inclose  a  true  copy.  On  the  24th  of  November,  1892,  a  party 
of  American  physicians  passed  through  El  Paso,  Tex.,  on  their  way  to 
the  city  of  Mexico  to  attend  the  annual  meeting  of  the  **  American  Public 
Health  Association."  Many  of  these  physicians  and  their  families  in- 
tend to  return  by  the  way  of  El  Paso,  and  as  tourists  usually  lay  over  at 
Zacatecas,  Mexico,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  inform  the  secretary  of  the 
American  Public  Health  Association,  by  telegram,  to  warn  returning 
physicians  not  to  stop  over  at  Zacatecas.

Total  deaths,  105,  including  phthisis  pulmonalis,  4 ;  entric  fever,  2 ; 
and  diphtheria,  1. 

Michigan. — Week  ended  November  26,  1892.  Eeports  to  the  State 
board  of  health,  Lansing,  indicate  that  cerebro  spinal  meningitis,  in- 
flammation of  kidney,  diphtheria,  inflammation  of  bowels,  cholera  mor- 
bus, remittent  fever,  puerperal  fever,  pleuritis,  and  intermittent  fever 
increased,  and  that  cholera  infantum,  dysentery,  and  measles  decreased 
in  area  of  prevalence.  Diphtheria  was  reported  present  during  the 
week  at  46  places,  scarlet  fever  at  43,  enteric  fever  at  38,  and  measles 
at  8  places. 

New  Jersey — Hudson  Cbunty.— Month  of  October,  1892.  Total 
deaths,  475,  including  phthisis  pulmonalis,  47 ;  enteric  fever,  14 ;  scarlet 
fever,  10;  diphtheria,  12;  and  whooping  cough,  7. 

New  York.— Month  of  October,  1892.  Eeports  to  the  State  board 
of  health  from  eight  districts,  including  New  York  City,  Brooklyn,  and 
147  other  cities,  towns,  and  villages,  show  a  total  of  9,092  deaths,  in- 
cluding phthisis  pulmonalis,  996;  smallpox,  27;  enteric  fever,  205; 
scarlet  fever,  96 ;  croup  and  diphtheria,  551 ;  measles,  26 ;  and  whoop- 
ing cough,  78.  Contagious  and  infectious  diseases  caused  17.74  per 
cent  of  the  deaths,  the  average  for  the  past  seven  years  being  19.24; 
in  September  it  was  23.59.  This  diminution  is  more  than  accounted 
for  by  the  large  decrease  in  deaths  from  diarrheal  diseases,  there 
being  an  increase  in  deaths  from  diphtheria  from  372  to  550.  This  in- 
crease is,  however,  always  found  to  occur  in  October,  and  is  not  above 
the  average ;  its  prevalence  has  been  reported  from  numerous  localities ; 
3.97  per  cent  of  the  deaths  in  rural  localities  were  from  this  cause,  and 
in  six  large  cities,  6.07.  Scarlet  fever  shows  a  slight  increase,  chiefly 
in  the  cities,  but  six  deaths  having  occurred  in  the  rural  districts. 
From  typhoid  fever  there  were  fewer  deaths  than  in  September,  and 
fewer  than  the  average ;  of  1,587  deaths  in  rural  localities,  3.28  per  cent 
were  from  typhoid  fever,  while  less  than  1.5  of  the  deaths  in  large  cities 
were  from  this  cause.  There  were  27  deaths  from  smallpox,  all  of 
which  occurred  in  the  maritime  district ;  it  appeared  in  Albany  No- 
vember 1,  but  is  limited  to  one  family.  A  number  of  deaths  have  been 
reported  as  due  to  epidemic  influenza,  but  no  increase  is  shown  in  the 
deaths  from  local  diseases  as  due  to  it

Sir  :  I  beg  to  inclose  the  latest  official  cholera  report  relatiDg  to 
Galicia,  Austria,  publishing  20  new  cases  up  to  November  2,  and  a 
pamphlet  called,  **  Guide  for  Disinfection  during  a  Cholera  Period,'' 
published  by  the  ministry  of  the  interior,  which  may  be  of  interest  to 
vou. 

m 

The  cholera  returns  for  the  month  of  October  show  that  in  Galicia 
136  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  the  disease.  During  the  week 
from  October  26  to  Xovember  2,  20  new  cases  occurred,  of  which  13 
were  fatal.  In  Vienna  only  3  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  cholera. 
The  issue  of  daily  bulletins  for  Vienna  has  been  suspended,  as  the 
official  announcement  in  the  official  organ  of  November  3,  which  order 
was  signed  by  Statthalter  Kielmannsegge  on  the  1st  instant,  declares 
Vienna  free  from  Asiatic  cholera.  In  Bohemia  1  and  in  South  Styria 
2  deaths  only  were  recorded. 

In  Buda-Pesth  the  daily  record  of  cases  of  cholera  asiatica  varies, 
according  to  newspaper  reports,  from  15  to  25  cases  per  day,  of  which 
about  25  per  cent  are  proving  fatal.  Consul  Hammond,  at  Buda- 
Pesth,  again  failed  to  repojrt  the  official  figures,  although  his  attention 
has  been  repeatedly  called  to  the  necessity  o£  making  regular  sanitary 
reports.

Sir:  Confirming  my  cable  of  the  2d  instant  reading,  **  Official  re- 
ports show  no  Asiatic  cholera  here  since  October  26.''  I  beg  to  inclose 
a  translation  of  a  communication  received  by  me  from^he  mayor  of 
Hamburg,  which  confirms  this  information,  and  requests  me  to  inform 
my  Government  of  certain  precautionary  measures  adopted  by  the 
Hamburg  Government  to  prevent  the  spreading  of  the  disease  in  the 
harbor  and  shipping  of  Hamburg. 

I  will  add  that  on  the  3d  instant  the  cholera  commission  of  the 
Senate  officially  announcM  the  death  of  a  pei-son  who  had  been  taken 
sick  on  October  14,  and  whose  death  took  place  on  October  22,  and 
that  the  bacteriological  examination  had  shown  that  cholera  was  the 
caase  of  death.

Hainlburg,  Nove^nbei'  2,  1892. 

Sir:  Referring  to  my  communication  of  the  10th  ultimo,  I  have  the 
honor  to  transmit  to  you  in  the  inclosures  an  ordnance  of  the  Senate 
issued  on  the  17th  of  last  mouth  which  is  of  great  importance  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  good  sanitary  condition  which  has  fortunately  been 
restored  to  the  Hamburg  state  and  in  particular  to  this  port.  This 
ordnance  has  only  been  issued  after  the  necessary  number  of  phjrsicians 
had  been  engaged  on  the  4th  of  last  month,  whose  sole  occupation  con- 
sists in  w^atching  the  ships  and  vessels  of  every  kind  anchoring  at  the 
different  landing  places  of  this  port. 

According  to  the  report  of  the  medical  inspector,  dated  the  31st  of 
last  month,  there  are  employed  in  the  five  precincts  into  which  the 
entire  harbor  has  been  divided  for  this  purpose,  thirteen  physicians^ 
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under  the  direction  of  one  chief  physician  for  the  purpose,  of  examining 
the  seagoing  and  river  craft  anchoring  here,  so  that  they  can  be  in- 
spected daily.  The  inspection  extends  to  the  state  of  health  of  the  crew 
and  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  their  living  and  sleeping  rooms,  the 
privies,and  the  bilg^water.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  supplying  all 
sorts  of  craft  with  good  drinking  water.  The  ships  that  are  not  lying  ad- 
jacent to  the  quays  are  visited  for  these  purposes  by  means  of  steam 
launches.  These  steam  launches  also  supply  the  ships  with  the  neces- 
sary materials  for  the  regular  disinfection  of  excrements  free  of  charge. 
If  sick  persons  are  on  board  they  are  without  exception  removed  to  the 
hospital  and  the  infected  rooms  are  at  once  disinfected. 

The  respective  ship  will  be  subject,  if  the  occasion  requires  it,  to  a 
six  days'  quarantine.  In  case  of  necessity  the  rest  of  the  crew  will  be 
removed  from  the  ship  and  quartered  in  the  lodging  house,  Concordia, 
which  has  .been  fitted  up  for  this  purpose,  and  which  can  accomodate 
400  to  500  persons.  There  they  will  be  under  medical  observation  for 
six  days. 

In  consequence  of  these  measures,  which  have  been  strictly  enforced, 
we  have  succeeded  in  finding  every  new  ca^^e  of  sickness  and  in  pre- 
venting the  spread  of  the  contagion,  thus  protecting  the  ships  from 
infection.  The  epidemic  may  be  regarded  as  extinct  in  the  whole  ter- 
titory  of  the  Hamburg  state.  In  the  harbor  of  this  city  in  ptirticular 
no  case  of  cholera  has  occurred  since  the  13th  of  last  month,  as  c^n  be 
seen  from  the  accompanying  bulletin  of  the  cholera  commission  of 
the  Senate  of  the  31st  of  last  month. 

The  bacteriological  examination  which  took  place  in  the  newly 
erected  hygienic  institute,  has  shown  that  the  sporadic  cases  reported 
after  this  date  were  not  cholera. 

As  the  foregoing  information  in  regard  to  the  sanitary  measures 
adopted  in  this  port  will  doubtless  be  of  value  to  your  Government  in 
considering  the  advisability  of  the  removal  of  the  quarantine  and  dis- 
infecting measures  to  which  ships  and  merchandise  coming  from  Ham- 
burg have  been  subjected,  I  take  the  liberty  to  respectfully  solicit 
your  kind  mediation  in  this  respect,  and  have  the  honor  to  remain,

Disappearance  of  cholera  at  Marseilles.  France. 

United  States  Consulate, 

Marseilles,  November  9,  1892. 

Sir:  Referring  to  my  No.  146  of  October  24,  I  have  now  the  honor 
to  report  the  decline  and  apparent  disappearance  of  the  cholera.  On 
the  6th  instant  the  local  authorities  decided  to  discontinue  the  publica- 
tion of  daily  bulletins,  as  there  had  been  no  cholera  deaths  for  several 
rdays  preceding. 

Clean  bills  of  health  are  now  given  to  departing  vessels. 

The  deaths  from  October  24  to  31  were  :  On  October  24,  36  deaths, 
choleras ;  on  October  25,  23  deaths,  cholera  1;  on  October  26,  24  deaths, 
cholera  2 ;  on  October  27, 18  deaths,  cholera  2 ;  on  October  28,  30 
deaths,  cholera  1 ;  on  Octoljer  29,  30  deaths,  cholera  0 ;  on  October  30, 
28  deaths,  cholera  1. 
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For  the  month  of  October  the  total  mortality  was  827.  Of  this  num- 
ber, 50  were  Asiatic  cholera  and  111'  diarrhea  gastroenretitis.  The 
mortality  for  the  month  was  within  the  mean  of  the  preceding  years : 
October,  1889,  836 ;  October,  1890,  880 ;  October,  1891,  755 ;  October, 
1892,  827;  and  for  the  population,  407,000,  was  in  no  way  alarming; 
in  other  words,  the  disease  was  not  epidemic  at  Marseilles. 

It  is  admitted  that  there  are  in  Marseilles  every  summer  a  few  cholera 
cases  which  the  authorities  keep  secret. 

This  summer  it  was  impossible  to  carry  out  that  policy  successfully, 
as  every  one  was  expecting  the  dread  malady  to  appear,  and  when  the 
consuls  cabled  its  presence  to  their  respective  governments,  the  mayor 
was  compelled  to  acknowledge  the  true  state  of  affairs. 

Since  the  1st  of  November  there  have  been  only  3  deaths  from 
cholera,  and  there  have  been  none  in  the  past  four  days ;  while  the  total 
daily  mortality  from  all  causes  has  averaged  the  same  as  for  the  month 
of  October. 

As  regards  wool  and  hides  from  infected  countries  originally  which 
have  been  invoiced  at  this  consulate,  the  measures  taken  to  prevent  the 
introduction  of  cholera  into  the  United  States  through  their  medium 
were  reported  to  the  Department  in  my  dispatches  numbered  132,  of 
July  9 ;  133,  of  July  23,  and  137,  of  August  19.  I  interpret  the  cable  of 
the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  transmitted  me  uader  date 
of  October  13  by  the  vice  consul-general  at  Paris,  as  justifying  and  ap- 
proving these  measures.     The  cable  referred  to  reads : 

''  Treasury  suspects  infected  Russian  wools  are  shipped  to  uninfected 
European  countries  and  thence  to  the  United  States  as  native  woolSw 
Instruct  consuls  to  watch  and  prevent  reshipment  such  wools  without 
prescribed  disinfection.  Note  on  invoice  failure  to  disinfect.  Inform, 
etc.     Foster." 

As  the  cholera  existed  at  Marseilles  at  the  time  the  above  message 
was  received,  the  instruction  has  been  made  to  apply  to  all  wools  of 
whatever  origin  shipped  from  here  to  the  United  States  since  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  message  during  the  prevalence  of  the  cholera  at  Mar- 
seilles ;  and  the  instruction  will  be  continued  in  force  for  all  wools  and 
hides,  where  such  wools  and  hides  were  in  this  city  during  the  period, 
October  1  to  November  the  7th,  as  well  as  for  all  Russian  infected  wools, 
until  the  instruction  shall  be  countermanded. 

As  regards  rags,  no  shipments  of  which  have  been  made  since  the 
month  of  July,  I  understand  from  Treasury  Circular  No.  13126,  of  Au- 
gust 19,  that  they  can  now  be  shipped  from  Marseilles  if  properly  dis- 
infected, for  the  reason  that  cholera  has  not  prevailed  here  in  epidemic 
form  and  now  does  not  exist  at  all.

22,  257  cases  and  129  deaths.

Precautions  taken  at  Havre  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  cholera  into  the 

JJ fitted  States  through  the  medium  of  rags. 

United  States  Consulate, 

Savre,  November  22,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  assure  you  thai  while  heretofore  my  ener- 
gies have  been  directed  to  prevent  the  departure  for  United  States- 
ports  of  any  infected  persons  or  ships  from  my  district,  that  after  learn- 
ing while  in  America  the  salutary  effect  of  my  action  of  August  last 
I  am  resolved  to  double  my  vigilance  so  long  as  I  i*emain  in  service. 

So  far  no  case  of  cholera  has  occurred  on  any  French  steamer  leaving 
my  district  for  any  United  States  port,  and  no  case  on  any  ship  carry- 
ing a  bill  of  health  from  me. 

1  am  determined  by  the  utmost  watchfulness,  and  by  that  coripera- 
tion  with  local  authorities  and  ship  companies  which  will  not  he  with- 
held, to  maintain  this  record,  and  unless  directed  otherwise  by  yon 
shall  not  relax  my  vigilance  until  the  close  of  the  CMumbian  Exhi- 
bition. 

To  this  end  I  have  directed  all  my  consular  agents  to  send  me  weekly 
three  copies  of  sanitary  reports  from  all  cities  of  their  districts  isBoing 
such,  and  to  weekly  report  to  me  any  contagious  and  infectious  dis- 
eases, one  of  such  reports  to  be  forwarded  to  you,  one,  unless  yon  other- 
wise direct,  to  Dr.  Jenkins,  health  officer,  port  of  New  York,  and  the 
third  kept  here  on  file. 

The  mayor,  common  council,  souspr^fet,  chamber  of  commerce,  and 
ship  companies  are  most  desirous  of  preventing  the  reappearance  of 
cholera  here  in  any  of  its  forms.  I  believe  all  interests  will  join  me  in 
measures  similar  to  those  resorted  to  in  the  case  of  the  steamship  La 
Bourgogne,  as  detailed  somewhat  in  my  dispatch  No.  143,  under  date 
of  September  1,  1892,  and  which  were  highly  commended  by  the  quar- 
antine officials  of  Xew  York. 

I  insist  with  parties  here  that  now^  is  the  time  to  begin  preparations 
in  order  to  prevent  the  reappearance  of  cholera  forms  next  year,  and 
that  every  rigid  method  of  fumi -purification  should  be  at  once  put  in 
force  and  so  continued. 

Heeding  your  various  circulars  and  dispatches,  I  note  the  j>ort  of 
departure  of  all  ships  arriving  here,  so  that  none  leaving  for  United 
States  ports  shall  escape  purification  as  outlined. 

Knowing  that  greatest  danger  exists  w  ith  the  fast  steamers  of  the 
Compagnie  Generale  Transatlantique  and  of  the  Hamburg- American 
Company,  I  plan  to  personally  make  a  semi  weekly  visit  to  both  our 
hospitals  and  get  information  from  their  directors  before  issuing  bills 
of  health,  and  also  to  require  a  certificate  from  the  mayor  that  no 
cholera  forms  have  been  detected  or  developed  in  the  city  or  port  of 
Havre  since  October,  1892,  and  shall  consider  the  mayor-s  refusal  to 
issue  to  me  such  certificate  as  ample  reason  why  I  should  refuse  bills 
of  health.  This  was  my  course  at  Cherbourg  with  the  steamship  La 
Champagne,  sailing  September  3,  arid  I  directed  my  agent  there  to 
i^ue  no  bills  of  health  except  under  such  assurances. 
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Every  precaution  obtainable  from  the  Washington  Government,  as 
well  as  from  the  quarantine  officials  of  New  York,  have  been  and  will 
continue  to  be  observed.

Details  of  precautions  taken  at  Rotterdam  to  prevent  the  introduction  of 
cholera  into  the  United  States  by  passengers,  baggage^  and  merchandise. 

United  States  Consulate, 
Rotterdam,  November  23,  1892. 

Sir  :  Supplementing  dispatch  No.  120,  sent  from  this  consulate  Octo- 
ber 25,  1892,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  in  completed  outline,  the 
system  in  operation  at  this  port  for  safeguarding  United  States  ports 
against  the  introduction  of  infectious  disease. 

The  plan  as  now  shaped,  upon  lines  laid  down  in  Treasury  Depart- 
ment circulars,  July  8  to  September  19,  1892,  inclusive,  and  State  De- 
partment circular  instruction  of  August  31,  1892,  has  been  approved 
and  assented  to  without  serious  protest  by  all  local  owners  and  agents 
whose  steamers  do  business  with  the  United  States.  It  is  made  to  ap- 
ply to  passenger  or  cargo  or  ballast  steamers,  as  in  each  case  required. 
It  is  simple  and  frictionless  in  working,  and  is  enforced  without  cost 
to  the  consulate. 

The  several  precautions,  as  fully  indicated  in  the  certificate  blanks 
herewith  inclosed,  are  as  follows: 

PASSENOKBS. 

1.  Detailed  list  of  steerage  passengers,  giving  name,  age,  nativity, 
last  residence,  destination,  citizenship,  etc.,  being  a  transcript  from  the 
company's  passenger  books,  sworn  to  by  general  passenger  agent  before 
the  consul.     (Exhibit  A.) 

2.  Affidavit  of  consular  examiners  (who  are  practicing  physicians) 
certifying  that  they  have  examined  (number  stated)  steerage  passengers 
as  named  in  annexed  list  of  steerage,  and  have  found  them  free  of  any 
contagious  disease.     Sworn  to  before  the  consul.     (Exhibit  B.) 

3.  A  second  affidavit  by  the  consular  examiners  certifying  (1)  the  whole 
number  of  passengers  examined  ;  (2)  the  number  accepted  for  passage ; 
(3)  the  number  rejected  and  for  what  causes  rejected.  (This affidavit  is 
in  duplicate,  one  accompanying  the  ship,  the  other  being  sent  by  me  to 
the  commissioner  of  immigration  at  the  port  of  destination.)  Sworn  to 
before  the  consul.     (Exhibit  C.) 

BAGGAGE. 

1.  Certificate  of  United  States  sanitary  inspector  that  he  has  person- 
ally supervised  the  disinfection  of  all  cabin  and  steerage  baggage,  ac- 
cording to  methods  of  disinfection  prescribed  by  the  United  States 
Treasury  Department.  Certificate  authenticated  by  consul.  (Ex- 
hibit D.) 
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merchandise;. 

1.  Certificates  by  sanitary  inspector  upon  each  lot  of  merchandise 
liable  to  convey  infection,  testifying  that  such  articles  (named  in  Treas- 
ury Department  Circular  No.  112,  dated  July  8,  1892)  have  been  dis 
infected  under  his  pei-sonal  direction  in  accordance  with  prescribed 
Treasury  Department  methods.  Authenticated  by  consul.  (Exhibit 
E.) 

Upon  articles  of  the  description  last  above  referred  to  it  is  easy  for 
this  consulate  to  keep  a  check,  ])rovided  they  are  invoiced  through  the 
consulate.  There  is  difficulty,  however,  with  shipments  of  proscribed 
articles  from  the  interior  which  have  been  invoiced  by  the  consul  in 
the  district  of  origin.  To  provide  against  the  forwarding  of  such  goods 
without  disinfection,  either  at  the  place  of  origin  or  here,  I  obtain  from 
the  steamship  owner  or  agent  and  forward  to  the  chief  health  officer  at 
the  port  of  destination,  in  the  case  of  each  steamer  clearing,  an  ''omni- 
bus'' declaration,  as  shown  in  Exhibit  F. 

THE  SHIP. 

1.  Certificate  of  fumigation  and  disinfection  of  steamer  immediately 
before  departure  under  the  supervision  of  aiduly  licensed  chemist  of 
Eotterdam,  which  certificate  is  also  authenticated  bv  the  consul.  (Ex- 
hibit G.) 

Except  in  case  where  otherwise  stated,  the  certificates  and  affidavits 
above  enumerated  accompany  the  steamer. 

Finally,  upon  the  bill  of  health  issued  to  each  outgoing  steamer, 
special  note  is  made  relating  to  cholera  or  other  prevalent  infectious 
diseases,  e.  g, ,  thus :  Latest  official  report :  •'  *  Two  deaths  from  cholera  in 
Eotterdam  and  15  deaths  from  cholera  within  the  Netherlands  during 
week  ended  November  19,  1892.''    • 

From  personal  observations,  repeated  at  frequent  intervals  when  my 
visits  are  not  expected,  I  know  that  all  the  work  of  examination  and 
iiisinfection  as  herein  described  is  thoroughly  and  conscientiously  per- 
formed by  the  persons  appointed  to  the  several  tasks.  The  method 
of  examination  of  emigrants  is  especially  admirable,  steerage  passen- 
gers being  admitted  to  the  presence  of  the  doctors  by  twos,  and  being 
passed  or  rejected  or  sent  to  an  anteroom  for  further  examination 
before  others  are  admitted.

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Cholera  in  Chemnitz^  Germany. 

United  States  Consulate, 

Chemnitz^  November  5,  1892. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  herewith  a  slip  taken  from  the 
^Neueste  Nachrichten  (Latest  News),  together  with  a  translation  thereof, 
relating  to  the  appearance  of  Asiatic  cholera  in  a  suburb  of  Chemnitz, 
known  as  the  village  of  Auerswald.  So  far  1  death  has  occurred, 
and  three  other  persons  are  supposed  to  be  affected  with  said  disease. 
I  am  advised  that  every  precaution  is  being  taken  by  the  authorities 
to  prevent  the  further  spread  of  the  disease,  and  that  but  little  excite- 
ment has  so  far  resulted  among  the  citizens  of  said  locality. 

I  beg  further  to  advise  the  Department  that  I  have  taken  steps  to  be 
kept  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  and  should  the  disease  become 
epidemic,  I  will  promptly  advise  the  Department  of  State  by  cable. 
No  fears  of  any  epidemic,  however,  are  at  present  entertained.

The  cholera — Reappearan<;e  of  the  disease  in  Russian  towns. 

Press  dispatch  from  St.  Petersburg,  dated  December  7,  is  as  follows: 

St.  Petersburg,  December  7,  1892. 

Cholera  has  reappeared  in  a  virulent  form  in  a  number  of  villages  in 
the  province  of  Boltava.  The  authorities  continue  to  expect  and  pre- 
pare for  the  widespread  recurrence  of  the  disease  in  the  spring.  The 
department  of  education  has  decided  to  dismiss  the  scholars  attending 
the  girls'  schools  at  the  beginning  of  April  instead  of  at  the  middle  of 
May,  which  is  the  usual  time  for  closing  the  schools.. 

Cessation  of  cholera  as  an  epidemic  in  Persia  and  the  Hast, 

Legation  of  the  United  States, 

Athens^  November  17,  1892. 

Sir:  I  think  it  will  be  of  interest  to  the  Government  to  know  that 
the  cholera  here  and  in  the  East,  as  an  epidemic,  is  over,  and  that  it 
w  ill  be  a  matter  of  satisfaction  to  the  Department  to  hear  that  in  the 
country  where  the  ravages  of  this  epidemic  was  the  greatest,  in  Persia, 
our  representative  and  the  American  missionaries  did  credit  to  the 
American  name.  Our  representative  remained  at  his  post.  It  has 
been  reported  to  me  since  I  left  Pei>*ia  that  when  the  cholera  was  at 
its  height,  and  the  people  in  Teheran  were  dying  in  the  streets,  it 
occurred  to  Mr.  Fox,  our  representative,  to  open  the  American  hos 
pital  to  people  of  all  religions.  After  a  conference  with  the  mission- 
aries of  that  station,  it  was  found  that  they  had  not  funds  sufficient  to 
carry  out  Mr.  Fox's  plan. 

Mr.  Fox  at  once  applied  to  the  ministers  of  other  countries,  who 
warmly  seconded  his  plan,  and  gave  it  substantial  aid.  This  at  once 
brought  our  representative  to  the  front  as  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  for- 
eigners in  Persia. 
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All  news  that  the  foreigners  received  in  relation  to  the  epidemic 
came  through  and  from  him.  The  English  officials  placed  their  system 
of  government  telegraphs  at  his  disposal. 

The  hospital  was  filled  with  Europeans,  Persians,  and  Americans. 

The  indirect  effect  of  this  work  was  very  great.  It  came  at  a  time 
when  most  needed.  When  I  left  that  country,  but  a  few  months  ago, 
western  enterprises  were  in  disfavor.  The  tobacco  monopoly  had  b^n 
abolished  ;  the  export  privileges  of  that  company  had  been  taken  from 
it ;  the  managers  of  other  western  enterprises  feared  they  would  not 
have  the  aid  and  good  will  of  the  Persians. 

Many  of  the  leading  Persians  were  objecting  to  all  attempts  to  de- 
velop Persia  by  means  of  western  capital ;  the  people  of  western  nations 
had  reached  the  very  zenith  of  their  unpopularity.  The  hospital  work 
arrested  the  feeling  of  distrust  that  was  rapidly  spreading  in  Persia. 
It  remained  for  Mr.  Fox  and  the  missionaries  who  cooperated  with  him 
to  restore  the  faith  and  confidence  in  foreigners  that  seemed  for  a  time 
to  be  lost.  The  conception  of  this  plan  and  the  vigor  with  which  our 
representative  and  the  missionaries  executed  it  have  done  more  for 
American  prestige  in  Persia  than  anything  that  has  been  done  since 
our  legation  there  has  been  established.

Cuba — Havana. — The  United  States  sanitary  inspector,  under  date 
of  December  3,  1892,  reports  as  follows : 

There  were  640  deaths  in  this  city  during  the  month  of  November, 
1892. 

Fifty  three  of  those  deaths  were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  45  by  en- 
teric fever,  10  by  so  called  pernicious  fever,  8  by  paludal  fever,  11 
by  diphtheria  and  croup,  and  5  by  glanders. 

During  the  week  ending  December  1  there  were  141  deaths,  8  of 
which  were  caused  by  yellow  fever  (with  approximately  45  new  cases), 
12  were  caused  by  enteric  fever,  1  by  pernicious  fever,  1  by  palud^ 
fever,  4  by  diphtheria  and  croup,  and  1  by  glanders. 

France — Rouen. — Month  of  October,  1892.  Population,  111,847. 
Total  deaths,  311,  including  phthisis  pulmonalis,  39  ;  enteric  fever,  25: 
and  croup,  1. 

Great  Britain — England  and  Wale^. — The  deaths  registered  in  33 
great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  November  26- 
corresponded  to  an  annual  rat^  of  18.9  a  thousand  of  the  aggregate 
population,  which  is  estimated  at  10,188,449.  The  lowest  rate  was 
recorded  in  Derby,  viz,  13.6,  and  the  highest  in  Salford,  viz,  31.6  a 
thousand. 
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London. — One  thonsand  foar  buDdred  aod  forty-seven  deaths  were 
registered  dariag  the  week,  IncladiDg  amallpox,  1 ;  measles,  28 ;  scarlet 
fever,  29 ;  diphtheria,  47 ;  whoopiag  cotigh,  12 ;  typhns,  1 ;  enteric 
fever,  11 ;  diarrhea  and  dysentery,  11.  The  deaths  from  all  causes  cor- 
responded to  an  annual  rat*  of  17.7  a  thoosand.  Diseases  of  the 
respiratory  oi^ns  caused  353  deaths.  In  greater  London  1,828  deaths 
were  registered,  corresponding  to  an  annnat  rate  of  16.6  a  thousand 
of  the  population. 

In  the  "outer  ring"  the  deaths  included  diphtheria,  S;  measles, 
28 ;  and  scarlet  fever,  8. 

Sunderland. — ^Two  weeks  ended  November  12,  1892.  Population, 
130,921.  Total  number  of  deaths,  96,  including  enteric  fever,  7;  and 
scarlet  fever,  8, 

Ireland. — The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  dnringtlie  week  ended  November  26,  in  the  16  principal  town 
districts  of  Ireland,  was  21.1  a  thousand  of  the  population.  The  lowest 
rate  was  recorded  in  Lisburu,  viz,  4,3,  and  the  highest  in  Sligo, 
viz,  30. 5  a  thousand.  In  Dnblin  and  suburtB  153  deaths  were  registere<l, 
including  enteric  fever,  4 ;  and  whooping  cough  1. 

Scotland. — The  deaths  r^stered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  November  26  corresponded  to  an  annual  rate  of  23.9  a  thou- 
sand of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,447,500.  The  lowest 
mortality  was  recorded  in  Paisley,  viz,  13.0,  and  the  highest  in  Leitb, 
viz,  58.0  a  thousand.  The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  registered 
from  all  causes  was  661,  including  measles,  104;  scarlet  fever,  2S; 
diphtheria,  9 ;  whoopingcough,  9 ;  fever,  4 ;  and  diarrhea,  7. 

Guiana— PnramaHAo.— Mouth  of  October,  1892.  Population,  28,221. 
Total  deaths,  67,  including  phthisis  pnlmonalis,  13. 

Mexico — Pasodel  iVorte.— Two  weeks  ended  October  31,  1892.  To- 
tal deaths,  12,  including  11  from  diphtheria. 

Russia— ffitja.— Month  of  September,  1892.  Population,  200,000, 
Total  deaths,  475,  includiug  smallpox,  12;  "cramps,"  52;  enteric 
fever,  4;  scarlet  fever,  8;  diphtheria,  12;  measles,  1;  and  whooping 
cough,  10.

Gbbman  Empire. — During  the  last  two  weeks  there  wer 
cases  in  Hamburg  and  Altona.  On  the  19th  of  November 
cases  were  still  under  treatment  at  Altoua.  One  fatal  case  o 
Demmin,  and  was  followed  by  2  new  cases,  1  of  which  was 
present  the  point  of  interest  is  Kiewo,  a  village  abont  5  kilom< 
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the  Vistula,  where  a  considerable  cholera  focus  has  formed.  Since- 
November  6  there  have  been  10  cases  and  3  deaths  at  Kiewo,  but  the  ex- 
act date  of  the  outbreak  of  the  epidemic  is  not  known.  According  to 
information  received,  cholera  bacilli  were  found  in  a  pond  which  sup- 
plied water  to  several  families.  With  the  exception  of  the  localities 
named,  Germany  is  free  from  cholera,  but  the  continuance  of  the  disease 
on  the  western  and  eastern  frontier,  in  the  Netherlands,  and  in  Busso- 
Poland,  where  there  has  been  a  fresh  outbreak  of  cholera  at  Mlawa,  is 
a  menace  to  the  Empire. 

The  publication  of  the  imperial  bureau  of  health  (No.  47)  places 
the  total  number  of  cholera  cases  throughout  Germany,  up  to  Novem- 
ber 17,  at  10,647  ;  deaths,  8,575.  Of  this  number,  17,975  cases  and 
7,611  deaths  occurred  at  Hamburg;  Altona,  882  cases,  502  deaths 
Hanover,  383  cases,  211  deaths;  Pommerania,  98  cases,  69  deaths 
Brandenburg,  78  cases,  52  deaths ;  Rhine  province,  29  cases,  15  deaths 
Saxony,  24  cases,  16  deaths;  West  Prussia,  15  cases,  7  deaths;  city  of 
Berlin,  30  cases,  15  deaths ;  the  two  Mecklenburgs,  95  cases,  52  deaths. 
The  mortalitv  from  cholera  for  all  Germany  is  43.9  per  cent  of  the 
number  of  cases;  for  Germany,  outside  of  Hamburg,  57.6  percent; 
for  Hamburg  alone,  42.3  per  cent  of  the  cases. 

Netherlands. — During  the  week  ended  November  14  there  were 
14  deaths  from  cholera,  3  in  Utrecht,  2  in  Breda,  3  in  Rotterdam. 
These  figures  show  a  decline  in  the  cholera  mortality.  In  Belgium 
mortality  is  on  the  increase.  From  November  19  to  21  there  were  6 
cholera  cases  and  2  deaths  in  Brussels ;  in  Briigge,  during  the  same 
period,  15  cases  and  13  deaths.  In  Luttich,  from  October  26  to  the 
present  time,  there  were  12  cholera  cases  and  8  deaths. 

Fkance. — At  a  meeting  of  the  French  council  of  health,  November 
7,  France  was  declared  free  from  cholera,  but  since  that  date  numerous 
cases  of  cholera  have  occurred  in  the  northeastern  provinces,  especially 
along  the  coast.  At  Calais,  November  14,  3  suspicious  cases  were  ob^ 
served,  1  similar  case  in  Les  Barraques,  5  cases  in  Arcon  near  Arras,  9 
cases  and  2  deaths  at  Etaples,  etc.  In  Boulogne,  from  November  13  to 
20,  .there  were  13  cholera  cases  and  8  deaths.  In  view  of  these  facts, 
the  epidemic  in  France  can  not  be  considered  extinct. 

Austria-Hungary. — Cholera  still  prevails  with  considei;^ble  in- 
tensity, especially  in  the  western  and  southern  districts.  In  Aradacz, 
from  November  8  to  10,  there  were  53  cases  and  13  deaths ;  from 
November  11  to  13,  47  cjises  and  7  deaths.  Cases  and  deaths  in  con- 
siderable numbers  are  reported  from  numerous  other  plaees,  chiefly 
inland  towns  and  districts.  In  Buda-Pesth  the  epidemic-  declines 
slowly.  The  daily  average  number  of  cases  is  less  than  10 ;  the  num- 
ber of  deaths  is  small.  The  Vienna  Clinical  Gazette  places  the  total 
number  of  cases  at  1,007  ;  deaths,  438.  Some  isolated  cages  occurred  in 
Servia. 

Russia. — The  extinction  of  the  epidemic  in  Russia  can  not  be  looked 
for.  In  the  southern  and  western  provinces,  Baku,  Kuban,  Cherson, 
Bessarabia,  Podolia,  Kiew,  and  Livland  cholera  has  not  spread  to  any 
great  extent.  In  Baku,  from  October  28  to  November  2,  there  were 
691  cases,  436  deaths ;  in  Kuban,  from  October  28  to  November  4,  2;^ 
cases  and  124  deaths ;  in  Cherson,  city  and  government,  from  October 

25  to  November  1,  453  cases  and  199  deaths;  in  Podolia,  from  October 

26  to  November  2,  561  cases  and  207  deaths;  in  Bessarabia,  from  Oc- 
tober 28  to  November  5,  234  cases  and  199  deaths ;  in  Kiew,  city  and 
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government,  from  October  30  to  November  6,  1,040  eases  and  323 
deaths ;  Tambow,  from  October  31  to  November  7,  313  cases  and  129 
deaths ;  in  Livland,  from  October  30  to  November  7,  122  cases  and  75 
deaths ;  in  the  city  of  Petersburg,  from  October  31  to  November  8,  28 
cases  and  8  deaths.  The  last  official  bulletin  gives  the  number  of 
choleraic  cases  in  Podolia,  from  November  9  to  18,  as  1,033,  deatfis, 
375 ;  at  Kiew,  from  November  14  to  20,  599  cases  and  168  deaths ; 
showing  a  large  increase  in  the  former  government  and  a  decrease  in 
the  latter.  In  Bhsso-Poland  a  decrease  of  the  epidemic  is  observed. 
In  the  governments  of  Lublin  and  Siedlec,  from  October  31  to  Novem- 
ber 7,  there  were  80  cases  and  44  deaths,  and  141  cases  and  82  deaths, 
respectively  ;  in  Eadam  and  Kielce,  from  October  31  to  November  7, 
75  case^  and  32  deaths,  and  10  cases  and  6  deaths,  respectively  ;  in  the 
city  of  Warsaw,  from  November  5  to  10,  8  cases  and  2  deaths.  On  the 
other  hand,  there  has  been  a  fresh  outbreak  of  cholera  at  Mlawa,  with 
2  cases,  from  November  2  to  9. 

Asia  Minor. — Cholera  still  prevails  to  a  considerable  extent  in  the 
vilayet  and  city  of  Erzroom.  The  total  number  of  cases  o^urring  in 
the  city  up  to  the  present  time  is  423 ;  deaths,  222,  » In  the  vilayet, 
220  cases  and  129  deaths.  The  latter  numbers  are  as  reported,  but  are 
probably  far  below  the  actual  statistics.  Cholera  has  shown  itself 
again  in  Trapezunt,  where  some  soldiers  have  been  tran8shipi)ed. 
From  November  3  to  7  there  were  48  cases  and  32  deaths.  Many  cases 
have  also  occurred  in  Sino^e. 

Persia. — The  total  number  of  cholera  cases  from  October  28  to  No- 
vember 5  was  550 ;  deaths,  216.  Of  these,  300  cases  and  120  deaths 
occurred  in  Ispahan.  Later  reports  show  the  epidemic  to  be  spreading. 
On  November  7  there  were  120  cases  and  40  deaths  reported  at  Aster- 
abad ;  150  eases  and  55  deaths  at  Kum ;  250  cases  and  125  deaths  at 
Shiroz.  The  epidemic  seems  to  be  spreading  generally  in  the  southern 
and  middle  provinces. 

Cholera  in  the  East. 

[Translated  from  La  Revue  Medico-Phamiaceutdque,  Constantinople,  November   15,^ 

1892.] 

Cholera  prevails  in  the  vilayet  of  Erzroom  to  an  extent  which  can 
not  be  accurately  determined  in  the  absence  of  definite  information. 
It  is  known  to  be  present  in  the  city  of  Erzroom,  but  as  there  is  no  ob- 
ligation on  the  part  of  the  population  to  declare  the  causes  of  death,  the 
mortal! t>^  from  the  disease  can  not  be  stated.  It  is,  however,  consider- 
able. The  epidemic  has  spread  to  the  villages  of  Ilidg^  and  Ach  Kaleh, 
situated  at  a  short  distance  from  Erzroom,  on  the  road  to  Trebizond. 
On  October  30,  7  cases  of  cholera  were  reported  at  Trebizond.  Of  this 
number,  3  were  impyrted  from  Erzroom.  Since  the  date  above  men- 
tioned there  have  been  numerous  choleraic  cases  and  deaths  in  the  city 
of  Trebizond  and  its  environs. 

The  epidemic  is  greatly  abated  in  Yemen  and  at  the  quarantine  sta- 
tions on  the  island  of  Cameran.  It  is  now  ascertained  that  cholera  was 
introduced  into  Yemen  bj^  an  importation  of  slaves  from  Africa,  who 
were  clandestinely  landed  al/Loheia. 

Persia. — The  number  o^holeraic  deaths  in  Persia  from  May  last  to 
September  5  is  estimated  ^y  Dr.  Camposampiero,  sanitary  physician 
of  the  Ottoman  Government  at  Teheran,  at  43,000.     Of  these,  10,000 
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occurred  at  Teheran  and  15,000  in  Tauris.  If  we  add  to  this  num- 
ber the  5,000  deaths  reported  since  September  5,  we  have  a  mini- 
mum total  of  48,000  deaths  from  cholera.  It  is  more  probable  that  the 
total  number  reached  50,000  or  60,000,  or  about  1  per  cent  of  the  popu- 
lat^ion  of  Persia,  which  is  6,000,000. 

Caucasus. — The  epidemic  is  very  nearly  at  an  end.  From  Septem- 
ber 20  to  October  16  there  were  only  1,775  choleraic  deaths  throughout 
the  province.  The  total  mortality  from  cholera  in  the  Caucasus  from 
the  outbreak  of  the  epidemic,  about  June  20,  to  the  end  of  September 
was  65,000,  or  1  to  every  100  inhabitants.  In  some  localities  the  mor- 
tality reached  1  to  every  40  or  50  inhabitants. 

The  governments  most  affected  were  Kouban,  13,566  deaths;  Terek, 
12,812  deaths ;  Dagestan,  9,515  deaths ;  Stavropol,  8,050  deaths.  Those 
governments  of  the  Transcaucasus  which  lie  along  the  Black  Sea  were 
relatively  exempt.  In  the  statement  of  the  total  mortality  for  Russia 
the  government  of  Kouban  occupies  the  third  rank,  Terek  the  fourth. 
These  statistics  show  the  Caucasus  to  have  been  one  of  the  most  intense 
foci  of  the  epidemic. 

Russia. — The  general  statistical  report  of  cholera  in  the  Russian  Em- 
pire shows  that  by  September  13  fifty  governments  had  been  attacked 
by  the  epidemic.  Leaving  out  the  Caucasus,  the  Russian  governments 
and  provinces  may  be  divided  into  three  groups,  according  to  a  descend- 
ing scale  of  mortality. 

The  first  group  includes  the  government  ef  Saratow,  13,758  deaths; 
the  Cossack  territory  of  the  Don  and  Rostow,  18,931  deaths;  the  gov- 
ernments of  Voronedig,  6,414  deaths;  Samara,  10,229.  The  second 
group  comprises  the  governments  of  Tambow,  4,392  deaths ;  Turkestan, 
9,290  deaths;  Simbirsk,  4,815  deaths;  Tobolsk,  3,425  deaths;  Oren- 
bourg,  3,510  deaths;  Kasau,  2,619 deaths;  Tomsk,  1,842  deaths;  Kar- 
kow,  2,330  deaths;  Penza,  1,624  deaths;  Oural,  2,110 deaths;  Viatka, 
2,283  deaths;  Oufa,  1,391  deaths;  Astrakhan,  7,860  deaths;  Ekaterin- 
islow,  1,147  deaths;  Akmelinsk,  1,040  deaths.  The  third  group  em- 
braces the  other  governments  having  an  average  mortality  of  1,000, 
500,  or  100  and  under  ;  also  some  cities,  iis  St.  Petersburg,  873  deaths, 
and  Moscow,  321  deaths. 

Taking  into  account  the  fact  that  the  figures  reported  represent  the 
minimum  of  choleraic  deaths  throughout  the  Russian  Empire,  and 
adding  to  the  estimates  previously  obtained  the  results  of  reports 
for  the  past  month,  we  may  state  the  total  number  of  choleraic  deaths 
at  300,000. 

The  slight  prevalence  of  the  epidemic  in  Europe  and  its  restricted 
area  are  worthy  of  note.  It  ravaged  Russia  and  gained  a  strong  foot^ 
hold  in  Hamburg,  but  it  only  touched  central,  southern,  and  western 
Europe.  It  reached  the  continent  of  Europe  when  its  force  was  nearly 
spent,  and  encountering  energetic  measures  of  resistance,  it  was  quickly 
conquered.

Sib  :  Pureuant  to  the  urgent  request  of  CJonsul-General  Frye,  of  Hal- 
ifax, I  made  an  official  visit  there  last  Friday  to  examine  the  working 
of  their  new  disinfecting  car. 

They  have  a  large  box  car  made  perfectly  airtight  by  lining  with 
felt,  et<5.,  in  which  they  have  placed  about  1,200  feet  of  Is-inch  steam 
pipe  ;  shelves  and  lines  are  arranged  to  place  baggage  in  ;  a  glass  door 
is  placed  in  door  of  car  with  a  thermometer  held  in  sight. 

It  takes  about  twenty  minutes  to  raise  the  temperature  to  212°  F. ; 
when  it  reached  about  220°  it  was  kept  there  about  one  hour.  I  told 
CJonsul  Frye  that  I  considered  it  perfectly  satisfactory. 

Large  numbei'S  of  immigrants  are  arriving  there  now  ;  200  arrived 
Saturday,  of  which  we  had  about  75  to  take  across  the  State  via  Yance- 
boro,  by  Canadian  Pacific  Kailway. 

I  think  a  reliable  man  should  be  sent  to  Halifax,  and  when  the  steam- 
ers arrive  (which  they  are  liable  to  do  any  time  day  or  night)  he  could 
witness  the  disinfection,  and  Consul  Frye  could  issue  his  certificate.

Halifax  is  a  very  important  port,  as  all  of  the  travel  from  Liverpool 
to  (^anada  comes  that  way  during  the  winter.

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is  disinfection  by  dry  heat,  which  is  not  deemed  sufficient.  After  the 
temperature  in  the  car  has  been  raised  to  about  212°  F.  by  the  closed 
steam  pipes  within  the  car,  live  steam  should  be  introduced  through  an 
additional  pipe  placed  at  one  end  of  the  car,  carrying  live  steam  di- 
rectly into  the  interior,  a  small  outlet  pipe  being  placed  at  the  other 
arranged  with  a  valve.  If  the  radiating  pipes  within  the  car  maintain 
a  temperature  of  212°  F.,  there  will  be  little  condensation  within  the  car 
by  turning  the  live  steam  directly  into  it.

The  bills  of  health  are  to  bear 
ing:  "A  few  cases  of  cholerine  are  reported."  Health  oflic 
making  a  tour  of  inspection  in  Brittany,  especially  in  the 
of  Loire  Inferii5nre,  to  see  what  precautionary  measures  shon 
to  prevent  the  development  of  cholerine. 

The  following  are  now  in  force  at  Nantes : 

First.  Disinfection  of  all  insalubrious  lodgings. 

Second.  Removal  of  the  washhouses  at  a  distance  of  100  i 
the  water  stations. 

Third.  All  boats  and  vessels  are  prohibited  to  lie  near 
where  water  is  taken  for  the  use  of  the  city. 
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Fourth.  Strict  surveillance  is  exercised  in  the  cleansing  of  the 
wharves  near  the  water  stations. 

Fifth.  Cleanliness  is  exacted  for  the  public  urinariums. 

Sixth.  Imperative  orders  are  jpven  to  sweep  and  cleanse  the  streets 
and  markets,  for  washing  and  disinfecting  the  alleys  and  quarters  in- 
habited by  the  indigent. 

The  police  force  exercise  strict  authority  on  all  the  above  points. 

Seventh.  The  exportation  of  rags  is  temporarily  prohibited. 

Eighth.  All  vessels  before  leaving  the  ports  of  Nantes  and  St  Nazaire 
are  thoroughly  disinfected.     St.  Nazaire  is  free  from  all  cholerine. 

From  my  consular  agents,  to  whom  I  give  orders  to  report  on  the  sani- 
tary condition  of  their  localities,  I  have  received  the  following  :  Brest 
is  free  from  cholera  or  cholerine ;  at  Quineper  (Finistere)  there  have 
been  4  cases  of  cholera  ;  all  indications  are  that  there  will  be  no  further 
development  of  the  disease  at  that  place. 

At  Lorient  there  were,  on  Tuesday  last,  30  cases  of  cholera  and  8 
deaths.     As  sck)n  as  I  receive  the  exact  report  from  the  agent  there  I 
will  foward  it  to  the  Department  of  State.

Sir  :  Referring  to  the  subjeet-matter  of  my  No.  6  dispatch,  I  have 
the  honor  to  report  that  no  more  cases  of  supposed  Asiatic  cholera  have 
appeared  in  the  suburban  town  of  Aureswalde,  and,  moreover,  that  the 
opinion  is  entertained  by  many  who  have  investigated  the  cases  already 
reported  that  the  death  and  sickness  referred  to  in  my  No.  6  dispatch 
were  not  rasultant  from  cholera. 

I  am  informed  that  medical  authorities  from  Dresden  pronounced 
them  cholera,  while  others  from  Leipsic  assert  the  contrary. 

The  three  cases  reported  as  being  sick  in  my  No.  6,  I  am  advised, 
are  convalescent,  and  strong  hopes  are  entertained  that  there  will  be  no 
further  occasion  for  alarm.

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that  disease  has  thus  far  appeared  here  or  been  brought  here.  There 
was,  about  three  weeks  ago,  one  suspected  passenger  per  steamer 
from  Northern  Europe,  but  upon  being  sent  to  quarantine  island  he 
was  found  to  be  suffering  from  a  different  disease. 

The  health  authorities  have  taken  unusual  precautions  to  put  this 
city  in  a  satisfactory  hygienic  condition,  and  strict  inspection,  in  a

Statm  of  the  cholera  epidemic, 

[Translated  for  this  Bureau  from  the  Deutsche  MedicinischeWochentchrifb,  Berlin,  De- 
cember 8,  1892.] 

No  new  cases  of  cholera  are  reported  at  Hamburg  and  Altona.  The 
last  2  cases  at  Hamburg  are  cured.  The  total  number  of  cases  that  have 
occurred  at  Kiew  is  9,  not  10,  as  previously  reported.  Of  these,  3  have 
recovered  and  4  are  still  under  treatment.  At  Demmin  no  new  cases 
have  followed  on  the  3  cases  last  reported.  The  inspection  stations  on 
the  Elbe  and  Oder  are  closed ;  also  those  on  the  Vistula.

Sir:  Referring  to  Department  Circular  No.  143,  dated  August  19, 
1892,  and  to  the  portion  thereof  which  prohibits  the  entiy  of  rags  gath- 
ered in  or  shipped  from  any  port  or  place  where  cholera  is  known  to 
prevail  in  epidemic  form,  I  have  to  state  that  while  information  has 
been  transmitted  to  you  weekly  through  {he  Abstract  of  Sanitary 
Reports  as  to  infected  localities,  the  inclosed  list  of  foreign  countries, 
I)orts,  and  places  has  by  request  be^n  compiled  by  the  Supervising  Sur- 
geon-General of  the  Marine-Hospital  Service  for  your  information  and 
guidance.  Nothing  in  this  letter  will  be  interpreted  as  modifying  the 
other  provision  in  the  circular  named  requiring  disinfection  of  all  for- 
eign rags  prior  to  shipment  to  the  United  States.

Sir  :  In  confirmation  of  my  telegi-am  of  this  date,  I  have  the  honor 
to  inform  you  that  the  Pacific  Coast  Steamship  Company's  steamer 
Umatilla^  from  Puget  Sound  ports,  arrived  at  San  Francisco  at  8  p.  m., 
December  20,  having  landed  1  case  ol  smallpox  (the  ship's  butcher)  at 
Port  Townsend  on  the  15th,  and  sailed  from  that  port  for  San  Francisco 
direct  on  the  16th  instant.  The  vessel  carried  no  passengers  to  this 
port  only  her  crew,  84  in  number,  including  officers,  1  inspector  of 
customs,  and  1  pilot.  IJ^o  new  cases  have  developed  up  to  date. 
The  crew  were  received  at  this  station  today  and  will  be  held  under 
observation  for  the  usual  period  of  fourteen  days  dating  from  the  de- 
velopment of  the  last  case.

Report  on  the  danger  of  using  impure  xcater  on  vesseits. 

U.  S.  Marine  Hospital, 
Port  of  Boston,  Mass.,  December  24,  1892. 

Sir  :  The  water  supply  of  vessels  is  a  subject  of  far-reaching  impor- 
tance, and  one  which  has  evidently  not  received  the  attention  it  deserves 
because  of  a  want  of  knowledge  as  to  the  danger  of  using  impure  water 
by  those  who  follow  the  sea.  During  my  service  in  this  district,  covering 
a  period  of  over  three  years,  at  Portland,  Me.,  and  Boston,  Mass.,  the 
comparatively  large  number  of  sailors  treated  in  haspital  for  enteric 
fever  has  led  me  to  inquire  as  to  the  source  of  the  water  used  on  the 
vessels  from  which  they  were  admitted,  but  until  now  I  have  been  un- 
able to  gain  any  authentic  information  relative  to  the  matter.  From  an 
intelligent  master  of  a  trading  schooner,  who  is  now  convalescing  from 
the  fever  at  this  hospital,  I  learn  that  about  the  last  of  October,  1892, 
while  at  the  port  of  Bangor,  Me.,  with  his  vessel,  he  anchored  near  the 
wharf  and  filled  his  water  tanks  from  the  river  some  few  hundred  yards 
above  the  point  where  the  city  sewers  emptj'  into  the  Penobscot.  He 
also  says  that  it  is  the  common  practice  of  masters  of  vessels  to  take 
their  water  when  at  Bangor  from  the  river  in  that  locality.  The  action 
of  the  tide  there,  which  is  quite  strong,  rising  several  feet,  leads  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  Penobscot  River  is  contaminated  at  that  point,  and 
probably  a  fruitful  source  of  enteric  fever,  which  is  a  constant  danger 
to  our  seamen.  The  master  of  the  vessel  herein  referred  to  and  one  of 
his  crew  were  taken  sick  shortly  after  using  the  water  in  question,  and 
have  been  under  treatment  at  this  hospital  for  enteric  fever.  The  cap- 
tain's wife,  who  was  also  on  board  at  the  time,  has  been  sick  at  home

with  the  same  disease.  Her  physician  reports  it  *  *  due  to  the  water  used 
on  the  schooner."  Thus,  three  out  of  five  of  the  persons  on  board  this 
schooner  have  been  stricken  with  a  preventable  disease  undoubtedly 
from  the  use  of  bad  water.  There  are  probably  other  ports  where  ves- 
sels take  water  unfit  for  use ;  and,  for  the  better  protection  of  our  sail- 
ors, it  is  suggested  that  a  cii^ular  be  issued  and  distributed  by  customs 
officers  warning  all  masters  in  regard  to  the  necessity  of  supplying 
their  vessels  with  pure  water.

One  result  of  inspections  oi*dered  by  conference  of  State  and  provincial 

boards  of  health. 

Early  in  September,  1892,  the  *' International  Quarantine  Inspection 
Commission''  visited  Portland,  Me.,  having  previously  inspected  the 
quarantines  at  Grosse  Isle,  Quebec,  at  New  York,  and  at  Boston,  and 
going  from  Portland,  Me.,  to  St.  Johns,  N.  B.,  and  Halifax,  N.  S.  At 
Portland  th6  commission  was  courteously  received,  its  examinations 
were  facilitated,  and  its  recommendations  listened  to  with  attention. 
Later,  when  the  commission  was  in  Washington,  it  found  the  chairman 
of  the  Portland  board  of  health  and  other  delegates  from  that  port  pre- 
paring to  carry  out  the  recommendations  of  the  commission  and  to 
make  the  quarantine  plant  at  Portland  what  it  should  be. 

In  response  to  a  recent  letter.  Dr.  Meserve,  the  chairman  of  the  Port- 
land board  of  health,  writes  as  follows  :

*'  Dear  Doctor  :  Yours  of  the  13th  instant  at  hand.  Our  disinfecting 
plant  is  in  running  order,  and  has  been  used  to  disinfect  the  baggage  and 
clothing  of  two  arrivals  of  steerage  passengers.  It  consists  of  a  building 
36  by  78  feet  with  monitor  roof,  boiler  and  coal  shed  attached  ;  in  the 
building  are  two  corridoi's,  and  six  rooms  on  either  side,.8  by  10  feet, 
opening  from  the  corridors ;  in  those  on  one  side  is  a  bath  tub  in  each, 
with  hot  and  cold  water,  a  seat  to  sit  on,  and  blankets  for  wrapping  in 
after  the  bath.  All  baggage  and  clothing  is  put  into  shallow  iron  trays 
of  open  mesh  26  by  46  inches  ;  these  are  loaded  on  a  carriage,  which 
sets  on  another  carriage,  and  can  be  wheeled  to  the  retort  and  rapidly 
pushed  in  when  the  door  is  opened.  The  retort  is  of  boiler  steel  with 
cast-iron  doors  4  feet  3  inches  by  5  feet  in  size,  tested  to  30  pounds  to 
the  square  inch  ;  it  has  safety  valve,  thermometer,  pressure- reducing 
valve,  hot-air  inlet,  blowoff  pipe,- steam  gauge,  etc.  The  hot  air  comes 
from  a  600-foot  heater,  and  is  driven  into  retort  by  an  exhaust  fan.  By 
this  means  all  steam  can  be  driven  rapidly  out  so  no  condensation  oc- 
curs when  door  is  opened.  A  pressure  of  10  pounds  is  used  ;  this  gives 
a  temperature  of  about  228*^  F.  We  have  also  a  sulphur  furnace  of 
sufficient  capacity  to  burn  60  pounds  of  brimstone  at  once.  The  gas 
from  this  can  be  thrown  by  a  No.  6  exhaust  fan  either  into  a  closed 
room,  where  such  articles  as  do  not  stand  the  temperature  of  the  retort 
are  moistened  with  steam  and  exposed  to  the  gas,  or  carried  down  to  the 
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end  of  the  wharf,  where  the  gas  can  be  forced  into  a  ship's  hold.    Steam 
is  supplied  by  a  40  horse- power  boiler. 

''This  in  brief  is  our  plant  to-day. 

*'The  steamship  companies  complain  of  the  expense,  which  is  con- 
siderable, and  the  agent  of  the  Allan  Line  told  me  they  should  prob- 
ably leave  all  steerage  passengers  at  Halifax  ;  indeed  they  have  done 
that  in  large  measure  already.  Four  steamers  have  arrived  here,  and 
I  have  the  passenger  lists  of  three  before  me. 

**The  Sardinian^  arriving  November  28,  had  no  steerage  passengers, 
but  left  377  at  Halifax;  they  claim  that  all  were  English  or  Scandi- 
navians, but  such  names  as  Wilhelmina  Jonsdotter,  Wallis  Heikkinen, 
and  Johan  Galiogosky  have  a  sound  of  German  or  Russian  origin. 

'*The  Vancourer  brought  66  here,  and  left  some  300  at  Halifax, while 
the  Numidian  brought  10  here  and  left  201  at  Halifax. 

'*Now,  many  of  these  passengers  expect  to  find  their  way  into  the 
United  States  Avithout  paying  the  expense  of  disinfection,  and  for  this 
purpose  the  roads  (probably)  ask  you  to  pass  them  without  it.  Kyon 
do  this,  is  there  any  protection  toother  States!  The  Dominion  people 
said  that  they  should  bring  all  steerage  passengers  for  the  States  to  this 
port,  but  as  the  expense  will  be  something  over  $1  a  head,  now  say 
they  shall  bring  none  here. 

^'Our  board  think  that  no  steerage  passenger  should  be  allowed  to 
land  for  the  next  i^\Q  months  without  disinfection  of  baggage  and  cloth- 
ing, and  that  each  State  should  work  for  the  interest  of  all  as  well  as 
its  own.  I  inclose  a  card  given  to  each  passenger  passing  through  our 
hands.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  since  my  last  dispatch,  No.  25, 
dated  November  30,  1892,  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  of  Nantes 
is  steadily  improving,  and  that  only  a  few  new  cases  of  cholerine  are 
now  reported. 
Brest  is  entirely  free  from  cholera  or  cholerine. 
The  report  I  received  from  Lorient  shows  that  on  the  1st  of  Decem- 
ber there  were  30  cases  of  cholera  in  the  city  and  outskirts,  also  2 
deaths  from  the  disease.

TheliospitaJ  at  St.  Sebastian,  foanded  November  9, 1889,  was  designed 
for  the  treatment  of  epidemic  diseases,  especially  yellow  fever.  It  is 
situated  about  4  miles  from  Eio  de  Janeiro,  in  an  extensive  park  planted 
with  lemon,  orange,  eucalyptus,  and  other  trees  which  have  a  hygienic 
and  sanitary  value.  It  occupies  35,232  square  meters  and  consists  of 
seventeen  separate  buildings,  including  two  general  pavilions  (Lefort 
system),  pavilions  for  the  separate  treatment  of  men  and  women  and 
for  grave  diseases,  for  the  dying,  and  for  convalescents ;  of  a  chapel, 
offices,  buildings  for  domestic  purposes,  and  an  engine  house  conta.in- 
ing  two  large  Geneste  and  Herscher  disinfecting  stoves  and  two  hydraulic 
pumps  for  forcing  water  into  the  upper  stori^.  Other  buildings  are 
in  process  of  erection. 

The  statistics  of  yellow  fever  cases  received  into  the  hospital  are  as 
follows:  From  November  20,  1889,  to  December  31, 1891,  1,050  cases. 
Of  these,  595  were  cured  and  455  were  fatal,  making  a  mortality  of 
43.3  per  cent. 

From  January,  1891,  to  June  19  of  the  same  year,  3,473  cases;  1,859 
cured ;  1,614  fatal ;  mortality,  46.4  per  cent. 

From  June  19,  1891,  to  December  1  of  the  same  year,  the  hospital 
received  patients  suffering  from  various  diseases.  From  Januaiy  3, 
1892,  to  June  20  of  the  same  year,  3,643  cases  of  yellow  fever  were  re- 
ceived ;  2,097  were  cured;  1,546  were  fatal;  mortality,  42.4  per  cent 
With  regard  to  the  number  of  deaths,  1,546,  it  should  be  observed  thj^ 
583  persons  were  brought  to  the  hospital  in  a  dying  condition  and  28 
were  brought  dead,  which  would  reduce  the  mortality  to  25.5  per  cent 
Similar  facts  should  be  taken  into  consideration  in  estimating  the  mor- 
tality for  previous  years.  Comparison  of  the  statistics  of  diflTerent 
countries  shows  that  the  rate  of  mortality  at  the  St.  Sebastian  Hospital 
is  not  high.  A  mortality  of  49  per  cent  is  found  in  some  cases,  of  69 
per  cent  in  othei^,  and  Dr.  Roux,  of  France,  quotes  a  percentage  of 
94  for  Havana,  Cuba. 

With  regard  to  the  treatment  of  yellow  fever,  the  results  obtained  at 
the  hospital  are  in  favor  of  internal  disinfection.  One  invariably  fatal 
8ymi)tom  observed  is  anuria.  When  only  partially  defined  it  may  be 
suo<*e8sfully  treated  by  caffeina,  but  when  it  is  pronounced,  cure  is  im- 
possible. From  partial  statistics,  covering  the  period  from  April  1  to 
June  20,  1892,  it  appears  that  76  cases  of  yellow  fever,  with  anuria, were 
received  in  a  total  of  417  cases  Of  these,  4  were  cured.  The  mortality 
from  anuria  may  be  estimated  at  94. 7  per  cent.  Another  grave  symp- 
tom of  fever  is  hemorrhage.  Of  417  cases  received  into  the  hospital, 
42  were  hemorrhagic.  Of  these,  15  were  cured,  making  a  mortality  ol 
64.2  per  cent. 

The  mortality  from  black  vomit  for  the  present  year  may  be  esti- 
mated at  22.6  per  cent.
